Sturgis and District History Book Committee 


Committee members often remarked, “How did T ever get 
ryself into ths? when deadlines had tobe met, pictures located, 
people contacted and everything else that went on to produce 
what you see ere today. 

‘The blame lies with Iris Fraser and Sam Cheremkora, who met 
on Main Steet one day in February 1997 and thought a history 
book shonld be made. There were a lot of people who had the 
same idea, so when Iris and Sam decided (0 call a meeting on 
February 6, 1997 in the Sturgis Branch of the Public Library, they 
had a good attendance. Subsequent meetings on February 19 and 
March 3 produced an executive of vice chairperson Lily 
Hamilton, secretaries Iris Fraser and Gladys Hydamaka and 
tweasuree Dianne Pollock. Don Olson accepted the postion of 
cchisperson and the Sturgis and District History Book was on its 
‘way. The school districts tobe included inthis history book were 
Woodlight (Eileen Meroniuk, Mike Hydamaka, Sam 
Cheremkora, Anne Sopel and John Hamilton), Kopje (Lily 
Hamilton and Jeanette Cheremkora), Corofin (Pauline Lee), 
‘Mannanah (Eldon Olson and Alma Larson), Cavell, East and 
West Ajax (Will Moysiuk, Anne Lesanko, Vema and Metro 
Melynchuk, Eunice Lesanko, Fred Lasko, and Brookview (Eileen 
and Johnay Meroniuk and Mary Mastrachuk). The phoning 
‘committee comprised of Anne Sopel, Jeanetie Cheremkora, Nel 
Smith and Anne Lesanko. Lillian Smith was t0 look after the 
‘dverising, Though not everyone contribuied the same effor 
through tee years, these are the names of the people who were 
enthusiastic and gave support to this new venture. 

‘To get some expert advice, Isabel Schur and Joyce Greba were 
invited to the first meeting and Debbie and Raymond Blender 
spoke tthe third meeting. Looking fr someone to print the book 
took some time as various companies were approached and 
representatives spoke at our meetings. As a result Print West of 
Regina was chosen to be entrusted with our histories, 

The laborious work of contacting former residents, researching 
the town, school, organizations, churches histories, ete started. A 
big thank you has t9 go to Sask Tel for their “Bundles”, an 
affodable way to contact former residents 

|As the histories came io and the ladies proof read them, the 
typists were called upon to begin getting these histories on a 
‘computer disk. The first typists were Andrea Beatty, Tara Sikorski 
and Thomas Zilch. However, as these students graduated and lft 
Sturgis, the major portions of typing was done by: Katrina 
Wasylenchuk, Val Hallick, Loranda Blender, Deara Medtang, 
Margaret Formo, Barbara Wagar, Debbie Blender, Margaret 
Prekaski, Bim Bartch, Carla Merrit, Kristen Babiuk and Jean 
Babiuk, who as well typed out the Sturgis Composite High 











School history. Committes members Lillian Smith, Dianne 
Pollock (whose typing skills emerged from the moth balls and 
progressed to computer literacy), Eldon Olson (who became 
‘acquainted with modem technology-the-computer), Lily 
Hamilton before her untimely death and John Hamilton all 
contributed to the typing pool. Many stories will be told of 
running out of black ink and printing in color, rushing to Yorkton 
to fx & computer, borrowing another computer when one failed, 
retyping a history when you were sure the computer ale the 
‘original as a way of getting even forall the hours it was made to 
‘work, redoing sections after the proof readers went over it with 
their fine toothed com, 

Iris Fraser, Gladys Hydamaka, Eunice Lesanko, Eileen 
Goulden and Birgit Beatty were the chief proof readers spending 
hours going over the five hundred histories. Eileen Meroniuk had 
the laborious and frustrating job of pouring over countless 
pictures trying to decide which should be included and at ten 
dollars a shot, one had to be selective. She also assigned story file 
number and picture file numbers and had a big job to keep 
everything straight! 

‘Mary Mastrchuk was another regular at the meetings and 
work sessions filing index cards with names, addresses, books 
required, ete 

Dianne Pollock as treasurer kept rack ofall the money, paid the 
bills and was enjoying her part on the history book committee 
until one day she became even more excited as she took over 
researching the town history during is later years, while Eldon 
(Olson, researched the history from the beginning. They would be 
soexcited when they found a picture or had contact with someone 
Who could tell them stores. Dianne and Gladys Wagar went 
‘through old newspapers on achive tapes in Yorkin and through 
‘old newspapers offered by Martha Schoenke. 

‘ohn Davis spend too many hours to calculate on researching 
the Sturgis Composite High School history and when all was ssid 
and done ad fifty some pages ready for Jean Babiuk to type. ris. 
Fraser took care ofthe Elementary School history. 

Lillian Smith provided a source of pictues and took pictures 
required as well as being a go-or (whatever was required).

THE STORY OF STURGIS 

‘When we atiempt to research history, we find ourselves again 
and again coming, not to the beginnings of things, but to sposs 
Where the uail peters out and is lost in the grassy wastes of 
forgetfulness. Barly setlers in what is now Saskatchewan were 
concemed with deals of basic survival... What will be our next 
‘meal? How can we find shelter? They had no time for, and indeed 
no thought of recording their daily doing. Few indeed were those 
‘who understood that they were making history aad that thee story 
would one day be important. Those who formed social groups 
boards, committees, organizations — usually kept only sketchy 
record, and too offen made scant provisions for preserving the. 
Unexpected fires and even deliberate discard have taken ther toll 
‘of Sturgis records 

Faced with this vacuum, a researcher seeks out the few old- 
limers still let and delves into their memories. Oh, they 
remember! Unfortunately, though, human memory is not as 
reliable as a record writen on the spot. Old-Timer A and Okd- 
‘Timer B remember the same event quite differently the time of 
its happening, the locations, even sometimes the identity of the 

The past is gone forever, and the future will all too soon 
become the past. Today's historian believes that sifting through 
the mass of records, fragmentary though they are, and delving 
into memories will provide a story more accurate than any that 
can be writen later when more ofthe sources of information have 
been lot, We sift through what we have, make our choices, and, 
having given the reader fair warning, proceed to recount the story 
of Sturgis as it seems tous. 

11895, a rancher named Jack Shewfelt moved his operation to 
the elbow of our river in what was then the Assiniboine Temitory 
He seems to have been the first white setter. The discovery of 
arrowheads and other evidence proves without a doubt, of course, 
thatthe preset site of Sturgis had long been a pace of temporary 

for nomadic Indian tibes. In 1901 Owen (Pat) 
‘who had been ranching at Devils Lake, bought

Shewelt’s buildings (apparently neither man owned the land) and 
became the earliest ster. 

In 1902 townships 33 and 34 were surveyed and asa result of 
‘his there was an influx of homesteaders and land purchasers 

The years 1904, 1905 and 1906 saw many homesteaders 
setling in this area and to the eas of bere. Settles eame from the 
‘United States, Ontario, the Maritimes, England, Sweden, Poland 
and the Ukraine. Stecl followed the setters and by 1910 the 
railway line from Swan River west was surveyed and steel laid as 
far a6 Pelly. In 1911, stel reached Sturgis and continued to 
Preeceville. In 1914, steel came from Canora to Sturgis,

‘The Naming of a Community: Stanhope or 
Sturgis? 

In 1904, Fred C. Brooks moved his general store from Crystal 
Lake o just north f Sturgis (where Jack Lesanko now lives, SW 
0f 32-344), Fed Brooks became te fist Postmaster operating 
post office from this location. The post ofice required a name and 
50 he named it the Sturgis Post Office, after his hometown of 
Sturgis in South Dakota. Mail was brought tothe Sturgis Post 
Office from Plateau Post Office that was near Hassan, 
Saskatchewan, History notes that the Annual Report of the 
Postmaster General in Ottawa records the formal establishment of 
Sturgis Post Ofice in 1908. There is no record of Stanhope. 

At the same time, a community was developing afew miles 
aay. The settlement was known a Stanhope, The sory goes that 
the pioneers made a joke out ofthe name Stanhope. They sad, 

"We just stand and hope the malway comes” No offical 
government records have been located to verify that t 
Settlement was ever called Stanhope. However, news items in 
1910 and 1911 issues of The Canora Advertiser speak of activities 
and events happening in the community of Stanhope along with 
the names of individuals known to have been eay settlers of 














Sturgis, This would suggest that Sturgis was atone time called 
Stanhope 

‘Whe the townsite was surveyed in 1911, the pos office was 
‘moved from the farm of Pred C. Brooks to Lot 4 Block 2 inthe 
community. HS. Hutchinson became the new postmaster 
‘operating out of his general store. The November 23, 1911 issue 
‘of The Canora Advertiser reported that great difficulty was being 
‘experienced due toa shortage of cars at Stanhope, and that it was 
rumored that the name Stanhope will in the near future be 
changed to Stargis, the present name of the post office. 

Tt would appear that the original settlement was called 
Stanhope and thatthe post ofice was called Sturgis. talso seems 
possible, that when the post office was relocated to Stanhope, it 
not only brought mail service but also a new name for the 

‘Sturgis, Saskatchewan is one of four communities in North 
America with this name and the only one in Canada. The others 
are in South Dakota, Michigan and Tennessee 





‘The Beginning of the Community 

‘When H. S. Hutchinson tock over the post office, F.C. Brooks 
started an implement business, Other businesses were the frst 
hardware store (Frank M. Weike), a livery barn and feed stable 
(Charles Carragher), a restaurant and boarding house (Mr. 
‘Stennes and her daughter, Mrs, Healy) and amber yard (FB

Sturgis was incorporated as a village in 1912 and the fist 
village council overseer was William MeDonald, Couneillors 
Were A. H, Peterson and C.J. O'Brien. The secretary was Frank 
M. Weikle, 

1912 seems to have been a busy year in Sturgis, Andy and Pete 
Peterson built @ store, John Holliagsworh owned the poolroom 
‘and D. Campbell and William McDonald had the McCormick 
‘and Oliver implement business 

In 1930, Sturgis was in the midst of a building boom and then 
the hungry "30's puta damper on everything. In the ‘40's, itbevan 
to grow so tat there wasn't a vacant building site on Main Steet. 
The town council and the village councils previously had the 
foresight to purchase adjoining land so that Surgis has never been 
hampered for more space. The town owns the land where the 





sports grounds are Jocated. ven the public school got an 
ational five ares of land behind the brick building justin case 
“someday’ there might be a need for it 

Tn the 1950's, Sturgis was the site of a cement block 
‘manufacturing firm, a cement tile and culvert producing 


‘company, a planing mill, one of the frst farm eo-ops in the 
province and a $15,000.00 PFRA dam. Sturgis had a popalation 
cstmated at an excess of 850. The town had about 250 homes and 
the housing situation was described as “scare” A total of 23, 
bnuildings were moved into Sturgis to become new homes.

‘There was also daly bus service onthe Kelvington-Yorkton run 
which passed through Sturgis. AC present (2000), there is bus 
service to Regina and Saskatoon, The rown i situated on highway 
No.9 and 49 which are good all weather roads, 

‘While there was no regular air service, there was landing field 
‘hat could have been used for small aircrafts. This was lost when. 
timber mill was set up on the site, The timber mill was shut 
down in Inter years 

Farming has always been the main industry of the district, 
‘Storage capacity ofthe thee grain elevators inthe town was about 
450,000 bushels Farming land varies from sand to black loam. Its 
‘value ran from $1,200 to $80,000 a quarter section. Through the 
years, the yields varied from as high as 40 bushels an ace toa sill 
respectable 25 bushels an acre. 

The town of Sturgis was the largest atl shipping contre in the 
eastem area ofthe province. Several carloads of cattle were sent 
couteach week. A numberof farmers also shipped large quantities 
of milk und cream, 

‘The Sturgis Farm Co-operative Association was incorporated 
‘March 15, 1945, This was the fist co-operative frm organized in 
Saskatchewan, There were six farmers and their families in the 
‘organization: Hugh W. Mitchell, Charlie S. Mitchell, Elmer J 
Sjlie, Sam Sookocheff, A.M. (Sandy) Nicholson (M.P. for 
MacKenzie), and Henry (Ted) E. Moritz. Details on the Co-op 
Farm follow later in te history book. 

Population of the rich district which surrounded Sturgis was, 
estimated as close to 3,000. Sturgis is in the Rural Municipality of 
Proeowsille, No. 334 

The Board of Trade, Home and School Club, Ladies’ Ai, 
CCatholie Women’s League were among the more active clubs and 
‘organizations in the community in early times. Other 
‘organizations and clubs ae the United Church Women, Chamber 
of Commerce, Economic Development, Women's Evangelical, 
Kinsmen, Kinetes, K’ettes, Cadets, Boy Scouts, 4H, CGLT, 
Hockey, Figure Skating, LaCrosse, Ball Clubs, Sports & Rodeo 








‘Commitee and Sturgis Wildlife (see Clubs and Organizations 
section for detail) 

For the sports enthusiasts dhere was an aluminum-covered 
skating and hockey rink and an enclosed two-shoet curling rink. 
Now we have a large skating rink and 2 curling rink with three 
sheets of anifcial ice. Other popular winter sports are snovs 
shoeing, down-hll skiing and skidooing. Inde summer, baseball 
and swimming get most of the attention. The Assiniboine River 
fon the north bank of which Sturgis is situated offered good 
swimming, bosting and fishing. The nearest summer resort is 





only seven miles 10 the southeast at Crystal Lake (12 miles by 
road)

‘That Sturgis is good place to lve is well atested by atleast 
four residents who passed the century mark in it: Tom Rongve 
(103 years), Lizzie Weikle (101 years), Stella Laing (100 years) 
and Marie Gromaisky (105 yeas). 

Inthe early days, buffalo roamed the high land near here and 
‘allowed inthe Assiniboine River, easy targets forthe arrows and 
guns of the Indians. These lage animals left their bones and 
stalls as evidence along the river. Then the days of te ranchers 
and early setters which led to the days ofthe frontier businesses 
and railroad laying. Time has marched on leaving a scar here and 
‘mark there so that history... the history of Sturgis, could be 
‘written for future generations, 








Heat, Light and Powe 

The first light plant was owned by Oscar Soderiund and Joe 
Rogstad, and it began serving the Vilage in 1920. Now the 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation supplies electricity tothe town 
and istrict. The wae supply came from a mmber of local wells 
‘mil 1961 when a water and sewer sytem was setup, plumbing 
became a reality n Sturgis homes, and the ubiquitous backouses 
cisappeared except for one or two In eal times homes were 
heated by wood or coal. Later @ numberof citizens had oil 
furaces. En 1961, natural gas was piped into the town and isthe 
sal source of het, though some etizens use electricity instead

‘Sturgis has five churches: Roman Catholic, United, Ukrainian 
Onthodox, Alliance and Jehovah's Witness. 

‘St. Parick’s Roman Catholic Church dates back to about 1895 
when it as a mission attended by Ft, Jules Decorby, O.MLL, The 
‘original church was built 1912-13, the rectory in 1940-41, an the 
present church in 1962. 

Grace United Church was built by Lutherans and Presbyterians 
{inl in 1920. Greatly involved in the project were Tom Rongve 
‘and Dan Campbell. The first preacher was a student minister, Mr 
Hardy, and the fist ordained minister, Rev Fisher, in 1925 (given 
‘ames not available) 

The Holy Trinity Ulssinian Orthodox community was fist 
‘organized January 17, 1937 under the name of St, Michael, 
Presiding at the organizational mesting was Rev. Leonid W. 
Diacinyna. There were twelve members at tat time, and meetings 
were held in homes until the congregation outgrew such 
accomodation, In December of 1955, te fist sevice was held in 
the present church building. 

Edwin Wright served as pastor the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance at Hassan from 1930-40, during which time services 
‘were held in Sturgis as well. Later the congregation moved to a 
building situated between the hotel andthe pooltoom, Eventually 
the Charley Theriau home was purchased and moved to the 
present location where it was renovated and served asa church 
‘until a new one was builtin the late 1950's. In 1988 this church 
became independent and is now known asthe Sturgis Evangelical 
Church, 

The most recent church structure is that of the Jehovah's 
Witnesses. 

See Church section later in the history book for more detailed 
information 





Education 

In 1912 some of the children in the village of Sturgis were 
ferred across the river to a school on the hill and other children 
went to Kopje School. Frank Reusch owned the boat and Erie 
Darbyshire was the ferryman. Mrs. Gilbert taught in the school 
acros the river while Miss Ford taught at Kope. In 1913, a tvo- 
roomed school was builtin the village by C.J. O'Brien, bat this, 
school burned down in 1919. 

The fist school builtin Sturgis was named Bandle and this 
‘name was later changed to Sturgis. In 1921, a fourroomed bre 
school was built by Andrew Englund and Andew Jackson, The 
Population at the time was 179. By 1941, the population had 
grown to 346 and in 1946, it reached 364, It was not unt 1951 
that the community officially became a town. The population had 
reached 640, 

Educational requirements in Sturgis are excellently provided 
for. The town has an elementary schoo! and the fist composite 
schoo! that was planned in the province. 

‘The Sturgis School Unit #45 was organized and became a 
reality on July 1, 1945. On October 21, 1949, Sturgis School 
Unit’s new $100,000 Compesite School and dormitories were 
offically opened by Education Minister, WS. Lloyd, The school 
had been in operation since October 1948, 








‘The Sturgis Composite High School, built o pu practical skis 
‘and academic training under the same roof, was a daring 
experiment. It successfully served a wide area and made it 
possible for students to locally receive a higher degree of 
‘education. The school continues to flourish inthe year 2000 with 
some renovations 1 the building over the yeas, (see Sturgis 
Schools) 


Community Health Clinic 

The official opening of the medical clinic in Sturgis was the 
‘dream of many since 1962 when a group of people got together 
with the idea of building a clinic owned by the community 
(ocated on Lots 3-4 Blk 12 Plan 7172) After many months of 
planning and money raising, this dream finally came true when 
Mayor Bayliss cu the ribbon atthe official opening on August 24, 
1964, 

Mayor Bayliss was quoted assaying that a good many hours of 
planning and fundraising was done by many to get this fine, new 
building completed. Money’ was raised in the form of shares and 
‘memberships and the ongoing contributions Kept construction 
going at all times. Leo Lubiniecki drafted the plan of the stucco, 
red wood and brick building. The interior had a large waiting 
room and a reception office with Mes, Joan Britton a receptionist. 
‘There were two doctor's offices, two examination rooms, a minor 
surgery room, a medical Lab, and two public and two private 
washrooms. 

The first doctors were Dr. Amin and De Patel and later Dr, 
Dunbar worked atthe clinic. The clinic was in operation for a few 
years 








Board of Trade 

‘Sturgis had a Board of Trade from 1913 to 1950, A few items 
fom The Board of Trade minutes might be of interest: "1915: F 
Weikle - one dog tag #2 named The, black & white spotted 
1.00%. "1922: January 17, correspondence re: securing a docter, 
‘drugstore and a hospital site”. “1922: Suggested building a War 
‘Veteran's Memorial Hall.” "March 28, 1922: Ladies compiained 
about improper control of cattle on our village sets". (Bill 
Hrushka recalled at one time forty cows owned by Sturgis 
residents, many or pethaps most ofthese running at large. 











Sturgis Industries of the Past: 

No doubt in every small town there are men with great ideas 
that flourish and ater die. So it has been with Sturgis, 

‘At one time we had a Timber Board that kept many’ smal, 
Independent sawmills busy in the northern bush. We had a busy 
planing mill. We had a one-man cement block factory run by 
Frank Berdine, some of whose handiwork stands today as the 
framework of our small Heritage Building 

Andrew Meroniuk operated a flour mill (1917-19) located 
where Ron Wagers home now stands at 124 Railway Ave NW. 
After losing his wife in the influenza epidemic, he moved the mill, 
to his farm whefe he contimued to operate it, Bill Hrushka was a 
Sturgis hamess repair and shoemaker for a lot of yeas. Alex 
‘Samborski later bought the business from him. After a fire, Alex 














rebuilt and in 1953 sold this second structure to Tom Cholod who 
‘ented and later sold it to the Toronto Dominion Bank. 

We had a creamery, and several local milk delivery services. 
Ray Olson had a cement block industry and later a lumber yard 
(1947-60), Another independent worker in cement, Jobn Chim, 
(sce story), single-handedly erected a store with plans for a 
ooming-house above an intricate pllaed basement which is still 
‘ source of puzzled wonder tothe community in its present state 
of disrepair 

At different times we had a druggist, a dentist «lawyer, two 
resident doctors, a blacksmith, a dray man and a bricklayer. 





Fires in the Community 

Sturps suffered many disastrous fires in the early days It dates 
back to 1920 wien the village's original school was destroyed. It 
was replaced in the next year with a brick structure which was 
used for Grades one to twelve and later Grades one to six. In 
1925, the eastside of Main Steet from Lot 4 Block 1 to the south 
comer was destroyed by fire. A confectionery, poolroom, FA, 
Phillips’ law office and the store housing the post office and a 
‘private dwelling were bumed down, 

In March 1926, the hotel owned by John Ness, Benny Brook's 
hardware store, a butcher shop, Flanders Store and a restaurant 
were destroyed by fire. blaze in te ealy 1930's wiped out the 
Northern Cafe, Soderlund and Rogstad hardware stor, and 
Chodorcoft general store. As a climax to the July 4, 1947 
successful Sports Day in Sturgis, the village power plant went up 
in smoke, Jim Ness and Norman Mattison owned the power plat. 

There was only a bucket brigade to battle the blazes—a chain 
‘of volunteers from well to fir. Many tales ae told of fighting 
those early fires with only ladders, axes and bottles of chemicals 
to id the firemen, The first fre engine was bought in 1915; it was 
‘two-wheeled relic with 4x2" steel chemical tank on top. The 
chemical supply was usually exhausted while dhe fie stl raged. 

In October of 1949, a Sunday morning fire leveled five 
businesses and left four families homeless. The fie broke out at 





10:00 am in a boarding room over the printing. shop. The 
explosion ofan airtight heater destroyed Kolot's Café, North East 
Review Print Shop, Lagasse Bake Shop, W. Holmiserg's Café and. 
(Oto Reito's Meat Market, An appeal over CJGX Radio brought 
responses from the Kelvington, Canora, Hudson Bay and 
Preecevlle Fire Brigades. Hundreds of people far and near also 
sarived and set up a bucket brigade. A vacant lot saved Files’ 


bbardware store. FLW. Ast, a Sturgis druggist, rendered first aid at 





‘After the fie of 1949, which dey ive businesses, 


the fire seene. Mr (Buster) Gras provided coffee and sandwiches 
from his hotel on Main Stret for the firefighters. Five agplanes 
few to Stargis that day from Kamsack and Yorkton carrying radio 
and newspaper reporters. The fire was given extensive coverage 
over CIGX and CBC Radio. The loss was estimated at 
$75,000.00. 

In 1951 the Emergency Measures Organization was active and 
‘Alex Pozium became the director and was appointed fre chief. At 
the time, the E.M.O. loaned the town a large city fire engine for 
‘one year, and a volunteer fre brigade came into being. Since that 
time, Sturgis has operated two fire engines and has trained 
volunteer firemen. They serve not only the town, bt the RIM's of 
Preeceville and Buchanan, half of the RM. of Clayton, and one 
division of the RM. of Keys. 

Recent bad fires at different times have taken a Pool and a UGG 
elevator in 1960, te skating rink in 1966, Yuzek's Garage 1970, 
‘Wagar's Garage in 1976 (Lot 1 and 2 Block 4) and Romanow’s 
Sportsland/aundromat in 1980, For some time, telephone 
‘operators gave fre waming by means of a bell on the Memorial 
Halland also with “general rings’ on pasty lines. The bel fell into 
disuse when the fie engine came since it was equipped with 
sirens. Today firemen are alerted to trouble by means of an 
‘emergency telephone number. We havea large group of volunteer 
firemen under the capable direction of fire chief, Bernie 
Lubinieck. (See history of the Fire Department) 


Newspaper 

‘The community also had local newspaper that unfortunately 
id not survive, In 1948, J. Losi owned and operated The North 
East Review here. His building was destroyed by fire in 1949, but 
publishing continued in anther location atleast until 1952. The 
Review has long been out of business, and no Sturgis printing 
‘operation has So far succeeded it 

For many Years, a Sturgis Review was published as apart of the 
Preeceville Progress. The newspaper was later purchased by the 
‘Canora Courier who continues to publish the Preeceville Progress 
and Sturgis Review, It appears that Joe Hayko was the fist 
‘comespondent from Sturgis for this newspaper. Sam Holmberg 
was the next corespondent followed by Alma Lubiniecki and 
Lily Johnson. Lily Johnson retired from the paper in May of 
1989. Lilian Smith took over from her and continues a freelance 
reporter to this date, Over the years, various students have 
submitted ances from the Seurgis Composite High School to the 











paper but not always on a regular basis. In 1999-2000 Patty 
Lazaruk and Amanda Kowalcuk are the high school reporters.

Early Entertainment 

Margaret Johnson writes: “The big event ofthe summers of 
Jong ago was the annual Sports Day held for many yeas on July 
4438 0 many of the new setlers had come from the US.A. The 
Sports Day (estoy) was held in difereat place, one of which 
was the area where the present Post Office stands, Cora Boen and 
Adrian Peterson both remember a Sports Day being held onthe 
pare across from the cemetery. There was always a refeshment 
booth covered at the top with newly-cu poplars Holes were dog 
on each side of the street where fresly-cut poplars were planted 
for the occasion, Red, white and blue bunting was strung across 
the street from rooftop to roof top. Lizzie Weikle had much to do 
with this activity. Baseball was always popular.

The big event of the long ago winters was the Ski Tournament 
Which took place on the big hill back of the present Sports 
Grounds, The hill covered with people was a beauifil sight. The 
men wold build a good-sized sk jump not too fa fom the top 
fof the hil, Frank Weikle vividly remembered Knut Grimsrud 
from Norway as the star of this event. Older boys always tried out 
the ski jamp while younger children competed in toboggan races. 
AA dance in the evening, usually held inthe hayloft of the livery 
bam, climaxed the event

The Literary Society was very active patting on programs with 

local talent. Ed Therau almost always favoured tbe crowd with a

French Canadian poem. The older folks also pat on plays even 
back tothe time of Bandle School 

Dances, local talent plays, school Christmas concerts and silent 
movies were popular sources of entertainment in the early days. 
‘The first location of entersinment activites (parties, plays, 
debates, singing, readings) was a room above Flanders’ store 
‘which was always filled to capacity whenever an event was 
happening, This upper floor was even used for dances until 
building was purchased from Dan Pakaluk in 1915 for use as a 
town hall. This was rebuilt in 1922 or 1924 and known as the 
‘Memorial Hall. Ithad a capacity of 350 persons 

When the town hall was renovated in 1928, Bill Hruska 
became caretaker, and held that jab for over twenty years. 
‘other duties, be helped run the silent movies three nights a week, 
He kept records in two books ofall the movie tls shown inthe 
hall and of all the wedding dances, anniversaries and meetings 
that were held there (his daughter, Pauline Lee, still has the 
books). In 1951, the Regal Theatre was built by Buster Grass 
(later purchased by Sam Holmberg). Now that source of 
centertinment has been replaced by a bowling alley housed in the 
Regal Theatre building 

In 1970, the hall was taken over by the Sturgis Branch ofthe 
Royal Canadian Legion which operates the hall at present. It is 
still used for many community activities and events. School 
cconcenss were moved fom the school to the town hall to 
accommodate the crowds, but were eventually discontinued for 
lack of room. In later years, concerts were started again in the 
schools and continue today atthe Composite School 

In winter, as in summer, the rver was put to good use, The older 
boys would clear off dhe now from the ice for skating and build 
big bonfires on the shore 

‘Skating took place Inter on outdoor ice rinks builtin different 
locations. Sturgis had a covered rink eventually, but it bumed 
down in 1966, It vas rebuilt nto the present structure which has 
‘been used, not only for ice skating, but for roller skating, floor 
hockey, horticultural shows, various social gatherings, and even 
for emergency classrooms. 





Other Sturgis Items of Interest 

‘The area from Rongve Strest cast behind the Roman Catholic 
Cemetery, we are told, was originally George Durham's 
homestead, We have a record (July 25, 1913) ofthe Town paying 
him $20 per acre fora oad running through NE. 20-34-4 W2 into 
town on the north side of the milway. kn 1914, be was paid $80 
fora road four rods wide on the same quarter section. For $18.25, 
fan acre, T2 acres of S.W. 20-34-4 W2 were bought from Jonas 
Elander. In April, 1947, the Town bought more of that same 
{quarter from A. Morken (east half of NEE. 2034-4 W2), Karchie 
land was bought October 24, 1935 to protect our water supply. 
More recenly stl, zoning has been done on the westem Innis 
between the Co-op farm buildings and Highway 49. 

‘One of the first houses was a temporary place constracted for 
Laveme Hollingswoah’s mother on the flat down below the 10p, 
of the hill where she boarded the carpenters under whose 
hammers helped the town come into being. Later the permanent 
Hollingsworth home, often identified as one ofthe earliest inthe 
town, wa set on the hill at 109-15¢ Avenue NW where it stood 
‘until recently. For many years it was known as the old Gillispie 














house, Other early homes were the tin house of Frank Rex, also 
standing until recent times (Lot 23 Block 1), Edgar Therau's 
home (Lot 21 Block 1) and the Andy Peterson house (Lot 19 
Block 1). The Peterson house was standing until 1986. These 
three homes aveelooked the river on what is now Railway Avenue 

(On August 31, 1946, the one-hundredth Co-op store opened at 
Sturgis with A.P. Bull as manager and his wife as assistant. There 
were only ninety shareholders and the directors included A.O. 
Morken (chairman), Albert Sjoie, Elmer Sjotie, Albin Johnson, 
Al Haber, Everett Weeks, and WL. Rongye (secretary). 





Honour to These Citizens: 

Sturgis, a small settlement which even in 1999 cannot count 
800 residents, has produced many outstanding people and can 
boast of a number of unusual accomplishments 

‘We sent Anton Morken to Regina as our Member of the 
Legislature (1929-34). AM. (Sandy) Nicholson was Member of 
Parliament for several sessions and also an MLA. There is 
CChasley Mitchell, who among many otber honours, was awarded 
the Order of Canada. Elmer Sjolie served for a long time as a 
Saskatchewan Wheat Poo! Director, and W.G. (Bud) Morken 
served on the Bourd of the United Grain Growers from 1972 10 
1989. Robert Michell served as a Cabinet Minister in the 
Romanow government and had many portfolios. In global terms, 
James MacNeill was the Secretary-General of the World 
Commission on Environment and Development which is 
headquartered in Geneva 

Indeed, young people from Sturgis have become experts in 
almost every feld of endeavour. We remember them proudly, but 
lack the space to record all heir names. 

Sturgis and area has faced many challenges and achieved great 
successes over the lst 89 years The efforts of those who came 
before us do not go unrecognized, Rather, they helped to shape 
the community that many people, both far and near, call their 
hhome.

1915: Crew working oa the East road, with the first il in July 
That the constable go see the Houtens in regard to the children 
having ehicken pox and that they are to keep te children inthe 
house and all visitors out. Another duty of the constable was to 
see that all yards are kept in clean shape and to collet money 
‘owing on dog tags. 

1916: Construction of cement sidewalks on main street. A man 
and a team eamed 50¢ an hour, a man alone eamed 25¢ an hour 











and a cement man eared 35¢ an hour The taxation rate was set 
at 10 mills, Council members tobe paid 50s a meeting. (this was 
reciuced from the 75¢ a meeting st in 1913) 

1923: The Pool Room license fee was $15 for the first table and 
{5 for each additional table (negotiable). Oscar Sodestund was 
refunded 90¢ for retum train fare to Preeceville conducting 
business on behalf ofthe village. Me. John J. Healy was paid $5 
salary a the weed inspector. 

1924: Steet light bulbs changed to 300 watt Dr. R.W. Neil 
appointed asthe medical Health Officer ata salary of $72a yea, 
‘Council puts up signs prohibiting the tying of horses to light and 
telephone poles and prohibit diving across sidewalks. 

1925: Permission granted to B. Brooks to have a Bowser 
gasoline pump on the street and als ar filling stations. Ths was 
also granted to Soderlund and Rogstad, 

1926; Mr. AH. Peterson, caretaker of te Village Hall was paid 
St per meeting held 

1927: No cattle be allowed to ran at large within the limits of 
the village and that no cattle 1o be watered at any of the town 
wells 

1928; Permission given Mr. Levson to put gas pumps in the 
street infront of Lot 1-2 Blk 4, A sidewalk installed in front of the 
village ball by A. Soderlund at a cost of $60. 

1931: Sweet lights to be turned on at 9:15 pam, All hogs to be 
‘moved a distance of 150 f from any dwelling 

1932: The all rental was $2.50 per night, with 50¢ going to the 
janitor 

1933: No action be taken against any person whose poultry 
‘under four months of age is found running at large within village 
limits, 

1935: That Me. Wm, Hrushka be re appointed hall caretaker at 
the rate of $1 for each function in main hall and $0¢ for each 
activity held in te small room. 

1936: Mr. Gillespie, 81 years old, retired as councillor having 
served athree year term. 

1937: United Church raised $112.50 at deir annual fll supper 
to crowd of 300, Mrs. A Johnson resigned as telephone opersior 
at Sturgis and applications poured in to the secretary for the 
position. Five lage, four Foot balloons came down on the farm of 
Mr, Okrainetz, 7 miles north of Sturgis. Several witnessed them, 
but ran back in feat. Gaining more nerve than the others Mr 
‘Mintanko ran up and captured them, Balloons were stamped with 
the date July 193 

1938: All owners of cows in the village t0 have their cows 
tested for TB, No test, no license to sell milk, Bams were 
inspected on a regular basis and had to be white washed inside 
and kept clean, January thermometer feeling its way toward ~40 
mark, There will be a greater demand for wood. At present 
seasoned wood brings $2.50 a cord. Suis is without a rink this 
year, but that doesn't keep the youngsters from skating as they 
‘lean off the ice atthe river and enjoy it that much better, Over 
125 people attended the J.D. Tractor School eld in Soderiand 
and Rogstad Garage April Sth 

1939: When possible, the village employ taxpayers to do any 
‘work on the streets, sidewalks, wells, ec. who are willing to have 
their work applied towards taxes. large crowd tums out atthe 
CNR Station Tuesday evening to see the first Regina-Flin Flon 
passenger train go thra at 9:45 no crowd next day at 7:00 am.

1940: Census taken showed 320 citizens residing in the village 
Peter Hale engaged to run the outdoor skating rink, he can keep 
all revenues collected and be paid a monthly allowance of $12.50. 
Village to pay lights, fire and other expenses. Oa May 23rd the 
‘Wheat Pool Amateur Night was held in the Vilage Hall 

1941: May 4-10th declared clean up week. Notice was posted 
to all concemed that steets and lanes must be cleaned ofall 
rubbish, manure, wood and sawdust. Me. A. Soderlund was paid 
$51 a month rent for the use of his typewriter by village. Credit 
‘Union was charged $3.85 forthe use of the all for thei annual

1942: Curfew bells were rung at 9:30, 

1944 The Village purchased 3 acres from Mrs, Ducham at $10 
‘an acre at the comer of East Main St and Ist Ave North fora rink

1945: If the children continae to slide on the railway avenve hill 
contrary to police orders their sleighs will be impounded. A sign 
to be posted at the top of the hill o this effect. 

1947; Population of Sturgis was over 400, 

1949: Hundreds of baseball fans enjoyed a treat ata double 
header game, held in June atthe Sports Grounds, between the San 
Fransico Sea Lions, a colored touring tam, who played anal star 
team from Stenen, Sturgis and Preeceville. Local team lost by one 
‘un. Visitors stated this was the toughest team they'd played since 
they left Brandon. A large crowd attended the affemoon and 
‘evening performance ofthe King Bros, Circus held on August th 
at the Surpis Sports Grounds 

1950: Anton Olson was hired as town Policeman at $60 a 
‘month, Residents on Dutham St request a well Town will pay for 
the materials, bt esidents must provide the labour to dg the well, 
and install the pump. Town rented out garden plots at SW comer 
[NW 20-3444 at $3 a plot-30 ft. frontage. Mr. Yaworski looked 
after the ret of these plots and gota free plot in tum for doing 
this. Hockey practice on the river was suspended owing to heavy 
snow. Prior to this some boys skated on the river to Preeceville 
‘The mileage was greater than expected with all the twists and 
tums so they thumbed ride home. The Village of Sturgis have 
exactly 235 kids attending school or at home, The Timber Board 
fire pump and hose, which floated down the river in a recent 
‘ood, was found trying to force it's way thru a beaver dam a half 
mile down stream.

1952: Council moved to pay Mr Parasiuk’s claim of $345 for 
damage to is car sustained while driving over an open drainage 
ditch on Bast Main Street. And furher if anyone digs ditch 
across a street they will be responsible, In August a Zoo Train 
with animals, binds and reptiles from Aftica and South America, 
drew large crows in the afternoon and evening at the Sturgis 
railway yard. Receipts exceeded $2000, Over $00 fans witnessed 
the car races on September 7th, held atthe sports fells, Winning 
first was Cari Babiuk, diver for Cassidy Dry Cleaners, Proceeds 
went to the Sturgis Board of Trade.

Post Office 
As mentioned previously, postal service was present inthe area 
from the beginning. In 1904, Fred Brooks moved his store

a sideline to his store, he opened the fist post office in this area 
and named it Saris. He provided this service until 1912. At this 
time, the post was office was moved into the community to Lot 4 
or 5 Block 2. ILS. Hutchinson was the new postmaster. He also 
‘operated out of his general store. 

‘In 1916 to 1931, John Gillespie was the postmaster. This was 
on Lot 2 Block 1 where the Credit Union curently is located at 
104 Main Sueet. The balding burnt down in 1925 bat was rebuilt 
{nthe same location. In 1931, Edgar Gillespie John’s son) was 
the postmaster at the same location. In 1952, the post office leased 
the building on the comer of Main Steet and Ist Avenue (old 
bunk building). J.A. Stennes was contracted to renovate the 
interior in preparation for the Post Office, which relocated tothe 
building in March of that year. Edgar retired in December 1952. 

The many individuals who applied for the opening of 
postmaster had o write atest, War veteran, Lloyd Pollock, passed 
3c test and was offered the job. He took over on January Ist,

In 1963, the Post Office was moved t its preset location at 
230 Main Stret (Lot & & 9 Block 4). 

Ruby Holmberg, another Post Office employee, retired in 1978, 
followed by Lloyd Pollock in December 1980, and Edna Gibney 
and Vi Pollock in 1981 

Pat Olson worked parctime staring in June 1978, filling the 
position left by Ruby Holmberg, Jeannette Budnick became the 
part-time assistant in 1981. Linde Greba was Post Mistress from 
1981 to 1988, Pat Olson became Post Mistress in 1988 when 
Linda Greba was transferred to Hudson Bay. Jeanette Budnick. 
and Heather Giesbrecht were assistants. Heather Giesbrechts 
position was dissolved in 1950 

Pat Olson retired in May 1997 and Jeanette Budnick became 
the acting Post Mistress. She formally became the Post Mistress 
jin March 1998, Margaret Formo is currently the parttime 
assistant and Candace Teron isa casual worker.

STURGIS C.N.R STATION 
Records show that a townsite was surveyed in 1911 on the 
hilltop overlooking the Assiniboine River and buildings began to 
spring up hoping the railroad would reach towards the village. 
‘The fist activity that followed the surveying for a railway was 
laying the roadbed. According to Tom Durham, an early resident 
now decensed, the first railroad was lid and elevated by a crew of 
between 100 and 125 men who worked with wheel-barows 
under their foreman, Charley Armstrong. Other sections were 
‘made with fresnos drawn by mules the terrain being too Wet for 
horses. A man named Munson had the contrat.

‘The railway steel arrived in Sturgis from Pelly in 1911 and 
from Canora in 1914, The frst depot was a boxcar, but in 19123 
two storey CN. Railway Staton was built beside the tracks not 
far from the Assiniboine River. The fist CNR foreman was Edgar 
“Theriau, The frst permanent station master or agent o operate the 
Sturgis Station was Walter H. Hughes from 1912 to 1943. Mr 
McCloud was the temporary replacement during that period, 
hile Mr, Hughes was enlisted in World War I Harold R. Oakes 
was the station agent from November 1943 to January’ 1958, at 
Which time Mr: Hugh Heaps took over until January 1958, 
‘Operating Assistants Harold Boychuk and Joe Hayko managed 
the Station from Ianuary 1959 to November 1960. Mr. Charlton 
was the Station agent Novernber 1960 to November 1961. Me. 
Frank DelWo was the last Staion agent to work out of Sturgis 
‘rom 1961 until it closed in February 1984.

Until the 1950's, when rail watfic began to decline, Sturgis 
‘bummed with CNR activity. The ral line served the community 
for over seventy years with freight and passenger service, which 
at one time was the main route of transportation. Sturgis was & 
‘Canadian National Railways junction point. coal dock was built. 
in 1928 beside a long-established water tower, both now gone 
That same year, C.B. McGregor wrote that Sturgis had the best 
train service in Saskatchewan or Manitoba, with al one time forty: 
two passenger trans weekly and six to eight freight trains daily 
Passenger travel in 1987 was limited to infrequent trains fom and 
to points in Manitoba 
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We ae told that the boxcar in which Fred Brooks's first 
Shipment of Case implements arrived was used by Frank Weikle 
for the frst oats ever shipped out of Strgs. 

The Sturgis Station House was relocated in 1986 its present 
location on Railway Avenue where it continues to serve the 
community... now as the Sturgis Museum housing history and

‘Telephone Service 

On July 26, 1920, the Sturgis Telephone Company was 
‘organized. Verner Soderlund built the exchange building in the 
village at Lot 6 Block 4 Plan 3984 and ‘going through central” 
became a method of communication. As time went on, te service 
grew by amalgamating Stenen in 1947, pat of Tadmore in 1949, 
Lady Lake in 1951, and Danbury in 1958. Ie was such a personal 
thing, the old telephone system. You had a book with the numbers 
‘of subseribers init but there was no need to consult it You simply 
rang Central and asked her to connect you. She knew all the 
numbers by heart. She might even, instead of inserting the plug 
that would connect you to the friend you were calling, say 
something like: “Wasi of ime, Pat. just saw her goin tothe Co- 
‘op. D'you want me toring her there?” 

‘Central knew everything, atleast everything that was worth 
knowing, You rang her to find out the correct time; where the 
shower for the Browlee girl was being held: the hour of the 
Tobnson funeral; the latest word on Billy Jones, who'd had dha 
terible aocident; where the Gerons were staying since their house 
‘bamed doven and whether they managed to save much from the 





Fr announcements that concemed the whole community there 
vas the general rng. For a fee of 75 cents, general rings were sent 
cout on selected lines to announce weddings, funerals or showers; 
for calamities lke fires the ring was sent out on all 17 lines. One 
long extended ring on a rural line brought every subscriber within 
‘earshot running to hear the news. Many a farmer promptly left his 
field to help put outa fire in his neighbor's barn the town hotel, 
1 grain elevator, even one whole side of Main Steet one 
‘memorable day. Cental didn’t wait to collet 75 cents tens the 

emergencies, Subseribers tothe service 








general ring was free i 
[new the voices ofthe local operators and some subscribers said 





they could tll from the length and spacing of rings on the rural 
lines who was onthe switchboard. 

“There was, as wel, the sor of private service that no automated 
system can duplicate. Perhaps the most unusual began with cll 
from a Sturgis phone. “Get me some help!” cred the woman's 
y hair caught in the wringer” Captive to her 
‘own washing machine, she had been able to disconnect it and 
push it across tothe telephone. 

“The operator phoned and asked her neighbor to send 
somebody over to help her.” recalled the last operator in Sturgis 
Tn the meantime, one of the other operators phoned around town 
and located the woman’s husband and sent im home. After a 
while, they called back to say she was all righ 

Central could be trusted in confidential matters, as the RCMP 
detachment in Sturgis knew, Many times when the officers were 
‘out of town, the Cental served as their answering service. 

Inthe late 1950's and early 1960's, supervisors received $100 
1 month and the operators were paid $75. This was considered 
very good pay thea, 

(On a busy, 24-hour-a-day service like the one in Sturgis, the 
operators sal before their boards for eight hours, watching for 
<ropped keys which signaled an incoming all speaking into the 
mouthpiece, pulling button, inserting plugs 

Cradle phones replaced the old wall telephones in 1951 and in 
1963, Sturgis changed to the dial system and ‘helo 
longer needed. 

In 1978, Sturgis Rural Telephone Company became part of 
‘Sask-Tel, andthe company was dissolved. A call to the operator 
today will connect Sturgis and area residents to someone in 
Yorkton, 60 miles sway. While present-day operators are also 
help they are too faraway to recognize your voice or know the 
name of your nearest neighbour. tis not hard, even today, to find 
people who insist that we lost more than we gained when we 
discarded the carly telephone system. What we lost was what we 
Jose every time mechanization takes a forward stride ~ the 
reassuring contact with another living, breathing, caring human 
being

Policing 

Constables 

The village hired Tom Healey as constable in 1912 forthe sum 
‘of $5 a month plus of the fines he collected for any arests he 
‘made. He had to make sure you didn't drive your horses ot 
Model-T's over 12:mph, He was also the village dog catcher. 

In 1913, Fred C. Brooks became constable for a wage of $10 
per month, He suggested that the village order «wo pairs of 
handcufTs anda police badge with ‘Stargis Policeman’ engraved 

Hired in 1915, T. Nichols was the third constable and also 
carried out the duties of the pound keeper, and the Health and 
‘License Inspector. Other early constables andthe yeas they were 
hired are as follows: Oscar Soderlund (1923), Joseph Rogstad 
(1923-27), Nels Holmberg (1927), Clifford Hamilton (1938), 
(Chas Theriau (1939), Fohn Wiggins (1940),D. A. Wiggins (1945, 
860 per month), Anton (Tony) Olson (1950), James Compson 
(Oct. S2-Apr. 53), Wesley Simes (Apr. $3-Dec, 54), Samm 
Chemnomitz (1954-61), Goorge Berezowski (1961) and Harvey 
Stebner (1966). 

Tn 1914, a one room shack, 12°x14", was purchased for 109.65 
to serve asa jal. It seems to have been located where the motel 
ow stands on the west end of Sturgis. It was also used once asa 
‘pest house’ for communicable diseases. A lawyer with the 
chicken pox was confined there as his wife was a schoolteacher 
and they didn’t want the disease spreading tothe school.

'S. Worsley, Assistant Commissioner and Commanding 
(Officer of the Depot Division ofthe RCMP, determined that the 
‘community was wel suited forthe RCMP detachment since four 
railroads now diverged in all directions at Sturgis. It was moved 
from Preeceville in June 1929. On March 18, 1930, the Sturgis 
‘Detachment was offically opened by Constable AJ. Baker. 








The RCMP moved ther barracks to 123-st Avenue SE in 1947 

‘The first police barracks was a one-story frame building builtin 
1923 located at 124 Railway Avenue SE. The building was ented 
from F. Weikle and an addition was built onto the structure. They 
remained there until September 1, 1947. The RCMP. horses 
were stabled on the same lt 

In 1947, a building at 123 1st Avenue SE was rented and then 
purchased in 1953. In 1954, extensive renovations were done. It 
served as the bazracks until 1967 when the present structure was 
built at 140 Morken Street containing office space and jail 
facilities, This is also when the detachment took over the policing 
of the towns of Preeoeville and Sturgis. Until this time, their 
‘activities were limited tothe rural outlying areas. 

Horses sere the chief mode of transportation for the police 
patrols inthe early years. By 1934, cars were used during the 
summer months. In the ealy spring, during rainy seasons and in 
the winter months, they sill had to rely on horses as there were 
no graveled or paved roads inthe area 

In August 1934, orders were received to take the police horses 
to Regina where they were to be sold. Constable Beech was 
appointed to make the tek to Regina with two police horses 
(Bessie and Bonnie). The journey took him six days, Prior to 
departure, a new set of shoes was issued foreach of the horses to 
‘make the trip. Hillon Oxley St. shod the horses, immed their 
manes and tails and prepared them forthe journey 














In 1939, the RCMP purchased @ new “Chev coach" purchased 
from Stenen & Busch Garage in Stenen 

The present day detachment includes four regular members and 
‘one public servant. The following communities ae served by the 
Sturgis Detachment: Danbury, Endeavour, Haze!

STURGIS SPORTS AND RODEO 

Saskatchewan's Biggest I-Day Sports and Rodeo held in the 
‘Town of Sturgis had very humble beginnings. A picture has been 
located ofa Sports Day in 1914, where ball games and children's 
races were held in the area of our present post offic. 

‘On June 3rd, 1924, the Village of Strgis wrote to Municipal 
Altair to lease Sec 29-344 forthe purpose ofa Sports and Picnic 
Grounds. In 1937, FC, Brooks and EM, Weikle received a 
‘sventyfive dollar grant from the village to build a race track, bt 
wwe don't know where. A news item about Sturgis Sports 
Committee meeting in 1938 which set the Sports Day for July 4 
is on file. It was stated that the prize money would be increased 
for horse racing, suggesting that this was not the frst Sports Day. 
‘The large baseball tournament would have prize money

exceeding one hundred dollars. Ia reality, the Sports Day was 
cancelled due to rain and rescheduled for July 12. The 
approximately eight hundred people who attended enjoyed the 
horse races, novelty potato races, chaiot races, baseball, gins’ 
softball, bicycle races, and children's races of all kinds, The 
evening was culimated with a dance inthe hall. In 1989, July 4 
‘Sports Day was a ‘go" withthe largest crowd on record. Though 
there was heavy rainfall inthe moming, alt did was freshen up 
the grounds, because all the activites took place, plus ane rae, 
called the ‘horse potato’ race. The bes ball game ofthe day was 
the bate between Sturgis and Canora where the score was tied O 
(unt the seventh ending, when Canora took the lead winning I-

“The nest year, 1940, we have a record of the president being 
Frank Weikle and C.B. McGregor was the secretary-treasuee 
Harness races were mentioned, The horseshoe tournament 
became a feature which lasted until 1989, Though the day had 
intermittent showers, all activities proceeded as scheduled. Gate 
receipts were larger than other years and wo hundred and 
seventy-six attended the evening dance. The Sports Day in 1941 
was well stended. That year A Hale was secretary - treasurer. In 
1942 there was a large crowd and Eael Laing won the drawing 
contest. No record of 1943 and 1944; but the Wednesday, July 
4th, 1945 celebrations proceeded even with the reported inclimate

as they organized and reorganized. July 4 was cancelled due to 
rain, though the boxing" event went on in the evening. New date 
‘August 1 was rained out, next date August 8 was ai, but through 
perserverance they staged the event on August 9. Miss Bernice 
Anderson won the beauty and popularity contest receiving a cash 
prize and a tip to Winnipeg. Irene Oxley was second Yorkton 
Flying Service was busy giving rides. A Sports gate prize of a 
twenty-five dollar Savings Certificate was won by Mrs, NT. 
“McGinnis. A midway was in attendance and the dance was held 
in the new Curling Rink. 





‘RODEO IV 1948 


The weather man smiled down on Sturgis in 1947 and the 
Sports Day was successfully held on July 4, There is mention of 
heavy weight boxing, rodeo, horse drawing contest and Indian 
‘Chuckowagon races. AIF and Fred Beaty dressed as clowns and 
provided their own show much to the delight ofthe some three 
thousand people in atendance. A Kelvingron orchestra provided 
the music fr the evening dance in the Curting Rink, 

Big things began to happen in 1948 with Buster Grass as 
President, Joe Rogstad as vice president and secretary-teasuret 
CB, McGregor, Low hills rising above the town suggested a 
natural seating arrangement from which activities on the flat area 
below could be viewed to advantage. The Sports Ground was 
levelled and improved fr July 5, the day st for this annual event 

‘A sectional loor was installed inthe Curling rink forthe dance 
in the evening and plans were to continue having weekly dances 
A total of forty-five hundred dollars was realized from the day 
and films later viewed showed almost double the crowd from the 
previous year. Ross Laing won the horse drawing contest, Leo 
Prekaski was first in the chariot race, Wayne Rongve had the best, 
decorated bike, and Gus Stark of Regina won the middle weight 
championship match over Fred Prekask 

‘There was a record crowd for the 1949 Sports Day beld on July 
4, witha record number of entries in baseball and softball. Grass 
as sill President and remained so for many years, MeGregor 
was Secretary and Joe Rogstad, Treasurer, In 1950 Buster Grass 
was elected for his sixth term as President. Dominion Shows of 
Winnipeg provided lots of games and rides. Newsworthy was the 
fact that Sturgis won the ball tournament 

Leo Preksski's horses did sell inthe July 4, 1951 Sports Day. 
‘The senior basebell eam won their own toumament. There was & 
tremendous crowd atthe evening dance, All atendance records 
were shatered for the July 4, 1952 Sports Day with over three 
thousand cars filling every available space. The ideal weather 




















‘contributed to a most successful day. Sixteen hall teams played 
from nine in the moming to dark as there were only two ball, 


diamonds (now there are seven diamonds), Fireworks were 
‘mentioned for 1952 as well as the dance being in the arena 

‘A meeting, chaired by Buster Grass, was held in 1953 atthe 
Regal Theatre. A decision was made to hold the Sports Day on 
July 6, In 1954 the date was set for July 5 because the 4th was a 
‘Sunday. No other information was uncovered for those two years 
but in 1955 they had the longest and most elaborate parade inthe 

story of Sturgis. The weather conditions were ideal and the 
cstimated five thousand patrons almost ate the refreshment booths 
ut of business. It was reported that three hundred cases of soft 
drink was consumed, In 1956, again the weather man had 
something to say about Sports Day. Because of ‘him’ the event 
was changed from July 4 o July 9, It was a good day with record 
attendance and splendid ball as well asthe other regular events 
July 4 was the day in 1957 for the annual Sports Day with good 
attendance, but marred by gusty northwest winds which died 
‘down inthe evening. 

Four thousand people were estimated to have attended the July 
4 Sports day in 1958 with proceeds totaling eighteen thousand 
dollars. Don Berg was the president that year. A. slo, steady 
seize setled in duing the last ball game, Nine senior and eight 
junior teams were entered in the ball toumament. Fr. Thomas 
[Novak supervised the half hour display of fireworks. 

‘The firs time the Sports Day was held on July Ist was in 1959) 
as decided a their April meeting and has continoed on July Ist for 
forty-one years 

In 1968, an estimated ten thousand persons passed through the 
‘gates of the Annual Sports and Rodeo, one ofthe largest crowds 
ever! After the clouds and light precipitation passed on, the day 
‘was very successfilin every asp. 

Report ofthe 1969 annual Sport at Stargis put the atendance 
at thinteen thousand persons, undoubly due tothe fact that Don 
Messer was the main Hillside atraction, While five thousand 
watched his show, six hundred attended the dance in the new 
Sturgis Arena, Sturgis resident Margaret Morken won a prize in 
the rodeo events and J, Prekaski successfully took part in the 
‘bronco riding and wild cow milking, 

[New directional signs were made in 1972 forthe thirty-six 
hundred persons attending the Sports, which was cu short by rain 
in mid-afteroon. Ball games were rescheduled. 

‘Ted Yuzek, Sturgis Sports and Rodeo secretary reported losses 
of up to three thousand dollars due tothe strong. winds and rain 
that forced the cancellation of the July Ist Sports in 1973. But 
plans were already underway for the next year with the booking 
ofthe midway. 

Organizers ofthe 1974 July Ist Sport and Rodeo were jubilant 
‘when the day proceeded rain free with twelve thousand fair- goers 
in attendance. A highlight ofthe event was the presentation of 
engraved tophies by Mayor John Koroluk to Buster Grass fr his 
‘work as President ofthe Sports Day since 1945 (except forfour 
years) and to Leo Prekaski for his work in organizing the horse 
‘ces and rodeo events since 1945, 

1 1975, Will Moysiuk, President, presented plaques to Hilda 
Boen, Amy Palmer, Hudson Armstrong, Joe Rogstad, Fred 
Prekaski and Leo Gibney for their contribution towards making 
the past sports days so successful. The approximately twelve 
thousand attending were entertained by sky divers Lome Peterson 
of Sturgis and Bernie Schmidt of Vancouver. The evening 





























taaction was Russ Gurr and the Country Riders of Winnipeg. 
Activites were held up for two hours due to an early aftemoon 
drizzle, 

‘All atendance records were broken in 1976 with an estimated 
seventeen thousand attending. Wonder Shows of Winnipeg 
provided the midway. The sky diving was again held. A beer 
garden was held in the Sturgis Arena with musi by Oscar Geller 
band of Kamsack and the Family Brown, 

“Though the crowds were down in 1977 to fourteen thousand 
two hundred and fifty, it was a successful day. The proceeds were 
slated to be used forthe insulation ofthe arena, The committee 
was Buster Grass as president, Ted Yuzekas secretary and Yvonne 
Rongve as treasurer. An important part of the day was the horse 
racing. Will Mosyiuk was the announce, Jeannette Budnick was 
secretary, Leo Prekaski was tackman and Leonard Wardle relay 
man. Timekeepers Elgin Karpyk, Tom Prekaski, and Jerry 
Prekaski 

The Dragon Flies from CFB in Portage Ia Prarie, were an 
‘added atraction tthe 1978 Sports Day, fr the crowd of thirteen 
thousand atending. 

"Not much is known about the 1979 Spors and Rodeo. In 1980, 
thiny-throe horseshoe players entered the tournament. All other 
events were carried out forthe sixteen thousand fun seekers that 

In 1981, the report indicated that ten thousand packed the 
‘Sports Grounds. Lewehuk's Midway of Canora was in attendance 
‘and the evening show was the Carton Show Band. Ron 
Kalmakoff of Canora also entertained with vocal sols. Ths was 
‘he year injuries were sustained by several persons de toa rodeo 
bull jumping a fence and running through the crowd on. the 
hillside. In preparation forthe day, the committee of President, 
Ted Yuzek; Treasurer, FW, Bayliss; and Secretary, Wayne 
Dahlgren met for a meeting.

1982 was another good year forthe Sports and Rodeo with 
fourteen thousend taking in the day. Added to the Sports 
Committee from last year was Buster Grass as honorary 
president, vice-president Greg Beatty and Will Moysiuic as 
dieetor, 

‘The midway was provided by McKay Shows of Seattle 
Gymkhama events sponsored by the Etoimamie Valley Riding 
(Club consisted of events in bares, poles, and games in various 
age categories. The popular horse racing events were filled. Liz 
‘Morken won the glamour category with her horse Chief. A new 
feature was the Base Rescue Flight personnel of CFB Moose Jaw 
‘who showed maneuvers with tei helicopter, The Family Brown, 
entertained on the hillside, 

Inclement weather in 1983 was blamed for the reduced 
attendance, Gate admission was up to four dollars for adults and 
two for students. Ladies softball was held, Ray St. Germain 
entersined forthe evening hillside show. Fireworks were back as 
‘major ataction since they were dropped in 1982. There was a 
‘draw for one thousand dollars sponsored by the Sturgis Volunteer 
Fire Department and a motorcycle rae by the Saskatchewan 
Wildlife Federation. 

Saskatchewan's Own Talent from Stars for Saskatchewan, the 
Southland Singers from McCord, were featured atthe hillside in 
1984. The Firemen's raffle is now on- going and this year a 
satelite TV dish was raffled by the Kinsmen. Ladies softball 
proved to be a popular event with rwelve teams competing. Gate 
admission was increased to five dollars. CIGX was broadcasting 
from the grounds. 

Lome Peterson gave parachuting show during the 1985 
Sports and Rodeo and a father and son flying team from Minot 
performed, Saskatchewan Expres, a touring show made up of 
Saskatchewan Talent Search finalists were there to perform, 
‘Calvin Wagar took over the reins of presidency. 

‘Canada's 119th birthday was celebrated on Canada Day 1986. 
‘A twenty minute hail and ran storm halted activites for ail. 
‘The highlight ofthis year was the horse pull that atracted twenty- 
four teams in three categories pulling weights from thirty-four 
hundred pounds up to seventy-seven hundred pounds: There were 
fourteen teams entered in Slovpiteh. The Good Brothers 
entertained onthe hillside 

‘The Town of Sturgis’ seventy-fifth anniversary was celebrated 
in conjunction with the Annval July Ist Sports and Rodeo in 
1987. Celebrations started with a parade on June 30, Rain again 
played a part in the day with events temporarily stopped a times 
Andy Oystryk, in charge of the horse-pull reported only twelve 
‘entries but said, “The quality was beter but conditions terrible 
‘duc to the rain and mud. These fellows desire credit for being 
there”. Other features were a tent witha display of lowers by the 
Horticultural Society, displays of paintings, crafts, photographs 
and potery. Carroll Baker, a 1986 Canadian Country Music 
‘Award winner provided the show fo the hillside, 

‘The 1987 executive were: President, Calvin Wagar; Vice, Greg 
Beatty; Secretary, Wayne Dahlgren; Treasure, Tey Mang and 
Directors: Eugene Boychuk and Jean Babiuk. This year the new 
Entertainment Centre, a one hundred fifty-six fet long by tiny 
six fet wide structure plus an additional fy by sixty foot open 
area enclosure, was completed. The total cost was fifleen 
‘thousand dollars plus countless volunteer hours, 











Calvin Wagar was replaced by Tom Desroches as president for 
the 1988 Sports and Rodeo. The horse pall in its third year was 
narrated by Andy Oystryk assisted by Margaret Prekaski:The 
‘Whitchavek Arts Council had a tent with displays of paintings by 
area students and adults, as well, as other crafts. The children 
liked the face painting followed by an hour long show featuring 
old stories such as Billy Goat Gruff and The Three Bears. The 
Powder Blues Band presented the evening entertainment at 
hillside grandstand, 

In 1989, about ten thousand attended the Sports and Rodeo. 
One of the thrills of the day was the performance by Ken 
Breithreuz of Wetaskiwin, AB with his White Lightning monster 
truck which drove over six old-model cas. The tent containing 
various displays was back providing the people with an 
‘opportunity to check out a wide variety of crafts, some provided 
by the Sturgis and District Farmers Market Association 
Entertainment was provided in the atemoon oa the grounds with 
such celebrities asthe Stenen Ukrainian dancers, Gary Beatty of 
Calgary, the Parkland Region Square Dancers, the Singing 
Farmer, and a seniors’ dance group with oldtime and pte 
dancing. The hillside performance was by Ray Grif. 

Grey Hound dog racing was added to the 1990 Sports and 
Rodeo line of entertainment For the second year a monster tick, 
this one named Taurus, thrilled the audience during is car erunch, 
‘The big tent featured commercial displays. Brandon and Travis 
Wilkinson of Regina, Garry Beatty of Calgary and the magician 
CLGAM of Yorkton entertained during the day.The Hillside 
Grandstand Show featured Donna and Leroy, the frst performers 
‘onthe newly constructed grandstand which cost thirteen thousand 
dollars (this cost included the installation of bathrooms and the 
fence) and fourteen hundred and fourteen volunteer hour. 

Randy Sommerville was elected President of tbe Sturgis Sports 
and Rodeo in 1991 to replace Tor Desroches who had held the 
Position since 1988. Other executive members were: Donna 
Prekashi replacing Jean Babiuk, and Directors Jim Prekaski, Al 
Holmberg and Gondon Schultz, who join former directors Eugene 
Boychuk and Bob Yuzek and Terry Mang (treasurer) and Greg 

ty (vice-president). Rain resulted in part ofthe evens being 
cancelled, while others continued in the Sturgis Arena. We 
Known and vibrant singer Deborah Lauren entertained at the 
Sturpis Arena along with the Kunkel Brothers 

After suffering losses at last year's Sports and Rodeo, 
‘organizers were all smiles forthe 1992 event which sav about 
thinteen thousand fans out. Supper booth coordinators Marie 
Boen and Barbara Wagar reported selling four hundred and forty 
five meals, eighteen hundred cups of coffee and all the pies! The 
‘Kinsmen Hole in One was a new feature that was a hit (but nota 
hole in one. A fiddlers’ contest, new to the list of events, was 
held throughout the day. Baseball was dropped from the agenda 
with expanded fastball and slo-piteh. The main attraction on the 
Hillside Grandstand was Mel MeDaniels and his six member 
‘band. The annual wind-up dance atthe Beer Gardens with music 
by Midnight Blue was well stended. 

‘Ten thousand persons passed trough the gate forthe admission 
of seven dollars (though some save the price of admission by 
coming in overthehill atthe Sturgis Spots and Rodeo in 1993, 
‘The young crovd missed the midway (the lack of one was beyond 
the committee's contol) but were assured next year @ midway

‘The Sturgis and District History Book Committee sponsored 

‘guess the number of people attending the Sporss and Rodeo 
contest “Suds” entertained in the Beer Gardens inthe afternoon 
and forthe evening dance it was Saddles and Stee. 

‘Many stories have been writen and published in various 
newspapers about the extraordinary even that takes place on July 
1st in Sturgis, Saskatchewan not to be confused with the Stargis 
in South Dakota where their fame is a week long motorcycle rally, 
The Sturgis Sports and Rodeo owes its success to Buster Grass 
‘whose enthusiasm and hard work gave the townsfolk a vision of 
Something more than their original ball games and horse races 
Moving to Sturgis in 1945, Grass saw the posibiltes of the 
natural amphitheatre. Before long he had help in preparing the 
‘grounds tht are now the Sports and Rodeo permanent ste 

Since 1959, the Sports and Rodeo has been slated for July 1st. 
In former days, probably due tothe early seers from the US, the 
celebration was held on July 4. Crowds have been as high as 
seventeen thousand from a beginning that was a small, 
community picnic. The pienie grew to include a rodeo with local 
competitors and local livestock, then baseball and men’s hardball 
was added, along with wrestling. Before long professional 
entertainment was brought in and among the most popular was 
Don Messer and his Islanders, It sounded lke they were at first 
reluctant o attend as they couldn't even find Sturgis on the map! 
As the years progressed, so did the crowds, and before long the 
community Volunteers couldn't control the tlic and police the 
grounds so security was hired. Then organizers decided 10 
approach professional stock rodeos, both to manage the operation 
of the rodeo and supply the stock. The Sports and Rodeo 
Association holds membership in the Canadian Cowboys 
Assocation and later also inthe Manitoba Association to ensure 
top quality talent i offered each July Ts 

‘The suecess of the day is due to the dedication of the many 
volunteers, besides its board members, who help o plan the event 
‘and work many unpaid hours. Many booth staffed by members 
‘of local organizations are scattered throughout the grounds. Most 
‘imposing ofthese isthe socalled “Supper Booth’ where volunteer 
ladies of Sturgis and area work selling home made food 
sandwiches, pies and a supper plate which include potato salad 
‘with real home-made salad dressing, pork and beans, cold sla 
sliced ham, a bun and pie. At one ime scalloped potatoes were 
sold forthe noon meal. Some years as many as five hundred pies 
came in yielding three thousand pieces and usually sold out. In 
the beginning, © group of ladies would mect in the Elementary 
Schoo! to decide on the menu for the supper booth, but now we 
have a community lst based on the past year's needs and a 
‘numberof volunteers phone everyone in Stags and area forthe 
supplies which is anything from a donation of seven dollars from 
the elderly to a canner of cooked potatoes, three pies, oiled eggs 
or salad dressing andthe request fo work a two and a half hour 
shif. The supper booth convenors have the toughest job as they 
are in charge of washing the booth the day before, oer and pick 
up supplies from the store and the Town Office, and be atthe 
supper booth early in the morning tobe ready forthe first shit of 
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workers at nine, They work extra hard when someone doesn't 
show up for their shift, especially inte evening. They ae the last 
to leave at night hauling all the leRtovers and supplies to their 
appropriate place. Profits after expenses have run from a low of 
‘one hundted sixty-thee dollars in 1952 to ahigh of two thousand 
Seventy-eight in 1974, Supper booth convenors over the years 
were Amy Palmer and Hilda Boen (for many year), Gladys 
Wagar, Rose Pocium, Birgit Beatty, Betty Vodden, Michelle 
Peterson, Barbara Wagar, Marie Boen (on more than one wo year 
shift), Margaret Prekaski, Karen Weeks, Judy Michaluk, Donna 
Olson, Dianne Pollock, Jean Babiuk, Donna Prekaski, Gwen 
Michaluk, Shelly Masley, Jacquie Code, Kim Sushelnicki, 
Loreta Toderash and Loretta Carlson. If anyone is missed, soy. 

Booths at the Sports and Rodeo have been operated by the 
following organizations, which since 1984 have to tura over 30% 
of their profits to the association: Fire Fighters, Kinetes (ce 
cream), Kinsmen (bingo), Curling Club (pop), 4-H (hot dogs), 
Wildlfe/ Lacrosse (hamburgers), Figure Skaters (hot dogs and 
confectionary), Ski Club (com on the cob), Band & History Book 
Committee (res), Ukrainian Onhodox Church (perogies), 
[Lacrosse (shishlki, READ Club then the Sturgis Community 
Bingo (nevadas) 

‘The Official Booth has been manned by Janet Christopherson 
and Lillian Smith for several years, but before that Sam Holmberg 
was in charge. There is a phone, a two way radio to the 
ambulance, Sire department and officials on the grounds in case of 
‘an emergency. Golf cars are used by the organizes to check out 
dlflerents sites on the grounds. 

(One of the biggest threats to the day isthe weather and it has 
played 2 role in the success of the events a few times, Since the 
sports grounds are basically situated on gravel, sometimes 
activities can be resumed in half an hour after a rain, Proceeds 
above and beyond what is needed for maintenace, preparation, 
and running the day are earmarked for use within the community, 
‘and specifically in lines of recreation with emphasis onthe yout, 
Thus the picnic that didn't stop growing continues to be both a 
recreational attraction for thousands inthe area, while helping to 
sustain its hone community. And July Ist of this and every year 
‘means Sturgis is the place to be.

STURGIS STATION HOUSE MUSEUM 
Railway tain laying ste! through Sturgis was competed in 
1912. Shor after a two storey railway station was built beside 
the tracks not far from the Assiniboine River. After 72 years the 
Station was closed in February 1984 
Trough the baling efforts of Eva (Pud) Mitchell and several 
‘other determined town residents, the Station was in the process of 
being saved as heritage property to become a future museum. At 
meeting of the Sturgis Town Council on August 28, 1986 a 
committee representing the CNR Station, was present to report t0 
‘council om the moving of the old station as a museum heritage 
Site. It was also asked i the Town Council would help finance the 








‘Museum, caboose, ggr clay oven - CNR Caboose no longer lst car

station move until funber future grants could be acquired, With a 
motion put forth by Adolph Urbanoski, seconded by Ted Yuzek 
and favorebly cavied so began the existance ofthe Sturgis Staton 
House Museum, which became incorporated as a Museum in 

1988, 


Sturgis Staion moved Now 1986 to present ste and incorporated as 
‘Sturgis Staton Hose Museum 1988 





In November 1986 the station was moved by Bartch Building 
‘Movers of Sturgis ois present locaton, a gravel pit on Railroad 
‘Avenue over looking Assiniboine River Valley, a block South of 
Highway #49. In the 1920's the gravel pit hada spur tack running 
down the Bill where gravel cars were located. During the 
Prohibition Era bottles of liqior were buried in the gravel cars 
land moved to Yorkton for transportation across Canada ~ U.S 
borders. The present site was landscaped and beauified by 
museum committee members and willing volunteers providing 
termanced lavins, lower beds and trees. Pioneer day machinery 
placed at the Muscum site related the history of the pioneers, of 
Sturgis and surrounding area. Great numbers of volunteers (100 
‘numerous to mention) worked and prepared interior for anifact 
display, Also laying of railroad ties forthe track on the Eastside 
of the grounds displays a railroad jigger, whisle stop sign and 
temporary crossing. 

In 1990 Bartch Movers transported a CNR caboose upon tracks 
for adkltional touring interest. In 1995 a clay oven was built by 
museum board members and volunteers 

Commitee boards members manage Sturgis Station House 
Museum business and activities under administration of Town of 
Sturgis. At present date board committee members are: Lavina

‘Sturgis Station House Museum season opens yearly June Isto 
‘August 31st, seven days a week from 1:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. daily 
under direction and supervision of curator. Museum Commitee 
Board Members hire a post secondary or high school graduate 
summer student to assist curator with museum season work 
responsibilities and activities, 

‘Attractions and exhibits availabe for tourists on the main flooe 
include pioneer dining room and parlor, Station Master room with 
‘equipment of station agent duties, pioneer classroom, pioneer 
tools and equipment of bara and livery, home made tools, War 
‘Veteran exhibit, general store, dentist office, barber shop and 
‘many more for tourist enjoyment when in Sturgis. Te top floor 
houses the special armwhead collection donated by the ate Allan 
Palmer, poner bedroom, pioneer crafs room and entertainment 
exhibit. 

Exra atractons forall visitors are weekly displays of eras, 
collections, hobbies, wildife, horticultural volunteered by local 
residents and anyone inthe surounding aca 

‘Throughout each museum season demonstrations and tours are 
available for any clubs, organizations and schools. Last Sunday of 
‘each opening season has become a traditional “Family Fun Day 
offering a variety of local entertainment and a feast of homemade

STURGIS VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 

Tn July of 1915, the Village purchased one double chemical 
engine forthe sum of $425 from Oberagharn & Boyer Co, This 
hhad to be done “according to classifications and contract and the 
satisfaction of Council upon demonstration of the engine by 
agent.” On October Sth of that same ear, a special meeting was 
called to form a Fire Department that would use whoever was 
available as firemen 

It was noted in the own minutes that in March of 1916, TB. 
Nichol was hired to-make a reel forthe fire engine and a see] 
triangle to be used asa bell. The first fire all was situated on Lot 
7 Block where the Black Bear Ian is now located and in 1916 














moved to Lot 3 Block 4 where the Legion Hall now is. Mr. A. 
Philip’ bid of $15.00 for moving the fre hall was accepted. He 
was to leave the building on skids. In 1923 the fire engine was 
stored in Soderiund & Rogstad Garage for the winter. The fi 
engine was upgraded to a chemical engine in 1927, which cost 
$550 plus $28.90 for freight. This engine was pulled around by 
the firemen. Correspondance shows purchases of chemical and 
‘hoses having been made from Factory Distributors of Calgary. In 
1929, the Council sold te old fre hall for $30.0. 

In January of 1937, Council discussed organizing a small fie 
brigade as was suggested by Mr. H. Hamilton, Persons in the 
community would be identified forthe task of putting out fires 
and would be paid for each call. The firs fire chief on recon is 
Jim Ness (no dates available) who was followed by Joe Rogstad 
(correspondence shows he was fire chief in Apel 1936). H.W, 
Hamilton was hited a fire chef in 1938, followed by Peter Hale 
in 1942. In 1949, Mr. AH Peterson was the fre chief witha wage 
of $10 a month 

In 1980, the Town purchased Lot 5 Block 3 from FM. Weikle 
as a site for a fire hall. Mi; KO. Christopherson and WK. 
Holmberg worked on the construction of the fie hall and town 
office. The first fre truck was stored in this building where the 
‘Toronto Dominion Bank is now situated. In April of 1973, 
construction started on the new fre hall which was added on to 





the south side ofthe town office building at 217 Main St. On 


October 18th ribbon cutting ceremonies were held, to ofcally 
open the firehal, lites building and the newly renovated town, 
office. In 1994 another addition was added onto the existing fre 
hal, capable of housing four pumpers. 


‘The Sturgis fre track was once housed where the TD Bank is nov: An 
‘ado was added tothe southside ofthe Plding in 1973 and 
extended to theses in 194, 


Sturgis had several disestrous fires on Main Steet and a fie 
that destroyed the village's power plant. It was realized that beter 
‘organization and equipment was inevitable In 1950 it began, led 
by Alex Pozium, Hert Wagar, Allan Paimer, Eric Pollock, Walter 
‘Mason and Al Ritchie. These are the original members who 
ormed the frst Volunteer Club 

Later more volunteers were recruited: Paul Ladebrak, Bill 
Amnstrong, Fred Beatty, Sam Prokop, Ed Edison, Bill Cassidy, 
Sain Chemomitz, At Letestu, Fred Palanivk, Fred Zimmer, Glen 
Sando and Bill Nordik 

In 1953, the EM.O. was organized and with the loan of an 
EMO. pumper for two years, many fires were contlled. The 


Department at that time had one pumper and one wate tanker 
taller pulled witha tractor. This same year Couneil made a motion, 
that the fre ruck was to be used to fill cisterns for citizens of 
Sturgis at arate of one cent per gallon. The maximum charge was 
$10.00 per cistern for oe filling and that water will tall mes be 
available to fight fies if needed and the water replaced at no cost. 

For a time, fire warning was piven by means ofa bell on the 
Memorial Hal s well of course as “general ings” on party ines 
by telephone operators. The bell fll into disuse when the fire 
engine came since it was equipped with sirens. (The bell 
Weighing about 800 pounds, was removed from its perch on the 
Legion Hall in 1972). Today firemen are alerted to trouble by 
‘means ofan emergency telephone number. 

‘The Department responded not only to fires in Sturgis, but also 
to fires in the district including Preeceville, Stenen, Hyas, 
Endeavour and to sites within 30 miles. Oa December 4, 1955, a 
fire destroyed the home of Bob and Bertha Reagan and it was 
‘decided that it was time to replace the tanker trailer with another 
‘ruck: A special meeting was held on April 12,1956 o discuss the 
purchase ofa truck to replace #2 trailer unit. The purchase was 
approved 

‘The Club raised money in many ways including rales, bingo, 
donations and dances (ist Firemen’s Ball was held New Years 
Evel951). The firefighters themselves would return the $3 an 
hour they received for fighting fires back into the club, The clad 
was then able to purchase equipment and make donations to the 
‘Town towards the purchase of ire trucks. This is carted on today. 

Tn March, they purchased equipment, lantems, hats, hoses, 
ladders, gas masks and pike poles. Records show tha from 1959 
1973 over $6000 was raised and tumed over to the Town for 
equipment nd fie trucks. 

‘The club also trained and sent teams to the Provincial Civil 
Defence Fire Proficiency competitions. Winning teams from 
Sturgis were: Alex Pozium, Art Letestu, Fed Zimmer and Glen 
Sando (1959); Heeb Larson, Murray Christopherson, George 
Grass, L. Fraser and Alfred Olson (1960); Chuck Armstrong, 
Danyl Kuzik, Daniel Yuzek, Lyndon Olson and Jack Martine 
‘SCHS, 1966); Bernie Lubiniecki, Ron Wagar, Jerry Shewebuk 
Gany Perpelitz and Philip Sommerville (Sturgis Cadet Corp, 
1967), In addition to these wias the Sturgis Fiemen and Sturgis 
Cadets placed second on many occasions. 

In 1975, agreements were signed between the Sturgis Volunteer 
Fire Department and the villages of Hyas, Stenen, town of 
Preeceville, RM's of Preeceville, Buchanan, and Clayton to 
provide fire protection in these areas, In 1977 the RM Fire 
Department ordered a new truck, yellow in color, which aived 
April 1979. Now that the RM's had purchased a track, an 
agreement was made between the RM's and the Town, The Town, 
was to house and man the truck, the RM's to equip it. The 
Department is now called the Sturgis and District Fre Co-op, Fee 
Chief, Herb Wagar, became chef of bot the Co-op and the Town, 

‘The Fire Department sold the #2 ruck othe Vilage of Tessier 
for $5000 in 1980, 

In 1982 the Club held a raf for $1000, with proceeds going 
towanls rescue: equipment. This raffle has become an annual 
fundraise. A van was parchased by the club for carrying men and 
equipment. A motion by the clu to secept Division Six RM of 
Keys into the Fire Co-op was accepted. The Jaws of Life was 























































purchased frm Hertz Equipment from Calgary for $5400 in 
1983, Donations were received from the Fie Department 
Kinsmen, Kinetes, Legion, Sturgis Wildlife, Stags Spons & 
Rodeo, READ Club, United Grin Growers (local boat). 
Comin Ladies Aid and many personal donations. In 1997 ait 
lifting bags were purchased to go along withthe Jaws of Life ata 
cos of $3489.00 

1m 1986, 2 radio interconnect communications system was 
purchased fr the Deparment ata cos of $18,600. In 1988, the 
Sturgis Volunteers, started esoring the Preeeville Hospital 
Nurses bed push for Mini Miracle, with the Van for safety 
reasons. Tis ssl done today In 1991 an air compressor was ous 
purchased for filing SCBA's at a cost of $11,177.71 paid for by 
the Club, In 1994, new addition was aed on tothe existing 
Fire Hall, making it capable of hoasng four pumpers. Tey also 
purchased a new 1994 GMC tandem fre tick. Te RM's now 
fave two pumpers.

ELECTRICITY (Sask Power) 

Jn the early years of the Power Commission, rural 
clectrifcation was almost non-existent, In 1949 with the passing 
of the Rural Electrification Act the quality of life for rural 
Saskatchewan changed dramatically. The Commission was 
converted to acrown corporation, Sask Power. By the end of 1952 
only 13,000 farms had service. That year the goverment 
implemented the Area Coverage Program promising to electify 
40,000 farms by the end of 1956. 

In 1948 Aiken Construction of Regina built a thee phase 
25,000 volt line from Canora to Preecevlle and east to Norquay 
Meters were installed by Roy Pugsley and Ed Edison who were 
stationed in Canora In the fall of 1948, the Saskatchewan Power 
Commission commenced selling povver to Stugis, Precceville, 
Stenea, Hyas and Norquay. 

Len Salchert was the fist Power Commission employee to be 
located in Sturgis. He built a house of cindercrete blocks on the 
eastside of Sturgis, just north ofthe old highway which he used 
for his ofie and warehouse, 

Ed Edison replaced Len Salcher in the spring of 1950, Buster 
Grass built ¢ house for Ed and his wife Joyce to live in, as there 
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wasn't one available. Shorly after, an Armco building was 
erected by Saskatchewan Power Corporation on the east side of 
town along the old highway to serve as an office and warehous 

In 1953 a 25,000 volt, three phase line was extended to Lady 
Lake, Hinchcliffe, Pely and Arran, Rural Electifcation was 
introduced at that ime. Between 1953 and 1956 most ofthe area 
north to Usherville, Endeavour, Rockford and west to Ketchen, 
Hazel Dell then east to Ormside, Danbury, Arabella, Swan River 
and Arran north was crisscrossed with miles of rural single wire 
14400 volt single phase, opening up a new experience for 
thousands of people. 

Ed Edison lft Sturgis in the fll of 1985. He was replaced by 
Lome Burnes. Lome remained as District Operator until the 
summer of 1962. In 1960 the District was split and a 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation office was opened in Norquay 
With Jim Greenvsood in charge 

Lome recalls being a one-man work force where he did 
‘everything from setting poles, stringing wire, reading meters, and 
hiring men on the spot when extra hands were needed, Roads 
‘were next 10 impassable in the spring, fall and winter and 
telephone service was only provided along the main roads. TWo- 
way radios were notin se until 1957, so many extra miles were 
‘made to service an area extending from Hazel Dell and Rockford 
to Arran. But, thanks to the telephone operators that went out of 
their way to help record inguizies and outages by the dozens, and 
stayed onthe switchboard all night to relay’ calls, the power was 
restored to their customers and ours, 

‘When Bares lft in the summer of 1962, Tom Desroches, the 
Roving Assistant District Operator from Norquay tok care ofthe 
istic. 

‘Tom Smith, who had been District Operator (DO) at Paradise 
il, Sk. took over the District Operator's job at Sturgis in August 
of 1962. 

Fr the next few years, Destoches spent two weeks as Roving 
ADO in Norquay and two weeks in Stumps, Ia 1970, Tom 
Destoches became permanent assistant at Sturgis until he resied 
in January of 1984, 

The SPC office building from Kelvington was moved to Sturgis 
‘in 1983 when the Kelvington Office was closed, The new office 
‘was moved onto the southeast comer of Main Street. 

Jeff Michel took over the assistant district operator's (ADO) 
positon in April of 1984, When Gordon Freblich had a bid 
Position at Sturgis from 1987-1989, it became a three-man 
district Rob Wileott came on February 1, 1989 as ADO, 
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LER Tom Desroches, Tom Smith Rob Wile, ef Micke and 
Ken Dahlin 





‘Tom Smith retired on June 30,1991 after thity-cight and a half 
years with Sask Power. Jeff Miche took over as DO and in the fall 
of 1993 be became Charge District Operator (CDO) of Canora 
and Sturgis, 

Glenn Bradshaw was ADO st Sturgis for six months in 1992, 
After he lef, it reverted to a two-man district uatil Ken Dahlin 
started work as DO in Suis on May 19, 1994. The Norquay 
Sask Power Office where Dahlin previously worked closed and 
the Norquay district was divided between Sturgis and Kamsack. 

‘Though otber powermen have worked at Sturgis, 
only temporary no abi positon 

The installation of two-way radios in the power trucks in the 
summer of 1957 was of immense help to the SPC workers. The 
Superintendency office had the only radio to relay outage calls or 
information to the district workers. District staf had to phone 
back to their residence or rural telephone offices for information 
on incoming cals 

After Sask Tel took over the rural telephones in 1977, the cals 
were routed to the dstict employee's residences, both day and 
night. During th “70's Sask Power management saw fit o install 
radios in the district employees’ homes so thatthe women could 
take the incoming calls and relay messages to the mea in their 
trucks, After a severe evening lighting storm, the calls would 
start coming in at four or five inthe moming and continue all day 
and into late evening unt such time as all service was restored, 
Sask Power management seemed to feel that it was okay forthe 
‘wives o help out. The wives often were onthe radio and phone 
(with both ringing at the same time) for the Corporation for as 
Jong 2s eighteen hours a day, while also contending with meals 
and caving for thei Young families. One year te corporation did 
recognize their unpaid contribution by presenting them with a 
specially fashioned pin and earring st 

Finally during 1983, the Corporation installed 
‘communication centre (Comm Centre) in Regina that covered the 
whole province. This radio system eliminated the Corporation 
calls coming tothe district stafis" homes forthe most prt, though 
some customers stil found it easier to phone the staff residence! 
By the time Smith was retiring many changes were taking place 
in Sask Power. Districts were being consolidated with a Charge 
District Operator (CDO). Sta from the neighboring districts 
would alterate weekends fr stand-by so someone was available 
day and night for trouble calls. The bucket truck was another 
Important addition to the district staff. The installation of 
underground power has helped in assuring a continuous power 
supply t customers, 

The full time meter reader is Ken (Sparky) Docking and Bill 
Teton has been the permanent part-time meter reader since 1997. 




















STURGIS LIBRARY 

‘The Sturgis Library a branch ofthe Parkland Regional Library 
headquartered in Yorkton, opened inthe F-M.O. building beside 
the post office on August 15, 1972, under the sponsorship of the 
‘Town Council. John Koroluk was mayor at that ime; he and C.H, 
(Buster) Grass, one of the councillors, were active supporters 
Mrs. Daisy Johnson, who retired from years of service in the 
Composite High School, was the firs librarian 

Though Buster built shelves and a book cart and made other 
renovations, the EMO. building was much to small for a 














library. Several years of debate about extensions and 


improvements went on before it was decided to take advantage of 
the NIP. grant and construct a new library on the same spo. 


‘STURGIS LIBRARY ofially opened April 1981 

(On December 10, 1980 the books were moved from a 
temporary shelter inthe Council Chambers ito the new library. 
Tt was a memorable year for another reasoa, W.O. Mitchell was 
Patron of Library Week and addressed an appreciative crowd in 
the Legion Hall 

‘The Official Opening of the new library ook place in April, 
1981, onthe first day of Library Week. Although there had been 
a Library Board from the early 1970s, the first record is ofthe 
Board of 1981, after the Oficial Opening. It consisted of Mayor 
John Koroluk, C.H. Grass and Patricia Armstrong representing 
the ‘Town of Sturgis: Emest Peterson and Birgit Beatty 
representing the RM. of Preeceville; Paul Hydamaka 
representing the RM. of Clayton; Margie Morite and Jean 
Buller. Koroluk was chairman, Birgit vice-chairman, and Margie 
secretary. That year, Buster Grass was awarded a Certificate of 
Merit in Yorton fr his many contributions a the man in charge 
of building and maintenance. 

The librarians who have served the Sturgis Branch over the 
‘years are: Daisy Johnson, Margie Moritz, Sheila Allen, Neenie 
Mattson and Kathy. Brodie. Sharon Hamilton assumed that 
position in August, 1997 and Selene Kilteau was hited as the 


assistant librarian. Selene filled in while Sharon was on maternity 
leave from July 98 to July 99 and Kathy Rathgeber was hired 2s

In the fall of 1997, the Sturgis Library celebrated its 25th 
anniversary 

From the beginning, the Stagis Branch Library was a success, 
and ithas steadily expanded its membership and services over the 
years. Young and old may borrow books, tapes an other 
equipment and make free use of is microfyshe and compter if 
they are residents of areas which py forthe privilege. These have 
been the Town of Sturgis and the RMs of Preeceville and 
Clayton. Non-tesident borrowers mast pay for the privilege. The 
librarian is pai for 17 hours a week. Thus the library is open for 
the half days weekly. These are curently Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday 

‘The library has had generous volunteer supporters over the 
years It has an on-going problem about publicity since the local 
newspaper, apparently confusing it with a bookstore, decreed that 
its reports about the availabilty of ew books for public 
borrowing must be paid for as advertisements, 

‘The only other continuing problem is monetary since funds 
from the Regional Library and the Town Couneil seem never to 
cover all expenses. As well as through generous donations, the 
library has filed the gap through efforts of its own Board, such as 
tea and bake sales. Because government regulations required the 
purchase ofthe omputer and a large sum was needed for his, the 
sinall room opening off the main ibrar, formerly used for board 
meetings and art displays, was rented to the Family Resource 
Centre, 

‘As wel as loaning books (which are supplemented regularly by 
‘emporary supplies from headquarters, it has held class visits 
from local schools, summer reading programs, story hours for 
pre-schoolers, puppet shows ~a variety of fee entertainment and 
insration forthe pubic. 











CAROL SERVICES 

‘Amid so many Christmas customs, there is periaps none more 
universal than the singing of earols” WH Armstrong, Mayor 

‘A meeting was held in the Couneil Chambers at 7:30 pum. on 
Monday December 8, 1952, to discuss a Carol Service, Those 
present were Mayor W.H. Armstrong, WL. MeNeill, Mrs Hiding 
Nelson, Mrs. A.M. Nicholson, Fther Novak, Rev. D.C. Wilson, 
Rev. Wright, Mr. Neufeld, Mr Hrushka and Leo Labiniecki 

Twas tobe known as the “Community Carol Service” and was 
hed inthe Town Hall, on December 28, 1952, 8:0 pz. sharp! It 
was decided to not attempt a massed choir this year. Mrs. Marian 
LL Nicholson volunteered tobe the convenor (1952-1958), 

Other facts gleaned from the minutes of the fist meeting 
Program to last 1% to 1” hours, Mary Anna Nicholson be the 
Pianist forthe community singing, Rev. Wright to lead the carol 
Singing at the service, that neither clapping or encor 
permilted and the ushers and takers of the collect 
‘council members, that proceeds to be tumed over to TB 
‘Christmas Seal Fund. (proceeds in 1952 were $30.00) 





























‘The hall was filled to capacity with an appreciative audience. 
After the service a number of people expressed the wish that they 
hoped it would be a annual event. 

The second service had 20 items and a 
‘was being suggested thatthe “service be a 
now asked for two numbers, instead of thre, 

In 1960 it was decided to break from the custom of holding the 
Carol Service the Sunday between Christmas and New Years. It 
was held December 19, 7:30 pam, in the Town Hall. Daisie 
Johnson was the convenor for the 1960 Cazol Service. From 1962 
‘on the Nativity Story was read by a local minister Ia 1963 the 
service was moved from the Town Hall to the auditorium at the 
Composite School. By 1972 each group was requested to have 
‘only one item, providing the Composite had five groups again of 
one iter each 

The last Town Council sponsored Carol Festival was held ia 
1997 ~ for total oF 45 years. Council members continued to take 
the collection and send the proceeds to the Saskatchewan Lun 
Associaton 

In 1997 Sturgis Town Council members and staff collaborated 
on performing a Garth Brooks song, to the delight of the 
audience. Rumors about the performance were flying thick and 
fast around town and many came to see if it was true and they 
Weren't disappointed, In 1998 the couldn't get enough groups to 
participate. In 1999 the service was organized by the Ministerial 
Association. Now known as the “Carolfest”, it is an 
Intercommunity Carol Festival, being held the first Suaday of 
December, at 2:30 pam, altemating between Preeceville and 
Sturgis. Proceeds will goo something within the community. The 
fst service was held in Sturgis and the proceeds went to the

STURGIS PARKS. 

Regional Park 
Our Regional Prk exists only because of the vision and labour 
of Buster and Jessie Grass. The land lying south of the CNR. 
tracks, encompassing a section of the Assiniboine River, was a 
natural wildemess. Buster spent many days scrubbing out brush 
and tramping oat scene trails, A farmer bulldozed a road through 
the tees and an iron-work entrance gate was constructed frm the 
former stel bridge, that spanned the Assiniboine River. Wooden 
picnic tales and privies appeared, and eventually water vas 





piped in. An abandoned country school was moved to the south 
bank ofthe river and beceme a ski chalet, facing the ski slope 

‘On August 2, 1945, ten beavers were placed in the Sturgis area 
in the Assiniboine River by Messrs. C. K. Perrin and Alex 
Grosseln ofthe Department of Natural Resources. These beavers 
built four large dams in the river in a year and a half, and many 
smaller dams were in evidence. Beavers are at work in the park 
still In Teter years, a man-made dam was built near the icon 
bridge. 

Tn 1976, the park became the Sturgis and District Regional 
Park. Iti opecated by a park board and is maintained by town 
emplayees. The park has showers and flush toilets, ten electrical 
camp sites, barbeque pits, picnic tables, an outdoor kitchen, and 
wings forthe children, 

Well-kep lawns, tees, flower beds and the sound of the river 
trickling oF gushing (depending on the season), make this a 
relaxing beauty spot that i used by tourists, campers, fishermen 
and those enjoying a picnic. It has been the site of community 
‘events and celebrations, weddings, anniversaries, family 
togethers and reunions. 

‘The camp sites are open from spring to fall atthe rate of $10- 
12 per night. During the summer months, a student is hired t0 
Took after the camper’s needs and work in the park. A bronze 
‘memorial plage is located in the park, honoring Buster Grass. It 
was dedicated by Mayor Bud Morken on June 2th, 1990 withthe 
Sturgis Riding club providing an Honor Guard

TOURIST BOOTH 

A tourist booth began operating in Stags in 1986 funded by 
the Saskatchewan Opportunities 1986 grant and the balance by 
the Sturgis Recreation Board. Program co-ordinators were Joy 
Bartch , Janice Beatty and Bim Bartch representing the Chamber 
of Commerce. Renee Auramenko was hited t operate the tourist 
booth that summer The first location was the Doe Thomas House. 
Its restoration was a 1985 Heritage Project sponsored by the 
READ Club and supported by workers from other local 
organizations. 











While it was not one ofthe frst homes in Sturgis, it certainly 
has attained senior citizen age, Pete Thomas (nicknamed “Doc”) 
‘immigrated to Canada from Lithunia with father Mike and 
‘brother Charles about 1904, In 1910 they homesteaded on land 
just west of Sturgis. His brother Charley's sensational murder 
rocked the community some time in the 1930's — as did, in 
another way, Pet's automobile adventure, whichis celebrated in 
the poem (Ode To A Night of Woo) that appears elsewhere inthis 
history book.

RIDE FOR SIGHT 

The Sturgis Sports and Rodeo Inc. held a meeting with 
representatives from various organizations in Sturgis on October 
16, 1991. The purpose was to investigate the possibilty of 
holding a Country and Wester Music Festival in Sturgis on the 
August 1992 long weekend, A slo-pitch toumament would ran in 
conjunction with the festival. Other plans included operating the 
Beer Garden, holding a dance on Saturday evening and food 
‘hooths onthe grounds. A motion was passed that @ minimum of 
75 shares be sold at $200 a share, The money raised would be 
used to cover the initial expenses withthe shareholders receiving 
‘4 portion of any pris realized from the event 

Elected to the executive ofthe Sturgis Hillside Country Opry 
were Randy Sommerville, President; Ed Franko, Vice-President 
Donna Prekaski, Secretary; Bemie Lubiniecki, Treasurer and 
Directors Tom Smith, Vem Poworoznyk, Shelley Masley. Jeanette 
Budnick, Bob Yuzek, Dick Morken, Terry Mang, Al Lucio, Brad 
‘Cameron, Kathy Brodie and Dennis Wasylenchuk 

‘Afler several meetings, plans were made to hold the music 
festival on August Ist and 2, 1992, Attendees at the festival 
received a wristband which served as admission to all the 
functions held on the sports grounds. Local clubs ran the food 
booths and the Kinete club served pancakes on Sunday morning 
The add shower didn't dampen the spirits of the fans who came 
to hear the music entertainment provided by Brad Mazur, Bandit, 
Tara Lynn Mohs, Dean Kush and the Red Hot Burritos, and 
Breakdown, The Kunkel Brothers provided the music for the 
‘Moonlight Cabaret at the Beer Gardens in the evening. 

Don Morgaa, te spokesman for the Canadian Ride for Sight 
Association, approached the executive in September 1997 t0 see 
if Sturgis would be intrested in having the bikers end thei annual 
ride in Sturgis in June, Those atending the meeting felt that this 
‘could be worked in with the Sturgis Hillside Country Opry. After 
approval from Town council, representatives ftom the Ride for 
Sight attended a meeting and made a video presentation oa 
Retinitis Pigmento Reseazch (RPR), the recipient of money raised 
by the Ride for Sight event. 

June 12,1993 was the second anaual Hillside Opry an the first 
Ride For Sight sponsored by the Bikers Rights Organization of 
Canada, Saskatchewan branch, There was some rain that 
weekend but the activities went ahead, Friday evening everyone 
‘gathered atthe entertainment centre fora get acquainted night and 
Social. Saturday morning the Kinsmen and Kinetes served a 
pancake breakfast and at 1 p.m. the bikers held a motorcycle 
rodeo, On Saturday evening three bands were in attendance to 
provide the musical entertainment: The Flaming Sambuceas, The 
Lost Boys and The Law. Sunday was Show “ni” Shine. Over 
$16,000 was raised for RPR research through bikers and others 
pledges. 

Ride for Sight in 1994 was attended by approximately 400 
bikets and raised more than $20,000 in pledges to aid blindness 

This was the highest amount rise in the past seven years ata 
ride 

In 1995, more than $28,000 was raised atthe third, Ride For 
Sight Bike Rodco, held in Sturgis. A common booth was setup at 
the grounds with local clubs and groups working together taking. 
shifts A dance was held Friday evening at the entertainment 
‘entre. The Show ‘n Shine attracted several bikes with alot of 


















shiny chrome. As usual, bike rodeo events were aso held. A well 
attended steak supper was held before it was time 1 head up the 
hill to hear Madness of the West, a band from Calgary, Awanis 
‘were given out to the biker traveling the farthest, the one bringing 
{nthe most pledges and for the one who attended the most Ride 


for Sight weekends. June 14-16, 1996 saw more than $13,000 
rised at a great weekend with good weather. Another motorbike 
event was going on in Saskatchewan so attendance was down, 
Due to the Bikers wanting to have their Ride For Sight in a more 


‘centralized location and a lack of interest and manpower locally

FAMILY RESOURCE CENTRE 

‘The Family Resource Cente was established asa result of the 
«reams and vision of the Sturgis/PreecevilleCanoca Child Action 
Plan Committe, which began it's work in April of 1994, 

The Sturgis/PreecevilleCanora child Action Plan, was part of & 
province wide initiative of the provincial govemment to facilitate 
‘8 more coordinated approach within social and community 
agencies in support of children, youth and families in the 
province. 

‘The frst committee members included representatives from the 
School Division, RCMP, Public Health, Social Services, Child 
‘and Youth Services, Assiniboine Valley Health District, Mental 
“Health, Ministerial, Service Groups and individual community 
‘members from Sturgis, Preeceville and Canora. 

‘The new committee established its goals and vision statement 
1s the following: The vision ofthe Child Action Plan is: 

‘A community that: dentifies and responds to the needs of 
chien, youth and thei families; works together to ensure there 
are adequate resources; is aware ofthe resources and is able to 
avoess these resources. 

[Needs assessment studies were dane for the whole area and a 
proposal forthe establishing of two Family Resource Centres 
With a Family Resource Centre Coordinator in each eentre was 
Sent tothe appropriate provincial body in 1995. One Centre was 
to serve Canora/lnvermay and area, and one Centre was to serve 
the SturgiPreecevilleEndeavour area. 

Approval was given for only one position in the 
SturgisyPreecevillefEndeavour area. The Child Action Plan 
Commitee in cooperation with the Assiniboine Valley Health 
District cooperated in hiring and supervising the new position. In 
August of 1995 the first Coordinator Wendy Ballantyne of 
Saskatoon was hired. Aer searching for an appropriate office 
space in Sturgis and Preeceville, an office space was found in the 
Parkland Regional Library building in Sturgis. Wendy worked

until November. A new coordinator, Craig Folk from Saskatoon, 
‘was bired in January 1996 and has remained inthe position tothe 
present 

‘Over the past several years of the Family Resource Cente, 
much work has been done in the tree communities. The Child 
‘Action Plan Committee was divided into a Canora Child Action 
Plan, and a SturgiyPresceville/Endeavour Child Action Plan, 
with the three community committee continuing tohave oversight 
‘of programming forthe Family Resource Centre. Over the years 
the Family Resource Centre has worked to provide information 
about social services, mental health, ehild and youth services, 
‘employment information, and other information requested by the 

‘There is strong working relationship with the schools in all 
three communities, Asa result ofthe Coordinator's work, Social 
Agency and other Resource people locally and those who work in 
the area from Canora and Yorkton and elsewhere have had a more 
visible presence in the schools for students, staff and parents 
Youth Rallies each fll, with an average of over 100 students fom 
the wider region have gathered in different locations, So far there 
have been rallies in Kamsack, Canora and Preeceville 

‘The Coordinator has supported the work of Student 
Representative Councils in the schools with issues sch as SADD 
(Geudents against drunk driving), and other concerms. The 
Coordinator establisbed community gym nights in the three 
‘communities; helped with parents groups, and other support 
‘groups needed by families in the ares; established the Youth 
Centre in Preeceville; worked at promoting international, national 
‘and provincial days or weeks that emphasized awareness of issues 
that affect families; worked with the Crisis Intervention Team 
established in the area; helps coordinate the Christmas Food 
Hamper program in conjunction with the Ministerial Association; 
worked on the current Literacy project of the Child Action 
Committee; established a Leadership Training program in the 
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school in all three communities; participated in information fairs 
‘that helped inform the communities about the resources available 
to them, as wel as fielding an increasing numberof individual 
requests for information, and assistance in accessing programs 

‘The Family Resource Cente and Coordinator in conjunction 
‘withthe Child Action Plan, work at ongoing programs and the 
ever changing programs available to the area from the social 
agencies as well as establishing local programs to meet the 
panicular needs of the three communities, whose geographic 
Jocation ural nature, cultural diversity and economic status make 
them unique inthe provinc 

In 1999 it was agreed to experiment in the year 2000 withthe 
‘Coordinator doing some work for the Canora Child Action Plan 
Committee. This experiment will bring challenge to the 
‘Cooedinator’s position, but the increased. community support 
from Canora may also stabilize the longterm funding needs of 
this position 

‘The family Resource Centre and the SturgisPreecevile- 
Endeavour Child Action Plan Committee have received 
cognition provincially as a success story and a model for other 





MEMORIAL HALL 

At the Village Council meeting held on Novernber 10, 1915, 2 
‘motion was made by D. Campel and seconded by Fred Brooks to 
purchase Dan Pakula’ building, situated at 125 Main Steet (Lot 
‘Bl 2) to be used fora Village Hal. The terms of the agreemen 
‘were: Me. Pakulak tobe paid $100 by Dec 15th and the balance 
‘of $75 with 8% interest be paid a year later on Dec. 15, 1916 
‘Mr Pakulak must agree to keep the ie in the building that winter 
‘and the building to remain on sai lot until May 1, 1916. Council 
also made a motion thatthe overseer hie carpenters and get the 
necessary materials for dhe alterations tothe building. The ball 
‘was tobe insured for $150, This hall served the Village of Sturgis 
‘until 1922 when the presen town ball was bail 

In 1925 maple Mooring forthe hall was purchased from the 
Crowe Lumber Company at a cost of $3240. In 1927 AH 
Peterson was hired as the hall caretaker and paid S1 for each 
‘meeting held atthe hal. Nels Holmberg took over the caretaking 
job in 1928. In June the Village sent $10 to the Inspector of 
‘Theatre's to cover the licence on the hall and in July, A. Soderlund 
was hired to construct a sidewalk in font of the building, ata cost 
of $60, 

A special meeting ofthe Village Council was held on October 
12, 1929 to consider the tenders, for enlarging and improving the 
‘Sturgis Memorial Hall. Mr. W. Sodesiunds bid of $2,635 was 
accepted. He was to supply all material and labour 

At counci’s December meeting, a motion was made to 
purchase all utensils forthe hall kitchen from the storekeepers in 
town, Council also decided to tender fora hall caretaker and for 
Tinging ofthe curfew bel 

1930: Village hall was wired at cost of approximately $132. 
‘Council accepted Bill Hrushka’s tender for caretaker. He would 
be paid S1.50 for each time the main hall was used and a nominal 
fee forthe smaller rooms. Inthe spring the hall received a prime 
oat of pint 

1932: Village Secretary was instructed to obtain a copy of 
regulations governing theatres and instruct Mr, Peterson to alter 
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the pipe in the picture booth to comply with thse re 
Hall rental in 1932 was $2 fom June Ist Sept Ist and $3 from 
Sept Isto June Ist 

1935: There were 13 shows featured and 16 dances held 

1937: On November 10th a dance was held to commemorate 
the 25h Anniversary ofthe Village. They took in $49.80 and paid 
3 for the hall rent, The total income for the hall tbat year was 
$361.35 

1939: Various activities took place in the ball that year 
Amateur Night and Dance, wrestling match between Prekaski v5 
Evaschuk, C. Ness held an auction sale, Catholic Church had a 
violin contest and dance, Red Cross organization held concert 
and dance, 5 movies were shown and 19 dances held 

192-44: The Homemakers held 14 dances in aid ofthe boys 

1944: In September the curling rink committee held two dance 
and netted $234.90 towards the rink construction 

1945; There were a total of 29 dances held in the hall, sixteen 
ofthese were forthe curling rink fund. They raised $875 on the 
dances and $289.25 on lunches. At one of these dances it was, 
‘mentioned thatthe music was supplied by a gramophone. 

1948: There were a total of 190 shows and films shown, A 
farewell dance and panty was held for Jack Taylor, a CN 
Roadmaster. In 1949 farewell dances were held for B. McClure 
and Cpl Bennet, In November three movies were shown and the 
proceeds went to the Sturgis fire fund A very popular movie was 
Northwest Mounted Police, which they played three nights, 
taking in $465, less 20% for hal ent. 

1951; For four nights C.B McGregor held practise for census 
taking, The skating arena was now holding dances to raise money 
for & new skating rink. The last movie to be shown at the 
“Memorial Hall was “Broken Arrows’ on December Ist and 3rd 
“Me. Bill Hrushka worked atthe hall until April 21,1952 a total of 
22 years as caretaker. He kept record of ll the movies shown and 
the money taken in, who had wedding dances and the band that 
played, anniversaries, farewells, trials, meetings, band concert, 
conventions, suppers, leas and much more. All activities and 









transactions were recorded from 1935 ~ 1951 


Some of the Memorial Hall expenses were:1939-one lamp 

chimney 15 cents, sawing three loads of wood $1.10, hauling 

away a load of rubbish .35 cents and purchase ofa load of wood 

at $2, 1940-door spring ten cents, one gallon of coal oil 31 cents 

flag rope for July 4th 25 cents and one broom $1.28, 1943-piling 

‘wood .25 cents cleaning hall grounds 50 cents, cutting grass 50 
The Memorial Hall was sold to the Legion in 1970.

William MeDonald was the village's fist overseer in 19 
There were two councilors ~ CJ. O'Brien and Andy Peterson 
The Secretary. Treasurer was R.M. Weikle. The frst meeting was 
held September 27, 1912 at FB. Reusch Lumber office 
‘Additional meetings were held once a month at the office of Mi. 
‘Campbell and Mz. MeDonald’s implement business as well as 
‘ther locations. The town office was situated at the town all in 
late years. (What i now the coat room atthe Legion Hall) 
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‘The town of Sturgis was incorporated on March I, 1951, The 
counel increased 10 six members: Don J. Berg, D.T. Galbraith, 
(MN, Kuzik, JL. Prekaski, Joseph Rogstad and Amy Palme, who 
‘was the first woman elected to council. She served from 1951 to 
1959, (There were no other women councilors until Eva Mitchel 
‘who served from 1982 to 1990.) The Mayor was Harry $ 
Naduriak and the Secretary-Treasurer was WL, MacNeil 

The meetings were now held atthe Sturgis School Unit Boar 
Room located at 218 Main Street beside the town hall. On

December 11, 1951 they held their fist meeting in the new 
council chambers located at 217 Main Sweet. The town ofice first 
‘occupied the south part ofthe building. After consiruction of a 
new fire hall in 1973, the north portion of the building, which 
once housed the fre truck, was renovated and the town office 
moved into larger office space, where they remained until 1998 
The building sill houses the town maintenance shop, the fie ball, 
2 rental suite upstairs and the TID. Bank who moved into the 
building in 1999 

The town purchased the school unit office building located at 
209 Ist Ave SE in 1998, After a complete interior face-lift of the 
‘building the town office moved into new spacious quarters, An 
‘open house was held October 1998 with an invitation extended to 
the community to join council and staf for coffee and doughnuts 
and to tour the building, 

‘The new town office is used as a meeting place for many

HOTELS 

The first hotel in Sturgis was a tree storey structure built in 
1911 on Lot 1 Block 2 on the south end of main street. Sam 
Coben was the owner, bu the fist operator was Jack Weiser 

‘The second operator of “Hotel Sturgis” was probably Jean 
“Mevel. Records show thatthe town had applied fora provincial 
goverment grant of $375 10 maintain a “Rest and Reading 
Room” in the hotel. We are assuming it was a place where train 
passengers and public could spend time in comfort. The grant 
money which seemed to be about $50 per month, continued 
through oat least 1916 Other operators ofthe hotel were the Gus 
‘Anderson family and lastly te A Lunn fail. 

‘The second owner of the “Hotel Sturgis” was E. L, Drewery of 
Winnipeg and the last owner was Jon Ness. The hotel was 
estroyed by fire in March of 1926, 

The second hotel was built on Lot 7 Block | or 124 Main Steet 
in 1936 by Frank Weikle. This was a two storey stuctue with a 
beer parlor on the northside, rooms upstairs and a diner or cafe 
‘the south side,

‘This business was operated by Frank and Lizzie Weikle unt it 
was sold to Clark H. (Buster) Grass in August of 1944. The Grass 
family was in the hotet until September 24, 1950, when they sold 
to Joe and Anne Genoway. The Genoways operated tis business 
antl November 30, 1960 

Norm Woloschuk purchased the business a this time and 
uring his time the beer parlor was ealarged and moved to the 
south side. Now women were permitted on the “licensed 
premises 

Other owners were Joe Suwinski, 1964-1966; Sandy 
Martiniuk, 1966-1971; Grady Graton, 1971-1975 and Ed 
Stalberg fiom 1975-1978. While Ed Stalbers_ was here the 
building was renovated andthe name changed to The Blick Bear 
In, 

Archie Doucette purchased the business in 1978 and then sold 
to Terry Mang in 1980. Terry operated the business until 1985 
then sold to John and Barb Glushko who have been the owners 
since that time. Several managers have been hired since the 
Glushkos became the owners. 








HARDWARE STORES 

‘The first hardware store in Sturgis was builtin 1911 by Frank 
[M. Weikle. Tis store was situated diredy north ofthe first hotel 
‘on Lot 2 Block 2. 

1 1917 or 1918 Frank Weikle sold out to Bennie Brooks who 
‘operated the hardware store until the fie in March of 1926, which 
estroyed his hardware business along with the hotel and 

curant 

In 1920 “Big” Oscar Soderlund and Joe Rogstad porchased 
Fred Brooks Case Implement business on Lot 6 Block 2 and 
‘operated a garage and hardware store. Later the garage business 
was moved to the comer of Block 3 and the hardwaze store 
remained at this location. On October 1, 1932 the hardware store 
‘was destroyed by fre along with Chodorcef's General Store and 
the Northern Cafe. The “Soderlund and Rogstad Hardware” was 











Frank Welles Hardware Store ~ Lisle Wee standing in doorwas 
rebuilt and operated for many years along withthe Imperial Oil 
bulk dealership. 

Frank Giles, a WWI veteran, arived in Sturgis with his family 
Jn March 1946, He set up hardware store in a building directly 
north ofthe Sturgis Cafe. This building, located on Lot 2 Block 2, 
was owned by Nick and Peggy Kolot 

In 1948, Frank Giles purchased the Soderlund and Rogstad 
hardware store and business and moved to this location, Joe 
Rogstad continued to have is Imperial Oil office in the hardware 
store, while Giles operated the hardware business 

In March of 1952, Frank Giles sold the hardware business to 
‘Taylor and Aleck. In 1956 AL Affleck became the sole owner and 
operated as Affleck Hardware Lid. Al Affleck expanded the 
building and operated the hardware store until he sold the building 
to Gateway Co-op in 1972. 

Gateway Co-op converted the hardware store toa grocery store, 
but later expanded to include appliances and hardware. They 
acquired the building direcdly south (Lot $ Block 2) and 
practically doubled their floor space. 








STORES - GENERAL STORES AND. 
GROCERY STORES 

‘One of the first stores built in Sturgis was built by HLS. 

Hutchinson in 191181912, This tore was located on Lot 5 Block 

2, LIT Main Steet. His sign indicated that he was a General 

“Merchant but he also had the Post Office in his store. Although 


Mr KC. Brooks was te fist Sturgis Post Master, Mr Hutchinson 
was the fist post master actually situated in the village 

‘While there is no record of how long Mr. Hutchinson was in 
business the next business recorded here was operated by Harry 
Chodorcaff, Me. Chodorcoff came to Sturgis in about 1925 and 
operated general store until his store bumed davn in October of 
1932. His sign read confectionary, frit, cigars and soft drinks. 
This fire also destroyed the Soderlund and Rogstad hardware and. 
the Northern Cafe 

‘tthe same time, the Peterson brothers, Pete and Andsew built 
a store directly acros the steet from Mr, Hutchinson on Lot 5 
Block 1, 116 Main Steet This was 191141912, The Pete 
Peterson family operated the store for several years and then sold 
to Lewis Gelmon, Lewis Gelmon, as well as operating his general 
store served on Village Council and was the overseere for several 
years. Mr. Gelmon came to Sturgis in the early 1920's and was 
‘here until sone time inthe 1930's. The store was destroyed by fire 
‘but the date is unknown, 

"Mr. Danial Pakulak, another early resident of Sturgis, built 
store on Lot 8 Block 1, 128 Main Stet. This was about 1914, 
‘While living in Sturgis Mr, Pakulak’s wife Pearinee Burniak) 
died prematurely of unknown causes, so his young daughter 
passed away from tubereulosis while ving in Stu

This store was traded to Peter L. Olson for a homestead ia the 
Usherville area. This was in 1916 or 1917, While Peter L, Olson 
‘owned the building he never operated a business from the 
premises 

Jonas Elander was his first renter. Then John Elander operated 
4 store until the business was destroyed by fire in March or April 
1926, There was large hall upstairs in this building that was used 
for Christmas concerts, dances, meetings etc, with the stairs on 
the outside ofthe building 

Another grocery store was built on this location in 1929 by 
Alex and Metro Fotchuk. In 1938 the store was sold to Dan 
Kupchak. In April of 1941 Dan Kupehak’s store and cootents 
ete sold by public auction 

“The next owner of this building was SK. Fiipowich. Andrew 
Kalenchuk was the-next person to have a store in this building 

‘On August 31, 1946 the Suis Consumers Co-op was formed 
and this building was purchased. The Co-op operated a grocery 
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store from this building until 1972 when they purchased the 
Affleck Hardware and moved tothe larger building. 

In 1931, James Lubiniccki moved to Sturgis with his family 
and built a “Red & White” store on Lot 3 Block 1, 108 Main 
Sweet, Me. Lubiniecki ran this business until he sold to BWW. 
Billows in July of 1945, Me. Billows operated bere until 1949 
hen he sold the building to Martha and Ted Shoenke. 

A store was built by Leo and Sadie Pekaski on Lot 2 Block 2 
With living quarters in the rear. This was in 1981 or 1942. They 
‘operated a general store uni they sold to Nick Kolot in 1944 or 
1945, 

In 1935 Pete Hale built «grocery store on Lot 4 Block 2, 113, 
Main Steet. As well as a grocery store, he operated @ butcher 
shop and sold Massey Hasris machinery. The Hales operated this 
business until 1945 when they sold to Out and Norma Reid.

‘Otto and Norma Reitlo came from Canora to Sturgis in 1945 10 
‘operate the store, Otto's Meat Market. They sold fresh meat and 
astoceries. They also handled prescriptions from Paul's Drugs 
Store of Prescevile for those people who had no car to drive to 
Precoeville 

(Ow did his own butchering while Norma looked after the 
store. The store was open from eight am, until eleven pm. Even 
on some Sundays business was done. 

The store burnt down on October 31, 1949. Ot and Norma 
were in Canora atthe time as their son was bom on the day ofthe 
fire, Some equipment was saved. The police did not know that 
‘there was vey ile insurance so they stopped people from saving 
more equipment 

The store was rebuilt with some insurance money and wi 
help of many people. The store was renamed “Red & Whit 
store opened for business aguin on December 12, 1949. 

In 1950 Reilo’s sold their business to Me. and Mrs. Mel 
Farncombe. The Farcombes ran the store as well asa build 
moving busines, In 1954 the Red & White was sold to Florence 
and Bill Bayliss. 

EW,Bill) and Florence Bayliss along with their two children, 
‘Carol Ann and James William (Billy), came to Sturgis in 1954 

{At the time it was a small building so they bought the former 
bakery building and joined it to the store. They modernized the 
imterior and bought shopping cas 
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Baylis’ Red and White 


They lived in the seven room apartment above the store, AS 
‘business grew, Norma Goulden became their capable asian 

‘They spent twenty-seven years serving thei faithful urban and 
rural customers. Due to Bil’s declining health, they were forced 
toretire in 1981 

After Florence and Bill retired, the store was operated by 
‘Abigail and Alan Holmberg until 1985. In 1985 the store was 
treated to Art Olson. 

In 1938 Harry Pizek built a store on Lot 8 Block 2, 129 Main 
Suet, As well as a grocery store, Mr. Pirzek was also a barber 
and Miss Samchuk had a hairdressing shop in this building. Mike 
and Margaret Kuzike purchased the store from Hary Pirzek in 
August of 1944, The store was known as Kuzik's General Store. 
Mike Kuzik was also a barber and after 1952 office space was 
eased to Joe Rogstad for his Impetial Oil business. The Kuzik 
family had living accommodations at the rear of the store 
building 


Fred and Vema MeAlaster were the next osiners of this store. 


‘They purchased the store from Mike Kuk in May 1961. Now the 
‘name was changed to McAlaster’s General Store. Medlasters 
also lived in the rear of the store building.

MeAlasters sold their business to Lawrence Onefrichuk of 
CCalgary in 1979. Mr. Onefreichuk was a meat cutter so he se up 
the coolers and added the necessary equipment to operate this 
{ype of business as well as operate the gracery store 

In August of 1980, the business was purchased by Bill and Ida 
‘Mae Grona. Bill had been a grain buyer at the United Grain 
Growers clevator for several years. The last grocery store and 
‘meat market in this building was ran by Mr. and Mrs. Larry 
Nechas 

After the Netbas’ left, the building was purchased by Mike 
\Wisoley and was renovated into a restaurant by Dwayne Johnson. 

‘Abe Levson operated a general store under the name of 
“Levson and Co." on Lot I Black 4, 200 Main Steet ia the late 
1920's and to the mid 1930"s, Mr. Levson’s business license read 
“groceries, dry goods and gas pump”. As well as operating the 
store, Mr. Levson bought grain which was stored in graneries 
‘cross from the brick school 

‘About 1936, Albin Jonson took over the store business from 
Mr. Levson. Mr. A. Soderiund was the owner ofthis building. Me. 
Johnson discontinued this business sometime ia 1939. Me 
Lazarowich now moved his general store business in to this 
building. It is not known how long Mr, Lazarowich was in this 
building 

John Chimko came to 








Sturgis from Tadmore in 1951. He 
‘operated a small general store from an existing, wooden building 
‘that was situated on the thre lots that he had purchased, This was 
situated on 220 Railway Avenue N.W. Mr. Chimko, as well as 
‘operate his stone business, was in the process of building the 
largest and most permanent building ever tobe built by a single 
‘human being.(See story) 

Another grocery store was built and operated by Mary 
‘Turchenit. This building was located atthe comer of Main Street 
and Durham Steet, [520 Main Stree). It was built about 1955, 
The business was known as “East End Grocery” and carried a fll 
line of groceries, meats and school supplies. In 1959, Frank 
Zimmer became the new owner, He operated the store until 
‘August 1960 when he sol to Adolf Tabi 

‘Adolf Tain was in business at this location until February 1966 
when he sold to John and Mary Rusnak. The name was changed 
to “Sturgis Comer Store”. When the Rusnak’s retired they sold 
the store to Joyce and Gary Holmberg and they changed the name 
to C&A. Groceries and Confectionary. 








STORES 
‘While most general stores carried a limited amount of clothing, 
4 store that was exclusively into clothing was not too popular in a 
small town in early days, In about 1947 Glen Sando stated a 
<lothng store inthe old “Bank of Toronto’ building at the comer 
of Block 2 [133 Main Sweet). In 1950 he moved “ Glen's 
Clothing Store “ to-@ new location at Lot § Block 1, 116 Main 
Steet. He cartied dress clothing as well as work clothes and was 
also an agent for Tip Top Tailors, made to measure suits and also 
had a varity of footweat, Glen Sando was here until 1963 when 
be sold to Lome and Net Nikota 
“The store became Known as Lomell's Ready to Wear. As well 
as operating the clothing slore, Nel Nikoia was known for 
‘decorating cakes for weddings and special occasions 





In 1974 the READ Club renovated the old clothing store into a 
lub room. When they built their new building at its present 
location the old building became vacant 

In July 1986 Lillian Masley set up a clothing store in this 
building and operates Lil's Hometown Fashions. 

(On Lot 9 Block 2, Alms Soderlund, wife of “Big” Oscar 
Soderiund, along with her father-in-law, Ole Soderlund operated 
‘store from 1928 to about 1942. Living quarters were at the rear 
and earlier the store part had been leased to the Bank of Toronto 

In 1924, Charles and Jessie Godfrey had a small “rug” store 
on lot 2 or 3, Block 3. They had stationary and a variety of small 
items but only stayed for one year 

Harold Ast, a druggist, stated a small drug store on Lot 11 
Block 2, 105 First Avenue N.W. This was in 1949 and be 

tinued this business until 1954 or 1955. The building later 
became a plumbing shop when Mike Lys moved it ftom this 
location tothe west end of town, 

In the mid 1960's Alf Beatty and Norman Nelson opened a 
store in the former George Melnechuk garage building at Lot 1

was a barber and cut hair in tis building from 1949-1960. 

LA(Lew) Gillespie had a jewelery shop and watch repair 
business also in the Book Shop. Mr. Gillespie sold Bulova 
watches and did watch repairs from here until his death in 1966 
‘The Schoenke's had their living quarters atthe rear ofthe store 

Later Mrs, Schoenke became the Credit Union manager and 
also had the office in her Book Shop, until the new office opened 
in 1966, The basiness was sold to Mike Wisoley in 1982, Peter 
(Olson managed the store util 1984 and Chris Wisoley managed 
the store until it was closed in 1993. Wisoley's rented out the 
living accommodations. At present the entre building is used as a 
residence. 

‘Bruno and Carol Schmegelsky opened a store in the cement 
block building on Lot $ Block 2. This building had been built by 
‘Andrey Kalenchuk in the early 1950's and had been vacant for 
‘many years. Their main line was wood buming stoves and 
famaces, but they also had a vasety of smaller items, This was in 
1985. The business was called “Nature Power Products” 

‘A couple of years prior to this, Jim Fischer had operated a 
second hand store from this same building, He also gave guitar 
lessoas,

‘death in 1958. Is not known when this store was stated, 

11977, Standard Motor Supply, owned by Barry Leucke set 
‘up a automotive parts supply busines in the former Northern

CAFES AND RESTAURANTS 

‘The first restaurant in Strgis was located on Lot 3 Block 2 built 
in 1911. This was died nosh of Frank Weikle's hardware store. 
Mrs. Annie Stennes and her son-in-law Ed Healy were the 
Proprietors. This restaurant, along with the hotel and hardware 
sore, were destroyed by fire in March 1926, 

The fist Nortbera Cafe was situted on Lot 7 Block 2, 125 
Main Street. We cannot locate a picture and memories are fant so 
we know very litle about this building, The fitst operator on 
record is Yee Moon until 1925 when Carlie Shing either took 
‘over or became a partner with Yee Moon, 

On October 1, 1932 fire destroyed their building slong with the 
Soderiund and’ Rogstad hardware and Chodorcot’s General 
Store, 

‘The building was rebuilt w a two story structure by Wemer 
Soderiund shorty after the fire. Now the Norther Cafe offered 
roceres, a restaurant and rooms (hotel). 

In 1939 the Nortbem Cafe changed ownership. It was now 
known as Car Sun and Co,, wih Carl Sun being the proprietor, 
Carl Sun was here unt 1945 when Sam Eng wok over the 
business. 

In 1946 Jack and Gertrude Steele and Mr. and Mrs. Charlie 
{Lou] Orchard purchased the hotel, restaurant and grocery store 
Known as the Norther Cafe, The Steeles and Orchards renovated 
the building while they were in business in 1948, After selling the 
business they moved to Victoria, B.C. 

In 1949 oF 1950 Jim Toy, Gue Tay and Jack Tay took over the 
‘Northem Cafe, They continued on withthe grocery and restaurant 
business. Gue Toy was the cook and was also known as “Cookie” 
In February 1954 Mrs. Jack Toy and son Kenny arved from 
China, 

‘Soon Fee Toy, Jim's nephew, came to Sturgis and went 10 
School and became a partner in the business. Later Jacke and his 
family moved to Kenville, Manitoba leaving Jim and Fee in the 
Northem Cafe 

‘When Jim retired, Jack retumed to Sturgis and Jack and Fee ran 
the business for awhile, Finally Jack and his family ran the 
business until Jack passed away in1968, 

In 1938 , Lot 1 Block 2 was purchased by John Taderash This 
lot had been vacant since the hotel fire in March 1926. single

In October 1949 fire destroyed the cafe along with the print 
shop. snack bar, bakery, and. grocery store (meat marked) 
Estimated damage was $75,000. 

The present two story building was built immediately after the 
fire on ths same lot by Nick and Peggy Kolo. Now their business 
‘was called the Deluxe Cafe and rooms were availabe for rent 
upstir, The Kolts were in business for 32 yeas, 

In 1975, Kolots sold t0 Alex Procwat whose father i a cousin 
to Ms. Kolot. Mrs, Kolo and Mr. Procwat Sr. had not seen each 
other for 35 years prior to this. 

In 1977 Alex Procwat sold the business and premises to Orest 
and Marlene Stocel, Orest had grown upin Sturgis and graded 
from SCHS in 1956, He had been living in The Pas, Manitoba for 
several years. Strocels operated the cafe as “Oscars Place: 

‘Strocels sold their business to Lawrence Sauer of Neu in 
1982. Mr. and Mrs. Saver ran the restaurant under the name 

‘Bermuda Non”, this being the last cafe operator in this 
building 

‘The town renovated this building several years late and leased 
it tothe Beaton family of Kelvington, who operated a furniture 
and floor covering store called “Sturgis Furiture 

In 1993 a group of seven local people started a craft store inthe 
‘north half ofthe building while Nick Yawney used the south side 
to house his shoe repair business. In 1994 "Made For You", the 
craft store, tok over the entire building. 

In 1949 Alice Boychuk and Gilbert Johnson built the Blue Bird 
Tn which was located on Lot 4 Block 1, 112 Main Street, Frank 
Fraser came to work for Alice Boychuik. Prior to tis Frank Fraser 
hha a restaurant in the bakery acros the steet, which he called 

Frank's Snack Bar. Frank moved to the bakery premises in 
April 1947. Prior to this he ha a restaurant in a small building on 
the site ofthe new Blue Bied Inn, 

In 1952 Bil Picunyk purchased the Blue Bird Inn from Alice 
Boychuk and in 1956 Mr. Pincunyk sold the business to Harry 
Mal. Harry Mak and his son Tvan ran the business until 1964, 

For some time the building was owned by Metro Gerry of 
‘Surpis. Other operators were Wayne Quéng, Allan and Lila 
Gromnisky, Mary Auremenko, Qjincy Mak, Ken Kateryniuk and 
JoLo. In 1980 Hilda Debnam befame the proprietor and in 1981 
Ken Wu (Sin Kung Wu) took over the business. Ken Wit was in 

















the business until September 1989 when be sold to the present 
owners Jing and Haun Xiso Chen. The Blue Bed Inn name was 
changed tothe Shanghai Cafe and later tothe Sturgis Caf, 

Inthe early 60's Frank Fraser opened a restaurant in the Texaco 
service station atthe west end of twa that was operated by his 
brother Howard (Fraser's Texaco). Several persons have had 
‘coffee shops at this location over the years 

In 1983, after 45 years asa grocery store the building on Lot & 
Block 2, 129 Main Street was purchased by Mike Wisoley. 
Dayne Johnson renovated the building completely, putting 
lining area inthe rear and a bake shop and coffee shop in the 
front. Dwayne operated this business under the name of “Black 
Diamond Bistro and Bake Shop". Fresh bread and pastry were 
available in Strgis for the frst ime since 1956, Gourmet meals 
were served in the dining area. 

In 1989, Bob Panagopoulos and his family took over the 
business and converted the bakery section into pizza parlor and 
continued to operate the restaurant inthe rear In 1992 Bob left 
Sturgis and Joan and Jerry Johnson ran the business along with 
their daughter and son-in-law Pam and Ric. 

Late, Bob Panagopoulos and his daughter Alexandra retumed 
‘o Sturgis and purchased the building and set up the Sturgis Pizza 
and Family Restaurant. Bob continues to operate the business 
today. 

In February of 1949 Warren and Josic Holmberg operated a 
snack bar inthe same building as Lagasse's Bakery. This was also 
destroyed in the big fire of October 1949. 

In 1956/57 , Mrs Helga McNeil opened a small restaurant on 
Lot 13 Block 2, 109 First Avenue NW. Mes. MeNeil was well 
‘known for her very fine evoking ability and therefore “The Old 
‘Homestead Dining Room” quickly became a very popular eating 
spot. Her specialty was old fashioned home cooked meals. The 
business was closed on June 30,1959. 

Bemice Brodie and Ron Skogen tuilt a restaurant on the 
extreme west end of town and opened in April of 1983. The 
location is Lot 3 Block 13, Plan $148 or 325 Ist Avenue N.W. 
Bemice called her business the “Burger Hut”. She sold her 
business to the Lec family in 1986. Lee's operated under the name 
of “Lee's Restaurant”. Several yeas later, in 1997, the business 
‘was sold to Linda and Bob Broason. They ran the business under 
the name of “No. 9 Diner. In 1999 the business was closed. This 
restaurant has now been opened by Jean Mitchell and her 
avghter Aliena, under the name of Nana's Nook. The grand 
‘opening date was March 20, 2000, 

‘Aer selling ther service station, Art and Francis Okrainetz 
‘opened restaurant in the old Community Health Servi 
Building which they had purchased. This was in 1985. The 
business was known as the “OK Korral Restaurant”. This 
business was located at 217, st Avenue S.E. The STC bus depot 
was also situated here and ran by the Okrainetz family in 
conjunction wit the restaurant, 

From 1937-1944 Mrs, Lizzie Weikle operated a di 
their hotel on Main Street. This business was known as the 

“Weikle House Cafe and Confectionary” it was later managed by 
Harold Stinson.

The livery bam was built by Charles Carragher on Lat 23 Block 


2 in 1911. From the September 14, 1911 issue of the Canora 
‘Advertiser the following item is quote:

Harvey Houghton owned the 
arm until is death fom pneumonia in 1919 atthe age of 35, He 
is buried in the Sturgis Cemetery 

“The next owners were Fred Nachok and Thomas Reck who had 
the barn until they sold to George Berezowski in February 1937, 
The Berezowski family had the business until 1945 when they

sold to John Bartch. John Bartch was the last owner of the livery 
stable. By the early 1950's the automobile was becoming more 
popular than the horse drawn vehicle so the bara business was 
quickly becoming a thing of the past. Mr. Bartch tore part ofthe

LUMBERYARDS AND CEMENT BLOCK 
MANUFACTURING 

Mr. FB, Reusch operated the frst lumber yard inthe village of 
Sturgis. It was reported in the September 21, 1911 issue ofthe 
(Canora Advertiser that “Mr: Reusch, the lumberman, received his 
first car of lumber last Saturday; also a quantity of doors, 
windows and shingles". Theo. A. Burows Lumber Co. of 
Winnipeg was probably the owner of the lumber yard and Mr 
Reusch the manager. The Theo. A. Burrows Co, was in Sturgis 
‘ntl 1930. Tis lumber yard was located on Lots 22823 of Block 
3.at 100 and 10M Ist Avenue NW. 

‘Me R.A. Brininall was also involved inthe lamber business. It 
is not known if he was employed with the Theo A. Buows Co. 
‘rif he ad his own lumber yar, 

Me. John [Jack] Pollock was the next owner of this lamber yard 
Which he operated until 1934 or 1935 

Frank Berdine had a cement block factory believed wo be inthe 
Vicinity of 325 Ist Avenue N.W. Some of his blocks are still in 
buildings around town today, one being the Heritage Building and 
nother being the house at 418 Sturgis Avenue. No dates are 
documented but its believed he was here sometime pri to 1920

Tom and Harry Hamilton also had a retail lumber yard at Lot 
15 Block 3, 133 Brooks Avenue, They operated here from 1925 
until 1934. The lumber was supplied from Bert Hamilton's mill 
north of Surgis. The lumber was also planed atthe mill site. 

Ray Olson also had a lumber yard from approximately 1947. 
1960. He was located on Railway Avenue N.W. atthe west side 
of own. Ray Olson also ad a cement block manufacturing pant 
\hich he operated in conjunction with the lumber yard. In July of 
1947, it was reported in The North East Review that Olson's 
Concrete Block factory employs nine men and produces 700 
blocks a day, 

Tn the mid 1940's,The Saskatchewan Timber Board. was 


primarily set upto provide orderly production and marketing of 
timber products from Crown Lands in the province, The 
Saskatchewan Timber Boar, in co-operation with the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of Natural Resources was to pay 


special attention to the conservation of our timber resources and 
to the maximum utilization of the timber in the Province 
Replacing the former policy of selling such Crown timber stands 
‘on the stump, the Timber board would let contracts to the mill 
‘operators forthe production of products at an agreed price tothe 
‘operator per unit of products delivered. The timber products 
‘would remain the propery of the people of the Province upto the 
time at which they were finally marketed. 
In order to deal efficiently with the collection and seasoning of 
these products, piling yards were established at various centers of 
the Province. Sturgis was one ofthe sites chosen for this purpose 
In 1949, Don Galbraith and Jack Meldrum had signed 
contract with the Saskatchewan Timber Board to plane 
approximately 5-6 raillion board feet of lumber per year at 
Sturgis. Don Galbraith set up the milling operation and Jack 
Meldrum was in charge of marketing the product In June of 
1950, inorder to Keep up with the demand for planed lumber, the 
‘Timber Board pot on another shift of 13 men with te shift to start 
400 a.m. Two years later, Jack Meldrum left the partnership 
and Me. Galbraith contimied to operate the planer for several 
years after this.

In the spring of 1981 they made plans 
to build a retail lumber yard, called Redbam Industies Lud. The 
name was chosen because of the existing ed bam on the proper.

IMPLEMENT DEALERS AND GARAGES 

‘The first implement dealers in Sturgis were Dan Campbell, 
‘Wm, MeDonald and Fred C. Brooks. Campbell and McDonald 
‘were partners in a McCormick and Oliver dealership started in 
1911 or 1912. Their business was located on Lot 6 Block 1, 120 
Main Steet, directly north ofthe Peterson store. 

Mr. Brooks had an implement shop located on Lot 6 Block 2, 
21 Main Steet. This was started when the village was first 
surveyed and this was a Case Equipment dealership. 

‘About 1920 Tom Hamilton and his son Harry set up a garage 
iretly west of the livery bam, They sold Cockshutt Farm 
Equipment, British American Oil Products and possibly Ford 

[About the same time, in 1920, “Big” Oscar Soderlund and Joe 
Rogstad moved from Langdon, North Dakota and purchased the 
FC. Brooks implement business and stared a garage and 
hardware store. Later they moved the garage business over tothe 
Jot where they had established their power plant in 1920, on Lot 
I Block 3. About 1925 they had obtained the Ford Dealership. 
‘The business was known as “Soderlund and Rogstad”. Soderlund 
and Rogstad built the garage on Lots 1&2, Block 3 in 1931 to 
include a large shop along with a showroom, parts department 
and an office 

They operated the Ford business until August of 1945 when 
they sold to Don Berg and Albin Lindblom, Now it was known as 
“Berg and Lindblom Ford Dealers”. Later Don Berg became the 
sole owner, While Don Berg was the proprietor he built the 
Autobody shop atthe west end of the buildin. 

Don Berg then sold the business to Don Phelan in October of 
1963. The name was changed to “Don's Esso Service”. Don 
Phelan continued o operate the autobody and mechanie shop as 
‘well as sll Ford tractors, cars and trucks. 

In 1970, the Ford dealership was discontinued and in 1974 the 
‘auiobody shop vas leased to Jack Smith who operated 18T 
‘Autobody here fora short time. In 1976 Wagar Motors moved 
their General Motors Corporation business ino this building as 
their building had boen destroyed by ire 

Tn 1926 of 1927 John Elander stated a McCormick Deer 
agency at Lot 2 Block 4, 204 Main Street. He also had the North 
Star Oil Company Bulk Dealership. Mr. Elander operated here 
until 1937 when George Melnechak took over the business. 
‘George Melnechulk built anew building on the south end of Block 
1 at 100 Main Street in 1938. He operated here selling 
McCormick Deering, and later THC, equipment and parts and also 
North Star fuel and cil. In 1951 Me. Melnechuk discontinued his 
garage and machinery business with the exception of LHLC. parts 
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and the North Star oil business, In July 1957 Mike Wisoley 
purchased the North Star Bulk busines from Mr. Melnechuk. 

Frank Lemke, a WWI veteran, along with partner Larry 
‘Thomas moved to Stusgis from Weeks, Saskatchewan in 1946, 
‘They purchased the former Levson and Co. store and added a 
30x60 shop tothe north side ofthe building. Now the garage was 
fon Lots 182, Block 4. First the business was called Sturgis 
Implements and Oil Distributors. They sold Cockshutt Farm 
Equipment, General Motors vehicles and Frigidaire appliances. 
‘The name was later changed to Sturgis Motors 











In 1949 Lo Prekaski purchased Sturgis Motors from Frank 
Lemke. Leo Prekaski operated the General Motors and Cockshutt 
business until 1955. 

Heth and Gladys Wagar opened business in Sturgis on April 1 
1956 under the name of Wagar Motors & Implements as dealers 
for Pontiac, Buick and GMC- sales and service, also Cockshutt, 
Farm Equipment and some shoe line products. 

Tn 1962 Herb’s brother Jack joined them for two years. At that 
‘ime they purchased the John Deere building from Tony Greba at 
Endeavor and moved it to Sturgis and located it on the outskirts 
‘of town on Hwy. 9849, The farm equipment business was moved 
to that location and opened in 1963 under the name of Wagar 
Service & Impls. The eax business remained in the center of town 
‘on the comer of Hwy. 9849 & Main Steet under the name of 
‘Wagar Motors. This has been a family business and is operated 
with son's Ronald and Calvin 

On July 10, 1976 Wagar Motors building was completly 
destroyed by fire and they purchased the old Ford garage from 
Don Phelan across the street. They cleaned up the los after the 
fire and used them for their car display. 

in 1980 the businesses were incorporated into two separate 
companies, Wagar Motors Lu with son Calvin as vice-president 
and general manager and sales, Wagar Farm Equipment Lid. with 
son Ronald as vice-president and general manager and sales. 

‘On Ociober 31, 1987 they closed the car business and 
continued on with Herb as president, Gladys as accounting and 
secretary and Ronald as general manager and seles. They have 
employed many workers over the lst 42 years. 

atl Anderson started a garage in the spring of 1930. It was 
situated at 201 First Steet west on Lots 1&2 of Block B. Earl 
“Anderson continued in business until about 1942. Earl had come 
from Buchanan and was martied to Inez Larson of Sturgis. 
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In the early 1930's FF Je started a John Deere 
Implement business on Lot 6 Block 1, 120 Main Steet. He 
‘continued here until about 1945 or 1946, 

“Tom Ducham had a garage across from the brick schoo! at 416 
“Main Stet, He started herein about 1939 or 1940 and continued 
selling Chrysler Co, vehicles until 1951 

ier and Ted Yuzek, who had been inthe B.A. Oil Distributor 
business since 1949, started a garage business in the former 
Durham garage in about 1956, A fire in 1970 destroyed this 
garage and a new building was built that same yea.

Inthe spring of 1953, George Michalok, a Sturgis area farmer, 
built service station atthe west end of town. Ths was Texaco 
Service Staton sitated on Lot I Block 13, Plan $148, 301 Ist 
‘Avenue N.W. George Michaluk operated the business until 
“anvary 1954 and then sold to Sam and Joe Prokop. The business 
was known as Prokop Bros. Texaco. Later Joe Prokop took over 
the business. The Prokop's offered full mechanical repair 

(Other operators at this location were Harry Shuya as Hany's 
‘Texaco and Howard Fraser, Fraser's Texaco. While Howard 
Fraser was in business, his brother Frank Fraser, added a 
restaurant tothe facility. John Hamiuka, a mechanic who earlier 
hhad a Case garage at Tadmore, Saskatchewan became the next 
‘operator under the name of John’s Texaco, 

‘When William and Gary Shuster took over the business in 
1969, the service station became affiliated with Imperial Oil. The 
bmasiness was known as G.&W. Esso. The Shusters did 
‘mechanical work as well as usual service station work. 

‘Other operators were M. McLean (cafe and garage). Mike and 
Adeline Smook, 1974-1979 and Dennis and Thelma Boen, as 
Boen's Shell Service from 1979-1981

In 1981 Art and Francis Okrainetz purchased the business and 
‘operated it as OK Shell. Okrainet’s also had a coffee shop inthe 
service station. In 1985 the business was sold to Michael and Pia 
‘Wong. The Wong's were here fo two years and sold to Phu Vinh 
“Tran. The Wong's and Tran’ also operated the coffee shop. 

The next owners were Ron and Bemice Skogen. The coffee 
shop and service station was known as R&B Service. Ron added 
‘car wash to the west side ofthe garage 

On July 4, 1991 the service station was purchased by Kent 
(Clark. Me, Clark was the last service station operator at this 
location. The building has been vacant for several years. 

Mike Wisoley built a Shell Service Station in 1960 atthe east 
fend of town at 434 Ist Avenue S.E., Lot 17 Block 19. Mike and 
(Chris Wisoley operated a service station as well as the Shell bulk 
«il business. The Wisoley's had a shop inthe service station and 
several mechanics were init ver the year,

‘We bought a country store in 1953 by Ormsby School. Then we 
bought the “North Star Oil” from George Melnechuk in July 
1957. Mike operated the business out of George Melnechuk’s 
paint shop until we built the Shell Service Station in 1960 and was 
‘opened in December ofthat yea 

‘We haa the service station and bulk stles open 24 hours a day 
soe were up many a night to help someone out. Mike was called 
‘out many times in the wee hours for fuel ol for houses. 

“Mike worked in a sawmill every winter until 1965, Mike and 
Donald Jensen [my brother] owned their own mill the last five 
years. Mike would come home, deliver fuel inthe middle of the 
week and go back the next morning. If he wasn't here and 
someone wanted fuel right away, I went down and filled a barel 
for them to last until he eame Home, I also took a load of fuel t0 
the farmers 

‘We bought the dray, Sturgis Cartage, in the late 1950's or early 
1960's and kept it until they didn't need it any more. Live flowers 
hha to be delivered immediately. If Mike was out, {picked them 
up and delivered them, 

Mike stated Wisoley Construction in 1965 and did building 
‘constuction until 1982 when he became il 

In 1967 we bought an ice cream stand fom Mike and Annie 
Bymak and operated it with mostly hited help for thre year. 

‘We bought the service station on the west end of town and 
rented it out for afew years. Then we ran it for awhile until we 
sold it

Mike was caretaker at the skating rink in 1958 and 1959, back 
when you it an sitght heater to heat the water to flood the ice 
and had to go out someplace by the railroad track to turn the Water 
fon and off, I usually stayed in the sink when the pre-school 
children were skating as Mike was draying at that time, 

‘Mike was an auctioneer and held his first auction in 1950.1 was 
his clerk many times. He di this until 1992. 

‘We changed the service station to Texaco in 1982, Then Esso 
‘bought Texaco so it then was * Cris and Mike's Esso” until it 
closed in September 1993. 

‘We purchased the Book Store from Martha Schoenke in 1982. 
We hired Peter Olson to manage it until 1984, Then I took over 
‘and managed it, but I had some hired help. I closed the store on 
November 30,1993. 








POOL ROOM 

The first poolroom in Sturgis was built on Lot 3 Block 1 by 
John Hollingsworth in 1911. He probably operated it for about ten 
years and then sold out. Joe Soltys owned it fora short period and 
then NicholiaYallewaga owned it later. Billy Woods was a barber 
‘who had his shop in this poolroom. The poolroom along with a 
small confectionary was operated by Andrew Kalenchuk in abowt 
1924 and 1925. The confectionary and poolroom were destroyed 
by fire in the fal of 1925,

“The second poolroom was bull on Lot 9 Block 1 by Alva Rex 
in about 1920. In 1927 it was sold to Tom G. Atkinson who 
‘operated the poolzoom and also did barber work until he sold out 
in 1944, Other ownets after this were A. Boychuk, W-T: Racochy, 
Joe Babchishen, George Ganong and in 1953, Emil Secundiak. In 
1954, Steve Komey purchased the pooltoom. Mr. Korey 
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clarged it and built living quarters on the rear. Nick Poddollan 
purchased from Steve Korey and operated the business until he 
sold to Ed Michaluk in 1976. Harold Johnson became the next 
‘owner in 1983 and added a fastfood restaurant and coffee shop 10 
the front end, Harold Johnson's brother in-law, Vern Donaldson. 
purchased the building in 1997. The pool tables and equipment 
were sold by public auction in 1998. At present the building 


SHOEMAKERS [HARNESS REPAIR ETC] 

‘One ofthe first shoemakers in Sturgis was a Norwegian by the 
name of Ole Aker. Its not known where his shop was situated or 
what date he was here 

“There were probably several others but there is no record of any 
until 1926 when Wm, Hrushka stared a shoe repair business on 
Lot 3 Block 3, 209 Main Street. He operated this business until 
1950 when te sold to Alex Samborski. This building was 
destroyed by fie in 1951. Mr. Samborski rebuilt ater the fire and 
‘continued in business until 1953 when he moved to Winnipeg. 

After Wi. Hrushka sold his shop on Main Street, he did shoe 
and canvas repair from.a small shop in his back yard on Ist 
Avenue SW. 

Other harness makers or shoe makers were Walter Malakott 
and George Reznick. One of their shops was situated on Lot 3 
Block 2, 102 Main Stret. 

‘The last shoe repair man in Sturgis was Nick Yawney who had 
his shop in the south half of the building on Lot 1 Block 2 
[1OIMain Stee]. This was in 1993, In 1994 he moved his 
equipment and business from here. 





MEAT MARKI 

‘The first butcher shop is believed to have been located at Lot 4 
Block 2, 113 Main Steet. FC, Brooks was the owner and it as 
built sbout the ime the village was surveyed. 

‘Parson's Meat Market was established in about 1930 or 1931 
by Albin Parsons, The frst location was at Lot 7 Block 1, 124 
“Main Stret, When the hotel was built on this lot in 1936 by Frank 
Weikle, Mr, Parsons’ meat shop was moved toa building next to 
the United Church where he continued in business until 1941 

Peter Hale built a store on Lot 4 Block 2, 113 Main Stret in 
1935. As a sideline to groceries they sold fresh and cured meats. 
A large walk in, cork insulated ice box was installed 1 handle the 
‘meats, Mr. Hale had a slaughterhouse south, across the railroad 
tracks. Here he dd his butchering, sausage making and stuffing 
smoking of hams and bacon slabs. After electricity was installed 
8 large meat grinder was installed for making hamburgers and 
sausage. This business was continued until 1945 when it was sold 
to Otto and Norma Reto 

Reitlo's operated as Otto's Meat Market unt they sold to Mel 
Farncombe in 1950, The Bill Bayliss family purchased this 
business from the Pamcombes in 1954 and operated their 
‘busines for 27 yeas. In 1981 Alan and Abigail Holmberg took 
‘over and operated the business until 1985 when Art Olson became 
the next operator. 

‘After the post office was moved to Lot 9 Black 2, CH. Grass 
purchased the building on Lot 2 Block 1 from Edgar Gillespie. 
Mr. Grass completely renovated the building and expanded it t0 
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sccommodate a meat market and living quarters. In 1955 Ms. Lee 
Robinson of Norquay, along with his son Donald, established a 
reat market inthis building. Donald and his fail 
living quarters until 1957 or 1958 when the business was sold t0 
‘Mr. FE. (Ed) Nordick. The business operated as FE. Nondick 
‘Meats until John Jacobs purchased the business in 1962, Mr: 
Jacobs operated the store while his son had the dray business. The 
‘store closed in 1964 and the following year the Sturgis Savings 
‘and Credit Union built their new building on this lot 

When Lawrence Onefreichuk purchased MeAlaster's store in 
1979, he set up meat cutting facilites. Bill Grona and Larry 
[Netbas continued with this busines. 

‘The Co-op also handled meat products over the years but never 
actually had a meat cutter on stall in Sturgis. 





FLOUR MILL 





Andrew Menmiak 1905 


‘The first flour mill in Sturgis was ovned and operated by 
‘Anvirew Meroniuk from 1917 to 1919. It was on Lot 17 Block 2, 
‘where the Ron Wagar residence is now located. 

‘The mill was run by a fifteen horse power Fairbanks stationery 
‘engine which was started by pulling onthe deve belt or by turing 
the flywheel. This same engine was used for running the 
threshing machine, It was mounted on a wagon and was moved 
with a team of horses back and forth from Sturgis tothe farm as 
needed 











After Andrew's wife Helen died inthe influenza epidemic in 
1919, Andrew moved his flour mill to the farm [N.W. 22-36-4- 
W2], He continued milling flour for all the neighbours miles 
around the district In 1920, Andrew sold the land and moved his 
rill to SW. 21-36-4-W2 where he milled until 1923 

At this time Scot Ratay had a flour mil in Preecevile that he 
‘was operating on a 24 hour bass after harvest so Andrew decided 
to take his mill apart. The engine was sold for scrap 10 Steve 
Lesanko, The shaft which was about thre inches thick and eight 
feet long was sold to George Boychuk for his sawmill. The large 
_rist millstone and a few bits and pieces remain onthe farm. 

After that Andrew had a small portable flour mill just for his 
‘vin use, The children each took turns grinding the flour. This mill 
is now owned by Andrews son John, 

History seems to be repeating itself as Andrew's grandson, 
Michael James Andrew Meronink is employed by Car-Oat 
Milling at Martinsville, SK as a lead operator. Tis mil started in 
December 1997 and sin fll operation milling oats into oat our, 
‘oat bran, oatmeal and other oat products,

POWER PLANT 

In 1920, Oscar Soderlund and Joe Rogstad came to Sturgis 
from Langdon, North Dakota to setup te ist power lant inthe 
village. The plant was sitmated on the west end of Lot | Block 3 

Distribution lines were put up and many residents and 
businesses were able to enjoy electric lights. There were also a 
few street lights inthe village. In Aus 
decided “to use street light wiring and take power from Soderlund 
and Rogstad t0 operate moving pitures at $1.25 per night”. 

Ia February 1930, 2 motion was made by village couneil “ to 
intall 7 new streetlights; 3-100 wat lamps and 4-75 watt lamps 
‘on the village streets” 

December 1, 1930 a village council motion was “to give 
Sodeclund and Rogstad a fla rate of $125 a year forthe sireet 
light", Another motion was “that 25 cents ailowatt hour be paid 
for all ight" 

Tn 1945 the power plant was sold to Norman Matson and 
James Ness, The plant was destroyed by fire on Iuly 4, 1947, 
Following the fire, Sask Power Corporation provided power tothe 
village, first generating power from a plant in Yorkton and then 
later from the larger generators out of Estevan 

‘At the same time as Norman Mattson and James Ness 
parchased the powerplant, they set up an electrical contracting

business knowin as Sturgis Electric. Mattson and Ness were both 
soldiers who had recealy resumed from the war. They built their 
shop on Lot 6 Block I {120 Main Stret] where Frank Weikle had 
previously had a John Deere agency. 

‘Norman Mattson left the partnership in about 1949 and James 
[Ness continued in business until shordy hefore his death in 
November 1965, 


BLACKSMITHS 

“The first blacksmith shop was situated on Lot 21 Block 2,10 
lots west ofthe livery barn. Although there is mention of Jack 
McLelland as being the frst blacksmith in Sturgis, there is 
nothing on record showing this. The first blacksmith on record is 
T .B[Tom) Nichols. Beard O'Rielly is the next blacksmith 
mentioned at this location. Others ere Mattie Gibney (1934- 
1935), Tom Twerdowsky (1935-1936), Alex Rogozinski and the 
Jast blacksmith at his location was Wm, Fincaryk 

‘Andy Beatty had a welding shop atthe west end of Sturgis in 
the late 1940's and early 1950's, Several years later, Andy's son, 
Clifford (Butch) Beaty operated a welding sbop and mobile 
welding business from his farm one and a half miles south of

Sturgis. This was called Beatty's Welding and he operated inthe 
1980's. 

Tn 1926 oF 1927, Mike Lysoshirka started blacksmith shop on 
Lot 1 Block C (104 Ist Avenue S.E.), Peter Yuzek purchased this 
business in 1944, Peter Yuzek sold to Alex Poaium. Alex Pozium 
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of Mikado and his young bride, Rose Ostapowich of Verigi, 
pprchased Pete Yuzek’s blacksmith shop in November of 1949, 
and a new business was bom-Pozium Ion and Stel Works nthe 
next four decades the young blacksmith/welder and his big 
‘dreams transformed the fledging business ta manufacturing frm 
renown throughout the province. 

Initially doing repair work, he soon moved on to making 
‘stom built items such as omamental ironwork, playground 
equipment, a drive-in theatre at Peeceville, hoists, truck boxes, 
snow plows, oot rakes, bulldozer blades and trailers. The trill of 
semoltion work ied him to tear down towers, coal docks, old 
residential schools and even to dismantle and reassemble a saw 
rill bumer, always employing men from his community and 
siving jobs to young peopl. 

Although he had a great deal of enthusiasm for fixing, building 
and taking things apart, his grestest passion was for designing and 
‘manufacturing firefighting equipment, He began by building a 
number of trailer fire pumping units under a Saskatchewan 
Emergency Measures Organization program. The firs fie tracks 
‘he worked on were for Sturgis. Initially he refurbished an old one 
and then built new one in 1959. By 1973 Sturgis had another ire 
‘muck which is stil in use, 

After rigorous testing of one of his trucks he was registered 

the Underwriters’ Laboratories of Canada in 1972. This 
qualified him to build fire tucks for any cities and towns in 
‘Canada and to atach the ULC label to tucks which passed the 
ULC engineers; two days of tests to meet $0 specifications, Over 
the ensuing years numerous units were manufactured and many 
firemen trained to use them, 

By 1975 it became necessary to move the business to larger 
‘quarters. With farmers coming in with larger machinery to repeit 
the business on small lot along the highway in Sturgis required 
‘more room for obvious safety reasons. The shop was also 100 
small to handle the expanding manufacturing business, so he 
moved to an acreage between Sturgis and Preeceville, In 1993 he 
‘ered and retumed to Sturgis 

About 1953, a machinist, Ingvar Gustavson built a machine 
shop inthe $0 block on Main Street. He was here until abost the 
mid to late 1960°s when he moved his shop t© the 9 and 49 
junetion near Preeceville 

Another machinist and welder, Wilf Ladman of Winnipeg, 
‘Manitoba built a shop at 228 Railway Avenue N.W. He came 10 
Sturgis in about 1978 and he left in about 1982:The building was 
‘vacant for many years until 1996 when Brian Mucray opened 
“Murray's Welding” 




















BARBERS 

Probably the first barber in Sturgis was Billy Woods who had 
his shop inthe poolroom that was built by John Hollingsworth in 
911. This was at 108 Main Sweet. Billy Woods vas at this 
location until the fre of 1925 which destroyed the pootroom 
Later he set up his shop on Lot 4 Block 3, 212 Maia Stet 

‘Tom Atkinson was also a barber as well as the owner of 
poolroom on the north end of Black 1. He was at this location 
from 1927 until 1944, Andrew Boychuk took over from Tom 
Atkinson in 1944 and probably only stayed for one or two years. 

In 1939 Harry Pizek built «grocery store on Lot 8 Block I 
129 Main Street and operated a barbershop on these premises. 
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August of 1944 Hany Pirzek sold his business to Mike Kuzik, 
‘where be continued the business until be Sold the store in 1961 

Ted Schoenke, another barber, had a shop in the Book Shop 
\which was run by his wife Martha. Mr Schoenke started in 1949 
‘nd continued in business until 1960, 

Pete Prestie had a barber shop on Lot $ Block 3, 217 Main 
Sureet with living quarters atthe rear. Mi: Prestie was a barber 
haere from 1929 t0 1933. 

Tn the 1950's Paul Ladebrook had a barber shop in the building 
immediately north of the telephone exchange buildin, His living 
quarters were also in the same building, 

In 1963 Peter Okrainetz opened the Trim Rite barber shop at 
225 Main Strect directly south of the United Church, He also had 
‘beauty salon inthe same building and living quarters atthe rear. 
In July 1967 Peter Okrainetz sold to Adolph Usbanoski. Adolph 
‘operated out ofthis shop until 1968 when he purchased the old 
telephone exchange building. He renovated and enlarged it to 
include thei living quarters. Later Adolph Urbanoski moved his 
business to Lot 6 Block 1, [120 Main Steet) and then to his 
resent site at 105 Ist Avenue NW. 


HAIRDRESSERS 
‘Shortly after completing her hairdressing course in 1937, Stella 
vaniw set up a hairdressing business inthe home she shared with 
ther mothe, located at 300 Main Street. Stella's Beauty Parlor was 
‘small room situated between the kitchen and the living room, 


(One ofthe it hanressers in Suri was Stella Evan seated on the 


‘On the eft i Stell Hruska. 











‘Since Stella was the only hairdresser in Stars fora Tong time, 
her customers were many and very loyal. The friendships that 
developed with her clients over the years, enriched her life 

‘When one thinks of the prices of hairstyling now ia 
comparison tothe $5.00 perms, the $2.00 sets and at one time 
.50 haircuts, it is amazing how one could financially exist on 
such eamings, Hairstyling graduated from pincurs,fingerwaves 
and perms given by electrically heated clamps to rolling the hair 
in perm rods and using commercially prepared soluions. When 
running water finally came to Sturgis, elas work became much 
easier and more convenient. She worked six days a week and 
never refused a bai appointment even on short notice. Due to ill 
health, Stella retired in the late 1970. 

‘Mars Jean Kozak was another early hairdresser: Ii not known 
where of for how long she was in Sturgis, but a newspaper 
clipping state that she discontinued her business in July 1949. 

‘Myle Peterson ha a hairdressing business out of her home on 
Rosenberg Steet duing most of the $s, After her mariage she 
moved to B.C 

Annette Fincaryk worked out of Peter Okrainets building 
from 196465. This shop located at 225 Main Street also had 
hairdressers Tommy Reagan and later Dianne Holowatuk 
‘operating their hairdressing busines from this locaton. 

In 1966 Dianne Pollock moved her hairdressing business 

‘Modem Trend Beauty Salon" from Precceville, where she had 

been working since February of 1965. Her shop, with living 
quarters located inthe back pert of the building, was situated at 
120 Main Street (Lot 6 Block 1). Dianne operated her 
hairdressing business until the fall of 1972. She sold her 
equipment and supplies t0 Patsy Lesanko of Sturgis, who 
‘operated hairdressing business fom this location for several 
months. 

Another hairdresser was Anne Cleverly who had her shop in 
ther home on Rosenberg Steet. She was in Sturgis inthe mid 60's 
about 19 
Gloria Sandberg setup a shop in ber home at 123-1st Ave SE 
from 1970-73, 

Ginette Poworoznyk also operated her first hairdressing 
business from this location in August 1976-79, Ginete and her 
husband Ver, then purchased the building at 220 Main Street, 
where Ginette continued her hairdressing business until 
[November 1996, when the building, as well asthe business, was 
sold to Shavwn and Janet Howard. 

“Tnudy Scebenski (1987-Jan1990) and Barb Walker (1991-92), 
worked out of Adolph Urbanoskis building, located at 105 Ist 
Avenue NW. 














LAWYERS 

The fist lawyer in Sturgis was FA. Philips who had hs office 
‘on Lot 1 Block 1 on the south end of main street. This was inthe 
1920's, His wife Hazel, was an elementary schoolteacher atthe 
‘ew brick school 

James Fraser, another layer, had an office on Lot 4 Block 1 in 
the 1930's. This was a smal office situated where the Stargis Cafe 
is located today. 

About this same time Clinton B, MacGregor moved to Sturgis, 
Records show his first office was situated on Lot 20 Block 2 or 





14 Railway Avenue N.W, He later moved his office to Lot 4 
Block 3 at 213 Main Steet, 

“Me. MacGregor was very active in community affairs. In 1930, 
CB, MacGregor founded the North Eastern Saskatchewan 
Bascball League, He continued as president forthe next nine 
years and managed the Sturgis ball eam. In 1939 the local team 
Iaised money by puting on a play forthe village residents. In 
1940, the Sturgis boys softball team won te District Cup. 

(CB. MacGregor passed away in 1960 and Sturgis has not had 
a resident lawyer since this ime. 





RADIO AND TV. 

Oscar A. Olson started a radio sales and repair business in the 
carly 1930's on the farm east of Sturgis. This was when be lived 
at his father’s homestead on the §.W.24-34-4 W2nd. Oscat was 
also a ham operator for many years with call eters VEADS and.

later VESDS. Oscar Olson Tater moved into town and had his 
business at his residence at 108 Ist Avenue N.W. When television 
came to the: the station was set up in Yrkton he became 
involved in television sales and service, 

James Ness, owner of Sturgis Electric, was also involved in the 
television sales and service business. television set in the Ness 
electrical shop, before the Yorkton station came in, attracted 
crowds on Saturday night, Occasionally a snowy picture would 
show up on the T.Y and the people were in awe. The sound came 
in reasonably well. This was probably about 1957. Yorkton 
Television Staion (CKOS Channel 3}, started broadcasting on 
June 19, 1958, 

‘When Warren and Josio Holmberg started the greenhouse in 
1960, Warren set up a radio and television sales and service 
business, and operated this along with the greenhouse 














BAKERY 

While itis not known who bull the frst bakery building, the 
first baker on record was Mr. RG. Miller. The bake shop was 
believed to have been setup shortly after the war. The bake shop 
was located on Lot 3 Block 2 (109 Main Steet) 

In April of 1949, Mr. Alfed Lagasse and his family purchased 
the bakery and moved to Sturgis, 

For atime Feank Fraser ad a snack bar in part of the bakery. 
In February 1949, Warren and Josie Holmberg took over the 
snack bar from Frank Fraser 
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‘Lagasse Family LR Alfred, Zonni, Lil, Richard (rom) 





On October 31, 1949 the bakery was destroyed by fie along 
with tee other buildings, [Sturgis Cafe, North East Review Print 
shop, Sturgis Bakery and Holmberg's Snack Bar and Oto's Meat 
Market. 

The Lapasses rebuilt right ater the fire and reopened for 
business in January 1950, They continued in this business until 
1954 when they sold to George Reed. Glen Bowler ran the bakery 
in George Reed’s absence for a while in 1955, The business 
closed in about 1956, 

In 1983 Dwayne Johnson set up a bakery along with a 

jurant at Lot 8, Block 2, 129 Main Steet. Fresh bread and 
doughnuts were available in Sturgis once again. This was later 
converted to a pizza shop and there has not been a bakery in 
Sturgis since. 














DRYCLEANERS 

Shorly after the RCMP moved their barracks to their new 
building on Ist Avenue NE, a dry cleaning business was set up 
atthe site ofthe old location This business was set up by Lyle 
‘Doraty and Harry Cassidy in 1947 on Lot 18 Blk. [124 Railway 
“Avenue SE]. 

Mr, Doraty let the business soon after opening. Harry Cassidy 
operated on his own for @ while and then was joined by bis 
brotherBll, in 1949, After a relatively short partership, Harry 
Jeft the business and Bill Cassidy operated the business until 
1968, 














A fire in 1957 destroyed a portion of the main building and 
living quarters but the plant was not damaged. The business was 
rebuilt that same year and business continued as usual. Along with 
the dry cleaning business, Cassdys sold “Made-to-Measure 
clothes for men and women as well as doing alterations and 
clothing repair. 


NEWSPAPER 

In 1948 James Losie came to Sturgis and set up his printing 
‘press in a building on Lot 2 Block 2. This building was owned by 
‘Nick Kolot Me. Losie published the North East Review bere until 
(October of 1949 when fire destroyed his building slong with the 
cafe, the bakery and stack bar, and Otto's Meat Market. 

He moved his equipment toa basement on te lot directly south 
of the United Church. The Legion had built the basement and 
were to build a Legion meeting room at this location. After the 
fire, the town convinced the Legion members to give up their 
‘basement to house the North East Reviews 

Mr, Losie immediately completed the rest of the building and 
published from here until 1952 or 1953, 








THEATRE 

‘The first theatre was in the Town Hell, Two of the first 
projectionists mentioned were Charlie Comish and Frank 
Foreman, Sam Holmberg was the last projectionist in the Town 
Hall, 

In 1951 CH. Grass built a theatre which was the most up-to 
date theatre for many miles around. This article was taken from 
the November 29, 1951 issue of the North East Review. 

‘The Theatre was designed for pleasure and comfort, best 
heaving acoustics and perfect ease of vision. 

The new Regal Theatre in Sturgis will throw open their doors 
Jor the first performance on Wednesday night December 5, 195. 

Here are some of the highlights of construction and 
‘appoinement:

AUTOBODY SHOPS 

Probably the firs full sme autobody repairman in Sturgis was 
Aa Letestu who moved here from Archerwil, SK. in 1955. The 
fist shop vas sinated in a small building atthe rear of Sturgis 
Motors (later Wagar Motors] on Lot 1 Block 4. year or two later 
‘Art Letesta moved into anew shop that Don Berg had constructed 
‘onto the nom-west side of his Ford Garage. Att operated the 
autobody shop here until bout 1966. 

‘Don Phelan had purchased the Ford Garage from Don Beng in 
1963 so he took over the management with John [Tack] Smith as 
his autobody repairman. Jack Smith continued to operate the 
autobody business for Don Phelan until about 1974. At this ime 
Jack Smith rented the shop from Don Phelan and ran his busi 
from here fora year or two, 

In 1975, Jack purchased the former Povium Iron Works 
‘building from Alex Pozium, and with his son Tery, set up 1. 
‘Autobody. J.T. Autobody operated for several years until Jack 
retired and sold dhe business to Kevin Peniuk. Peniuk’s Autobody 
[later changed his name to Peniuk’s Collision} was in business 
‘uti about 1998

GREENHOUSE AND FLORISTS 

In 1960 Warren and Josie Holmberg built Sturgis Florists and 
Greenhouse at 410 Ist Avenue S.E. The Holmbergs operated the 
{greenhouse and florist here until October 1972 when Josie moved 
the florist shop to a downtown location at 128 Main Steet. The 
store that previously housed the Co-op grocery store was 
renovated to accommodate Sturgis Florists.

The greenhouse was operated by the Holmbergs until May of 
1978 when it was sold to Gail Haansira. Ia 1980 Gail Haanstra 
sold the business to Walter and Karen Rose and they opened a 
florist shop again at this location, Their business was known as 
Rose Gardens 
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In May 1991, Keith Croswell and Elaine Raymere purchased 
the greenhouse from Walter and Karen Rose. They operated the 
‘greenhouse but did not open the florist shop. They were the last 
‘operators at this location, 

Surgis Florists, atthe Main Street location, was ran by Josie 
Holmberg until April of 1974 when she sold to Gloria 
Horbachewsky. In May of 1979, Glovia Horbachewsky sold the 
business to Laver and Carol Romanow, The Romanows 
discontinued the flower shop but renovated to include a 
laundromat, sporting items and some clothing. The business was 
‘known as Sturgis Sportsland. The building was destroyed by fie 
in January 1980, 


PLUMBERS. 

When the water and sewer project was brought to Sturgis in 
1960 there became 2 need for plumbers, The Natural Gas was 
brought to town about the same time so the need was also here for 
‘fiers and furace installers, 

Mike Lys established a plumbing and heating business bere 
about this time. Along with a staff of experienced plumbers and 
several local boys they proceeded to put plumbing and gas 
fiumaces into a large percentage ofthe houses in tow 

Mike Lys continued herein business until 1968 when he sold 
his business to Raymond Skogen. Raymond was one of the local 
boys who ad leamed the trae from Mr. Lys Raymond Skogen 
continues to operate the business today under the name of Sturgis 
Plumbing and Heating. 








MOTEL 
In 1963 Ms. CH, (Buster) Grass built an eight unit motel on Lot 
1 Block 14,314 Ist Avenue N.W. Mr. and Mrs, Grass operated the 
motel under the name “The Blue Grass Motel” In 1967 they sold 
to Russel and Mary Robertson. The Robertsons were here for ten 
years and then sold to Tony and Rose Ochitwa on May 16, 1977 
a 1985 Tony and Rose Ochitwa sold to McCartney and Sandi 
Ma. The Mas built lager living quarters onto the motel and on 
Jaly 17, 1993 sold to Eva Mitchell and her daughter, Loreta, 
Smaniotto, by public auction, 
Eva Mitchell and Loreta operated the motel along with the 
S.TC. bus depot until 1999 when Dean and Nancy Schrader 
Purchased the business. 





LAUNDROMATS 

‘The first laundromat in Sturgis was situated at Lot 9 Block 2, 
133 Main Stet. This was owned by Peter Okranetz and was in 
‘operation during the 1960's 

Another laundromat was setup by Lavern and Carol Romanov 
in May 1979 at Lot 8, Block 1, 128 Main Street. This building 
‘burned down in January 1980, 

Adolph Urbanoski built a new building at 105 Ist Avenue NW 
in 1980, Here he had a laundromat in part of the building and a 
barber shop in another part. He eventually removed the

‘THE STURGIS CREDIT UNION 

Looking back proudly over more than half @ century of 
progress, on November 14, 1999 the Sturgis Credit Union 
celebrated its 0th anniversary, Founded only two years after the 
passage of legislation that permitted the establishment of Credit 
‘Unions in Saskatchewan, ithas a history of steady growth from a 
tumble beginning. 

‘The ong years of the Great Depression had reduced 
Saskatchewan people to financial despair, but a small group 
Sturgis people saw in the new legislation a means of rescuing 
their community. Through their foresight and optimism, the 
Sturgis Credit Union was formed. Inthe sixty years that followed, 
how many have cause to thank them for what began on November 
14,1938, 

The names of those fen incorporators, none of whom are alive 
today, are gratefully remembered: A.O. Marken, Alois Hauber, W 
(Fred) Ganong, George Ganong, Christopher Reagan, John 
Reagan, Wesley Simes, Thomas P. Reagan, Robert Reagan, and. 
Oscar Larock, 

‘The Board of Directors, at the time of incorporation, brings to 
memory other names as well: A.O. Morken (president), Fred 
Ganong (vice-president) replaced on his early death by John 
Mitchel, and Wm, L. MacNeill (secretary-treasuer). Other 
members were TP, Reagan, Ft, Thomas Novak and W. Simes 
Though the original records were lost, F. Novak was able to fll 
in the names of Sidney Thomas, John Wetterlund and Joseph 
Rogstad as members of a Supervisory Comittee. 

‘To understand the world of 1939 when the Soups Savings and 
Credit Union began, one tums to a newspaper item which 
appeared in the Preeceville Progress on its 25th anniversary in 
1964. “In these days of comparative prosperity, one tends to 
forget the conditions that prevailed atthe time credit unions were 
being organized in Saskatchewan, We were just emerging from 
the Depression yeas ofthe 30's. Having ready cash was every 
man's dream and no man's reality; almost everyone's credit 
ratings was nil and most people spent ther leisure hours watching 
imterest pile up on their debts". The Sturgis Savings and Credit 
Union was an attempt by the people in this area to help 
themselves toa better financial ite. Mr. Sidney Thomas, the 42th 
member to join tells the story that well pictures the times, 
Lacking fifteen dollars (the amount of the membership fe), he 
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was allowed fo join by paying in the sum as citcumstances 
Permitted few cents at time. He had litle more than completed 
the payment when be became il. He could not have handled the 
hospital bill in Preeceville it was two dollars and fity cents a day 
then) without the newly formed Credit Union which loaned him 
thirty dollars on the only collateral he could produce - a cow. 

‘Said cow’, he recalled, “was later marketed for just about the 
amount of the loan: 

Today, when we talk casually of millions, it is hard to 
remember the 1930's when afew cents were hard to come by. A 
twenty year old Hugh Mitchell was drafted into credit union duty 
and the story goes that he spent slepless nights worrying about 
the risk of loaning out $50 to certain members. It took courage 
and optimism to open a lending instzation inthe 30, 

‘The signatures of ten persons were required {0 start a credit 
union. The original membership in Sturgis Savings and Credit 
Union was thirty-six with asets of $415.98 while in 1964 it had 
risen to 419 members and $21,297.18 assets. Ater 60 years of 
successful operation, atthe close ofthe 20k century the Sturgis 
Credit Union has @ membership of 1,200 and assets of $7.5, 
nillon 

Over the years, the Sturgis Savings and Credit Union has 
expanded its scope tobe pat of a wider membership. The Stenen 
Credit Union was founded in 1947 and amalgamated with Sturgis, 

August 3, 1964. The Sturgis Credit Union then amalgamated 
with the Canora Credit Union on Apel 5, 1968, Changes 
continued as Wadena January 1, 1992) and Kuroki (uly 1, 1999) 
(Credit Unions also amalgamated, 

‘There were changes as well in location. On May 9, 1966, new 
Credit Union building was offically opened on Main Street of 
‘Sturgis. One hundred seventy five persons atended the ceremony 
with Mayor Bill (FW. Bayliss bringing greetings and 
‘congratulations from the town. There was no mayor atthe ine of 
the founding of the Sturgis Savings and Credit Union since 
Sturgis became a town only in 19S], Architect was Leo 
Lbiniecki and Warren Holmberg was in charge of construction. 

Where was the Sturgis Savings and Credit Union business 
transacted in the eariy days? Hugh Mitchell remembered, for an 
cali history, that there was a litle building beside the present 
Legion Hall on Lot 5, Bk 4. There, in makeshift suroundings, 
WEL. (Mac) MacNeill cared on the business of saving and 
lending money. When e became town clerk, he was able to move 
‘nly the current credit union files with him to the town ofie. The 
early reconds were, of necesiy, stored in the attic ofthe original 
building which then became the frst office ofthe Sturgis School 
Unit It was probably then that some ofthe original records of the 
credit union disappeared, 

In ate 1960, the pressure of work compelled MacNeil to give 
up the Credit Union books after 20 years of faithful and dedicated 
service fora yearly salary of $50! 

‘Martha Schoenke was then persuaded to take over management 
of the Credit Union. Like Mac Nell, Martha was a person whose 
name usually came up in times of emergency as one who could 
‘cope with books and management problems. Inthe early records 
Manta is refered to as “Secretary-Treasurer” and later as 
manager, but the job was sil the same, no matter wht ttle she 
held. She operated the Credit Union out of her bookstore on Main 
Street. There were problems geting the heavy safe into her store 
































and then she had to reinforce the existing floor to hold the safe's 
‘weight. 

As Martha lived inte back of he bookstore, it wasn't burglar 
proof so it was with extreme alarm that she received news at two 
inthe moming thatthe Canora Credit Union had been robbed and 
the police believed the robbers were headed to Sturgis. However, 
‘hen morning dawned, all she had been robbed of was a night of 
sleep! 

1m, 1966 when the new building was ready, Martha moved in as 
its fist manager, taking the ancient safe with her! Today the 
Sturgis Credit Union s fully equipped with modern furniture and 
office equipment 

Martha resigned in 1968 and managers that followed were 
Donald StrelitT (1968-69), Allan Tuberfield (1969-70), Roger 
Loiselle (1970-72) and Dave Masters (1972-73). Eugene 
Boychuk became manager on March 14, 1973 and holds that 
positon to dae 

‘As the years have passed, so the Board and officials also 
changed. In 1966, when the new building was completed, Albert 
Sjolie was president and Alvar Christopherson vice-president 
Other board members were Walter C. Mason, Joseph Ri 
Milton Korsmeyer, Robert Sommerville, Benjamin Lande, Alvar 
Johnson, Frank Morgan, and John Zubko. Dave Graham was 
Chairman of the supervisory committee along with members 
Elmer Sjolie and Fred Beatty. Martha Schoenke had Irma 
Roberton as her assistant, 

‘The twelve members who make up the current Board of 
Directors represent four districts with Eldon Olson (vice 
president) and Lyle Olson for Sturgis, George Stnka (president), 
Adelle Chicilo, Gary Herbert, Lawrence Klutz, Taras Korol and 
Michael Zeeben for Canora; Howard Bilan, Shawn Jaques, and 
D, Gwyn Watkins for Preeceville and Susan Hsarmsworth and 
Mike Koval of Wadena, 

‘On the 60th anniversary the staff of the Strgis Credit Union are 
Dave Masters (General Manager), Bugene D-Boychuk (Branch 
Manager), Marcia Yagelnesky, Val Masrachuk, Carla Babiuk,

On January 25, in 1908, Olla G. Nybie sent to the Department 
cof Education from White Hawk Post Office a petition requesting 
the formation of a public school dstit to comprise “Sections 16 
21 and 28-33, Township 34, Range 4, W2; and Sections I 
23, 24,25, 26, 35, 46 andthe east halves of 15, 22,23 and 2: 
Township 34, Range 5, W2 

‘On March 31 of the same year the fist school board meeting 
was held in the Nybie home. Attendance is recorded as follows 
HO, Weikle (chairman), WS. Rattray (secretary), OC. 
Carragher, and Carl Eye. Inthe schoo! district in 1908 there were 
fourteen children aged 5-16 and six below the age of 5, There 
were twenty-one ratepayers of whom twenty Were Protestant and 
cone Roman Catholic. Sturgis itself at that time was known as 

STANHOPE and was situated north of its present site, ‘The 
railroad had not yet come into the area, and there was no bridge 
across the Assiniboine River in that locality 

In 1911 the school distict borrowed $1,000.00 to erect a 
Schoolhouse and build privies. We know from ora reports that the 
first site was south of the Assiniboine River that borders the 
‘resent Town of Sturgis, some litle distance beyond the brow of 
the il, 

Although most children lived inthe village te fist school was 
placed in the cenge of the division in 1912, unfortusately across 
the river t was called MELROSE # 2635. The fist teacher, a 
Mrs. Gilbert put up a tent and lived for atime in that location 
CChildsen were rowed across the river moming and afterioon by 
Enie Darbyshie ina boat owned by Frank Reusch. Alice (Ball) 
Hamilton and Laverne (Holinsworth) Houghton vividly recall 
those boat trips. When an early spring flood made the crossing 
dangerous, permission was sought to change the location, and 

hol was temporarily held in Reuschs lumber yaed office, Lea 
Luibinieck found that some of those first pupils never did attend 
Melrose, but went instead north to KOPIE school taught by 2 
Miss For.

sole teacher when the school opened January 14, 1914, She may 
sill have been the teacher the next year when C.J. O'Brien and. 
FC. Brooks were respectively chairman and seeretay-treasure. 
Similarly, the school opened January 31, 1916 with one teacher, 
Miss A. Maude McKinnon; and January 2, 1917 under Miss E. 
Katherine Chisholm. The next year, 1918 Miss Chisholm was 
joined by Miss L. Hollingsworth and for the first time two rooms 
were in operation. In 1919 and 1920 the name of Miss Donna 
‘Tune appears. It would seem likely that she replaced one of 
these earlier teachers. Teachers’ salaries in 1920 totalled 
$1,967.95 to December 31, and janitors annual salary was 
$300.00, 

In September, 1920, BANDLE SCHOOL was destroyed by 
fire. A number of people still living in the Sturgis area vividly 
remember that occasion, The board's seretary treasurer, F.C 
Brooks, was kept busy Mloating Ioan for $20,000.00 to replace it 
with a fourroom school of “brick and tle". Experience had 
convinced the trustees that a wooden strcture was inadvisable. 
‘The decision to have four rooms seems to have been prompted by 
‘prophetic glimpse into the future, since there is no record of 
‘more than three teachers at that time. When the brick school was 
ready for use in November 1921, there were sixty-cight 
ratepayers, 90% of whom were English speaking,

By 1921 a fourroom brick building, now called STURGIS

The following story was told by Martha (Johnson) Schoeake 
bout her early school ie. 

“My introduction to school came inthe spring of 1918 after 
‘the Easter holidays. We lived three and 2 hal miles southwest 
of Sturgis, distance which Mom and Dad felt was to far for 
_me to walk alone, so I stayed at the Harry Weikle home a mile 
south of town and walked with Dorothy to school. 
(Incidentally, the old Weikle farmyard is the present site of 
the home of my brother and sister-in-law, Alver and Angeline 
Johnson). 

1 enrolled in the two-storey two-room Bandle School 
‘Sturgis, but cannot remember the name of the first teacher, 
nor much of anything else except the learning and sounding 
of the alphabet day after day. 

{In the fall of 1918, arrangements were made for me to stay 
with Mrs, Rex who owned and lived in the metal-covered 
hhouse which in later years was owned and occupied by the 
‘Vewchar's until replaced by Val’s mew home. C was very

hhomesick, and the time from Monday moming to Friday 
afternoon seemed an eternity, so was not sorry when school 
‘was closed in October or November due to the severe flu 
epidemic. Also, Ihad been told that I was going to have a baby 
brother or sister, so I had no regrets at all about there being 
no schoo, 

‘Mom was the first to become il with the flu which caused 
‘my brother to be born sooner than expected. Dad was the 
next fu vietim the night my brother arrived, so was not aware 
for several days that he had a son. Mom’s hired girl, Thea 
‘Skogen, had her hands full looking after the patient, the new 
baby, cooking and housework, so must have been dismayed 
‘when I fell, too. 

School started again sometime after January 1, 1919 and a 
new boarding place had to be found for me as Mrs. Rex had 
ben ill and dl not fel well enough to cope with a seven-year- 
‘old. The rest of the school year I stayed with Mr. and Mrs. 
John Gillespie (Violet Wright's grandparents) who had the 
post office and living quarters in the rear 

‘The homesickness was always with me, so when school 
started again in the fall of 1919 I begged to stay at home and 
‘walk the three and a half miles to school Idi this until the 
weather became t00 cold and then stayed during the winter 
‘months with Thea Skogen and her mother who lived in the 
litle house which was torn down a few years ago and replaced 
by the building Adolph Urbanoski contructed for his barber 
shop and laundromat. In the spring of 1920, after the roads 
hhad dried, I walked again from home until we moved in June 
to the farm my parents had purchased a mile and a quarter 
south of town, 

During the summer holidays, catastrophe struck! The 
school burnt down! I do not remember how I felt but imagine 
I, as well as many children, had no regrets. However, our 
elation was short lived as arrangements were made to 

















partition the lobby and dining room ofthe large three-storey 
hotel onthe corner of Main Street where the cafe now stands. 
was in Grade three in the area partitioned off from the 
«ining room and Hazel Gibney was my teacher, 
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‘The next fall, 1921, the new two-storey four-room brick 
schoo! was ready and a Miss MacEachern from New 
Brunswick was my Grade four teacher. Grades one to three 
‘were inthe dovnstairs west room, Grades four to seven in the 
cast room, and Grades eight to eleven upstairs in the west 
room, Mr, N.W. MeKay was the first high school teacher, and 
hie also came from the Maritimes. Miss MacEachern left 
before the school year ended and was replaced by Mrs. 
Phillips whose husband was a lawyer, the first one, I believe, 
in Sturgis. 

Among my recolletions of those school years was going up 
to the big hill behind the school at noon hour to pick crocus’, 

frightened half to death by the garter snakes 
sunning themselves onthe hill; Miss MacEachern walking up 
and down the aisles with arms folded after she had assigned 
lessons; Mrs. Philips reprimanding me for wearing navy blue 
serge box-pleated bloomers with my middy blouse of the same 
‘material (Mom had made the outfit for me for warmth); the 
Christmas concerts for which we practised the month 
preceding; and then rehearsing in the hall several time before 
the big night. 

Inthe fall of 19221 was in Grade five and three of us, Oliver 
Ness, John O°Reilly and I, usually finished our assignments 
ahead of the others. In order to keep us oceupied, Mrs, 
Phillips suggested we try the Grade seven lessons (there was 
‘no Grade six). We did this through the whole school term, and 
also wrote the Grade seven exams in June, resulting in our 
‘upstairs. Our teacher was 
‘the newly-hired addition to the high school staf, Harold 
Fraser. Mr. McKay taught history and the sciences, and 
perhaps that was the year Grade twelve was added to the high, 
school course. 

Mr. Fraser stayed only two years, so when I started Grade 
ten, Miss Bokofsky was the new teacher. She had majored in 
French so was quite disappointed to earn thatthe new Grade 
ten cass had been taught only Latin in Grade nine, She asked 
usif we would be willing to come to school Saturday mornings 
Jong enough to cover the Grade nine French, and then take 
‘extra assignments of Grade ten French, I can't remember 
‘that [spent very many Saturday mornings in school, but I did 
take both Latin and French the remainder of my high school 
years and in retrospect I think they were my favorite subjects, 

In those days we had no physteal education, but did have an 
outside basketball court for the girls situated at the back of 
the lot now occupied by the theatre building. The boys played 
baseball inthe open space between the school yard and the 
United Church, 

Grade eleven ended with departmental exams and, if 
successful, a high school diploma. Mom and Dad promised 
‘me a trip to Chicago to visit my aunt and uncle i I passed the 
exams, so I studied and reviewed fervently, and received my 
‘diploma tate in the summer of 1927. In October [departed for 
Chicago, expecting to return before Christmas, but my aunt 
‘and unde persuaded me to continue my education there, after 
‘which T was fortunate enough to find work and lived in 
‘Chicago for twenty-two years.

THE STURGIS BRICK SCHOOL, 
Remember the brick school with its pole flyin 

flag..school was in session! There were four large classrooms 
cn two floors with a central staircase complete with banisters to 
slide on. Separate girls’ and boys’ coat rooms (also known as, 
cloakrooms) faced the front of the building in all four rooms. In 
the back facing north and in between the rooms on each floor, 
there was a oom that doubled fo the teacher's cost room and a 
library. The top floor had a small room over the stairwell facing 
the front chat served asa science and chemistry lab and later was 
the teacher's staff room. The basement was used for recess play 
‘on biter winter days and with the furnace room between, a great 
place for Hallowe'en parties. The yard, edged with a yellow, 
suweet-pea shaped flowering caragana hedge, had swings, Dall 
fields and a hand pumped wel that gave forth clear cold water to 
thirsty kids and the horses they rade to school, The horses were 
sheltered in the nearby bam and tended at recess or noon. In back 
was the larg ever present wood ple to stoke the big furnace. 





MEMORIES 
School began a 9:00 am. during the summer and 9:30 am. in 
the colder months. The school day ended at 400 p.m. and later

was changed to 3:30 pm, There was always a moming and 
afternoon fiften minute recess. After the bell rang, the school was 
called 10 order and a few minutes were devoted to morning 
exercises, “The Lord's Prayer” and singing such patriotic so 
as: "O" Canada’, "God Save the King”, “The Maple Leaf Forever” 
began the school day. 

lardwood desks were used for the children. The seats were 
supported on two iron frames, which were hinged and folded 
back when they weren't occupied. It had a large smooth writing, 
surface and storage space for books underneath. The writing 
space was complimented with a trough for the pencil and an 
‘opening for an inkwell. The desks were arranged neatly in rows 
‘and withthe shine of varnish on them. They were not fastened to 
‘the floor, as winen space was needed for games, they were pushed 
to the sides of the room. Later these desks were replaced with 
table desks and chairs 

‘The books, seribblers and other school necessities had to be 
ranged neatly to avoid falling othe floor. Some students Kept 
‘neat desk, others were messy and hd to be always cleaned, 

Tn time the desks took on a different effect. They got scarred 
‘with initials, some added their names or nick names or “so and so 























loves so and 30" 

In the lower grades pencils were used and in Grade four they 
changed to pens. 

"The notes and exereises were done in five cent scrbbler, pages 
were not glazed. Pictures on the cover of the seribblers were of 
birds, animals, scenery or of children, while the back was covered 
with mathematical tables. Multiplication tables upto twelve times 
twelve was a great aid in arithmetic, as well as the addition table. 

“The erasers were a great necessity and had to be used with eare 
to prevent tom pages. It seemed one was always looking for an 
eraser, especially the soft ones. Some stents had a sliding pencil 
box or some other container for pencils, pens, erasers and 
crayons. 

The school room was not complete without @ blackboard, it 
stretched right aross the front of the room, There was another 
long blackboard on the side of the room facing the six long

windows. They were about rwo fet from the floor, so the litle 
boys and girls could use them. They had a stip of wooden 
‘molding along the sides and top and a ledge for chalk atthe 
bottom, The leters ofthe alphabet, both capital and small levers 
bordered the fop tothe blackboard. White or yellow chalk was 
used, 

With the coming of coloured chalk and blackboard stencils 
borders and beautiful scenes appeared during Halloween, 
Christmas, Valentine's Day and Easter. 

A favorite spot during recesses and noon hours during the 
colder weather, was up atthe blackboard. Games lke e-tae-toe, 
or X°s and O's and Hangman were very popular, Cleaning of 
blsckboards and brushes was done by the students and the 
janitors. The top of the walls featured maps of Canada and the 
World, 

‘The hand bell was ang bythe teacher when he or she stepped 
‘ut the door and by the sound of the bell he students knew they 
had to come to classes. Verbal command dismissed them, 

The reader was the most common book in school. All 
assignments and notes were copied on the blackboard by the

teacher before or after selool hours. Recitaions, memory work, 
Als, history dates, names of countries, provinces, ther capitals, 
writing of essays, how you spent your summer holidays, 
arithmetic tables, definitions of pans of speech, labeled diagrams 
were some of the characteristics ofthe studies. Oral reading took 
‘lot of clas time. Jerry and Jane was the frst reader in grade one. 
‘The use of the dictionary in looking up meanings and the 
pronunciation and how to use a certain word in a sentence was 
Ideal. If 2 word was not spelled right that word ad to be writen, 
‘out many times and school rues were comected by writing them 
‘hundred times. Pease, thank-you, excuse me, ws taught as well 
asthe proper way of using was, where, and were 








LIBRARY BOOKS 
In the 19307s and 1940's when there was no library budget for 
library books fr those avid readers i the elementary schoo, the 
need was partially filled by the “Homemakers Group in Sturgis. 
Every year a large box of new books aived for each room inthe 
school, What an exciting time! It was because of their

Anne of Green Gables” books and many other well-loved stores. 

late Homemakers deserved a very big thank you for their 
generous gift 

Library books were very scarce and contained very few fiction 
stories, Most schools had such books as Black Beauly, Robinson 
Crusoe, Uncle Tom's Cabin, Hiawatha, Treasure Island 
Gulliver's Travels, Tom Brown's School Days and Tom Sawyer. 
“Much later the Schoo! Unit office at Sturgis sent library boxes to 
all schools in the Unit. These were exchanged each month and 
‘contained suitable reading for all students who really looked 
forward to them. 

Everyone would join in class singing in the afternoons. Songs 
such a5 Tipperary, There's a Long, Long Trail a Winding, 
Clementine, Red River Valley, You Are My Sunshine, There's 
Frog in the Bottom of the Sea, Pack up Your Troubles were very 
popula. Everyone enjoyed this time as it was a break from regular 
subjects. Friday aftemoons were usually designated for a Red 
(Cross Meeting, a program, or a spelling match. These were also 
enjoyed for fun and educational purposes. 

A smal barn oa the east side of the school sheltered the horses 
that some children used for transportation. It was also ideal for 
playing games such as “Ante I Over". Other students that had to 
walk 10 school from the country brought their lunches. Tae 
shelves inthe cloak rooms looked like a shelf in a general store, 
1s lunches were brought in lard pails, Roger's Golden Syrup, 
Peanut buter or jam cans. Milk was brought in smal jars, as there 
\were no thermos bottles, or else they drank water. 

Lunches were eaten at their desks during the winter, In the 
summer they sat outside on the grass or in the shade of the school 
building or carragana bushes by the fence. Town children went 
home for lunch, 











GAMES AND FUN 
In the summer, the students enjoyed playing ball at recess and 
‘oon hours. They were never bored. Hide and Seek was popular 
as wells “May 17" or “Red Light”. The students lined up side by 
side at a starting point withthe leader on the opposite side about 
twenty fect away. Each student in tum had to respond to cetain 
directions which if followed moved him toa finishing line. 

Quite popular were action and singing games such as Flying 
Dickman, Blindman's Bluf, Upset the Fruit Basket, Button- 
‘Button-Who has the Buton?, London Bridge is Falling Down, the 
Farmer in the Dell, Here we go around the Mulberry Bush, and 
Drop the Handkerchief. 

“The winter months brought a change in the typeof games that, 
were played, Fox and Geese was a good game aftr the first 
snowfall A huge circle or wheel was tramped inthe snow then 
crosswords, so that the circle looked lke a wheel with spokes 
‘One child acted asa fox, and tried to tag other students, who were 
supposed to be the geese. In onder to get avay'the path only was 
tobe followed. The frst one caught became the next fox. 

Building forts in the snow when it softened a litle provided @ 
Jot of real fun. Huge snowmen were made that looked like 
monsters, Snowball fights and sliding dow the hills behind the 
big brick school during the noon hour and at recess time proved 
very popula. There were very few sleighs and toboggans and the 
students used cardboard boxes which were available at all the 

















stores. This was a lot of fun for everyone and very few accidents, 
‘nly wet fet and seats. Another fun activity in the winter came 
Tater and was organized by Leo Lubiniecki, the Public School 
Principal, who was renovined locally for his inventive genius 
‘Once the days started getting shorter and the temperature started 
to drop, the stage was set for “Jam Can Curling”. In the atest 
area ofthe yard an area just east ofthe school bur before the barn, 
‘a snow ridge was made in the shape of two sheets of curling ice. 
In the basement of the school, empty jam tins (8 inches in 
diameter) were filled with wet cement. Handles protruded from 
idle ofthe tops ofthese modified rocks. When the ie was 
good, the games were on. The young curlers soon leamed the 
Idiosyncrases of each rock. They also learned how to play the 
rtherimepular ice surface tothe point that they would have been 
‘more than a match for even the most ardent curler as long as they 
could maintain home-ice advantage. And sil ater after a curling 
rink was built in Sturgis, students from the High School began 
regular curling ad took part in curling Bonspiels 
Leo Lubiniecki was instrumental in stating the first cadets in 
Suurgis. They began their taining without uniforms, but soon 
could be seen in uniforms practicing drills on the schoo! grounds 
and in parade. He and the cadets built the cadet fring range where 
they could practice their shooting. The Sturgis cadets continued 
for many years under other leadership. (See following pictures)

Everyone looked forward to Hallowe'en parties. Students were 
‘encouraged to dress in costume, prizes were awarded t0 the 
stadenis with the best or funniest costume, Following costume 
Judging, games were played such as bobbing for apples that were 
floating ina tub of water, one tied to get them with your ips oF 
teeth, while your hands were behind your back. A peanut hunt 
enabled a number of students to get some peanuts. The game, Pin 
the donkey’s tail while blindfolded was fun to watch when the 
student quite often missed the right spot. Remember the 

‘Chamber of Horrors” going from the girls basement through the 
famace room to the boys’ basement.

there would be ghoulish sounds, and touching cold spaghent!| And. 
‘of cours, besides going from one house to the other for treats, it 
was also day for tcks. There wasn't a year that outhouses were 
not pushed over or some form of mischief ut nothing serious. We 
‘can't forget the 9:00 p.m, curfew (the town bel) and watching out 
ins, the town cops. They kepta constant vigil 
for any youngsters who were out on the strets after curfew 
‘Valentine's was the day for bears and flowers and sending 
cards to classmates, The more artistic students would make & 
Valentine Box that would be packed full by Friday aftemoon 
whe the party as held. There would be games and lunch and 
passing out the valentine cards, Bveryone hoped to receive a lot of 
cards, even homemade ones which were kept and treasured for 
Christmas was the most joyous time of the yeas. Everyone 
looked forward toa break in ther school work and anticipated the 
‘reparations fr a Christmas concert. The concert required a great 
eal of planning which uoually started in November. Both 
students and teachers were excited and everyone had a part to 
play. The early concerts were held inthe school or the church or 
even above Elance's Store before the town hall was built. ARter 
the hall was bil, concerts were held therefor many years. Since 
there was no piano in the hall, the heavy piano from the fourth 
00m in the ted brick school had tobe lowered over the banisters 
with ropes and taken tothe hall for many years. No one seemed 
to complain about doing this as everyone expected a Christmas 
Concert with music, Many were the students who marched up on 
stage to sing Christmas Carols 
‘There would be drills and plays with elaborate costumes, some 
made with crepe paper and saved from year to year. Decorations 

















‘were made by cuting narow strips of red and green paper and 
gluing links to make a chain. The Christmas Tree with its 
‘homemade decorations and lt candles gave everything 2 festive 
air The drawing of names to buy gifts for schoo! friends added 
more excitement. The Eaton's mail onder catalogue was very 
important and students waited ansiously for items to arrive on 
time, be they gifts or clothing forthe concert. And finally the 
highligh of the evening was the rival of Santa Claus looking 
very impressive in costume and canying a bag of teas. It was 
teuly a magnificent event and many adults recall this time with 
fond memories oftheir childhood. Often a dance was held after 
the concer, A few children remained with their parents and fel 
asleep on the stage

His staff at that ime was increased by a newly-appointed 
Vice: prinepal, Nick E. Smandych. According to Ms, Lubiniecki, 
hoe was then teaching Grades seven and eight, however by the fall 
of 1949 his top grade was six as it remained during the many 
years of his tenure as principal

The school opened with four rooms in operation, one moe than 
last year. Mr. L. Lubiniecki isthe principal with grades seven and 
ight; Mr. NE. Smandyech isthe asistant principal with grades 
five and six under his wing; Mrs. J. Rongve looks after grades 
three and four; and Mis. HLE, Peterson will cater to grades one 
and two. 

In the early years the Home and School Association was very 
active. Meetings were eld regularly with teachers and parents to 
discuss educational and extra-curricular activities, Although this 
association disbanded, we sill have a close contact between 
teachers and parents With classroom interviews, parent support, 
groups and meetings. 

In 1965 we have a record of 230 students enrolled in the Sturgis 
Elementary School, Grades one to six inclusive. Four classrooms 
\were, ofcourse, quite unable to contain so many pupils. This was 
the period of the so-called “satelites” — country school-houses 
abandoned when buses began to transport rural children to tow, 
Beginning in 1961, several ofthe desered schools were moved 
into Sturgis. Four of them were located on the grounds of the 
brick school, two located side by side on either side of it The nly

washrooms available to children were those inside the brick 
building This was the ea of "he baby boon” which followed the 
war, Enrolment dropped later on as these children passed into 
high schoo; and after September, 1979it remained fairly constant 
‘between 150 and 160 until 1983 when it again began to rise to 
175, 

It eventually became obvious that te fourroom school would 
never again be adequate and thatthe satelites were only a stop- 
‘gap. In 1967 the “new school” was erected between the “old 
school” and te street infront of i. This one-storey structure Was 





‘ever quit large enough for, ination to classrooms, it needed 
space for expanding facilites: an adequate library, a staff room, a 
principals office, a dental laboratory..t was soon linked t the 
‘old brick school by a covered passageway. There it was possible 
to have an extra classroom when necessary, for gymnasium and 
kindergarten, One by one, the satellites were moved away, until 
today only one remains to serve as a storage area, 

‘The kindergarten was funded at first by parents ofits pupils 
when it began in the 1960s. It was not until 1975 that is teacher, 
Mrs, Shisley Woytas, became a member of the teaching staf. 

In 1983 an addition was built on the eastem end of the school, 
probably withthe intention of providing everything. necessary 
under one oof. Before the addition was completed, and in spite 
‘of petition circulated to save it the brick school was demolished 
by order ofthe Board. The new addition provided two classrooms 
for a number of years as the stwdent population was sil high 
Later it became the gymnasium it was intended for and is in 
constant use toda. 











DEATH OF A DREAM 

Since the “old brick school” would be too expensive to 
maintain, it was torn down. It was a sad day when children 
and adults gathered to watch this demolition, A few 
‘mementos were taken: some red bricks, an old desk, a worn 
chair, some newly-found old C.CM. seribblers, These 
treasures would be part of our memories of generations of 
children who satin the ink stained desks, who walked on the 
olled floors and who hung coats in the cloakrooms. The red 
brick school was a link with our past and a part of our 
heritage. The schoo! is gone, it cannot be rebuilt except in 
memory. Remember the girl who satin front of you, the boy 
across the aisle and the teacher atthe blackboard. Clase your 
‘eyes and picture the six big windows that let in light, and the 
heat ofthe summer and the cold of the winter. Remember the 
window that opened to let in fresh air. Remember the school 
that opened your mind. 














‘A poem was waite by Patricia Ammstong forthe SOts Class 
Reunion of 1946, that sums it up. 


1946 CLASS REUNION

BOARDS OF TRUSTEES 

According to the Saskatchewan Education Act of 1978, “in @ 
school division which doesnot include a city, the wiaole or portion 
of the attendance area of each operating school or of operating 
schools located inthe same municipality shall constitute a schoo 
district.” Each school district has “a board of trustees consisting 
‘of no fewer than 3 and no more than 9 members” each serving a 
three-year term beginning January 1. The board is t0 have a 
cchitman, vice-chairman and secretary or seeretary-treaurer, nd 
itmust meet at least six times a year. Under the heading of “dates 
and powers ofthe board of trustees, the Act lists these among, 
others: “to exercise @ general oversight with respect to the 
‘operating ofthe sehool and make recommendations concerning 
selection and placement of teachers”, It also has charge of the 
improvement of buildings and, in cooperation with the Board of 
Education, it is required “to manage or supervise the maintenance 
of school facilities” and administer “certain budgetary 
allocations” 

‘When Sturgis S.D. #2635 had only one school, of course it had 
only one Board of Trustees (popularly known as “the school 
‘bourd”), When the Larger Unit No. 45 was established in 1945, 
there was elected a Unit board which had jurisdiction over ll the 
schools in an area which included several towns, villages and 
rural schools. At the same time, many of these single schools 
retained teir own Boards of Trustees with the duties and powers 
listed above, In the Town of Sturgis, then from 1945 on there 
have been two school boards, Te Unit Board deals diretly with 
the Composite High School and is its only set of tristcs. 
However, while the elementary school also falls under the 
supervision ofthe Unit Board, ithas always kept, as well, its ov 
separate Board. itis interesting to note, in coanection with its 
duties and powers, that, according tothe Minutes ofthe Board of 
‘Trustees of Suis SID. #2635, May 31, 1948, this group 
‘voluntarily surrendered its control over the teachers: “Moved by 
A.O. Morken, seconded by C-H, Grass that this board feels that it 
isnot the responsibility ofthe local board to hire and fire teachers, 
Tt the responsibilty of the Unit Board which they: should

‘The teacher is a composite. teacher must have the energy 
of a harnessed volcano, the efficiency of an adding machine, 
the memory of an elephant, the understanding of a 
psychiatrist, the wisdom of Solomon, the tenacity of a spider, 
the patience of a turtle trying to cross the freeway in rush- 
hhour traffic, the decisiveness of a general, the diplomacy of an 
ambassador, and the financial acumen of a Wall Street 
wizard.

‘A teacher may possess beauty, or grace, or skill but mostly 
she must possess love—a deep abiding love of, and respect for 
children individually and en masse. A teacher must teach 
‘many things: reading, writing, arithmetic, spelling, 
‘geography, music, art, health. She must also manage during 
her six and one half hours to teach manners and morals to 
children whose parents have despaired of the task during 
their seventeen and a half hours. 

‘A teacher is: Truth with chalk dust in her hair; Beauty with 
an aching back, Wisdom searching for bubble-gum, the Hope 
of the future with papers to grade. 

A teacher must possess many abilities. She must not mind 
explaining for the tenth time the ies of two-place 
‘multiplication to the whole class then explaining it again to 
‘one child who wasn’t listening, She must learn to judge 
between encouraging and pushing a child. She must make 
sense what decisions to make and which must be made by the 
child. She must be steadfast without being inflexible; 
sympathetic without being maudlin; loving without 
possessing. She must live in childhood without becoming 
childish, 

‘teacher must, each year, send thirty children to another 
teacher—proualy, lovingly, sadly—and await thirty more 
with ready wit, love, and eagerness. 

She must do allthis while worrying about how to pay the 
utility bills, about what to have for supper, whether her baby 
hhas the ehicken-pox, if her lesson plans will meet the 
supervisor's requirements, how Mrs. Smith will take the 
lower grades on Johnny's report card, where to get the extra 
‘money for summer school, and who took the dime from 
Susie's purse. 
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For this you pay her more than the garbage man, but less 
than the garage mechanic; more than the grocery clerk, but, 
less than the postman; more than the ditch-digger, but less 
than the trucker. 

‘The most amazing thing about a teacher is that she 
‘wouldn't trade jobs with anyone she knows. 


THESE ALSO SERVED 

There were many not regular classroom teachers who worked 
with pupils and made important contributions to their education 

Librarians looked after the book supply. There were many 
changes- from the boxes of books sent out to individual schools, 
to the large room at the Suis Elementary known as the 
“resource center”. Now books share space with apes, lms, sides 
and computers, 

Teachers’ Aides begen working only after the new school was 
Jn use, The duties ofthese women vasied over the yeas and their 
services proved valuable to both teachers and students 

‘Travelling Teachers supplemented the work of the classroom 
teachers as did the Aides and divided their services among several 
schools in the Unit. They were first called Helping Teachers and 
often worked in the area of reading and then became Reading 
Consultants. At present we have Resource Teachers. giving 
specialized help i classroom situations. 

School Nurses made periodic visits to rural and town schools 
and coped with heath problems. 

Dental Nurses worked right in th school building and looked 
afer all the stidents' teeth, This was later discontinued. Today we 
have Public Health Nurses working out of local hospitals. 

School Inspectors later called Superintendents, traveled the 
‘turpis country sid before the establishment ofthe Larger School 








Unit. They listened fo lessons, sometimes conducted them, and 

ve advice to teachers. They continue to visit schools inthe Unit 
Custodians and Janitors also were essential in the proper 
functioning of a school. In many isolated rural schools, the 
teachers or pupils did the janitorial service in the early days of 
education 

The following account was told by Antoinette Berezowski 
about the life and times of a Sturgis Janitor. 

“Many memories were brought back to me when I saw that 
the red brick school was being demolished. 

In 1941, Eric Lindgren, then chairman of the local school 
board, offered me the job of caretaker of this school at a 
salary’of $35.00 per month. I accepted, and continued with 
the job until 1954, During that time my whole family helped 
ut, 

The school had four classrooms, eight cloakrooms, two 
teacher cloakrooms, and two basements. There were no 
lectric lights and we sometimes used a Mashlight or lantern, 
especially in the dead of winter when it would be dark by 4:30, 











‘A few students were stil riding horses to school and there 
‘was a smal stable on the school grounds. For the frst couple 
of years that we were in charge, the stable had fo have a 
“Spring cleaning”. 

‘Cordwood was used forthe two furnaces. The school board 
bought the cordwood and arranged to have it piled at the 
back of the school when it was delivered. Once in a while it 
was just dropped, and we had to pile it. We threw the wood 
into the basement through two small windows and then 
repiled it in the basement. The furnaces had to be stoked 
‘several times a day in the winter time, and carrying out ashes 
was a big job as well. The school was hard to heat in the 
winter, and George spent many a night stoking the furnaces 
so that the building could be used for classes the next day. He 
then had to go to work at the C-N.R. coal dock after I took the 
furnaces over from him in the morning. I also spent many 
nights at the school stoking the furnaces when George was 
working away from home. A coal stoker was put in three or 
four years before I gave up the job, but ithad its problems too. 

‘There were eight tollt pails that had to be carried out and 
dumped each day. Water and disinfectant were put into them 
fand they were carried back into the school. They were 
emptied into a hole that had been dug out behind the school, 
and many a time, after a storm, I had to dig around in the 
snow to find out where to empty them. That was not a 
pleasant chore. Clean water for washing had to be carried 
into each basement as wel. 

‘We carried drinking water in pails from a pump that was 
nearby on the school grounds. The pump seemed to be broken 
‘most ofthe time. When the pump would not work, we caried 
water from the town well, which was a good distance away. 
‘The children’s drinking water was kept in a large fountain 
hich had to be washed regularly. A pail was located under 
the fountain to catch the overflow from the push-button 
spigot and this had tobe kept from getting too ful. Once in a 
‘hile it overflowed onto the floor, sometimes due to children’s 
‘pranks, and made a mess that had to be cleaned up. 

In the fall we washed all of the school windows and the 
storm windows as wel. Inthe spring the storm windows had 
to be taken off and the school windows washed again. I could 
not take the storms off or put them back on by myself and, 


























‘George was working out of town I had to wait for him to help 
‘me on a weekend. It usually took at least two weekends to deal 
swith the storm windows. 

Desks and woodwork had to be washed at intervals. This 1 
did on a rotational basis, room by room. The second school 
term that I was on the Job, I washed all of the walls in the 
school. We usually had dust bane to use for sweeping the 
floors. We regularly went through eight to ten brooms in a 
‘month. 

We were also caretakers for the Sturgis School Unit office 
‘when the School Unit was established. Sometimes the board 
‘meetings lasted into the evening, and we would have to wait 
‘until the next morning to clean the office. 

George gave me all the help he could. He made himself 
available after he finished work when he was at the coal dock 
at Sturgis, but often he worked out of town. The boy’ helped 
as well. Each one was given his own job to do. Evangeline did 
the blackboards and cleaned the brushes. When she was 
finished, she would practice her music on the piano in the 
Grade one, two, three classroom. T at least knew where my 
children were after school, although there were many times 
‘when they would sooner have been somewhere else. 

‘My salary was increased over the years and was $75.00 per 

th in 1954 when George was transferred by the CNR 
‘and our family moved to Margo. 

Over the years there were many incidents, some funny, 
‘some not so funny. I remember when the hospital auxilia 
was organized. T had been a delegate to the meeting at 
Preccevlle. Another meeting was held at our school while T 

‘and I was called on to give the report. T was a 
Tittle upset because Twas dirty with coal and other dust, but I 
‘gave the report and then went back to work. 

As busy as I was keeping at home, bringing up five children, 
‘and looking after the school I always found time to take part 
in several organizations in the community as well. 


























As we look heck over nine decades since the start of formal 
ssducation - we look forward too. What a distance we have 
traveled from the tables and benches of Fred Brooks’ m: 
street building to the multi-roomed structure on spacious 
‘grounds today. 

Some of the changes over the years are: Parent Support 
Group; One Principal for two Schools beginning 1997; 
‘Yearbook - since 1990 - newsletters; Computers in classrooms 
and libraries; Computerized Reading Program; New 
(Curriculum - most areas; School Trips: Community Facies 
fand Resource people - skating rink, bovling alley, skiing; 
Soup and Hotdog Sales; Bake Sales; Hamburger Sales; 
Playground Volunteers in School; Intramural Sports 
Programs; Playground Supervision; Microwaves for 
Lunches; New Playground Equipment; Most Classrooms are 
‘one grade; Teacher Aide time assigned to designated students; 
Xerox & Fax Machines; Letter Cutting Machine; No longer 
Sturgis School Division - No longer Timberline School 
Division - Currently Crystal Lakes School Di 
Telemiracle Participation; Part-time Library Technician and 
(Cross Country Running. 

In conelusion, although we ean never forecast the future we 
‘ean only hope that évery new step in the educational process 
will be a change forthe better

BROOKVIEW SCHOOL # 4340 
Early in 1920, the distict pioneers decided their children 
needed an education. Some ofthe children were nearly fourteen

‘yeas of age and could not speak a word of English, read or write 
Most families in the area had immigrated from Europe and were 
unable to teach their children English. They decided to build a 
school in the distct. 

‘On April 6, 1920, a petition was drawn up forthe organization 
ofthe school district which included the following lands: Section 
#12, 13,2425, and 36in Township 36, Range S, West ofthe 2nd 
Meridian and Sections # 7, 8, 9, 16, 17, 18,19, 20, 21,28, 9,30, 
31 and 32in Township 36, Range, West ofthe 2nd Meridian, The 
‘school ground was tobe situated five hundred feet North of $.W. 
comer of N.W, 20-36-4 W2. 

The first school meeting was held on April 24, 1920 at Yohn 
Boychuk’s with the election of the first mustees: James Crete, 
Charlie Carragher and Best Tanner. The Committee consisted of 
Harry Mastrachuk, Chainman; James Cretzer, Chairman; and 
Guy B, Steward, Secretary 

Several names were suggested for the school: Woodland, 
Haywood, Sunny View, Rosemount and Brookview. Mr. RAF. 
‘Tanner chose “Brookview” as there was small trickling creek 
‘winding through the south east comer of the proposed school sit 

‘The first general meeting held after the receipt of pemmission to 
organize, was held June 23, 1920 at Harry Mastrachuk's. R 
Tanner was voted as Secretary-Treasurer at salary of $35.00 per 

“Two acres of land were purchased from Pete German on N.W. 
20-36-4 W2 for $12.50 per acre 

‘The secretary called for tenders to build the school, March 7, 
1921 and atthe trustee mesting on April 16, 1921, they accepted 
‘Wemer Socerind’s tender to build the school complete for 
1,920.0. 
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‘The trustees called for debentures to borrow $2,700.00 to build 
and equip the school. Equipment was ordered from “Christie 
‘School Supplies” for $650.83. The debenture was payable inten 
‘equal consecutive anual installments of principle and interest not 
‘exceeding eight per cent per annum. 

The school was now inthe constuction stage, The frst visit by 
the school board found the foundation unsatisfactory. The 
‘meeting held in late June, found the school satisfactory. Tenders 
‘were called to clear the schoo! grounds, plow fre breaks and dig 
‘well, R. Tanner puinted the “Brookview S, D. #4340 sign for 
$5.50. Fire insurance was purchased from Hartfont Fire 
Insurance Co. for $39.00, 

The school was fintlly complete with desks, blackboard, chalk, 
‘few books on the shelves a bell onthe desk, a flag on the pole 
anda strap inthe drawer 

"The first day of school was August 7, 1922 with sixty-four 
childen registering that term, ‘The first teacher, Miss E. Allegra 
‘Youmans, was paid $100.00 per month (3rd clas) to teach; sixty- 
‘one students who did not know a word of English. She had 
assistance from students who knew English and acted as 
translators. They were Dan Onfrychok, Willie and Dora 
CCheropeta. Miss Youmans boarded at R. Tanner’ 

‘The stable was built by W. Soderlund for $294.00 in November, 
1922, ‘The frst Christmas Program was held with total expenses 
of $25.00, apples being $1.90 in total. In March, 1923, six 
‘kindergarten chairs, able legs and hinges were purchased from. 
atons for $7.15. 

‘The lowest paid teacher was Ivy McMahan at $400.00 per year 
in 1936, Room and board was paid out ofthis salary 

Cleaning of the school and lighting of the fire was done on 
‘ender to children or parents inthe district. 

‘The first janitor was Netie Mastrachuk. She was pai $2.00 for 
four weeks of work. Wages were $1.00 per week in 1923. In 
1933 - washing the floor was $50 each time - sweeping was $.05 
cach time - fire lighting at $0 each time. In 1942 washing floor 
‘was $.99 each time - sweeping was $.08 each time and fire 
lighting was aso $.08 each time. In 1947 washing floor was 
$52.70 each time - sweeping was $.25 each time and fire lighting 
‘was $.30 each time 

CCardwood was also tendered from $2.75 pr cord in 1924, 8.74 
per cord in 1933; $2.00 per cord in 1942 to $5.50 per cord in 
1947, 

The Sturgis School Unit took over some of the responsibilities 
in 1945 ineluding the hing of teachers and setting of salaries. 

Tn 1950 the arrival of a teacherage housed the teacher. 
Electricity was wired tothe School and teacherage in 1958. 

Tn the thirty-eight yeurs of Brookview history, three hundred 
and thity-two pupils attended school. Since 1922, there have 
ben thirty-one teachers. The teacher that taught te Iongest was 
Ted Gregorash for five and a balf years in 1937-1942. The 











teacher that taught the shortest time was Joan DesRoches fo nine 
days in 1949, 

‘With the gradual reduction in enrollment came centralization. 
Brookview School was permanently closed in Jane, 1960 withthe 
last classes taught in Brookview by Mrs. Alice Leske 
Approximately twenty-one students were enrolled in that lst year 
"ranging from grades one to eight. Beginning the next tem in 
September, 1960, buses transported the stdents inthe district 10 
Sturgis. 





The Teachers 

To the vision and sacrifices of those who established the school, 
‘we honor the teachers of those early years. These dedicated 
persons gave much of themselves, They fought sickness; toiled 
Tong hours; suffered loneliness and isolation; and received limited 
‘monetary compensation for their work 

Teachers endured the inconvenience of boarding at neighboring 
Domes. For this, they paid a portion of their salaries. It was not 
‘until 1950, thatthe school board provided them with ateacherage. 
Te was a frame building that could best be described as a shack. 
‘Though the teacherage provided privacy, it was isolated and 
lonely 

‘The day to day tials and frustrations that confronted the 
teacher in the classroom were enormous. The building was drafty 
and cold, and equipped with only bare necessities; desks, 
teachers’ desk and chair, a blackboard, chalk and brush, a broom, 
4 water pail and dipper, a washbasin, a few books (mostly 
readers) a hand bell and a register. Despite these limitations the 
rural teachers improvised equipment and prepared their own 
teaching materials. 

The lack of text books was partially overcome by the teacher 
copying the various assignments and notes on the blackboard, 
Every moming found the blackboard gleaming white with 
‘exercises and notes - hard work done from the night before. 

The students ranged in age from five o fifteen, The majority 
‘or all of them, didn’t understand or speak a word of English, 
‘Teaching and communicating with them was a challenge and at 
times very frustrating. The teachers taught as many as eight 
srades and an enrollment as high as seventy-three. Completing 
the course of study in the cusculum was hardly possible. On 
‘ccasion, an older more progressed student would assist in 
teaching the younger students 

Inaddition other teaching duties the teachers performed fist 
sid and diagnosed illnesses. They counseled, pulled tet, settled 
disputes, played and umpired games. They planned and 
organized the Annual Christmas Party, as well a, sing songs 
‘Valentine's paris and picnics. They decided when school should 
be dismissed early because ofan approaching storm. They taught 
their youngsters consideration for others and made sure thatthe 
basic human decencies were firmly embedded in their minds. 
They attempted to instil in their pupils a sense of fair play, alove 
of good literaure, a proficiency in mental arithmetic and a 
correctness of speech. And even, i at times ther salaries dipped 
as low as $400.00 per year, they continued their dream, the dream, 
about the society they would eventually build in the raw 
wilderness 

The rural teachers had 10 be self sufficient, was often 
isolatedand tied to keep a well disciplined classtoom. They 








‘worked hard and played bard, giving much of themselves to their 
students and the community earning 2 lasting appreciation. 
‘They were special peopl, “the teachers

twelve ratepayers voted unanimously in favour of the

A petition forthe formation ofa public school was forwarded 
to the Department of Education on Mareh 27, 1906, It was 
accepted and in April of 1906 the Corofin School District # 1507 
Was established. The number of acres of assessable land was 
approximately 11,500 which included Sections 27, 28, 29, 30,31 
32, 3, 34 and those portions of sections 35 and 36 lying west of 
the Assiniboine River in township 33, range 4, W2nd: also 
sections 3,4, 5, 6,7, 8, 9 and thse portions of sections 2, 10 and 
1, lying west of the Assiniboine River in township 34, range 4 
Wand meridian, 








Petition 

Charles Lyons sold an acre for $15.00 for the school yard, on 
SE. 434-4 W2, Sam Neshit contracted to build the school tothe 
specifications set out by the Department of Education forthe sum 
‘of $900.00. On the raised platform atthe front of the school was 
the teacher's desk and char. The pupils satin double desks. The 
teacher's bell was a brass hand bell. freguard was ploughed 
around the school yard. The first fence was built in 1908, Later a 
‘wooden picket fence was erected, The favorite sport of the 
students was to walk around the fence without falling off. In 1916 
front porch and coal shed were added. A new barn was builtin 
1935. Mrs. Berry suggested that linoleum should be used forthe 











floor covering. This was done in 1916. I is believed that Corofin 
was the first school to use Hnoleum, Water was hauled in ereara 
cans at $.25 per can, It was stored ina evockery water fountain. A 
‘Waterbury furnace provided the heat, Taxes were five cents per 

From 1906 to 1922 there was no school ater the Christmas 
Concert in December until the end of March, After 1922, the 
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Schoo! year inthe rural schools was July 110 June 30,210 days. 
Grades Ito VII were taught until the Depression. Then Grades IX 
and X were taught by the teacher with the aid of the 
Saskatchewan Government Correspondence Lessons, This 
enabled many ofthe students to complete their high schoo 

‘The teacherage was bought for $200.00 and moved by Mr. 
Gillespie rom Tadmore in 1919. 

AS in other areas, the school was the focal point for all 
activites. Dusing the winter, social family gatherings were held

CHURCH SERVICES 

‘The next step after the school was built was to provide church 
services for the setlement. Corofin became a member of the 
Presbyterian Preeceille- Sturgis charge. Services were held twice 
‘month inthe school. The services were open to all regardless of| 
his or her denomination. The manse was in Preeceville. After 
1925 the United Church served the Preeceville-Sturgs-Corofin 
charge. Sunday School clases were eld fo the children. Many 
ofthe babies were baptized, too. Mrs. Frank Rex's funeral was 
‘eld in the school. 

During the forties and fifties, we had the Missionary Alliance 
Ministers conducting church services and Bible study clases, 
too. They oo, had Sunday School classes

During World War Tl, there was an active Red Cross. The

‘The pioneers faced many hardships. Yorkton was the nearest 
railway center. Many homesteaders walked from Yorkton to file 
on their homesteads. When the railway reached Canora it was 
‘easier to buy supplies and get the mal. For those living i the 
CCorofin District the mail was brought to a home inthe Crooked 
Hill Creek, then toC. Jacobson’s home and to a post office called 
Plateau operated by Sam Nesbit on N.W. 35-33-4, The mail was 
taken by horse from Canora. When the raiload was buil from 
(Canora to Sturgis around 1916, Tadmore Post Office was opened 
bby Mrs, Seddon, ad later operate by the Shaver family.

CCorofin District belonged to the Tadmore Rural Telephone

been erected into a school district under the names of the

The school was situated in the southwest comer of the south

second meridian, The first meeting ofthe school board was held 
‘on te 6th day of March, 1915. Inthe repotit stated school would 
bbe opened June Ist, 1916 if possible. Chairman Victor Wrigy 
Secretary G.W. Franklin, Trustees - V. Wright, A. Boen, Geor 
Menu. The frst teacher was Anna C, Healy. It was a large one 
room school until 1919.

MARY (DRONECK) AURAMENKO 
REMEMBERS HER SCHOOL DAYS AT 
CAVELL SCHOOL - written in 1989 

I started school when Iwas nine years old. Thad o take care of 
mother and help her after she had an operation for appendix, 
‘School was everything to me. I had so many interests, making 
scrapbooks and playing house with sardine cans and broken glass, 
‘Then playing Fox and Goose in the winter. In summer mostly 
odige ball and later baseball were played. Nip the Penny was 
outlawed as one git got her eye injured, 

I studied well therefore I skipped from grade 6 to 8 and so did 
all my brothers. When I was told I coulda’t go to school nyrore 
Twas very ad. Iwas told that Thad to stay at home and work, My 
Parents went to town and I satin the bugey and cred all day 
That's why I saw that my children had Grade 12. Only my 
‘youngest one left home with Grade 11 but did work hard at night 
‘School and got ber Grade 12 and more schooling. 

We had three nd a haf miles to go to school. I was lucky as 1 
had three brothers and in the wintertime we could take our hors, 
Franke, and the home made cuter Half ofthat distance had bush 
(on the north side, the est was open. One stormy day Dad came 
for us witha team of horses and double sleigh. The snow was up 
to the horses’ bellies. Dad had to cut a neighbor's fence and get 
the horses off the road because they were falling down in the 
snow. My Dad was afraid that the neighbour would be mad at him 
for cutting the fence. He came to Mr. Kragnes and said, “'m 
sorry Thad to cut your fence” Mr. Kragnes replied, “Was, that's 
‘okay. Thope that you get home safely.” Now, you can't find such 
ind people. 

Inthe summer we always had to walk. When the river (Kopje 
(Creek) was lower we would cross this samme man's eld and we'd 
hve a shorter walk. We didn’t take this shortcut often as it was 
always muddy by the creek and sometimes we'd be Scared that 
there were wolves in te willows along the river. 

Atthat time all our clothes were handmade. Woolen socks and 
mitts were hand knit. Girls never wore slacks until about 1932 
‘Our clothes were very crude. Girls wore rubber boots with tree 
eyelet lace ties, Real cool! That rubber was so strong that you 
could pass it down to ten people and it would not wear out. Our 
‘overcoats were made over from larger coals. Mother made them 
for us. We also had caps made from the same material. The gels 
‘wore jumpers, not slacks, and long woollen socks which were 
held up by the rubber rings that were used to seal canning jars, If 
the socks were too short they kept sliding down when we raz, 1 
remember more than once teas running down my face because T 
had to stop and pull them up andthe ober kids would get ahead 
of me. Thea I got a chance to find two rubber rings foreach leg 
and I would pu one above the knee and one below and this would 
hold my stockings up much better. 

For our lunch pail we were lucky if we could get lard pail, 
remember sharing mine with my younger brother, John, Our 
sandwiches consisted of rhubarb jam or serambled eggs, We had 
to hold them with both hands when we ate them so the egg 
‘would’ fallout, Meat we had only inthe wintertime. Daintes 
wwe seldom had as we were just so poor. We had apples at times in 
the fall as they used to pele them from door to door. 

‘Then I recall our Halloween Party. It was always in the 
afternoon, but this one year it was at night. There were no lights 
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and there was a line up on both sides of the path by the school, 
The kids that were not dressed up or at least had their faces 
colored had to walkin the middle to get to school, The kids on 
each side would make such spooky noises, they scared us to 
death. I surely didn’t enjoy that as T was always such a scaredy 

“Halloween night we'd go to close neighbours and get some hay, 
‘8 good forkful, and throw itunder the door of the house. The boys 
used to hamess the cows or tie twine across te gat ito the yard 
I dial a real stupid wick one year. We knew this kid, Willie 
‘Chemiawski, wno was coming over to our place. I got the idea to 
ppt on a white sheet and stand behind a sprace by the gate. Soon 
he appeared and I made a nose ikea hooty ow. He jumped and 
took of over fences and I'm sure he never knew who it was. T elt 
real bad as he cut his knee when he was jumping over the barbed 
wire fences; Inever di trick like tht again, 

loved going to school and always regretted that I didn't have 
4 chance to get any funtber education, But in those days the gisls 
had to stay at home and work 








MEMORIES OF AJAX SCHOOL 

Pearl Klemehuk attended the Cavell Schoo! (later renamed 
Ajax School) which was located two miles from her home. She 
remembers her hardships and the joys of young childhood; 
walking to school through snow banks, testing er cherished 
dress on barbwire on her way from school, suffering from frost 
bite 

Location of the Cavell School was S.W. quarter of section 34, 
range 4, and west of second and directions from town of Sturgis, 
‘one mile east and seven miles north. The school yard was itself 
‘was fenced with agate, The school was constructed of lumber and. 
was finished onthe outside with cedar shingles and sprue siding 
Tkwas a two-room building with separate entrances. There was a 
doorway between the two rooms. Each room had it's own source 
‘ofeat, tall round wood heater. Stove pipes from the two heaters 
merged into the single brick chimney which was centally 
located 

JIn one room the younger children were in grades Ito 4 and in 
the next adjourning room, te senior students were in grades 5-9 
Inthe early years the two classrooms were separated only by a 
‘curtain. Later a permanent wall was constructed with a doorway. 

‘Atnough there were two teachers fo this two room school, 
there was only one teacherage where a teacaer could live, There 
was also a bar where the teacher and children sheltered their 
horses. On the school yard there were two ball diamonds. There 
‘were no swings, or any other playground equipment. 

In the late 1940's Peas sister, Pauline, started the Ajax 
School. They both walked to school with the neighbour's 
children, the Federiuk’s, Droneck’s, Kardynal’s, Letwene's, 
Popowich's, and Turesk’s In the spring and fll they rode horse 
back to school. When snow arrived they hitched a ide with their 
neighbors on a sleigh, ora toboggan drawn by one, or two horses 
“The tip to school and back was at times very crowded. At times 
their aval at school saw children huddlng around the wood 
stove to warm ther frozen cheeks, toes and fingers. Inthe cold 
winter months, the children’s lunch was at times sill frozen at 











In the Tate 1940's the Ajax School was destroyed by 
Although there was no positive proof, it was suspected that a 
sisgruntled parent burnt the building. No investigation as to the 
cause of the fie was followed. Anew school was not rebuilt. TWo 
separate Schools were constructed, 









EAST AJAX SCHOOL DISTRICT #3667 
By Gena (Droneck) Crowston. 

A fie of undetermined origin destroyed the eriginal two room 
‘Ajax (Cavell) School in May, 1949, Before the start of classes 
‘September a “temporary” school building was provided for us. 
The old Ajax district had heen divided in two with East and West 
Ajax schools situated one mile in each dizection from the old 
School ste. Previous tothe old school buming down there had 
been discussion and controversy about dividing the district into 
two schools in order to create shorter distances fr the children to 
travel 

‘The “new” school looked very much like someone's old 
sranary withthe addition of the waditional row of windows onthe 
Westside. The outside walls were covered with ted brick siding 
The small porch entry served asa coat and boot room, The school 
room was heated by the wood bum, potbellied stove in the 
‘comer. This schoo! accommodated students from grades one 10 
ight. High school students were now going to the new 
‘Composite High School in Sturgis, 

‘My teachers at this school were: Mrs. Grace Gibney in Grade 
five and Mr. Andrew Cholod in Grades six and seven. Good use 
was made of his Ukrainian ancestry ashe also taught us our native 
language after the regular school hours. I remember my father 
being very proud that finally someone was teaching us “our 
language. Dad was abe to help me with this homework ashe had 
high schoo! education in Ukraine, Our teacher for my final year 
was Mrs. Eunice Lesanko. I liked her as a teacher and also felt 
that she was almost family as she was mazted tothe brother of 
‘iy aunt's husband, 

‘When [started school at East Ajax Iwas considered old enough 
to be entrusted with a retized farm horse, Molly, for my 
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West Ajax Sehool Children i no particular onder)

‘She would swish her al take two quicker steps and then fll ight 
back into her slow plod. She became an indispensable par of my 
schoo life. Inthe spring and fall I rode horseback but during the 
cold winter months my father built me a toboggan which Molly 
pulled. Molly’s lunch of hay was placed in the bottom of this 
vehicle. Thad a mutimade of quilts to keep me warm. On cold, 
blustery days I could cover myself completely with a quilt and 
Molly would take me to school oe back home. She was a keen 
‘enough animal that she had leamed the way without any direction 
‘needed from me. The lines to her bridle were a strict formality 
between us. If she saw any on-coming waffic on the two track 
county reads, she would pull off to the side and stop until they 
had passed. If someone caught up tous from behind and wanted 
to pass they had to contend with her slow speed unless I heard 
them and pulled ber off to the side. Her speed was always a bit 
faster the last quarter mile approaching school or home as she 
‘new that some hay and a teat of oats awsited her once she was 
in the bam. The school yard provided a bam for the horses that 
ere ridden to school During our nh time we would take them 
to the well for a drink. I'm sure poor Moly felt quite displaced in 
Grade seven when I ordered a brand new, red bicyele from 
Eaton's Mail Order Catalogue. This became my summer 
ttansportation and Molly was enly called out of the pasture on 
those occasions when it rained and the roads were too muddy for 
ny bieycle. Moly died of old age several years after Thad moved 
‘onto high school in Sturgis. She was a good and faithful horse. 
‘You could always depend on her to get you to school and back 
home. 

‘The annual schoo! pinie/sports day was @ memorable event. I 
only got to go if my father felt he could spare the ime from fam, 
work. For weeks in advance I would eagerly watch his progress 
With the summer fallow. If he had the final acre absolutely black 
and weed-fee, it was fairy certain that he would spare the time 
for the family to attend the picnic. The crowning event for me, 
‘was a nickel being spared from hard eagned cash, so I could buy 

As school busses became the new trend in the rural areas the 
small country schools were closed dovin. Children ha to ride the 
yellow busses for an hour or more tothe new, larger schools in 
‘Sturgis. know that Tam not the only one who has many fond 
‘memories ofthe “Litle Country School House”. One aspect does 
not cease to amaze me: itis the tevific job teachers did planning 
‘lasses for four grades in the primary room and four grades in the 
second school room. Yet donot remember any distaptions from 
either the very young or the older students. The teachers had 
absolute contro oftheir classroom.

‘According tothe Saskatchewan Archives, the first interest in 
forming 2 school dist inthe area was a map dated Feb. 22, 
1908, followed by another on March 4, changing the boundaries. 
‘A petition dated April 4, 1908, was made for the formation of a 
public school district, with further boundary changes, and with 
the following information on the proposed District: No.of acres 
12,800; Assessable ares 12, 160; population 53; no. of children 
between 5-16 years inclusive -9; below age S- 15. No. of actual 
residents lisbe to taxation for school purposes -37; 34 Protestant, 
3 Roman Catholic. The committee members John J, Healy, Bert

Several names were suggested forthe proposed school district 
but Kopje was finally chosen, probably for Kopje Creek in the 
valley just west of the school. The school was stuted on one acre 
of the southeast comer of SE-9-35-4-W2nd, In the 1930'S an 
additional are tothe west was purchased 

[At the time several school districts were being formed with 
‘considerable jockeying for boundaries to provide a sustainable tax 
‘base, Boundaries were mainly approved in April, 1910 except for 
‘minor changes in later years. 

‘On April 11, 1911 approval was given fora loan of $1100.00 
for the purpose of buying the schoo sit, building and furnishing 
the schoolhouse, to be paid back inten equal payments at interest 
‘of not more than 8%

$20.00. 

After the school was closed, the Unit moved the building to 
Preecevlle School yard where it was used for several years. Later 
it was moved to the Sturpis ski ill where it sll serves as a 
clubhouse and meeting room for the Assiniboine Ski Club. 

Information for the following was obtained from school 
attendance registers and the Saskatchewan Archives

Spelling of names was uncertain as teachers struggled to record 
unfansliar names. 

‘The school was quarantined from May 26 to June 24 in 1913 
With no stated reason. It was closed forthe influenza epidemic 
from November 23 to December 9, 1918, 

At first the school was heated by a huge Wiaterman-Waterby 
stove surrounded by a meta jacket and served by along stovepipe 
that ran the length ofthe school. When the high school was built 
in 1931, it had a full basement with a wood-fired furnace and a 
repister in each schoolroom, which made for a more comfortable 
and safer environment. 








‘There was a small arm that held about 10 horses and in wink 
every stall was filed, Walking behind all those heels was a beart- 
pounding experience. Each driver of a cuter, sleigh ot toboggan 
hhad to bring something to feed the horses at noon. In muddy 
spring weather, many pupils rode to school. OF couse, the horses 
had tobe ridden to the creek to be watered at noon and there was 
quite a display of horsemanship, 

‘There was a coal house which was used sometimes in the early 
days. Fach year tenders were let for both dry and green cardwood. 
to be supplied by local farmers. The wood was sawed into stove 
lengths, and spit

According to a copy of the Minutes of the Annual Mi 
January 11th, 1941 (Sask. Archives), 

‘cords of green wood and the purchase ofS cords of dry wood was 
‘approved. Other business covered at this meeting included fine 
lighting at 30 cents per day: sweeping at 20 cents per day (two 
rooms); bam cleaning at $1.50 per month; scrubbing at $1.00 per 
room per month; and odd jobs tobe paid at 25 cents per hour. The 
rill rate forthe coming year was set at 10 mills 

Holidays varied greatly through the years. Inthe early days, 
classes did’ start until well into January, February or March with 
a short summer holiday. Later they became more stable with 
approximately 10-14 days at Christmas, a week at Easter and 
about 2 months in the summer. 

The outdoor tiles were a brisk walk from the school and the 
Eaton's catalogue served is purpose there as it did at many 
homes 

Jast west ofthe school was a well with a pump which usually 
supplied good water, When it was frozen up in winter or had gone 
dry, water was brought in cream cans from nearby farms, It was 
placed ina erack with spigot until it was broken and then a white 
enamel pail with dipper served the purpose, Usually each pupil 
brought a cup which was hung on anal nearby

The teachers attempted to teach good healt habits. At one 
time, Lifebuoy Soap Company sent out charts foreach child with 
alist of habits at the side (brushing teeth, washing hands, 10 hours 
of sleep, et.) and a heading with days of the month, Each 
‘morning an "X” was made in a square if that good habit had been 
followed, Some teachers made a monthly char on a postion ofthe 
blackboard. Often parents received an education in good hygiene 
and prevention of the spread of germs from the information 
brought home from schoo 

‘We had one teacher who organized the noon wash-up by grade 
stating with Gr, Ito TV; Grades V and up were sent 10 the 
blackboard. The tescher called off about 15 double digit numbers 
to be added. We all competed to see who could fnish frst, and 
regretted when it was our grade's tum to wash It was a good way 
to leam speed adding

Besides reading, writing and arithmetic, students were made 
aware of their duties in a class called “Citizenship”, where we 
learned the words to “O Canada” and “God Save the King” and 
how to draw the Union Jack flag. We learned history by copying. 
notes from the blackboard, starting wih the frst explorers of 
Canada and proceeding through the grades to British history. 
“Textbooks were few; in the elementary grades, usually only the 
teacher had one. Later textbooks became available in some 
subjects, but the parents had to pay for ther, Teachers went from 
grade to grade, assigning questions, listening to reading, teaching 
‘aclass-eight grades covered meant a well-organized teacher 
(Of course, recess was looked forward 10 and amusemes 
found in many ways. The younger children played games such a5 
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Red LightGreen Light, Pom Pom Pullaway, Drop the 
Handkerchief, and London Bridge. Activities vatied with the 
seasons or became popular for awhile and then were dropped 
There was skipping. playing marbles, jacks, hop-scotc, 
prisoner's bas, fox and goose, and later swings and a teeter totter 
“Most popular forthe older children in summer was softball and. 
feach year the Official Softball Rules were obtained and 
researched to make sure the right roles were being followed, In 
winter, football, which was similar to soccer, was the favorite 
game. 

‘A big event in spring was the fold meet, which was held ia 
Sturgis. Time was taken on Friday afternoons to practice the 
various sport such as running, high jump, hop-step-jump etc as, 
well a selecting the ball team to represent the schoo 

The school picnic, which was arranged by the trustees, was 
held atthe end of June. Families who could, usually some of the 
trustees, brought home-made ice cream which was then sold for a 
nickel a cone. Riding in the back ofthe car with a salty, ice-illed 
and dripping freezer was not a pleasant experience. The booth 
was made by the trustees out of poplar poles, with aboard counter 
and roofed over with poplar branches. Other tempting goodies 
available for S cents were chocolate bars, pop, candies, popeor 
‘ith prizes, and a banana from the large bunch displayed. There 
were races of all kinds with money prizes. The first race was 
always forthe litle ones who hadn't started school and each one 
received a nickel ora free ice cream cone. Ball games were in 
progress al afternoon 

Christmas concerts were the highlight of the winter with 
teachers, students, parents and the school board all working 

her fora successful evening, Practising for play, recitations, 
ils and carols began in November. At the same time parents 
Were busy constructing costumes and finding props for the pays 
[About three days before the conceet, the school board did thet 
part A large Christmas tre was setup. All the desks were moved 
to the side and stacked, benches made of planks were set up and 
‘stage constructed at the front ofthe school. The teacher assigned 
children 2 place in the fist three ows and they were expected to 
be there unless they were next on stage. The night of the concert, 
people were packed into every inch of the schoolroom. A. gas 
Tamp hung over the stage gave a theatrical aura to the program 2s 
‘one item followed another. A bag of candy with an orange or 
apple was handed out to each child by Santa Claus. Some years, 
the children received a small gift ordered by age and name and 
pre-packaged by Eaton's 

Up until the time thatthe Sturgis School Unit came into effect, 
local boards had full responsibilty for the management of their 
School. They received the money paid for school taxes and t 
government grant. They hired or fired the teacher, aranged 
boarding places, and received the school inspector's repor. 
Permission for various activites by the pupils away from the 
school had to be considered and given. The upkeep and janitor 
work of the school had to be arranged and paid for. We are 
grateful to the many men and women who worked together as 
trustees and parents to provide a safe and leaming environment 
forte eildren of the dstrit. 























MANNANAH SCHOOL DISTRICT #1390 

The first official meeting recorded forthe proposed Mannanah 
‘School District was held atthe home of Patick Reagan onthe 6th 
day of June, 1905, Peter L. Olson was appointed chairman and 
‘Timothy Gibney appointed to be secretary. There is no record of 
\who attended the meeting but the original trustees elected at that 
meeting were Thomas Reagan (chairman), Timothy Gibney 
(secretary) and Andrew Soderlund Se. (zeasuer). 

‘On June 28, 1905 a petition was signed and retumed to the 
Commissioner of Education, Regina, N.W-T: to establish the 
lands that were to be included in the proposed School District. 
‘The proposed area included 12,840 acres of which 12, 220 were 
assessable. The population ofthis area was sixty with foureen 
school age children and twelve children below the age of five. 
There were sixteen land owners Hable to taxation, if this petition 
was accepted 

‘The name Mannanah was selected after the origin of a number 
of new setlets to the Eden Valley District from the Manannah 
Minnesota area, which was established about September of 1871 
The name Mannanah (note change in spelling - Manannah) 
originated from an old Scottish history and was established to 
provide a dam to furnish water power for a flour mill operated 
there until 1874, then discarded in favour of more modem 
technology 

‘A bylaw relating to the issue of debentures for Mannanah S.D. 
‘which had by now been given the number 1390 was passed on 
December 11, 1905. The sum of $800.00 was loaned on the 
security ofthe School istrict for the purpose of “buying material 
‘and building & school house and furnishing the same". The above 
amount was to be repaid in ten equal consecutive annual 
installments with interest at not more than 8. 

‘The building was constructed in 1906 under the supervision of 
‘Leo Martel and Andrew Soderlund Se 

Lumber was obtained from Reine's Mill which was 
approximately one hundred miles northeast ofthe school site. The 
‘original building was a 20" X 30° wood frame building with 10° 
walls anda gable oof and foundation of stones and concrete 

‘The school was finally ready for classes inthe summer of 1907 
The first teacher was Miss Connie Wilkinson who came directly 
from England and was allowed to teach on a permit from the 
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Mannanah Schoo! 
Original Sohool balm 1906 





Department of Education. Miss Wilkinson stayed only one month 
‘when Mrs, Elizabeth Healy took over. She was also on permit as 
she had some teaching experience from when she lived in 
Ontario, 

‘The frst enrollment of 1907, and the fist in the newly 
established Mannanah School, ineluded fourteen pupils: Mary, 
Rose, Tim and Katie Gibney; Andrew, Arvid, Oscar and Anna 
(Olson; Nora Madden; Tom Dusham; Paddy and Jon Reagan; im. 
and Ann Healy 

‘The enrollment continued to increase from 14 in 1907, 27 
pupils in 1914 to as many as 41 in 1918 and up to 44 in 1919. The 
Schoolhouse soon proved tobe inadequate. A decision was made 
to expand, 

During the summer of 1920 the building was completely 
remodeled by Andrew Jackson, a carpenter from Minnesota. F 
had a daughter Vile, staying withthe Englund’s, one mile west 
of the schoo sit 

A10" addition was added to the west side with ive large 30” X 
56” windows installed inthe west wall. The building was now a 
modem 30°X30” structure with @ new cottage style roof. There 
were no 30” X 56" windows on the east wall near the back ofthe 
oom and two cloak rooms atthe back of the room, The door 
faced the south. The addition was also on a permanent concrete 
foundation 

‘The school was heated by a large wood stove atthe back ofthe 
classroom. The stove had atin jacket around it to keep children 
from touching the hot stove, Ofien the tn jacket had wet clothing 
and mitts hanging on itso they would be dry by home time. The 
stove was usually red hot by the time school stated in the 

‘Water was always sbundant from a shallow wel in the school 
ya 

AA teacherage was added to the Schoo! District in 1916. Until 
this time the teacher usually boarded at a neighbouring farm 
usually quite close to the school 

The old country school atmosphere can only be imagined by 
cone who had actually experience i. The eight or so grads all in 
cone classroom proved to be very interesting. It always seemed 
that what one of the other grades was doing was a bit more 
interesting than what we were doing. 

(ur entertainment at recess and noon was anything from 
ctimibing trees to playing ball. Special treats were an extra long 
‘noon “hour” so we could have a game of “Run Sheep Run”. On 
these days we were allowed to cross the road and use the bush to 
the west ofthe school. “Cricket” a we called it, was also a very 
popular game 

‘A“pillow fight” post and pole set up provided some exciting 
entertinment. Instead of feather pillows, gunny sacks filled with 

rass were used and on occasion @ “small” stone would 
ocidentally” get put in the sack, 

‘The result was sometimes a nose bleed or a lump on the side of 
the head, These minor casualties would have to be dealt with 
‘before the teacher became aware of them. 

Tn 1920 there was a severe outbreak of Scarlet Fever inthe area, 
‘The school was closed for six weeks and was fumigated by 
hanging blankets soaked in Formaldehyde across the room, 

“Mannanah School, as with every other country schoo, as no 
<douts the hub of the community. Church services, Sunday School 




















classes, Christmas concerts, summer picnics, card parties and 
meetings were some of the activities other than school classes. 

‘About 1950 a row of spruce tees was planted on the east 
boundary ofthe school yard. Each student planted two saplings 
which today are slmost 40° tal, The trees and memories are 
almost all that remains of the old Mannanah Schoo! District 
#1390. 

Eventually the enrollment leveled off an finally decreased to 
eleven pupils. On June 30, 1953 the school was closed - never to 
open again. 

The building was ater moved into Sturgis and used as a satellite 
classroom to help house the enrollment boom at the Sturgis 
‘Composite High School. Eventually the enzollment at SCH.S, 
leveled off and the old building was no longer needed. A sad 
tending to 2 “building that was more than a building” to so many 
people,

increasing rapidly for the next tenor Gfleen years. The matter of 
‘education for the children was probably considered for some 
time, but the frst official evidence comes from The Saskatchewan 
Archives Board some of which are copied and presented here as 
‘pat of this history. These archive copies are numbered and listed 
below and are included because they add historical significance to 
this story They are referred to by number in this history. You will 
also note that the spelling of some of the names of people 
‘mentioned in the correspondence has changed with time.

In the minutes of the first school meeting (1) held atthe home 
of N. Zmat (Nick Stud) on the N.W.1/-24-36-4 W2nd on 
Friday June 9, 1916 the following information is found. At this 
‘eeting a poll was held forthe purpose of deciding the forming 
of School District, the results being. 12 for and 1 against. The 
meeting continued by electing the following Trustees: Mr. Paul 
uo of Woodlight (years), Mr. Mike Magdy of Woodlight (2 
years), Mr: Nickols Moroz of Woodlight (year) Chaisman, 
Mr, Paul Oro, Secretary, Mr. Roy Hamilton 

A copy of the declaration of Resident Ratepayers signed and 
witnessed dated June 9, 1916, (3 ) stating thatthe number of 
persons residing within the proposed district ible tobe asssessed 
for school purposes was forty-one and tha the number of children 
of ages five to sixteen residing in the proposed district was fry 
seven. This petition was received by the Department of Education 
August 16, 1916 and was assigned No. 3823, Included with the 
application was a map ( 4.) of the proposed district which 
included the names of al the residents of the district at that ime 
and marked the proposed site of the school as the SE comer of 
Sec. 23.36-4 W2ne.. This map also refers to the proposed School 
District by the name of Wodlght, a choice no doubs inuenced 














by the fact that it was simated inthe area served by the Woodlight 
ost Office. 

Everything seemed tobe set fr the new school district withthe 
receipt of the order (5) dated September 15,1916 informing the 
school board of the formation ofthe school district, This letter 
also stated that “The Local Government Board will fuish forms 
tw enable your board to proceed with the issue of debentures for 
the purpose of securing funds to build and equip a schoo!” 

‘We have no explanation forthe delay in construction that took 
place at this time but tis possible dhat asthe war was in progress 
there may have been shortages of manpower, material and/or 
finances 

‘The next communication recorded is another petition for 
Organization of a School Diswict with some boundary changes 
Including Sec1-36-4 W2nd dated Apri 8, 1919,(6). This petition 
names as a committee: John Smud, Joseph Malek, and Alex 
Jarysky. The board elected for 1919 consisted of D. Medlosk, A. 
‘Auramenko, and Joseph Malek. A eter under the leter head of 
‘the Local Government Board dated November 8, 1918 authorized 
‘debenture for the sum of $4,600.00 (7 ) for the purpose of 
building and furishing a school. Tis letter makes no mention of 
repayment terms or rate of Interest 

‘As all the old records ofthe local school board were destroyed 
‘when the school bumed, we have no knowledge ofthe exact cast 
ofthe building or date of beginning or completion, However itis 
our understanding that Waterman and Waterbury Co. of Regina 
purchased the debentures and contracted to build the school anda 
three room teacherage with the school district to repay the 
debentures, 

The building was a large one room school with two cloakrooms 
ofall lumber constuction similar in design to many others inthe 
area built at that time, The intevior was finished with lath and 
plaster with the lower part covered with burlap, Ici reported that 
‘he interior plaster work had been done in winter weather which 
accounted for the trouble with the plaster falling off. Inthe early 
thirties te interior was refinished wit plaster board. One ofthe 
Junior students, Mike Gromnisk, still resides in Sturgis at this

During the twenty’s and early thirty's it was common to have 
an enrollment of approximately fifty students in grades one 10 
eight, and a few in nine and ten with correspondence courses 
‘School did not begin until late February or early March with a 
very short summer holiday. Often classes began in the middle of 
July. The spring sports consisted of playing marbles forthe boys 
and the girls played many games of hop-scotch. When the ground 
dried enough for ball, that was the game of choice. The school 
yard which consisted of two acres, never seemed quite large 

ugh. It would accommodate two softball diamonds without 
too much danger to the windows of the school and teacherage 
Hard ball was another matter. This provided a good reason (0 
Claim the necessity to have permission to go out of the school 
‘grounds where there was a large area of grass. That was so-mch 
‘more fun than being confined to the schoo! yard and was usually

‘This was also the site ofthe annual school picnic in the eatly 
years. However, in later years the land surrounding the school 
‘became farm land and the playground and the picnic had 10 be 
‘confined tothe school property. Wooslight also had quite a Lrge 
frame bam with numerous posts and beams. This doubled as a 
_gymeespecially on wet rainy days or when any other excuse would 
et the required permission. 

inthe early years, the school was used at times for social events 
such as dances or parties. The highlight of the winter was, of 
course, the Christmas Concert with many hours spent in 
preparation, practicing for plays, drills, carols ete. On the big 
night the school was packed with adults and children, there was 
of course, the vist from Santa. Spring in later years brought 
preparation for field days with practice forthe various events 
hoping to bring home ribbons from the Sturgis Feld Meet. 

‘The year 1945 brought some major changes to the education 
system in this area as the June 30 issue of the Saskatchewan 
Gazette contained notice ofthe orderin-couneil. which formed 
the Sturgis School Unit No, 45. This greatly diminished the 
powers and responsibilities of the local school boards of each 
‘School district within the borders ofthe Sturgis School Unit. 

‘The evening of October 21, 1946 Woodlight School 
nyysteriously burnt t the ground leaving 30 students without a 
classroom, Arrangements were made for ten to attend Beaver 
[Bank School, and five students went to Gold Bank School. The 
‘eacherage was renovated and classes held there forthe rest of the 
studs 

April 24, 1947, contractor Charlie Wilde ofthe Beaver Bank 
district began construction of a new school on the same site with, 
lumber supplied and delivered by B.W. Hamilton and Sons. The 
building was competed that year, with supervision and financing 
by the Sturgis Schoo! unit. We have no record of the cost ofthe 
new school 

The schoo! existed fora short time as in 1961 the frst meeting 
in the district was held egarding centralizing the school. Most of 
the parents were not in favor. However the trend to centralize 
Petssted and at the end of June, 1964 there were only fifteen, 
students grades one to six, that had not opted to attend Sturgis

‘The average enrollment for the lst sixteen years was twenty- 
five students. The average teachers salary forthe lst ten years 
‘was $2.285.00 per year. The boar for the last year the sehool 
‘operated consisted of Chairman, John J. Hamilton, Secretary 
‘Treasurer, John Auramenko, and Metro Sm. 

A few years later the buildings were sold and moved away. The 
land was sold to the farmer who owned the rest of the quarter 
section, Now all that remains are the memories inthe minds of 
those whose fumes provided the thought and efor to build and 
maintain the schoo! and who cherish the memories ofthe friends 
made and the lessons learned, and the enjoyment had while 
attending Woodlight School.

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WOODLIGHT POST OFFICE AND TRAIL 
(Contributed by John J. Hamilton) 

‘Woodlght Post Office first opened on August 29, 1908 in the 
home of Mr. and Ms. Tom Hamilton on NW-14-36-4-W2ad with 
‘Tom as postmaster. On December 9, 1912, B. W. Hamilton 
assumed the duties as Postmaster at the Same location and on May 
4, 1914, Roy Thomas became the new post 

The mal for this post office was fist delivered from Canora. As 
there were a number of rural post offices in the area nosh of 
Canora, it is possible that one person delivered to more than one 
post office. Mail carers at tha time often traveled on horseback 
{ue to road conditions. Not long after the arrival of train 
from Swan River to Sturgis in October 1911 the mail forthe 
‘Woodlight Post Office was picked up at Sturgis and delivered ro 
‘Woodlght. The Woodlight Post Office closed in 1918. 

Fr the next twenty-one years there was n0 Woodlight Post 
Office. Ten on July 1, 1939 the pos office re-opened onthe SW 
114-36.4-W2nd with Me. John Lande as postmaster, H e provided 
1 small separate building to house the Post Office. Every Friday 
was mail day with outgoing mail leaving for Sturgis about 9:30 
AM where it was delivered to the Sturgis post office. After the 
sftenoon mail arved by train at Sturgis and was sorted, the mail 
destined for Woodlight, together with any that had arived in the 
last week, was placed in maibags and was delivered 10 
Woodlight. This mail delivery contract was performed by Ole 
Lande and was separate ftom the postmastr’s contract. In many 
cases students were able to make a side trip on their way home 
and pick up the mail from Woodlight Post Otfice on Friday after 
school. On June 30, 1947 Woodlight Post Office was permanently 
closed. ft had been a welcome convenience as it saved many 
people a twelve to eighteen mile trp for mail 

‘Woodlight a rural post office north of Sturgis was named after 
the Woodlight Trail, an old logging road by which the post office 
vas simated, 

have for many years known ofthe existence ofthe Woodlight 
‘Tail, which was a branch of the Pelly Tal. It followed the east 
side of Kopje creek for about seven miles, crossing to the west 
side ata ford on NW-21-35-4-W2nd then following the westside 
ofthe creek fo its origin in what is now the Porcupine Forest 
Reserve. Some of the logs hauled on this trail were speuce cut in 
‘Twp. 37 and 38 R4. Others logs were cut at various locations 
further south along this tail. Evidence ofthis trail is sill visible 
in several places along Kopje Creek. One such place is on the 
‘westside of Kopje Creek on E1/2-10-36-4, On the same property 
the tail passed between a grove of spruce and the creck 
‘According to Bert Hamilton the spruce suitable for building logs 
had been removed from this place before 1905 and taken tothe 
Doukthobor village on Sec.23-33-4-W2nd, 

This trail had no doubt been wed before the arial ofthe white 
settlers by the Natives, As they traveled to favorable hunting and 
fishing places inthe forested area tothe north where they spent 
the summers. 

have been given two explanations forthe name “*Woodlight 
“Tail” They both come from a description of the predominant 
‘tees of woods along the route It was sparsely covered with white 
poplar which some believe appeared of a lighter than normal 
color; eters say it comes from the numerous open spaces or light 
cover of tres at that time, hence the name “Woodligh 
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‘THE STURGIS SCHOOL UNIT NO. 45 
(Submited by Helgi Jolson) 

‘The Sturgis School Unit No. 4S, the second in the province, 
‘was formed in 1945 ts frst office, small room inthe town hall, 
was soon moved to an adjacent building, purchased from Andrew 
Sodeelund for $1,150.00, Due to shortages during the war, it was 
Almost impossible t0 get office equipment. Records which had 
been collected from school districts were filed away in old 
‘wooden apple boxes and stacked up in an adjoining room. The 
secretary had an old kitchen table for a desk; the assistant had a 
‘card table and a small portable typewriter 

“The unit included school in the area from Linlaw in the West 
to Norquay inthe Eas, south of the forest reserve. The southem 
boundary approximated Highway N49 or it's projection in either 
direction. Schools just north of this road, such as Corofin 
Waler, were included in the unit 

The unit was divided into five sub-units with an elected 
representative from each. The Grst board of trustees consisted of 
[Nick Pangabko of Norquay. W.G. Zbituiw’ of Endeavour, Hugh 
Foster of Lintlaw; TA. Holm of Preeceville, and Fred Anaks, who 
represented both Stenen and Sturgis. 

“The location ofthe office for the newly formed unit became a 
very contentious issue. Previously, school inspectors from the 
Department of Education had been located, at different times, at 
both Preeceville and Sturgis. However, to avoid favoritism 
‘between the two towns, the first meeting, was held in Stenen on 
July 3, 1945. Subsequently, because it provided the best tain 
service for board member meetings, especially in the winter 
months when the highways were closed, Sturgis was chosen, 

‘The fist secretary-treasurer was WL, MacNeil, 1945-1949, 
followed by H.S. Naduriak. Birgit Beaty was te frst assistant 
secretary, followed by Margaret Wetterlund, 1946-1953, and Lily 
Hamilton, 1953-195. 

Helgi Jolson, the first superintendent, met the Board forthe fist 
time at their September 27, 1945 meeting. During the previous 
summer, following a discharge from the Air Force in whic he 
served as an instructor in navigation during the war he had taught 
at the Teacher's College in Saskatoon, His prior teaching 
background included one year at each of Danbury and Nordra, 
several years as a science teacher at Outlook high school and 
Moose Jaw Technical High School, and six years asthe Leroy 
school principal 

Psioe to the formation of Unit 45, disparity in educational 
‘opportunites between urban and rural communities had been 
seedly growing. In 1915. the provincial Department of 
Education, who had been aware ofthis, engaged group of rural 
cedacatrs from the New York State, headed by Dr. Foght, who 
recommended the consolidation of rural. school districts 
However, due to the depression that followed World War I, and 
the lack of suitable roads, only a few such districts were formed, 
Daring the 1930, the Saskatchewan Teachers Federation again 
stutied the problem and recommended the formation of lager 
School units. Once again, however, action was delayed by the 
depression ofthe 1930's and World War IL 

'By the early fortes, the problem was lke a "seething voleano 
ready to erupt at anytime, Students were attending schools built 
from logs plastered with mud, siting in desks made from non- 
planed lumber, with nails protruding. Library books and other 





























school supplies were not tobe found. Education in the province 
shad surely "hit rock bottom 

Before 1945, high school services were available only to 
students in larger towns and villages. Rural students could attend 
‘only if there was room for them and if they paid fee to the town 
cor village district. Because farming operons were becoming 
mechanized and farms were geting larger, fewer jobs were 
available for rural young people with elementary school 
education. 

Providing high school services for these students, therefore, 
Thecame the most urgent problem for the newly formed school 
unit. The first step taken was to immediately open high schools to 
all unit stedents, without fees, providing there was available 
space. The second step was to build composite high school that 
offered both an academic and vocational program, including shop 
classes in motor mechanics, welding, woodwork, home 
economics, and business education

In order to make these options available to as many students as 
possible, three large buses, purchased from the Saskatchewan, 
‘Transportation Commission, operated from Lintlaw in the west, 
Endeavour in the north, and Hyas inthe east

A dormitory was built to provide room and board, at $25.00 per 
‘month, for students who could not aocess bus transportation. A 
few non-unit students, who also used this service, paid $35.00 per 
month

‘A number of other iitatives were undertaken. School supplies 
were purchased in bulk and distributed to the Unit schools. A 
standardized testing program in the basic skill subjects of 
Reading, Arithmetic, Spelling and Language, was successfully 
established. Science kits were supplied to enable students to 
complete the elementary science program. A “Helping Teacher’

Libraries were set up in larger schools and boxes of suitable 
books were circulated among rural schools. For three years, an 
‘Audio-Visual teacher, A.C. Palmer, travelled among schools, 
showing education films. A vocational agricultural program, 
Which had been somewhat successful in the Kindersley area, was 
taught by Frank Graves, bat due to lack of ‘interest, was 
discontinued after two years, 

During the frst years subsequent to the Unit establishment, a 
sreat deal of money was speat on repaiting and painting rural 
Schools and on building teacherages to attract marred teacher 
Daring the late 1950's, however, # superintendents survey found 
that the number of pre-school children was progressively 
‘dropping. Based upon projections, which estimated a decline in 
overall enrollment of 25 1035 students each yea. it was apparent 
that several rural schools would no longer ave enough students 
to keep them operative. later study indicated actual enrollments 
were as follows: 1957-2586; 1967-2281; 1977-1727; 1987-1268,

ig the Inte 19505 therefore, the Unit Board started to close 
rural schools and bus students into central towns and villages. 
High school students were from Endeavour, Hazel Dell, Danbury, 
Stenen and Hyas 

In 1950, James Losi, editor forthe local paper, the North-East 
Review, started a band for young people aged fourteen years and 
‘over. Thirty-one members enrolled, Rehearsals were held Sunday 
aftemoons and Tuesday evenings. A "Booster Club" of parents 
‘was organized to help promote and finance the board. Mr, Losie 
donated his services. The ladies made uniforms consisting of 
‘wedge caps and blue and red capes. The ban le the Yorkton Fait 
Parade in 1952, when Mr Losie left to become assistant editor of 
the Davidson paper. 

During the summer of 1985, two members of the parents 
committee approached the superintendent, H. Jolson, regarding 
the possibilty of reorganizing the band under the auspices of the 
school unit. They proposed to donate existing funds and band 
instruments to the Unit, ifthe Board would assume operational 
responsibility. Although there was no budget for this venture, the 
Superintendent convinced the Board to request permission from 
the Department of Education to hire a bund instructor as a music 
supervisor, as. grants were available for such personnel. On 
August 18, 1955, the Unit Board engaged B. Hafsein asthe Unit 
‘muse supervisor andthe band insnictor. 

“The frst year, the school band culminated in a massed band 
concert held inthe Sturgis Arena on June 15, 1956, Participating 
were 115 members from individual Unit bands, including 
Preecevlle, Sturgis, Lintlaw, Okls, Hazel Dell, Hyas and Stenen, 
‘The chairman read a congratulatory letter from the Provincial 
Music Director, RJ. Staples. Tom Peterson, the Unit Band 
Representative, and Superintendent Jolson acknowledged the 
cecasion. The Preeceville Progress called itan "Historic Event in 
their report 

The Sturgis Unit Band program established an annual routine 
of performance activities at school, unit, community, provincial 
and occasionally national and international levels. 

(One such activity was the trip to Expo'67, Montreal, where 59 
‘band members, accompanied by chaperones and conducted by 
two bandmastes, Dwayne Emch and John Reynolds, played 
tsvce daily fora week on a floating bandstand. Other activities 
included the Moose Jaw Kinsmen Band Festival, Trustees 
‘Convention in Saskatoon, Intemational Peace Garden concert and 
annual Massed Band Concert at Crystal Lake. 














‘The band program was placed in serious jeopardy in the spring 
of 1981, when the Unit Board, due to anticipated tax revenue 
shortfall, passed 2 motion to end it on June 30th of that year, The 
Central ‘Band Commitee circulated a petition protesting the 
Boards decision with the result that, on April 9, 1981, the Board 
rescinéed the motion, The band program has continued without 
interruption to date 

Since the Unit was formed in 1945, few boundary changes have 
taken place. In the late 1960's, beeause better service could be 
provided by centralizing Okla and Lialaw with Kelvington, they 
Were added tothe Wadena School Unit 

‘Over the years, the name of the Unit has undergone a few 
changes. In 1979, the word Division replaced Unit. In 1989, it was 
changed tothe Timberline School Division and in 1997, when it 
‘was amalgamated with the Canora Schoo! Division, it became the 
(Crystal Lakes School Division.

THE BEGINNING 

In Saskatchewan, the centralization of sehools began in 1945, 
In those days the county-side was dotted with one-roomed 
Schools where instruction was decidedly uneven in quality for 
several reasons. There was a shortage of trained teachers because 
fof the Second World Wat, A number of rural schools were so 
remote, o $0 poorly constructed, or so inadequately funded that 
‘often only someone living in the area could be persuaded to teach 
inthem. In such cases, the quality of instruction would vary from 
excellent to deplorable. (This was long before the days of a set 
salary scale. A school district paid its teacher only the sm 
govemment grant and what it could collect in local taxes). ME 
HLTB. Jolson tells of “a small piece of land berween Sturgis and 
Wadena, up in the far northwest comer, that was kind of left 
behind. t was too small fora School district” Despite the efforts 
of parents to call their plight to the Department of Education, 
there were teenage children there who had never leamed to read 

Me FS. Lucas, Superintendent of Schools for Canora, began 
the work of setting up our Larger School Unit system. Mr, Jolson 
at that time was instructing six week courses for teachers, but 
‘when he could recur to his position as Superintendent of Schools 
in Sturgis, it was his job to sell the Larger Unit idea to local 
ratepayers. To that end, he drove endlessly over the territory north 
‘of Canora and as far east as the Manitoba borde, talking 10 
farmers at work in their fields and taking pictures of substandard 
schools. He describes one of them in this way: “made of logs, 
plastered with mud... lite, tiny windows .. a floor of great big, 
wide boards, kind of wavy .. the seats made of old two-by-fours 
not even planed boards nailed on and nals sticking out 

‘These slides that Mr. Jolson took proved invaluable when he 
addressed ratepayers’ meetings and faced opposition. Nick 
Panagabko, who later devoted so much time and encrgy 10 
promoting the Larger Unit, gan as an outspoken critic, Trustee 
in the relatively prosperous Norquay district, he considered 
centralization unnecessary until he saw Jolsoa’s pictures and 
travelled with him 0 wimess frst hand the deplorable state of 
‘many of the country schools. After that, he scarcely had time to 
‘work in his harness shop as he talked and travelled, promoting the 
value ofa central school and late a dormitory and school buses. 





























FORMATION OF THE STURGIS SCHOOL 
UNIT 

The Sturgis Larger School Unit No. 45, the second in the 

province, was established in July of 1945. After stormy’ debate, 

the office was placed inthe Village of Sturgis because that town 

‘was a geographically ideal location and also because, asa railroad

Board members. small room in the town hall served asthe frst. 
Unit Office. An adjacent building, purchased from Andrew

WL (Leslie) MacNeill was the first secretary-treasurer (1945. 
1949), followed by Mr. Harry $. Naduriak. The first assistant 
secretary was Birgit Beaty followed by Margaret Wetterlund 
1946-53), and Lily Hamilton (1953-55). The first board 
consisted of: Nick Panagabko (Sub-Unit 1, Norquay); Fred T 
‘Anaka (Sub-Unit 2, Stenen and Sturgis): Vice-Chairman Tom A 
Holme (Sub-Unit 3, Preeceville); Chairman Hugh M. Fost 

(Sub-Unit 4, Linlaw); and W. G. Zhitnew (Sub-Unit 5, 
Endeavour). Panagabko confirms thatthe Board sometimes sat 
until six am!

NEED FOR A VOCTIONAL/TECHNICAL 
SCHOOL FOR GRADES 9, 10, 11, & 12 

Probably, it was the formation ofthe Sturgis Schoo! Unit that 
influenced Mr. C.B. McGregor to present a brief to the Unit 
Board on the need of a vocationaMtechnical school for Grades 9, 
10, 11, and 12 within the Unit and offered a free site for this 
purpose, On March 28, 1946, Mr, FT Anaka (Sub-Unit 2, Stenen 
and Sturgis) moved that the Unit Board build a Composite High 
‘Schoo! inthe same year (1946) as approved by the Department of 
Education, The motion was cared 

Consequently, STURGIS. would have and had the FIRST 
COMPOSITE HIGH SCHOOL in a SASKATCHEWAN 
LARGER UNIT. The Department of Education wished to offer 
‘ot only an academic course at the high school level to country 
school students who formerly bad to enroll in corespondence 
courses, but aswell to diversify the program with such subjects as 














woodwork, drafting, motor mechanics, commercial (typing, 
business essentials, etc), and home economics. With the 
formation of such a school, students from all areas of the Unit 
‘were able to ear a high school diploma

‘turpis was chosen as the site for the Composite High School 
in part because the village offered free land for its lation 
Secondly, Sturgis was the geographical centre of the are, 
Furthermore, Sturgis was a railroad centre; railroads converged in 
Sturgis ffom all directions. Hence, students would have easy 
access tothe new school. Grants were available: 40% ofthe cost 
paid by the federal government, 40% by the provincial 
overnment, and 20% by the Unit itself, The Unit Board expected 
total enrollment of 81 stadens the frst year, 125 the second, and 
then the enroliment “to level itself out about the fourth or fith 
year and not to increase after tht.” It was thought that four 
Classrooms would provide sufficient room. Three teachers would 
be required the fist year, probably five eventually and never more 
than six. However, by the time the school was ready for 
occupancy’ these four classrooms were overcrowded with an 
enrollment of 200! Soon abandoned schools were being moved 
into Sturgis as “Satellites” and positioned behind the new school 
to sccommodste the overfiow, 

(On June 12, 1946, the Unit Board accepted the tender of W 
Soderlund "to build a four roomed composite school at Sturgis of 
fame stucco construction according to the plan approved by the 
Departinent of Education fr $20,500.00". In October ofthe sane 
year, the igure was revised upward to $22,582.00 since after the 
‘wat, building materials were in a very short supply. The 
importance of providing a central location was undetlined and 
‘emphasized by information in the Board's February 28, 1946 
“Minutes that inthe next few year 17 schools, 14 teacherages, and 
12 school bams needed replacement, some urgently.

‘And so the Sturgis Composite High School took shape —atwo- 
level rectangular building with a modest front entrance and a 
relatively wide and front-centered staircase that led to the upper 
level.

Office and Staff Room centered atthe back ofthe building, There 
‘were four classrooms on this Jevel ~ two at the back of the 
building (one on each side of the Principal's Office and Stat 
Room) and two atthe fron ofthe building on each sie of the 
stairways leading tothe lower level. large area or lobby allowed 
for student and teacher movemeat to the four classrooms. The

This was the FIRST COMPOSITE HIGH SCHOOL in the 
PROVINCE to tentatively open its doors on Tuesday, October 5, 
1948 to approximately 100 students enrolled in Grades 9, 10, 11 
and 12, Mr. Kiva Berger was the Principal with Mr, Nestor 
Huculak as Vice-Principal. Staff consisted of Mr, Glen Amy and 
‘Miss Mary Anne Evanishen. In November, when Mr. Hculake 
took ill, Mr. Bob Cumming replaced him, The Custodian- 


(Caretaker ofthe school was Mr. Clifford Smith

Both Berger and Huculak were appointed to their respective 
positions in September of 1947 (a year before the school was 
completed) in order to plan and organize the program. What is 
interesting to not is that a research into School Registers revealed 
that both men held teaching postions at the Sturgis Public 
Schoot! Huculak taught Grades 9 and 10 and Berger was in 
charge of Grade 11 and Grade 12, Since there was a shortage of 
supplies, the opening was delayed. According to Mary 
Kindrasisky (nce Mary Anne Evanishen, “the staff was delegated 
to work to get the system ready. While Messrs. Berger and 
Hucula wrestled with the bureaucracy and ministerial red tape of 
‘organizing the academic end, Mr. Gien Amy wielded saw and 











hammer io ensue thatthe Woodwork and Motor Mechanies Shop 
would be ready when the requited equipment arrived, During that 
time T was atthe end of paintbrushes to ensure thatthe Home 
Economics Room was ready as the stoves were waiting to be 
installed as soon as the electrical work and painting were 
complete.” 

Mr. Berger also recalls those years saying, “This was the very 
first composite high school to have been planned and built inthe 
province of Saskatchewan, so in a sense myself andthe staff were 
pioneers in the field. I did in fact plan the way the science 
laboratory was set up. In the first two years, [hada fll teaching 
load in addition to the administration duties. Needless to say, 1 
‘worked the point of exhaustion. I must say, that most of the 
Staff were also overworked, but we caried on. 

How enlightening and interesting the following information is! 
In 1946, a teacher with “a conditional or temporary certificate 
began with an annual salary of $1,000. One with “a permanent 
high school certificate" began with $1,800 which, with eight

A COMPOSITE HIGH SCHOOL WOULD 
NOT SOLVE ALL PROBLEMS 

‘When the construction of the Sturgis Composite High School 
was underway, the Unit Board realized that there would still be 
problems. As ME Jolson explained: “Let's say you lived ten miles 
south of Lindaw and you wanted (0 send your child to bigh 
school, You had to arrange fora boarding place in some town, let's 
say Lintlaw, and then you also had to pay'a fee, and you wouldn't 
getin there unless there was room... Village dstrits like Sturgis 
and Preeceville were not obliged to take anyone except their own, 
children” School Boards often felt they couldn't afford to open 
‘more rooms and hire more teachers even if more teachers were 
avalable, Added to all this, country roads were sometimes and 
very often impassable in winter: Some parents who lived at a 
considerable distance from a high school would reat “ali shack 
or shanty for tei children where they'd cook for themselves” and 
come home only on weekends.

But there was way to resolve a numberof these problems ~ 
build  domitory beside the Composite High School. Again 
STURGIS was the FIRST LARGER SCHOOL UNIT in the 
PROVINCE to have a SCHOOL DORMITORY. To understand

hove such a project might work, Mc Jolson remembers travelling 
with Principal Berger to Vermilion School District at Kitscry, 
Alberta and spending a day there studying what was “prety well 
‘a make shift deal” The Board sought tenders to build dormitory 
but there were no offers. Building firms excused their lack of 
interest by “shortage of building materials, rising costs, and 
working on other construction.” Accordingly, on January 19, 
1947, @ motion was passed “that the Board purchase from the 
Department of Reconstruction and Rehabilitation, Regina, H-Hut 
No. 20 located at the Yorkton Alport, including besides the 
‘complete building, all the wash basins and tiles, aso any 
lighting and electrical fixtures at present inthe building, forthe 
‘sm of $2400.00" A 160 foot section of the H-Hut became the 
<ormitory in Sturgis. Johnson and Doyle were paid $4300.00 to 
‘move the separate sections and set them up on foundations 
Sovderlund was paid $23,059.02 to have the dormitory ready for 
by September 1, 1948,

Two levels comprised the Dormitory with one entrance atthe 
South End and another at the North End. Both entrances had 
stairways leading either to the upper level orto the lower level 
(the Basement Level). On the upper level there were separate 
quarters for boys and for girls, a common room, and separate 
‘washroom and shower facilities for the boys and for the girls 
Located in the lower level was the kitchen, the dining-room, 
‘washrooms, and laundry facilities, living quarters or suites for 
Dormitory Staff, anda boiler room. 

‘The Dormitory was to provide room and board for students 
from Swan Plan, Arabella, Norquay, Danbury, Hyas, Stenen, 
Hinchliffe, Ushervlle Endeavour, Rockford, Lint, Hazel Dell, 
Okla, Tadmore, Canora, and other small towns and scho 
districts. Therefore, the Dormitory provided an educational 
‘opportunity for students whose goal was senior matriculation as 
well as for those who could not access bus transportation. In 




















and room was $25.00 per month payable in 
advance with rebate of ity cents a day for weekend leave. Non- 
unit students were charged $35.00 per month. At the end of 
December 1948, the Dorm provided residence for approximately 
26 boys and 26 girls, according to the memories of Harry 
Krotenko (Stenea), Art Shostal (Norquay), and Alvin Shostal 
(QWinnipes) who were residents of the Don in its formative 
years. Mr. Jolson remembers thatthe Dorm “was quite popular, 
and we had no trouble filling it with even outsiders if we had 
room for them.

‘Kiva Berger recalls, “T planned the large root cellar that was 
attached to the Dormitory for the storage of vegetables.

DORMITORY STAFF 

Mrs. HL (Helga) MacNeill, the frst cook at the Dormitory, 
was hired in September of 1948 at a salary of $50.00 a month and 
allowed board and room for herself and her husband provided 
they had their own furniture, In March of 1953, Emie Prechete 
took over as cook; he was to be pad a bonus of $100.00 if his 
work a of June 30, 1953 was satisfactory. In August of 1954, 
Frank Fraser, along time resident of Sturgis, assured the duties 
of cook at $1800.00 per year; he remained as the cook until the 
Dorm closed in June of 1960, Research indicates that assistants to 
the cooks were Ann Jakubowski (1949-51), Helen Becker (1951 
52), Doreen Schutte (1952-53), and Mrs, Sorstad (1983-54). 

‘Apartinents were built ino the Dormitory for two teachers — a 
‘man and a woman to supervise respective pars of the Dormitory 
for boys and girls. In 1948-1949, the Girls’ Supervisor (Den 
Mother) was Miss Mary Anne Evanishen; the Boys’ Supervisor 
was Nestor Huculak, but when he took il in November, Robert 
(Bob) Cumming replaced him. Mss. Mary Kindratsky (nee Mary 
‘Anne Evanishen) recollect that prior to the Dom being ready for 
‘occupancy in December of 1948, the lower level of the new 
‘Composite provided temporary accommodation forthe registered 
dorm students. Mrs. MacNeill cooked in the Home Economics 
Lab, and the area off the Lab became the Dining-Room, The 
‘Woedwork - Motor Mechanies Shop served as daritory forthe 
boys and Typing (Commercial) Room as living quarters forthe 
gies. What stories those first dorm students could relate!

COMPOSITE SCHOOL DOES NOT REMAIN 
A GRADES 9 - 12 
INSTITUTION OF LEARNING 
Plans forthe Composite envisioned the four typical high school 
Grades -9, 10,11, and 12. Bu, that was nt tobe! Research into 
school registers revealed that in the schoo! year 1948-49, 


Nicholas (Nick) Smandych taught Grades 5 and 6 atthe Sturgis 
Public School where be was the newly-appointedviee-prinipal 
Because of overcrowding at the brick school in te fall of 1939, 
‘Smandych and the Grade 7's and Grade 8's were transfered t0 
the new Composite School there he taught both Grades 7 and 8 

the lower level (basement) classroom until June 30, 1950. 
According to the vivid memories of a number of his former 
students (00 numerous to acknowledge), Smandych continued 0 
‘each in that particular classroom in 1950-51 and in 1951-52 

‘But in the fall of 1952, he was literally forced out of the 
Composite for lack of room, Therefore, he took both his Grade 7 
and his Grade § classes with him to the Sturgis Skating Rink (a 
building since destroyed by fir). There in the Upper Room, he 
taught both Grades 7 and 8 until the end of June 1953. 

Like the wandering tres of Israel in search of their homeland, 
SSmandych and his Grade 7 and 8 classes were on the move again 
in the fall of 1953, but now he was joined by Hudson Roy 
Armstrong. who moved to Sturgis when the Mannanah Schoo! 
‘closed in the summer of 1953. From August to December 1953, 
both men were in charge of classes in te Sturgis Town Hall (now 
the Legion Hall), Armstong taught Grade 7 atthe front of the all 
next to the street and Smandych taught Grade 8 atthe back ofthe 
hall near the stage, Fortunately, their uncomfortable and 

















inconvenient stayin the hall was short-lived. In January 1954, 
both teachers and their classes were treated to new classrooms it 
the East wing (Ihe new addition to the Composite School in 
1953), 

‘What was given by one hand in January 1954 was taken away 
by the other hand in the fall of 1954! Both the Grade 7 and the 
Grade 8 classes were relegated to satelite buildings back ofthe 
‘Composite until the end of June 1955, According to former 
students, there appeared a silver lining to etch the dark clouds 
hovering over both Armstrong and Smandych. In 1955-56, atwo- 
room school (directly behind the new East Wing provided a 
permanent location for Armstrong and his Grade 7 class and for 
Smandych and his Grade 8 class. (Note: Dan Bodnarek 
substituted for Mr. Armstrong who was on sick leave from 1962. 
64). 

In 1964-65, Allan C. Palmer replaced Armstrong. until 
‘Theodore (Ted) Fedyk was hired. Since there was an increase in 
students enrolled in Grade 8, Mrs. Bileen Goulden joined 
‘Smanyeh in the two-room school in 1965-66 to teach a second 
Grade 8 class; she remained in this satelite schoo! until it closed 
in 1978.79, 

Since Grade 7 and Grade 8 enrollments uctuated at one point 
‘or another in the 1960's and 1970's, other teachers were hired to 
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teach the extra classes either in the other satelite schools or inthe 
classrooms established in the Dormitory. Those teachers included 
‘Mas. Elaine Hrycenko, Mrs, Pearl Kogoluk, John Stuart Reynol, 
‘Mas, Adeline Waschenny, John Krunek, and Allan Fedak. 

‘An adklition to the South End of the Composite in 1977-78 
‘announced the demise of the satellite schools and dormitory 
classrooms, In 1978-79, the Grade 7 and Grade 8 classes were 
‘moved into the Composite School where they became an integral 
part ofthe school. They have remained tere ever since, Home at 
last! 

‘Because of overcrowding inthe Sturgis Elementary School, the 
Grade 6 class together with teacher Erst Binsfeld were 
transfered to the Composite inthe fll of 1989 where they have 
‘become a significant part of the high school. The Composit, 
initally constructed to house Grades 9, 10, 11, and 12, now 
provides leaming experiences for Grades 6 - 12 

But the story does not end here! With the addition and 
constriction of the Industial Arts Wing in 1963, with a new 
Home Economics Lab in 1977-78, with decreasing enrollments, 
and in remembering that one of the founding objectives forthe 
Composite was 10 offer vocationaltechnical courses 10 its 
students, one can easily and readily understand why the 
Composite would want to mike these courses available to 
students other than the ones enrolled atthe Composite, Therefore, 
in the years thatthe timetables fr the teachers offering these 
‘courses could accommodate “out-of-iown students” or classes, 
then these “out-of-town” students within the Unit were given the 
‘opportunity o take these shop courses 

From the 1969-70 t0 1987-88, Grade 8 students from the 
Stenen Elementary School were bussed 10 the Composite to take 
Industrial Ars and Home Economics, Likewise, from 1968-69 t0 
1988-89, Industrial Arts and Home Economics were available to 
Grade 8 students from the Has Elementary School who were 
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also bussed to Sturgis, These same vocational subjects were 
offered to Grade 8 students from Endeavour School from 1977- 
78 to 1990-91. Again these students were bussed ito Sturgis 

Students from the Norquay School were also transported tothe 
‘Composite for shop classes. Perhaps, the information can he best, 
coutlned by way of char.

SATELLITE SCHOOLS 
With the closure of country schools and with an expanding bus 
system, school enrollments rocketed. Even with the addition of 
the new East Wing in 1953 (that provided five additional 
classrooms), the Composite could not meet the educational needs 
‘of so many stdents, Hence, the Unit Board decided to move in a 
‘number of one-room country schools and position them behind 
the Composite to accommodate the overflow of students. The 
Minutes of Unit Board Meetings in 1954 and 1955 recorded 
‘motions to the effect that Mannanab, Brush Valley, East Ajax, 
Haze! Bloom, and Liaw be moved to Sturgis, but there was no 
Indication in'the motions whether these schools were to be 
relocated on the grounds of the Sturgis Public 
grounds of the Composite Schoo 
‘There is no doubs tothe placement ofthe Mannanah School; in 
the summer of 1954, Johnson and Bartch Movers facilitted the 
movement of this school to Stuxgis and positioned i directly 
behind the Composite. Former teacher Jolin Koroluk can verify 
that the one-room school that was moved in and set up next 0 
“Mannanah School was Lake Helen Sehool since he atended that 
school in Grades 18. Andrew (Andy) Rahn, former student and 
teacher at the Composite, remembers that the original Brush 
Valley Sehool, moved to Sturgis inthe summer of 1954, became 
the Motor Mechanics Shop behind the main schoo 
‘The 1956-57 yearbook The Quil featured a shop report which 
rea: "Mr. R, Wardle took over the Motor Mechanis... The shop 
‘was insulated during the summer vacation and a wood-bumer 
installed. The shop was fortunate in obtaining Mr. Wardle's old 
car for less than nominal fee, and work commenced stripping 
and assessing wear and damage. New parts were purchased and 
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the car reassembled, This project involved most of the students 
taking the subject. Other work was done on cars brought by 
Afferent students. Sub-zero weather was not conducive to speedy 
Work, bu early fre-lighing by Mr. Smith improved the situation 
and cars, hands, pars, and problems were thawed out ‘ound 
fire’. It is hoped that the car will be sold and another car be 
purchased to repeat the process 

Since the August 18, 1955 Minutes of the Unit Board carry @ 
motion “to extend heating to the two new rooms moved to the 
Composite" one can surmise that two more country schools 
Joined the complex of satellite buildings already there. What was 
diferent was that these wo schools were joined together to form 
2 two-room school with a common porch serving both 
classrooms. One can infer from the minutes of Unit Board 
Meetings that one of the schools was East Ajax and the other 
School from Lintlaw. Regardless, this two-room building was 
situated atthe back of the new East Wing but slightly tothe lft 
The fist room was utilized by Hudson Armstrong and his Grade 
7 class and the second one served the needs of Nick Smandyeh 
and his Grade § class. 

That these satelite buildings inially provided a teaching 
‘environment for Grades 7 and 8 students is correct. Infact, the 
‘o-room school housed only Grade 7 and 8 clases. On the other 
hhand, the Mannanah satellite and Lake Helen satelite provided 
classrooms not only for Grade 7 and 8 classes but also for Grade 
9/and 10 students. Former students Don Davis, Gail Rundle (nee 
Bailey), Alice McLellan (ace Wihnan) remember that the 
Mannanah Schoo! was their Home Room XC in 1956-57 with 
Donald MeCrea as homeroom teacher. 

Apparently, another satelite building appeared in the early 
1960's and functioned as an Opportunity Room for “special 
neds” students ~ students of igh school age but with learning 
disabilities, Mrs. Mary Phelan, associated withthe Sturgis Pubic 
School and not the Composite, taught and assisted and guided 
these students in ther learning endeavors. Although many cannot 
recall the existence of this room, former students Don Olson, 
Raymond Blender, Verna Karpyk (nee Barker), and Susan Jolson 
(nce Boychuk) vividly remember it positioned back of the SCHS 
between the satellite Motor Mechanics Shop and the two-room 
school where Armstrong and Smandyeh taught clases

BUSES, BUS ROUTES, AND STUDENT BI 
DRIVERS 

Bussing of students wa initiated in 1953 and furer expanded 

in 1954, 1955, and 1956 to establish three major bus routes and 

two secondary ones. Small school buses were conveniently used 

for short and less populated bus routes. As the routes. were 





extended to include more centres and more students, a number of 
flyer bases were purchased. The Minutes of the Unit Board 
‘Meeting on August 18, 1955 recorded a motion to purchase three 
Saskatchewan Transporation Company buses ~ two 1947 models 
at $4700 each and one 1949 model at $5000. These large buses 
‘were operated from Lintlaw in the west, Usherville-Endeavour in 
the north, and Hyas-Stenen in the east. 

The policy ofthe Unit Boar allowed forthe hiring of not only 
adults bat also students. legal age of 18 (the minimum) and a 
valid chauffeur's license were the prerequisites for driving a 
school bus. OF course, there was a difference in the rate of pay 
between adults and students. The May 14, 1954 Meeting of the 
Unit Board set the bus drivers’ salary at $55.00 per month. A. 
motion at the December 20, 1955 Meeting of the Unit Board 
established the salary of student bus driver Raymond Bodnar to 
be $40.00 per moath 

‘One can compliment the Unit Board for recognizing students as 
Potential bus drivers and employing them as such. Perhaps, to do 
owas a sound, sensible, and practical business plan on ther par. 
‘One must remember that every student bus driver drove a. bus 
from his paticular area collecting studeats along the way, Once 
bbe reached the SCHS, the bus sat all day in the bus compound 
Then at the end of the school day, he would make the return tip 
‘ois area dropping off the students along the way. The bus would 
remain in his yard until the next moming, That would involve 
only one round trip ~ there and back — in comparison to what 
happens a the presen time,

Jn 1955-6, Hyas School District and Stenen School District 
the SCHS becaine a major bus route, tin reality also included 
Panbug. School District Lake Helen School District, and 
Mannanah School District. With the closure of Mannanah School 
in June of 1953, Cecilia Larson (nee Olson) remembers riding a 
school bus to Sturgis in the fal of 1953, Student bus drivers on 
this route included George Maleschuk, Nelson Sianchuk, and 
Donald Ostapak. Abus driver in 1959-60, Ostapak reals driving 
‘one of the flyers; 91 stadents packed the bus with thre to a seat 
and the remainder standing in the aise 

Linla-Olls-Nut Mountin-Hazel Dell-Ketchen to Sturgis was 
another major bus oute. Students employed to drive buses on this 
route were as follows: Rudolph Knash, Rudy Knash, Allan 
Basch, Orest_Holowachuk, Eugene Holowachuk, Garry 
Brodziak, and Davi Pets 

















Usherville Endeavour-Hinchliffe-Lady Lake 10 Sturgis 
operated the third major bus route, Basically adults were hired 
as bus drivers. 

Glea Elder School District and Tosin of Danbury to Sturgis 
‘constituted a secondary bus route in 1955-56, Minutes of the Kune 
9, 1955 Meeting of the Unit Board also included the school 
districts of Brush Valley, Ormsby, Goldbank, and Goodhue, But 
this bas route was temporarily operational in 1954-55, ‘The 
September 23, 1954 Minutes of the Unit Board indicated “that 
Steve Bymak was to convey Glen Elder and Danbury students to 
Sturgis Composite at $13.00 per day until a bus would become 
available” SCHS students hed 0 operate the buses were a5 
follows: Eugene Anaka, Harry Scheschuk, Nestor Detkatch 
Donald Ochitwa, Mervin Ochitwa, Mervin Fedorchuk, Mervin 
Kozmenivk, Stanley Burym, and Lome Bossey. 

Corofin School District to the SCHS, another secondary bus 
route, also included Hassan and Tadmore, Student bus divers 
‘managing this route were Raymond Bodnar, Eugene Para, Glew 
‘ymiak, Emil Lisecki, and Johnny Reagan. Glen Tymiak, who 
rove this bus route in 1959-60 and 1960-61, recalls diving a 
1948 International (30-40 passenger capacity). He also 
remembers that his bus constantly required repairs and probably

To adequately accommodate more rural areas, particularly 
north of Sturgis and extending toward Danbury, more secondary 
bus routes were established in the later 1950's and the early 
1960"s. Woodlight School District fo Sturgis became a bus route 
in 1958-59 with adult bus driver Bob Reagan (1958-63), Student 
bus drivers included Elgin Gromnisky, Barry Gromnisky, Jery 
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Gromnisky, and Bill Peniuk. Jerry Gromnisky, bus driver 1965-66 
(Elgin and Barry were his older brothers), recollect also picking 
up Beaverbank School District students (Germans, Gawrelizas, 
Wilkinsons), and as he made his way to Sturgis, he stopped forthe 
Masleys, Michaluks, and Peniuks. Goldhank School District 0 
‘Sturgis became another bus route, Sources indicate that Gordon 
‘Yawney, Alfred Parasiuk, and Bert Suknasky were the student bus 
drivers 

Bert Suknasky pointed out the compleity pertaining 10 the 
expansive area north of Sturgis and northeast of Sturgis since so 
‘many schoo! districts were involved. In all probability, tere was 

bus route from East Ajax School Distt - West Ajax 
School District = Kopje School District io Sturwis with James 
Fincaryk as student bus driver. Doreen Stovin (nce Zulbko) 
remembers bus service from West Ajax to Sturgis in the fall of 
1958, with adult bus driver Eugene Boen. In all ikelihood, Garry 
Zuibko was later a student bus driver on this route, Information is 
lacking forthe bus routes of student drivers Emil Berezniuk and 
Tom Barchuk. 

‘One could probably and correctly say thatthe very early 1970's 
marked the end for student bus drivers. Since then, school 
closures, boundary changes, and local politics have played a 
‘major role inthe present bus routes. There sno longer bus service 
from the west to Sturgis since students from that area of the 
Division attend the Preeceville School. Likewise, students from 
the Endeavour area are bussed to Precceville. Inthe eas, Hyas 
and area students atend classes in schools in Norquay. Where 
then do students in the remainder ofthe Division attend school? 
‘The answer is rather obvious ~ either the Sturgis El 
School or the Sturgis Composite High School, Now you know 

the rest ofthe story” when it comes to bus routes.

USE FOR DORM CHANGES 

AAs the roads improved and the bus system expanded, the 
Dormitory lost ts stration as a residence for students, Stating 
in 1957-58, the North End housed the Composite High School 
Library 2s well asthe $20,000 Sturgis School Unit central library 
from which resousces and materials were distributed across the 
tmnit, Teacher-ibrarian, Mrs. Daisy Johnson, in charge of both 
libraries, was on duty five and one-half days a week to assist 
teachers and students in selecting materials.

projects opaque materials such as pictures or textbook pages. 

‘The library remained in the Dorm until probably 1969; at that 
time, the Balcony Area that overlooked the gym was renovated; 
the major work involved closing in the open area to the gym, 
Since photos in the 1969-70 yearbook The Quill picture the 
library in the Balcony Atea, one can infer thatthe library was 
‘relocated in the main schoo! in the fall of 1969, Shortly thereafter, 
at the request of the Amt teacher, Mrs. Elsine Hrycenko, the 
‘vacated area (North End) of the Dorm became the Art Room and 
remained there until 1977-78, The stall room (60 the south) 
adjoining that area was used forthe kiln 

Confusion abounds regarding the South End of the Dormitory 
but eventually this uppe level area was used for classrooms. One 
was located atthe extreme South End (tothe lft at the top ofthe 
Stcrway), Adjoining this room tothe north was anther classroom 
‘ext othe small room where the kila was located. A long narrow 
hallway along the east side ran the length of these rooms 10 
‘connect the second room to the stairway. 

“Many former students adamantly insist that when they were in 
Grade 9 in 1955-56, their homeroom was atthe South End (upper 
level of the Dorm), Mes. Pat Armstrong remembers that her 
Commercial Room, where she taught typing in 1959-60, was 
located in the same classroom. Teacher John Davis recalls thatthe 
two rooms were used for Grade 9 classes in the 1960's, Mrs, Pearl 
Koroluk and Mrs. Elaine Hrycenko recall tht they conducted 
their Grade 8 classes in these rooms, inthe, 1970's 

‘But, i anyone aware thatthe Lower Level of the Dormitory 
was also used for classrooms at one pont? Former Dorm student 
Vietor Wasylenchake recollect that in Grade 9 in 1953-54, the 
reereation rooms (forthe Dorm students) inthe North End and in 
‘South End were converted to temporary classrooms. Teacher 
John Koroluk recalls George Heshka teaching in one of these 











Jowerlevel classrooms. How interesting since Heshka started 
teaching at the Composite in 1959-60! With soaring enrollments 
and serious overcrowding in the 1950's, “anything was posible’ 
at the Composite at that time, 

With the closure of the Dorm as a residence for students on 
June 30, 1960, the lower level was left vacated. Ths, in the 
1960's and 1970's, the lower level provided living quarters for 
teachers, especially for those teachers “testing the waters” before 
‘deciding to teach permanently in Sturgis. Filly in the summer 
‘of 1979, the North End of the Dormitory was demolished and in 
March of 1980 the South End met the same fate. Gone was a 
piece of history ofthe SCHS; only a legacy of memories would 
remain. AC present, the area now serves as parking lot.

ADDITIONS, CONSTRUCTION, AND. 
RENOVATIONS 
In the “baby-boom” that followed the war, the school 


enrollment peaked demanding additions, construction, and 
renovations. In 1953, the East Wing was built providing 
classrooms and washrooms inthe lower level and classrooms in 
the upper level. The present Gyn/Auditorium as well as the 
present Industrial Arts Wing was builtin 1963-64, Plans also 
‘provided for a Balcony om the upper level overlooking the Gym. 
Auditorium, From here, spectators had an excellent top view of 
functions (pancularly spors) held in the Gym. In addition, the 
Gym afforded a space for practices for cheerleaders, for ping- 
pong tables, for cadet dil, and other student-related activities, 
Moreover, the Balcony allowed teachers an excellent vantage 
Point from which to supervise school dances and other school 
related events. [n 1964, thee upper and thee lower classrooms 
were added to the north side of the East Wing, Ia 1969-70, 
renovations centred on the Balcony. The upper level opening to 
the Gym was closed in and sound.proofed. Other necessary 
changes were made t assure that this area would be an 
appropriate setting fora library. The, the brary from the Dorm 
‘was relocated to this area. Finally, the Library ofthe SCHS was 
now a part ofthe main school In 1977-78, the present Art Room, 
Home Economies Lab, and three classrooms were added to the 
South End of the School. The Art Room was moved from the 
Dormitory to its curent loation, Final renovations, constraction, 
and additions were made to the school staring in 1986 and ending 
in 1987. The original four-toom stucco Sturgis Composite High 
School was demolished and replaced with the present-day 
Library Resource Centre, spacious Lobby, General Office, 
Principal's Office, and Servery. The East Wing was also renovated 














and some changes were made to the Industial Ans Wing 


Teachers whose rooms were under construction were moved with 
their classes into the Gym whee struction was carted out Total 
cost of construction and renovations amounted from 13 ~ L7 
nillion dollars. A program commemorating the Official Opening 
of the additions and renovations made tothe Sturgis Composite 
High School was held April 18, 1988, in the Gymnasium,

THE QUILL ~ STURGIS COMPOSITE HIGH 
SCHOOL YEARBOOK 

The first yearbook of the Sturgis Composite High School (The 
Quill) was published in 1957, With every successive year, the 
S.CHS. faithfully published another yearbook that recognized 
and acknowledged staff and students as well as extra-curricular 
activites, events, Functions, and so on with pictures and wrte- 
‘ups. The Yearbook Staff chose to specifically dedicate The Quill 
to the graduating class in 1960, 1961, 1962, 1963, 1966, 1995, 
and 1997; othe graduates and their faithful parents in 1965 and 
1996; and to the memory of former graduates Loran C. Woytas 
(1966-1985) in 1985 and David Chubak (1970-1988) in 1988. 

‘Often The Quill focused on a definite theme either trough the 

tse of illustrations, silhouettes, pictures, or words: “Around the 
World” (1968), “Across Canada” (1965), “Growth” (1971), 
‘Desiderata” (1973), “Looking Back” at SCHS. (1982-83), 
“Dreams and Fantasies” (1987), “Friends Forever" (1988), and 
‘Reflections ~ 1991". The 1967 Quill high-lighted the theme 
“Centennial” and included a section to commemorate Canada’s 
100th birthday (1887 Centennial of Canadian Confederation 
1987). Since in reality. The Quill would become a book of 
‘memories, the theme of memories was emphasized: “Memory 
Book” (1978), “High School Memories” (1982), "Memories 
‘behind us, Friends beside us, and Dreams aiead of us" (1994), 
“Filled with Memories of the 1994-1995 School Year 
“Stepping into the Furue’ and leaving 2 legacy of memories 
from 1995-1996," 

For many years, the Grade 7 and Grade 8 classes and their 
respective teachers were a part of the S.C.H.S. in locaton only 
since their classrooms were located in satelite buildings back of 
the main school. In reality, the Grades 7 and 8 students tog 
With their teachers were considered “outsiders”. Sadly to say, for 
many years they were not even acknowledged in the yearbooks, 
For the first time in 1967, they were recognized to a point 
pictures of each class together with their classroom teacher were 
included in the yearbook. Finally in 1969-70, The Quill featured 
students in Grades 7 and 8 with individual pictures, As well, their 
respective homeroom teachers were included with individual 
pictures inthe section entiled “staff” or “Taculty” At last, Grades 
77 and 8 students were considered a part of the SCHS and their 
‘homeroom teachers were recognized as stat

LIBRARIANS, LIBRARY AIDES, AND 
LIBRARY TECHNICIANS. 
According to available information, Mss. Daisy J. Johnson was 
hired asthe first fulltime librarian for the Sturgis School Unit 
from 1957 ~ 1965; she also supervised library periods. Next 


followed Mrs. Violet Nettleton fiom 1965-67 and Mrs. Ann 
‘Weeks from 1967-74; both also had teaching duties as well. From 
the fll of 1972 to June 30, 1975, Mrs, Carole Haber served as 
Part-time librarian, Mrs. Sandra Dahlgren was also employed as 
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part-time librarian from 1972-82 and then as fulltime Ubrarian 
from 1982-86. As fulltime librarian, she also taught Library 
Scienco in Division I. In 1975-76, Mrs. Susan Jolson also shared 
‘part-time librarian duties with Sandra Dablgrea, Mrs. Clara Sehr 
was also librarian in 1976-77 followed by Ms. Sarah Carlson in 
1977-78 who was also itinerant librarian in 1986-87, From 1981- 
86, Mrs. Diana Smith was Library-Aide, Former stadent, Katrina 
‘Wasylenchuk was hired as Library Technician in the fall of 1986 
and is curently on staff June 2000) with 14 years of service. 


GUIDANCE COUNSELLORS 

Daring the past fifty years, the Composite has been blessed 
‘with two full-time guidance counsellors: Vern Kel from 1971-75 
and Earl Blackburn from 1975-83, Harold Mohninger (1967-68), 
Mrs. Sandra Dahlgren (1989-90), and Mis, Janet Armistead 
(1990-91) were part-time guidance counsellors. Since then Mrs, 
Margaret Prekaski has helped out as a guidance counsellor in 
addition to her regular classtoom duties, The word “blessing” 
suggests the significance of guidance counsellors not only tothe 
Composite but primarily to the suudents at the Composite. In 
those years, SCHS students had the privilege as well as the 
‘opportunity to approach a trained individual (1) with any lifestyle 
problems, (2) for advice in courselsubject selections, (3) for 
career planning, (4) for general support, and (5) for other personal 
reasons. The guidance counsellors provided SCHS students with 
information kis from the University of Saskatchewan, University 
‘of Regina, SIAST (Kelsey Campus and Moose Jaw Campus), and 
business colleges in Saskatchewan ~ all the relevant and specific 
tools for students not only in making career choices but also in 
choosing the most appropriate centre of leaming. Furthermore, 
‘these individuals had 2ooess to information kits to post-secondary 
‘educational institutions throughout Canada and the United States. 

‘The “Career Days" initiated and planned by SCHS guidance 
counsellors were noteworthy and beneficial to Grades 10, 11, and 
12 students in sharing firsthand information regarding post- 
secondary school options. Recruitment personnel as Well as 
career-riented individuals (persons already employed in various 
careers) not only from universities, colleges, and 
Vocationtechnical institutes but also from industy, business, 
govemment, the Armed Forces, the RCMP, and so on were 
invited to speak and to conduct sessions. High school students 
from Norquay High School and from Preeceville Schoo! joined 
the high school students at the Composite in choosing. and 
attending the sessions in which they were interested. 

Prior to Guidance Counsellors and st one time or another, 
homeroom teachers were responsible for guidance one period per 
week. Mrs. Alice Wasylenchuk (nee Nightingale) remembers 
back to 1955-56 when a Miss Pilips would meet with students in 
1 small room at the top of the stars in the new East Wing, There 
she would conduct informal and cas 
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TEACHER-AIDES. 

Inthe 1970's, aneed arose at the Composit for teacher-ides — 
personnel to assist teachers and the school secretary ether by 
typing assignments and examinations or by photocopying 
materials, Mrs, Barbara Wagar was the first teacheraide 10 be 
hired (1970-74 and 1977-78). Other teacher aides included Mes. 
Myre Boychuk (1974-76), Mrs, Olivia (Bim) Batch (1976-77 
and 1978-80), Mrs. Diana Smith (1978-81), Mrs. Marlene 
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Dmytrash (1980-85), and Mrs, Cheryl Wagar (1983-84 and 1985- 
86). in the Inter part of the 1980's and the 1990's, the role of 
teacheraide ook on a new meaning; teacher-aides were hired ot 
would be hired basically to assist special-needs students. In the 
process they were also assigned to students inthe classroom who 
‘required help ona one-o-one basis. Such were the duties for Mrs, 
Sheila Allen, who in the fall of 1985 accompanied Robbie 
Mattison, 2 hearing-impaired stadent who completed Grade 6 at 
the Sturgis Elementary School and then enrolled as a student at 
the Composit. Mrs. Allen worked side-by-side with Robbie until 
‘June 30, 1989 (the four years that he was enrolled in Grades 7.8.9, 
‘and 10), Inthe fall of 1994, Mrs, Allen was rehired as a Teacher. 
Aide to assist in the Special Education Program by helping 
students on a one-to-one bass either in the classroom or in the 
Special Education Room. In addition to her regular duties, Mrs, 
Allen also assists in & Work Experience Program that was stated 
in the fall of 1999, Currently on staff lune 30, 2000), Sheila has 
been a Teacher-Ade for ten years atthe Composite. 

Mrs, Diana Smith, who was rehired as @ Teacher. Ade from the 
fall of 1986 to June 30, 1992, primarily worked wih the five 
students enrolled inthe TMH Program not only on a one-to-one 
basis but more soon a social or practical level. She also assisted 
other students with special needs. 





SCHOOL SECRETARY 

Since January 10, 1964 (with the exception ofthe year 1974. 
75), Mrs. Jean Babiuk, affectionately called Mrs. B, ha been the 
‘Composte’s loyal and responsible secretary As of une 30, 2000, 
‘Mars. Babiuk will celebrate her 35th year of employment at this 
‘one school ~ actually the record for anyone employed at the 
Composite. Remember that she also attended this schoo! as 
student Jean Mattison for six years. Do you realize that she has 
spent 41 years or approximately 70 per cent of her life at his one 
school? 

In those 35 years, she has experienced many persons “in her 
face” — approximately 140 teachers, an enrollment of 
approximately 12,865 students, a support staff of approximately 
24, and cight janitors — not considering parents and Visitors, 

‘Throughout that period of time, Mrs. Babiuk experienced many 
changes —not ony in the physical structure of the school but also 
in curriculum, educational philosophy, evaluation, technology, 
and so on. Imagine the changes she has witnessed in lifestyles, 
behavior, and attitudes, 

During those 35 years, Jean's titles have ranged not only from 
secretary-teacher aide, secretary, and school clerical, but also to 
administrative secretary, Principal's Personal Secretary, and 
Personal Secretary to te Principal Pechap, all these titles helped 




















Mrs. B. to manage all those individuals and all those changes 
Pethaps, all those tides encouraged her to smile, to be postive, 
and to ask, “How may Thelp you” 

What words do those directly involved at the SCHS use to 
describe Mrs. B.? Some wil say pleasant, cooperative, kind, and 
understanding. Other will acknowledge her industry, efficiency, 
<edication, and suppor. 

Mrs, Babiuk recalls those 35 years, “have never thought of my 
‘yeas athe SCHS as mater of survival. My job isnot just any 
Jobs it isa way of life and Ido the best I can, Jo tes as well as 
job expectations have changed with time. Paper work has become 
definite necessity ll ofthe people that enjoyed working with 
at the Composite have made a difference in my life and left 
behind a memory or two.” 

In 1974-75, Mrs. Bev Strand replaced Mis. B. who tooka leave 
of absence 
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CUSTODIANS/CARETAKERS 

Five individuals and two husband-and-wife teams provided 
{anitoral services a the SCHS. The irs janitor, hired for both the 
‘Composite and the Dormitory, was Clifford Smith at $125.00 per 
‘month inthe fll of 1948 and dismissed June 30, 1951. Richard 
(Dick) A. Smith, hired in the fall of 19Stand bis wife Dorothy 
hired as his assistant in the fall of 1952, served as a busband-and. 
wife team until 1966. That year, the SCHS Yearbook The Oil, 
Paid tribute to Dick and Dorothy by saying, “We are indebted to 
‘our capable and obliging custodians, Me. and Mrs. Smith, Our 
‘many thanks are exiended for the excellent work they have done 
at the Sturgis Composite High School forthe past fifteen years 
Jim and Helen (Nel) Probert were the assigned custodians fron 
1966-74, followed by Ken Morgan (1974-98) who set the recon 
for being caretaker forthe greatest numberof years — total of 25 
years. Hired inthe fall of 1989, Mrs, Rose Frederickson worked 
4s custodian until July of 1999. Former students, Garry Perpelitz 
replaced Ken Morgan on January 1, 1999, and Mrs. Karen 
(ullawka) Boen replaced Rose Frederickson in July of 1999. 
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SUPERINTENDENTS OF 
SCHOOLS/DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS, 
OF EDUCATION/ DIRECTORS OF 
EDUCATION 

‘The above beading suggests the evolutionary nature ofthe tides 
‘of superintendents, With the passage of time and with changing 
trends in education, titles changed. ‘Superintendent of Schools 
was in usage from 1948 10 1975. Then the title “District 
Superintendent of Education’ was used from the fall of 1975 10 
December of 1987. The title ‘Director of Education’ became 
fashionable in January of 1988 and stills. How interesting 1 note 
that Me. Albert McGuire was the District Superintendent of 
‘Education in the first semester of the school year in 1987-88, but 
inthe second semester he was the Director of Education! 

‘Over the past $0 years, twelve superintendents have provided 
educational leadership in the Sturgis School Unit #45 (Sturgis 
Schoo! Division No. 45/Timberline School Division No. 45/ 
Crystal Lakes School Division No. 120). Mr. H.TB. (Heli) 
Jolson, the frst Superintendent of School inthe Unit, holds the 
recor for being superintendent the longest period of time — fr 
1948-1964 (a total of 17. years). Without his. vision, 
termination, and wisdom, the Unit may not have become the 
trend setter and leader for other units in the province 
Furthermore, if it wasn't fr his foresight, perseverance, aad bard 
ork, the SCHS may not have become a reality 

Succeeding superintendents were as follows: John D. 
Welykholowa (1964-68), Alex Postikoff (1968-70), Peter Dyck 
(1910-72), Peter Olineck (1972-81), Albert McGuire (1981 
January 31, 1988), Mike Martyn February 1988 - July 1985), 5 
Hopson (1988-89), Tom Sutherland (1989.94), Wayne Back 


























(1994.95), and Gerry Joynt (1995-Jaly 31, 1999). Alan Sharp, 
hired in August of 1999, is curent Director of Education.

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HELPING TEACHERS, ASSISTANT. 

SUPERINTENDENTS OF SCHOOL! 
SUPERVISORY ASSISTANTS, ASSISTANT 

DIRECTORS OF EDUCATION, AND 

SUPERINTENDENTS OF INSTRUCTION 

So oo, the titles of assistant superintendents varied from 1948. 
1999. First, the Sturgis Schoo! Unit coined the term “Helping 
Teacher" a most fiting tte since later the words “assistant” and 

supervisory” would sil reflect and qualify the word “helping” 
Probably, the Department of Education selected the next ttle 
"Assistant Superintendent of Schools” Since the Unit Board 
members definitely had “a mind of their own.” the title 
“Supervisory Assistant” could have very easily been their choice, 
Next, the tile “Assistant Director of Education” took precedence 
In defining the postion of Wayne Dahlgren in 1989-90 and 1990- 
91, the ‘Timberline School Division preferred the tide 
‘Superintendent of Instruction. 

Perhaps, a Mr Popoff and a Mr Allan C. Palmer indirectly, or 
according to many, directly contributed 10 the creation of the 
position of “helping teacher” In the late 1940's and in the 1950's, 
‘both men travelled extensively throughout the Unit visting rural 
and town elementary schools: Mr. Popoft with phonograph and. 
records to encourage music appreciation and dancing and Mr. 
Palmer with andi-visual equipment (slide and projectors as well 
as filmstrps and films) to visually add to the content of the 
‘curriculum and to visually inform students of curent events, and 
soon. Mr Palmer also adamantly promoted and encouragd visual 

















displays such as colorful bulletin boards nd particularly art work 
ofthe students. 

Since maay rural and town schools employed beginning 
teachers or only study supervisor, there arose an overwhelming 
noed for a “helping teacher” Thus, began the career of Miss Mary 
‘Anne Evanishen (now Kindrasky) a the first Helping Teacher to 
be hired by the Sturgis School Unit in July of 1951 ~ a position 
that she held until Jane of 1956. Mrs. Kinratsky, who has an 
excellent memory, remembers in detail those six yeas. 

Her job description basically entailed asisting and supervising 
beginning teachers and study supervisors in town and rural 
elementary schools, rather than regular or experienced teachers. 
But, if high school teachers requested her help, she would visit 
their classrooms, Often she was solely responsible in selecting 
study supervisors who had no specific training — perhaps, only 3 
Grade 11 oF Grade 12 education, She would then conduct a thee 
ay workshop to orientate these individuals to @ mult-graded 
school ~ instrcting them in keeping school register, in 
classroom organization and management, in timetabling as well 
asin lesson planning, in preparation of tests, and in evaluation and 
‘marking. She recalls aking over classe for a day, or two, or three, 
or pethaps for a week. Acwally moving through typical school 
days, she allowed the teacher or study supervisor the opportunity 
to observe and to lear. Regardless, as her title indicated, 
Evanishen was thereto support, to supervise to assist, to help in 
‘every facet of classroom teaching, even in problem solving. To 
help teachers and study supervisors to eventually rely on their 
‘own resources became her far-reaching objective. 

In addition, Evanishen's position involved other duties. She 
was responsible for ordering correspondence courses and lessons 
for study supervisors and for students, At times, she would be 
called upon fo resolve issues pertaining to Local Schoo! Boars, 
Working out of the Unit Office, she was in charge of the 

travelling library." The Library in those years was located in the 

room above the Unit Office. Here, Evanishen would sort che 
books and pack them in boxes designated to be delivered to each 
school. Every three months, she oversaw the rotation of these 
bores to different schools within the Unit. Prom this Unit Library, 
teacher Nick Smandych also worked after school; he set up a 
schedule and dispensed books fo town students. Ths procedure 
continued until the Central Library was established in the 
Dormitory in 1957-58, 

In 1957, Harold Fenske, who had completed his Bachelor of 
Education program and was teaching at Rockford, recalls 
pitching hay one hot summer afternoon wlaen he spotted a car 
slowly moving across the hay meadow toward him. Soon, Harry 
Naduriak, Seeretary-Treasurer ofthe Sturgis School Unit, jumped 
‘ut of his Mercedes-Benz to excitedly offer Harold the position of 
helping teacher in the Unit. Thus began a challenging career for 
Harold that would eventually extend beyond the boundaries ofthe 
Saurgis School Unit. Since the Department of Education was 
rather fickle in the choice of tiles at that particular time, Harold 
Fenske wore the hat of helping teacher from 1957-59, then 
‘Assistant Superintendent from 1959-61, and next Supervisory 
Assistant from 1961-63. Regardless, teachers, students, and the 
‘community recognized Harold as the Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools for these six years, 














But his was not a one-time position in the Unit as many may 
think; in 1994-95, Murray Sanders was also employed in the 
Division as an Assistant Director of Education, From 1989-91, 
Wayne Dahloren, a teacher with twenty-four years of teaching 
experience functioned as Superintendent of Instruction. If you do 
not equate Dahlgren’s position to that of Assistant Director of 
Etivcation, then his job as Superintendent of Instruction was & 
‘one-time position in the Division, since Dahlgren's job due t0 
funding pressures was discontinued in June 1992. 

‘NOTE: The Saskatchewan Bulletin, February, 1961 (loumal of 
the Saskatchewan Teachers’ Federation) acknowledged both 
HTB, Jolson and Harold Fenske in a lead aticle entitled 
“They're testing with a Purpose.” The nine-page article pointed 
out, “Inthe Sturgis Schoo! Unit, teachers are experiencing. new 
insight into educational philosophy, and are developing a new 
approach to teaching because “They're testing with a Purpose’ 
Under the espable dieetion of Superiatendent H.TB, Jolson and 
Assistant Superintendent Harold Fenske, the Stargis Unit teachers 
have not only developed a sound testing and reporting 
programme, they've followed up by using the results to improve 
‘the educational opportunities for the boys and girls in ther care”

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FORMAT (TYPE) OF STUDENT 
GOVERNMENT 

The SRC (Student Representative Council) functions a5 the 
governing body at the SCHS. The SRC consists of a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Room Reps, and a Teacher 
(Stal) Advisor. Initially, only a commitee responsible forthe 
‘yearbook was organized, An increase in student enrollments, the 
‘hanging needs of students, and evolving programs and courses 
soon determined the organization of more timely committees 
Hence, the 1970's and 1980's gave rise to committees responsible 
for graduation, Social activities, drama activities, projecs/special 
projects, communications, dhe lounge, the pit, photography, and 
the canteen. 

The major positions on the SRC as wel asthe student directors 
of each committee are elected by the student body. Teachers 
volunteer tobe staff advisers forthe various committes, Students 
ten volunteer forthe committees for which they are intrested, 
Directors of eack committee are allowed representation on the 
SRC. Interesting to note is that the organization of more

‘The Communication Committee is in charge of the school 
newspaper The Communicator, The Communicator staf consists 
of an editors), co-editon(s), a Staff (Teacher) Advisor, and any 
students interested in producing and publishing a school 
newspaper. The Communication Commitee is also responsible 
for new reporters who ae to provide local newspapers, especially 
‘The Presceville Progress and The Sturgis Review. with 
noteworthy news ofthe Composite 


STUDENT ENROLLMENTS 

‘Over the past fifty years from the inception of the schoo! in 
1948 to June 30, 1999, research from school attendance resisters 
indicates that approximately 17,849 students were enrolled atthe 
Composite. Of that total 8951 were females and 8,895 were 
males. Remember that this figure is the number of students 
‘enrolled not the number of students registered since there is 
difference botween students enrolled and stadents registered. 

Interesting 10 note is a break-down of the SCHS student 
‘enrollment eight years aftr the school had first opened its doors 
{o approximately 100 sudens. The mintes of the October 
1956 Meeting ofthe Board ofthe Sturgis Larger Schoo! Unit No, 
45 indicated a total enrollment of 361 stadens, of which 86 were 
town students, 20 were bus students, 0 were Dorm students, 25, 
boarded in town, and 19 were non-unitstudens, In eight years, 
the enrollment a the Composite had more tha tripled. 

From 1950 - 1970, the numberof student registered each year 
increased and peaked in 1969 for a total of 579 in Grades 710 12 
inclusive. Then after 1969, the number of students atending this 
School gradually decreased, As of June 30, 1999, 147 students 
were registered in Grades 6 to 12 inclusive. (Note: Grade 6's 
‘came on board in 1990). 

‘When one considers te female students and the male stents 
registered each year from 1949-99, one detects a see-saw effect, 
In one year more females may have been registered, in another 
year more males, But in the year 1965, there was marked 
ference; girls registered totalled 207 and boys registered 
totalled 263 — a difference of $6 (56 more males than female). 





GOALS REMAIN CONSTANT BUT SCHOOL 
STEM AND. 
STRUCTURE CHANGES 

The SCHS was conceived with tree goals in mind — (1) to 
provide a good general education for all students, (2) to offer 
electives in vocational and commercial subjects for students who 
wished to use these after graduation, and (3) to provide an 
academic program of high standard to students who wished to 
further their education on a college or university level, Time has 
ot changed thse goals; they have remained intact. On the other 
hhand, changes have taken place inthe school system itself. 

‘The 1960's saw the introduction of the division system in 
Saskatchewan schools. In 1964-65, Principal MJ. Kitchen 
Introduced “the streaming program” at the Composite. Shorly 
thereafter, new high school programs were implemented 

The year 1970-71 was the year of many more changes in the 
field of education, Provincially, there was the introduction ofthe 

















new Division TV program and the increase in the pupil-teacher 
ratio. The SCHS was directly affected by these changes, Thus 
‘under the administrative leadership of Stan Balanik and Charles 
‘Woytas, the SCHS was the first school in the province outside of 
larger city centres to introduce the semester system in Grade 10, 
as well a individualized timetables, continuous evaluation, and 
‘scereditation in most Grade 12 subjects. Then in 1971-72, the 
semester system became a reality in Grades 11 and 12. 

During this dime students atthe Composite were given more 
freedom — freedom with more responsibility tha stadents of any 
other year Even a student-teacher Liaison Committee was 
established inthe same year. 








CHANGES IN CURRICULUM (COURSES 
AND SUBJECTS) 

‘Over the past 50 years (fll of 1948-1999), many courses and 
subjects have changed. Happenings and trends on local, 
provincial, federal, or global level have influenced o even 
compelled the implementation of new courses 


‘Vocational Subjects 

Initially, the vocational subjects included Woodwork, Motor 
Mechanics, Drafting, Home Economics, and Agriculture 
‘Woodwork in Grades 11 and 12 has been an integral par ofthe 
Sctool cuiculum fr the pas 0 years (1948.99). The course tile 
has varied over the years from Woodwork to. Consiicton 
‘raining and finally to Industrial Arts. Woodwork, witht various 
name changes, has been taught at almost all grade levels ~ Grade 
10 and Grade 9 beginning in 1953 and Geade 8 in 1968. 

‘Motor Mechanics, once a separate course, also ut 
various name changes, from Motor Mechanics to Auto Tiaining 
until finally becoming known as Industrial Arts, Motor 
Mechanics was probably introduced in Grade 12 in the fall of 
1948, Since 1956 Motor Mechanics was offered to Grade 11’ in 
1953 to Grade 10's, and to Grades 8 and 9 inthe fll of 1968 
Grades 8 and 9 till enjoy Industral Ans classes ~a period of over 
30 yeas. 

‘Drafting Incomplete records limit the staus of Drafting 
Probably, it was frst taught in Grade 9 from 1984-69 (a total of 
15 years). Many students benefited from drafting instruction as 
part of the Industrial Ants program in the years that followed 
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Shop Mechanics Rom (1948-49) 
Woodwork Motor Mechanics, and Drafting were raghtin his

the course, Photography was also occasionally included as a 
‘component ofthe Industrial Ants course 

‘Home Economics has been a constant course in Grades 11 
and 12 from 1948-99 —a total of fifty years. Stating inthe 1970 
71 school year, Home Economics was subdivided into a number 
of classes! Advanced Foods 1, Advanced Foods Tl, Food and 
Nutrition, Food and Its Preparation, Advanced Clothing I, 
Advanced Clothing II, Clothing and the Person, Clothing and 
Fashions, Housing, Interior Design, Family Life, and Dimensions 
‘of Life, Probably introduced to Grades 9 and 10 in the fall of 
1953, Home Economics has been taught in these grades until the

“Agriculture - Records indicate that Agricultural Economics 
was inoduced in Grade 12 in the fall of 1950 and may have bee 
‘part of the curriculum for a number of years. Records more 
clearly establish the course Agriculture inrodoced in Grade 11 in 
the fll of 1950 and continuing until June 20, 1968. Agriculture 
‘was reintroduced as Saskatchewan Studies Agriculture in Grade 
10 and 11 in 1975-76 and in Grade 12 in 1976-77. After a life 
span of 21 years in Grade 10 and 22 years in Grades 11 and 12, 
Saskatchewan Studies Agriculture was discontinued atthe end of 
the school year in 1996 and 1997, respectively. 


Commercial Subjects 
Commercial subjects at the SCHS consisted of Business 
EssentialvBusiness Fundamentals, Typing, Shorthand, 
Bookkeepng/Record Keeping, and Accounting 
‘Typing - Fest called Typewriting and Office Practice and later 
“Typing, this course was taught to Grades 11 and 12 from the fall 
of 1960-96 ~ total of 37 years.

“Latin was taught in Grades 11 and 12 in 1951 
in 1955-56, and in Grade 9 in 1956-57 

‘Fench ‘bas remained the most “alive” language at the 
‘Composite. With the exception of eight years, French has been 
taught in Grade 12 since 1948 — a total of 42 years. Soon French 
was offered to other grades: Grade 11 in 1948 (45 years); Grades 
9 and 10 in 1954 (45 years); Grade 7 in 1969 (31 years); and 
Grade 8 in 1970 (30 year). 

“Ulgainian, although not quite the long-term course like 
French, was offered in 1955 wo Grade 9's and enjoyed a 26 year 
span unt it was discootinued in 1985, Ukrainian was also taught 
inother grades but with shorter life spans: Grade 10 (1959 - 1976) 
17 years; Grade 11 (1960-16) 16 years; Grade 12 (1961-1976) 15 
years; Grade 7 (1968-1983) 15 years; and Grade 8 (1969-1983) 
17 yeas. 

The language courses French and Ukranian ofered a cultural 
‘experience to students. Choirs were a major aspect ofboth French 
and Ukrainian courses.

Health and Physical Education 
TTroughout the year, the subject health has remained constant 
in Grades 7,8, and 9. From the day the Composite opened is 
doors, physical education played a significant and vital role in 
life of the school and its students. Not only intramural but also 
extramural sports were dependent upon a strong and organized 
physical education program. School boards, realizing the 
importance of physical education toa high school environment, 
strived to hire tained teachers or personnel. If qualified paysical 
‘education teachers were not avilable, then they sought out 
teachers with a keen interest and with skills in athletics. Pysical 
education grew in popularity with the addition of the gym: 
auditorium in 1963-64, Physical Education clases or courses 
‘could thea be timetabled in Grades 7,8, and 9 and eventually in

AAtone point in time, Art and Music were the responsibilty of 
the classroom teachers in Grades T and 8. Drama was nota course

Literature & Composition (English) 

‘Traditional subjects such as Literature and Composition were 
also prone to change. The course English replaced Literature and 
‘Composition in Grades 10 and 11 in the fall of 1970 and were 
referred to as English 10 and English 20. In 1970, Literature and 
Composition in Grade 12 were retitled ~ Literate 30 and 
(Composition 30. In 1974-75, Literature 30 and Composition 30 in 
Grade 12 were replaced by the course English 30, 

‘Starting in the fall of 1988, English 30 (Grade 12) was 
designated as English A 30 and English B 30. This process was 
repeated for Grade 11 in the fll of 1981 and in Grade 10 inthe 


fall of 1994. By the fall of 1990, Literature and Composition in 
Grades 7, 8, and 9 were retitled English.

Computer Courses 

Advances in technology ushered i the courses Computer 
Literacy and Computer Seience at the Composite. Computer 
Literacy was introduced in Grade 9 in the fall of 1984, Computer 
Science was taught in Grade 10 from the fall of 1983.98 (15 
years), in Grade 11 from the fall of 1984-97 (15 years), and in 
Grade 12 from the fall of 1985-1998 (13 years) Information 
Processing replaced Computer Science inthe latter part of the 
1990's. Information Processing was implemented in Grade 10 in 
1995.96, in Grade 11 in 1996-97, and in Grade 12 in 1997-98, 
Keyboarding replaced the typing Course but was only offered to 
(be Division I students (Grades 7, 8, and 9). 





New Courses 
‘The years 1990-1999 typified “the opening of Pandora's box’ 
since many changes in existing courses occured (many of them 
already discussed) and a number of new courses were introduced. 
Law was taught in Grade 12 in 1991-92, Caleulus 30 was 
introduced in Grade 12 in 1993.94 and continues to be tavght 
‘Wellness 10 was introduced in Grade 10 in 1995.96 and is sill on 
track. Enirepreneurship was initiated in Grades 11 and 12 in 

1996-97 andis still viable, 

In addition to other prescribed or compulsory subjectsvcourses 
atthe Composit in Grade 7-12, other subjects taught at onetime 
or another included Geology, Geography Library Science, and 
Psychology. 








BRYANT ORATORY 

Any reference to Bryant Oratory frst appeared in the 1956-57 
edition of The Quil; documentation prior to that date probably 
does not exist, Bryant Oratory was a public speaking event 


promoted by the Department of Education and sponsored by the 
Sturgis School Unit with the purpose of encouraging an interest 
in public speaking within high schools. Competition involved 
eliminations on a school, unit, zane, and provincial level. The 
winner within the Unit was presented the Sturgis Schoo! Unit 
Bryant- Ortorical Trophy (Cup). Bryant Oratory continued atthe 
Composite until 1971 a total of 15 years. Keeping in mind that 
there was no coverage of Bryant Orsiory in The Quil in 1962-63 
and in 1966-67 and that there isa picture of student participants 
Pat Wasylenchuk and Margaret Morken with Teacher Advisor 
Mrs. Pat Armstrong in 1969-70 but no mention of a winner, 
students at the Composite were successful in winning the cup 12 
‘yeas out ofthe 15, 

Darlene Shauer st the record atthe Composite, winning the 
Bryant Oratory Cup three years in a row: In Grade 10 (1958-59), 
she chose “Segregation” as her topic; in Grade 11 (1959-60), the 
“Invisible Enemy”; and in Grade 12 (1960-61), “The Many Faces 
cof Communism.” In 1960-61, the judges Mrs. Wolaschuk, Mr. 
(Charlton, and Mr. Northey announced a tie between Darlene and 
Judie Finnie for top speaker, but they also decided that Darlene 
‘would continue on to the finals at Yorkton on Februazy 17, 1961 
Interesting to note that Darlene also participated in Bryant 
(Oratory in Grade 9 (1957-58), 

1 1956-57, Grade 10 student Pegey Prekaski chose the postive 
and definitive topic “Success Can Be Ours" — a winning choice 
Ron Larson, speaking on the topic “Cooperation,” won the cup in 
1957-58. The timely topic “The Squaw Rapids Hydro Project” by 

ade 12 student Jean Dmy/tiw proved tobe the winning topic in 
1963-64. Grade 11 student Janice Shaver won the eupin 1964-65, 
with her topic “Segregation.”

ATHLETIC PROGRAMS 

Athletic sports have always taken a vitally inherent roe in the 
extracurricular activities of the Composite — often putting the 
'SCHS and the Town of Sturgis on the sports map of achievements 
and accomplishments. Many, many students ~ too numerous to 
list — excelled in the sports promoted at this school. The sports 
program involved not only intramural athletics but also 
extramural athltis. OF course, many’ sports overlapped falling 
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{nto both categories. One must remember that student enrollments

instrumental in promoting and developing school sptt.Initaly, 
bus sudents (boys Separately and girls separately) were organized 
imo the five house leagues and likewise s0 were the town-dorm, 
students.

Without drama, the SCHS would be like a ship without @ 
rudder, that is how important drama has been not only 10 the 
students but also to the teachers during the pas fifty years, The 
plays were performed for the public ether at Drama Nights, at 
‘Variety Nights, at Dinner Theatres, or at Dessert Teates. Inthe 
formative years, drama competition was intramural, Later, twas 
competitive atthe unit level and then expanded tothe regional and 
provincial levels. Prior to the construction and completion ofthe

The SCHS has undertaken two operettas, In 1957-58, Sam

Program for Students with Learning Disabilities 

For years now, schools lke the Composite were programmed 
and focused to provide equal opportunities for students with 
varying skills talents, and abilities, But, there wee still students 
‘out there with different needs that these programs were not 
reaching. Educators recognized thatthe stadents with “learning 
sabilties” were usually the ones falling through the cracks. 

"Thus, the early 1980's saw the start ofthe “special education” 
program for students with learning disabilities. This provincially 
funded program provided grants (designated funds) to Schoot 
Divisions on a per student basis. Since the Sturgis School 
Division qualified for this grant, Mrs. Josie McGuire and Mrs. 
‘Sharon Gallagher wer hired, and join, both teachers developed 
‘and implemented this program 
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Working out of the Division Office as an itinerant Special 
[Education Teacher/Consultant, Mrs, Gallagher administrated the 
program in the western half of the Division. In 1984-85, 
Gallagher visited the Composite on a regular basis. Mrs. 
MeGouite, who was also the BACE Room teacher in Stenen 
Elementary School at this time, directed the program in the 
castem half of the Division. Each day at noon MeGuire left 
Teacher-Aide Marge Dranchuk in charge of her BACE Room,

Reaching the Educationally Advanced Program 
(REAP) 

In the mid 1980's, ‘special education’ took on a different 
‘meaning, with the recognition of gifted children, stted student, 
and gifted leamers. Teachers Sandra and Wayne Dahlgren co 
authored REAP. (Reaching the Educationally Advanced 
Program inthe Sturgis School Divison in 1985 and promoted it

throughout the Division by doing workshops. REAP. was 
school-based with Division co-ordination, serving identified 
students in Grades 1 -6, The goal ofthe program was to serve the 
intellectually advanced child with an enriched curriculum in 
creative, productive, and higher-level thinking skills. Activities 
like independenvsmall group exploration and investigation, 
creative writing, drama activites, units on decision-making, and 
educational field tips were designed to expand the REAP. 
students’ school program and extend hivher opportunities t0 
evelop abilities. The program was to become evolutionary in 
nature. Teachers in Division Il and IV. were encouraged to 
recognize gifted leamers and to acknowledge them by providing 
creative Ieaming experiences to furter stimulate, motivate, and 
terest them. From the fll of 1986 to June 30, 1989, Mes. Sandra 
Dahlgren worked out of the office ofthe Sturgis School Division 
asthe Resource Based Learning and REE.A.P. Consultant.

‘TMH Program Replaces BACE Program 
In the fall of 1989, five students inthe BACE (Basi Skills and 
Ability Cented Education) program were transfered t0 the 
SCHS. The BACE program was specifically designed by teacher 
Mss Josie McGuire and established in 1982 a a service to those 
individuals in. the Division who required “specialized 
programming.” In reality, it was to accommodate “special needs 
students" within the Sturgis School Division those students who 
didnot fit the prescribed mode fora formal education that would 
take place ina fixed time and place and with a provncially set 
curiculum. The Basic Skills and Ability Centred Education 
program was highly individualized to allow each participant to 
reach fll potential. The Elementary School in Stenea under the 
Principalship of Mrs, Marianne Washburn frst provided 
congregated seting for these students. When Mas, Washbum 
retired at yearend (1988), Mrs. Oliva Stroder was employed as 
‘rinipal for one year (1988-89). Her, these students had their 
‘own Special Teacher Mrs. Josie McGuire (fll of 1982-87) and 
Mrs Phylis Monastersi (1987-89). They were very fortunate to

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These students were included for the first time in a true 
programming manner in the public school system. They had their 
‘own room designed by Mrs. McGuire; the room was furnished 
with equipment geared to teach them everyday living skills. The 
program, designed and instructed by Josie, combined academic 
skill with social, spor lf skis, and work taining. Through the 
work traning portion of the program, stadents were placed in 
community work stations. Jose's direct involvement on the 
Provincial Special Olympics Board of Directors provided the 
students with a foundation for adult sports involvement. Mex. 
McGuire fondly recalled those yeas saying, “The success ofthe 
program was realized through an extremely devoted aide, Marge 
Dranchuk, whose patience, skills, and caring provided a role 
model forthe life-skil trainin 

‘Tis program served their needs for several years until 1989 
when the Stenen Elementary School closed. But, by that time, 
there were those parents and educators who realized tha this was 
not the only solution to the educational needs of these students 
‘Words like mainstreaming and integration suggested that all 
students regardless of ability were welcome in our schools 

twas with this later spirit in mind tat the students inthe BACE, 
program wee moved into the SCHS classrooms where the 
program name changed from BACE program to the program 
ented TMH (Trainable Mentally Handicapped) and the five 
students were now referred to as the TMH students Programs were 
modified but, in most part, were created to ft the 
circumstances but more importantly were created to Gt a new 





philosophy and approach. The students were tobe included as far 
23s possible inal aspects of school life in age appropriate settings 
The program for the TMH students was to include academics 
and a work study component. Interaction wih oer regulr steam 
high school students was to produce the incidental laming which 


would lead to appropriate behavior and cultural influences. These 
students worked at regular jobs inthe communities surounding the 
school Various business people volunteered to supervise and tain 
the students in different jobs.

SADD CHAPTER (STUDENTS AGAINST 
DRINKING AND DRIVING) 

‘A SADD Chapter was first organized at the Composite inthe 
{all of 1987. Mike Fedyk, Provincial SAD Co-ordinator who 
‘aught atthe school in 1986-87, was instrumental in establishing 
this program. Since then, the SCHS SAD Chapter has been an, 
active, educational force in encouraging students against driving 
tnd drinking with the purpose of making communities a safer 
place to live. 

‘Teacher Advisor was Shane Keating in 1987-88, followed by 
Ms. Joan Stumborg from 1988-1992, and Mrs. Pat Prokop from, 
1992 tothe present ime. The intrest in the SADD program has 
‘been keen, peaking in 1989.90 wih an enrollment of 87 stadents 
which was approximately 30% or one-thind of the student 
population, With the exception of two years, the SCHS SADD 
‘Chapter has hosted annual SADD Conferences, inviting students 
from surrounding high schools. In 1997-98, the SADD Chapter 
from the Composite attended a SADD Conference at Porcupine 
Plain High School. In that same year, the SADD Chapter of 15 
students, created a sign “Don't Drink and Drive. Come Home 
Alive” bearing their cause; this sign proudly and permanently 
stands onthe ouskits of Sturgis. 

The SADD Conferences tthe Composite have alway’ featured 
‘a number of key speakers. Norbert Georget has shown graphic 
slides and talked of the accidents he has seen in rural 
Saskatchewan that have been caused by drinking and driving. A

GRADUATIONS 
Graduations have always high-lighted every school year. The 
‘words simple, modest, and small scale can readily describe arty 
grad celebrations. The Sturgis Skating Rink, The Town Hall, or 
the Regal Theatre provided the setng for the exercises, followed 
by a social atthe school or a dance at the Town Hall. Prior to 
1965, if banquets were a part ofthe festivities, they would have 
been held at the Town Hall or the basement of St. Patrick's Roman 
Catholic Church, For the first time in 1965, the SCHS held it 
complete graduation ceremonies (even the banguet) under one 
roof ~ in the newly constructed gym-auditorium. This format has 
ed with the exception of the banquets which were 
relocated to the Town Hall 
With passing. years, graduations have now blossomed into 
elegant, elaborate, and very formal occasions, involving a school 
day with an interdenominational (interfaith) church service at St 
Patrick's Roman Catholic Church, a banguet at the Starpis Legion 
Hall, and exercises and the grand March, followed by a short 
dance for graduands and their escorts as well as their parents 
and/or family members, In 1973-74, the SCHS was the FIRST 
HIGH SCHOOL in the PROVINCE to introduce the 
INTERDENOMINATIONAL CHURCH SERVICE. This was 
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accomplished under the leadership of Charles Woytas. Today, one 
‘an expect tobe invited toa numberof home parties hosted bythe 
‘graduates and their parents, Later the grads have the opportunity 
to attend a grand, open-air Grad Party chaperoned by staff and 
parents, For a number of years now, Grade 12 students have 
participated in fund-raising projets such as walkathons, suppers, 
sale of food products, ete 1 rise the necessary funds for grad 
‘expenses. Although alcohol-free grads have not become a reality, 
‘both the school and the community voice strong sentiments for a 
‘safe grad” 

Even early graduations emphasized a specific, appropriate, and 
catchy theme. In 1958, grad decor emphasized the “Space Age” 
‘theme with space sips satellites, and associated space emblems. 
In successive years, the anditorium has taken om the appearance of 
1 showcase of colo, decorations, and props tastefully and skillfully 
designed and arranged by the graduates themselves to aceat their 
chosen theme, Many will long remember some of the grad themes: 

"Moon Rive” in 1966; “We're Only Tust Begun and Bridge Over 
Troubled Water” in 1971; “W's a Buterily Day” in 1973; “Wish 
a a Su" in 1979; “Beyond the Rainbow Lies Our Future” in 
tenday, Dream About Tomorrow” in 1985;

‘A provincial established curriculum and school system may 
have governed the Composite, but in addition, the school was 
definitely activity-centered, The enthusiasm, liveliness, and 
fiendliness of the school animated the Composite as a high: 
spivited and good-spirited school, It also demarcated the SCHS to 
be unique and special

(Bill) Bayliss and his wife Mrs, Florence Bayliss 
Constable Ron Stevenson of the Sturgis Detachment of the 
RCMP, and three other RCMP members (all dressed in thei 
red tunics) met the Vice-Regal Coach at the Sturgis Train Station 
at 4:25 pam. Thee offical cars carying the Vice-Regal party and 
Mayor and Mrs. Bayliss were escorted to the grounds of the 
Sturgis Composite High School by a police car driven by 
‘Constable Ron Stevenson. Waiting thereto welcome and to greet 
the Vice-Regal party were students from both the Sturgis Public 
School andthe SCHS as wel as the general publi 

The Guard of Honour of the 1976 Shurgs Royal Canadian 
Legion Army Cadet Comps comprised of 30 cadets gave the Royal 
Salute and the Boy Scouts gave their salute. Then the Sturgis 
Larger School Unit Band played the frst six bars of “God Save 
the Queen His Excelleney then graciously accepted Cadet 
“Major Ron Yaworsk’s invitation to inspect the guard 

Aer being introduced to members of the Town Council and 
their wives by Mayor Baylis, dhe Vice Regal party proceeded to 
the viewing stand where the Mayor delivered his address of 
welcome. In his reply, His Excellency expressed his pleasure for 
having the opportunity to visit this part of Saskatchewan and to 
see so many young people present. 

The Sturgis Public School students then sang “Hell.” Wendy 
Kalenchok, a public school student, presented the Right 
Honourable Vincent Massey with a small memento — a duck 
carved in wood by Mr. Albert Lay's woodwork students in the 
‘Woodwork Shop atthe SCHS. Mrs, Florence Wetherspoon made 
the cushion on which the duck rested. As a second selection, the 
sroup sang “Marching Along with Saskatchewan.” 

‘After "O" Canada” by the Unit Band, the Vice Regal party was 
conducted on a tour of the Sturgis Composite High 
Principal Harvey Clotsman, Vice-Principal Thomas Jac

‘Mayor and Mrs. Bayliss were guests of the Governor General 
in his private train coach, where they enjoyed an informal vis.

The 
Precceville Progress reported, “A beautiful litle play with 
Saskatchewan flavour about Saskatchewan characters,” Hiring the 
New Teacher ~a play writen by Patricia Armstrong of Sturgis — 
premiered on Thursday evening at the Region IV Drama Festival 
at Sturgis. Andras Tan, the adjudicator forthe festival, also said 
that it was a special til be at the opening ofa play. He said 
the cast of this play certainly found the comedy in it and that it 
was a joy to watch” 

‘To not comment on visiting musicians and singers would be 
amiss. The Quill (1958-59), displaying a picture of wo men and 
fone woman, entitled the picture “Musical Ti.” But, The Quill 
did not identity the individuals. If one’s memory is corec, the 
fone man was gifted violinist Taras Gabora (orginally from 
‘Canora, the beautiful lady was his wife, a talented soprano, and 
the other man was their pianist-accompanist. In. 1986-87 

‘Moming Star” a vocal and instrumental group, staged an 
entertaining performance. Then in 1992-93, Sturgis Elementary 
School students and Grade 6, 7, and 8 students atthe Composite 
enthusiastically responded to the “Balloon Landing Show 
performed by Lee and Sandy Paley. Their theme song “A Smile 
‘Goes a Long, Long Way” encouraged everyone to leave smiling.

Singer/musicians, cheetahs and dogs, why not politicians. In the 
fall of 1988, the SCHS hosted the debate between PC candidate 
Virginia Batiste and NDP candidate Lorne Nystont. The Liberal 
candidate, Robert J. Autumn, was unable to attend. Grade 12 
students from Norguay, Rama, Invermay, Preeceville, Canora, 
and Buchanan along with Division IV Sturgis students gathered 
inthe High School auditorium to watch polities proceeding first 
hand. Delaine Jolson, Grade 12 student at the Composite, 
introduced this riding’s PC candidate Batiste and Nystrom, the 
[NDP candidate, was introduced by Lance Multon, also a Grade 
12 student at Sturgis, Jim Hopson, Director of Education, acted as 
moderator. 

Bob Mitchell, Minister of Justice in the NDP government, 
Visited the school on Ociober 23, 1992 to speak on the 
referendum question. His presence was timely since the Grade 12 
students were working on a Social Studies project on the 
referendum question. Then again on October 14,1997, the Grade 
10, 11 and 12 students welcomed the Speaker ofthe Legislative 
Assembly, Glen Hagel. Ken Krawetz, MLA for Canora-Pelly, 
sccompanied Hagel. Both men Visited the school to speak about 
the parliamentary system. 

In many instances, individuals and groups visiting the 
‘Composite provided educational services beyond the limits of the 
classroom; in essence, they became the information and 
awareness ambassadors to schools. Such was the case with the 
"Alcohol Awareness Program” ~ a four-part presentation on 

‘Aleohol Awareness” by Michael Woods from the Yorkto 
Alcohol Commission. The Whitespruce Ctisis Centre 
presentation by Marlyn Legebokoff and Betty-Low Skogen 
served the same purpose: awareness and the assistance that was 
available, Career Days (already discussed under the heading 
"Guidance Counsellors") also put students in touch with available 
‘opportunities beyond a Grade 12 diploma. At the request of Verna 
[Lason who lost a soa trough a hea injury the Composite invited 
Ayesha Janzen, provincial co-ordinator fr the Saskatchewan Head 
Injuries Association, to present a film and to conduct a discussion 
and question period on head injuries. In 1992-93, Cotin Clay a 
university chaplain at the University of Saskatchewan and a 
member of Saskatchewan Citizens Against Mind Contol 
Incorporated, delivered a fascinating presentation on contemporary 
cults. He focussed primarily on the potentially destructive cults 
hich have mushroomed in our century, describing their recruiting 
techniques and manipulation of members’ lives. Clay also 
responded to questions put forth by students 

That the Division II Conventions not only. rightfully 
recognized Grades 7, 8, and 9 students but also gave them a 
chance to relate to a variety of individuals in society cannot be 
oubted! Both conventions (one in 1987-88. and the other on 
‘March 22, 1989) were organized by a Steering Commitee of 
Division Il students with the assistance and guidance of Principal 
Wayne MeDonalé, Vice-Principal Wayne Dahlgren, and other 
staff members. The theme chosen for both conventions — 
“Promoting Positive Life Style” - practically provided

A “Life Force Conference” on March 18, 1993 continued the 
theme ~ “Discussing Positive Life Styles” such as Suicide, 
Teenage Pregnancy, Alcohol Abuse, and so on. The conference 
concluded with arousing Game Show. In that same year on April 
6,2 group called Generation 2000 staged a performance entitled 
“Looking Toward the Future” Before the mid-term break on

BAND DIRECTORS/BAND PROGRAM 

In the autumn of 1956, Bud Hafstein created a “Unit Band’ 
‘comprised of the “most advanced members of the various bands 
in the Sturgis School Unit. Thus, the precedent for centralized, 
unit wide bands was established. The STURGIS UNIT BAND 
was the FIRST in the HISTORY of the PROVINCE to be 
‘included in the SCHOOL PROGRAM, counting as one credit 

‘Since 1955, the position of Music Supervisor/Band Director 
‘was that of an “itinerant teacher” within the Sturgis School Unit 
Directors taught in a varying number of schools, the largest 
‘number being eleven school in eight centers and the lowest being 
eight schools in six communities. After 1990, the consolidation of 
schools resulted in further reducing the number of schools the 
band director taught into six schools in four centers. The SCHS 
has served as headquarters fr the band program and the location 
of full band rehearsals for the unit bands, Small group lessons 
take place in a variety of locations throughout the division 
(Sturgis Elementary School, Preeceville School, Norquay 
Schools, and Invermay Schoo! 

‘The band schedule was superimposed on the regular schoo! 
time table, requiring that students be excused from other classes 
to attend individual lessons, small group instruction, ability 
determined local bands, and/or full band rehearsals for the 
younger unit-wide bands. At various poins, some full band 
Tehearsls forthe younger bands were conducted during school

hours; however, rehearsals forthe senior band were always held 
after school or in the evenings, even though a fall high school 
academic credit was granted for participation in the band 
program. 

Since August 18, 1955, when the Unit Board engaged Bud 
Hiafstein as the Unit Music Supervisor (andthe Band Instructor), 
16 band directors have provided band/musie instruction atthe 
SCHS. The following is alist: Bud Hafstein 1955-March 1957; 
Lacey. 1957-58; no director 1958-59 (student Alexander 
Nicholson acted a interim director); L. Camplin 1959-61; E.R 
Wrage 1961-62; Gerry Bitfart 1962-63; Duane Emch 1963-70; 
\N, Heathcote 1970-71; no director fall of 1971; David Hooper 
January 1972-hune 1973; K. Orser 1973-74; J. Appanaitys 1974 
75; Lyn Emond 1975-76; Sheeman Himmelbau October 1976- 
‘78; Fred Barker 1978.81; Herb Jeffery 1981-84; Corinne Olson 


1984.87; Jemy Lisitza 1987 - present. Band Director Jem Lisita 
has set the record for being band instructor for the greatest 
number of years— 13 years atthe end ofthe school year 2000. The 
above lis indicates that directing bands was almost exclusively & 
male-dominated profession until the 1970's, Only two women 
slirected bands in the Sturgis School Unit ~ te fist, Miss Lynn 

ond, was hired in 1975 and the second, Miss Corinne Olson, 
‘was hired in 1984, 

At the present time (1999), the band program is known as the 
‘Timberline Bands (Timberline Senior Band - 49 students 
Sophomore and Intermediate Bands - 34 student; Timberline 
‘Beginner Band - 36 students; Timberline Jazz Band - 18 jazzers). 
Students come from the following surrounding communities for 
divisional band practice (Hazel Dell, Rockford, Endeavour, 
Sturgis, Danbury, Stenen, Hyas, Norquay and for the fist 
Invermay and Canora) and from the schools of Endeavour, 
Precceville, Sturgis Elementary, Norquay Elementary, Norqeay 
High School, Surgis Composite High School, Invermay, and the 
(Canora Composite High School 

In addition to the learning experience of being a band member, 
the students have enjoyed a number of band tours during Mr 
Listza’s tenure ~ in 1989 to Calgary, Drumbeller, Alberta; in 
1991 to Rapid City, South Dakota (Gateway Music Festival) in 
1995 to Edmonton, Alberta; in 1995 to Winnipeg, Manitoba: in 
1997 fo Minneapolis, St. Paul, Minnesota; and in 1999 to the 
Music Retreat in Banff 

In his book entiled The Historical Development of School 
‘Bands in Saskatchewan (1996), Edwin Brace Wasiak points out, 
“Following the instability ofthe early and mid 1970's, significant 
improvements were reported under the leadership of Fred Barker 
(three years), Corinne Olson (fur years), and Jerry Lisitza who 
remained from 1988 to the present. All these directors were 
holders of university deprees in music education, 

“Several indicators suggest that the performance levels were 
highest during the seven years of Duane Emch’s tenure. The 
Sturgis Band was acknowledged by fellow band directors of the 
day as one of the best bands in the province. The quality and level 
of the repertoie performed support these claims. Among the 
‘numerous awards by the band under D. Emch's ditection was a 
first place in the provincial junior band competition st the 
Centenary Band Contest on 14 June 1967.

DRIVER TRAINING (EDUCATION) 
PROGRAM 

‘The Driver Training (Education) program was instituted in the 
‘Sturgis School Unit in the fall of 1962, Records indicate thatthe 
Canadian Safety Council directed this program. The Regina 
Driving School, operated by’ Bill 1anitz, received the contract 
from the Unit Board for this program, During the month of July 
1962, teachers Frank Amie and Clarence Berg atended a driver 
training course at Moose Jaw in preparation for teaching the 
program. From the fall of 1962 to June 1968, both teachers 
conducted only the classroom instruction ~ Amie at the 
Preeceville High School and Berg atthe SCHS, Bill Ivanitz and 
Doug Barber of the Regina Driving School were in charge of 

‘phind-the-whee!” taining. 

In the fall of 1968, the Department of Education assumed 
responsibilty for the High School Driver Edveation program, 
‘One can surmise that a business working arrangement must have 
bbeen reached between the Sturgis School Unit and the 
Department of Education since Allan Fedak (at SCHS) and Prank 
Amie (at Preeceville High School) were hired by the Unit Board 
to administer the program, Frank Amie recalls that he was 
cemitied through the Department of Education. Both teachers in 
their respective schools were responsible not only for classroom 
instruction (Heory) but also for “behind-the-wheet” training 
(practical) new car equipped with dual conteols was supplied 
courtesy ofthe Reliance Garage in Preeceville 

Probably in 1974 (records are lacking and recollections are 
vague), Van-X Driving School from Yorkton, owned and operated 
by @ husband and wife team Bill and ‘Betty Evanik, was 
contracted by the Unit Board to implement the program, Van-X 
then hired teacher Allan Fedak to direct the classroom instruction 
An instructor from Van-X was in charge of the “on the hands” 














From the fall of 1976 to June 1987, Ms. Sharon (ondle) 
Grywachewski, private contractor under a business called 
Parkland Driving, was hired by the Unit Board to implement the 
programm within the unit—bodh in las instruction ¢ 

practical instruction (8 houts) Sharon recalls that during those 
eleven years, (1) she was treated as a teacher, (2) she was 

the supervision of not only the Unit Board but also 
superintendent, and (3) she was responsible or account 
school principals. She also remembers that the Department of 
Education established the curriculum guidelines and 
programming, and SGI was responsible for licensing. 

Investing in a simulator, Jondle-Grywachewski utilized this 
“aching and driving laboratory on wheels" from the fall of 1979 
to June 1987. How fortunate the students enrolled inthe Driver 
Training (Education) course at the Composite were to experience 
this “teaching tool"! Firsly, the simulator exposed students to 
Afferent driving experiences such as skid control, night driving 
crash avoidance, and so on, but it did so in a safe driving 
‘environment-one that could not be replicated in a local “hands 
‘en” driving situation. Secondly, it helped students to develop 
manual dexterity. Tiel, it enabled students to develop mental 
attitudes to perceive potential azardous situations, butt dd so in 
‘a contolied environment 

Barry Bogucky, former student/graduate at the Composite 
ought the simulator from Jondle-Grywachewski and entered into 
contract with the Division Board in the fall of 1987. He 
continued the program undl the spring of 1995. Bogucky recalls 
that the partnership between the Department of Education and 
‘SGI was ssl viable. 

‘Unable to complete his contract withthe Division Board, Mr. 
Bogucky hired Mrs. Ivy Bakken a private contractor who owned 
and operated Safety-First Driver Education, to fulfill his 
‘obligation. Thus, the Timberline School Division offered the 
contract to Bakken, and Mrs. Bakken became the regular 
Driver/Trainerinstractor fom the fll of 1995 to June 1998, 

‘Then in June of 1998, the Crystal Lakes School Division No. 
120 arranged a contract with Peter Balog of Balog's Driving 
School in Yorkton, Since then, Mes. Gift Kachur has been the 
Driver Training instructor atthe SCHS,

TODAY - 1999 

With time came changes — “The Old things have 
disappeared." The name of the Unit (Sturgis School Unit #45) bas 
undergone a number of changes. In 1979, the word “Division” 
replaced Unit (Sturgis School Division No. 45) and in 1989, it 
was changed tothe Timberline School Division No. 4S. Finally in 
1997, when itwas amalgamated withthe Canora School Division, 
ittbecame the Crystal Lakes School Division No. 120. 

‘Tocnter the Sturgis Composite today, one steps into a spacious 
and modem lobby with led bench seas and glass encasements 
for school memorabilia such as trophies and pictures, From this 
area, one has easy and immediate accesso the General Office and 
Principal's Office, to a Servery, and to the GymAuditoium, 
‘which is equipped with Boys’ and Girls’ washrooms as well as 
shower and locker facilities, From the lobby, one can enter into a 
locally centred vestibule that leads to an ulta-modem Library 
Resource Centre, to the East Wing, to the South Wing, or Upstairs 
to the Upper Level. The East Wing (Lower Level) accommodates 
the Science Department as well as two classrooms, and Gils’ and 
Boys’ Washrooms, The South Wing leads to the Special 
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Education and Guidance Room, the Staff Room, the Band Room, 
an openvarea and an open-beamed Art Centre, a Home 
Economics Lab, and to three classrooms. On the Upper Level, 
‘one can visit the Computer Business Education Room, a Work 
Study Room, the SRC Room, and a Work Room for the 
publication of The Quill, (ihe SCHS Yearbook), or one can move 
dwn the East Wing where there are five classrooms and a room, 
that serves a two Locker Areas and a Book Storage Area 
Eleven teachers provide leaming experiences for 
approximately 147 students spanning Grades 6 to 12 inclusive

However, the Russian Orthodox Church soon 
answered these needs in the locality north of Sturps anda church 
‘vas built eight miles north of Sturgis, NW 1/4 -22-35-4-W 2nd, 
‘onthe McClure property and across from the Joba Prekask farm 
‘The church name was changed to “St, Peter and St. Paul 
Ukrainian Orthodox Church”. Around 1907, a split in the group 
resulted in one church being built by Lady Lake and the other 
‘moved tots preset site bythe Spring Valley Cemetery at SE 10 
364-W 2nd on John Lesanko's land which i presently owned by 
Joba Hamilton 

The main carpenters were Hretesko (Henry) Hnetka, Peto 
Chemivski, and Wasyl Boychuk. The frst members of the 








church, who also helped with the building, were Wasyl Kusach, 
Dmetro Prekaski, Dmytro Solovan, George Budnick, Peter 
(Cherniawski, Ivan Toderash, Evan Lesanko, Dmetro Onchelenko, 
(Olakso Wouchuk, Mikoli Wowebuk, Wasjl Michaluik, Andrew 
‘Meroniuk, and George Penuik. The first executive included Me 
Miivatski and Dmetto Prekaski. The first minister was Rev

Wasyl Dronik, Mr. Sopiwnik and 
Petro German were deacons aver the years, 

‘A new church was built in 1952 to replace the old one on land

he Suurgis Evangelical Church 


A group of people who were holding Bible studies in their 
homes in Sturgis asked Edwin Wright, a minister who was 
serving a group at Hassen, SK in 1939-1940 (having been invited 
there by the Corofin Ladies Aid), to start services in Sturgis. 
‘When he agreed, the group set about reating an emipry store 
building on Main Steet to hold services. Later the Charles 
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‘Thereiau house was purchased along with a wo-roomed house 
from Clifford Smith for a parsonage 

Rev, and Mrs. Edwin Weight (Violet) wer the first ministerial 
‘peop to live inthe parsonage when twas read. Later, two more 
rooms were built on 

Rev, Howard A. Woodruff, a graduate ofthe Westem Canadian 
Bible Institute (now Canadian Bible College) at Regina, was 
asked by the Distict Superintendent, Rev. George Blackett to 
come to Sturgis. He, a twenty-two year-old single man, arived on 
October 6, 1955 and stayed tll 1958. The church was known as 
“The Alliance Mission” or simply “The Mission” with a small 
parsonage behind. The one-roomed Mission had only one room, 
With a large pot-belly stove in one comer and an old “peddle 
organ” in anodher comer. There were pews (really beaches) and a 
pulpit. Neither the church nor the parsonage had indoor 
plumbing. He loved the “modes litle church and was made 
‘welcome by the families who would invite him for meals and do 
his laundry. After two years of batching, he maried Miss Marilyn, 
‘Gurl on Seprember 7th , 1957 in Vancouver and on September 
22 was ondained at the District Conference in Edmonton, AB. 
Rev, Woodruff oversaw the regular Sunday services and church 
bbourd meetings. Board members then were Jim Hallick, Katie 
Pollock, Alan Sweet and Ida Williams, Other regular events were 
the weekly boys’ club, the Alliance Youth Group, the annual 
Vacation Bible Schools, Bible Camps at Crystal Lake and avery 
active Ladies’ Prayer Band. During his stay he performed a 
couple weddings but no funerals. The Sturgs-Preeceville 
Ministerial Association was stated while Rev, Woodruff was 
haere, He helped saw logs for a new church that Rev. Toews had 
helped Johhny Wilkinson cut down previously. The first church 
and parsonage were sold and a new church building was built by 
his successor, Rex, Emest and Mary Neufeld who arrived in 
December of 1958. The congregation at that time met in a house 
‘hich was 24 feet by 28 feet where all the paritions had been 
removed. At the annual meeting in January of 1959 the 
congregation decided to construct a building measuring Swenty- 
ight fet by forty-eight fet, 

A loan of thee thousand dollars was received from what was 
called a revolving fund from the head office of the Alliance to be 
repaid by monthly payments. Tat summer Johnny Wilkinson did 
the excavation, Lumber was purchased fom th lea planer mil 
‘The cost was kept down with the work being done by volunteers, 
‘The building was framed and services that first winter were inthe 
basement. In 1960 the building was completed and dedicated, 

In those years they held Summer Vacation Bible Schoo! in the 
public school for up to one hundred and twenty children 

In 1961, two acres of land NW -24-36-4-W2nd was purchased 
from Pete Smud to build an Alliance Church. That fall 
construction was started with volunter labor by John Hamilton, 
the John Auramenko's, Pete Smud and Johnny Wilkinson and 
others. The outside shell was built with plans to continue the 
following summer. However, when summer came, there was 
‘more interest to built a church in Endeavour. There was a stand 
off until 1963 when Rev. Neufeld and the congregation decided to 
sell the building. Ed Kindratsky was the buyer and he moved ito 
his farm, two miles northwest of Stenen 
Rev. Neufeld lft in 1963, 























‘Don Stubbs, the next pastor to serve in Stargis came in Apel 
1963 and stayed until the end of August 1966. During his ime as 
pastor, the church basement was developed with Sunday School 
rooms and a fellowship area. Prior to his departure the church 
building was painted. 

stor Stubbs also held Sunday School and Church services at 
the Woodlght District community school in 1963 and 1964, 

Pastor Fred Mentanko and his wife Leona came in 1967 and 
stayed for three yeas. They had up to ninety children atend the 
Daily Vacation Bible School, Pioneer Giris had a membership of 
ten with leaders Leona Mentanko and Anne Wiebe, these (wo 
ladies along with Jo Hallick looked after the youth. Rober Wiebe 
and Duane Emch looked after the Christian Service brigade 
working wih the younger children, 

‘The Women's Missionary Prayer Fellowship included ladies of 
the congregation Vi Pollock, Kay Pollock, Lily Jonson, Elsie 
Emch, Myre Sweet, Connie Shaver, Irene Hallick, Jo Hallck, 
‘Verna Mentanko, Betty Lindgren, Adeline Mohninger and Leona 
‘Mentanko. As well Pastor Mentazko held two sucessful eusades 
‘conducted by evangelists Rev Edwards and Rev R.G. Simpson 

For thirteen years after Pastor Mentanko left Rev. Lay 
Fulleston came from the Norquay Covenant Church to deliver the 
‘Sunday morning service. During this time Rev. Edwin and Violet 
Wright moved back to Suis and were instrumental in geting 
the Sunday School active. When Rev. Fullerton moved to the 
‘States in the early eighties, Re Wight filed inas interim pastor 
ntl the Hochnle’s arrived, 

Stonecraft Ministries is the umbrella organization to Village 
Missions. The Mission provides pastors to small churches that are 
‘unable to financially support ful time minister. At this time the 
church became an independent body, was incorporated as the 
Sturgis Evangelieal Church and made application to join 
Stonecroft Ministries. Through Village Missions, they obtained 
Rey, Hoehale 

In 1982, Fred and Sue Hochnle moved to Sturgis. Pastor Fred 
was the first fll time pastor the Church had ina long time. The 
‘Church also purchased abiding forthe parsonage 

‘Though the membership of the church was small and 
struggling, it was very much alive.A Friendship Bible Coffee was 
used in community outreach, They were involved with the 
Ketchen Lake Bible Camp where young people were counselors 
and the ladies assisted in the kitchen. A highlight ofthe year was 
the Sunday School Christmas program. Other stvities included 
‘Men's Prayer Breakfast and the Ladies’ Prayer Band, The 
lochnle's left in 1985, 

Pastor Muay and Debbie Graham came to Sturgis on July 5, 
1985 with thei children Jason and Leanne. Prior to becoming & 
minister, Murray was a cabinet maker, a job he continued along, 
with his ministy in Seurgs. He engineered the additional foyer to 
the present church and renovated the church basement to make a 
modem kitchen and bathroom, They formed a youth group of 
grades ive to twelve students and affiliated with the Hyas Baptist 
‘Church, They met mostly in homes for their stvities of Bible 
Study, board games and sports. They held adult Bible Study and 
started 5 Day Club which is conducted by Child Evangelism 
Fellowship for kids aged nine to eleven years and held during the 
second week of August In August 1991, the Grahams’ moved to 
































Pastor Gary and Patsy Semenyna followed Pastor Graarn in 
1991. Patsy began Ladies Night Out which attracted over one 
hundred ladies to an evening of skis, special musi, singing and 
4 guest speaker who would speak on how Christ was involved in 
ber lf, Pastor Gary and Patsy continued Bible Seudy, 5-Day Club 
and started Wednesday night Kid's Club whicl had eafts, Bible 
stories, games and contests forages six to twelve. Pastor Gay did 
“black light” presentations forthe Christmas and Easter seasons 
In August 1997, the Semenyna's moved to Wasa, BC toa Village 
Mission Church, 

During the period from August 1997 to May 1998, guest 
speakers filled the pulpit along with ay-pastor David and Gayle 
Egge of Hazel Dell Gospel Chapel who came to perform the work 
‘of a minister, Clark Reed of Stenen also helped out by leading 
Bible Studies on Wednesday evenings in the church, 

Pastor Eric and Cindy Redait arrived in Sturgis in May 1998 
With ther children Arron, James, Bronseyn and adopted Joshua in 
1999, 

They hold Kid's Cub once a month on Saturday evenings atthe 
Sturgis Elementary School. They started “Lunch Break Out” for 
high school students in the church basement at noon bour every 
second Friday which includes a free hot meal and gospel music 
They are active in Kerchen Lake Bible Camp for thee weeks each 
July, Wednesday night Bible Study continues. Pastor Exc is 
involved with the Preeceville and District Ministerial with 
hospital visitations and services in the hospital and hostel 








GRACE UNITED CHURCH 

{In 1920 the building that isthe present Grace United Church 
was built. The Norwegian Lutherans contributed to the building 
fund under the impression that the church was for the use of 
Lutherans and Presbyterians, however, when loan was required

to complete the building, it was obtained from the Presbyterians 
‘Church and Manse Board. The Lutherans were displeased 
bocause it was necessary that the church be inthe name of the 
‘church that gave the loan. In 1925 when the United Church of 
‘Canada was formed, the building then became the United Church, 

The original morigage document (sil in excellent condition) 
that was registered with the Saskatchewan Land Tiles was on 
Lois 8&9, both in Block 3 inthe Town site of Sturgis, according 
to a Plan of Record in the Lands Titles Office for the Yorkton 
Land Registration District as Number A.A. 3984, It was signed on 





July 11, 1921 by Donald Campbell (farmer), Thomas Rongve 
(ames) and John Gillespie (postmaster) and was witnessed by 
Albert Galbraith, It was fr $1500.00 loaned by the Church and 
Manse Board of the Presbyterian Church in Canada, payable in 
$300.00 installments stating in 1922 and ending in 1926. The 
imerest rate was 5%, 

Grace United Church stands today where it was frst built on 
the north west comer of Main Stret, across from the Post Office 
and a block from the Sturgis Elementary School. The old 
structure remains firm and secure but additions and renovations 
Jhave taken place. Inthe early years new railing forthe steps was 
added as was a fence and lilac bushes were planted surroundin 
the church making ta beautiful setting, Later more changes were 
‘made in the basement to accommodate a new gas furnace and to 
‘make it larger to hold meetings, Sunday School classes, teas and 
suppers. A fire escape was constructed to the basement 

The stoeple was taken off due to necessary repits When a new 
roof was installed. A new steeple with a much lower profile was

bull and the chimes for the church still ring out clealy every 
Sunday: A choir loft was built and the windows stained, Beautfl 
‘wooden pews were put in, the floors carpeted, the interior 
redecorated and electric lighting installed. 

A. major addition was the pulpit, communion table and 
‘baptismal foot that were carved and constructed by John Wilson 
‘of Hazel Dell. The Dedication Service was held in 

‘On September 2, 1988, after three years of planning and fund 
rising, a mortgage was taken out with the United Church of 


Canada for te purpose of constructing a hal attached tothe rear

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of the church. The morgage was for $61,846.00 at 5% interest 
payable over five years (semi-annual payments of $7,066.00 
cach). It was signed by the Church Trustees - Larry Skogen, 
Karen Weeks and Richard Morken. Under the capable work of 
treasurer John Hamilton, the mortgage was pad off on December 
31, 1993. The total cost ofthe building was one hundred and fifty 
four thousand, two hundred and ninety dollars. The congregation 
along with other wel wishers celebrated with a banguet, speeches 
and mortgage burning on February 6, 1994. 

The new modem structure includes a large hall with font and 
side entrances, a spacious modem, well equipped kitchen, a 
minister's office, bathrooms, funace room and lobby. A work bee 
involving volunteers helped withthe painting ofthe new area and 
hanging ceiling boards to reduce the noise. A rug was also 
installed. A member of the Church built the new tables with the 
materials bought by donations and the new chairs were 
purchased, The building of the hall was made possible by the 
‘generous financial support of the congregation, the memorial 
‘contributions, the church organizations’ fund raising and the 
‘whole community who supported the fundraising events as well 
as many willing hands who helped when asked 

“The hall has been used for many church activities and 
ocasions such as meetings, services, anniversaries, showers, 
funeral lunches, suppers, teas and bake sales. It serves as an 
‘overflow area for funerals 

Two church directory books were printed, one in 1985 and the 
‘other in 1996 with photos, names and phone numbers of the 
people inthe Preeceville Sturgis Pastoral Charge 

“The most recent addition atthe Church is alighted directory 
board for service times and Church evens 

The Grace United Church ran independently until dhe fall of 
1964, when the Local Church Board together with congressional 
approval gave permission for the seting up of an “Integrated 
Local Board”, an experiment combining the United Churches in 
Preecevile, Sturgis and Stenen which later became known a the 
Official Boar. 

‘The Official Board ofthe Preeowvlle-Sturgis Pastoral Charge is 
composed of members of both the Grace and Tenity Local 
Boards and includes Rev. Miles Russel (present minister), The 
Official Board meets about four times a year altemating meetings 
between the two churches 

Grace United Church Board meets every month. Some of the 
meetings centered around the sound system, spring and fall 
suppers, Seder Supper, Play Presentations, dedications, election 
of officers and other business affecting the Church 

‘Annual Reports from different groups are presented such as 
Minister's report, Official and Local Boards, Church Play, 
Financial statement, Youth Group, United Church Women's 
Report, Pastoral Care Team and Choir. 

Throughout the yeas the church has been a center of worship 
for its congregation and played a significant role for such events 
as weddings, fimerals, baptisms, confirmation and transfers of 
membership, The Church has’ and continues 10 serve this 
community in many ways 

‘The following is a list of ministers who have served Grace 
United Chureh: The frst preacher was a student minister, Mr 
Hardy and the fist ordained minister was Rev. Fisher who came 
in 1925, then Rev. P. McLeod (1926-28), Rev. Wm Kirkpatrick 














(1928-33), Rew. Cyril Martin (1933-37), Rev, Win Thompson 
(1937-39), 0 minister from 1939 to 1940, Rev. M.G. McFarlane 
(1940-41), Rev. Harold Hargreaves (1941-43), Rev. GE, Almack 
(1943-46), Rev, Bruce Warman (1946-47), Rev. R. Dobson 
(1947-48), Rev. Dave Peebles (1948-50), Rev. Donald C. Wilson 
(1950-83), Rev. J. Newion Reed (1953-56), Rev. R.G. Cammidge 
(1956-58), Dr. MO. Thomas (1958-61), Rev. RB. Heffelfinger 
(1961-67), Rev. Earl D. Melatyre (1967-73), Rev. Ron Jevons 
(1973-79), Rev. Jack Ballantyne-Dickson (1979-81), Rev. Doreen 
‘Smith (1981-83) and Rev. Miles J. Russell who came 1983 and is 
still our minister. 

Since 1987 Preeceville Sturgis Pastoral Charge has had the 
honor and responsibilty of being selected to have intern ministers 
to train and gain experience in their ministry under the leadership 
of Rev. Russell. They were Hazel Arbon (1987-88), Lois Punton 
(1990-91), Ruth Lumax (1994-95) and Susan Tilleman (1997- 
98), All now are in charge oftheir own congregations. 








GRACE UNITED CHURCH WOMEN (U.C.W,) 

Ta 1909, The Sturgis Aid Society, likely under the auspices of 
the Presbyterian Church, held regular meetings. They pieced 
duis, erocheted and embroidered, they made aprons, shirts and 
handkerchiefs. Socials and picnics were planned to be held atthe 
homes of members witha small admission charge. Materials for 
hhandwork and patent medicines were ordered from Eaton's 
‘Simpson's and Frazier, Thornton & Co. for resale. The small 
profit thus made undoubtedly paid for ministerial services or went 
tohelp needy families. Some members ofthe Sturgis Aid Society 
‘were Mrs. W. Hedley, Mrs. John Walker, Mes, WD. Martell, Mrs. 
F.C. Brooks, Mis. Hugh Hutchison, Mrs. M. Mattson, Miss 
Flora Walker and Miss Edna Hamilton 

The inaugural meeting of Grace United Church Women was 
held on January 18, 1962, following the amalgamation of the 
Women’s Aid (W.A.) and the Women's Missionary Society 
(WMS) in 1961, However, there previously had been an 
association of women engaged in Chistian mission and service to 
the community for many yeas. 

Grace UCW through the years have raised money to support 
the work of the church and to make improvements. The UCW 
planned for and carried out projects in the sanctuary, the building 
of the library in 1966, the carpeting purchased in 1976 and the 
blinds 2 1984, Funds were given to the Church board for painting 
the basement and purchasing curains, also for painting the 
(Church, for repairs to the Church and for special projects such as 
the omgan fund, More recently, large contributions have been 
made to the Building Fund, Through the yeas tables and chairs, 
tablecloths, dishes and silverware were purchased and aed to as 
the need expanded. Lawn mowers were purchased in 1976 and 
1990 and vacuum cleaners in 1976 and 1983. It took several years 
of planning and saving before sewer and water was installed in 
1970. 

Trough the years, the semi-annual tea and bazaar as been the 
‘mainstay of raising money, However in the 60's and into the 70's, 
following the bazaar, supper was also served at one dolar for 
adulls and forty cents for children under twelve. And it was a 
grand meal too, with salads, vegetables and meats, scalloped 
potatoes and desserts 











The Explorers and CGIT had a fishpond and solé UNICEF 
cards to raise money for thei projects. More recently we have 
sold church plats to celebrate the 60th anniversary ofthe United 
CChureh, church calendars and cookbooks 

‘The UCW has supported the work of the Church in many ways 
As well as helping out the Church Board financially on many 
‘occasions, the UCW supported the CGIT and Explorers and the 
‘Tyro group as long as they were in operation The choir was given 
funds for purchasing music and junior choir gowns. In the °60's 
contributions were made to furnish the manse at Preeceille 

To assist in Christian education, the Sunday School has 
received help regularly through the yeas. In the early years, 
expenses were paid for members attending Presbytery UCW with 
mileage at five cents per mile. In 1972 two young people were 
sponsored to attend a weekend event at RCT.C. Others were 
funded to attend a traning school in Saskatoon. More recently 
“Laity in Action” members have boen assisted and also the UCW 
has assisted in the cost of maintaining an intern. 

Mission work has not ben forgoten. For many years members 
were more directly involved in mission work Each year a 
‘handmade quilt with a pieced top was danated to various worthy 

rganizations. In 1964, two hundred and fifty pounds ofall kinds 
of clothing was collected and given to the Salvation Anny. 
Through 1965 to 1968, one dollar per member was sent t the 
“Barley for Korea fund each year. In the 60's smal gifts end later 
donations were sent to the Indian children at Kamsack. Now it 
seems that our mission work isto provide money’ and there is a 
growing lis of organizations asking for donations, Every year a 
‘generous donation is eat to the Mission and Service Fund. Other 
UC. organizations which bave benefitted through the years are 
Oliver Lodge, Christian Youth Caravan, Mission Bursary Fund, 
PC.TC, St Andrew College, Indian Church Leadership Fund as 
well as Camp Easter Seal, Bible-A-Month Club, the Women's 
Iner-Church Council of Canada, Telemiracle and various other 

Within te community, they have taken part in the World Day 
of Prayer and Remembrance Day Services. Cards andlor letters 
have been sent and visits made to homes or hospitals during 
illness or times of bereavement within the congregation. Gifts of 
appreciation have been given to ministers, choir leaders, organists 
and others who have given special service tothe Church

ST. PATRICK’S ROMAN CATHOLIC 
CHURCH 


Pari’ Roman Catholic Church (1913) & Rectory (1981) 





In the late 1890's a group of Kish Catholics setled in the 
Sturgis area. Some well remembered families were Gibney 
Reagan, Durham, Carragher, Healy, Fitzpatick, Madden, and 
Heanley. This area was in the Prince Albert Diocese. Pastoral care 
‘was provided by Rev. Jules Decosby, Missionary Oblates of Mary 
Immaculate, (O.ML.) from St. Philip's Parish near Kamsack. 
From 1904 to 1933 the Redemptorst Fathers from Yorkton came 
‘out fo minister to this community. The priests who visited this, 
mission once a month were Fathers F. Bergonie, A. Delaere, 
Mayer, J, Schonhart, E, Holland, Campier, F. Kearney, K. J 
Kennedy, J. MeCreal, F Malin, J. Martin, F. Lane, and G. Fee. 

‘They started building the frst church in 1913. twas completed 
as funds became available, Since there was no retory the pastor 
had to live inthe sacristy or when a room was available in the 
hotel. The rectory was builtin 1941. Funds were scarce soit was 
‘constructed out of rough lumber that was eut and milled by Fr 
[Novak and the parishioners. 

‘The Oblate Fathers were assigned to serve the mision in 1933, 
‘with the parish priest, Rev. J. Bednar2, O.MLL. 

On July 21,1934, St Patrick's became part ofthe Archdiocese 
of Regins and was given the status of a parish. There were 
nineteen families inthe parish. On July 21st, 1934, Fe. Thomas 
Novak (1934-58) became the fit resident pastor. He also 
ministered to the parishes of St. Leo's, Rockford, St. Thomas, 
Norquay, and St Elizabeth's, Stenen. 

Fr, Novak served until September 1958 when he was assigned 
‘© Melville. During his ministry of twenty-four years at St 
Patrick's, he made a big impact on the parish, Through his 
insistence on March 6, 1949, the Altar Society Ladies became the 
Catholic Women’s League of Canada (CWL), pat of a national 
‘group of Christian women working for God and Canada. The 
‘CWL, Sturgis Council, celebrated its SOth Anniversary on Marc 
6th, 199, its charter day 








Fr Dhomas Nevak Fr Joe Kuchar 
OM (1934-38) 1881 (1958-63) 

Fr. Joe Kucharezyk, OMI (1958-63) was the nex priest serve 
here and while he was here plans were made to build a new 
church. The numbers of families outgrew the church. Plans were 
made in 1959 to build @ new church, between the old church and 
the rectory, with Leo Lubiniecki as architect. Construction was 
started in the spring of 1961, Parishioner Lome Bames was 
chairman of the Building Commitee. The only paid employee 
Was the head carpenter, S.M. Guika of Preeceville. The whole 
community was behind this project with non-parishioners 
volunteering time and equipment. Many means of fundraising 
were used as well as pledging. The church was blessed in 
December 1962, The old church was sold to Mike Lys who 
dismantled it forthe lumber

Fr. Kuchareayk left in July 1963, 

Fr, Jerry Talarski, OMI (1963-86) came in August, 1963. He 
remained as pastor in this area for 23 years. The parishes hosted 
his 25th Anniversary of Ordination to the Priesthood on June 7 
1981. Fr Jery did most of the work in Finishing the church. In 
1966 the interior walls were painted, linoleum was installed, the 
sanctuary was remodeled withthe altar facing the congregation 
and new pews were put in. In December 1977, the final payment 
‘onthe oan of $15,000 was made. The parish hall begun in 1978 
was completed in 1987, 
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‘The CWL, Preeceville Council, was formed in1964, They 
celebrated their 35h anniversary on September 18, 1999. This is 
1 unigue situation with one Church, St. Patrick's having two 
active CWL Councils to serve the parish needs. 

‘The Knights of Columbus Council, #7138 was formed in 1978 
with members from the Ukrainian Catholic Church and St. 
Patrick's Church. Is an active organization in our parish 

‘St, Patrick's adopted the many changes that Vatican TT brought 
about in 1966, In keeping withthe Archdiocese guidelines, Josie 
‘McGuire was instrumental in forming a Parish Pastoral Council 
in the fall of 1982 and was its fist chairperson 

When Fr. Talaski left, Fr. John Szkodzinski, OMI (1986-90) 
rived on Oct. st, 1986 and assumed pastoral cae. He continued 
to minister to St Patrick's and the missions of St. Leo's and St. 
‘Thomas. On August 21, 1989, he also began pastoral duties at St 
Anthony's, Rama. 

Fr. Frank Frazik, OMI (1990-92) replaced Fi, Sekodzinski on 
May 24, 1990 continuing to serve the four parishes until 
September 1, 1991 when Fr. Ted Pajak from Canora took over 
pastoral responsbiliies at St, Anthony's, While pastor here, Fe 
Frazik took sick and was flown to Winnipeg where he died oa 
October 23, 1992. A memorial service was held for him at St 
Patrick's 

With the passing of Fr. Frazik, priests from other parishes 
celebrated Mass on Sundays’ until a resident priest Fr. Adam 
Files, O.MLL artived. They were Fr. Tarski, MLL Fr Wojeiech 
‘Woitkowiak, O.MLL, and Fr, Jan Adamiszyn, O.MLL 

Fr Adam Filas, OMI serving from 1992-96) celebrated his frst 
‘Mass at St Patrick's on December 5, 1992, During his ministry in 
the parish in cooperation with the Parish Pastoral Council, 
renovations were caried out. The building ofthe Activity Cente 
in the rectory basement was a big undertaking and a welcome 
‘dition, A second much needed office was built and an enclosed 
patio added. Fr. Adam acquired stain glass windows for the 
church which wer installed by Glen Desroches. The wall of the 
sanctuary was redesigned and a chapel forthe tabemacle was 
‘made. A new sound system was installed. New banners, frontal, 
stoles and otber vestments were made foreach Liturgical Season 
of the Church Year by Sharon Musey. 

"The Youth group was revived. They performed different plays 
“The Passion of Our Lord was exceptionally well performed here 
as well asin Kamsack, Melville and Canora. The Youth took a 
never to be forgotten Ski sip to Banff. The celebration of Youth 
“Mass each Friday evening was tated. 

Brother Jarek Jancik, OMI came to St, Patrick's Parish in 
March 1994 and stayed tl July 1995 to study English under the 
tutelage of Mary Phelan, He helped with the Youth ministry. He 
also helped at St. Leo's, Rockford 

‘The Alar servers, Catechists, Eucharistic Ministers, Pastoral 
Care Workers and Parish Pastoral Council members were all 
commissioned. There isa group of dedicated Lay Ministers who 
work in the various Church ministries.The parishes together 
enjoyed an Outdoor Mass and Picnic instigated by Er. Adam, frst 
at Lady Lake Regional Park in 1994, then at Sturgis and District 
Regional Park in June 1995, and at St. Thomas Church grounds 
in 1996 which was also a farewell for Fr, Adam, 

‘On August Ist, 1995, Fr. Flas took over the pastoral duties at 
St. Stephen's, Kamsock, St. Philip Nevi and the reserves of 











Keeseekoose and Cote as well as keeping his other parishes. He 
welcomed the challenge, spending time at both Parish Offices, 
Kamsack and Sturgis. 

Tn January of 1996, Fr. Andrew Sowa, OMI arrived to study 
‘English. He was a big help in all five parishes. On July 21, 1996 
Fr, Adam left to serve as pastor at St. Maximilian Kolbe Church 
at Mississauga, Fr Andrew lft on July 28, 1996 fo his duties as 
‘Associate Pastor at St, Casimia’s Church in Toronto 

Fr. Casimir J. Krystkowiak, OMI (Fr. Krys) celebrated his frst 
Mass ere on August 4, 1996. He continued to minister in te five 
parishes. To ease his workload on Sundays each parish took a urn 
‘once ® month having Sunday Celebration of the Word. with 
CCommusion, During Fe. Krys” stay, the parish with advice from 
Fr. Krys had new front steps built on the Rectory, finished the 
interior of the patio, and arranged all the clean up and restoration 
work after the office was flooded in July 1999, prior to his 


On August 1, 1998, the parishes of St. Philip Neri and St 
Stephen’s were able to have thei own priest, Fe Gary Lindenbach 
for one year. Then on August 1, 1999, they again became part of 
the responsibility of Fr. Keys.

‘The fist action on this site was to build an Altar wi 
done by digging four Tamarack posts into the ground that were 
boxed in with lumber and nicely covered. This same Altar is still 
used today with the Church having been bait around it. Open ait 
services were held as well as funerals, weddings and baptisms 
until the Church was built around 1912, Domania A. Karcha was 
the first burial in 1907 

Rex. Brootskie was the minister. Ifthe minister was not 
available Hary Karcha or John Harris would condoct the service 

‘The logs forthe Church were cut and hauled to Fulton's saw 
mill north of Canora. Joan Melnychuk who lived on the same 
section asthe saw mill gave his home as a place for people to stop 











and rest and some to stay the night as it was along tip with horses 
‘o Canora and back, 

In 1912 the Church Board borrowed one hundred and seventy- 
five dollar a eleven percent interest to finish the interior of the 
Church, Most of the work was done by volunteers. The doors 
leading to the Aitar are made of Omamental Fretwork. The wood 
carving on the inside of the Church was done by Metro Sopko, 

"Near the Church is @ Bell House which contains a large bell 
‘which whea rung can be heard for miles around, There was also 
‘house built for the minister which was later demolished. Rev, 
Peter Toraruk and Rev. Maxium lived there 

The tile forthe Church and Cemetery obtained in 1912 was 
made out in tras ofthe Trustees who were Metro Galoa, Artemi 
Karcha, John Phelyp, Metro Kalenchuk and secretary Harry 
Karcha 

Fund raising activities included an annual donation of cash 
from each member, Church picnics, basket socials, and dances. At 
CCristmas carollers went from house to house calling for which 
they received a small donation, On New Years a comedy group 
(Malanka) in costumes of a Jew, a doctor, a nurse, @ gorilla, a 
fortune teller, a bear on a chain, and a trainer, would go from one 
house to another to perform. Their performance brought alot of 
laughter, some small donations and provided a story to tell over 
the year. While Rev. E, Moseychuck was there be helped with a 
Mothers’ Day program as well as being responsible for many of 
the Church’ activites, He served therefor many years giving it 
‘up to younger minister when he reached his eighties 

Inthe early years Harry Karcha would lead the singing but after 
his death in 1960, Mrs. Annie Lozinski would lead the 
congregation in song and when possible the Galon girls, 
Elizabeth, Ann and Katie would travel from Moose Jaw to attend 

‘A traditional Memorial Service including Church Service, 
Blessing of the graves and a Memorial dinner with all the food 
provided by the women is sill held on Green Sunday 

In 1915 there were 44 members with the Church collection 
seventy-five cents to two dollars and seventy-five cents with the 
minister's salary a ive dollars and seventy-five a service. In 1979 
the collection was sixty-five dollars and thiy-two cents and the 
minster was paid seventy-two dollars. In 1996 the colletion was 
‘one hundred and five dolar with the minster paid one hundred 
and fifty dollars 

‘Most of the first crosses inthe cemetery were made by Metro 
Safarak of Usherville and Peter Melnyk of Sturgis, The cemetery 
is sill used. Grass is cut a few times a year. Visitors come each 
year to pay their respects to family and friends resting there 

In 1990 the Preeceville Municipality passed this site as @ 
Heritage Site. With a heritage grant and some donations from the 
families and relatives of those buried there, they were able to 
shingle the oof and paint the Church and Bell House. A plague 
with the names of these generous people is located inside the

House dances, basket socials, pie socials, carling during 
Uiranian Christmas and Molonka on New Year's, were all events 
held to raise money for painting and furnishing the Church. As 
‘money was raised the work gradually progressed. 

Finally in 1943 the Church as complete. The first Church 
Service was held July 12, 1943 with Rev P. Tokariuk as minister 

‘The Church held many’services both hippy’ and sad. A service 
was beld every year during Green holidays (Hrame, six wecks after 
Easter) with a dinner outside. People from all around the area 
would gather fortis ocasion, 

The last service held in this Church was in July 1966 for district 
pioneer, Mrs. Mary (Hay) Mastrachuk’s funeral. Since the last 
service, the Church was vandalized withthe loss ofthe chandeliers, 

The Rusally Greek Orthodx Congregational Church bas stood 
for several years now only 2s a landmark. To many it holds 
memories of worship and fellowship, of happy and sad occasions, 
‘Many recall the funeral of family members, neighbors and fiends, 

In 1980, anew committee was formed to cae forthe church and 
cemetery. The yard. was leveled, large tees and stones were 
removed and the church was shingled and painted and a new fence 
and gate erected. 

Presently there are about ifly-ive members. Each year to days 
ae designated as clean-up days, the third Saruday in June before 
Father's Day and the frst Monday in August. On thee two days 
members an families of the deceased get together atthe cemetery as 
‘work bee; mowing grass, cleaning ound te headstones and use 
cleaning the church, 








KINGDOM HALL 
‘The Kingdom Hall of Jchovah's Witnesses started in Sturgis 
through the effors of Mike and Metwo Prekaski. They were cattle 
buyers who frequently shipped catle wo Winnipeg by CN Rail 
One day while in Winnipeg, they atended a Bible lecture given 
by some Bible students. They were impressed with “the nice 
people studying the Bible", so they bought those speakers a ticket 
to come to Sturgis to give Bible talks in homes and schools 


Quite ew people came to these meetings and a congregation 
was formed in 1914. They me indifferent homes each week. A 
Jot of people joined until at one time there were over seventy 
tending the meetings. Some ofthe congregation moved to B.C 
‘on account ofthe severe weather conditions in Saskatchewan, 
With the large congregation, soon the homes were not big 
‘enough, s0 a Kingdom Hall of Jehovah's Witnesses was built on 
Sam Kalenchuk’s farm, NE 19-35-R4-W2, six miles trom 
Sturgis, Later this Hall was moved o Sturgis. Then in 1962, anew 
Sturgis Kingdom Hall of Fehovah’s Witnesses was built. This Hall 
is sill being used, though in 1997 renovations were undertaken by 
the Regional Building Commitee of Saskatchewan Jehovah's,

Wimesses who organized volunteer qualified skilled tradesman 
and helpers from Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Alberta. 

‘A servant body of Elders and Ministerial Servants co-ordinate 
the activity of the local congregation of Jehovah's Winnesses, At 
present there are twenty-two Active members from Sturgis and 
Distt refered to as Brothers and Sisters that are baptized 
ministers. They share at meetings scheduled weekly and are 
willing to discuss with people the good things from the Bible 
bout a positive future for this earth under God's Kingdom. 


HOLY TRINITY UKRAINIAN ORTHODOX 
CHURCH 

‘The beginning of the Ukrainian - Canadian Religious life goes 
back tothe early Ukrainian setfement ofthe Pres. Ukrainian 
settlement in the Sturpis area began around 1915. Most of these 
setlers came from the provinces of Wester Ukraine, specifically 
Galicia, Bukovinia and later Volyn, 

The first seers suffered many hardships in thei assimaiation 
inthis new and foreign land. They had to adjust and adapt to new 
Jaws, language, and farming practices. As isthe Ukrainian nature, 
they persevered and their furure generations prospered, Once 
these people were established on their homesteads, they were able 
to devote more time to other concerns - spiritual, social, cultural, 
and intellectual aspects of life. Since in the Ukraine the Church 
fulfilled most ofthese needs, a place of worship and education for 
their children in these areas was a major priory 

‘Such was the begining of religious life in Sturgis. In 1934 Rev. 
XKyrstink came to Sturgis and held the first Ontiodox Service in a 
private home. He encouraged these devout people to not only 
evote their energies to ther religion but to look beyond and 
develop @ literary and cultural society. As a result, the cultural 
‘organization of Taras Schevchenko was conceived on Fanuary 16, 
1934, After the religious service a meeting was held. Membership 
in this society was taken and the following were elected: W 








Hruska as chairman, O, Fodchuk vice - chairman, P. Prestic 
secretary, and A. Ewaniw treasure. The duties and mandate of 
this society was to establish a Ukrainian School. That same year 
Mary Kinaschuk from Arran was hired to teach the Ukranian

language, musi, and cultural heritage of the Ukrainian people. 
On July 2, 1934 classes began in the Public School with 19 
children and continued forthe sumnmer until August 26, 1934, 

‘Kinaschuk was paid $64 (plus board) fr these two months. In 
1936, with 22 children enrolled, Mr. Ostapchuk assumed teaching 
duties and because he was musically talented, he also instructed 
adults in singing and Choral Dynamics. 

‘The first regular meeting of the Ukrainian Orthodox 
‘Congregation in Sturgis was held inthe home of A. Ewwaniw on 
January 17, 1987 after Rev. Diachina conducted services. The 
‘executive forthe new congregation was elected with chairman, A. 
Semeschuk, seertary W. Hrushka, A. Ewaniw treasurer, and D. 
Soltys as caretaker 

1 was decided to call the congregation St. Michaels. Records 
show that twelve families became members that day. The 
Brotherhood (Congregation) of St. Michaels agreed to have four 
services a year and to pay the priest eight dollars a service. Rev 
LDiachina, who resided at Aran, was the fist priest ofthe newly 
‘organized congiegation, Services were held in private homes and 
after each service the priest eld catechism classes with the 
children, 
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‘The women pat much work into this new organization and 
church sctvities in general It was ther responsibility to see that 
children attended services and catechism. They also attended to 
lodging and boarding the priest when he came for service. 

“The congregation grew in membership and soon the homes 
were too small to comfortably hold services. It was felt that their 
most important mandate was to ensure their children grew up 
‘knowing and appreciating their religion, culture and language and 
{fo accommodate them a more permanent place was needed 
Consequently, a meeting was called in 1951 to entertain the idea 
of building a church. A building committee was elected with 
chairman S. Keveraga, secretary P. Yuzik, and treasurer A. 
Remik. Immediately this committee concentrated in soliciting 
donations towards building the church and began collecting 
‘building materials, At that time the congregation contacted the 
‘Ukrainian Greek Orthodox Church Consistory in Winnipeg for 
permission to establish a church in Sturgis. Inthe spring of 1952 
shorty after permission was granted to build a church under the 
name of Holy Trinity, the congregation began building, 

In December 1985 the frst service was held in the not yet 
completed Church. The Sturgis Local Ukrainian Women's 
Assocation even with a small membership, put much energy and 
‘work into providing Funds fr the completion ofthe Church, Mas. 
Peggy Kolot was president of the Women’s Association and had 
te help the congregation in ensuring standards in Church 
‘uniformity, They were the ones who assumed responsibility for 
famishing the Church Proper, as well as the Church basement 
where socal, cultural as well a fund raising activites were held 
Fund rising activities were box socials, community catering 
bake sales, teas and drama presentations 

‘The Women’s Association ensured thatthe Ukrainian School 
would be ongoing and Mr, Wm. Hrushka was engaged to teach 
parishioners’ children to read and write Ukrainian as well s ther

Merle Kinaschue Judy Anata, Jean Kocushto, Evelyn Wek S Samborsi, Erie Stoel, Anton Srocel 
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cultural activities. They continue to this day to work for their 
‘Chueh with bake sales, teas, quilting, and perogy sales, Mes, 
Kolot remained president of this association for eighteen year. 

Tn 1958 Rev. S.W. Savichuk held the first service in the fully 
completed and furnished Church. July 26, 1964 was a great day 
for the congregation because on that day Bishop Boris blessed the 
new Church. Other Church dignitaries from the Winnipeg 
Consistory assisted the Bishop. To commemorate this great day 
the choie from the Canora Orthodox Church sang the Liturgical 
Service 

‘The formal choir of Holy Tinity was organized in 1958 by Mr. 
Nick Labuik, its director. This choir became quite proficient and 
appeared at many Church functions in the area, They were 
especially noted for their choral renditions of Christmas carols. 
When Mr. Labuik moved away, Me. Tom Cholod became the 
choir director and Cantor for many years. In 1981 Mr. Cholod 
ve up this position due to his filing healta, Mr. Alex 
Semeschuk then took over the duty of Cantorship, a duty he still 

The current executive of the Ukrainian Orthodox Church of 
Holy Tsinity is Roy Kolot chairman, Alex Semeschuk vice 
chairman, Mary Zuk secretary and George Michaluk treasurer. 
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Clubs & Organizations 


There has been many clubs and organizations over the years. 
Some lasting only 2 of 3 years, while others continued much 
Jonger. For some of the clubs and organizations there was very 
litle information, while others kept good record books so their 
history could be recorded. 

In 1937 a Boy Scouts Club was formed with LR. Johnson as 
Scouts master. They held a very successful New Year's Dance in 
1938 and a a fund raise sold apples on October 28, 1939 for a 
profit of $12.00 

‘The “Red Cross Society” was formed in 1939, with RE, 
Gillispie as President and Mrs, HLM. Rosenberg asthe Secretary. 
They raised money holding teas, sponsoring & Hallowe'en and 
Easter Monday dance and raffes on a turkey and a horse. The 
tickets on the horse sold out quickly and more ticket books were 
‘ordered. In 1940 they held carnival night atthe hall with several 
activities taking place. They sent knitted socks, pyjamas and 
‘monetary funds to the Red Cross Fund. 

A semi-seret club was formed by some high school gies in 
1939. They called themselves the “Happy Go Lucky Girls Club” 
and had a imited membership. Their moito was “Smile and Give 
Your Face a Holiday” 

In 1950 a Fish and Game League was organized joinly with 
Precceville. Honorary Presidents were Mayor Sorenson of 
Preeceville and Overseer W, Rongve of Sturgis. Chairman was 
Ken Mattison and Secretary, Oliver Larson of Sturgis. They held 
turkey shoot inthe rink on November Sth and raised $80, 

In January of 1952 a few ladies met for tea atthe home of Mis, 
. Galbraith, wit the object being to form a “Grannies Chub’ 
‘They would meetin the United Church basement every Monday 
aftemoon from 2:30-4:30 to take care of small tots So thatthe 
mothers could have some free time to go shopping, skating or ron 
cand. 

‘This same year a Bachelor Club was formed, who also met at 
te United Church basement, Their first meeting they made 
pancakes and the news clipping stated their next meeting dey 
‘would make Trish stew. Later called a men's club, it was in 
operation for several months 














STURGIS KINETTE CLUB 
The Sturgis Kinette Club held its organizational mesting on 
March 29, 1966 with nine prospective members attending. 
Kinete fees were set at $3.00 which included the cost of Kinete 
pins. The charter night was held April 22, 1966, Meetings were 
held the 3rd Wednesday of the month, at 8 pm at members homes, 
in alphabetical order. They had a ten cent fine for not wearing 
pins. Hostess rafles were held at each meeting (value not more 
than 50). Ral tickets were .10, The fist of many bake sales 
held by the Kinettes, was held atthe Co-op Store and raised a 
‘grand total of $12.75! A Christmas gift exchange was held with 
rice range of 50.75 cents

For the lst meeting ofthe year members treated themselves 10 
supper at Kolot's Caf, which cost a total af $9.00! 

The Kinettes have always been busy searching out those less 
fortunate, Some of their projects to lend a hand were: made ditty 
bags for the Canadian Save the Children Fund, donated baby 
clothes and books and swing-o-matic tothe hospital. Some of the 
monetary donations made over the years were: the skating rink, 
Kinsmen Foundation for the Handicapped, grill for curling rink, 
Elementary School, Kiddies Kinsmen park, 4-H Club, Library 
[kiddies comer, Camp Easter Seal, Canora and District Home Care 
Unit, Best Cadet Award, Band award, Elementary school class 
‘sip, Whitehawk Arts Council, Read Club building project, Fetal 
‘Monitor for hospital, CNIB, Sadd Chapter, Ronald McDonald 
House, Kidney Foundation, Sturgis Museum, Telemiracle 
donations and many more 

A few ofthe Kinetes innovative ways of rising money were: 
hobo teas, galloping suppers, selling cookbooks, birthday 
calendars, catering, dances, car washes, sold candy floss and ice- 
‘team at the Sports days, coffee and cake at bingo's, perogies, 
raffled doll house, money tree, toy box, quilt et., hockey pools, 
Flea markets, ski-t-thons, sold lunch a roller skating inthe sink, 
fashion shows, justo name a few. 

As early a8 1966 a discussion was held regarding Kinete 
outfits. The first club outs were made of gold forte! in 1971 
These soon fell out of favor as in 1972 the outs were changed 
to navy slacks and vests with white blouses, The vests were to 
have four butions which could be left open or closed at the 
discretion of each Kinerte! In 1974, the Kinttes would try once 
again ths ime burgandy slack, skirts and blazers. These were 
‘worn for about year at Kinette functions, bake sales etc think 
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the issue of Kinette outfits has been laid to rest. Most of these 
outfits ended up in quits! 

"The Kinette Club has served the community well in the form of| 
educational seminars such as baby sitting courses, cancer 
information night and women’s rights 

In 1971, Pictorial Booklets of Sturgis were made by the 
‘Kinetes asa Centennial Project. They were called “Pioneer Trai 
and sold for $3.00, In 1974 a welcoming committee was 
established. The “Buckie Up Baby”, stated in 1981, purchased 
$3600.00 worth of seats to be rented ut 

‘The Kinetes sponsor several on-going scholarships, one to a 
sraduate of Stupis Composite High School and another to the 
Parkland Music Festival 

In 1972, the Kinettes stated holding their meetings in the 
Kinsmen Club rooms, known asthe Kin Hut, The Kinetes helped 
finance the building. In June 1972 they purchased 34 sheets of 
plywood forthe sub-loor of the Kin Hut for a total of $136.00, 
plus a double sink for $50.00. In September of 73, Kinete Arith 
Keller was to ask the Kinsmen which they would preter drapes 
for the Kin Hut or be paid $150.00 for the candy floss (Sports 
Day). They must have replied drapes as a team of industrious 
Kinetes brought sewing machines and sewed those lovely purple 
snd red drapes, lined them, too! 

‘The Kinetes paid $200, towards a vaccum cleaner and half of, 
the price of the Greplace forthe Kin Hut. There were rotating 
groups of Kinetes 0 clean the Kin ut until a janitor was hited, 
The Kinettes painted and generally remodelled the women’s 
bathroom in the adjoining curling rink. The men asked us to fix 
up ther bathroom as well. It was decided to ask them o clean it 

‘The Kinertes have worked with the Kinsmen in raising funds 
for Telemiracle. They help wit the very successful mini-mirace 
Many Kinsmen and Kinettes have gone to Telemiracle over the 
years to help man the phones or work behind the scenes Being a 
Kinete hast all been work and no play! Kin Kamp Out was a 
favorite of many families for a number of years. The Kinetes 
organized games, treasure hunts, peanut scrambles, et cetera 

The Kinetts have for many years held family parties for 
Halloween and Christmas. These partes and all the work and 
thought that goes into them have made warm memories for Kin 
Children, The November1985 minutes state: “No more spaghetti 
snd meatballs for children's paris!” As wel, for years the club 
has served lunch for the Elementary School children at their 
Valentine's Skating Pay 

‘The Kinedes have hosted two Kinet Rallys. The frst was in 
1974, The Kin Hut looked very beautiful decorated with the “Four 
Seasons” theme. The second rally was in 1983, Entertainment 
‘was provided hy the Read Club Kitchen Band, In May 1976 the 
club celebrate their 10th Anniversary with supper atthe Deluxe 
Cale 

Probably the Kinette Christmas Auction, held ith the 
‘Kinsmen, chalks up the most laughter of ay event eld during the 
yeas. With the encouragement of unscrupulous Kinsmen 
suetioneers the crowd bids wildly on “the good, the bad and the 
ugly” items. 

Installation nights, where new executives are installed by 
Kinsmen and Kinete Deputy Govemors are held each fall. As 
with most service clubs and organizations itis a problem getting 


and keeping members. Those who have chosen tobe active in the 
Kinet Club have gained so. much with their many 
accomplishments, fond memories and lasting friendships. The 
lub began drawing names for secret sisters in 1983 and stil 
continue to do so 

In 1993, a K-ete Chub was formed with 22 former Kinetto 
‘members, leaving the reins of the Kinette Club in the hands ofthe 
Younger members, some of whom are the children of those K-

The Sturgis Kinsmen Club was chartered inthe spring of 1956. 
‘A banquet was held Priday, May 29th in the Community Hall, 

“The frst executive was President, Ronald Hesbert; Secretary, 
Keith Hushagen; Treasurer, Chuck Carlson; Directors Joe 
Zolkavich, Joe Hayko, Ted Yuzek and Lome Bames. Other 
charter members were: Carl Babiuk, Sam Choromitz, Frank 
Fraser, Howard Fraser, Kea Goulden Graham Grass, Sam 
Holmberg, Art Letestu, Herb Larson, Leonard Komey, Jack 
Montgomery, Fred Majelski, Hiding Nelson, Ed Nordick, Alfred 
(Olson, Glen Sando, mold Steusser and Frank Zimmer 

‘One of the objectives in the National Constitution states, “That 
Kinsmen shall cary on service work within their community’ 
This is something the Sturgis Club has excelled st, Some oftheir 
projects over the years are: equipping the Community Hall with 





‘chairs and tables; Kiddies Christmas Show and party: donations 
to minor sports; CNIB fund, Camp Easter Seal and Red Cross 
food hampers for needy families; sponsored an orphan for many 
years; building a kiddies park; financial ai for the new arena 
‘Sponsoring an ice camival queen for many years; assist with July 
Ist Sports & Rodeo; purchasing equipment for Kindergarten and 
Opportunity rooms; $2000 grant for “avs of Life"; $4000 
towards the cutng rink ice plant; $2000 donation to READ. 
(Cub building; $10,000 for Regional Park construction; purchase 
‘of a organ for Preeceville Hostel; roof repairs tothe Kin Hist and 
Curling Rink and donation towards portable heart monitor for 
Preceeville Hospital 

(On May 2nd, 1969 a 10 anniversary celebration was held. 
The Master of Ceremonies forthe event was Bud Morken and 
president of the club was Adolph Urbanosk, Those in attendance 
Were entertained by soloists Brenda Medlang and Calvin Wagu, 
and by Marilyn Hayko and Kathy Wisoley who sang & due. 
Accompanying pianst was Maureen Wag 

Kinsmen members in 1969 were: Adolph Urbanoski, Frank 
Fraser, Herb Larson, Sharad Chandra, Bud Morken, Larry 
Surcon, Albin Keller, Alfred Hladun, Julius Driaduck, Ted Yuzek, 
Don Phelan, Ray Skogen, Milton Kortmeyer, Dr. Dunbar, Bill 
Grons, Bucky Pollock, Alfed Olson, M. Ahluwalia, Don Steiff 
and Jim Prekask. 

In 1970, the club was presented the Dstt 3 Efficiency shield. 
Fifty-three Kinsmen Clubs in the province competed for this 
shield, which is awarded in recognition of outstanding 
achievement at the provincial area and local levels. Just one of 
‘many accomplishments by this club over the years. 

In 1971 Stan Balaniuk, President ofthe club and Principal of 
‘Sturgis Composite High School was chosen to be Deputy 
Governor of Zone 6, District 3 for 1972-73. What an honor for out 











litle town! In ster years Len and Lila Morrow and Ron and Rose 
Babyck also served as Deputy Governors for the Kinsmen and 
Kinete Clubs. 

In 1971 Suugis chartered the Norquay Kinsmen Club, This 
same year, the Kinsmen Club had an addition to the Sturgis 
Curling Rink constructed at an estimated cost of $11,000, a cost 
‘many thought prohibitive. Serving as the Kinsmen Club Room, it 
Js known as the Kin Hut and over the years has been used by 
many other organizations in the community. It tumed out to be 
‘money well spent indeed! The Kin Hut underwent some 
renovations in 1998 

Its noted that in 1971, Frank Fraser received a 900 per cent 
attendance pin (9 years perfect attendance). This is just one of 
‘many outstanding attendance pins handed out to Kinsmen 
members over the years. 

On July Ist, 1971 the Kiddies Kinsmen Camival Playground 
was officially opened with Charles Woytas chairman of the 
project. Total cost was $5400, 

‘Members ofthe Club participated in many of the activites at 
local, district and provincial levels, Oe of these was the Kinsmen 
curling bonspiels. In 1970 the “Big Foursome”, Herb Larson, 
Don Phelan, Milton Kontmeyer, Mike Komeychuk and Albin 
Keller (coach) won the playoffs in Yorkton.

In the fall of 1952, the Agricultural Representative from 
Canora, Mr. Orest Mysik, stopped at Elmer and Lena Sjoie's 
farm. Over a cup of coffe, he suggested that @ 4-H Club be 
started in te area, because he felt there were many young people 
in the community, dat could benefit from the citizenship taining 
that 4-H could give them 

‘After a brief survey of potential young people, the Sjolies 
agreed with Mr, Mysak, The next step was finding a capable and 
ierested leader. Mr. William (Bud) Morken's name came tothe 
top of thelist. Bud consented tothe leadership and came into the 
planaing effort along with the Sjoles. 

‘The idea ofa 4-H club inthis area was met with enthusiasm. 
The Sturgis 4-H Grain Club was organize inthe fll of 1952 just 
in time to be registered forthe new year. Bud Morken and Elmer 
‘Sjolie took on the duties of leadership. The Sask Wheat Pool at 
‘Sturgis was asked for sponsorship for the club, which they 
accepted by making grants tothe lub for some yeas. 

In 1953, a Beef Club was organized. In 1954, the Strgis 4-H 
Grain Club began and operated successfully for some years 
before dissolving, A 4-H Garden Club was organized on February 


3, 1954 under the leadership of Wm, Shevkenek with assistant 
leader Odvin Mattson. The nine memibers registered in this club 
were Lila Snodgrass, Norman Kozuska, Anne Olsoa, Cecilia 
(Olson, Jean Matson, Gordon Galbraith, Alexander Nicholsoo, 
Hilda Lindgren and Sylvia Shevkenek. The Sturgis Horticulteral 
Society sponsored the club, The Garden Club was succeeded by 
‘a Sewing club 1970-74, who changed their name toa handicraft 
‘Club in 1974 and then tothe Nimble Needles Club. 

In 1978 the 4-H Moliple Cub was formed, with many projects 
being offered, some of which were: sowing, crafts, sking, foods, 
woodworking, outdoorsman, light horse, photography, exploring 
44H, motorcycles, car care and many others. 

11954, seventeen members were registered inthe Grain Club 
In 1969-1970, nine members were registered in the Sturgis 4-H 
Garden Club, whereas in 1986-87 there were 89 members 
registered in the Multiple Cub. 

The year 2000 will mark 48 years of 4H work in the 
‘community. There has been more than 1200 registered 4-H 
members, many having completed nine full yeas in the 4-1 
program.

The Club today’continues mos of the activites that have been 
‘mentioned even though the membership has declined slightly. 
Every member has been a willing worker, each coneibuting his or 
her talent to elp the elub. 

‘Through the years many persons have joined is almost one 
quarter of a centuy’s existence. The READ Club has provided 
happiness to many citizens of senior age. Through it, fendships 
have been formed between people who might otherwise never 
have Known one another. It has banished loneliness, widened 
horizons and eared an honourable postion among groups that 
help the Town of Sturgis to flourish 











STURGIS HOME MAKERS CLUB 

‘The need for a more abundant and appreciative lif in the rural 
area of Sturgis was one of the objectives felt by a group of young, 
‘women in 1928, They met atthe home of Mrs. Hugh Monoghan 
and organized group known as the Sturgis Homemakers. 
Initially there were ten members, expanding to as high as thiy. 

In the same year, they became affiliated with the Provincial 
(Clubs under the name of Women’s Institute. They continued to 
call themselves the Homemakers Club. These women often felt 
isolated and by forming an organization, they had the chance 
get together to socialize. They would meet once a month in a 
‘member's home and pay @ monthly fe of twenty-five cea 

The club members sewed baby layettes, nighigowns and 
pejamas that were given to the hospital. During the war, they sent 
parcels to Tocal boys who were overseas. The club supported 
‘Christmas Seals, Tag Day for the Blind, cancer drives, Flier of 
Hope, Salvation Army, Camp Easter Seal, 4-H, musical festival, 
pprchased trees for the local cemetery, and donated money t0 


flood and fre victims. They gathered donations of clothing and 
household effects and distributed them to needy families in the 
sea, They donated money to the Kinsmen Kiddies Park, sent a 
student toa co-op school and two children to Camp Easter Sal 
‘They bought Christmas gifts for the sick and shutins, and 
‘organized health and dental clinics for children in the area. In 
1955, they entered a float at the Jubilee Sports Day. They also 
purchased books and subscribed to the National Geographic for 
the schoo library 

‘The money to pay for these community-minded activities was 
raised by catering to several weddings, conventions, and 
banquets. They served lunch at dances, auction sles, agricultural 
and election days. The Homemakers also held teas, suppers, and 
bake sales. Card parties were another source of income for the 
‘Club and at onetime they owned twelve card tables with sets of 

1m 1948 they asked the village council to fix up an existing lean 
to roam on the south westside ofthe village hal fora ladies rest 
room. The Homemakers were overseers ofthe operation and the 
village paid the expenses and hired a caretaker. Records indicate 
in 1950 the caretaker was paid $20.00 for months of Nov.-Taa, 
and the balance of the year $15.00 a month. In 1958, the Town 
gave the Club a grant of $325 and the Club took over 
responsibility for the costs relating tothe ladies restroom. This 
rant was continued in later yeas 

Aer joining the Provincial Group they attended District and 
Provincial conventions and meetings at Saskatoon and 
surrounding areas. They would study and evaluate many topics 
and give reports. The Club belonged to the McKenzie District 
which included such places as Sturgis, Stenen, Hyas, Pelly, 
Kamsack and Sunny Ise 

‘Besides their business part of the meetings, they would provide 
some items of entertainment. For example, when doing a roll cll 
‘of names, they would have responded to the topic ofthe day such 
88 how they met their husbands, ironing hints, ways to store 
vegetables for winter, ora cure for wash day blues. It was a fun 
time as well asa learning opportunity. Lunch would be served to 
conclude their meetings 

In 1968, the McKenzie District ceased to exist as all he other 
clubs in the area bad disbanded. The Sturgis Club joined the 
Yorkton District where they remained for two years. The long 
stance required to travel to meetings and conventions proved 109 
sreata task, With changing times and lack of club interest, they 
{oo decided to disband. On Feb. 13, 1972, members and their 
husbands had a supper atthe Shanghai café and a socal at Mr and 
Mrs. 8. Ahluwalia's home. Their last meeting was held on Feb 
28, 1972 to finalize all business and close the books. One of the 
last entties made in the secretary hook was, “We hope our 
‘memories will continve

delegate. Te actual cost was $24.05, which included a one way 
bus ticket to Saskatoon, tax, rooms and meals. Mrs. Hanson was 
able to catch a ride home keeping the cost down, 

The club sponsored a student to attend the Co-op summer 
school fora week ata cost of $15.00 and they served lunch forthe 
Co-op anual board meetings. Their December meetings included 
‘Claistmas party with husbands atending, They would take up a 
silver collection at this meeting and donate the money to chart. 
In 1953 they sent $12.25 to “Barley For Korea Fund”. Others 
were $6.00 tothe “Save the Children Fund” and another year a 
donation of $7.50 was piven to “Unitarian Service Commitze. 

The club hosted s International Rally in Sturgis on Apeil 21 
1954, The central theme was the various lags of Co-op countries. 
The Co-op creamery in Canora donated 150 dixie cups of ice- 
cream and each member was to bring tthe hall 6 cups, plates and 
spoons, At one of the Horticultural shows they had a display of 
home baking samples, with Co-op products 

‘At their meetings discussions and study groups were held on 
various topics. Some of which were: Co-op products (members 
were touse co-op coffee, tea and chicken noodle soup for a month 
and repor back at the next meeting), a discussion on “Wills” was 
thoroughly covered in an interesting way, with two members 
chatting about wills while the others listened in. They discussed a 
‘magazine aticle that declared house wives were inefficient and 
followed with a quiz in economical methods of shopping for food 
and clothing 

Sturgis Co-op Guild was one of $4 guilds, wth a membership 
of 934 in Saskatchewan in 1953, Alberta and Manitoba also had 
Co-op Gulls. 








STURGIS HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY 

Jn 1951, Sturgis and area residents formed the Sturgis 
Horticultural Society.

STURGIS AND DISTRICT CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE 

‘Sturgis had a Board of Trade from 1913 to 1950. It made litle 
progress and seemed to have been hampered in inwoducing new 
businesses into the town by the reluctance of the existing 
businesses to face opposition, The secretary ofthe Board of Trade 
‘was CB, MacGregor, a lawyer in Sturgis. 

Snurgis and District Chamber of Commerce was re-organized 
in 1987. There has always been a group of active business people 
‘who promote businesses in Sturgis. The re-organization of the 
Chamber has strengthened the ability of this group and has 
encouraged others to join in the activities initiated by the 
chamber. 

‘One ofthe projects undertaken is a Western Week held the last 
week of June and leading up tothe July Ist Sports and Rodeo. 
Many of the activities take place in the downtown park. The 








activites have included entertainment, ution sales, sidewalk: 
sales, fashion shows, husband-calling contest, fish derby, a= 
bands, clowns, face painting and much more 

‘A Christmas contest is organized to encourage homeowners 
and businesses to decorate for the season, Other groups get 
involved by providing a “Lights Tour” for senior and a lunch 
following the event. Other Christmas promotions include 
advertising our “friendly businesses with personalized services” 
‘on radio, in newspaper and on posters. Promotions are finalized 
by giving the lucky winners “Sturgis Bucks” which are 
redeetnable at participating businesses. A Christmas Variety Sale 
is usually held in the Legion Hall in late November, 

In 1999, they were a sponsor, withthe Town of Sturgis in the 
national Communities in Bloom contest and received many 
compliments on business and residential areas which looked 
‘beautiful with hanging baskets, planters, will groomed yards and 
park areas.

KINETTE SPONSORED NURSERY SCHOOL 

Te present day Nursery School began in February 20,1973 by 
‘a motion made by Kinet Vera Lattimer. It began for children 3- 
5 yeas of age, on Wednesday from 3-5 p.m. Nursery School was 
at fist looked after by a diferent group of Kinettes each week. 
From 1977-1982 the mothers took turns running the program, 
‘Mavis Morken was hieed as a teacher in 1982 and taught for two 
years. Leanne McDonald took over in 1985 and has been the 
‘Nursery School teacher ever since. 

‘Nursery School continues to be held on Wednesdays at the 
Sturgis Kin Hut from mid September tothe mide of June. The 
three year old cildren attend the moring class and four year olds 
for two hours in the aftemoon.

STURGIS CEMETERY ASSOCIATION 

In 1914 the village of Sturgis purchased 1/4 ares of land for 
$355.00 from Mike Thomas for the purpose of developing 
cemetery. The land is located / mile west of Sturgis along 
highway 9 and 49 (SE comer of the section 30-3444), Wezil 
‘Staumiski was paid $4,00 in wages to fence the area in 1915. The 
following year, Me. O.F Coumans surveyed the cemetery at cost, 
cof $100.00. In 1933 Mr. Lundgren and Mr. Win Babiuk were 
hired to repair the fence and replace 35 fence posts 

In 1953, Uene Kalenchuk, Mz. H.R. Oakes and Mr, AH. 
Peterson, representing the Sturgis Hortcultaral Society, met with 
couneil in regards to improvements to the Cemeteries. Council 
provided them with $50. In 1954, th citizen ofthe area decided 
to form a Cemetery Association to direct the care of the two 
cemeteries. Council gave their full cooperation and support the 
new Association which was identified by the name, The Sturgis 
Cemeteries Associaton. 

In May 1958 the Protestant and the Roman Cathotic 
denominations, decided to choose their own executive and 
formulate their own guidelines for their respective cemeteries 
‘The Protestant cemetery group was now identified as the Sturgis 
Cemetery Association. The grave digging equipment and 
literature was divided between the two groups. The following 
history relates to the activities of the Sturgis Community 
Cemetery 

In 1957, the cemetery had a shed constructed for the 
workmen's equipment at a cost of $87. Volunteers, who were 
always appreciated, helped with the construction and kept the 
labor costs dovn to a mere $5, This shed is sil is use today and 
‘was spruced up with new vinyl siding in 1993, 

‘The earliest record ofa burial is dated 1914, Several gravesites 
remain unmarked and the person laid to rest unknown. In 1952, 
grave plots cost $5. Over the year, the price has increased several 
times: 1963 - $10, 1980 -$15, 1981 - $20, 1984 ~$50 and in 1994 
the price was raised to $100 per plot In 1958, the town set their 
rate for digging and backfilling a grave at S18 with a charge of 
$23 during the winter months. In 1959, the town sold a small 
portion of land in the SW comer of the cemetery to the 
Department of Highways for a highway right-of-way fr highway 
9, 

In the early years, Cemetery Board Members and community 
volunteers kept the grounds manicured and in good profile for 
both vistors and passers by. Lloyd Pollock was caretaker from 
1962-81. From 1981-92, young men were hired to do the work, 
assisted by employees from the Town, Jim Goulden has been 
caretaker since 1992, Lloyd Pollock also acted Chairman of the 
Association from 1959 to 1984, Martha Schoenke was Treasurer 
from 1958 0 1984, 

In June 1984, the Town appointed a new Cemetery Board 
which consisted of Jim Goulden, Chairman; Dianne Pollock, 
Seeretary-Treasuree and Board Members Larry Skogen and Pud 
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Mitchel. Pd retired from the Board in December 1999. Adolph 
Urbanoski was appointed to the Board in 1992 and served until 
1998, Hazel Urbanoski was appointed in 1998 and Ken Goulden 
in January 2000, 

Since the new executive were appointed in 1984, many 
improvements have been made to the cemetery propery. A metal 
fence was built and installed in 1987 by Butch Beatty and metal 
gate arches were designed and constrcted by Alex Pozium in 
1991 

Other activites since 1984 include the planting of tees, 
purchase of equipment (including a riding lawn mower) and the 
removal of grave covers, which ae no longer permitted, to make 
it easier to cut grass and maintain the grounds. 

The cemetery is supported by the sale of plots, donations and 
memorials. The Vie Larson family donated additional acreage in 
1991 for the expansion ofthe cemetery grounds surveyed into 372 
plots. This added to the existing 568 plots in the original 

‘The Sturgis Cemetery Association have stared an abiuary file 
as an aid to answer questions from those looking for information 
‘na family member buried inthis cemetery. 











STURGIS HOUSING AUTHORITY 

‘The Town of Sturgis recognized a need in the community for 
senior housing options that would allow senior residents to live 
independently in accommodations that required little 
‘maintenance on their behalf. They submited an application to 
Saskatchewan Housing Corporation and fourteen housing units 
for seniors, were approved for construction on Weikle Avenue 
‘This was a joint project between these two organizations and 
Canada Housing & Mortgage Corporation. The units. were 
completed in 1980, 

The housing is availabe to seniors and their rent is based on a 
percentage of their income. II building and yard maintenance i 
the responsibility of the Sturgis Housing Authority, although 
many residents take pride in planting lowers and small gardens 
in dhe area supplied to the units for this purpose. The availabilty 
of these units has allowed many residents to remain in the area. 
(Caretakers ofthe senior units are Chester and Leona Kowalchuk 
(1988-present) 

Since 1986 four family and twelve Rural Housing units have 
been tumed over to the Sturgis Housing Authority for 
‘management from the Saskatchewan Housing Corporttion. The 
Sturgis Housing Authority takes great pride in maintaining 
pleasant surroundings for its tenants and the homes in good repair. 
(Over the years, many improvements have been made f© the 
interior, exterior and yards ofthe homes in their cae 

"The Housing Authority is a community-based organization led 
by a volunteer board of direciors, who manage the housin 
projects in Sturgis on behalf of the Saskatchewan Housing 
Corporation. The board is under direct management of Tettory 
Operations in Yorkton. A local nominating committee 
recommends board member appointments 

“The frst Housing Manager was Ron Smith (Oct 80-June 82) 
and the first Board Members were Eldon Olson, Churperson(80. 
85); Jean Babiuk, Secretary (B0-present); and directors Bill 
German (80-84); Carol Hauber (80-84) and Sidney Larson (80- 
83). 























(Others who have served as Board Members ae: Lynn Goulden

WHITEHAWK ARTS COUNCIL 

The whitehawk Arts Council officially began as a registered 
charity on December 4, 1979. However, it was withthe theatrical 
production of “Paper Wheat” in August of 1979, that he Ants 
Council began its atvities asa sponsor group. 

The Whitehawk Axs Council, deeply rooted in the area's 
history, is an organization of volunteers dedicated 10 the 
sponsorship and appreciation of performing, visual and literary 
‘ats, The Ants Couneil is named after the post office in the 
‘Whitehawk District. The Whitehawk District was known for its 
large grove of white poplar trees covering a few square miles 
making up the actual Whitehawk bluff, Also, one of the last 
Indian hunters and trappers to lve inthis area was a man named 
“Whitehawk 

Many individuals were involved in the creation of the 
Whitehawk Arts Council. In its Charter papers, Wade Hainstock, 
Jeanne Butler, Dr MeKiterick, Fred Barker, Wendy Parsons and 
Zach Detrick were among the frst supporters. The fist Executive 
Committee of the Whitehawk Arts Council is recorded as being 
‘Wade Hainstock- President, Yvonne Morken-Secretary- Treasurer, 
Jeanne Butler and Fred Barker. The Council has continued since 
that me without interruption and holds several meetings each 

Since 1979, the Ants Council has sponsored more than 56 
performing aris events as part of the "Stas for Saskatchewan”

URGIS ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
COMMIT! 

In 1984, the Town of Sturgis was accepted as one of 21 
Saskatchewan communities 10 participate in the Community 
Economie Development program. A development committee 
consisting ofthe following people was appointed: Chairperson, 
“Tom Desroches; Secretary-Treasurer, Barb Wagar; and committee 
members Pud Mitchell, Neenie Mattison, Adolph Urbanoski, 
“Herb Wagar, Terry Mang, Sheila Deroches and Al Holmberg 

The frst projects were compiling @ Community Profile and 
promoting Buy Locally Days, They also initiated the reformation 
of the Chamber of Commerce and the idea for the CNR Station 
being a Museum was bom at an Economic Development 
Committee (EDC) meeting 

“The EDC developed a promotional and informational package 
that was used to represent Sturgis at various trade furs and 
tourism events including Expo 86 in Vancouver. Othe locations 
‘whee the community was promoted are Saskatoon and Regina 

‘The EDC initiated the landscaping ofthe empty Tot on Main 
Sseet and created an arate litle park that is used by vistors 
and residents alike, Together with town council, the committee 
had acai erected honoring C.H. (Buster) Grass fr his work and. 
dedication tothe Sturgis Regional Park.

CHOICE 

Residents of Sturgis & District were approached by the Legion 
Ladies’ Aunilary President, Amy Palmer and Secretary, Ingeborg 
Mediang ina leter dated November 22, 1974 about the 
possiblity of forming a Donor’s Choice, which would be a 
‘combined Charitable Appeal 

‘The benefit would bea ‘once a year’ canvass requiring less time 
and less man power. A meeting was called for December 4, 1974 
with speaker from Regine in attendance to explain the plan, 
Each organization in Sturgis was asked to send at least two 
representatives. 

‘Though the meeting was poorly attended, those present 
indicated their interest. A temporary committee was organized 
with Amy Palmer as chairman, Gladys Wagar, vice chairman and 
Martha Schoenke, secretary-reasurer. The secretary was 
instructed t0 apply for a registration number 

On January 9, 1975, another meeting was held atthe home of 
‘Amy Palmer to draw up a constitution and by-laws and elect an 
‘executive. The temporary committee volunteered to contin in 
thir respective offices, The others attending the meeting were 
named as trustees: Fred McAlsster (Royal Canadian Legion 
1302), Viola Pollock (Alliance Church), Shtley Woytas (St 
Parck’s CWL), Elizabeth Semeniuk (Sturgis 4-H Chi), Stella 
Evaniw (Uksainian Orthodox Church), and Eugene Baychuk 
(Kinsmen). 

“The fist canvass took place in 1975 with a total collection of, 
$2055.05 collected for thirteen organizations. There were three 
hundred and eleven families, individuals and organization 
contebutors 

In subsequent years the totals are: 1976-$2;392.15, 19; 
$2,33391, 1978-$2,818.06, 1979.$3,035.75, 1980-$3.375.75, 
1981-$4,008, 1982'$4,280.35, 1983-$4,770.63, 1984-$5,100 
1985-$5,525, 1986-$5 838.30, 1987-85,560, 1988.$5,521, 1989. 
$6,142, 1990 -$5,958.75, 1991-S5,866, 1992-$6,169, 1993- 
$5,851, 1994-$6,302, 1995-$5,170.50, 1996-$5,384, 1997- 
$5,673, 1998-$6,074.25 and in 1999-$6,048 for a twenty-five 
year total of $121,452.48. 

In 1981 Olga Pollock took over as vice-chairman from Gladys 
Wagar, but Amy Palmer and Martha Schoenke both stayed on 
until February 26,1992 for a total of eighteen years 

In 1992, Mary Phelan was elected as Chaispersoo: Louise Babt, 
Seeretary-Treasurer and Lilian Smith, Vice-Chairperson, 

Louise Baht gave up the treasurer's position atthe February 26, 
1997 meeting. Jean Babiuk was elected Treasurer and when 
Louise moved from Sturgis in July 1997, Jean also became the 
Secretary. Mary Phelan passed away in 1999 and subsequently 
Lillian Smith was nominated Chaigperson and Nel Smith, Vice- 
Chairperson 

The 25th Annual 1999 campaign conducted by the Sturgis snd 
District Donor’s Choice collected for twenty-five charitable 
organizations that were listed on the forms sent to every 
household in Sturgis and area as well as six “write-in” donations.

1976 ROYAL CANADIAN ARMY CADET 
CORPS OF STURGIS 

1976 Sturgis Royal Canadian Army Cadet Corps was formed in 
1943 with Me. Leo Labiniecki as Chief Instructor This Cadet 
Corp was sponsored by the Sturgis School Unit No. 45; it was 
partially funded by the Department of Education, Later the 
sponsors were not only the Schoo! Unit but also the Kinsmen 
Cub of Sturgis who presented plagues as did the Town of Sturgis. 
and the Royal Canadian Legion, Sturgis Branch # 302. It was till 
partially funded by the same government source. 

With the beginning of the SCHS in the fall of 1948, Vice 
Principal Nestor Huculak started and instructed the 1976 Sturgis, 
Royal Canadian Army Cadet Corp atthe Composite 

When he took ill in November, Glen Amy, a fellow staff 
member, who had just spent four years inthe amy, took over the 
corp as instructor until 1954, One can assume that Allan Kershaw 
(@ teacher already on staf, then took charge of the corp as

The 1976 Sturgis Royal Canadian Army Cadet Comps became 
an integral part ofthe school program and was accepted as a credit 
by the Department of Education for grades eleven and twelve 
students. The cadet course was not a prescribed course but rather 
an elective; hence, enrollment was voluntary. Te curriculum for 
the Cadet Corps was set by the Department of Defense, not the 
Department of Education, With societal trends, the Cadet Corps 
became aco-cadet corps in the 1970's, Since Fitness Citizenship, 
and Leadership were the main goals of the program, the Sturgis 
‘Cadet Corps strived 1 promote fines, to foster good citizenship, 
and to develop leadership skills. 

The Sturgis Cadet Comps was affiliated with the 10th Field 
Asillery 64th Batery at Yorkton, that supplied them with suppor 
services as well as trining and inspection personnel. CFB Moose 
Jaw was the supply base for this comps supplying them with 
‘uniforms and uaining aids, They also dispatched helicopters 10 
‘Sturgis to provide rides forthe cadets, a eal treat for these young 
‘mea and women. 

‘The 1956-57 edition of The Quill reported that cadets were 
required to attend two hours of classes per week. Map reading, 
‘compass reading, study ofthe Bren gun, and films comprised the 
major part oftheir traning. In addition, parading was regularly 
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‘conducted on the school grounds. Rifle drill was reviewed inthe 
schoo! basement during. the winter months and rifle- range 
practice was held every Saturday from the first outdoor range 
Jocated on the hill back of the present RCMP Detachment, The 
‘annual spring inspection, that was open to the public, concluded 
the cadet year at Sturgis. t consisted of The March On at 1900 
hours, the Inspection of Cadets by the Reviewing Officer, the 
‘March Past, and in is final year the following demonstrations: 
firearm and frst ad (indoors), obstacle course, busheraft and fre 
all (outside), 

Then, there was the March On, the comments by the Master of 
Ceremonies and the presentation of awards. Awards. were 
presented to the best Green Star and Red Star cadet, the most 
Proficient cadet, the best Cadet on Parade and a presentation was 
made of Green, Red and Silver Stars. The Reviewing Officer gave 
his remarks followed by the Advance in Review Order and then 
slsmissal, Coffee and sandwiches were served 

‘The construction of a firing-range hut on the hill location 
allowed the cadets to position themselves within the hut and fre 
ata backstop that was situated a the edge of the woods, Later, the 
Motor Mechanics Shop in the Industrial Ants Wing at the SCHS 
‘ecame the frst indoor firing range for the cadets. Later, when 2 
new indoor range was constructed inthe upper level ofthe Sturgis 
Arena, the Assiniboine Gun Club was generous in offering its 
facilities tothe Sturgis Cadet Corps. 

Inater years, the cadet program offered a rifle coach course, @ 
band course, and for seniors cadets the Banff Challenge, the 
Arctic Indoctrination and exchanges to Europe, particularly 
England and Germany. The Sturgis Cadet Corps also participated 
in annual biathlons, skiing, calisthenics and gymnastics. The 
construction - completion of the gym-anditorium in 1963 gave 
new meaning to the cadet program. The gym became the ideal 
location for parading, rifle dis, annual inspections, gymnastics, 














Eligible cadets were given the opportunity to attend a six-week 
summer camp at Dundum, SK, at Vernon, BC, or at other 
locations across Canada, A variety of courses were offered =a 
cadet leaderfinstrucior course, a rifle coach course, a signal 
course, a driver course, or a communications course. Any cadet 
‘who attended the camp received a hundred dollar bonus. 

‘A large numberof cadets from Sturgis benefited greatly from 
the excellent training provided. 

The SCHS yearbook, The Quill acknowledged the cadets with 
reports and/or pictues and the following information is credited 
to The Quill, In some cass, the information was in pitoral form 
which “is worth a thousand words’. In 1956-57, it reported an all- 
high enrollment of fity-five students, thus allowing for an 
increase in the numberof cadet officers, 

At first the Corps was eligible to havea cadet major, a captain, 
and three lieutenants, The Cadet Corps was under the supervision 
‘of Cpl. Allen Kershaw and Mr. Allan Palmer; Ron Yaworski was 
‘cadet major: In 1959-60, there were twenty-four cadets with Mr 
A. Palmer a5 Chief Instructor and cadet Lieutenant Wilfred 
Praden; in 1963-64 there were fifteen cadets with Mr. ¥ 
CChome)ko as Chief Instructor and Lome Peterson was Assistant 
Instructor; in 1964-65, thiny-one students were enrolled, 
seventeen of which were SCHS students and Chief Instractor was 
Mr. Steve Ryezak and student Jon Sagance, Again, in 1968-69,

“This Cadet Corps has had a distinguished history. It was the 
third oldest comps in Saskatchewan, In 1987-88, this cadet corps, 
had won the Gym Corps fr the past ten consecutive years. Since 
the beginning, it had consistently placed in the top one-third ofall 
cadet corps in Saskatchewan ater visual inspection and displays. 
Inrelationship to other cadet corps in Saskatchewan, more cadets 
from the Sturgis Comps have qualified for various courses and 
‘exchanges. Finally, the Sturgis Cadet Corps was instrumental in 
the conception of Camp Saskadet, summer camp at Round Lake 
in Saskatchewan 

1991 was the year Captain Garry Jolson and Lieutenant 
‘Alexandria Jolson, # man and wife team, quit working with the 
cadets. Cpt. Jolson had putin thity years of service ané Lt. Jolson.

Due to the lack of studeat interest, only seven 
cadets remained, and because ofthe unavailability of leadership 
personnel within the community, the 1976 Sturgis Canadian 
‘Amy Cadet Corps disbanded in January 1995.

‘The Sturgis Branch of the Saskatchewan Wildlife Federation 
was started in 1976 largely due tothe efforts of Ed Staberg. Ron 
‘Skogen was the first President ofthe Sturgis Branch, Over the 
‘years Sturgis has hosted the Regional meetings, which are held 
twice a year in different locations. Sturys also has been well 
represented at the Provincial Couvention, which is held in the 
larger centres, generally in February of each year. In 1987 five 
members aftended the convention at North Battleford and 
received the Quota Buster Award forthe past ten years 

‘One of the projects the branch has been involved in over the 
years is a fish rearing pond at Swallow Lake just north of 
MeBride Lake. This project was under taken with the fish 
enhancement division of the Fisheries Branch, A dam was 

osticted with a spillway. Each spring walleye fry are put into 
Swallow Lake and released via a creek into MeBride Lake inthe 
fall. This project has been very successful in replenishing the 
fisheries.

STURGIS SKATING ARENAS 

For yeas, the ice ponds and rivers were the skating rinks of 
‘arly years. Then the outdoor arena was developed and run by the 
Snurgis Athletic Associaton. Fach year, an outdoor arena was 
bul, although is location in the community varied. Caretakers 
ete Hale, ri Pollock and the Composite High School students 
‘would clear the snow and flood the ice with water hauled tothe 
sight. A string of lights allowed skating at night in the 1940"s, 
Plans began in 1949 to construct an indoor arena. The Memorial 
‘Arena Construction Comittee were: Charles Mitchell, A.M. 
Nicholson, Steve Boychuk (Legionnaire), Mrs. Amy Palmer, JA. 
(Carr and HLR Oakes. JJ. Nes later replaced Steve Boychuk.

Ata cost of approximately $20,000 dollars and with local men, 
women and farm people in the area volunteering labor, the 
Memorial Arena was built and the community's dream becam 

realty, The wood and tin stucture, with wood burning bare 
soves, opened in the fll of 1951. On January 8th, 1952, the 











‘Memorial Construction Commitee turned the debt free arena 
‘overtothe Town, who appointed an Arena Board to oversee arena, 
‘operations. Hockey games, figure skating, Winter Ioe Carnival 
(1952) and for a while, five sheets of curling ice fora gigantic 
bonspel, were the highlight of arena activities,

The local # 302 Royal Canadian Legion had their meeting 
room built upstairs and this room was used to serve Tunch at 
hockey games and the winter carnival. The Queen contests and 
other wintertime Fundraisers provided the money to keep the 
arena operating. Caretakers inthis fist arena (1951-1966) were 
Eric Pollock, Mike Wisole, Joe Wisoley, Pete Zubko and Owen 
Gibney. A major renovation to the interior (1958-59) relocated 
the ice area and bleachers were moved to the waiting room e 
($1500), Part ofthe ice area was a concrete floor and was used by 
the High School seudents o play basketball inthe spring and fal, 
‘On December 31st, 1966 at 5:30 pam. ire destroyed the wood 
structure arena in about twenty-five minutes. At the same time, 
Prime Minister Lester B. Pearson was lighting the Centennial 
Flame in Otawa to mark the start to the Centennial Year 1967, 
‘The new Centennial Arena (cost approx. $85,000) was paid for 
with insurance money, Centennial grants and local fundraisers, 








‘This paved the way’to have the arena operating by fall 1967. The 
{ce area, board and wire mesh (later plexi-glass) were installed in 
time for hockey games, figure skating and the 1968 Winter 
Camival. The waiting ‘room area and kitchen were setup 

porary and completed the next summer (1968). The goal net 
frames, built by Alex Pozium in 1954, were salvaged from the fire 
and new netting was installed. 

Push scrapers and push brooms were used to clean the ice. It 
was then flooded by hand witha bare tank of hot water with a 
attached blanket that dragged slong the ice surface. It was 
‘mounted on bicycle wheels. The water was slowly released into 
the blanket and transferred tothe ice surface. In 1983, a tractor 
and mounted Champion ice floder were purchased 

1 1985, an addition was added tothe westside ofthe arena to 
store the tractor and flooder and two new dressing rooms were 
included (approx. $15,000). The area above the waiting room was 
planned for a hall but never developed. It became a gun and 
archery range for the Cadets, Wildlife Club and now for the 
Assiniboine Gun Club, 

‘A concrete flooring was poured over the entire ice area and two 
tennis courts were installed. Roller skating, sponsored by the 
Kinsmen Club, was held during the summer months in the early 
1980's, The arena has held various events from Kinette Flea 
Markets, garage sales, auction sales, Horticultural and 4-H shows, 
dances and concer in the summer. Winter activities have 
included hockey toumaments, figure skating carnivals, roombll, 
games, 4-H Chub Christmas parties and Valentines partes forthe 
elementary school students 

The caretakers in the new arena (1967-2000) were; Nick 
Shuparski, George German, Eric Pollock, Vern Poworoznyk, 
Dave Morrow, Frank Bartch, Irwin Lario, Jenry Budnick, Glen 
Desroches, Keith Babiuk, Daren Sushelnicki and Steve 
Toderash 

‘The Winter Tce Camival (held annually in Feb, or Mar) is the 
rajor fundraiser for the arena. The Queen contest brings 
excitement tothe community in winter. The fist satin capes and 
queen gown were made by Amy Palmer and Mary Evanyshyn. A 
new queen gown was made by Lillian Smith in 1980, but the 
‘original capes for princesses are stil being used today. 

‘The followingis list of Queens, Kings and candidates over the 
years that participated in the Winter Camival contest (Queen of 
King listed firs). 1952-Fldeen Kortellos, Doreen Kortllos,

STURGIS FIGURE SKATING CLUB 

The Memorial Skating Rink was opened in the fall of 1951 and 
the Sturgis Athletic Associstion expressed interest in figure 
skating becoming a reality in Sturgis, Interested parents were 

alled to a meeting a the Public School on Friday, November 14 
1951 to discuss plans forthe coming season. 

Figure skating clases for skaters began in Sturgis on Fanuary 
9, 1952 under the direction of instructor Mr. Harold Kish of 
YYorkton and continued every Wednesday at 4 o'clock for the 
remainder ofthe season. Mrs. Doreen Sokochoff was in charge of 
registration and Mrs, Gertrude Olson was secretary. The cost per 
skate to take lessons was $5.00, Plans were made forthe ist ice 
‘amival tobe beld in the Memorial Arena on March 7, 1952. 

‘The first figure skating camival was a huge success and enjoyed 
by all. Eldeen Kortellos of Presceville and Jeanette and George 
Verhewski of Hyas were guest skaters along with the local 
students, We understand Mrs. Wotherspoon of Sturgis dressed up 
in native costume and unbeknown to all, stole the show, All ofthe 
costumes and names of skaters were lst in the arena Fie. (The 
‘Sturgis Figure Skating Club would appreciate hearing from figure 
skaters prior to 1966 so that names and adresses can be included 
in their history srap books). 

"The Figure skating Club was re-organized in 1959 with plans 
for mothers of skaters to bake and serve lunches atthe hockey 
‘games in order to aise funds to purchase costumes and pay 
Instructors. This became a huge task as they hada bockey team in 
every age group from Mites to Seniors. The skating rink was 
buzzing with activites.

‘Over the course of many’years there has been avast number of 
girls and boys take up figure skating under many instructors,

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STURGIS SKI HILL 

When one speaks ofthe turpis Ski Hill, we remember the frst 
‘one located on the Sugis Hill by the Sports Grounds probably in 
the forties, which proved to be a popular spot fr this sport. 

‘Then again in te sixties, skiing on the Sturgis Hill wth a tow 
rope, installed by Lome Peterson and Tom Smith, was taken up 
by many skiing enthusiasts. However, Sturgis has been blessed 
with another hill that suited this winter sport bette. With the 
southem exposure ofthe Sturgis Hill the snow would melt faster 
and so a new location was found ‘on the north bank of the 
Assiniboine River. Buster Grass, councillor atthe time, engaged 
the help of Tom Destoches and Toma Smith in creating the present 
day ski run. The Sturgis Recreation Board helped withthe seting 
up of the Sturgis Ski Club and on February 2, 1970 a club was 
organized with Buster Grass as president and Lillian Smith 
secretary. The Department of Natural Resources sent a man out to 
inspect the stein September 1970, The nex information reported 
inthe February 3, 1972 issue ofthe Preeceville Progress was the 
‘re-organization of the Ski Club with Ron Wagar elected president 
and Lillian Smith secretary-treasurer. Membership fees were set 
as follows: fifteen dollars a family, ive dollars a person over 
twelve years of age and two dollars and fifty cents for under that 
‘age and non-members would be charged fifty cents a day for use 
ofthe tow. A fre skiing weekend was se, Then in February 1976 
‘we see thatthe club held ski competitions with members taking 
part in slalom and cross country evens. Jim Beatty won the 
Slalom event with a 17:95 second time followed closely by Daryl 
‘Kalenchuk and Greg Beatty. The club then boasted a membership 
of fifty with Daryl Kalenchok added on the executive a vi 
president and service and maintenance manager Tom Smith, 
“Membership fees were raised to twenty-five dollars a family. 

By February 1979, the former Kopje School, which had been at 
tse in Preeceville, was purchased and moved 10 serve as a ski 
chalet. The club now called itself the Assiniboine Ski Club with 
sixty members headed by President, Ron Wagar, Vice-President, 
‘Adrian Mattison; Secretary, Daryl Kalenchuk and Treasurer, 
Grant Weeks. The ski chalet interior was remodelled by Adrian 
Matson and Bucky Pollock with Adrian and Neenie Matson 
painting a mural on one complete wall. fireplace added warm 

















and charm to the chalet. Plans were to have a meeting room, a 
Ikitchen a fiting area and an equipment renal area, 

The exterior will have imitation log siding. Daryl Kalenchuk 
and Ron Wagar provided ski lessons. The run area had been 
enlarged and a cable-handle tow lit was installed. The club 
owned a snowmaker and a snow packer. Poker derbies are held 
there, and as well, the Wildlife Federation held meetings and horn 
‘measuring atthe chalet. In 1980, Valorie Kalenchuk took over as 

Aer skiing atthe Sturgis Hil, skiers Daryl I: Kalenchuk and 
his siser Dodi Rochelle) went on and were named 10 the 
Saskatchewan senior and juvenile alpine ski teams and were in 
‘competitions. 

In 1989, Rob Wilcot became involved with the Ski Hill 
through the efforts of Neenie Mattson and Rose Babyck. He was 
clecied president ofthe Assiniboine Ski Club thea, a position he 
still holds, 

Tn 1993, the Sturgis Ski Hill assets were tumed over to the 
‘Sturgis and District Regional Park as part of a re-organization, 
Being a member of the Park Board, Rob volunteers his time to 
assure tht a caretaker is hired each Season and takes care of say 
‘maintenance work required. The old Ski Hill executive no longer 
exists. Rob is very proud of the vision our pioneers had when the 
‘Ski Hill was frst bit. We ean, asa resul, boas of groomed rans 
and up to date rentals, all ata very reasonable price. The best one 
day attendance has been forty-two skiers; and interest has been 
‘growing steadily, 


STURGIS CURLING RINK 

In September of 1944 a site was chosen forthe new two sheet 
curling rink building. With John Kalenchuk deiving a cat and 
Gorcion Rongve, Fred Young, Bert Vodden and Willard Prekaski 
‘on tractors, they worked up and leveled the area in preparation of 
building the Village's first curling rink. Before constuction 
started on the rink a well was dug and put ito pace. Work on the 
new cutling rink started that fall and by November it was 
reported, that work was progressing, though slowing as labour 
vwas hard to find. By Jansary of 1945 the rink still wasn't in

‘operation, but the rink committe was commended for such a fine 
building as stated in a news clipping ofthat year. 

‘After the Sports Day on August 9, 1946” the first dance was 
held inthe curling rink, aswell as after the July 4th Sports Day of 
1947. In 1948 the Sports Committee decided to put a sectional 
wood floor in the curling rink for the dance to be held after the 
Sports Day on July Sth ofthat year. It was reported that sometime 
daring the dance that evening it had started to rain and the root 
began leaking. Drops of water cooled the dancers and “Slush 
“Trot”, a new dance came into being. Several dances were held in 
the curling rink fr the remainder ofthe season, 

In July 1947 the Curling Rink Assocation announced thatthe 
4ebt on the carting rink building, started less than thre years ago, 
was now paid in ful. The community project cost a total of 
$4500, Funds were raised from proceeds ofthe Sports Day and 
dances. (In 1944 five dances were held to sise funds fr the rink, 
I 1945 sixteen dances raised $875 plus $289.25 on lunches. Ten 
dances were held in 1946, with one dance supplied by only 
gramophone music. Te lst dance in support ofthe rink was held 
at the hall on April 7, 1947.) A great deal of voluntary work was 
done bythe public minded citizens, whose civic sprit and energy 
‘made possible a community recreation centre of which they could 
be justly proud 

inthe beginning curlers purchased and owned thet own curling 
rocks. Men’s rocks weighed 40 Ibs. ad ladies 32 Ibs. They would 
leave them there forthe winter and take them home in the sping 
Many ofthese original curling rocks are now displayed in owners 
flower gardens, Pescent ofthe Curling Rink Association in 1948 
‘was Sid Thomas. Hugh Michell was Vice-President and Joe 
Rogstad, Treasurer. The rink caretaker was Russell Vodde 

Tn 1950 a closed bonspel was held with 32 rinks participating. 
In 1951 an open bonspeil bad 48 sinks entered, This was tei ist, 
‘open spel since the new skating rink was built and they used both 
places. An addtional five sheets of cutling ie were made atthe 
Skating rink This was also done from 1952-1961. In 1983 their 
Sth annual open men's bonspeil they offered $1000 in prizes, with 
58 rinks entered. The grand challenge event of the 1954 bonspeil 
was won by Hughie Mitchell's ink 

‘Curling was very popular and the rink during curling season 
‘was busy, There was men's and ladies regular curling during the 
week and never a problem gesting curlers or teams entered for 
bonspeils. 

















The Curing Rink was spi and another sheet of curing ice added 
‘Renovations started in Apr 1962 





The last few years the Cusling Club has supported itself 
through curling fees, bonspeils, rink rental to clubs and 
‘organizations, sold advertising signs at $200 each, donation, 
raffles, ink shares at $100 each, Sask. Lottery grants and runing 
1 pop boeth at the July Ist Sports Day for many years. At the 
November 1984 meeting the men’s and ladies curling clubs 
joined to have one executive, 

‘The cuing rink was spit down the middle in 1962 and a third 
sheet of culing ice was added. The former waiting room was 
hauled away and a new larger waiting room was built. The 
Kinsmen Club put an addition onto the south side ofthe rink in 
1972, which has been a great asset forthe curling rink.

The result was the formation of a Junior Men's and 
1 Tunior Women’s Lacrosse team. The Junior Men went on to 
capture the 1988 Provincial Rural Championship. There was not 
Junior Women's playoff but groundwork was in place for what 

In 1989, the Junior Men invited teams from Notre Dame and 
Regina fo &toumament in Sturgis. The boys were victorious in 





this event and went on to capture their second Provincial ft 
1990 they successfully defended their ile in a home tournament 
against teams from Notre Dame, Regina and Raymore, The 1990 
Provincial Toumament was won by the Trojans ne the team went 
on to represent Saskatchewan at the Wester Canada Summer 
‘Games in Winnipes. 

‘The next season was equally successful forthe Junior Men. The 
Trojans won the 1991 Provincial Championship and attended the 
Junior Men's Canadian Nationals as Team Saskatchewan, The 
hhard work and dedication of the Sturgis team resulted in a Silver 
medal atthe national level, 

The “Drive For Five" began in the spring of 1992 and the result 
‘was another Provincial title. The excellence continued as the 
Junior Men brought home the tide in 1993, 1994, 1995, and 1996, 
In 1996, Brad Cameron was named the Sask. Lacrosse Coach of, 
the Year, 

‘The 1999 year saw the inception of the Yellowhead Lacrosse 
League., Competing teams included North Batileford, Yorkton, 
Aberdeen, Saskatoon and Sturgis. The Sturgis Junior Men once 
again proved they are & major force in Saskatchewan Lacrosse 
when they won the inaugral Yellowhead toumament. 

‘Meanwhile, the Junior Women’s team was in search of 
‘opponents Since there were no other teams in this province in 
their age group, the Sturgis team played against The 
Saskatchewan Senior Women’s team in 1989. In 1990, the Junior 
Women were invited to the Junior toumament in’ Winnipeg. 








Interest in Women's lacrosse was strong in Manitoba but the 
Sturgis team gave notice that they would be a force tobe reckoned 
with when they won the first Judy Moon Tournament. The 
following year still provided no provincial competition so the 
coaching staff, headed by Joan Stumborg, organized x home 
tournament. Junior teams from Calgary, Edmonton, Winnipeg 
and Sturgis as well as Senior teams from Saskatchewan and 
“Manitoba competed. The Sturgis Junior continued their winning

1n 1992, the Sturgis Junior Women represented the province at 
the Canadian Nationals in Calgary. The girls won the Silver medal 
ina close final game against Ontario. 

1993 saw the first Junior Women’s Provincial playoft. The 
‘Trojans won the Provincial Trophy and again were the provincia 
reps at Nationals, which were held in Oshawa, Ontario, This 
excellent season resulted in a second silver medal atthe Canadian 
finals; 

‘The Junior Women’s Provincial tte retumed to Sturgis in 1994 
and 1995. The next three years saw the girs win silver medals 
before they regained the fiampionship in 1999, 

The Imermediate Boy's team was formed in 1990 since the 
Trojan Junior Men’s team had so many players thatthe younger 
boys were seeing limited playing time. The Intermediates hosted 
the fst 15 and under tournament ever held in Saskatchewan and 
they continued the Sturgis tradition by winning this toumament, 
The Provincial Championship belonged tothe Trojans in 1990, 
1992, 1993, 1995 and 1998. A silver medal atthe Provincials and 
4 victory at a Sturgis tournament over Aberdeen Yorkton and 
Saskatoon signaled 1999 as another banner yea 

‘The graduates of the Junior Men's program began to have 
withdrawal symptoms when they found themselves too old to 
play at the Junior level, so in 1992 the “911” Senior Men's team

.was formed. In 1998, the Sturgis Dynasty showed it's domination 
of the Saskatchewan lacrosse scene when all four Sturgis teams, 
Junior Women's, Junior Men's, Intermediate Boys, and “911”, 
each won their respective Provincial Championship. 

‘O11" isan appropriate name for any Sturgis team since the 
cppostion is usually looking for emergency aid after another 
Stumps victory. The Senior Men continued their winning ways in 
1998 whea they formed the core of the Saskatchewan team that 
won the Gold medal atthe Canadian Finals and the team was, 
named the Sask, Sport Athlete ofthe Month for September 1998 
{A serious lack of competition in this province has enticed the 
911" to strut their stuff at toumameats in Portland, Oregon 
(vice) and Lake Tahoe. 

The tradition of lacrosse in Sturgis is strong. It is a source of 
pride to players (past and present), coaches, parents and to all 
‘communities whose children have been involved, Lacrosse has 
put Sturgis on the map. During one ofthe forays to a Canadian 
championship (ong forgotten which one), a defeated opponent 
asked, in all seriousness, “Is Sturgis the capital of

Agriculture 


Development of Agriculture in Sturgis Area 
Contributed by John J. Halton, 

The first industry inthe area was fur trading. The region along 
the Assiniboine and the South Etomami (later called the Lilian) 
Rivers were rich in furs which were traded at the trading posts 
along the Assiniboine and at Fort Plly: Furs Were transported by 
ate, or along the Pivel branch ofthe Pelly Trail another branch 
‘of which ted to Fort Qu’Appelle, and with connections to 
‘Winnipeg these served as one ofthe early routes to reac this area 

(Others were by rains, which reached Saltcoats as early as1888, 
‘Yorkton 1889, Canora 1904 and Sturgis in 1911. 

‘The Federal Department of the Interior used Several programs 
to attract seers tothe west some of which were: the Homestead 
Ac, by which under certain conditions a farmer could receive 160, 
acres for $10.00, Setlers box cars onthe railways were avaiable 
ata reduced rate in which they could load their fama equipment, 
livestock, house furniture and live in while in transport 
Colonization Companies that were paid by the Federal 
Government for each setler they could attract, obtained large 
tracts of land which they sold to setders. One such company 
‘operating in this area out of an office in Canora was The 
‘Scandinavian Canadian Land Company, with head office in 
Chicago. Other Companies such as The Hudson Bay Company. 
‘The Canadian Pacific Railway Company, The Canadian Northern 
Railway Company and others received land grants from the 
Government which they offered forsale 

‘Many of the fist setters inthis area arrived from Burope by 
way of Winnipeg. Others came ftom The United States where 
‘many had farmed before coming to Canada, Some left homes in 
‘other provinces of Canada to come to Saskatchesvan where land 
as plentiful. Some came equipped with animals and machinery 
‘hile others had very litle but hope and a willingness to work. 

‘A number of the first setters to engage in agriculture came to 
ranch, rising catle and horses. Jack Shewelt is accepted a the 
firs setler in 1895 soon followed by a numberof other settlers, 
‘Tothis day animal husbandry is an important part of farming with 
‘many changes in methods, for instance in the early days it was 
considered that all animals had to be housed in winter. In the 
1940's it became common to winter beef eat, sith only some 
protection from the wind and storms. While pigs, sheep and fowl 
Were kept on most farms in small numbers, we now have large 
herds or flocks with specialized housing and equipment. The 
variety of animals now includes buffalo, wild boars, elk, deer, 
goats ostrich and others, 

At first animals were allowed to graze on open range not 
‘confined by fences and farmers were required to Fence their crops 
cor any land they wanted fo protect from the animals that roamed 
at large. This changed inthe thirties when the Rural Municipality 
passed an act known as "The Herd Law Act! which meant that 
‘owners of livestock were responsible for keeping their animals 
within fenced area. I also defined what was legal fence, and 

















‘established “Pounds” a place where unconfined animals could be 
taken and held until the owner claimed’them and paid forthe 
damage they had done and a fee for them being placed in the 
pound,

‘The ranching was soon followed by field crops, which 
‘consisted of wheat, oats, barley and a small amount of rye. In 
most cases these were mixed fans with small fields cleared by 
hand and cultivated with horses and in some cases oxen There 
were however exceptions where farmers had large steam or 
gasoline tractors capable of pulling plows with ten oF twelve 
furrows. Ifthey were fortunate enough to have selcted land tht 
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requied litle clearing they could have large areas in crop in afew 
years. The grain was all cut with horse drawn binders, stooked by 
hand and the threshing was custom done by a few large outs 
often with ten to fourteen men

Most however strove for self suficiency with large garden for 
‘vegetables, wild fruit for canning, horses for field work and 
transportation, cattle for milk buter and bee, pigs for pork which 
could be sated for summer, and chickens for eggs, soup or 
roasted, Hay was cut, raked and stacked for winter. Of the field 
crops some oats and barley were needed for feed, this needed to 
be ground into chop, which was sometimes done by another 
farmer with a portable machine which often included a saw to ext 
stove wood. It was common to havea few bushels of wheat milled 
into flour, some of each crop was saved for seed and the rest was 
sold at the elevator to pay for the things that could not be 
‘produced at home, Much ofthe transportation was done in winter 
Inthe early years as the snow roads were better than the summer 
trails that were often full of mud holes. 

‘The number of farmers increased very rapidly as did the 
‘number of cultivated acres and the amount of grain produced, 
‘This is demonstrated by the fact that The Saskatchewan Elevator 
Company built an elevator in Sturgis in 1911 the same year that 
the tain arrived, followed by U.G.G. in 1917 and Sask. Pool in 
1927. The ist common variety of wheat was Red Fife which was 
‘not well suited to this area as it tok a ong season and was not of 
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‘great milling quality. Our Canadian crop scientists. soon 
{veloped the variety Marquis which for a number of years was 
the standard. In 1930 a severe drought ravaged Saskatchewan and 
continued for several yeas, however this area was not hit as hard 
as the southern part ofthe province. In 1932 and 1933 our wheat 
crops suffered severe damage fom stem rust with some crops that 
looked very good only yielding tree bushels per are. Again crop 
breeders came to the rescue with Thatcher wheat which was 
resistant to the rust common at that time. The later thirties saw 
steady progress in agriculture with more and better machinery 
and livestock 

‘Then came the war years and most ofthe younger generation 
‘went into military service orto work inthe industries in Ontario 
and other provinces. The farms continued on without much 
change, producing food for Canada aad the military effor.

Equipment and repairs were dificult to get and you had to make 
do with what you had. However I would say with hard work and 
doing without some things, farmers were able to prosper 
After the war was over and many of the veterans returned there 
were a number of changes. Land changed ownership with a mew 
generation of farmers. New and better machinery and vehicles 
became available, At fst you had to onder them and wait for 
‘months for delivery or in Some cases sweeten the deal for the 
agent with extra money. By 1950 the supply had nealy caught up 
to the demand for machinery and vehicles. With newer and larger 
machinery came the demand for more acres and larger fields. In 
about 1948 caterpillars equipped with brush cutters and 
fozers made their appearance and in the next ten years 
thousands of ares of land were cleared and broken in this area, 
‘The binder and threshing machine were replaced by the 
swather and combine which made their appearance in 1948 with 
the change taking about six years. Rapeseed the cinderella crop of 
the fifties, has changed its name and some of its properties to 
(Canola and is now a major erop ranking in importance with wheat

and barley. Other new crops include lax, field peas, mustard 
lentils, canarysed, buckwheat and fababean. 

Roads had slowly been improving all through the years. At rst, 
the farmer worked out part of his municipal taxes. n1941 the 
RM. purchased aTD1d caterpillar and seraper to dig dugouts for 
farm water supply and to build and repair roads. In 1946 a second 
‘machine was purchased a D7 caterpillar and larger sraper to 
‘increase road consiruction. Gravel began to appear on some of the 
main roads. 





Bindering 1940's 

With more young people inthe country, with better vehicles 
‘equipped with heaters trwveling in winter, beter roads were 
needed. A good half or one ton truck equipped with chains and 
Some weight could make a tack through quite deep snow and 
‘others would follow: Then came the idea of snowplows of various 
kinds. Clubs were formed to manage the snow plowing and 
collect fees from those who wanted their roads opened. These 
clubs often centered around local school districts and hired the 
operator of their choice to plow the roads that they decided to 
keep open. One such operator was Johnnie Wilkinson who 
‘worked long hours with his tractor and snowplow clearing roads 
for several clubs covering many miles of oad. About 1960 the

RM decided to include snowplowing 2s part oftheir service so the 
snowplow clubs were disbanded and the RM patrols maintained 
the roads summer and winter. 

‘Rural electrification in this area began about 1956 and has 
‘made one of the greatest contributions to life onthe Fama and in 
the home. The sixties was also atime when many farm families 
built new homes. 

‘The Main Markst Grid Road system was started in 1957 and 
took about ten years to complet, It has changed our roads to an 
all-weather system for travel and school bus services, 

‘The eighties and nineties have been atime when bigger must be 
better with ever larger machinery demanding larger farms. The 
ul population has shrunk until you cen now travel for miles 
between homes. Our schools are shrinking and some of our young 
people leave as soon as they complete grade twelve. Its now 
‘common to meet large B-Train Trucks loaded with fort tonnes of 
grain on our grid roads. These loads are destined for elevators 
thiny to one hundred miles away and some are headed for 
feedlots in Alberta. This year saw the demolition in Sturgis of 
grain elevators with a capacity of one hundeed and niet 
thousand bushels and our remaining one may not last too much 
longer

This Beatty bam located N.W. 7 34 4 W2 vas builtin 1919. It 
is 100° X 64” and all built ffir lumber from B.C. with 4” spikes 
“Twenty-five men worked on it, 

thas wo grin bins inthe loft. The wagon boxes of grain were 
‘ken up on slings, dhe same as the hay, but were not much used 
as they were inconvenient. There was also a water well in the 
bar. John Weteriund rented the farm from WS. Holbrook of 
California from 1919 t 1935. It started as a sheep ranch and was 
‘known as Holbrook’s Ranch, Joha Wetteclund and Holbrook went 
to Montana to buy the sheep. It was nota satisfactory venture as 
the winters were to cold and there were too many predstor. 

‘George Beatty and family made a deal to buy the land in 1935. ‘The Barn Bult in 1919 
His grandsons, Gregory and Jim, are farming it today.

Snurpis in 1945. One of 16 in the province, the Sturgis farm, 
involved six families and shared asses, input and proceeds, 
Known as the Sturgis Farm Co-operative Association Lid, is

Exactly who should receive credit forthe idea of forming a co- 
operative farm at Sturgis is litle vague, 

‘Whoever was responsible, a group of interested people met on 
«regular basis during the winter of 1944-45 to plan the set-up, 
operations and bylaws of such a farm. The meetings resulted in 
incorporation of the Sturgis Farm Co-operative Assocation 
Limited on March 15, 1945, 

Since the land holdings of the new members were scattered 
throughout the district and it ade more sense to have the land all 
together, those with holdings out ofthe immediate aee sold them, 
‘The money was used to purchase land closer to the existing block, 
Machinery assets were liquidated and contibuted to the common 
purse. 

‘The Nicholsons, who lived in Canora, sold their house and put 
the revenue from the sale into the co-operative. By the end of 
1945, the association's assets totaled nearly $60,000. 

The association purchased ight acres of land from the 
Scandinavian Land Company, which owned a large tact neat 
Sturgis. good water supply and easy access to Highway No, 49 
made it an ideal location to build individual dwellings for the eo- 
‘op farm families. 

The farm operated on a factory-time basis with set hours for all 
facets of work, except during harvest, The men met each moming 
to discus the day's work schedule 

‘The farm raised enough livestock to keep the faniles in met, 
eggs, and milk. The men took tums doing chores for a week at a 
time, 

Members were hired by the association and guaranteed a 
‘minimum wage of $240, provided the member was available to 
work for the association a leas nine month ofthe yet. 





Men and women received monthly wages based on the Fara’ 
earings the previous year In addition, all members received a 
five percent dividend based on ther capital investment. 

Three percent ofthe association's surplus was earmarked for 
special funds, to take cae of any sickness or problems one ofthe 
‘members might have. Another two percent was set aside as an 
educational fund from which the children of farm members could 
borrow for post-high school education. One percent beeame a 
grant toward a community projec, or to promiowe activities ike 
44. 

The farm had an oficial president and secretary-treasurer. 

“There were lots of positives to the co-operative farm. We 
bought a big tractor for $10,000. None of us could have afforded 
italone:" was stated by one of the orginal members,

But the co-operative farm also had its difficulties. The 
‘municipal act, fr instance, wouldn't give each member of the 
farm a vote in municipal elections. 

Within a six-year span, the farm had made enowgh money to 
ey off al farm debs, build new homes and buy new cars for each 
family 

Despite its success, the Sturgis Farm Co-operative disbanded in 
1957. Sam Sookocheff wanted to go teaching. Sandy Nicholson 
was defeated in the federal election and moved to Saskatoon to 
work with the John Howard Society 

‘That left the remaining families to reassess the farm's future 
and their own, 

‘The kids were getting to university age and leaving, so they 
decided to disband,

‘THE UNITED GRAIN GROWERS CO. 

‘The Grain Growers’ Grain Company Limited was formed asa 
farmer owned grain company, at Sintaluta Saskatchewan on 
January 27, 1906 with E. A. Paridge as chairman. It was this 
‘company that constructed the second elevator built at Sturgis in 
1917. Before the Sturgis elevator was completed the company 
amalgamated with the Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative, the new 
company then became known as “United Grain Growers 
Limited”. In 1952, renovations were made at Sturgis. The 
addition of a large permanent annex, an improved driveway and

The Saskatchewan Wheat Poo! came about because 
lisstisfaction in marketing farm grains, It was formed in 1924 
and by Jone of that year had signed up forty-seven thousand 
farmers with contacts for the 1924, 1925, 1926 and 1927 crops 
1n 1925 it began to build and buy country elevators and by August 
[of that year they were operating eighty-nine elevators. With the 
purchase ofthe asses of the Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator 
Company in 1926 they acquired another four hundzed and fy 
fone elevators The province was divided into sixten distits 
Each district had sub-dvisions. There were commitess at each 
clevator. A delegate from each sub-division was elected, The Pool 
received grain from members, paid an initial price then sold the 
rain, without the faites of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. 
‘Operating costs were deducted and the balance ofthe funds were 
distributed among the farmer who had provided the grain.

‘The Sturgis elevator witha capacity of forty thousand bushels 
was purchased in 1927 from the Saskatchewan Co-operative 
Elevator Company, who had constucted it in 1921.

THE LUMBER INDUSTRY - Sturgis and area. 
(Contributed by John J. Hamilton) 

With the coming of setlers 10 this area, came a need for 
building material. Many of the early buildings were mosly log 
constuction, Some had thatched o sod roofs suppor by pols 
Ie vas not lng until houses were built with a lumber Hor and 
roof, th og walls. The coming of the aioad brought imported 
fir lumber, which was quite expensive and was supplemented by 
locally produced lumber: The favorite local wood for building Was 
Sprace which, while quite common, was notin abundant supply. 
Many small sawmill were setup near availble spruce; others 
hauled spruce logs long distances to their building sts. Poplar 
jogs were generally used for walls and some were sawn into 
lumber, wich was considered of lower quality but saisfactory for 
some uses The operators with larger equipment generally chase 
to locate inthe Poreupine Forest Reserve, te south boundary of 
which is located about eighteen miles nor of Stuzis where it 
twas posible to buy a “permit” to cut different wood procs 
Only a smal percentage ofthis forest reserve grew tres suitable 
for making lumber; these were in patches separated by swamps 
meadows, and lage areas of poplar ees 

‘Over the years these lumber operations supplied reasonably 
priced building material, « business opportunity for many 
ctepreners, and much needed employment. Most ofthe young 
famers needed to supplement their income: some found 
employment with te railroads, bt the majority ound work inthe 
bush, cutting cordwood,pulpsvood, rn the her industry. The 
mils Tan ecall were Pollock's, Fulton and Mann's, Hamilton's 
Stanley Fromsks, Johnson's, Doton's, Boychu’s, Wilkinson's, 
Anak’, and there were many others The Westem Construction 
(Co, at Usa nd The Pas Lumber Co, at Reserve were the largest 
operations inthe area

After the election of 1944 a number of the industies in 
‘Saskatchewan were affected by the plan to socialize industry. The 
‘one most affected in tis area was lumbering with the formation 
‘of The Saskatchewan Timber Board. The Department of Natural 
Resources no longer offered Timber Sales (a permit eut lumber 
for resale) and greatly resvicted the Farm Permits (for farmer's 
‘wn use). The Timber Board offered contracts to mill operators to 
log, saw, and deliver rough green spruce lumber toa piling yard 
AL first this was at Usherville and later it was moved to Sturgis. 
Here, Mz. Galbraith under contract with the Timber Board 
‘operated a planing mill in the summer. Also the Timber Board 
operated a wholesale anda retail yard, All these activites created 
jobs in Sturgis and the surrounding area,

For a few years the Timber Board also operated a sav in 
‘Sturgis with fogs hauled here rather than lumber. In the seventy's 
the Simpson Timber Company purchased the rights to much of 
the remaining timber, and the forest indus 
centered in Hudson Bay, Saskatchewan. 
There have been great changes to the forest industry over the 
years. With more operators and mechanization, it soon became 
evident that the forest could not sustain high levels of harvesting, 
‘The regulations regarding minimum size that could be harvested 
Were reduced in stages until virtual clear eutting was adopted.

‘operation continued each winter until April 1931, when as a result 
ofthe depression operations did not resume until de fall of 1933, 

Atthis ime the planer which had been used only in the summet 
athe farm was moved tothe sav The mill was now capable 
‘of sawing logs into umber, planing the lumber ready for building, 
and sawing spruce shingles. The spruce shingles were packed into 
bundles resembling the cedar shingles that were the standard 
roofing material a that ime. The Hanslion mill always did 
custom sawing for others as well. Some of the prices ofthe day 
were custom sawing at three dollars per thousand and planing at 
two dollars per thousand. The wages were fifteen to twenty

dollars per month with board supplied. The mill employed twelve 
to fifien men plus several moce logging in the bush with axes, 
‘rosscut saws, and horses for skidding. There were also numerous 
farmers and contractors engaged in logging for themselves or 


others that required lumber. Area farmer were contacted to haul 
“Me. Hamilton's lumber tos fam, where it was further processed 
and retailed; some was delivered to Sturgis, where Tom Hamilton 
‘operated a lumber yard with his machinery and oil busines. 

In 1934 Bert purchased his fathers share of tae lumber mill and 
became the sole owner. The planer was moved to his new farm 
location SE 15-36-4-W2nd where his lumber was processed and 
retailed in the summer months. With the improvement in the 
economy, building inereased and by 1935 farmers with trucks 
began artiving from Yorkton, Melville, and other points in the 
southeast part of the province to purchase lumber. A few loads 
‘went as far as Fargo, North Dakota. Tis increase in demand from 
arket wus accompanied by an increase in the demand 
for custom sawing and the supply of logs became a problem. In

1937 the sawmill was moved to @ new location, SE 14-39-4- 
‘Wond, near Kidney Lake. The lake is about one rile in length

convenient source of water they tried melting snow with reeycied 
seam from the engine, which proved very satisfactory and 
yielded good soft water as clean snow was gathered from the 
surface ofthe ice on the lke, 

The millste consisted of numerous buildings. The cook - shack 
had a dining area that could seat twenty men, a bedroom forthe 
‘cook and her helper (often her husband but at imes two women), 
and a storage room for groceries, Meat and other frozen food 
were kept a a large wooden box or bin outside. There were bunk 
houses for crew members, and several privately owned small 
buildings where people who were doing their own logging oF 
contract work lived, an office with ving space forthe ovener and 
‘few others, Horses were kept in small bars that housed about 
ight animal each, The sawmill consisted ofa large building that 
contained the steam engine, a large water tank, and a workshop

‘The day’s work began at seven A.M. with a long call from the 
steam whistle five minutes before stating time that summoned 
the crew to their stations. Then two short tools of the whistle 
signaled that the equipment was about to stat operating. A 
working day consisted of ten hours including two fifteen minute 
coffee breaks, with an hour stop at noon. During each ofthese 
stops and afte supper the forty-eight inch saw was sharpened and 
the equipment checked and oiled. The mill required 
approximately fifteen men to operate and produced tent fifteen 
‘thousand board feet of spruce lumber per day. The engine was 
fred with wood requiring almost a cord of seasoned slabs per day 
and four loads of snow were hauled by team and sleigh each day 
to provide water fr the boiler

In the early yeas all of the skidding and hauling of logs and 
lumber was done with horses. AI the falling and blocking was 
done inthe bush with crosscut saw with two men on the saw and 
‘one with an axe todo the liibing. With the coming of the fort's 
mechanization became evident in the lumber industry. At the 
Hamilton mill the frst caterpillar appeared in 1938 and was 
‘contracted to haul lumber tothe farm, Tractors with rubber ties 
also started making their way to sawmills, then cars and trucks 
followed on the packed snow roads. This changed the feof the 
lumberjack as he no longer went to the bush in the fall and 
remained uatl spring. 

For his operation Me, Hamilton purchased a TDS Intemational 
caterpillar when his son Robert began hauling lumber tothe farm, 
jn 1940 and athree-ton track in1944, The frst powersaw atived 
in December 1945. It was a two man machine weighing seventy 
pounds. This was when Joba Hazilton became involved in the 
Jogging pare ofthe operation frst with the small TDS and later 
with a TDL. 

With the increased demand for lumber in the fory’s the 
Hamilton mill commenced saving soon after Christmas and 
operated ten hour days, six days per week. In March they began a 
night shift as well until the season was completed in eatly Api

‘Austria, He was the first of thirteen children bom to Hrite and 
Pauline Baill, Hrite was the son of Peter Barillo and his wife 
CCatherina Wosatiuk. Pauline was the daughter of Tony Demchuk 
and his wife Leontina Rewturschk. Bills dad was a prominent 
Jang holder of 40 hectares. He also owned many horses and other 
livestock 

Bill was the only member to get a formal education. After 
W.WI, Bill served eighteen months in the Polish Amy as a 
regula, He was forced to speak, read, and write Polish. Bill was

very fluent in speaking, reading, and writing Ukranian, Russian, 
German, Romanian, Czechoslovakian, and later the English 
language 

He decided to immigrate to Canada and try his Tuck there. 
Already living in the now Danbury District was his uncle Fred 
Barillo and uncle Sam Demchuk in Riverhurst. 

Bill lft the port of Danzig, Poland on April 7, 1928 and landed 
in London on April 10. On April 22, he arrived in Quebec on 
board the Calgaric. He then took te rail Riverburst. He found 
job as a farmband and was employed until fll. He made $28.00 
and did not know whether to buy underwear ora pair of boots for 
winter 

The first winter in Canada, he stayed a his Uncle Fred's, ow 
‘known asthe Danbury Distict Forthe next four yeas, Bill ound 
‘work as a farm laborer with the many homesteader. He applied 
for a homestead on June 30, 1930 on the SE 34-36-3-W2nd but 
‘gave it up shorly. He met a widow with three kids and stayed 
there to help her farm from 1934 on, On November 30, 1938, Bill 
and Annie Shuparsi were marie. 

‘Son Harold was born on Janvary 10, 1944. The family lived 7 
miles N of Stenen and 2 miles E ofthe NW 14-35-3-W2nd, inthe 
Frame Lake School District. In the fall of 1945, Bill bought the 
former Peter Olson farm 5 miles N. of Sturgis and moved the 
family there, They farmed until the fall of 1962. The land was 
then sold to the late Michael Lesanko. 

(On February 10, 1946, Bill tended the Naturalization Hearing 
ai the R.CMP Detachment in Sturgis and became a Naturlized 
‘Canadian Citizen. In the spring of 1963, Bill built a house on 119 
Brooks Ave, on a lot purchased from Wes Simes and lived there 
uall May 5, 1968. He unexpectedly passed away while ishing on 
the Assiniboine River near Sturgis with the (late) Wasyl 























Bill was instrumental in obsaining immigration for his sister 
Katie Klerachuk in 1930 and brother Anton in 1932 during the 
depression yeas. He served on the West Ajax School Board, was, 
involved in the former CCF movement, acted as a serutineet, 
imerpreter in court, and became a commissioner for oaths, and 
notary public. With his knowledge of the workings of the 
Department of Vitsl Statistics with the various ations 
goveraments and his ability to read and write numerous 
Tanguages, he was able to communicate and obtain 
‘documentation requisite fom the residents applying for their old 





age security pension. Although he never owned a vehicle, he did 
a lot of traveling representing the public and giving legal advice. 

Williams wife Annie Manzi, was bom April 27, 1902 in the 
Village of Winitsynce, district of Zaleszcyki,teitory of Galicia 
{in Austria to Joh Manzuik and Wasylena Cheremkora, John was 
the son of Carl and Pearl Manzuik and Wasylena was the only 
child of Aksenti Cheremkora and Tekina Woloshyn. After Tekina 
ied, Aksenti sold his succesful upholstery tailor, and shoemaker 
business and property. He convinced his daughter Wasylena and 
son-in-law John Manzuik to immigrate to Canada. They obtained 
their passports with help from Carl M, who was a JP. in the 
village. Wasylena and her children and er father Aksenti left in 
eatly September of 1906 for Canada, leaving John behind to sell 
his propeny, Meanwhile Joha drowned while Gshing, leaving 
‘Wasylena a widow with Nick 5 and Annie 3 years old 

The family arrived in New York after a 23 day voyage, Annie 
sul recalls the fish jumping, the sailors hosing the decks and 
catering the passengers, being inoculated and receiving a bag of 
candy. They took the rail tw Winnipeg where Aksent’s brother 
‘Tanasko was employed on the railway. They spent one month 
there, but Aksent was to old to work forthe railway: 

‘They decided to go to Sask., where Aksent's brother Simion 
lived, in the Stenen District. (Simion was Sam Cheremkora's 
srandfather) They arrived by ral 

‘The family was picked up by Simion with a sleigh eam of oxen 
November of 1906. There were no roads, jut a trail through the 
‘bash on higher ground. They spent the first night at Simion's, 

The family spent one year at Simion's. Then Wasylena took & 
homestead for $10.00 on the NE 24-35.-W2nd, 12 miles NE of 
‘what is presently Stenen. Their home was a hole in the ground 
with banked walls and a roof made of poles, covered with grass 
and drt. Their heater had ao hinged door and not until a year later 
‘did the walls get a 10 inch squared pane of glass. The family 
stared one pair of boots to go outdoors. They shared grouse and, 
caught bush rabbits, which Inckily, were over abundant. They 
picked wild cranberries and packed the fruit in @ 45 gallon keg, 
filled with wate, which they changed weekly. When freze-up 
‘came the water was drained and the betres ~ a precious item ~ 
‘were eaten with a litle sugar: Unknowingly, the cranberries 
prevented scurvy 

In 1907, Wasylena met Wasyl Chomey, a widower and strock 
‘up common law relationship, afte denying the priest $25.00 for 
the required mariage service. They had six children by the time 
‘Wasyl died in 1929. Wasylena lost «son after birt, a daughter 
Mariak to sun stroke, and another daughler Lena to a gasoline 
explosion in the home. Wasylena put the fire out, but spent 16 
‘months in hospital recovering. Daughter Maggie recovered in sx 
Weeks. Wasylena never recovered the use of her left hand 
Aksenti, who was bor in 1847, died April, 1923. Wasylena died 
April 1, 1962 of cancer having survived tongue cancer 40 years 
eatlicr. 

‘Annie left home a the age of six to babysit Kost Zaharas kids 
‘She stayed therefor two years. While there, she was required to 
nailk cows. From there, she went to Gori to work for Nickola 
Pavyk for a year as a farm-maid, miking 15 cows. She worked 
for Barrys and Petezuls ~ wherever work was available. Brother 
Nick and Annie walked to Regina secking work and retumed 
‘unsuccessful, Inher travels, she met Andrew Shuparski and they 




















‘were wed on February 18, 1919. They survived the Black Death 
and raised Mary Parker) of Agassiz, bor in June, 1931 at 
‘Winnipeg after an unsuccessful uler operation. Annie borowed 
$25.00 from the RM. to pay for funeral expenses. She had the 
Joan paid off after two yeas of depression, when oats paid 4 cents 
a bushel and barley 5 cents. The times were tough and the work 
unbearably harsh and unending, but she persevered, suffering 
many a disaster and broken bone’s in tragic mishaps, while 
farming on her own, She moved and put up hay, eut wood, and 
‘ut-stooked even the best men. Sundays she would wash her only 
‘dress made of True-X flour bags, press it. and walk seven miles to 
‘church with her kis. Her life became beter after 1962. 

‘Annie related that before 1921, potatoes never blossomed inthe 
area because the frost always killed them. Initially, staple supplies 
‘of flour, sugar, salt, and matches were back-packed by Aksent 
from Haine's store next to Canora, A backpacking trip took a 
‘week. Later a group of men took a wagon for supplies, Crossing 
the Assiniboine River, swollen from rains, the wagon box was 
swept off the frame but the swift thinking Akseni, who swam to 
shore and grabbing loose barbwsire, swam to the wagon, tied the 
Wire secure, an then lasoed the wagon-box, saved the cargo and 
‘occupants from pershing. 


Although Annie never bad a school to attend, she managed t0 
lear to read and write Ukrainian and a bit of English while 


‘eavesdropping on her kids doing their homework. After the death 
‘of her husband Bill, Annie moved to Sturgis and continues with 
har daily activities and her pastime of growing a vegetable and 
flower garden at the age of 95, The legacy my parents lft is 
monumental

BARILLO, Harold 

Hirold lived two years on the farm north of Stenen, next t0 
Walter Barry's and Pete Hesiuks. His parents moved tothe new 
farm three miles east of Lady Lake. Harold stended elementary 
school at West Ajax, next tothe home of the late Alex Boychulk 
‘The walk to school was two miles. He would join Hary 
Okrainetz and the Nuna kids to follow a tal through Nuns 
bush, Later a bike and skis made the trip to schoo! quicker and 
‘easier. His fist teacher was Eunice Lesanko in the sping of 1950, 
followed by Jean Makowski, Ruth Jolson, and Anna Weeks. 

He completed high school at Sturgis and one year of 
‘engineering atthe U. of S. He spent one year working forthe 
‘CPR_asarodman with te survey crew in Regina forthe westem 






































region, Following this, Harold attended classes at Kelse 
Technological Institute and graduated with a two year diploma in 
Renewable Resources Management. 

Dring the first summer vacation, Harold was employed with 
the DNR's Park Planning Branch, Regina as a surveyor, 
mapping various provincial campgrounds. In 1964, the pay was 
'$341,00/month with all expenses and transportation provided, 
‘These eamings enabled Harold to buy & $400.00 ear and pay for 
his studies and room and board for eight months. 

After graduation, Harold was hired by the Federal Forestry 
Service out of Winnipeg as a Forest Research Technician. The job 
entailed classifying forestland capabilites for the ARDA Project. 
‘That winter the data gathered was correlated with climatology 
reconds. The next assignment was restructuring the forestry 
herbarium specimens, s0 that they would be categorized, 
sequenced, and recorded in order of family and genus. Keying 
and identifying wild plants became a hobby. Aer one year, 
Harold resigned to take ajob vacated by a conservation officer for 
Hudson Bay, South, and was posted therefor ive years. 

In the meantime, Harold married Beverly Gamer from 
Medstead on August 19, 1967, whom he had met while they were 
attending classes at Kelsey. The marrage lasted 10 months. 

‘Angela (Angel) was born on May 31, 1968. Beveely moved out 
to her parents’ place 1wo weeks later. Beverly remarried and 
resided on a ranch near Lundar, Man. Respecting the wishes of 
Beverly, Harold kept no contact with his daughter, When she 
‘tamed eighteen Angel located her father in Sturgis, at which me 
she required assistance to complete her schooling. Upon 
‘graduation in Regina she enlisted inthe Air Force. 

‘Angel is & master corporal in the transport division and is 
married to Tim Hills who is serving in the Army. They are 
stationed at Petawawa, Ont, and hve Christine 9 and Conner 5 


Recently they served as UN, Peace Keepers in Bosnia,

Harold's other posting were with the D.NS. for one year at 
‘Molanosa, with the D.N.R, forfour years at Cutbank, one year at 
saskatoon, and one year at Kindersley. Harold later transfered 
labor service as a fre fighter. He served under Bill Gudjunson at 
Hudson Bay for one year 

Tn 1980 after the Woody Lake Fue, Harold took the postion of 
foreman over the Woody Lake Fire Crew and served there unt 
1989 and then was transferred back to Hudson Bay Fire Cente, 
‘Two years later, Harold was wansferred to Ruby Lake as a 
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recreation maintenance foreman. Before taking early retirement 
after 29 years of government service, Harold also spent two years 
relieving the regular towermen at Mile 13, Lobstick, and 
Porcupine Tower. 

|As @ Resource Officer, Harold enforced all the DNR 
lations, protected the forest, acted as a maintenance man andl 
public relations officer, taught firearm safety, and controlled 
renegade wildlife. He coordinated fie action, fu, sh and willie 
harvesting as well as timber management 

Recalling his boyhood, Harold remembers running the binder 
stoking, operating the hay rake and making hay stacks, felling 
trees with axe, working on buzz saw outils, and the spliting 
‘wood. Cows were milked by hand and water hand-pumped all 
without benefit of electrical power. In 1954, telephone service 
Was installed in the farm home. Harold’ dad never owned a 
vehicle so travel was confined to bicycle rides to Lady Lake for 
mail or summer fishing on the Lillian River 

With retirement, Harold spends more time hunting fshing, 
vecationing, and maintaining equipmentnot only at home but 
also atthe hunting cabin. Other pastimes include building and 
servicing 1005 of bird houses, reloading aramo, collecting native 
artifacts, picking berries and mushrooms, restoring broken 
appliances, clocks and radios as well as reading Time and 
Discover, playing cards, and visting fiends

Anton Barilla was born on March 16, 1908 in the 
‘Took, in Western Ukraine, He was the thd eldest chi 
Barilla and Pauline (Demchuk) Barilla. Anton was one of eleven 
iden in the family: 

1 1930, Anton immigrated to Canada to join his elder brother, 
William and sister, Kate (Barilla) Klemehuk. Anton first stayed 
With his uncle, Fred Barilla on his farm inthe Goldbank district, 
north of Stenen, 

‘Anton remained a bachelor all his life. He worked for various 
farmers, He scrubbed and cleared land, cut wood and lumber, and 
‘helped stook and haul grain at harvest 

1 1935, he moved with his sister Kate and brother-in-law Nick 
XKlerchuk to a farm, which was situated two miles east and six 
miles north of Sturgis. There be helped with various farm work 
A this time, he met his lifetime buddy, Metro Klobok. Metro, an 
immigrant bachelor from Ukraine, joined Anton in work and 
companionship. The two walked through all kinds of weather to 








buy a loaf of bread or a can of tobacco. Work and money was 
geting more scare and fee time more abundant 

Tn 1940, Anton stated to suffer from foot problems. With the 
bard times and very lle money, he often walked many’ miles in 
low-cut rubber boots and scanty wor out socks. Tis started and 
aggravated the situation end gangrene set into his toes and then 
spread this feet. Unable to further stand the pain, he had both 
feet amputated. The operation was not a success and with the 
spread of infection and gangrene, Anton was sent to Winnipeg, 
‘where his legs were amputated above his knees 

Ate convalescing fora period of time, he was sent to Regina 
to be fited with artificial legs, This proved to be a failure. He 
retumed to live with his sister Kati. Later, when his brother 
William married Annie Shoparsky, Anton took tums staying 
cee with his sister or broth 

Tn the mid-fiftes, he stayed with his niece Pearl and her 
husband Joe Prokop and their two danghtes. Joe made Anton a 
hand-cranked three-wheeler. This made lie lot easier for Anton 
to get around. Years later, Joe constructed a motorized three 
Wheeler with which Anton travelled father and easier. 

Almost daly, Anton would use his three-wheeler and travel to 
town to meet with his fiends at the various cafes and the Sturgis, 
Poolroom. He became a good friend of Mr. Podolun, who owned 
the Sturgis Poolroom. During the winters, when Metro Klobok 
‘wasn't working forthe CN.R., he'd visit with his lifetime buddy 

In the late spring of 1963, Anton Barilla died from a brain

George Berezowski was bom in the Province of Bukovia in 
the Ukraine on May 5, 1906 and died at Sturgis, SK. on 
December 5, 1969. Antoinette Alemeersh was bom at Deloraine, 
MB on September 19, 1909 and died on October 17, 1995, at 
CCalgary, AB. Both are busied at Kamsack, SK, not far from St 
Philp’, the church in which they were matied on November 12, 
1926. 

George's father had claimed a homestead in the Pretyview 
dlisrct, eight miles north of Veregin, SK, in 1908. George and 
‘Antoinete farmed therefrom 1926 to 1937. The four Berezowski 
boys were bom on the farm 

William Hector as bom on February 26, 1928, Hector 
‘Valentine on February 14, 1930, Alan George on January 19, 
1932 and Duane Benjamin on December 10, 1934, Evangeline 
Marie was bor in the Preeceville Hospital on October 16, 1939 
‘George and Antoinette also raised Antoinete’s younger sister and 
‘brother, Julyanna and Benjamin Allemeersch, 

In February 1937, George and Antoinette bought the livery 
stable at Sturgis. Tey sold their farm to George's nephew, John 
Kerima, A two-room house and a lean-to were attached to the 
‘bam and these housed the family of ine 

‘Asa young adult, Benjamin moved to the USA, When World 
Wer Two stared Ben moved to Vancouver. He worked in the 
logging industxy in British Columbia and died in a logging 
‘accident on November 10, 1940. 

Tulyanna marred Michael Kraemer of Carlyle, Sask, in 1983. 
‘They farmed in the Cariyledistit for many years and raised their 
four children there 

Inthe early forties, the rate fra stl, feed and water fora team 
of horses was twenty-five cents 2 day. Livery (taxi) service earned 














from one to fifteen dollars a trip depending on the distance and 
time. Doctors, RCMP, and salesmen were the main customers for 
livery services. The livery stable didn’t provide an adequate 
liveliwood for the family so George had to seek employment 
elsewhere. While George was away working during the war, Bill 
assumed the responsibility of delivering, by horse or by bicycle, 
the message of “missing in action” of “died in service” which 
‘ame from the war department notify families that they ae lost. 
loved ones in active duty. If only one adult family member was, 
home, the messenger was expected 10 escort the bereaved t0 a 
neighbour or a relative or to remain until another family member 
‘came home. These were sad events for everyone concerned. 

The Berezowski children and their friends entet 
themselves with the usual, small-town activities. They played 
baseball with re-sewn balls and played hockey’ with road apples 
‘They slid down the station hill and the big hls on the northside 
of town. They went on hayrides, swam in the rivet, and picked 
berries along the riverbanks. They tried to keep from being caught 
‘after the tov curfew sounded at nine o'clock. They cleared the 
snow off the river and May Lake for skating partes and hockey. 
They played hookey to go to the poolroom oF tothe swimming 
hole. They rode their bicycles to Presceville for a movie, They 
Wwired the school basement for Halloween—a shocking 
experience. 

Antoinette was the school janitor from 1940 to 1952: she was 
also the school nit office janitor for the later par ofthat ime. A 
great deal of hand work was required for $35.00 a month, The 
Whole family was involved with the upkeep ofthe school. There 
was no electricity until after the war ended 30 it was necessary 10 
work quickly to finish as much work as possible before the 
darkness came. Lantems were neoded in te wintertime. 

All ofthe desks had to be moved each day in order to sweep the 
oiled floors. Drinking water had tobe catid forthe coole. The 
school pump broke down often and the water then had to be 
carried from the town pump. The five-gallon tole pails had to be 
carried out and emptied. In winter the furnaces had to be fueled 
both day and night with lage cordwood lengths. Often during 
cold spells, someone, usually George, stayed overnight at the 
Schoo! to refuel the fumaces. This ensured that the school would 
‘be warn enough for clases in the moming. All of the desks, 
chairs, and tables had to be dusted each moening before classes 
commenced because ofthe grime that settled on then overniga. 
from the wood-buming furnaces Each fall te storm windows had 
tobe cleaned and put up. Inthe spring, the storm windows had to 
'be removed and stored. Do you remember how large these storm, 
windows were? 

In 1945, the livery bam was sold to Mr. Bartch and the 
Berezowski family bought the Carragher house. It was nice t0 
have more room to live in. Vicki Solomon, George's niece, came 
to stay with the family in order to finish high school 

‘George worked forthe CNR for many years. He worked atthe 
coal docks with Bill Annstrong in Sturgis. He worked relief on 
the CNR water tanks and eventually worked at Margo, Sask, in 
the coal dock. 

George, Antoinette, George's mother, and Vange lived at Margo 
from 1954 to 1956. When the coal deck closed beeause steam 
engines were being phased out, the family retumed to Sturgis 
here they had kept their house. George continued working for 
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the CNR on the bridge and building crews. This meant living 
‘vay ftom home so when the Town of Sturgis required a town, 
foreman to operate the new waterworks system, he applied forthe 
Job. He enjoyed ths job, particularly because it allowed him to be 
at home. Eventually, he became the town policeman as well 

‘George and Antoinette built three houses during their ifeime. 
The first was in Stargis on Number 49 highway next to the house 
in which they had lived after selling the livery barn. George's 
mother and stepfather lived with the family fora time in this 
house. They built a house when they lived in Margo. The last 
house they built was in Sturgis on the site ofthe ol livery bar, 

AAntoinete loved people. She could rte off the birthdays of 
{ust about everyone in town, She also had the special gift of being 
able to relate to people of all ages and backgrounds, She was first, 
‘nd foremost a wife and a mother, and close after that, she was a 
vital member of the Sturgis community, She belonged to many 
organizations; the Home and School Association, the Cancet 
Society, the Co-op Board, the Co-op Ladies Guild, the Hospital 
‘Auxillary, St Patrick's CWL and the Homemakers Chub, 

‘When the family held a 75th bisthday party for Antoinette in 
Calgary, fifteen former homemakers were able to ated and she 
‘ould ot have been more pleased, 

Antoinette always contributed to the family income. She 
worked as janitor at the old red brick school and i later years she 
Worked at the Nomthem Cafe, McAllaster's store, Lommel’, and 
John Chimko's store 

Her house was never without boarders, many of whom became 
‘good friends with whom she kept in touch for many year. 

‘George and Antoinette insilled a desire to attend school and to 
learn in each oftheir children, Easier access to education forthe 
chien was their main reason for moving from the farm at 
Verigin to Sturgis in 1937-The family took Fll advantage oftheir 
access to education.

1, Bill was bom in a farmhouse eight miles north of Veregin, 
SK, on February 26, 1928 [attended Pretty View School until our 
family moved to Sturgis in February, 1937, After graduated from 
‘Sturgis High School in 1946, Tatended Normal School in Moose 
‘aw for six weeks. In mid October I became a teacher in the 
‘Deerwtood School between Wapella and Whitewood, At eighteen 
years of age, I was given the responsibility of teaching 45 
students; Grades one t0 ten in @ one-room school with a barel 
stove. Iwas paid $900 per year; room and board was $50.00 per 
month. I saved enough for eight weeks of summer school. That 
fall [taught in Scotsgad as principal of a three-room school, with 
fourteen students in Grade 9to twelve for $1500 a year, including 
a teacherage. The next three years Were spent in Eatonia, where I 
‘became involved in sports such as baseball and hockey. [stil visit 
the many friends I made in Eatonia. I worked seismic one sumamer 
‘while working at Ealonia School, Because of the difference in 
pay, [quit teaching and was hired on te oil-dilling sigs. After 
‘working onthe rigs, I decided I was a qualified pipe fiver. Then 
‘my brother Al and I became instrument fiters in the refinery 
building industry and worked on the Husky Refinery in 
Saskatoon, and the Cochrane Refinery, and The British American 
Refinery in Calgary. There I et Jean Moore who became my 
wife on September 15, 1955. We both came from large Fanziles 
and were compatible in our ways, In 1955, I retumed t0 my 
teaching career in Calgary, teaching Junior High in diferent

It was sometimes quite dificult for city folk 
to adapt to country ways, We had no phooe, no TV, no newspaper, 
no running water and no moder conveniences excep forthe bare 
light bulb in each room Our house consisted of four rooms and a 
path tothe outhouse, Those summers were very rewarding a our 
family developed a bond with the people and lifestyle of rural 
Saskatchewan, We sold the farm in 1997 

‘Our children have all received postsecondary education 
mainly from the University of Calgary. The eldest, Cathy has 
completed a Masters degree in Social Work. Carolyn has a 
Bachelor of Education degree. Jim graduated witha bachelor of 
Commerce and also eamed his designation as Chartered 
‘Accountant, Corinne is a fellow of the Alberta Municipal 
‘Assessors Association. Allan completed his Bachelor of 
‘Commerce and eared the designation of Certified Management 














Accountant. Maureen graduated from University of Calgary with 
her Bachelor of Arts in Communication. All are living and 
‘working in Calg 

‘Our grandchildren, Christopher White and Fimily Keough, 
‘come to vist us every ‘Thursday. This has become a special day 
for us and we arrange special outings and activites to coincide 
with their vst 

Paul and I enjoy travelling. We have travelled across Canada 
and the USA several times. We have visited Germany. France, 
Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg. Our most recent trips were 
to England and Ireland, and tothe Yukon and Alaska 

Many of the friends I grew up wit in Sturgis ere stil fiends 
today, T keep in touch with some through visits and 
correspondence. As I leaf through the pages of “The Quill”, our 
high school yearbook, [fondly recall those with whom [no longer 
have contact, 





BERG, Don and Lucy 

{Lam writing to you about the eighteen and one-half years my 
wife, my family, and I spent in Sturgis. I will relate some of the 
things which bappened in those yeas. They were eighteen and a 
half years ofthe best years of our lives. 

‘We arrived in Sturgis in Apel 1945, having purchased the 
rage and service station busines from Soderlund and Rogstad. 

‘Our two boys, Larry and Colin, both took their schooling in 
‘turpis and graduated from Grade 12. Colin joined the RCMP. 
in 1952 and spent 20 odd years in the force, He passed away in 
1987, Larry lives on Denman Island, B.C. He has an apple 
orchard and works onthe ferry that runs to Vancouver Island. Out 
daughter, Elaine Wilson, resides in Edmonton. 

During our years in Sturgis, we saw the Composite School 
‘open and the Saskatchewan Power Corporation arrive when the 
fold power plant burned down in 1947. The frst Covop farm was 
“organized and six members built their homes. The Saskatchewan 
‘Timber Board opened a lumber yard and Don Galbraith’ planing 
nil went into operation. In 1949, twelve of the business men and 
farmers decided to build a covered skating rink, That was the 
beginning of the Men's Open Bonspil bringing 50 or more rinks 
from all of the small towns around Sturgis. In 1959, we decided 
to change sports day o July Ist from the 4th. That began what is 
row known as the biggest one-day Sports and Rodeo in 
Saskatchewan, Some great baseball and hockey was also played 
during the fifties and sixties 

“The new highway came into town during that period and in 
1961, we had water and sewer in town. The water tank and coal 
dock were tom down as it was the end of steam locomotives on 
the CN.R. We sold our business to Don Phelan inthe fll of 1963, 
and moved to Calgary where we still reside. We come back three 
‘or four times a year as we sill have our cabin at Crystal Lake, 

made a host of good friends in Sturgis. The only sad partis 
now when Tcome back, most of my ol friends, and customers are 
‘zone. Iam sil inthe service station business — going on 55 years 
in the same occupation 





BERRY, Fred and Alice 
Fred and Alice Bemy lefl Huddersfield, Yorkshire, England in 
May 1902. i England, Feed had Fish and Chip Shop, and Alice

cared for an invalid lady for eight years. Twenty-five year old 
Alice and thiny-four year old Fred were newlyweds when they 
left England. They traveled sixteen days by boat and trai to get 
to Yorkton, A cousin met them at Yorkton, and they continued 
their trp in a wagon with a team of horses 

They lived at Devil's Lake fora year and a half. Fred then filed 
fora homestead four miles south of Sturgis, NE 1/6 -32-33-4 in 
the RM. of Buchanan. He cut logs and built a house which they 
moved into on December 23, 1903, The closest town was 
Yorkton. 

‘A daughter ene (Reagan - Kalenchuk) was bom October 13, 
10905. A son Athol was bom the previous year but died at birt, 

In December 1912, the Berrys took a trip back to England 
where they stayed forfour months. A young man, twenty-six year 
old Filton Oxley, came back with them, 

In 1916, they adopted Olaf Munson, a three year and a half 
year old, whose mother had died a ebild birth 

Mrs. Berry was a midwife in the district. She was’ church 
worker who stared the Corofin Ladies Aid in 1921, to raise 
‘money forthe minister's salary. 

The Berrys lived on the homestead until 1939 when they 
‘moved into Sturgis. Alice did in 1944; Pred died in 1947, 


BINDE, Hagvart and Jenny (Brooks) 

Hagvart ulin Binde, « Norwegian, was bom in 1892 at Volga, 
S.D. They next moved to Sinai, SD. He had sx brothers and two 
sister, He immigrated to Canada in 1916, He lived a Killam, AB, 
Spy Hill, SK where he farmed from th fll of 1923 10 1937, 
Birch River, MB where he bought some land and eventually 
settled in Sturgis in the fall of 1949. He came to Stargis because 
Olaf Carson lived here and they grew up together. All he had 
When be came to Sturgis was a well machine which he used for 
‘over twenty-five years. Everyone called him “Bind”, and he was 
known for his sil at finding water by “witching wells”. He didn't 
do it forthe money, “had no set price, justo ind Water adit was 
upto them to pay what they had", He worked for Pete Peni for 
twenty-five years: he just went out to help. He didnt take a wage, 
‘but Pete supplied him with meat and took him where he had to go. 
Teas acas of “you helped me, help you". He witched a wel 
and helped Tom and Sheila Desroches when they lived on the 
‘present Eldon Olson farm. He liked to go out thee ovis. 

1n 1949, Hagvart maried Jenny Brooks of Sturgis. She passed 
away in 1972, He could speak Swedish, Norwegian, English, 





German, and Dane. Binde took sick and was inthe Yorkton Union 
Hospital from February to September 10, He died on September 
10, 1979, Rey. Clyde Kilough of Yorkion World Wide Chutch of 
God officiated atthe funeral held on September 14 at Godfrey's 
Funeral Home in Presoevlle, He is buried in the Preecevlle 
Lutheran Cemetery.

George (Giorgi) Blender was bor on April 14, 1888, in 
Stawehen, Austia to Tomof (Thomas) and Anastasia (Neti) 
(Patuiky Blender 

After George’s futher, Tomo, passed away, his mother, 
Anastasia, maried Andrew Gawryluk. They were married for 
about seven years when Anastasia passed away. George had one 
brother, Todor (Fred) Blender who was younger as well he had 
two stepsisters and three stepbrothers. George's brother, Todor, 
was killed by a horse when he was approximately twenty-one 
years old. This happened in the Ukraine. One stepbrother, Todor 
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‘Blender, George and Amie. George (holding grandson, Raymond 
Blender) and Arie 

Gavryluk, stayed inthe Ukraine. Two stepbrothers, Bill and John, 
and one stepsister, Lena, came to Canada. Lena martied John 
‘Tomyk, Sein the Ukraine, John Tonayk cane to Canada in 1907 
and Lena followed in 1912. Bill and John Gavryluk and Jobn and 
[Lena Tomykall setled near Stoney Mountain, Manitoba. Tey all. 
worked at the quary in Stoney Mountain. Later, John and Lena 
‘Tomy settled in Stonewall, Manitoba 

George Blender came to Canada in 1911 from Bukovina 
Austria after his mother and brother passed away. He came to live 
‘with his stepsister, Lena, near Stonewall, Manitoba, In 1914, 
George left Stonewall and came to the Brookview District. He 
took a homestead on N.W, 21-36-4-W2ad. 

‘On February 5, 1917, George married Annie Watermanchuk at 
the Presbyterian Manse at Preeceville, Saskatchewan. Annie was 
the eldest daughter of George and Maria (Nutzalak) 
Watermanchuk. She was born on September 24, 1889, at 
Dorashavichiow, Bukovina, Aust. Annie received her education 
in Austria and then came to Canada with her family in 1914. Hee 
older brother, John Watermanchuk, came to Canada in 1912 and 
took a homestead in the Beaver Bank District. When the war was 
imminent, Annie’s parents, George and Mari, and her sister, 
Lena, and her brother, Mike, came to Canada 

In 1915, they came to John's homestead and lived with him for 
two years, Annie had a sister, Hazel anda brother, Peter, bor in 
the Beaver Bank Distct 

George and Annie farmed inthe Brookview Disteict until they 
retired. George went out and worked in various places to ear an 
xtra dollar, He walked until he found work, Annie didn’t know 
‘where he hal gone, how far he had gone or when be would return 
‘o ther farm. Later, inthe summer, George came back. He had 
famed some money and he had also received some livestock for 
payment, George and Annie took a horse and buggy and drove 
back to the place that he had worked and picked up their livestock. 
took them about a week to go there and back. 

In approximately 1953, George and Annie purchased another 
(qurter of land inthe Brookview District. They moved to the SW 
31-36-4 W2nd and farmed there until 1956. Their son, Mike, tok 
‘over the original homestead. In 1956, George and Anaie bought a 
Jot in Endeavour and moved their house into town, The second 
‘quarter of land was taken over by their son, Allan. 

‘They lived in town until George became ill, and then they 
‘moved back to their son's home on the farm, They stayed there 
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until George passed away on March 1, 1961. Annie continued to 
live in town until she couldn't stay by herself anymore. Then she 
stayed with ether her son, Bill and his wife, oe with ber soa, Mike 
and his wife, until she became a resident atthe Lion's Hostel ia 
Preeceville, Annie passed away on March 17, 1982. George and 
Annie are busied in the Greenleaf Cemetery 
George and Annie raised three sons - Bill, Mike, and Allan 

‘who all tended the Brookview School. Bill was bom on 
November 9, 1919, in the Brookview District. He maried Mary 
Lenych and they lived in the Beaver Bank District. They have four 
children - Raymond, Mervin, Deborah, and Sandra. As well, they 
hhave seven grandchildren. Mike was born on July 21, 1921, inthe 
Brookview District. He took over the Blender homestead, which 
his son, Rodney, now farms. Mike marred Annie Pugh, and they 
had two children - Cheryl and Rodney. As well they have two 
grandchildren. Mike passed away on Apri 7, 1996, and is buried 
in the Greenleaf Cemetery.

Allan never marred, While George and Annie were sil 
alive, they Kept in touch with their families in Stonewall, 
‘Manitoba, and in the Ukraine. The contact was lost with these 
families for about 30 years. Communication has once again 
resumed as there bas been contact with four families in the 
‘Ukraine as wel as a close contact with the family in Stonewall 


BLENDER, Bill & Mary (Lenych) 

Bill eldest son of George and Annie (Watermanchuk) Blender, 
was bom on November 9, 1919, on N.W, 21-36-4 W2, in the 
Brookview District He attended the Brookview School from 
1926 to 1935, Bll moved to the Beaver Bank District in 1938, 
when he bought the NE, 34.364 W2 from the RM. of 
Preecevlle for $300.00. There were no buildings left on this land 
that had been the homestead of Hans Johnson, Bll lived in a 
‘rush pile forthe summer, uni he could build a one-room shack. 
This he built north of where the Johnson buildings were once 
located, and he lived there until he built a house in 1940. His 
shack Was of logs that he ha scrabbed in order to clear the land, 
(Serubbed meant to dig the roots out ofthe dit cut them and the 
‘tee would fall). He could scrub about ten tees a day. Some of 
them were also used for firewood and cordwood. 

During these mes, the types of transportation were bicycles, 
horses or feet. Bil’s most popular way was the bicycle. Whea be 
first bought the land, he would ride his bicycle from his parets’ 
hhome, work all day, then go back inthe evening. He would tke a 
bag, containing potatoes, bread, and milk and tie it on his bicycle 
and early in the morning, be on his way again for another day's 

Bill worked at various jobs in the winter and did some farming 
inthe summer, scrubbing land and growing grain. One summer be 
‘ut al the logs and squared the ends so that he would be ready to 
start building his house the next spring. He built a two-room 
house with an upstairs. He had four horses for livestock. fn the 
Winter, he worked in the bush cutting cordood and worked at 
Bertwell cutting pulp, He also owned and operated a sinle-rill 
‘cutting shingles for anyone that brought him the logs, 

Inthe fall of 1946, Bll began working at Anaka’s sawn. This 
was where he met his future wife 





Mary Lenych, daughter of Alex and Helen (Keverysa) Lenych, 
‘was bom on August 21, 1929, neat Norguay on SE. 34-34-1 W2, 
She attended Grantsburg School - Grades 1-3; Gold Bank 
Grades 3-4; and Brush Valley - Grades 4-5. Mary then moved 
with her parents the Beaver Bank district, in May 1946 

On Joly 12, 1947, Bill and Mary were maried at the 
Precceville Latheran Church. They got a cow for a wedding 
present and then purchased a calf from John Watermanchulk for 
seven dallas. 

‘After they were manied, Bil and Mary came home to the 
house which Bill had built, When he was building, he used logs 
and clay plaster on the walls. The walls were plastered on the 
outside as well a the inside. They lived in tis house until 1979, 

Inthe area, roads were very poor. The first roads were built in 
the mid fifties. In order to go to Work, Bill ether walked or rode 
his horse. To make afew dollars and keep the taxes paid, Bill eut 
the brush down along the road allowance. 

In 1952, ily MePherson boarded a Bill and Mary’s house for 
bout a month until the teacherage was finished. Mary babysat 
Lily's three childen all the time that Lily was teaching at Beaver 
Bank School 

Along with farming, Bill worked out, for some extra money. In 
1950 o 51, he worked at George Boychuk’s sawn in Fin Flon 
and then worked at Seve Czomobay’s sawmill. In 1963, he went 
{o Edmonton and worked with his uncle, Pete Watermanchuk, at 
Shaw Pipe, installing plastic coating on pipelines. After he 
retured, he went back to work at George Boyehuk’s mil, which 
had now come back to the area, During these years, Bill also 
raised bees and sold honey 

‘While Bill was away working in the winter, Mary and the 
children looked after the livestock and kept the home-fires 
‘buming. Inthe summer, Bill would cut hay in the reserve for feed 
in he winter. They used to put it in haystacks and haul it ome 
‘with a farmhand. Johany Wilkinson made the stacks. 

Bill did a lot of hunting in his younger yeas. He would team 
up with George German and George Snihor. They would go into 
the bush with a camp and hunt for deer and moose. This meat 
‘would be their supply for the year with some tame meat,

For entertainment inthe evenings, lots of music was played and 
also card games were played. Mike Watermanchuk would play 
his buon accordion, Johnny Zamnuik, the guitar, and Bill would 





play the banjo and guitar: Raymond took a Jot of interest in the 
‘music, and Jobnny taught him to play the guitax. 

For three years (1967-1969), Bll and his two sons cut logs and 
sawed them with his own sawn, I any of te logs were to be 
planed, Fred Zubko would come wit his planer They used all the 
lumber for their own use. From 1968 to 1972 (approximately), 
Bill worked atthe Sturgis Timber Board. After the mill urn, he 
worked atthe Sturgis Auction Mart In 1977, be handed the land 
down to his son Raymond, and in 1979, be and Mary moved to 
Sturgis, where they stil reside, Bll worked at Coop Implements 
in Preeceville and did other various jobs until 1983. Bill and Mary 
are now enjoying thei retirement years. 

Bill and Mary celebrated theit S0th wedding anniversary on 
July 12, 1997, 

During their years on the farm, four children were bor to Bill 
‘and Mary: Raymond, Merwin, Deborah and Sandra, 

Raymond was bom July 22, 1949. He attended Beaver Bank

Oscar February 8, 1879 -Feb, 24, 1901; Albert Ole November 
7, 1884 - September 8, 1954; John November 7, 1884 -April 3, 
1895; Edwin February 16, 1886; Edna July 13, 1889- April 12, 
1981; and Emil February 9, 1892 - 1979, One child (no name) 
was buried at sea during the crossing from Norway. Tl 
children died of diphtheria epidemic in 1880 and were buried in 
the Concordia Lutheran Church Cemetery, rural Glyn 
Minoesota, Oscar died while atending Concordia College. One 
was buried at Prairie Home, one of Moothead's frst cemeteries. 
‘The others are not known. The rest of the children were also 
buted inthe Concordia Lutheran Church Cemetery

Tatended the Sturgis Elementary School and graduated from 
the Sturgis Composite High School in 1972. 1 worked at the 
University of Saskatchewan in Saskatoon for Printing Services 
for seven years. Then I moved to Preeceville and was employed 
‘with Prescevile Agencies (1977) Lid. (later Zaiser Agencies) 
until October, 1987. 

(On June 14, 1987, 1 marred Marvin Michael Boyko (born 
‘August 17, 1985), a farmer near Tadmore, We reside on a farm, 
seven miles south of Sturgis and one mile east (SW-21-33-4 
‘Wand Meridian).

AC fist, be stayed only in the summer and then went south to 
stay with is daughter. nthe suramer, he would pick bertes for 
hours on end and go fishing, When he came home with his cate 
‘we would "help" him clean, Gido was never far from his Bible, 
Every night before bed, I would see him kneeling beside his bed 
and whispering to God. 

‘Another memory that sticks strongly in my mind is of the 
Sturgis Sports Days. This was the holiday that my aunts and 
ules and families would tr to be home for because everyone 
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attended the Sports Day. All of us kids would be picking bottles 
and taking them tothe booths to get the deposit so that we could 
buy more candy. We would spot someone in the bleachers 
drinking a pop and we would sit under the bleachers until they 
finished and dropped the bode! Everyone would meet back a the 
car and picnic lunch would be brought out And then there were 
swimming lessons at Crystal Lake with a picnic to follow, We 
always looked forward to our summers when our cousins would 
be down to visit We would have barbecues, birthday partes, 
suppers, st each families - Uncle Wesley's, Uncle Steve's, and 
‘Uncle Michael's house, 

‘Spring time would be spent picking mushrooms, chasing cows 
nine miles nor to pasture at Kragnes’, and checking them afew 
times during the week, Summers would be spent in our huge 
‘garden, picking raspberries for five cents a quar (where were the 
‘eunions then!) and picking stones on the stone boat (apiece of 
‘metal that was pulled by the tractor that got so bot that you would 
rather walk and pick stones ratber than ride and roast your but) 
We would help my mom in the garden, but the potatoes were 
Dad's department. Te fall was chicken placking time; along with 
all the canning and freezing. I dou’ know how Mom Kept up with 
itall and worked besides 

‘At Christmas and during the summer, there were trips t0 
Grandma and Grandpa Guttormson's on the farm. That was 
always fun because June had a playhouse and we could use eggs 
tomake "real" pies if Uncle Roy did happen upon us and seare 
us out of our wits, And Grandma made the best porridge 
anyowhere 

(On reflecting back, it seems that family and friends were the 
basis f our rural life and the many good times remembered is 
proof that they really were "The Good Old Days"!

BROOKS, Fred Clyde and Jennie (Phillips) 
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Brooks, Fed and Jenny with daughter Florence (inst) 


Fred Clyde Brooks was bom in Bangor, Wisconsin, in January 
1874, He was the son of James Albert and Lida (anton) Brooks. 
He was one of four children: Frank Eugene, Fred Clyde, Jesse 
James, and Gertrude. Fred's parents and family moved to 
Florence, South Dakota in 1881, when he was seven years old 
‘They established a homestead in Dexter township, and with 
Additional land acquired, the farm totaled 320 acres. A house and 
‘bam were built on the east side of his quarter and a good well was 
located right in the farmyard. 

Fred lived on the farm with his family and stayed at home until 
he acquired enough machinery and horses to start out on hi own 
He raised horses and had a stallion fr hie. He also rented pasture 
land and bought cattle to graze during summer. After threshing he 
‘umed the catle on tothe grain Fields to fatten, He and hs brother 
Frank also rented a farm from the Carey family and lived there. 
Atthis time, he met the Carey’s daughter Juniata whom he later 
rmartied, 

Around tis time, he found that shee was stil homestead land 
available in Saskatchewan, Canada. With this exciting prospect, 
hne decided to sell everything and head out to greener pastures. He 
kept only six hoses, some machinery, and a demvocrat buggy, HE 
shipped his setlers effects into Yorkton, Saskatchewan, in 1905, 
At Yorkton, he met the Ball brothers from Estellink, South 
Dakota, They owned the hotel, bat, Every stable, and cartage 
‘company. He worked forthe Balls for awhile ia livery work with 
his team, taking land seekers around the area. On one of these 
trips, he found the quarter of land he wanted to homestead. This, 
property was near the area where Sturgis now stands, It was a 
level slope with a small creek running across one comer which 
ave him access to fresh water In 1906, he bought a lg building 
from the Doukbabors, and with the help of Oscar and John Olson, 
dug a basement and reset the building on i. Fred retumed the 
favour by helping the Olson brothers, who had also bought 
buildings to pot on ther land. 

Early in 1907, he sent for Juniata Carey and they were married 
in Emerson, Manitoba, Juniata was ony nineteen at the time snd 
her family were at fist very reluctant to let er go. However, love 
prevailed and the newlyweds moved to Fred's homestead, That 
summer they cleared the land and staned a country store, They 
ought supplies in from Canora, 30 miles away, by team and 
‘wagon. In the winter, to keep the canned goods from freezing on 











the journey, they were wrapped in blankets and hot rocks. The 
store was really a trading post as he bought eggs and bate, hides 
and furs, grain and cattle. He did considerable business with the 
Native People from the Porcupine Forest reserve. Fred also got 
ito the machinery business while still on the farm, He was the 
agent for 0. Case and actually sold a couple of steam engines. 
‘Operation of the store brought the Brooks into contact with many 
of the new setlers, a number of whom were from the United 
States 

In July 1907, te fis th of July picnic was held at the Brooks 
Store where many settlers from the United States were reunited 
and enjoyed a visit with od friends. Some ofthe original families 
that took part were the Martell, Helleys, and Mattison. In 1908, 
the Postal Department established a Post Office in the store and 
the name Sturgis (after Surgis, South Dakota) was selected by 
Fred forthe Post Office 

(On Janvary 31, 1908, the first baby bor in Stargis was Clyde 
Brooks, a son for Fred and Juniata Brooks. The birth took place 
in the same building as the post office. Mrs, Fred Preece, who 
lived about seven miles away, was the midwife, The town of 
Preeceville was later located on their land. 

Setters continued to arive in the area ftom easter Canad, 
England, and the United States. In 1909, the July 4th pieni was 
held at Pike Lake as the annual get together of the American 
families. In 1910, Fred Brooks bought live hogs at 8 U2 cents 
Pound and the railroad Grader arsved at the present site of Sturgis 
‘on Carragher’s ranch 

On June 18, 1910, a daughter, Hazel, was bom to Fred and 
Juniata Brooks with Mrs. Reagan assisting atthe birt, Later that 
year, the Brooks family sold the store, and it was moved t0 the 
present site of Preeceville. In July, 1911, fourteen lots had been 
surveyed and the first Toad of lumber was brought to the new town, 
site Fred Brooks started a meat market and machine business in 
September 1911. On January 12, tragedy struck when Fred's wife 
Juniata died leaving him with the owo small children, Clyde and 
Hazel. The children were sent to South Dakota to live with their 
arandparents for over a year. On May 12, 1912, Fred maried 
Jennie Mary Phillips at Portage La Prati, Manitoba, and inthe 
spring of 1913, the two children were brought back to Sturgis to 
live with Fred and Jeanie. 

Jennie Phillips was bor in Northfield, Minnesota, on 
September 8, 1888. She was one of the daughters of seven 
children of Adam and Fanny (Christian) Phillis. Jennie 
‘immigrated to the Sturgis District to cook for her brothers, Bll 
sd Elmer Philips. Her brothers had come to the area eatlier and 
had homesteaded near Sturgis, 

From 19120 1944, Fred and Jennie worked hard to raise their 
growing family. They were involved in many atvities inthe town 
and made many good friends, They were always ready and 
willing (0 lend a hand to someone in need, All oftheir children 
received their elementary and secondary education in the Sturgis 
School. The children, in addition to Clyde and Hazel were 
Florence bom 1913; Arthur (1915); Frederick (1917); Lloyd 
(1919); Wesley (1922); Bernice (1925); Alice (1928), and 
‘Genevieve (1930), All five Sons were in the armed services during 
the second viorld war, and four spent considerable time sev 
‘overseas. All retuned safely 
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‘Brook Family Reunion - 1986 Inset - Hace (Brooks) Robinson. Back 
‘Alice (Brooks) Klassen, Cyde Brooks, Genevieve (Brooks) Bennet

Fred and Jennie Brooks lived in several different homes after 
‘moving from the homestead and as dhe family grew. Two ofthese 
lbomes were in the town itself and were on the steet now known, 
as Brooks Steet It was durin the building of the second house 
in 1944 that Fred Brooks passed away, leaving the house to be 
finished by his two younger daughters, Alice and Genevieve, and 
his wite's brother, Elmer Phillips, 

Sometime after Fred passed away, Jeanie marred H, Binde and 
they continued to live in Sturgis for their remaining years, Jennie 
died in 1971 

The one house sill remaining was renovated a number years 
ago. When the old brick chimney was being replaced, the 
‘workmen found that the builders had used some old metal signs 
for flashing. The signs were from Fred Brooks' business and they 
read “CASE Threshing Machines, Engine Gang Plows, Steam 
and Gas Engines, Road Machinery-Automobiles, FC Brooks, 
Surgs, Sask” 





BROOKS, Clyde 

Clyde was the son of Fred C. Brooks who came from 
Watertown, SD. After working for the Ball boys of Yorkton 
<eiving land seekers around the teritory, Fred found a homestead 
and setled, He put up buildings ~ those he bought from the 
Doukhobours when they had to leave the area 

Fred marred Junietta Carey, neighbor from South Dakota, at 
Emerson, MB, in 1906 or 07, Junieta was the daughter of Job 
and Katherine (Kit) Carey. Kit homesteaded her own land, living 
there inthe summer and working ina eafe in Watertown in the 
winter My grandfather met ber inthe cafe ashe ate there He was 
‘harness maker and a Civil War veteran, 

(On January 31, 1908, I was bom inthe Post Office that they 
foperted. Then a sister Hazel was bo. My dad built some 
‘mildings for stores in he fall of 1911. That fall we made a tip to 
the US to visit my mother’s parents and family. My mother got 
appendicitis and passed away on January 5, 1912. It was mighty 
cold weather and she was buried in Canora, My mother and 1 
were very close and I often wondered what it would have been 
like had she lived. My sister and I were taken to the Wesley 
‘Martells, who kept us until our grandparents came. We went tothe 
US with my mother's parents who lived in Dexter Township, SD. 
Tat fll our grandparents had a sale and bought a house in 
Watertown and we moved there, Then in te spring of 1913, my 
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dad, who had remarried, came and took us back to Sturgis, went 
to school inthe room of our cafe when Iwas five and attended the 
‘other schools until had two yeas of igh school. We moved back 
to the farm as things were tough, It wasnt possible for me to £0 
to school; therefore I worked out for a couple years. Then my 

rndfather invited me to come and live with him and go t0 
‘school. In 1927, [went to South Dakota by myself and then also 
‘brought my sister Helen down. My grandfather passed away the 
second winter I was there, Then we had a “depression”. I was 
fortunate to have jobs all the time [took a Civil Service job and 
tended up inthe Post Office where I worked fr thiy-five years, 
retiring in 1973, My wife's name was Beth and we hada daughter 
Ruth Anne 

My stepmother was a sister to Willy and Elmer Philips who 
came from Northfield, Minnesota. She and my father had eight 
ctildzen

William (Billie) served in the Navy 
during the fist world war and was a veteran guard in the second 
world war, 

Marguerite Vivian Wicker was bom on November 18, 1907, 
Peterborough, Ont. o John and Tillie Wicker. In 1911, they came 
\west by excursion tain to try anew life farming oa the prairies, 
taking up @ homestead fourteen miles south of Webb, Sask, 
Marguerite moved to Saskatchewan with her parents and siblings. 
She went out working atthe age of fourteen, 

Bille and Marguerite met when he was working as a steam 
engineer for Fred Collin’s threshing outfit They were married at 
‘Swift Curent inthe spring of 1926. After they were marred, they 
‘worked for Henry Carleton at Neville. Later, they came back to 
work atthe VanKel Mine inthe Silver Craig district, 

In 1934, Billie drove a hayrack and horses, with all their 
belongings, back to Kelvington. All they owned was their horses, 
twelve hens, and few clothes. Bert Wicker traveled with Bill. n 
their way, they spent one night at Davidson by a farm, as one of 
the mares was having a colt. The farmer took the mare and colt in 
payment to bring the children and Marguerite back to Kelvington 
Tt took seventeen days to make the trp, 

In 1945, they bought land from litle George Pugh which was 
located east of Endeavour in the Brookview Distct. They raised 
pprcbred pigs. Bill got the farmers inthe area to form a club so 
they could get government bulls in so they could rise better 
‘atl, The fuemers were in fll agreement 

In 1956, due to poor health, Billie and Marguerite sold their 
land to Eli Lupuliak and retired to Preeceville 
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Bill passed away in 1964, Marguerite is now residing in 
Bienfat, Sask 

Bill and Marguerite had nine childrea, 

Glenmore Henry was bom on April 7, 1927 at Webb, Sask. In 
1935, hs family moved north east of Glengaritf School, where 
they farmed NE. 2-36-11. Glen was educated at Glengarift 
‘School. He worked for farmers inthe district and then worked on 
‘bulldozer for his uncle, Norman Brooks. On September 29, 
1952, Glen married Anne and they moved to The Pas, Man, He 
‘worked on a ranch there until he had surgery. He then trained to 
bbe a nurse's aide and worked inthe Catholic Hospital at The Pas 
from 1953 to 1956.

Brownlee, Fred and Adaline 


Frederick Gordon Brownlee, son of James and Adaline 
Hindman, was born Sept. 13, 883 in Westford Township, Martin 
County, Truman, Minnesota. Due to his Fathe’s sudden death 
Aug. 4, 1895 Fred was left 0 take over the farm work at the age 
‘oftwelve withthe help of his Uncles. In spite ofthis he apparently 





continued to attend school, atleast parttime, wth average to good 
‘marks in most subjects as noted on report card dated 1897 to 
1900. 

Fred had three brothers. Arthur, Harry and James and three 
sisters, Blizabeth Ann (ater marred wo Isaae Keddy and lived at 
Sturgis, Sk) Bessie and Florence, all younger that himself. Later 
Fred’ brother Harry took over the home farm. 

In 1908 Fred had been to Wisconsin for several months. By 
May of that year Fred and his uncle, Sherman Hindman (his 
“Mothers brother) went west to work from thea until 1912. They 
Worked at South Bend, Toppenish, Spokane and Prosser, 
Washington at everything from mowing, baling and stacking hay 
to threshing and logging 

Fred and Sherman came to Canada in 1912 and got work atthe 
Experimental Farm at Rosthero, Sask. At this time Fred's sister 
and husband, Ann and Isaac Keddy and infant son Roy, were also 
livin at Rosthern. Fred continued working there until moving to 
Sturgis in 1919, the same year the Isaac Keddy family moved 
there. In 1913 Fred and Sherman Hindman had jointly purchased 
land at Sturis,itbeing te S.W., Sec 12, Twsp 36, R4, W 2nd M. 

In 1924 Fred went to Landis, Sask to work. It was there that he 
set a widow, Grace Alwilda (Gamble) Kelleway and they were 
martied on Dec 3, 1924 atthe Manse at Landis. Grace had three 
children; Nettie Jane age 12, Harvey Benjamin age 9 and Irene 
Mae age 6 years. They moved back in 1935 to Grace's formee 
husband's homestead, (be had passed away in Nov. 1918 withthe 
flu), they famed there for many years. On Feb. 17, 1926 a 
daughter Adaline Pearl was bom. After she received her 
schooling at Porter School, she continued to work a home,

11940 due to Fred's poor health from ants Harvey returned 
home fo take over the farm work. Fed spent many hours hoeing 
the garden, feeding pigs and chickens and numerous other chores, 
aslong as he was able. These things he ike todo, A decision was 
‘made in 1949 to sell the farm and move to Senlac, Sask in April 
ofthat year. Fred liked it there, because the countryside reminded 
him of Sturgis. Fred passed away June 18, 1952 at age 69 years, 
after a lengthy illness with cancer. His Mother, Adaline Brownlee 
hhad passed away Mar 12, 1924 at the age of 67 years having 
suffered from a stroke a number of years before. 

In July 1959 Harvey, Grace and Adaline moved to Mayfield, 
Manitoba (near Giadstone) where Harvey continued to farm until 
May 1967 when they moved to Gladstone. Adaline Pearl 
Brownlee had maried Gillet Fietcher Scott on Oct. 18, 1961 and 
went to live oa the farm near Franklin, Man. later moving to 
Minnedosa in 1971. They have a daughter, Grace Anne bor Ian, 





28, 1964. She is presently employed at the Peace River Bible 
Insite at Sexesmith, Alta. and manages their sports program 
‘which she loves. A son Frederick Emmett was born May 27, 1969 
and lives in Minnedosa.

BUDNICK, Pete and Helen (Babiarz) 

Pete was bor on July 14, 1903 in what was thea Austria to 
Giorgi and Gafiza Budnick. In 1904, atthe age of eight months, 
be came to Canada with his parents and older brother Alex and 
sister Colena. They arrived at Saltcoat, the end of the steel, in 
March and then traveled to Sturgis that summer seting on a 
hhomestead on SW 22-35-4, the quarter that William and Lila 
Cemiawsky live on today. 

In 1909 Giorgi fioze his feet coming from Canora by oxen 
necessitating the amputation of his legs below the knees. With 
arificial limbs and the help of a cane he was able to walk up to 
halfa mile, and do some chores around the farm but it was prety 
hard for im to farm. Alex left to work out and when Pete got 
‘older be helped and they continued to live on the homestead, 

When Pete was eleven years old, he broke his leg in a bugay 
accident and spent three months inthe Canora Hospital, 

Pete’s dad wouldn't him go to Kopje School because he bad 
{fo work at home. However, when Cavell School was builtin the 
istrict, his dad had to let him go at least for a year He was 
thirten by then so didn't get much education. He skipped two 
Grades in one year and so was promoted to Grade 4, The only 
English Pete Knew was what he had leamed in the hospital 
‘Teachers he remembered were Mrs, Hailey and Miss Peers. Most 
ofthe teachers were women. Alot of kids quit school at an easly 
age to help on the farm as they were poor. 

Pete's mother was sick and spent about twenty-two years in bed 
before she passed away, 

Pete had a sister Blisevata (Jenny Okrainetz) and a brother 
Mike both bom in Canada, Two other ehildren died from the fla 
in 1918 

‘While Mike liked to trap and hunt, Pete never hunted ashe was 
always working. Pete remembered going for cows west of the 
farm and since there were no fences they had wandered a long 
way. He met Frank and Liz Weikle in their Model T cat. They 
gave Pete aide, te ist ride he ever had ina car! He thought that 
was wonderful 

‘One time Pete went by train to Yorkton to get medicine for his 
smother. Not having much money he wanted to get back home 
right away. He gota far as Canora and stayed in a rooming house 
owned by the. people who had the livery bam and paid them 
twenty-five cents. The next day was Sunday soe walked on the 
track to Sturgis, stayed overnight with fiends there andthe next 
day walked the remaining seven miles home, 







































































Pete used to go out to work south of Regina daring harvest in 
the 20's, He worked in Fillmore, Hazenmore, Holdfast and south 
‘of Swift Current not far from the border. In the 30's, during the 
Depression, he worked around home where the depression wasn't 
as bad as down in the southem part of the province. Here they got 
bit of rain, had afew catle and survived though it was tough, 

Dances provided them with alot of entertainment. They went 
to school dances and Ormside Hall dances (dhat was more fun. 
than enough). They walked t0 school concerts at Woodlight 
School, to summer picnics and to Etomami School which was 
quite aways, 

Pete fet Helen Babiare when she went to work for John 
Prekask who lived across the rod from them. They were married 
‘on October 24, 1937. 

Helen was born in the Old Country to Franciszek and Cecylia 
BBabiara, She came with her parents and brothers Joe, Peter and 
‘ed to Canada in 1929, She went to school fora while in the Old 
Country and also worked thete. They stayed with their uncle Me 
‘Slugowski until her Dad bought a farm across from Woodlight 
School. Her brother Jor later farmed there. Helen attended 
‘Woodlight School fora couple of yeas finding it hard to catch 
‘onto the language. 

Pete and Helen farmed eighty acres by manual labor and 
bhorses. They worked hard and got by. They operated a country 
store out of the house for 8 number of years. Pete also barbered 
cutting peoples’ hair right up until they moved from the farm 
‘Sons Henry and Jemy remensber the hand operated clippers that 
‘used to pull the hai once in awhile 

1 1943, Pete bought the Nick Semeniuk quarter and moved the 
family here. They eventually farmed three quarters of land. With 
the purchase ofa tractor and beter machinery, farming became 
much easier, The purchase of vehicles such as a Model A Ford 
followed by several GMC trucks made travel less dificult 

In 1974, Pete and Helen retired from the farm and moved into 
Sturgis. Pete died in September 1979. Helen lived in Sturgis till 
1995, She then went to live with her eldest daughter Berneta in 
‘Yorkton as she could no longer ive on her own. After thee years, 
{in 1996, she moved into the Yorkton Nursing Home where she 
lives today 

Pete and Helen had five children: the firs, a gir, died during 
birth, then Henry, Beretta, Jerry and Lorraine

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Baym, Pred and Sia 


two years. When he came back home, he went to work in nearby 
villages. 

Fred maried Sylvia Tomehuk in 1926 and lived with Fred's 
parents until the parents left in 1929 for Canada. The house vas 
sold, so Fred built a shack neacby for his family to live in as their 
son Paul had been born on February 24, 1927. In 1930 Feed left 
for Canada leaving his wife and son behind in the shack. The 
following year there was a ie inthe village which destroyed the 
shack. Sylvia and Paul went to live with hee mother i the nearby 
village of Roozin 

Fred lived with his parents in Canada. He worked hard to make 
‘money to bring his wife and son to Canada from the Ukraine. The 
government demanded that he have land, a house, and money in 
the bank, Fred did all kinds of casual work, including grubbing 
and digging wells. I farmers couldn't pay him with money they 
‘would give him a calf. Calves were $2.50 and grubbing was fifty 
cents a day. A lot of times Fred did grubbing by piecework and 
worked fong hours so he could save money for his family and 
buildup his number of cattle. 

In 1932, Fred bought a quarter section of land for three hundred 
dollars wich was onthe same section a his parents, There was 
fifteen acres of cultivated land and with Alex's help and his two 
steers, he managed to fallow the land, 

In 1936, when Jacob Babiuk heard that Fred needed money to 
bring his family to Canada, he offered to lend him five hundred 
dollars. Fred accepted the cheque, pot it in his bank account and 
then made arrangements for Sylvia and Paul to come to Canada, 

In the spring of 1937, Sylvia and Paul asived in Canada and 
Fred moved with his family to his farm. Peter was bor on 
August 20, 1938 

Fred was able to give the money back to Jacob Babiuk as he 
had a lot of catle and was able to support his family. Fred 
continued mixed farming over the years and enjoyed playing 
cards Sylvia enjoyed her garden and plants. Fred and Sylvia went 
na tour to the Ukraine in July of 1971. They were able to visit 
Sylvia’ family. 

In July of 1976, during a very hot and dry day, tragedy struck 
when their house caught fire, burning to the ground and 
Sestroying all their possessions. Fred and Sylvia continued to live 
‘on the home place in their son Peters old house for ahi. Inthe 
fal of 76, they moved to Sturgis. When Sylvia's health began to 
fail, she wen othe Preeeville Nursing Home. Fred continued to 
live in Sturgis for afew years until his health also began to fil at 
‘which time he went to live wih his son Peter 























(On December 25, 1989, Fred passed away at the age of 86. 
Sylvia passed away in May 1990 atthe age of 91. Both are buried 
at the Canora Cemetery

Ingebrigston were bom at Hasvog also, Note, my father’s father 
was Carl, hence he got the name Carlson. Anton Carlson 
immigrated to the US.A. in 1889, his father in 1891 and his 
‘mother in 1892. My mother Ollne Kjlan Carlson, immigrated in 
1892. Mother's passage by ship was not very pleasant, They ran 
imto storms and high seas. The engines on the ship stopped 
running so they were anchored for two weeks. The passengers 
were in quarantine at Elis Island. The passengers took up a 
Pelition to have the ship removed from any further passenger 

‘My grandparents built sod house near Summit, S, Dakota and 
lived init for some time until they could afford a frume house. My 
rents were married in 1893 at Voga, Vrookings County, South 
Dakota and fermed there for awhile. Here is a qoote from my 
sister Clara's history ‘There were many grass fires in $.D. and 
‘one day a prairie fre came near our place, endangering the bams 
and grain bins. Dad was away working so Mom took us all 
‘outside ltd us on bare ground, covered us with a big quilt like a 
tent and went to fight the fire. She did save the building: 

As there was no wood or tees, Clara went with Mom to pik 
‘up cow chips for fuel. They carried it in a gunny sack. We used to 
hhave heavy wind storms. During one storm we stayed in the storm 
cellar all day and night. It was just as dark outside as it was in our 
cellar. can remember my mother telling me, she ted her children 
to the table legs while she milked the cows. Dad was away, and 
she made sure there was no fein the stove and no coal oil lamps 
lit. The 6 oldest children were bor in South Dakota: Olaf died 
1960, Clara died 1976, Anna died 1966, Albert died 1974, 
Betsy died 1974 and Selma, still lving. The 6 youngest were 
bom in Canada: Clarence, Alfred died 1964, Arthur, Mary, 
Myrtle and Hazel. 

In the fall of 190, the family moved to Straten, Ont. neat 
Rainy River. Mother said there was nothing but stumps and 
swamps. Clarence was bor two weeks afer their eval there. In 
the spring of 1905, Mr. Baake and Dad went west to file fora new 
homestead. It was sill the North West Tetitores until the fall 
hen it was changed to the province of Sask. That summer the 
family landed in Canora and went by wagon and oxen to Crystal 
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Groham, Frank and Myre 


Lake, where they stayed at Onsrud’s for a while. That fall, the 
family moved to the Doakhobour village and lived there till Dad 
built a house on the homestead, The Doukhobours left everything: 
their lime kilns, bouses with mud floors, etc. The cemetery was 
well looked afer, witha fence around the graves. Bert and Alex 
‘MeClure lived in one ofthe homes as did Fred Brooks 

‘On New Years Day 1906, our family moved tothe log house 
Mom and Dad had built from the logs from some of the 
Doukhobour homes. lere is Clara's resume: We lived a mile from 
the Assiniboine River and each spring it would flood and wash 
cut all the grades and culverts. The mailman had to cross the river 
to a fam house a male away. AC the time our PO. was called 
Plateau and was run by Mr. Nesbit (@ brother of Mrs. Bert 
McClure). On one occasion a family came with the mailman and 
got into deep water The father and mother stood on the seat of the 
‘wagon each holding a child. The mailman rode one horse to Dad's 
for help. Dad had just fixed the boat, so he put in on the wagon, 
(Olaf and {went along. We brought quits and blankets. Dad rowed 
to them and brought them to our house, Mom gave them dry 
clothes while they dried ou

Doukhobour village. The nearest town was Canora, There was a 
Pst Office named Plateau, run by Mr. Nesbit.

Johason, and two brothers, Emery and Walter, and Alice, from 
Barton, North Dakota, in 1910, We traveled to Canora by tain. 
From there, my mother, two brothers, a sister and I went by hired 
livery to a family by the name of Parks, near North Pre. We 
stayed overnight, then we went onto my uncle Ole Peterson (ray 
mother’s brother). We stayed ntl my Dad gota house build on is 
homestead, which he had filed on in 1912, in the Robinson Creek 
distct Julius bad « homestead west of Preeceville. That is how 
Olaf and T met. His homestead was a mile from our place. We were 
rmarted on December 15, 1918, t Procville, [tended school at 
North Praise prior to our marriage. 

(Olaf soldhis land, and bought another place at Hassan, Sask, the 
west half of 33-33-4, in the RM of Buchanan. It had an old two 
stony house where our children were bom, except Stanley. He was, 
bom in Canoca Hospital, 

In 1948, we had a new house moved in. We had a basement with 
citer in it, s0 we were able to have the water works put in. We 
bad enough rain to Keep i ful, summer and winter. By spring, we 
‘would haul water and flit, The drinking water was hauled from a 
‘well at Hassan, When the children were old enough, they hitched 
their Shetland pony to the cart and hauled the drinking water in 
cream cans for home use, They also hauled water fr the Coron 
Schoo, at ifteen cents can 

‘Olaf was basy farming, tracking and with bush work. I grew a 
large garden, We would pick wild fruit and bers to can, [also did 
‘aot of sewing and kniting forthe children and Olaf. I made quilts 
and crocheted in my spare tine, Tere was not much ofthat. We 
carded and spun our own wool, We ad a hited gil during Ureshing 

‘Our fist threshing machine was a Red River Special, run by @ 
steamer engine, Olaf did threshing for other farmers also. He used 
the steamer engine for plowing and helped build roads in the RM. 
‘of Buchanan, in the Tadmore district. Inte erly thirties, he bought 
‘a Runely tractor, He had a bulk station for gas atthe fam. 

‘One winter, he hauled logs and bridge planks for Bob Johnston's 
saw mill to Jim Lake, north of Rockford, to Buchanan, by sleigh 
and four horses. In 1942 10 1945, he hauled logs for W. Hall 
Lumber Co, at Aldridge, which joins McBride Lake. The mill was 
‘un by two steam boilers. He had a 1940 three ton Ford truck. He 
loaded the flat deck ofthe truck with stones for weight. He then 
‘hooked tw sleighs bebind for logs. Th logs were hauled out by 
hoses to the skid-way and loaded onthe sleighs witha jammer and 
‘ross haul team, There were no frontend loaders at that time, n0 





























power either. I took four men to do this job. They used bam 
lanterns under the hood of tucks, covered wit tarps. Thee were 
Tots of mornings it would be forty below F. They sawed around 
200,000 feet of lumber a winter A new motor was putin usually 
‘every summer. About 300,000 males was put ona tuck motor. In 
the summer, the tuck was back hauling fel, gravel and machinery 

Tn 1949, we hauled 2,000,000 feet of lumber from W, Hall, 
Lumber Co. to the Timber Board in Suupis, and for a number of 
year, to Suis and to Reserve, Tis lumber was all Ioaded by 
hand inthe early 19408 

‘Olaf bought land witha gravel pit about one bal mile east of 
Hassan. He used a horse and scraper. The gravel was used forthe 
RMs of Buchanan and Preeceville, In 1945, Olaf bought a tuck 
with a double winch, from Winnipeg. He had it made in oa gravel 
loader. In 1953, Olaf and Elmer bought a TD 9 car and frontend 
loader. They used it for loading gravel and pushing bush, also for 
Jogging in the bash In the Inte 1950s, Olaf ony grain farmed and 
hauled grain for farmers 

‘Ola pass away in August 1960.1, Betsy, sod the farm and had 
house builtin Sturgis, where I stl lve. Ihave a garden and 
flowers. As hobby, I make quilts, knit and eroch 

‘We mised a family of eight All the children attended Corofin 
School which was about a third of a mile north east of the farm, 
house a te crow fies, and as the children ran wo beat the bell 

‘Chester (1919-1966) was inthe army in the Second Wor War, 
and ater worked in the trucking, graveling and land clearing 
business. He marsied Irene Ofibro, and they raised fou children, 
Deanna, Wayne, Roger and Janie.

In 1970 Teft the Case Co. and went to work for Dr. Gray and 
Premium Producers but returned to the Case Co. in 1971. During 
this time while looking after ou five children Evelyn worked for 
Formo Motors Lt. as a bookkeeper 

11971 the Case Co. transferred us to Saskatoon andl we lived 
there for a year. In 1972, T received a promotion to Assistant 
Credit Manager and we transferred to Regina, 

1973 was a very difficult year for Evelyn and the whole family 
When she was first diagnosed with breast cancer. It was the 
beginning of a tong and courageous batle with the dreaded 
disease 

‘We lived in Regina from 1972-81 and I held various postions 
with Case Sales, supervisor, Distribution Manager, and finally 
Canadian Dealer Development Manager, 

Daring our stay at Regina Evelyn had her hands full with the 
five children (Travelled a Jot), She found time for employment 
and worked for the Sears Company part time whenever she 
wanted 

In 1981, we had the opportunity to join a Case Dealership, Hunt 
Farm Equipment at Presceville which brought us back home, 
Evelyn was delighted at the prospec of living close o home. The 
childrea objected some whut, especially Jackie and John who 
‘were sill in High School butt brought them close to Ceystal Lake 
and relatives, cousins and grandparents. They soon setied in and 
enjoyed the new life. We had maintained a cottage at Crystal Lake 
since 1967 

In 1983, after a regular check up atthe Regina Cancer Clinic it 
was discovered Evelyn had a spot on her lung. It was malignant 
and 20% of her lung was removed. Evelyn recovered quickly 
from the operation and it seemed all was wel. It was only a short 
reprieve 

My employment with Hunt Farm Equipment went well from 
the beginning but there were too many managers and owns, 1 
sold my shares inthe company'in 1985 and left shorly after 

T accepted the postion in the Sales Department at Formo 
Motor in Peecevile offered to me by Ed Formo. 

(Cancer struck Evelyn again in 1985, A Cat Scan revealed bone 
‘cancer in her ib cage, spine and hip. Evelyn was very courageous 
and determined, she never gave up. She had several radiation 
lweatments. We made a tip to Klackamus, Oregon where we 
heard there might be help. It was not to be. Evelyn remained at 
home as fong 3s she could but was hospitalized at Preecevlle on 
October 25, 1986 and died there on November 20, 1986 at 7:50, 

Evelyn death was a devastating blow to myself and our 
children. We had great support from both sides of family as well 
asthe Sturgis and Preeceville communities and in particular the 
Hospital Personnel. My parents came to Sturgis o help me with 
Evelyn during the last month of her illness and my brother Pat and 
his wife Joyce also came 

continued working at Formo Motors but wasn't accepting the 
new situation very wel. I sold our house at Sturgis and roomed 
‘and boarded with Doris Zahara at Preeceville, Thad the run ofthe 
basement suite and it was as close to home as one can get. She hes 
since passed away and I will always remember her asa kind and

‘Owen was born in County, Ireland, on June 24, 1832. At ag 
14, he came to America to join an elder brother in New York, 
USS.A, Some seven or eight years later, he returned to land to 
take over stable of race hoses he had inherited from his uncle. 
After working with the horses for a few years, he sold out and 
retumed to the U.S.A. There he owned and operated a butcher 
shop. While there he met and marred Augusta Anderson, who 
‘was born in Norway on October 14, 1859, Asa child, Augusta had 











come to the U.S.A. with her parents, Pat and Augusta were 
martied on October 18, 1883. They farmed inthe Bovdel, South 
Dakota area for9 years before coming to Canada. Then, with their 
two children, Charlie (8 years) and Mary (6 yeu), they settled 
in the Devil's Lake (Good Spirit area, the children riding 9 miles 
fo White Sands School. Later, they fnished their education in 
Yorkton. 

In 1901, the family moved the ranching operation to @ new 
location, Iter ealled Sturpis, Saskatchewan, making their home 
‘not far from the Assiniboine Riverbank. When the C.N, Railroad 
came there, it went through the garden, separating the house and 
the bar, 

‘Their home was known for its hospitality: Many who were the 
travel weary stopped there for food and lodging. Many times, 
being a stong swimmer, Charlie would asist people and horses 
across the river 

They continued to live in the area for many years. Owen (Pat) 
Carragher passed away at the age of 82. He is buried atthe 
Catholic Cemetery of Sturgis, His wife, Augusta, spent the last 
several years of her life with her daughter Mary, passing away in 
her eighties. 

‘Mary Carragher marred Donald Guan, on November 12,1907, 
and moved tothe Linlaw Area, 

‘Mrs. Carragher and son Charlie remained inthe Sturgis Area 
He built and operated a livery stale, also buying, selling and 
breaking horses.

In 1924, they moved back to Sturgis, and had two more 
children, Mae and Wesley. Charlie worked at differen jobs -C1N. 
Water tank, school janitor ~ before getting on permanently 
working for the CN, Railway, north of The Pas, Manitoba, Mrs. 
Carragher remained in Sturgis, where the children were attending 
school. When Charlie returned, be and Maud moved to Kelowna, 
British Columbia. Charlie pasted away at the age of 72. Maud 
‘moved about, sometimes living with one of the children, 
Sometimes on her own. She died atthe age of 102 and is buried in 
Proocevlle,

Ingrid, with baby son, Alvar, and accompanied by ber mother, 
igrated to Canada to join her father, Hans

(Oscar (b, 1893). They had emigrated earlier tothe Sturgis area to 
tbe near the Ola Paulson family. Cecilia Paulson and Anna 
Holmberg were sisters. 
In 1911, (Kat) Osear Christopherson came from Sweden. They 
all worked for farmers around Bradwell, Sask. Emma married and 
Jooked aftr Alvar in her home while his parents worked. When 








they were able to buy land, they built a log house. When Alvar 
started school at Cavell they moved closer to the school, Alvar 
took all his schooling at Cave, 

Later, they moved fo land owned by Martin Mattison (E-7-35- 
4:W2nd) further south, Oscar broke up the whole hal-section 
With 2 huge tractor after Olaf Franzen and helpers had scrubbed 
off the brush. They ater moved tothe former Wm. Hedley quarter 
(NE 635-4-W2nd) where Oscar built a house. Some time after, 
they bought lot in Sturgis, dug a basement and moved the house 
in from the farm. 

Oscar, who was frequently called "Chris", was a skilled 
‘carpenter In his later years he built some of the homes in the 
district and also did interior renovations. 

Ingrid was 2 member of the Ladies’ Aid of Sturgis United 
Church. Her skills at fancywork and sewing provided many 
articles at bazaars and teas, 

‘Oscar passed away in October, 1960 and Ingrid in November, 
1975, and they are buried in the Suis Cemetery.

‘daughter of Oscar M. and Winnifred (Wright) Olson and was 
bom on my parents’ farm. On my eighth birthday, I started school 
at Kope riding a litle buckskin horse that long, lonely way (3 1/2 
niles). I continued my education at Kopje School and Sturgis 
High School. Thelped on my parents’ farm until my mariage. 

In the spring of 1934, Alvar bought an open CNR. quarter of 
land (SW 26-34 - 4- W2nd) on payments and started clearing 
and breaking the required ares with his das tractor and a used. 
breaking plow that cos fifty dollar. 

(On November 18, 1934, Alvar and I were maried at my 
parents’ home by Rev. Cyril Marin. 

The frst winter we stayed with Alvar's parents, K. Oscar and 
Ingrid (Holmberg) Christopherson, while Alvar cut spruce logs 
‘and built 16 x 24 house. He marked the logs foreach wall then 
took it aper. With a team and sleigh, he hauled the logs, load after 
load, o our new land to be assembled the next summer. 












































‘We borrowed a caboose from a threshing outfit to live in, We 
loaded all our worldly possessions into lumber wagon, hitched 
‘ur team of horses to it and moved to our new land on April 25, 
1935. 

The first job was to get the new beaking worked down, A 
heavy disc was loaded down with rocks and pulled by four horses. 
I did the discing while Alvar removed many, many roots. I was & 
very hard and dirty job. Ina to hold tight to the dise seat so 1 
wouldn't fall. Oats were planted with an old dise dill and four 
horses. Then some tall willows were cut and chained together and 
dragged over the land to smooth it as much as posible, The field 
‘was sill very rough and nature would have to belp with the 
smoothing proces. 

With the crop planted, Alvar rebuilt the logs into our house, 
afte building @ cellar 10" x 10° and 6° deep. Mr. & Mis Bill 
Phillips dhen came and mixed plaster from the elay on our land 
anc made a very good jab of sealing up the walls. The caboose 
was needed at threshing time so our house had to be ready to live 
in by then. Aivar bought cedar shingles so we had a rain - proof 
‘cosy ltde home. 

Daring the summer Alvar and helpers Oscar Skogen and Allan 
‘Anderson scrubbed out more acres and Alvar did more breaking 
0 the next spring there was a bigger fel to seed 

In 1947 after the crop was planted, Alvar dug out most of a 24 
X 26 foot basement with the Ford tractor and seraper, then 
squared it up with a hand shovel. After the forms were built by 
Alvar an his dad, the neighbors helped pour the cement floor and 
walls. Dad and Alvar built the house that summer and fall. We 
‘moved in on our 13th wedding anniversary, November 18, 1947. 
Alvar and Oscar Skogen did most of the inside finishing during 
the winter (There was a lot of snow that winter so the roads were 
blocked and traffic weat through the Geld) 

(On the westside ofthe yard we planted a row of willows and a 
grove of tres fora windbreak. In the next few years we planted 
hedges of roses, cotoneasters, and lilacs, 3s well as apple and 
plum tees, raspberries, currants, ooseberres, shrubs, roses and 
ower beds. We also had a large vegetable garden, 

‘We had chickens, a couple of milk cows and Alvar raised 
[Landrace pigs. At onetime we had over one hundred pigs which 
helped empty the bins of grain for which there was no quota 
available, 

In the early years, Alvar played the violin, Fred Wright the 
piano aecordian, and I played the guitar or organ for pares. Alvar 
loved to dance and we spent happy hours at many dances until 
about 2 years before he passed away. 

We have five children » Muriel, Murray, Gail, Nel and Lymn, 
‘The three oldest went to Mananzah School for awhile then moved 
to Sturgis School when Neil stated school. They completed their 
High Schoo! at Sturgis Composite 

“Muriel (Easter Sunday. April 12, 1936) took bet RI, tmining 
at the Regina General Hospital and worked thee fo awhile. She 
mamted James Cameron in 1957 and they have thee childzen — 
Bevery, sales lady; Barbara, teacher; and Bradley, teacher. The 
(Camerons have six grandchildren, rwo gies and four boys, They 
‘moved to Porcupine Plan where Jim had a sporting goods, liquor

After a couple years of courtship 
we were maried November 19, 1936. 

twas then necessary to look for a School with a teacherage as 
Border Road School did not have such accommodations, 

Cavell School had an opening with two - room teacherage and 
was located only 10 miles north of Sturgis. It was a two-room 
school and in 1937 the student eneollment was around 50. 

We lived in the teacherage and te other teacher, Duke Barker, 
roomed with the Franzen family 

‘Although we did own an old coupe ca, it needed new tres and 
\We could’ afford to buy them so we did alot of walking. We 
often walked the 10 miles to Stugis or to Peter’ parents home 
near Hyas for the weekend. They would always drive us back to 
school after our visit 

(Our frequent rides depended on Mike Melaychuk: who would 
beg his father fr the car nd off we'd go to Sturgis. He would tell 
his father that the teachers needed groceries badly. which was 
true, most of the time, 

‘The Melnychuk’s would pass us a bag of potatoes, milk and 
home-made bread because they believed Mike when he sid dh 
‘we were in desperate need 

People in the Cavell District were very kind to us. We tried t0 
reciprocate but they would assure us tha they just wanted to help 





John Lesanko and his wife Katrina, had raised 9 children but 
adopted us aswell. If at any time we wanted to go for a walk we'd 
land at their farm home, Occasionally we stayed the night in their 
large home. [liked sewing, so T would sew dresses for ber, that 
made her so happy, we made quis too. John was abl to relate 
alot of the interesting pas. Is too bad he didn’t leave a legacy. 

Katrina's grocery cupboards was always well-stocked so 1 
would bake for them. Porridge cookies and matrimonial cake 
Were the popular sweets at that time. We enjoyed her pies and 
‘home-made bread. 

‘The Sharpes and Dunfords were other families that we visited 
‘with. Iti remember thei strong tea wit thick farm cream. Eva 
Dunford should have had a bakery as her baking was superb 

‘Mrs Prien and the Spenell’s were also kind ous, I would walk: 
‘o visit Mrs. Prien many times; she taught me to crochet and make 
tea biscuits 

Duke Barker ate with us on week days and I am sure that he 
wished the Hotel in Sturgis was closer so he could eat there once 
ina while 

Twas a young wife, married soon after High School and Peter 
had to put up with me leaming to cook and make bread with those 
Royal square yeast cakes. The bread would tum out surprisingly 
wel; although the teacherage stove had a crack inthe oven but 
dd have better luck withthe tea biscuits. Peter went t9 Leo 
Prekask’s fora piece of tin to mend the oven. After tat, either I 
Teamed to cook better ofthe mended oven helped. 

In 1940 we decided to move to Amsterdam to another school 
‘named Crooked Hill Creek School. I never discovered why it had 
‘that name as there were no crooked hls around, only mud holes 
‘and peshaps a dried up creek. This teacherage had a bed and a 
litle stove but the rst of the furniture consisted of apple boxes 
‘with curtain for doors. The wash stand was an apple box and two 
apple boxes held few dishes we owned. 

Peter Baron gave us a table and two chairs and Walter 
Paslowski brought us two stools. 

We enjoyed visting with the Kraynick’s and did many things 
together. We helped butcher chickens and helped during threshing 
(as able to babysit!) We sewed coats, bonnets and dresses for 
their young daughter Violet 

We held school pinics, dances and Christmas concerts before 
the winter holidays. I also taught Ukrainian readings and writing 
ater schoo! hours. 

Peter Pura, one ofthe students, was a wonderfl singe. There 
‘vas no organ or piano at the school so I played the mouth organ 
and the girls danced the Katyrinka and the boys danced Hopak 

ur first daughter, Glorianne Iris, was bor in Canora and het 
first home was Crooked Hill Creek teacherage. I missed being at 
the school picnic that June and so did Peter because we were busy 
having our frst baby. The pienie went on fine without us, Peter 
Baron, who was the Secretary and Billie Kraynick, Chairman of 
the Board, took over 

In 1943 we moved to a new school and teacherage in Deri, 
couple miles west of Buchanan, Sask. We planted shrubs, tees 
and garden and had the help ofa caretaker, 

‘Again we made new friends and here we stayed until 1947. 

At this time we moved to Hyas where Peter had his own 
Insurance Agency. He spent the summers adjusting hailed out 
crops all over Saskatchewan and nto the U.S.A. 























Our second daughter, Cheryl Lynne Mae was born in 1952 in 
(Canora and her first home was Hyas, Sask. We had built a new 
hhome there but had an urge to move elsewhere, 

Since my frst job was working in a municipal office, we 
decided that Peter should gta degree in administration which he 
received from the University of Saskatchewan, 

Jn 1952 we built our home in Canora, Peter worked as 
Secretary - Theasurer in the office of the R.M. of Keys for 27 
years until is retirement in 1979 

Peter continued to be involved withthe community and held 
various positions in organizations such a¢ Treasurer of the 
Kiwanis Club, St. Andrew's United Church, Chairman of the 
Canora Regional Home Vare Board and operated an accounting, 
business oat of home.

My maternal grandparents were Dmytro and Maria Solovan, 
and my parents were Katrina and Wasyl Droneck, 

‘Twas born on June 24, 1938. In our family that moment was 
historical in two aspects: I was the fist child in our family to be 
bom in hospital, and Iwas hora in my mothers thity-nith year 
which was a prety unusual occurrence for those times. So I 
became the second generation of children for my patents to aise 
By then my brothers and sister were off on their own and rising 
their own families. T have nieces and nephews who are moch 
closer in age than my siblings, 

Many pleasant memories come to mind of life on the farm and 
public choo attendance inthe litle old country schools. When I 
Took atthe hustle and bustle of today’s city life it seems to me that 
‘our lives were so simple then. As long as we had enough to eat 
‘and some clothes to wear we were satisfied. There was no feat: n0 
‘one ever thought fo lock door. Many a stat night I would ride 
‘old Molly, singing a the top of my voice, home from a neighbor's 
place or from the far comer ofthe farm after I chased the cows out 
fo pasture, There was never any fear that something dreadful 
would happen to me. Even as a very youxg person I had a 
chores todo: eggs to gather, milk to be separated and vegetables 
to pick, There was no end of pets which we had to be totally 
responsible for. I remember a suocession of dogs, cats, goings 
and even Blackie, the pig. 








‘My dad brought Blackie bome one cold March day He was the 
runt of a liter and the neighbor though he would freeze. We 
‘babied him behind the kitchen stove until it became warmer. Once 
the was big enough tobe pu out int the pig pen he made ateible 
ricket. He would dig himself out and head right for the house 
Held lie down st your feet to have his tummy seretched. When 
butchering time came I kicked up a terrible fuss as I didn't want 
Blackie to become our winter supply of pork. My brother old me 
that he had traded Blackie fora neighbor's pig. I never did eat 
ork that winter as I knew it was Blackie onthe table, 

‘Sunday visits were the highlights of our week. We didnt have 
telephones so the decision was made arbitrarily whom you went 
to visit. If you happened to meet the same people on the road 
coming to visit you the decision on who turned back was gauged 
by which se of people were closer to their home. If there was no 
fone at home when you arrived you went further down the toad 
and visited someone else. Or, prairie hospitality was such that if 
rho one was at home, you were weleome to go in to refresh 
yourself of to shelter from the cold in the winter time, Family 
atherings were very important: each always had an abundance of 
food and the visit ended up with the singing of traditional 
Uirainian songs. Sometimes, if the weather turned blustery or the 
Visiting went too late, we would be stranded wherever we were. I 
remember nights with we kids sleeping six to a bed or on a quilt 
on the floor. Weddings were anticipated fora longtime and ofthe 
fun of leaming to dance to the enchanting fiddle music of a 
‘Ukrainian po. 

‘Throughout my high sebool years I had it fxed firmly in mind 
that I was going to "get out and make a different life for myself.” 
Tt was just never in my agenda to marry a farmer and milk cows 
for the rest of my life. My first career choice was general nursing 
but when I found out that you had to fund your own three year’s 
training I realized that it was not for me, My parents did noi ave 
‘hat kind of money. I heard from a friend that you could take your 
Psychiatric Nurses taining at one of three Provincial Mental 
Hospitals AND GET PAID A SALARY AT THE SAME TIME, 
This sounded lke the place for me.I sent in my application and 
was accepted at North Battleford I packed my trnk and took the 
‘ruin to what would become a career that has spanned 40 years. 

T met John Crowston, who was also in training at the 
Saskatchewan Hospital in North Batleford, and we were marred 
shorlly after my graduation in 1960, We continued to work a the 
same hospital of ten years. Then better job opportunites and 
milder climate beckoned us to Kamloops, British Columbia. We 
have not regreted a moment of that decision as we love this 
county. 

Our eldest daughter, Glenda, was bom while we were stil 
living in North Batleford, She has now been maried for seven 
years to Charles Hohmann, They ive and work here in our town, 
‘and we enjoy having them near ws 

(Our second daughter, Melanie, was born in Kamloops. She 
received her Bachelor of Social Work degre from the University 
hete. She is employed in Child Protection in Kelowna, British 
Columbia. We enjoy hee monthly visits home, 

Johan retired several yeas ago and at that time decided that he 
needed a new challenge so—he took up down bill skiing and 
hasnt been home sine.

Iti 
very important to know and understand where your roots re.

We had electric lights some days if you were lucky 
and the plant didn't break down. But great people! Three and & 
half year Inter saw us on the move again. Herbert (Dad) had been 
‘wansferred to Bonnyville, Alberta to open up anew branch for the 
Bank of Toronto, 

1 Yvonne, was working in te bunk by this time soT went with 
Dad in December. Mom and the rest ofthe family came in July. 

It was pioneer banking t say the least. Our premises was the 
lower flor ofan old two storey house, Large timbers reinforced 
the floor so the book safe and money sate didn’t go through tothe 
basement. The two oil heaters we had hardly Kept the place 
warmer than outside. So Dad went and bought two airtight stoves, 
They rattled and banged (especially when you used leftover ol), 
but they kept us warm. Eventually a new building was bul 

‘The bank prospered, but the work load was heavy. Dad's lalth 
failed and the bank thought an easier branch was the answer. So 
the family moved to Coronation, The stay was short as Dad had a 
mild hear attack while ata conference in Edmonton, Thea on to 
Edmonton to live while Dad recuperated.

As elated inthe Solovan History: my mother, Katrina Solovan, 
came to Canada with her parents and two sisters in 1903. In 1904 
‘hey moved to the Sturgis district from Saltcoats, where they gave 
up their original homestead as the land was very poor in that area, 
My grandparents took their second homestead about five miles 
north of Sturgis and there my mother helped her father until she 
married Wasyl Droneck in 1913. Because Dmytro Solovan did 
not have sons, my mother did the work of boy and later a man). 
‘She cut wood with her father and hauled the logs to Canora inthe 
‘winter time, 

‘Thete they were sold for cordwood!. They cu logs for their new 
house and other buildings. Her father often went to work in 
Moosomin, Saskatchewan to eam some cash to buy supplies. AS 
sn leven old girl she helped her mother to cut 28 loads of hay in 
‘order to put the thatched roof on their new house, Katrina and her 
sisters were often left alone with the younger children while their 
‘mother made the trp to Canora for supplies 

‘Translation from Katrina Droneck reminiscences 

1.can remember one time my sister, Kitz, and T were left to 
mind our two baby brothers while mother and father went 10 
(Canora for supplies. Not ony did we have to mind the two small 
chien but we were assigned the job of clearing off the large 
‘garden to prepare it for winter. Kitza and I were sil fily young 
and we did some ofthe work but we also played a good part of 
the day. As the evening of our parens' return neared we realized 
that we would be in touble. We waited until we heard them down, 
the lane then we eft cur young brothers inthe house and we ran 
‘ut to the hay meadow. We found a large haystack, climbed up to 
the top, pulled out a ole in the hay and climbed in, Needless to 
say we didnot get any sleep that night, We heard mother calling 
us but we did not dare to answer Late inthe night the wolves, 
gathered around the hay stack and we were very frightened. We 
‘ere two very hungry and frightened girls when we showed up on 
‘our doorstep the next moming, Our parents were so pleased to see 
us that they forgot about any disciplinary action. We told them 
that we ad! been chasing rabbits and had gotten lost,

Other people fel sony for kids, but my parents never fee! sory 
forus. We oldest girls and we have to work. Neighbors sometime 
come to my father for help. Father say I should go. Neighbors 
help him. I help neighbors to lead oxen. I was so small and those 
‘oxen if they want to eat, hungry, they take me in the back with 
those homs, big boms, and I fall under the fet. Rol way from 
‘oxen and they go where want, One time Mama and me cut hay 
and those oxen don't want to go no more and bang mie in the back: 
and T fall down and rolling under the hay cuter knife. If Mema 
never get handle up supposed to cu those knife me right in half 
know God save me that day. 

‘Katrina didnt go to school a day’ in hee life. She learned the 
‘Ukrainian language from her mother. After she was married her 
husband taught her to read and write it, Later when children went 
to school she would listen to them and this way she leamed a 
passable English, She loved her Ukrainian traditions and kept all 
the special holidays, She was known in her district for her 
beautiful Easter eggs and her home made nigs. People brought 
hr their cast-off clothing and she wove these into very practical 
floor covers. All er life she embroidered lovely Ukrainian cross- 
sith tablecloths, searves and blouses, She spun her own wool 
and kafe many useful aicles and of clothing. Wren her children 
ete young she sewed all their clothing; often from my father’s 
cast of jackets and pants 

Katrina loved social gatherings, weddings in particular, and 
sang all the traditional Ukrainian songs. Any type of gathering 
as a good occasion fora sing along, She was honored as a life 
member of the Ukranian Canadian Women's Association, She 
as never a wealthy woman but what litle she had she was 
willing to share with those in need. She was loyal to her family 
and friends but could also be quite disapproving if she felt thet 
someone wast! living up to her expectations. 

‘Wasyl Droneck was bom in the town of Zactavna, Province of 
Bokovina in 1885. His army pass book gave his citizenship as 
Austrian as this part of Ukraine was under the contol of the 
‘Austro-Hungarian Empire atthe time. As a young boy he spent 
‘most of his time with his grandparents as he was their favored 
eldest grandson, His grandmother ensured that he received his 
Schooling and he continued on through high school which was 
‘unusual in those days. He was happiest when he was helping his 
‘grandfather in his orchard. Ths continued to be the love of life, 
He farmed and planted grain because he needed this cash crop to 
survive but many a ate night he would be out in his garden with 
his pruning shears or hoe, 

‘Wasyl served his thre years of compulsory army duty ater he 
‘completed his high school. He entered the service on March 6, 
1906 and was discharged on March 6, 1909, In October, 1908 he 
was given a medal of outstanding work. Many people from his 
village had already immigrated to Canada and he decided that he 
‘Would follow. There vas political tension building and talk of a 
War that might be coming. After having seeved his compulsory 
army service he did not wish to become involved in active duty 
during a war. Wasyl had been given & plot of land by his 
grandparents. It was decided to selloff half of this land in onder 


































































to have sulicent money to buy his ticket to Canada, We don't 
know if be came with any fiends bat its presumed tha he may 
have. He sailed out of Hamburg, Germany on April 16, 1910 just 
days after his twenty-fifth birthday. The vessel, Palanza, caried a 
total of 851 passengers. An examination of the ship's manifest 
shows this was a ship which was loaded with young people aged 
16 10 48. They probably had been recruited to come to Canada to 
‘become farm laborers. Most of them were men; however, there 
‘were @ number of young women among the group who were 
coming as domestics or servants. My father’s destination was 
given as Winnipeg, Manitoba, 

Wasyl would recount in later years that he was siting atthe 
train station in Winnipeg, broke, frightened as he had no 
‘knowledge of the English language, and wondering what he was 
going to do next. Some kind hearted man, who spoke German 
(which my father had learmed while serving in the Austrian amy) 
came over to him and suggested thatthe railway was hiring men 
and directed him where to go. Thus began three years of service 
on the road gang with the Canadian Norther (which later became 
incorporated into the Canadian National) Railway. He worked out 
‘of Minnedosa, Manitoba. His work would have taken him into 
Saskatchewan as the Canadian Northern. (National) line was 
‘being built from Swan River, Manitoba to Plly, Saskatchewan, 

‘Three years passed and Weasyl had saved a thousand dollars. He 
made inquiries about whether there were aay eligible girls in the 
area as he had decided it was time to setle down. Someone 
directed him to Dmytro Solovan's and told him that be had a 
number of hard working daughters, That was where my father 
‘came to vist. He met with Dmytro and stayed for a week, During 
this time he was able to observe that Katrina was 2 sturdy, hard 
working gr. Dmytro wanted his oldest daughter, Doraika, to get 
‘married first but my father saw that she had been stricken with 
artrits and I guess she dda fit is image of what a pioneer wife 
should be, He convinced Daayto to allow him to mary Katina, 
Who at this time was fifteen and a half years old. 

Translation from Katrina Droneck reminiscences 

So we were maid in July, 1913. didnt know what mariage 
‘was about. I thought it might mean that might get out more and 
10 tothe occasional wedding as I had never been to one. Wasyl 
bought me my wedding clothes and my father bought me a pair 
of yellow high topped boots. I had those boots for eight years. I 
‘went to my husband's farm @ half mile away. My husband had 
wanted to retum to work on the railway but my parents sud, 

How do we know how you will be treating her if you take her far 
way. You better take a homestead here and stay close tous. 

My honeymoon was spent plastering the new house as Wasyl 
hhad't got that done, All my life I had to help with al the work on 
the farm. thought things would be beter after I got marred, but 
the children came every few years and even with the small 
childen I would have to help ot inthe field, I would tac them 
under a stook oF a hay stack and they would have to fend for 
themselves while I worked. Their milk would go sour and the 
‘mosquitoes and bugs would get them. They would ery. Thad half 
‘a mile to go bore to get fresh mill 
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We made it” Katrina and Waxy! Drone celebrate ther SOth 
“Anniversary Jn 12, 1963 

We had a dificult life on the farm. We built our fist house in 
the middle of the farm and we didn have anywhere to pasture the 
cate, We moved from there claser tothe road so they could be 
chased out to graze beside the road. We had to build another house 
fon the comer ofthe farm and it was alow place, When we went 
{o put things into the cellar there was water and more water. We 
needed somewhere to store out potatoes as we would grow two 
wagon boxes full of potatoes each yea. So we had to build third 
house and a second barn This house we built on a hill. It was 
bigger and we had an upstairs, 

‘By the year that she tamed twenty-two Katrina had given birth 
to six children, two of whom died in infancy. Their children were:

She did it as her expected role and 
she didnt very often complain, except in later yeas to marvel at 
how she had done it when she saw us with out modem 
‘conveniences, She was frugal to her dying day. She expected litle 
for herself and an old dress would "do" if a new one was 
considered an extravagance. 

\Wasyl and Katrina lived on the farm for over 40 years. They 
finally rented the farm to thei son, John, and they purchased a 
house in Sturgis so that I could attend high school. George and 
Nick left home atthe age of 15. They both decided that farm life 
was not for them. Both of them ended up in Vancouver where 
George owned his own tailor business and late he sod realestate 














Larry eamed his living asa carpenter. Mary was martied to Dan 
wg and they farmed five miles nosth of 
her parent's farm, John often worked in Vancouver but he was the 
‘one that always seemed to return to the farm, He continues to live 
‘on the family homestead. fer graduating from high school Gena 
went into taining as a Psychiatric Nurse and had a 40 year career 
in this Bel. 

‘Wasyl and Katrina honored their Ukrainian culture to their 
dying day and did their upmost to instil this i thei eildren and 
grandchildren. Sometimes we don't see the importance of this 
‘until we ourselves are parents. Both of my daughters are very 
interested in their heritage, The eldest, Glenda, does the lovely 
embroidery, makes Easter Eggs, and traditional food. Melanie 
as thrilled to accompany me on a tip to visit our relatives in 
Ukraine. They both realize that we are what our ancestors were 
and are proud oftheir molt-cultural heritage from both oftheir 
parents. 

‘Wasyl passed away April 27,1966 several days alter his eighty 
fist birtday. Katrina continued to be involved with her church 
her grandchildren and her garden. She spend the last five year 
living with Gena in Kamloops, Brith Columbia, She loved the 
hot weather in Kamloops and often wondered why she had left 
cold Saskatchewan earlier. She was laid to rest in the Sturgis 
Cemetery on May 7, 1984,

11915 George Durham went back to Eden Valley, Minnesota 
to visit elatves and met Julia Foley. They were married in 1916, 
Tei children were twins James and Mary were bom in 1917 but 
lived only a few hours, Marshall Leo, Marie Elizabeth (me), 
Margaret Regina, Michael Thomas and Veronica Agnes. In 1928, 
Jala, our motber died and Marshall and Margaret Durham, our 
grandparents, moved in to take care of us. Dad married Flora 
Walker Ganong in 1931 and our sister Reta Lucille was born 
October 31,195: 

"The depression struck in 1928 before the big crash of 1929. 
Times were really ough but no one talked much about it. Peop 
ug in their heels and “made do”, Everyone was in the same boat 
‘The only ones with any regular cash were storekeeper, teachers, 
postmen and railroad people and salaries were very small 
Farmers worked off part of ther deb by hauling gravel on planks 
‘on the wagons drawn by horses and by cutting wood for the 
schools and hall, The school was so cold that sometimes we held 
class in the fumace room sitting up on the wood. Our Tunches 
froze inthe cloakroom. Would you believe that those of us from 
the country were left unsupervised over the noon hour? We played 
tag on top of the desks. I did help to keep us warm, 

‘There were lots of peope riding the rails during the depression 
and we always thought that our place was marked as we had so 
‘many “knights of the oad” otherwise known as railroad bums, 
stopping for handouts. We always seemed to find something for 
them, 

Dad would take a load of wheat to Preeeville tothe flour mil 
[remember he shipped grain in 1933 and it didn't being enough 
to cover the cost of shipping. 

[always though that Ma, my stepmother, was a brave soul to 
take on five more children during the depression. She had a large 
house so we moved to her house two and a half miles north of 
turgis. We had a big garden, picked alot of wild berries; waded 
butter and eggs at the store for groceries and dry goods. Ma was 
4 good manager and seamstress, Clothes were made over and 
handed down, When my brother, Michael, grew up, he was 
always very good to Ma. He said, “Iremember when she made 
‘me shoes out of dad's old elthats to Keep the thistles off my fet" 


















(Our car sat on blocks as we couldn't afford to nun it, but 
somehow, before Reta was bor, Dad got a license and tres to be 
ready fr the trip tothe hospital. But Reta came @ month early and 
the doctor care to our house instead. 

"The drought got worse and feed was so scarce that Dad sold 
‘most of the cattle but kept a cow that would freshen and supply us 
‘with milk. Feed was so scarce that the catle were eating the 
‘manure piles. The “springing” cow (in caf) got so constipated 
that Dad operated on her and literally cleaned out her intestines 
and sewed up the incision. Both cow and calf survived. Another 
saving he made was when he readin the newspaper how to tan 
hides so when he butchered a beef he tanned the hide and soled 
‘ur shoes. [remember him teaching me bow to sew them ater he 
had tacked them on. We used two needles and wated the heavy 
Tinen thread. His motto always seemed tobe “I someone else.can 
do it, Foan ty”,

‘Don and his partner Jack Meldrum (whose family also moved 
bere) had signed a contact with the Saskatchewan Timber Board 
to plane approximately five o six million boant feet of lumber per 
year Don setup te milling operation and Jack was in charge of 
‘marketing te products. 

_Don loved everything to do with the lumber industry He served 
with the Royal Commission on Forestry in 1948, and was familiar 
with logging practices in Saskatchewan, having worked as logger, 
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sawmill owner, and contract planer, since his retum from war. 
Pictures he left behind show massive piles of harvested logs upto 
‘wo feet in diameter, with crews and teams infront taken in areas, 
that are now considered to have always been fat farmland waiting 
for the plow: 

"No trace can now be found ofthe Tuner Board fumber- drying 
yard, the orderly piles which suetched along the south side ofthe 
rilroad tracks fr a half mile on either side ofthe road leading to 
the bridge onthe Assiniboine River. The yand was supplied by rail 
with rough cut lumber from a variety of mils in the “bush” in the 
Reserve/Hiudson Bay area. Ate the winter's stacking and drying, 
summer planing began at the mill onthe north side ofthe tacks, 
then the lumber was loaded into box cas for tansport, mostly to 
points in the Midwest U.S. The piles were a great source of 
‘materials for constructing diving boards and rafts for use by 
traants on the sve.

Fred Ganong was bor at Snider Mountain, New Brunswick, 
March 17, 1980 to George William Ganong and Alice (Spicer) 
Ganong. 

Fred was the eldest ofa family of eleven children. His father, 
‘George William Ganong was also born at Snider Mountain, New 
Brunswick (March 7, 1855), He farmed there. He died February 
8, 1906, His mother Alice (Spicer) Ganong was born at 
CCarsonville, New Brunswick, April 24, 1859. She died May 24, 
1929 at Snider Mountain, 

"The Ganong family are of French Huguenot origin. I is said 
that our ancestors left France owing t the persecution to which 
the Protestants were subjected during the 17th Century. The 
original Ganong came to New York via Holland. 

In 1873, at the close of the American Revolution, our 
forefathers remained tru to the King, and had to move with other 
Loyalists to Nova Scotia (which at that ime also included New 
Brunswick). The Ganongs, famous for their chocolates, are 
connections ofthis family 

“Mr. Ganong frst came west as far as Swan River from New 
Brunswick in 1903, There was no railway further west, so be 
returned to Kamsack, which was the end of steel, he walked tothe 
‘Sturgis district looking for homesteads. Picking several quarters 
he, with his partner, Me: McClure, walked to Yorkton to fle his 
claim, 





Fred Ganong, being the eldest of a large family answered the 
call West at a young age. He applied for a homestead in the 
‘Sturgis district, November 28, 1903. He had two quarter sections 
‘of land, One was on the Westside of the road, NE 35-34-4 West 
‘ofthe second meridian. One was of the Eastside of the road NW 
436-34-4 West ofthe 2nd. The application for homestead entry was 
made in Yorkton.

Fred married Edna Pearl Hamilton on January 3, 1912. She was 
the eldest of the family of the Thomas Henry and Mary Jane 
(Goggin) Hamilton.

All the children were bora at Sturgis, 

In 1918 Fred Ganong was parter with Bert Hamilton (his 
wife's brother) in the fist lumbering project inthe area, He was 
also a partner in # steam threshing outfit. Later Fred and the 
neighbors bought a larger outfit that became known as “The 
Syndicate”. 

dna and Fred built up an attractive farmstead, Fred built big 
bam, always painted red, which he must have been very proud of 
at te time. He took out the logs in winter and had them sawed 
into lumber at the Hamilton saw mill, thiny miles away. He 
hauled it home via team and sleigh. He was hardy — the cold 
didn't seem to bother him, 

The bar had a huge hay loft with a track running through a the 
peak inside. With slings and pulley he was able to convey load of 
hha and straw right up ino the lof, He always had a herd ofeatle 
and horses. The farming was done with horses. A dugout along. 
the road was the summer water supply for the animals. A. good 
‘well seemed impossible to find on the farm. 

The older children attended school in Sturgis, staying with 
Grandma and Grandpa Hamilton for the fist years of education 
Then they went to Kopje school for part of high schoo, finishing 
again in Sturgis, 

dna and Fred took an active patt in the community, They 
worked hard and were great proviers for their family. Mother did 
8 Jot ofthe sewing and alvays grew a big garden. During the 
thinies times were tough. Dad (Fred) was ofthe opinion there had 
to be a beter system. He had progressive ideas and took an 
interest inthe beterment of life for the common person, He was 
‘one of the first members ofthe Farmer's Union of Canada, Cave 
‘a membership card of his dated December, 1925. He belonged to 
the Sask. Wheat Pool and United grain Growers. He helped build 
the United Church in Sturgis which sll stands today. When times 
\were tough and people couldn't borrow money from banks, the 
idea of Credit Unions was bom. It was nondenominational and 
nonpolitical. I remember he and Father Novak travelling the 
countuyside talking to people and arousing their intrest in the 
30's, I believe. My Dad (Fed), bought me membership #27 (1 
believe the year would be 1938). From humble beginnings Credit 
Unions have grown. Fred Ganong also promoted the Municipal 
‘Doctor idea which came into being frst inthe municipalities and 
then in the towns. 

My mothet, Edna Pearl (Hamilton) Ganong passed away 
November 12, 1937. My Dad (Wingted William - Fred) continued 
to live onthe farm. In 1942 he married Nina Case, a fiend from

George and Wyone worked the family farm for many years, 
living on the farm in summer and in Sturgis in the winter months 
Times were tough but they always had enough of everything 
including faithfl friends and neighbours. When vistors came to 
the farm, they often sat around listening to a battery operated 
radio that George had built. George and Wyone enjoyed 
socializing with their many friends in the Sturgis area and they 
‘were well known for exchanging a varity of practical jokes with 
their fiends and neighbours. 

For many years George was ina farming partnership with Bud 
RRongve. In the fifties, they certainly could produce grain, and 
with full granares, “supply and demand” dictated very low prices 
and low grain quotas. Rather than watch the grain rot in the bins, 
‘George approached Bud Rongve and Adrian Peterson and they 
‘ventured into a fairy larg farrow-to-fnish hog operation on the 
‘eastern outskirts of Sturgis. This lasted into the mid-sixties and 
‘when pork prices dropped 1 low; the “piggery” was shut down. 

‘George was known for his great sense of humor his willingness 
to belp others and his commitment to community service. For 
many years he was a Division Councillor with the Rural 
“Municipality of Preeceville and the Sturgis School Unit Board 
He was a strong supporter of the local Co-op and Credit Union 
George was a lineman for the Sturgis and Preeceville Rural 
‘Telephone Companies for a numberof years peor tothe take over 
by Sask-Tel, He was known by everyone throughout the district 
for keeping the phones operational, as well as for managing the 
cconstraction of many miles of rural telephone lines inthe area. 
George and Wyone retired sromn farming inthe mid seventies and 
moved to Sturpis. George passed away on October 19, 1979 of 
heart disease. 

‘Wyone not only did most of the child rearing (sustenance, 
direction, and enforcement when required), but was also a 
devoted wife, great cook and a wonderful homemaker. She was 
an exiemely kind woman, ad her boys occasionally mistook this 
for a sign of weakness. They would usualy find out, to their 
displeasure, that Wyone could only be fooled for a short ime. She 
ran a very clean and orderly housshold and presided over it with 
patience and kindness. Wyone spent ber last five years in Regina 
ata private care home after sulfering a stroke. She passed away 
from cancer on October 7, 1991,

George and John purchased a used Cockshutt combine inthe 
spring of 1952. They still used th threshing machine, however, 
because they needed the straw pile forthe cattle. They theshed 
until 1961 

George was the secretary for the Beaver Bank Schoo! from 
February 19, 1949, consecutively until it closed in June, 1968 

‘George was also a member of the “Bull Keepers Association” 
and kept a govemment bull for the community service for a 
number of years.

‘When the potato famine hit Ireland, John Gibney and his wife 
the former Anne Heaney, left thee to make a home for themselves 
inthe new land, Canada 
‘This isthe tale of one oftheir sons. 
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Gites Tin Fails (no onder Leo, James (Alice, Rosella, Anna 
Anderson, Wes Simes and Kan, Liz and Prank Wek Joe and Mary 
‘MeConnick, (Dan), Tn Gibney, Albin, Ray, Rose Pllock Mattie 
Git Hazel Gibne, Owen Gitney, Ray and Laurie Gibnes 


Timothy Gibney was bom on November 22, 1849 at Owen 
Sound in Grey County, Ontario, He received his education there 
He went tothe United States inthe 1860's and married Catherine 
Ryan of Mannanah, Minnesota. He began farming at Eden Valley 
Minnesota, and it was there in 1878, that his fist wife died 

He married Mary Ellen McCaffery of Lowell, Massachuseds, 
at Eden Valley in 1883 and later farmed fora short ime at Devi 
Lake, North Dakota 

(On June 20, 1903, the Gibney's and their children took up land 
in the Stenen Sturgis area of the North West Testories. They 
‘came by freight as far as Yorkton and then north by horses to their 
homestead 

As was the custom, in the days before Saskatchewan was a 
province, a postmaster was chosen from among the more well- 
read setters. Such was the case with Timothy Gibney. The post 
office was in his farm home and it was named Eden Valley 
Distit of Assiniboia, North West Territories, after his hometown 
jn Minnesota, With the post office on his farm, it became the 
natural stopping off place for all arrivals, land surveyors and 
‘government officials tothe district. 

"The Mannanah School District formed then was named by this 
fanily ater Mannanah in Minnesota 

‘The post office continued to be operated until 1912, when 
‘Sturgis and Stenen became incorporated in the new province of 
Saskatchewan. The Mannanah school was moved into Sturgis in 
the late 1950's and became part of the Sturgis School Unit 
complex. 

‘Timothy Gibney was to become the father and forefather of one 
ofthis province's largest families. There were two children by his 
first wife and fifteen by the second. There were sixty-five 
arandchildren and scores of great-grandchilden, One son served 
during the Second World War and twenty-two grandchildren also 
serve. 

‘A lake about one and half miles north of Crystal Lake, 
seventeen miles north of Canora, has been named Gibney Lake 
afer the family ofthe late Timothy Gibney, who setled near the 
lake in 1903 

Jolin, the eldest, was bom at Mannana, Minnesota in 1875 
‘and lived withthe family until his mariage to Margaret Dillon in 
1906 near Sturgis. He farmed there and later operated a livery at 
Canora until he moved to Sobie, Montana. The couple had six 
children, two of whom served in the American Army during the

Dennis, Din as he was better known, was bor st Manganah in 
1876. He married Mary Dahl at Eden Valley in 1901, before 
coming to Canada. At Canora, he operated a machine shop, which 
was later destroyed by fire. An ardent sportsman, Din managed 
the winter recreational facilites in Canora for twenty-cight yeas 
‘There were eight children of this mariage. Two sons served 
during the Second World War. He and “May Din as she became 
known as raised their children: Mabel (Rhodes) bom in 1902: 
Rosella (Richardson) bor in 1904; Catherine bor in 1906 and 
died in 1909; Bill bom in 1908, martied Bessie Haver of 
Tnvermay and sill live in Vancouver; Jim born in 1909; Alice in 
1911; Esther in 1913 and Edward in 1915. Alice and Edward are 
also sill ving, 

James was born at Eden Valley in 1884, He farmed near Sturgis 
and later operated the bulk oil agency at Canora, Jim served for 
‘many years asa tustee on the Canora School district board, He 
married Alice Dillon at Stags in 1909 and died at Canora in 
1951. They had four children, one of whom served in the 
Canadian Army during the Second World Wat. Emmett matted 
[Nina and lives in Regina. Lucille married Bert Renney, Margaret 
married Stuart Conley and lives in Regina. Frank martied Helen 
Eglund 

‘lizabeth was born at Eden Valley in 1886, She martied Franke 
Weikle at Sturgis in 1911, The couple ran the Sturgis Hotel as 
Well as the John Deere implement agency. Predeoeased by her 
Ihusband in 1952, Flizabeth passed away in 1987, (See Frank 
Weikle stor). 

Patrick was bom in Minnesota in 1887 and died at Eden Valley 
post-office in 1910, 

‘Charles was bom at Eden Valley in 1889 and farmed near 
Sturgis undl 1924, when he took employment with 2 grain 
‘company at Waldron and Canora. On the closing of the grain 
‘company, he took employment with the carpeaty trad ein 
Canora, He maried Honora Healy at Sturgis in 1914, They bad 
thirteen children including six who served in all thee branches of 
the services during the Second World Was, Charles died in 1961 
(See the Charles Gibney story). 

‘Anna was born in 1890 at Ben Valley and manied Arnold 
‘Anderson at Suis in 1914, The couple lived at Moose Jas and 
bad seven children including two sons who served during the 
‘Second World Wat. Anna died in 1933, he husband in 1930, 

Mary was bo in 1892 and married Joseph McCormick at 
‘Sturgis in 1912. They lived at Canora, Kelvington and later at Fin

Buster) Grass and wife, Jessie, children, Ruth, George, 
Graham and Alastair arrived in Sturgis in August of 1944 from 
Star City, Sask. Buster and Jessie had just purchased the local 
hotel the “Weikle House” from along time Sturgis resident and 
former mayor, Frank Weikle 

Prior to living in Sturgis the family lived in Star City, 
Archerwill, Moose Range and Yellow Creek where Buster bought 
‘grain for the Searle Elevator Co, and was an Imperial Oil Bulk 
Sales Agent. The family also owned and operated hardware stores 
in Yellow Creek and Moose Range during the years 1930 to 1941 

Buster was bom in Sintaluta, Sask. in 1903 and his family 
‘moved to Fort Qu'Appelle in 1914 or 1915. He went to schoo in 
both towns and at the age of 17 left Saskatchewan to attend 
‘Technical School in Toronto. He lived with his aunt and three 
cousins during that time and eventually went to work for the 
Federal Posal Service in Toronto, Buster and Jessie Spark, bom 
in Toronto in 1907), were married April 26, 1930 in Toronto and 
proceeded west to star a hardware business in Saskatchewan, 
‘Eventually they chose the Hamlet of Yellow Creek and proceeded 
to construct the store and living quarters in s hare that had no 
ral service. However the CNR. planned to serve the hamlet that 
‘yea othe next and their plans were completed as planned. 

All four of Jesse and Buster's children were bom in Dr. Scot's 
Hospital located on the banks of Wakaw Lake, just east of the 
{own of Wakaw and about 25 miles south - west of Yellow Creek, 
Ruth was bom in 1932, George in 1934, Graham in 1936 and 
Alastair in 1938, 

‘Suurgis di not havea curling or skating rink in the village when 
they moved to the community in 1944 but late that summer a 
‘s70up was formed and a committee went to work formulating a 
plan to proceed witha skating rink. Horse and farm tractor drawn 
slips or buckets were used to level the area where the curing rink 
is located. The waiting rooms and the outdoor skating rink were 
completed suffcienly to be used that winter, The rink was 
financed through Saturday night dances with Bob Reagan's 
‘orchestra, They played for most of the dances over the next couple 
of years, although there may have been other bands involved from, 
time to time, 

Buster got involved immediately and continued to work 
Luntringly to provide beter community services forthe town, He 
served a8 president ofthe Sports Association from 1945 into the 








:980's with the exception ofa year or two when he resided in For 
Qu’Appelle. He was rewarded for his work by being named 
‘Sportsman of the Year" in 1975. 

‘Buster sold the Hote in 1951 to Joe Genoway of Tadmore and 
shorly thereafter began the construction of the Regal Theatre 
(ter remodeled as « Bowling Arena) Sam Holmberg eventually 
bought the theatre and in 1963 Buster built the Blue Grass Mote. 

The Grasses retired in 1968 but Buster continued to build. He 
built two more houses on Morken Street having previously built 
houses just north of the curling rink, one on Railway Avenue and 
another, one block north of the Composite High School. In 
audition tothe building ofthe Theatre, Motel and neatly doubling 
the size of the hotel after the fre of 1950 he must have been 
Sturgis’ busiest builder. However he had another project he was 
interested in - expanding the curling rink to thee sheets of ice. 
The way I heard the story, Buster said he could do it and the 
curling club countered by challenging him to put - up or you 
know ~ what. With a lot of help and advice the project was 
completed and has served the community well fer many yeas 

‘Another of Busters interests was the development of a pack 
slong the river. Over a long period of time he cleared and burned 
brush to open up an area suitable for camping. and picnics. 
Eventually the town council and the provincial government 
provided funds and much more work was carried out under his 
‘guidance. The result is nice litle park that is enjoyed by many 
For his dedication to the Park, the Sturgis Wildlife Federation 
posthumously awarded hi “Sportsman ofthe Year” in 1990. The 
‘ward was accepted a his bealf by his widow Jessie. 

Buster was a long ime member of the old Board of Trade, be 
served on the local school board and was a Councillor of the 
‘Town of Sturgis for 30 years. 

‘Tessie was Buster's right hand in all of his endeavors but also 
served to help koep his active mind concentrated on the most 
practical proposals. She helped clear brush during the initial 
evelopment of the park. At the horl she cooked all the meals 
(Grom 40 to 60/day) made beds and did the laundry. She sold 
tickets atthe theare and did most ofthe motel work. ever heard 
hercomplain and sickness was just something you put up with. In 
her spare time Jessie was an avid cules, skipping her rinks from 
the day dhe curling rink opened until about 1980. On several 
cecasions she led her Ladies Team into the men’s Bonspiel in 
fonder to adda litle excitement to their teams curling endeavors, 
She was a Life Member of the Sturgis Curling Club and the 
United Church Women, She was also a very active member ofthe 
Horticulture Club and won trophies for flower basket 
arrangements and gladiol: spikes

HALE, Peter and Florence

‘The late 1800's through the very early 1900's found great 
namibers of people immigrating from Europe to what they hoped 
‘would be a more promising future in Canada, the United States, 
Australia, New Zealand and other counties. The Hal family was 
among them, My great grandparents, Peter (born 06 Nov. 1831 in 
“Melksham, England) and Mary Ann Williams Hale (bom 20 Sept 
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1829 in Brierly His, England) had let their homeland to enjoy 
the promise of industrial prosperity inthe coal mining area in the 
south of Wales in the mid-1800's. It was this area's coal and see] 
mills that made many of the railroad rails that were shipped from. 
CCanliff, Wales forthe Fist railroads in Canada and the United 
States. In Natyglo, Monmouthste South Wales, my grandparents, 
Joseph (boen 07 Dec. 1857) and Sarah Wilding Hale (bom 16 Oc. 
1855) raised thei family which included my father, Peer Hale 
(bom 20 Nov.1892). However, times became dificlt asthe steel 
mills and coal mines began to close and the prosperity of the 
Industrial Revolution faded. The Joseph Hale family made plans 
to move. In August, 1908, Joseph (50) and Sarah (40), with their 
children Mary (16), Peter {my father] (15), Joseph (12), Wiliam 
(10), Leonard (6), Blanche (5) and Ruby (infant) set sail on the 
liner Maurenania, sailing irom Liverpool to the United states. The 
“Maurentania was a great ship, having seta woeld record crossing 
the Adantc on its maiden voyage. The Hales setled in Newron, 
Towa, where on the 25th of December 1917, Peter Hale married 
ry mother Florence Oms (born O1 July 1896) in her home. 
Florence Ors’ parents were Jacob Charles Om (born 07 June 
1860, Freeport, Iino) and Mary Dammier (born 09 Feb 1866, 
Freeport, Minos) Florence's ancestors had immigrated from 
Germany. 

Because Peter was the eldest and sole supporter of his family, 
his cll to service in World War was one of the last. Sometime 
carly in 1918, Peter Hale was notified hs call to World War I was 
‘canceled because of the iu outbreak. He received his Ruptured 
Duck and discharge papers; leaving him and Florence free to 
pursue their adventures and dreams of joining his family in 
Saskatchewan, In June of 1918 Peter and his new bride headed to 
the ‘land of promise’ by tain with their household fumishings, 
tools, piano and mother’s Overland Touring ea. She had won the 
car selling newspapers for & Newton, lowa, publisher. They first 
settled ina small unpainted house across Lake Annie Laure from 
his folks, just a few miles from Preccevile, Saskatchewan, 
During 1919-1920 they moved onto a farm five miles west of 
Canora to help Mr. & Mrs. Ralph Drenan with the farm and 
livestock. While here, their daughter, Helen Josephine, was born 
‘on 20 March, 1924, inthe Canora Hospital 

‘Wanting tobe on their own (Sometime around 1927) the family 
of tree moved to their first home and acreage atthe Stewart Hale 
place west of Tadmore, It had a lovely smal, two-story home, a 
large red barn, and a very good well for water. They raised some 
call for milk and meat, grew grain and hay, and had afew horses 
to use while working the land and for tavel to neighbors in 
Tadmore. One year the loss of catle to Black Leg disease 
disheartened them and many farmers, About that same time, a 
disastrous hailstorm went through the area causing severe crop 
damage and broken windows. Financially, the homesteaders had 
a dificult ime, but never gave up hope 

remember one hard winter when my father strang ropes from 
the house to the bam so he wouldn't get lost in the blinding, 
daring snow when trying to feed the animals. They always 
looked on the brighter side of life, hough. Here, on 28 October 
1928, a second daughter, Evelyn Marie, was born. Mrs, George 
Johnson let a helping hand atte birt, even though she was abit 
late artving for the event. Mother worked hard along side her 
hhushand, helping to feed and mil the cows, gardening, taking 











































































care ofthe chickens, and sometimes helping wih the ld work 
She often helped on the hayrake and plow, or stacked bands of 
grain ito stooks to dry. [emember living atthe homesite no ar 
fiom Butericd Lak. T enjoyed the iss with neighbors and 
playing outdoors with my best fend and buddy, “Teddy”, my 
og. My father made hia hamess and he would endlessly pull 
me around the farmyard in my lite ed wagon. What fan for a 
youngster 

While fere at Tadmore, Mother would often bake lage 
quantities of bead [Mother made her own yest cakes for bread 
‘aking! fra kind, ody bachelor named Lige Keenan, ho 
‘would walkor snowshoe to ou place from hs small abin no far 
vay. He would sometimes stay to warm up, spending the 
aftemoon visting and having a meal. When thre was ample 
cream saved in the 1-gallon can, Mother and 1 would char it 
raking bter into one-pound bricks using a wooden press and 
parchment paper to neatly wrap it, Iwas exchanged tthe small 
“admore grocery store for some essentials and staples such a 
flour, sugar and spices. We had no reiigertion so he cream Was 
kept cold in five-gllon cream cans in out well uring the warmer 
weather Milking several coms gave rea learning experience aa 
tender age. I remember a time when some ofthe cows became 
restless for an unknown reasoo. The cow I was milking bumped 
1me around a bit, spilled the pil of milk, and trampled me in the 
proces, but at least there were no serous injuries. 

T attended the fist grades of school at Tadmor, siding 
horseback on old “Betsy or walking the Several miles. That was 
‘heathy tke fora youngster — no school bases in those days. 
Once the neighbor's Greyhound dogs fghtened my horse, 
tossing me into the rose brambles and causing auch distress and 
tears along withthe bumps and seratches. The horse beat me back 
to te home gas, making Dad wonder where Iwas. Abit ater 1 
came tudging along, just abit worse for wear! One spring he 
‘neighbor gir and I played hooky fom school because the teacher 
‘was unfairly disciplining some of the children with raps across the 
hands and buck, and pulling earlobes unl they would bled. 
‘When my fer found Thad he same homework an books every 
niht, he invesgated and found our hiding place in the woods. 
Alter we tld him what was going on it wast very'log until the 
teacher was transfered or let out ofthe profession fr her devious 

Our next move in 1930-31 toa farm about fur miles southwest 
of Sturgis (SE 1/4 Sex 13, T3485). Most of the land was visi, 
neding to be cleared and worked before any crops or gardens 
could be planted. In these early days, the homesteaders and 
setles often helped each other wit the planing, harvesting and 
threshing of gran. Neighbors shared their equipment and hei, 
ven gubering and saving up the wine's supply of heating 
wood. Various types of wood stoves were used for heating the 
homes. With long, very cold winters, much wood was neded and 
sed. Everyone hada lage garden of vegetables. On nce summer 
afiemoons, our family would often go picking wild fruit — 
chokecheniss, service bees, wild gooseberes,curents and 
tosh canberies 

At five years of age (lof 1933), Evelyn was anxious to start 
school. Walking the four mils to and from school was adic 
challenge for ber Before Evelyn started atending the Sturis 
grade school, I would often stay the week o 0 daring inclement 





























‘weather with the Gllespis or with Arthur and Agnes Carison in 
town. There were times whea I got very lonesome for my fan, 
even though these fiends were so very good to me. [have never 
orgottea — and have often related the story — the warm spring 
day when a group of girls and boys strolled up the hill behind the 
Sturgis schoo! to pick wild crocuses and spring Rowers. It was a 
teat ime until one boy decided it would be fun to chase the girls 
with a garter snake and toss it at them. It inadvertently landed 
round my neck! Scared, Iran down te hill and into town to the 
home of Agnes Carlson where I promply fainted, 

After Evelyn started school, we more often than not rode with 
the neighbor's children. The members of the John Weteriund 
family were all good neighbors, Nels and his older sister carefully 
handled the horse team in a democrat or sleigh. During the winter 
‘months, the sleigh was filled with fresh straw and cowhide robes 
to help keep us toasty warm and fre from frostbite. Sometimes 
in nicer, winter weather they would bring along skis and a 
towrope to pull us behind the sleigh and out over the fences that 
were drifted over with snow. Once back at the Weterunds, 
Evelyn and I would wait for father to come after us, While we 
waited, we often snacked on toasted buns and joined Mes. 
‘Wetterund’s daughters sewing. Tis was my frst experience with 
embroidery and I still appreciate the efforts of help with the 
needle and thread. We had so many enjoyable times with the 
neighbors around us — going to Crystal Lake for swims and 
picnics, and even occasionally dancing at the big hall here and in 
town. “The Old Swimming Hole’ across the big bridge was a 
favorite place during the summers forall the young people. The 
folks stayed on at this farm for about sx yeas. 

Early in 1935, Pete and Florence sold the farm and moved into 
the town of Sturgis. They built and established a combination 
home and grocery store on the main street, adding a sideline of 
fresh and cured meats. A large wall, cork insulted ice box was 
installed to handle the meas. To meet the need of countless tons 
ice forthe ice box, an ie house was erected on the back part 
‘ofthe lot, During the cold winters, ice was cut and hauled into 
town by team and sleigh from the small lakes or Assiniboine 
River. Sawdust was used to preserve the ice during the year. A 
sturdy ie shoot wes built beside the house for siding these large 
‘cubes of ice up and into the top ofthe ice box. I also made an 
excellent slide with cardboard, tn, or whatever you could find to 
play on, but these playtimes occasionally resulted in a painful 
sliver inthe detiere. The large bartels of melted water from the 
{ce box were very useful fr laundry and rub baths. The store was 
heated with a large bare stove, while a big wood range offered 
beat to the emainder of the house. Water for drinking, laundry, 
baths, ete. was carted in pals from the livery bam behind our 
place o from the town pum. Sometime shorly after getting the 
grocery store going, Dad installed shelves and puts bins for 
Massey Haris implements, 

(On a cold, February 24, 1936, a son and “Heir to the Hale 
Millions” was born in Steaen. Gerald Joseph Jacob made his 
entrance, Mrs. Kilbough was in altendance as nurse and mi 
as well asa doctor. I quite often had the chore of babysiting my 
litle brother, taking him for carriage rides, and sometimes taking 
him slong when delivering groceries toa customer in town. The 
Hale family was quite active in the community. Peter was 
interested in many sports such as fishing and hunting. He helped 
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establish one of the first community skating rinks. He set up a 
grinder and boning tones at home where he would sharpen skates 
{or all. He and other townsmen voluntered to check on the fie 
tuck, see that it was filled with water and in working order, and 
ready when needed (which was not often). Dad would sometimes 
cout the barber's hair in exchange for his haireut. Gerald 
remembers our father helping atthe theater selling tickers and 
cleaning up after a show. A misguided and unfortunate fre 
‘occurred next door tothe Hale residence early in the spring of 
1937, causing some damage, but it wasn't long before repairs 
were made and Hales were back in busines. 

Peter had a slaughter house jst south and across the railroad 
‘racks, among the willows and cottonwood trees. In later teenage 
years, I would help my father with some of the chores of 
‘buchering, Fhelped when it came to sausage making and stuffing 
T placed hams and bacon slabs into brines and then into the 
‘backyard smokehouse. After electricity was installed we had a big 
‘meat grinder for making hamburger and sausage,

‘We always stended the United Church of Canada; Evelyn and 
T were baptized there when we joined the chureh. Dad often sang 
in the choi. His love of music and beautiful voice undoubtedly 
inspired Evelyn and me to sing in the youth choir under the 
direction of Miss Anderson. Fatber Novak was a friend of the 
Hales, often visitng in te back living room and giving the Hale 
family a special invitation 10 attend his church's midnight 
CCzistmas Eve sevice. It was spectacular and very memorable 
story of Chuistmas with beautiful Christmas scenic decorations 
‘throughout the church. 

Florence enjoyed her and-work, often crocheting into the wee 
hours ofthe night by kerosene lamp (the first electric lights were 
just about to artve). She also knitted many scarves, pairs of 
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mittens and socks forthe servicemen during the war. Her biggest 
challenge — and sometimes rather dificult job — was to save 
‘enough sugar and flour sacks 10 make bed sheets, underlothes, 
and butcher aprons. These sacks had to be scrubbed on 2 tin 
washboard by hand with homemade lye soap or the P & G soap 
toremove the bright print, then bleached outdoors until there were 
snow white, Sometimes Mother would boil them on the stove in 
1 strong soap solution, The sacks were also used to make 
beautifully embroidered dresser scarves and pillow cases. I sill 
have a pair ofthese saved and put away. I also remember Mother 
trying to make coffee out of some barley, chicory, and molasses 
‘hich she would mix, dry’ lightly toast in the oven on a flat pan, 
then grind with a small hand grinder. There was no indoor 
lumping a this time-only the outdoor “privy”. Those fortunate 
‘enough had a porcelain bed chamber pot or a pal hidden in a 
‘comer wen it was 19 cold to go outdoors at night 

Eleven years were spent in Sturgis before the Peter ale family 
decided to return tothe United States where all their families now 
lie. In 1946 our family joined some of my father’s brothers in 
Vancouver, Washington, living at fist on a small ranch and 
helping with a small logging mill for a short ime, After several 
moves and different jobs, the Hale brothers organized and 
‘developed the Hale Construction Company in Pasco, Washington, 
‘The families of Bill, vor, Joe, and Peter Hale eventually moved 
to the TriCities area (Pasco, Kenewick & Richland, Washington). 
For many years they built homes asthe area became a metropolis 
Later Hanford Atomic Plant was located nearby 

Peter Hale passed away’ at is home in Pasco on May'16, 197 
‘atthe age of 80, Florence passed away in Colville, Washington 
(where she had been living near me), on June 3, 1985 at the age 
of 89.

HAMILTON, Thomas Henry and Mary Jane 
(Contbuted by John J, Hamilton) 


Thomas and Mary Jane Hamilton's SOth Anniversary, 1933 


‘Thomas “Tom” Henry Hamilton was bom in 1860 in Ontario, 
the third child of a family of five. When he was 11 years old his 
father died. We know very litle about his life fom this time until 
he took a homestead (NW 4-10-13 W 1st) on the Carberry Plains 
in Manitoba in 1880. In 1883 he married Mary Jane Goggin who 
‘was bom in Ontario in 1866 and came to Manitoba with hee 
parents Thomas and Margaret Goggin about 1880. 

‘Thomas and Mary Jane Hamilton operated a mixed farm in 
Manitoba (grain, cattle and horses). It was here that their children 
uina, Bertand, Roy, David, Er! and Harry were bor. Tom was 
‘more interested in ranching than grain farming and the land they 
had was not suitable for ranching. With a family of growing 
children and a desire to expand, the stories of the homesteads 
available in Saskatchewan with plenty of grass and water tempted 
Tom to obtain a release from his Manitoba homestead. Tom and 
his sons, Bert and Roy, tok the train to Canora and wen in search 
‘of homesteads. On June 19, 1905 they each made entry for a 
homestead. Tom selected NW-14-36-4 W2nd for the home site of 
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the new ranch he was planning, It was situated between the Kopje 
creek and the Woodlight Trail which they had followed for 
approximately fifteen mils from where it branched off the Pelly 
to Peiwie Trail near the present site of Sturgis. They then went 
back to Manitoba where they sill had farmland and livestock 

‘Tom, Bert, and Roy returned in June 1906 bringing with them 
{arm equipment and livestock. The homestead records show that 
head about 100 head of cate that year. They setled in o put up 
feed forthe stock, build a home and begin their homestead duties. 
Tk was likely at this time that Tom purchased the EU2-15-36-4 
Wand. Tom, his sons Bert, Roy, and at times a friend Paul Ono 
lived together on Tom's homestead for some time. In December, 
1907, Tom and Mary Jane disposed of ther propery in Manitoba 
and the family made their home on the homestead which was 
proved up in 1910. At that time he had 132 head of eatle and he 
never used this quarter for crop. The Hamilton's soon built a 
larger 24 by 32 foot two-storey house Which would be home to 
members of the Hamilton family for 25 yeas 

(On August 29,1908 Woodlight Post Office was opened in their 
home with the mail haoled fst from Canora and later from 
Sturgis. The nest year, Tom Hamilton was elected the frst 
councilor for Division 4 in LILD. No. 334. On January 28,1913, 
Tom and Mary Jane took over the Post Office at Canora, and they 
and the younger boys moved to Canora. While they lived in 
(Canora, Tom developed an interest in Freemasonry and became a 
‘member of Canora Masonic Lodge No. 59. On November 5 
1919, they gave up the position at Canora and moved to the town 
of Sturgis. Here they purchased « home at the comer of the 
present Fit SLNW and Brooks Ave. from John Lande who had 
built it while he worked on the Railway section crew. 

Tom went into busines beside the livery bam selling Cockshutt 
‘machinery, BA. Gas & Oil and retailing lumber from the family 
mill. Mary Jane, who had acted as midwife on many occasions, 
continued helping the community in this manner. She also hed 
boarders and @ number of her grandchildren stayed there while 
attending Sturgis School, She was Secretary-Treasuer (1925-34) 
and Trustee (1939-41) of the Sturgis School Board, and was an 
active member ofthe Ladies Aid of Grace United Church. Torn 
also was active in community affairs, serving as Vilage Overseer 
(1927-28), Schoo! Trustee (1930-31), and as School Board 
(Chairman (1931-35). 

‘The Hamilton's celebrated their Fifteth Wedding Anniversary 
in 1933. Tom past away April 22, 1940 at the age of 79. Mrs. 
Hamilton moved toa new smaller home in Sturgis in 1947 where 
she lived comfortably until her passing in 1951 atthe age of 85,

HAMILTON, Bertrand Wm. and Alice Mary 
by John J. Hamilton 





Bearand William (Bert) was the fest son of Thomas and Mary 
Jane Hamilton bora on March 21,1886 at Carbery, Manitoba, In 
1888 the family moved toa different farm at Glenboro, Manitoba, 

Which is where Bert attended school. It was here, atthe age of 
eighteen, while helping on the farm operating a hay chopper, that 
Bert ost his left hand. The chopper or feed cutter was powered by 
“Horse Power," a machine tha sed four horses attached t a pole 
‘going around in acirele to tur the shaft that operated the cutter 

Tn 1905 Bert, his father Tom and his brother Roy went to 
Saskatchewan in search of land to homestead where they could 
establish a ranch, Ber selected NW 22-36-4 W2nd for his 
homestead on which he made entry on June 19, 1905 and retumed 
to Manitoba to work on hs father’s farm and prepaze to move to 
Saskatchewan next yet 

‘When Tom, Bert and Roy arrived back in Saskatchewan in Sune 
1906, a home for themselves, hay for the livestock and a 
beginning on their homestead duties kept them very busy. They all 
‘made their home on Tom’s homestead, In 1910, Bers application 

Cerificate of Tile to his homestead indicates that he had 35 
acres broken on his land, owned 16 cattle and 4 horses. 

‘With his homestead duties complete Bet bocame intersted in 
‘other occupations as well asthe farm. He worked on Survey 
‘crews particularly inthe forest area to the north of his homestead, 
He also spent time inthe spring and summer asa fire ranger for 
the Forestry Department which involved many hours in the saddle 
patrolling the forest tails and on fie fighting crews. About 1914 
he had fancy driving horses and drove out of the livery bam in 
‘Sturgis that Charlie Carragher had built in 1912. remember him. 











telling that inthe winter of 1914-15 they used the railway grade 
which had notes or rails, asa oad to Canora . We are not sure 
how long his involvement with the livery bam and livery business 
lasted, However it yas during this period that he became 
oquainted with Miss Alice Ball who was working at Hugh 
Hutchison's General store in Sturgis, 

Alice, the daughter of Fanny and William Ball, was bor in 
England in 1900 and came to Canada with er parents and brother 
Henry in 1908 ariving at Shoal Lake, Manitoba, They spent afew 
months there working for a farmer. In 1909 Mr. Ball wok 
homestead in the Ormside dstict of Saskatchewan, The Ball 
family spent part ofthe next few years in the Sturgis area where 
they worked for the MoClure brothers and in railroad 
construction, Mrs. Ball as cook and Mr, Ballas a laborer. Alice 
began her education in England and in Canada attended the 
following schools: Shoal Lake, Corofin, and Melrose. She 
‘worked at Hutchison’s store while attending Melrose School. She 
‘was one ofthe stadens that had to be taken across the river in a 
rowboat to get to Melrose school which was constructed about 
1911 on the south side ofthe Assiniboine River on NE-24-34-R 
5. Many of the students lived in Sturgis and the azea nor ofthe 
river. When she was pot attending school or working she belped 
‘on the Ball homestead, 

‘On March 13, 1918 Alice Mary Ball and Bertrand W, Hamilton 
‘were married. They made their home in the big house on Tom 
Hamilton's homestead, With it came the job of Woodlight Post 
“Master which they only kept uni June of that year, Alice and Bert 
had five cildeen who were all bora with the care of a mid-wite, 
Alice’s mother, Fuiny Ball atthe Ball home st Ormsie.

Story, In 1933 he porchased an Allis-Chalmers Model U tractor 
Which was more maneuverable than his former one and was used 
for field work, as well as threshing. In 1940 he traded the Allis- 
(Chalmers ona TD6 Intemational Caterpillar which worked 
‘summer and winter onthe farm and in lumbering. 

Tm the early spring of 1934 Bert and family began one ofthe 
busiest years oftheir ives when they moved toa different quarter 
‘SE 15-36-4 W2nd, with the help ofa hired girl and 4 or 5 hired 
‘men, pls some help from relations. That year they moved a sheep 
barn, garage, chicken coop, wo granaries, all the machinery and 
sock of Inmber from the old yard. A large granary was built 
‘hich served as ving, kitchen and dining area forthe summer, 
Some other buildings’ which had been moved were used for 
sleeping areas. Living in these temporary facilites they did the 
farming, and but anew 34 f. by 60 bam, a2 f by 24 two 
storey house as well planing some lumber. Before winter came 
they were settled in the new house and the bara was in use 





























Bert had for many years made hay on meadows in the Forest 
Reserve about 11 miles north ofthe farm, This required a crew of 
Tour or five men and eight horses to move to log cabin atthe 
:meadows for about two one-week says if the weather cooperated, 
‘or more if the weather was bad. Hay was tacked on a sloop (@ 
large flatbed on skids) which four horses pulled around the 
‘meadow to the bunches of hay made by the hay rake. Two men 
pitched the hay onto the sloop and one formed it into a stack. 

‘When the stack was complete it could be pulled off the back of 
the sloop by means of a heavy rope and the four horses. Each 
stack contained about tree loads. The stacks were left on the 
‘meadows until snow came when they were hauled home orto the 
sawmill by loading the hay onto a sleigh and rack. 

‘The hired men who helped with the many jobs round the farm 
inthose days were supplied! hoard and room and their laundry was 
done. Alice was kept very busy with cooking, leaning, doing the 
laundry for these extra men as well as locking after ber ovn 
family, There was usually a hired gir in the summer who helped 
Alice with the house and garden. They kept a beautiful yard and 
8 large garden whieh produced not only vegetables forthe farm 
‘bt also supplied te kitchen atthe sawmil 

‘Bert Hamilton served several terms on the Woodlight School 
Board in various offices during the 1930's, atime when this was 
a trying position as many farmers were unable to pay their land 
taxes. Consequently, the school board had very litle money for 
‘operating the school. Ia the early years when cars were 
uncommon (in fact I can remember when there were oaly two 
cars in the Woodlight District ) he was often called on to take 
‘people tothe doctor or the hospital at Canora 

‘Bert and Alice continued an active life on the farm and inthe 
lumber business, assisted by Robert when be quit schoo at fifeen 
in 1937, and joined by John when he completed Grade 12 in 
1944, Inthe fall of 1948, Robert and John formed 2 partnership 
land rented the farm and machinery from Ber and Alice who 
continued to live on the farm and do some traveling. Bert 
continued to be active operating tractors and combines with his 
sons. He enjoyed working inthe farm workshop where he built 
equipment for some of the local sawmills. He was particularly 
interested in metal lathe work

Jn 1956 they purchased a home in turpis, 202 Railway Ave. E., 
from John and Eileen Kalenchuk. Alice had a beautiful yard and 
‘garden, and was a member of the Sturgis Horticulture Club, and 











Grace UCW. She was an ative supporter of Grace United Church 
Projects, Bert enjoyed helping on the farm, curling in winter, 
hunting and fishing. They enjoyed going on trips to vist family 
‘and renewing old friendships. Bert passed away suddenly in 1965 
asa result of a heat attack. Alice continued to live in hee home 
enjoying her flowers, plants and yard, andthe organizations she 
‘belonged to, She was happy to provide a home for grandchildren 
‘when activities required them to remain in town afterschool. AS 
age began to affect her memory, she was unable to manage in her 
‘own home and moved toa private care home. She passed away at 
the age of 92 years and 10 months in 1992. 


HAMILTON, Roy Thomas and Ruby

Roy Thomas was bom at Glenboro, Manitoba on May 24, 1888, 
sason to Thomas and Mary Jane Hamilton. It was hee that he got 
his education. In 1905 he came to Saskatchewan with his Father 
“Tom and brother Bertin search of suitable land to homestead, On 
June 19, 1905 he made entry on $-E, 22-36-4 W2nd and retumed. 
to the farm in Manitoba. In June 1906 the thee Hamilions 
returned to the distict which became known as Woodlight 
Saskatchewan where they all made their home on Tom's 
homestead working together to establish anew home. According 
to his homestead statement he broke 30 ares on his land in 1906. 
By 1910 when he completed his homestead requirements and 
received his Certificate of Tide, he had fity ares in crop. 

(On July 19, 1913 he married Ruby E. Anderson who was born 
‘on April 19, 1895 in North Dakota and had moved to this area 
With her parents. They made their fist home inthe large house on 
‘Tom Hamilton's homestead where they assumed the duties of 
Post Master of Woodlight Post Office a Tom and Mary Jane had 
‘moved to Canora. In a few years Roy and Ruby had a home on 
their own land 

They had three children, Thomas Roy, December 27, 1914, 
James Edward, July 9, 1916, and Myrtle Lenore, bor March 
17, 1918 who were all bom in Canora while they were living on 
the farm, When Woodlight Schoo! opened in 1920,Thomas began 
his education there followed by James when he reached school 
‘age. Roy had been an ative supporter in the efforts to establish a 
school in the district and in 1916 atthe Gest oficial meeting to 
iablish Woodlight Schoo! district he was elected secretary ofthe 
first board. 











In 1921 the family moved to Sturgis where Roy worked for a 
gravel contractor that was loading gravel into railway cars for 
Shipment. Thomas remembers at this time attending schoo in the 
hotel because the school had burned and not yet been replaced. In 
1922 they moved to Regina where Roy worked for the Monarch 
Lumber company. In 1927 the family moved wo dae United States 
‘where they lived in several different places with afew visits back 
to Saskatchewan, Roy past away in 1965, and Ruby in 1989. Two

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NW 14-36-4 W2nd uni the spring of 1924. The family moved to 
‘SE 15.36-4 W2ad, whete they established a new farm yard Which 
‘was two miles from school 

‘About the first of March 1932, he started school at Woodlight 
with Mr. W. A. Hutze as his frst teacher. John took Grades 1 10 
6 at Woodlight; Grade 7 at Beaver Bank as his sister Ida was the 
teacher there. Ida and John traveled the four and a quarter males 
each morning and evening by horse and catt in the summer and 
toboggan in the winter. Grades 8 0 10 were taken at Woodlight, 
nine and ten were by Correspondence Course. For Grades 11 and 
12, John lived in Sturgis with his grandmother Mary Jane 
Hamilton and attended the two-story red brick school. After 
school he worked for Oscar Soderiund in the garage for two and 
‘half hours each evening. Most weekends Jobn went home t0 
help atthe far. 

‘After graduating from Grade12 in 1944, he was encouraged 10 
continue his education but decided to remain at home and spent 
the next several years working with his father and brother in 
farming and lumbering. In the lumbering business, John soon 
assumed the responsibility for the logging operation. His frst 
power saw, purchased in December 1945, was 2 heavy two man 
‘machine. It was particularly dificult t operate the saw that 
winter because the snow was unusually deep. Infact, it was so 
deep thatthe small TD6 caterpillar had to make a separate tip to 
‘break a tral before it could pull a tree out of the bush In later 
yeas, a TD14 was used for skidding timber and hauling lumber. 
ohn also spent part of one winter on night shift operating the 
‘steam engine, which used slabs as fuel and supplied the power for 
the sawmill 

Tn the fall of 1948, John and his brother Bob formed a 
partnership and rented the land and machinery, (arming, and 
construction) from their father. Usually Bob managed the 
farming, and John was responsible for clearing land and digging 
<dugouts with TD14 International Caterpillars. During this time, a 
hired operator and Joha lived ina caboose that was moved from 
farm to farm as they did custom land clearing. Bob and John also 
di custom logging at local mils and as far away as Flin Flon, 
When time permitted, they repaired tractors and machinery in 
their farm shop for neighbours and themselves. The land clearing 
operation was not very active in seeding and harvest times, so 
John was available to farm during those busy seasons. They 
rented and purchased more land and added to their equipment, 
‘They expanded the operation until it was lage enough to make 
two viable operations. At the end of 1960, Robert and John 
dissolved the partnership, divided the equipment and set up 
separate operations. 

Lily Elsie Adelaide Olson was bor in Sturgis on November 26, 
1925, the youngest daughter of Oscar and Winnifted (Wright) 
(Olson. She attended Kopje Schoo! for elementary and high school 
(Gome by correspondence), completing Grade 12 st Sturgis Hig 
School in 1943, 

‘Some ofthe fondest memories Lily has of er teenage years 
Jvolve the summers spent with the “ Kopje Gin’s Softball

Through the years, as the family grew, more land was 
purchased until the farm included six quarter sections. ohn, with 
the help ofthe family, built anew barn, coma, shop, and chicken 
house. Shelterbelts and hedges were planted, and a new yard and. 
garden site were developed. When power was available in 1962, 
‘well was dug under what was to be the basemeat ofthe new 
house. Wit the help ofall dhe family the basement andthe floor 
ofthe house were completed before snow arrived. Framing and 
sheeting continued and before winter arived in eames the family 
had the house closed i, The children all learned to hold boards 
‘and pound nails, During the following summer any time that 
could be spared from farming was devoted to the house. John 
seldom worked alone as there sere always some of the family 
ready to help, each planning where the different rooms of the 
house would be. When the furnace was started in October, some 
ofthe children could wait no Tonger and moved in.

In 
Sturgis, Bessie and Tony Olson were our friends as well as baby 
siters and at Beaver Bank, Mary and Bill Blender were able to 
offer excellent care 
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‘When [was six I started school at Sturgis but this was fora very 
short time. Johnny, who had been at our house so often (and 
lays seemed to bring a treat of grapes ora toy) became more 
than a much anticipated visitor. Jon Hamilton and Mom got 
married and bought a farm out in the county. Although it was 
hard for me to get used to the new roll he now had, I was able to 
make the switch from “Johnny to Daddy" without a lt of parent 
pressure and my brothers soon followed suit. 

For the next twelve years I lived on the farm. Many changes 
‘occurred in my life during that time. Ison had two new brothers, 
Lawrence and then Howard and two sisters, Doris and Edith 
Seven children are enough to keep parents more than busy but 
patience was evident more often than not. Sundays were special 
amily times filled with events such a8 picnics, tips to Crystal 
Lake, visits to Grandparents, Aunts, Uncles and cousin, learning 
to shoot a 22, making willow whistles and other activities but 
usually after chuch at the United Churl in Sturgis, 

‘The farm grew to six quarters as the years went by and my 
parents acquired a sizable herd of cate, chickens, 2 horse we 
‘named Scout because he was a black and white pint, and pigs 
that were new each year. Se sulficiency was very evideat, We 
milked cows, chumed butter, sold cream and eggs, butchered our 
‘own livestock for meat and raised a huge volume of vegetables, 
rhubarb and raspberries. Although we couldn't have cats in the 
house, I found many to love in the bam and assisted in the 
adoption of two dogs. One we called Birdie because Mom had a 
dog with that name, (I thought it would be really hard to say no 
toa dog with the same name, but Mom said she didn’t look like 
the Birdie that she ha). Sport was our second dog and was with 
‘ur family fifteen years. 

‘My Grandma Olson's farm, where Mom grew up, was a 
favorite summer holiday place. I learned to ride a horse at 
Grandma's and my love of horses has never ended. Bessie was 
Grandma's horse and of course I had Scout at home. 

Until T completed Grade 7,1 attended Woodlight School two 
and aha mils from home. The sehool yard was a beautiful place 
ith tees, shrubs, spring blooming bite star flowers that I have 
seen no where else and litle striped gophers. Mountain blucbels 
and wild roses abounded, I missed ver litle school and T walked 
rode bike and even had ries in a horse draw hayrack to school. 
The highlights inloded the fist sping bike trp to school and the 
fist day we could wear shoes without getting them too mud. 
These times usually coincided with spring rafing episodes and 
wet clothes were synonymous with spring. 

attended high school at Sturgis Composite High School and 
enjoyed my classes very much because the teachers were simply 
excellent forthe most part. Until the skating rink bumed dow, I 
was able to take figure skating lessons and staying at my 
‘Grandma and Grandpa Hamilton's each week was a treat. It was 
then [learned to play cribbage with Grandpa's hep. 

‘Aller high school was finshed I worked and went to university 
in Regina. I then weat onto teaching a a career 

worked in northem Saskatchewan for four years where met 
ry husband Dan Strachan, We were marred in 1973 and moved 
to British Columbia in 1974, Altnough we are both still eaching 
we are looking forward to early retirement. We have an acreage 
near Cache Creek, British Columbia where we live with four 
dogs, twelve eats and two horses, Our neighbors to the south are 
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very good fiends and we often commisrate about our families in 
Saskatchewan, 

Ir is interesting to note that our property has so many 
similarities to my favorite childhood places. There is the 
Bonaparte River running through a small grove of white poplar as 
well as a mountainside with cactus, bunch grass and a bench of 
jgebeush.

Elizabeth had many other talents. When the Mannanah School

George was bor in the Woodlight District. He married Nora 
Vewchar of Stenen, Sask, daughter of Demin (James) and Marie

50 below zero, the water would freeze inthe wate pails. Ths 
‘would be kindling prepared forthe moming so they could start a 
fire as the house was just as cold inside as it was outside. The 
electricity was kerosene lamps, wood stoves and a booker heater 
Tee houses were to keep things cold and ice was made from river 
Water which was hauled in in 45 gallon barels. They bathed in 
galvanized round tubs. The clothes were hand-me-down with 
patches on patches. The oldest always got the new clothes and 
they were handed down. 

George Hnetka let the Woodlight District about 1934. He 
moved his family to Archerwill, Sask. where his brother, Jo, 
lived. He loaded all his possessions onto a wagon and his family 
and they drove to Archerwill.Ittook them about wo days and two 
nights to pet there. They stayed with John for about a year, then 
George rented a farm about eight miles away. Anna Hneska 














moved in with them. Two years later, they moved once again 
They lived in this home for about a year. About four years later, 
they loaded everything onto a CNR railroad boxcar and moved 9 
Erwood, Sask. George acquired a homestead about nineteen miles 
northeast of Erwood. George built a log house, which only had 
four walls when they got thee. It took six weeks before they 
finaly got a roof on the building and it took two more years 
before they could afford to put a floor in the house. After three

Bill married Annie Bilawehuk from Kelvington, Sask. on 
‘October 25, 1931 at the Mazeppa Church at Canora, Sask 

‘Annie was bor to Wasyl and Domka Bilawehuk on March 22, 
1913, She was bom on NE. 33-30-3 W2 near Canora, Sask. In 
1928, her father sold the farm to Myron Ferenetz. He then bought 
some land ten miles north of Kelvington, Inthe fll of 1928, they 
‘moved to their new place, travelling by train, This was Annie's 
first rain de, Annie found it asad day when she had to say good 
bye to her fiends and relatives as she would miss the place where 
she had grown up. They lived by the “White Sand Rives” Inthe 
summer, they spent every Sunday by the iver. They went fishing, 
picking clams, and picking berties. They picked straberies, 
raspberries, saskatoons, pincherres, chokecherries, high bush 
cranberries, wild mushrooms and later in the fall, hazel-nuts, In 
those days, the young people skated on sloughs when the water 
froze and went skiing on home-made skis. They also went siding 
down hills with home-made sleds. 

‘Annie met Bill Hnetka on October 16, 1928. She was moving 
with her parents from Canora to Kelvington by tain when the 
train stopped at Sturgis, Sask. John and Katrina Hpetka and their 
sons, Bll and John, got onthe train and sat close to where the 














Bilavchuk's were siting, It was a long ride but they found out 
that they were going to the same place, When they got to 
Kelvington a ight, it vas snowing bard and it tured very cold 
‘They all stayed ata rooming house. John, Bill and Nick Hnetka 
were a great belp unloading all the belongings and well as were 
some other relatives who taveled with the Bilawchuk's. Horses 
and cows were put in corrals by the railway track. It took several 
days to get everything hauled out tothe new farm and to get the 
new house cleaned up. The Hrnetka’s were about twenty-six miles 
north of the Bilawchuk’s, The two families visited each other 
from time to time. Bill rade his bicycle to vist or e came with a 
horse and buggy. He would come Saturday evening and leave by 
Sunday noon Inthe winter, Bill would skate accoss “Nut Lake” 
and then walk the rest ofthe way. 

Aer Bill and Annie were married they lived with Bill's parents 
as money was scarce. They lived in a two-room house. Annie did 
the cooking, baking bread and laundry as well as other chores. In 
the fll of 1934, they moved to their farm southeast of Archervil 
Bill drove the school bus for twenty-two years besides farming.

Nick 
also worked atthe tannery for awhile, fr very litle pay. In 1928, 
the family came back to Saskatchewan and settled near 
Archerwill, Sask 

[Nick bought his fist motor vehicle, «brand new GMC half ton 
truck, in 1937. (Pauline remember how happy she was to see that 
‘maroon colored truck coming down the road to her place), 

Nick and Pauline were maried on July 6, 1945, They lived with 
Nick’s parents for many years. They were blessed with three 
children, Bud, Carol and Perry 

Nick and Pauline also took a litle giel of ten into their home, 
Mary Kaminski went to school with their children and became a 
teacher. Mary taught school for one year and then married a 
nearby farmer, Francis Kehrg. After a few yeas, they moved 19 
Humboldt where they raised five boys and two girls. They own 
and operate the Almi Campground at Greenwater Lake, bt still 
live in Humboldt 

‘Several years later, Mary's youngest sister, Veronica, also 
stayed with Nick and Pauline and went to school fora few yeas, 
‘She martied Gordon Hanson and they have two lovely children.

The Macul’s 
Were able to buy a farm five miles nomh of the Hnetka’s and 
continue farming 

Inthe fall of 1955, an elderly man who had no home of his own, 
Dmytro Malyk, eame to live with them, Dmytro was a great help 
in the garden plus doing any other farm yard chore that needed to 
bbe done. He lived with Nick and Pauline until his death in 1972 

‘Besides farming, Nick and Praline raised sheep and cate for 
‘many years and Nick drove a school bas, He started with six 
iilidren on the busin 1956 and ended up with fifty-eight children 
in 1977, During the period, they kept a few young people in their 
hhome during the week forthe school year. This was because their 
homes were to fr from the school bus and they wanted to attend 
high school. They enjoyed having these young people stay with 
them. 

Nick enjoyed big game hunting and repairing motors of any 
kind, They enoyed fishing together and took many tips up north, 
Sometimes all the way to the Haultsin Falls (north of Pinebows).

My brother, Oscar, and I (Nels) let Sweden on the 23rd of 
August 1909. We came to Canada by boat and tain and on the St 
‘of September we arrived at Dundum, Saskatchewan, I was 
seventeen years old and my brother was fifteen years old. My 
sister had come to Canada with my father frst and now she and 
her husband had @ homestead about fourteen miles west of 
Dundum. I gota job right away’as there was a big German farmer 
‘ho hired men stayed with him and did chores for my board. In 
the Spring of 1910, be hired me to deve a team of horses and I 
worked for him for three or four months. 

In 1911, [filed on a homestead six and one-half miles north of 
‘where the town of Sturgis now stands. Canora was the nearest 
town and I walked there from the homestead several times Inthe 
{all of 1911 the train started to come tough from Pell as far as 
Preeceville where the trick ended. In 1912, T worked for Mr. 
Kirkus helping him break up a quarter-section of land. We were 
baching: we ale in an old cook car and slept in tent. In the fll 
of 1912 I had to return to put my required time in on the 
homestead. I worked on the homestead until 1917 when my 
brother Oscar and I rested a hal-section of land noch of Sturgis 
fiom Mr. Ness. We only farmed together for one year and thes 
(Oscar ented a farm by himse. 

In the wintertime, different neighbours used to hold dance 
parties and thet is where I met Myrtle Farr. We were married in 
1922 and our only child Samuel was born in 1923, 

‘We lived onthe homestead until 1924 when we moved into the 
‘Telephone Office in Sumpis where Myre worked asthe operator 
Thought the dray business in Sturgis and I had that for nineteen 
years until Thad to sell due to ines. I then started to work with 
‘Wemer Soderund and helped him build the old police barracks 
and the Composite High Schoo! in Sturgis. 

In 1930 I built a house in Sturgis which we moved int in 1932 
and where we lived until 1959 when we returned tothe Telephone 
Office. After the dial phones came in, we again moved back to our 
house. 

Myrtle was a telephone operator in Sturgis for many’ yeas unt 
the local telephone company was disbanded and the 
Saskatchewan Telephone Company took over the telephone 
service. When the local company ran the service al tbe rural areas 
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‘were on party lines with twelve or more families am eac line, All 
calls, except to people on the same party line, had to go through 
the operstor. There were special emergency calls to inform 
everybody offre, acidents,et.as well as general rings to all the 
‘phones to let people know about funerals, showers and other local 
events. After the Sturgis telephone company closed dowa, the 
‘community missed the general rings. 

T1961 Nels bad a heart attack and was unable to work after 
that time, Myrtle passed away January 6, 1976. Nels passed away 
‘on April 6, 1990

1, Ruby, grew up on a farm six miles nord of Ketchen and I 
went tothe Robinson Creek School. I had two brothers and three 
sisters. My two brothers and my oldest sister have passed a 
My parents came from the United Stats and took a homestead six 
miles north of Ketchen, where my dad farmed until his death in 
1938, My mother stayed on the farm for afew years, but with both 
ry brothers overseas, she couldn't manage. She later moved to 
Proeoevlle, where she lived until her death in 1963 when she 
suffered a stroke. 

Twas the youngest so was at home with my mom, I worked as 
fa nurse's aide atthe Preeceville Hospital until I joined the Air 
Force in 1942, I enlisted at Saskatoon and was sent to Rocklilfe 
(near Onawa) for my basic training. Tis is where T met Sam. 

He had retumed from overseas and had spent some time inthe 
hospital in Ouawa. His plane had been shot down over the 
English Channel, He was a rear Gunner in the R.C-AF Sum was 
posted to Dafoe Air Base and I was seat tothe #8 Repair Depot 
‘at Winnipeg. It was there where Sam and I were married in 1943. 

was later transferred to # McDonald as an MCT. Driver, 
‘which is what [had trained for t Winnipeg, We drove everyting 
from tracks tothe commanders car. mostly drove forthe Padre 
at both bass, The Padze at McDonald helped me get a transfer to 
Dafoe. We rented a small two-room place across from the base, 
‘which was called Boom Town, Only the Air Force personne ived 
there, 

This was my ist home and everyone there was 8 friend. There 
‘wore some from all over Canada. The Dafoe Air Base was 
between Watson and Dafoe, I received my discharge in 1944, 
when sas pregnant with our first child. We coatinued to live at 
Boom Town until Sam got his discharge in 1945, 








‘Sam took a course as a projectionis and got his first civilian job 
‘working for Don Hood at Hudson Bay where he worked in the 
hardware tore during the day and an the theatre (shows) at night. 
We lived there for almost a year, but Sam was realy lonely for 
‘Sturgis and his parents, He was an only chi, So we moved back 
here in 1946, where he helped his dad with the dray business. His 
father came from Sweden and his mother was from the United 
States 

Sam later sated showing movies in the town hall, now the 
Legion Hall. He had only one machine, so there was a stop 
between each esl. But n0 one seemed to mind. He had some kids 
‘go and yell the name ofthe show and the time it started — all for 
4 free show and a container of popcorn. Later he was able to 
afford another machine. Sam used the hall to show movies for 
Jong time until Buster Grass built the theatre (now the Bowling 
Alley). They went into partnership in 1951, Around 1957 we 
‘bought out Buster's share in the theatre, with Buster taking our 
house as partial payment. We made a two-bedroom suite above 
the theatre. We had no running water or sewer. Everything had to 
be cured up or down. The High School Graduations were also 
held i the theatre for some time until a gym was built at the 
‘Composite High School. 

Later we went into a partnership with Joe Grabowiki and built 
the drive-in at Crystal Lake. Inthe 1970s that partnership was 
dissolved and we bought Joe's share, Our son Alan went into 
partnership with us at both the drive-in and theatre. When Sam's 
health stated to realy fil, we sold the Drive-in and later the 
theatre, 

‘Sam was a hard worker forthe Legion and that kep us very 
busy, as Twas also involved with the Legion and Auxiliary. Sam 
‘was with the Army Cadets a their Captain fortwo years. 

‘We vacationed in Yuma, Arizona fortwo or three months each 
‘winter, Our lst trp was to spend Christmas and New Years there 
with some friends in 1984. Our son and daughter-in-law, (Brian 
and Jackie) and their daughter spent the bolidays with us. They 
had retured to Canad January 9, 1985. called them on January 
10 to inform them that their dad had passed aay early that 
‘moming. Brian and Judy flew to Yuma to drive our van and trailer 
‘back home. Such a cold January that year! 

My life alone has been busy. I'm not involved in the Legion 
now, Iwasa leader forthe C.G.LT. Gits at our United Church 
‘We worked and put on teas to raise money for a cross which is 
‘ow atthe back inthe church also worked at the Post Office as 
a paretime helper Iam at present the President of our Senior's 
(Club and am involved in other committees which keep me busy. 
Tenjay my friends and cards. 

‘We have five children: 

Garry and wife (Joyce) have one son and lve in Regina. Brian 
and his wife, Jackie, have two daughters and live in Viking 
Alberta, Judy with her husband Jim have one son and two 
‘daughters, Judy's oldest daughter stayed with me for two years 
after Sam passed away, She attended Grades 11 and 12 atthe 
Sturgis Composite High School, She was also confirmed at the 
United Church in Sturgis.

HOLMBERG, Oscar and Alice 

Oscar Otandar Holmberg was bom March 9, 1894 in Northeast 
of Stockholm, Sweden toa tenant farmer. He and his brother Nels 
immigrated to the United States in 1908 to look for their Father, 
Hans, who had immigrated to the United Stats in 1901, but bad 
rot been heard from since that time. Aer a couple of years 
searching for their father, they found him, He had had an accident 
and had amnesia. They came up to Canada and worked in the 
Bield, Manitoba and Sturgis, Saskatchewan areas. They brought 
their sister Ingrid and their mother Anna to Canada in 1912 0 join

them and their father. Hans died in 1931 and Anna in 193 
are buried inthe Sturgis Cemetery 

Alice Pauline Olson was born September 5, 1903 in a small 
town near Ada, Minnesota to « farming family. Her family 
‘immigrated to Canada in 1908 and settled on a farm near Bield, 
Manitoba, near Roblin. Oscar was working for Alice's Aunt 
Hannah and Uncle Martin Mattison near Sturgis. They met and 
fell in love between Bield and Sturgis and were married in Bild 
‘on January 5, 1920. lice’s mother Martha died in 1938 and hee 
father Peder in 1947; both are buried in the Bield Commanity 
Cemetery 

‘After the wedding Oscar took Alice ina sleigh with horses and 
drove from Bield through the Yorkton ares fo Martin Mattson's 
place (property now owned by Willa and Joyce Prekaski) where 
(Oscar had a job. The Kopje School was built on dhat propery 
Marin’ wife was Alice's mother’s (Martha Olson nee Metberg) 
sister Hannah Mefberg. All in all they had ten lve births. Hazel 
Adeline February 28, 1921, Marie in May 28, 1922, who died 
four days later and is buried somewhere in an unmarked grave in 
the Surgis Cemetery; Warren Keif November 26, 1923: 
Kermitte Stanley November 25, 1925; Jewelle Alberta 
September 23, 1927; Keif Olander July 23, 1929; Douglas 
Peder December 15, 1931; Ronald in August 1934 who died 
almost immediately and who is also buried in an unmavked grave 
in the Sturgis Cemetery, Beverley Jean August 3, 1937 and 
‘Wayne Oscar July 7, 1938. 

(Oscar and Alice lived ins house inthe swampy area tothe West 
of Cemetery Road near Squaw Lake (now Lady Lake) where 
Hazel and Marie were bor. Oscar’ sister Ingrid ad married 
Oscar Christopherson and they were living in the same house or 
near each other in that area 

Inthe Spring of 1923, they ented a farm near Tadmore, where 
Warren and Kermite were bor. In the Spring of 1926, they 
renled a farm from Andrew Peterson (Adrian's father) which they 
farmed untl the Spring of 1934 when they bought a quarter 
section from John Wiggens. About this ime, Andrew sold that 
farm to John Kalenchuk, Oscar and Alice lived in log house on 
the property until 1935 when they bought the quarter section just 
north and moved a house already thereto this propery, turing 
the log house into a bur. The old bara was then used primarily 
forthe storage of machinery, ay and straw 
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During ths time Oscar worked the farm inthe warmer months 
and sawed wood and later split wood by attaching an ax head to 
the fly wheel of the wood sa during the colder mont 

‘Oscar tended to be Very’ mechanical, a priority skill for a 
‘suocessful farmer. Only Ronald, Bevedey, and Wayne were born 
there. In November 1945, Oscar sold the farm to Malon Pollock 
(vor's brother), andthe Holmiperg family moved toa community 
sear Kelowna, British Columbia After a year managing and 
working a fruit orchard, they found a place in Osoyoos, British 
Columbia and moved there, Oscar became a stationary engineer 
and operated bitumen heaters on road construction for Storm 
Construction from 1952 until be retired in 1978. They moved 
several places afte selling the Osoyoos place in 1953, including 
Salmon Arm, Armstrong, Rutland in British Columbia, Bassano 
tnd Medicine Hat in Alberta, as well as stint in Sturgis, 

(Oscar died in Calgary of stomach operation complications in 
1984, He was cremated and his ashes were interred inthe Sturgis 
Cemetery. lice, after trying to live on her own in Medicine Hat 
following Oscar's death, moved in with Waren and Josie in 
Saurgs. She moved tothe Arborfield Care Home in 1991 and died 
peacefilly in April 1996 of peumonia complications. She to0 
‘was cremated and her ashes interred inthe Sturgis Cemetery: 

On July 28, 1941, Hazel marred Ivor Pollock. They adopted 
Richard (bor August 18, 1945) on Novernber 20,1945 and later 
had Gioria on October 5, 1946 and Randolph on February 25, 
1949, They lived in and around Sturgis. They moved to Medicine 
Hat, Alberta in 1950, While Hazel was inthe hospital, Ivor let the 
family. For the next seven years she lived on her own working &s 
1 waitress and raising her three children. In 1957, Hazel met 
Harold Henderson. On June 8, 1969, Hazel finally obtained her 
«livorce from Ivor and maried Harold on October 7, 1969. Harold 
was diagnosed with cancer and died on February 3, 1972. Hazel 
ret George Greenstein in 1973 and they are stil together 

‘Waren joined the Navy in 1941 and served ia World War IL 
until November 1945, He married Josephine Katyrynivk in 
August 1945. They had two boys, Robert in 1947 and Ronald in 
1949.

1, MELVIN HOVEY, was bom October 4, 1898 in Granite 
Falls, Chippewa County, Minnesota, U.S.A. I came to Canada 
with my parents in 1911. We shipped a catload of cattle and 
horses along with a few bits of machinery to Buchanan, We 
aurived in Apel after it had been thawing considerably. We stayed 
in the hotel overnight and in the morning, my brother Robert 
‘came for us inthe lumber wagon. Driving across Lake Lomond, 
there was 1Wo or thee inches of water onthe ic. 

‘My parents (Torger and Mary Grythe) had bought a quarter of 
lund from Pete Osberg the year before, so that was where we 
‘made our home, NW -36-6-W2, My Dad filed on NW:37-6-W2 
A few years later, he gave it up and I took it over. We used to deve 
‘hack and forth from home tothe homestead, summer and winter 
Inthe summer it was mod and mosquitoes. In the winter, there 
was lois of snow and high roads. When we hauled hay in winter 
more than likely we would upset the load two or three times 
before we got it home. 

“My pacents had a family of twelve all born before we came to 
Canada, Nels, Knute, Ole, Thomas, Geri, John, Albert, Anni, 
Edwin, Melvin, Tom and Ted, Ted was 2 great violin player. I 
played the violin for a while myself, but after he got so much 
beter than I, [uit 








‘My father never had oxen. He used horses. lot of them died 
fiom swamp fever. He had brought his horses from the states and 
they couldn't stand the climate here, They kept geting thinner and 
thinner and finally de. 

GLADYS was bom in Bames County, North Dakota on August 
16, 1908 to Richard and Annie Thompson She came to Canada 
with her parents in 1912. She had two brothers, Homer and 
Harvey and one sister, Urcell She first weat to Etoimamie 
School, which was four miles from home. They dida’t go to 
schoo! very mech because they had sver to ross with no bridge. 
In the spring, the water was too high, and in the winter, the 
weather was to cold. They had a horse and a sleigh but they were 
half frozen when they got to school and there was no bam forthe 
horse. Later, they built Willowdale School (Midland) and they 
went there. was about thisteen when I started Willowdale and we 
all stated back in Grade 2 again. There was only six months of 
school there, but we attended as much as we could, 

‘Our family had pigs running outside at that time. They were 
about a quarter mile from home and when or heed man (Gunner 
Berg) was going home he heard an awful noise inthe bushes. He 
thought it sounded like a pig squealing. When he went to look, 
there was a pig with bear on its back! He had aleady eaten a big 
hole in the pig's back and the pig coulda’t get away. Gunner ran 
back to our house, got 2 gun, ad Killed the beat. The pig was so 
badly hurt that it had to be butchered. We could not waste th 
meat. It was avfil to see that big bear with its arms around the 
Pig. Tht’ one thing, I’ never forge. 

‘When we were young kids, there were plenty of gophers ealy 
in the spring, They used to pay us penny ati at dat time. We'd 
take the ils off and let them go again, thinking they'd 
another tal and we'd make double dhe money. We'd be out there 
with pals of water to drown them out and a dog that would cath 
them when they came out of ther hole. Sometimes, we'd lay a 
snare over the hoie and lay on our stomachs to wait, We'd pull the 
snare up when we saw their heads pop up 

In 1927, Gladys Thompson and I, Melvin Hovey were martied, 
‘We lived with my folks for four years. We, thea, moved on the 
‘homestead where my brother had a ten by twelve foot shack built 
‘of amarack fogs. We put another shack beside this one to use for 
kitchen, We had the beds in Albers shack with a onib in the 
comer. During that year, we built our own place. 

‘When Gwen, our first baby, was eight months old, she went 
Into convulsions and Gladys didn’t know what to do. The baby 
stiffened up and couldn't be held, Gladys ran out end called tome, 
“She's dying! What can we do?” 

Finally she seemed to come out oft After phoning either Mrs 
Strand oF Mrs. Olson we were tld it sounded like convulsions. 
‘She said fo put the baby ina tub of warm water if it happened 
again. The baby went into convulsions again and 1 got war 
Water and bathed her and she came out of it, We took her Canora, 
in the Model T. It was a long way to go. They kept her in the 
hospital for about a week. She never had any more attacks afer 
that. They sad it was from her tsth Our second baby, Mare, was 
sickly and she didn't walk til she was sixteen months old. When 
she was seven months old, she only weighed seven pounds. We 
‘thought that we'd lose her. Finally, we took her to Dr, Warten in 
‘Canora and he gave us some medicine. She go better 























T purchased a Huber Tractor from Henry Rosasson for 
breaking- a change from using horses. The first few years on the 
homestead we had alo of gophers. sent the two oler girs out 
with a pail of gopher poison and they really cleaned them out. We 
always kepta few cows to milk to sot of keep the big bad wolf 
from the door 

‘All our children attended Midland School. We have four 
daughters and one son. Gwen was born August 28, 1928 and 

ried Howard Scharfenberg October 30, 1953. Marie was born 
November 11, 1929 and married Peter’ Okrainetz October 2, 
1953. Vernon was bom May 9, 1935. Marlene was born 
September 17, 1936 and maried Wiliam Pasiechnik October 7, 
1961, Claudia was bor June 18, 1939 and married Joho 
Pasiechnik October 7, 1961. We have fifteen grandchildren and, 
25 great-grandcildren 

‘Melvin and Gladys have celebrated both their fiftieth and their 
sixtcth wedding anniversaries, Dad passed away Ocotober 7, 
1994.

HRUSHKA, William (Bill) and Theodora 


‘Hruska, Theodora and Wasyt 


‘Wasyl (Bill) Hrushka was bom in 1893 in the village of 
Wolkivsi, Wester Ukraine, The Hrushka family received leters 
from relatives who had emigrated to Canada in the late 1800's 
They encouraged Bill's parents to come to this wonderful country 
‘where land was cheap, There were forests, hay lands and plenty 
‘of wild animals for food. It was an opportunity to be your own 

In the Ukraine you might own one or two acres of land, but 
mostly you worked for landlords with litle chance t0 better 
yourself, all in ll, a meagre existence. 

In the spring of 1903, the Hrushkas and eighteen othe families 
sold whatever lind dey owned, their houses, cows, garden 
‘products and set out for this new land, They travelled by tain to 
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the German part of Hamburg. There they boarded the freighter 
“Bulgaria”, It took 14 days to reach Helifax, From Halifax they 
travelled by train to Winnipeg, Manitoba and then on to Sion, 
Manitoba where relatives awsited them and where they spent 
Some time until they were abl to ile for a homestead, 

Tn the summer of 1904 they bought a fam five miles from 
Garland. Priie chickens and rabbits were plentiful, bear and 
moose often came close to the house. But the land was very poor 
s0 in 1906 they moved to a farm near Ethelbert, Manitoba 
[Neighbours lived much closer to each other so it was easier to 
‘organize building bees. Because jobs and money were very scarce 
Bill and his brother Dmytro helped cut cordwood, which was then 
sold Hay was cut with aseythe and the garden worked up with a 
spade, Walking was the most common means of transportation 
This land was stoney with forests and swamps. It was almost 
impossible to make a living. 

‘Word yas received that many Doukhobours were leaving 
Saskatchewan for British Columbia, so the Saskatchewan 
‘government was selling this land atthe usual homestead price of 
$10.00 for 160 eres. The land was very good, so in the spring of 
1907 the Heushkas and many other families moved to 
Saskatchewan, 

The railroad went as far as Bento, Manitoba. The women and 
children go off the tran at the Benito station and waited forthe 
‘men who arived three days later on af 
rmachinery and the household effects. Fourteen miles west of 
Benito they drove through four Doukhobour settlements. They 
‘were offered meals and fresh baked bread to take with them. 

‘Nicholas filed for land near a setlement called 
‘The Doukhobours were very good neighbours, supplying them 
with food and anything they needed until they were abe to be on 
their own. With the help of neighbours who supplied doors and 
‘wo small windows, a log house was built 

Bill and his brothers were growing up and could help clear the 
land. Tn 1908-10 the railroad was being built from Benito to 
Preecevlle and behind it small towns such as Arran, Pelly 
Norquay, Hyas, Stenen, Sturgis and Preeoevlle were springing 
wp. 

‘On February 13, 1916, Bill martied Theodors Babuik. He 
‘bought a fam for $85.00 in the Pely district. His parents gave the 
young couple a team of horses, «plow and barrows. Now they

(On July 26, 1917 Stella was born. The next year an outbreak of 
the influenza epidemic or what was known as the Spanish Flu 
‘occurred, That November the whole family was ill. John was 
‘bom on November 21, 1918. Somehow they all survived, Stella 
and Joh attended a country school called Podoli, but they would 
eventually ned to aitend high school. In 1926, Bill and Theodora 
sold thei frm and moved to Sturgis, Saskatchewan thus allowing 
their children to attend the high school there. Pauline was born on 
October 31, 1927 and the family was complete 


Bill started « hamess and shoe repair shop where the Toronto 
Dominion Bank building now stands. He operated this business 
‘until 1950 when it was sold to Alex Samborsky. His shop had a 
Jong counter and at one end of ita checker board was set up. It 
vas a great meeting place for talk and a game of checkers,

Sturgis ad a small dance hall, so Albin Stennes and Werner 
Soderiund were hired to enlarge it. After the completion, the hall 
was wired for electricity and Bill was hited a caretaker, job he 
held for more than 20 years. He kept a record ofthe halls income 
and expenses. One page from this record book is as follows:

Bill was very active inthe building ofthe Ukrainian Orthodox. 
CChureh in Stags. He served as secretary onthe church board for 
‘numberof years and sang inthe choi. After selling his business 
he hauled ges for Peter Yuzik and did carpentry work. He kept a 
record of many events in Sturgis and enjoyed being a member of 
the READ. Club. Bill died Sunday, May 25, 1980. 

‘Theodora Babuik came to Canada in 1912 with her mother 
Paulina and her brother John. Her father came in 1908 hoping to 











establish himself before sending for his family. They travelled by 
teain to Antwerp, Belgium where they waited two weeks for & 
Ship. Ittook 14 days to reach Quebec City. They were taken othe 
Immigration building where a doctor checked their ears and eyes, 

Boarding a tain, they weat through Montreal and then on to 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. Once again, they waited at an immigration 
building fora tain to Swan River, Manitoba. This building ad @ 
stove where you cooked your meals, a few beds and lts of floor 
space to sleep on, People often waited a week or more fr trains. 
Finally they reached Swan River with another three-day 
before they reached Arran, Saskatchewan, 

‘They arrived October 14,1912. Because it was harvest time no 
‘one came to meet them, so carrying their belonging they walked 
to the grandparents homestead. What a disappointment. to 
Theodora! The house was very small with tiny windows and a 
thatched roof. They lived with the grandparents until spring When 
Theodor’s father came home after having worked at a lumber 
camp all winter 

‘The family moved onto rented land and Theodora was enrolled 
at the Poldolia school which she attended for two months 
Because they had no land of their own, they moved in with an 
tuncle whose wife had died. Once again Theodora went back to 
School. School was usually in session for 3-4 months or for as 
Jong asthe school board could pay the teacher: She attended for 
three more years and finished her Grade 5 

When Theodora turned 15, she worked ata hotel in Kamsack. 
Her job was o make beds and look after the owner's children, Her 
‘wages were $8.00 a month which could buy her a blouse, skirt 
and shoes. She syed in Kamsack fora year and then moved back 
home. In 1916 she marred Bill Heushka. They lived with Bills 
parents fr a year and then moved toa frm ten mies from Ply, 
Saskatchewan, 

There they built their home and an outdoor clay oven. The 
house, with the help of neighbours, was built from fogs and 
plastered with clay. When the clay died, lime was used to white 
‘wash it, She was very proud of her house because it had four 
oom instead of the usual two. The house stood on a sandy hill 
with aslough below. Iwas an ideal spot for snakes, and they were 
plentiful. They lay in the warm sand, slithered down for water, 
and then retumed to the san. 

Bill and Theodora moved to Saurgs, bought a lot and built a 
house. Because the shoe repair business yielded very litle money, 
‘Theodora supplemented their income by digging seneca roo, 
‘drying and selling them. Cranberries, saskatoons, and mushrooms 
‘were plentiful and these were canned and dried for winter. 

Teordocas father-in-law, now a widower came to lve with the 
family. He brought two cows with him. Most people in Sturgis 
kept acow ortwo and pastared them where the sports grounds are 
now located. Chickens were kept fenced in te back yards. Eggs 
‘ould be bought at five dozen for $0.25, coffee $0.40 a pound and 
bologna $0.15 a pound, and to have a dress sewn the cost was 
$0.25. 

‘The years went by. Stella and Job graduated. Stella became @ 
teacher and taught at Netchie ills, Oleskiw and Woodlight. She 
‘married Tony Temrick in Vancouver in 1943, They had two 
children. Mark and his wie Shelley live in Revelstoke and Mark 
‘works fr the Department of Highviays. Teresa was killed ina car 
accident atthe age of 24, Stella died March 31, 1995, 
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John served two years in the RCAR He maried Olga 
Slusarchuk in Edmontoa, Alberta in 1944, He served as branch 
‘manager for 22 years at Beaver Lumber and 20 years as a sales 
representative for Inland Cement. He is retired and both he and 
his wife reside in Edmonton. They have four children. Adrienne 
has a master’s degree from MoGill University as an X-Ray 
‘Technician. Lilian marvied Terry Tymehuk. Gary, with his wile 
Karea, ive in Phoenix, Arizona where he is vice president of 
MCL (A telecommunications company). Daniel is married to 
Suzanna and is employed by Edmonton power. Pauline became a 
teacher and taught in Meadow Lake, Pearl Creek and Corofin, 
‘She married Adam Wihldal in 1955 in Melville and they had two 
children, Alexandra is & member ofthe Regina City Police and 
Mark with his wife Collen live in Hinton, Alberta where he is @ 
locomotive engineer for C.N.R. at Jasper, Alberta In 1977 Adam 
died, Pauline married Ralph Lee in 1983.

I, Steven Donald Hryhorash ("Don"), was bom in Canora Sept. 
20/4. Latived in Sargs June 30/50 with my mother to live with 
‘my new "dad". Previously my parents were separated and we 
lived with grandmother in the own of Canora. 

Twas told that I would have kids to play with, a farm to romp 
‘round and animals and a dad, This would be music to any 8 year 
‘old, This also meant I had cousins close by as well (Tderashs) 

‘Couatry life now meant driving ® tractor for harvest and 
‘walking 3 miles to Kopje school. The 3 miles meant muddy roads 
and plugged up bicycles or greasy boots. Winter meant harsh 
‘winter mosdy traveling by horse 

Mother and I settled on NW-12-35-4-W2 (R.M. #834), owned 
by late Joe P. Firomski who had opened this land by hand when 
the was a young person. All the buildings were made of logs. 

For new relatives, Thad Marion (bor Avg. 28/34), Jeannete 
(bom Oct. 19/40), Vitor bom Oct. 2/44). Lila was bom Dec. 
1230 and was already maried when Mom and I rived. Delmar 
‘born Nov. 254, 

‘Whe I ventured out on my own I was handed a suitcase a bas 
ticket and advised to try Regina as a jb location. This meant no 
‘more trees but prairie winds and cit life, I missed my relatives so 
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“far away. I married Mavis Mary Tyson, another farmers 
daughter and we were mamtied in 1965. We have a daughter, 
(Cindy, who works ina floral warehouse, My daughter became & 
‘widow ata very young age. 

‘There are many memories ofthe "good old days: Country roads 
became completely impassable so caterpillars (bulldozers) had to 
bbe used. Okrainetz road was the main road. This didnt top school 
attendance because horse trails were made across the fields. Our 
comer was blocked as well so we had to use the pasture trail 
through the woods asa detour (known as Walter Mason pasture). 

Hay was stacked by pitch fork. Thad an option of pitching loose 
hay and walking or else make the hay tack (on platforms) 

‘Winter transportation meant the use of horses. But when there 
was a tip to town (8 miles) usually meant the truck had 10 be 
piled to start. When the tractor had 10 be started for "chop" 
grinding well that meant “Good luck" or else the cattle had to 
Sette for raw oats and a warm spell 

Since telephones were rare, we ended up walking or riding 
horse back to deliver phone messages to neighbors. Most 
messages were about lumber deliveries ready at Sturgis Timber 
Board ora olative arriving by bus. 

Winter meant me knitting socks or mits. I progres to produce 
‘wool thread once I had carded and spun tito thread all done by 
peddle power spinning machine. 

[At the farm We never had electcity or runing water. The last 
rightly chore was to bring in water and the lantern at the same 
‘ime, This isa skill job because one had 2 full pails of eold water 
and a hot later glas, all with 2 hands (No splashing now!) 

‘School meant electricity. Light bulbs, seemed strange 
compared to lantem or lamp. For one thing, no cleaning of 
Taps. 

‘Our school had large furnace downstairs. At times the heat 
was so intense that my’ sisters plastic laces melted because of 
‘where ber desk was. However nobody knows why the tacherage 
‘was always cold as it had a wood heater and wood stove that also 
reqiired wood. It would have been wise for someone to add a duct, 
from fumace to teacherage as there was heat spare! 

Every day we said the Lord's Prayer together and sang Oh 
‘Canada or God Save the Quoen, I believe this made ita better 
place in our school and our hears in those days: something that 
today's schools lak,

Andrew and Dora Heynyshyn, He was educated at Woodlight 
‘School. He worked with his parents on the farm and when they

George vas the oldest child of Jim and Andrina Johnson. 
George was born March 8, 1903, in Pilot Mound, USA. In 
1910, the family immigrated to Canada and lived in the Canora 
area. In 1911, they moved to their homestead south of Sturgis 
George took all of his education atthe Corofin School 

‘As.a young man George did some tapping. He also worked 
a afarmhand and ran the steamers inthe threshing season, 

In 1929, he weat o work for John Weterlund, This is where 
hhe met Joan Palaniuk. They were martied December 29, 1933, 
in Preecevill. George and Joan helped his father on the farm 
after his mother passed away in 1934, He started farming in 
1937. They lived on ths farm until 1946 when they moved to 
Tadmore. In 1948, they moved a house into Sturgis and lived 
there, George worked with his brother, Johnny and Ed Doyle 
moving buildings. During the winter months he worked in the 
bush. In 1957 George went to work for Dale Construction in 
Lady Lake, hauling gravel. He worked for the company in B.C., 
Alberta, and the Northwest Territories 

Through the years George and Joan had six children, Robert 
Eugene was bo July 17, 1934. He married Katie Kopeck on 
November 13, 1954. They live in Saskatoon and have three

After completing Grade 8, Johnnie worked in the bush for tree 
years with John Pollock. Johnnie then took over the mill and did 
ihe sawing. Inthe beginning there were about te to twelve men 
‘working at the camp. Farmers would come in and haul out the 
lumber tothe farm, they would receive lumber in payment forthe 
hauling they had done The price of lamber was so low ducing the 








Depression, that one barely made a goof it, After there was no 
lumber left st dhe mil, Johnnie worked for Wester Construction, 
hauling lumber to Ushta, north of Usherville, where the planer 
was. He hauled day and night forfour years, then got out of the 
lumber business and went into general tucking in Sturgis, 
Johnnie got into the moving business with Ed Doyle and Frank 
Bartch, in 1954. After this partnership dissolved, Johnnie 
continued on with his sons. Over a period of years, the price of 
Tumber crept upwards. Johnnie porchased Bob Johnson's mill 
‘west of Ushervill, and hauled tothe Saskatchewan Timber Board 
in Suurgs fr a few years. In 1970 when the Timberboard ceased 
‘operations, Johnnie received a bonus for having the best quality 
of lumber. Johnnie then went into partnership with Chester 
Carson, operating @ milli the Woody Lake area. Aer a fe 
‘years, Jonnie bought Chester out, and moved the mill north of 
‘Norquay. Johnnie had a crew of about twenty-five men working 
for him, including his two sons. Johnnie retired in 1973. 

William and Suzanna Janzen immigrated from Germany to the 
‘USA in the ate 1800's, Tey lived in the Dakotas until coming to 
(Canada and homesteading in the Yorkton area, There they had ten 
chien, six boys and four girls, the youngest being Lily, bora in 
1912.

Russell and Margaret met in Sturgis in 1930 when Russell 
began working as a buyer for the Searle Grain Company. He 
became a good friend of Margaret's brothers, Vere and Adrian 
His four years of farming up here didn’t prove too successful, 0 
when Mr. Hank Thrall, umpire of most ball games and 
Superintendent forthe Searle Grain Company, offered him a job 
‘uying grain in Sturgis, he gladly accepted, 

Russ took some time off for an operation. When he was ready 
to go back to work he was sent to Canwood, Sk, ity miles north 
of Prince Albert and then to Robin Hood. During this time he 
‘eamed seventy-five dollars « month out of which he paid board, 
Paid some on old doctor’ bills and some on furniture. When the 
furniture was paid for, they decided to get martied.

Being 
involved in these activities did't leave much time fr studying. 
Following graduation from high school in 1956, Claude studied 
Engineering at the Univesity of Saskatchewan until 1958, He 
then transferred tothe University of linois in Urbana, where he 
received hhis B.Sc, in Civil Engineering in 1961. During the 
summers he was employed by various engineering and 
construction companies working in the area of natural gas 
Pipeline construction in Saskatchewan and Ontario. In December 
1960, Claude married Claudete Laberge of Sudbury, Ontario, 
fier a year working in British Columbia on the engineering and 
construction of a crude oil and products pipeline from Foe St.

Hel completed high school in Wynyard, and Normal School 

gna, At I8, he took his first teaching job at a iay one-room 
School north of Hyas, near the hamlet of Danbury Although he 
taught 32 pupils, he considered himself lucky; some of his 
buddies had as many as 70 students! 

‘The following year e taught at Norda, ner his parents farm 
‘and the school that he had attended asa boy, and then moved on 
‘o Outlook. It was at this time, in onder fo obtain a position 
frequently denied to “rumigrans®, that he changed bis name from 
Brynjoltson to Jolson, 

‘When Helgi tells stories, he always remembers names and 
places by the car he had at that time. At Nora he drove his 
Parents 1924 Model "T* which, at Oudook, was replaced by a 
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modem 1929 Ford Sedan Model “A. Within the first year 
however, he made a del on a brand new motorbike, 

Helgi taught Grade 7 and 8 in his homeroom, as well as high 
school science. He also became very involved with the Boy 
Scouts, much to the relief of the Grade 5 and 6 teacher in the 
adjacent classroom. She called upon him for assistance with 
unruly boys that were "his" oy scouts... and thei story begins 

CGuendolyn Ruth Griffiths, was bom at Trelleck, near Crd, 
Wales on March 22, 1910. As a young git, she came to Canada, 
where she stayed with her father, Alber, a carpenter, while her 
‘mother and sister, Phyllis, reumed to Wales. Ruth received her 
early education in the Carot River district, and later attended the 
Beaiford Road Collegiate and the Normal School in Saskatoon, 
Aer ist teaching in Hanford, she moved to Outlook, where she 

et Heli. Ruth may have despised the motorcycle, bu that did't 
‘curtail their relationship They were married July 12, 1983 

They subsequently made their home in Leroy, where Helgi 
became principal and continued to pursue university education 
He received B.Sc. in 1937 and a B. Ein 1940, the same years 
as their first two children, Linda and Murray arrived, 
frequently told family story, which delighted both Helgi and Ruth, 
involved selling the family ear in order to pay hospital bills 
incurred by Murray's birth. Linda, who loved to ride inthe car, 
suggested that pechaps they could give Murray back and keep the 
car instead, 

In 1941, the family moved to Moose Jaw, where Helgi taught 
in the technical school. He subsequently enrolled in officer 
training near Montreal, then t© navigational school in River, 
‘Manitoba. Until his release from the Royal Canadian Air Force ia 
1945, he served as a Navigation Instructor in Regina. Their son, 
Gary, was born in May 1943, 

After teaching in Saskatoon in the summer of 1945, on the 
advice of a good friend Helgi applied to the Department of 
Ediucation fora superintendents positon. The family moved to 
Saurgis that summer, Barbara was bor in 1946 and thei third 
son, Laurie arived in 1949, 

Helgi regards the next 20 years of his life as being the most 
challenging and regarding of his career. He recalls rapid grow in 
education, development of new programs, school openings in 
remote areas where roads were almost non-existent, and 
‘expansion of high school services tothe entre School Unit #35, 
which extended from Norquay to Lintlaw and North to 
Ushenville. One highlight of many was the establishment of an 
annual achievement testing program, the fist of its kind in the 
province, for elementary students in reading, language, and 
arithmetic. Test results were helpfil in determining unit standards 
and in setting programs for children with varied abilities. Board 
support, in providing essential resources, teacher efforts, in 
administering tests and using results, were instrumental in 
‘organizing and coordinating effective programs. 

Because teaching was in hr heart and soul, Ruth resumed her 
career in 1953-54, teaching Grades one through eight in the West 
Ajax School district. Gary, Barbara and Laurie remember some 























wild and adventurous times when they accompanied their mom to 
the country. They lived in the two-room teacherage during the 
week and, if roads were passable, Helgi would fetch them home 
forthe weekends 











After two year stint at Ajax, "Mrs. spent one year in Hyas, 
and one year at Preeceville High School before teaching English 
‘and French atthe Sturgis Composite. Ruth's goal was o always 
offer her best to her students; for that reason, she pursued her own, 
education trough seminars and summer classes. She obtained 
ber B. A. degree in 1960 and, after a leave of absence, graduated 
with distinction from the B. Ed, Program 1961. She still found 
lime to teach Sunday School and CGIT (Canadian Girls in 
Training), 

‘The Sturgis area was an ideal locaton in which to mise 
family. The hill, river, and picturesque countryside offered an 
endless choice of activites for everyone. In hindsight, the biggest 
challenge facing Helgi and Ruth was that of keeping tabs on the 
ids. If they werent building fort in the backyard, they were 
serounging material fo build super hide-outs along the river. 
skiing on the "big hill”. orracing toboggans to see who could 
duck under the racetrack fence with out falling of... or shooting 
chickens from upstairs windows 

So many stores, told when the family gets together, relate 10 
fabulous friends and good times either in Sturgis or Crystal Lake!? 
Didnt everyone learn to drive, going around, and around and 
around the race track? What really happened a the drive-in? Did 
the town policemen really miss the odd til... or was that ust a 
ruse by pranksters? Did Jack Tay ever forgive the family dog, 
Toby, for scaring the chicken right out of it’ erate, for chasing it 
all over the Northem Cafe, forthe barking and squawking, boxes 
falling, feathers flying, chicken poop covering everything? 
Children and grandchildren have grown up heating ofthe Sturgis 
‘escapades and joining in laughter that Fades not with passing 
‘years. 

Although leaving Sturgis was difficult, they did so in 1965, 
‘when Helgi accepted a postion as Superintendent of Yorkton 
Regional High School and Yorkton Sehool Unit and Ruth joined 
the Yorkion Composite School staff, When the Regional High 
‘choot opened in 1966, Ruth became a member of the English 
Department, and Helgi as the Assistant Director of Curriculum, 
Planning, worked in Regina developing Chemisty, Biology and 
Physies programs. 

Ruths commitment to education was apparent throughout her 
lite, She continued to take clases in oral French and literature, 
and was a charter member of both the Canadian Council of 
‘Teachers of English and the Saskatchewan Teachers Federation, 
Ruth passed away March 31, 1981, on her way home from 
school, at the age of 71 years. "Mrs. J" continues to be an 
inspition to many; her work and genuine concer for all her 
students is still remembered. In June 1981, a Ruth Jolson 
Memorial Scholarship was awarded in recognition of her 
‘oustanding qualities as a teacher and colleague, While ber 
accomplishments in the field of education were outstanding, 
however, her greatest role was sil tht of "Mom. 

After brief move to Regina, Helgi, who has been skiing since 
his father helped him strap on barrel staves as a youngster, 
retumed to Yorkton where he continued his involvement in 
(Cross Country Ski Club. His love for the "Crystal Lake life" and 
his fondness of Sturgis area brought him "back home". As though 
‘wind surfing kayaking, sling and x-country and downhill skiing 
‘were not enough to Keep him physically ft, he took up pater 
dancing. In Noveriper, 1992 he married his dancing partner, Gena 









































Clark: Gena passed away Jan. 2, 1998, Hela currently lives in 
‘Sturgis and continues to enjoy dancing several evenings a week 
skiing in te winter months and golfing and cottage lite at Crystal 
Lake during the summer.

1, Pearl, was the sixth child of Oscar and Winnffed (Winnie) 
(Olson bor on June 1, 1923 during a thunderstorm in Sturgis at 
the home of Mrs. Hollingsworth, a midwife. I grew up on SE 18- 
35-4-W2nd where my parents operated a mixed farm, At first we 
had twelve to sixteen horses to work the land and complete 
bamyard tasks, A herd of twenty cows had tobe milked by hand. 

During the thinies life was very tough and cash was scare. I 
‘was too young to feel deprived because almost everyone was in 
the same siuation. We had our own beef, amb, pork, chickens 
and a large garden, Nevertheless, I remember one dry year when 

potatoes were so smal they were boiled with the skins on and, 
peeled atthe table, 

attended Kopje Schoo! three and a half miles away, During 
winter we picked up our neighbours, the Matison's and travelled 
to school by cutter or sleigh pulled by horses. In order to keep our 
feet warm, a large stone was heated in the oven overnight, 
rapped in rags and then placed in the cuter: In the spring, we 
rode horseback because ofthe roads and in the summer walked or 
drove by buggy and later went by bicycle. The horses ridden by 
the children were watered at noon at a creek one-half mile away. 

My Dad passed away in 1940. Mother continued to operate the 
farm with us girls leaming both inside and ouside work. I liked 
mowing the hay and operating the binder frst with horses, then 
later with a tractor. Work also included geting wood for heating 
the house, heating water in the cattle trough and cleaning out the 
bam, 

T attended Normal School in Regina and stated teaching at 
Kisbey, SK, but only fora short time as I was needed to help at 
home. 

1 married Joln Karcha on October 25, 1948, We setled on the 
NW 26-35-5-W2 located one-half mile north of Lady Lake along 
#9 Highway (only a road then). That was quite a change for me - 
taking up housekeeping! We operated a mixed farm, grew grain 
and kept catle, pig, chickens, and ducks. We milked number of 
cows. We had no running water until 1970, ater we dug many 
Wells, some two hundred and twenty-five feet deep looking for 
Water, or electricity until early 1960's. Johnnie spent many days 
cutting wood, bauling it home, cutting it into stove lengths and 
splitng it. Water was hauled forthe cattle until we dug a dugout 

















Johnnie drove the school bus to Sturgis for twenty-two years 
after Sunny Brae School, located at Lady Lake, closed in 1965. 
We have gradually reduced our farming activities 

Johnnie and Thave two sons, Wade and Duane. 

Wade was bom on May 31, 1953, He marted Judy German on 
April 20, 1974, Wade and Judy bave three sons: Cal, Garet and 
Kurt. Wade was employed by the Toronto-Dominion Bank in a 
number of locations attaining the position of Branch Manager.

Karchie, ohn and Anna 


John Karchie was bom in 1869 in the village of Kucharova in 
the tentitory of Ukraine called Bukovina ~ “the land of beech 
wees” That Carpathian Mountain area of approximately 10,000 
square kilometres extended 100 kilometers west ofits major city, 
CChemivsi andthe same distance south into the curent country 
‘of Romania, In 1861, it became a province of the Austo 
Hungarian Empire, (Kocharov, Buckowina, or Bocovina may 
have been other spellings or versions) Regardless, John Karchie 
immigrated to Canada from Bukovina, Ukraine in 1904. He filed 
fora homestead (one quarter of land) one mile east and two ales 
north of where the village of Lady Lake is located. His land vas 
directly north of the bomestead of his brother Aremay Karcie, 
who was the first Karcie to come to Canada in 1908. John’s 
‘brother Bill migrated to Canada later, but because ofthe death 














ofa family member he went back othe old country. He never did 
return to Canada 

Those fist few years John worked hard clearing the land and 
then using the logs to build a house so that eventually his wife 
could join him. Unfortunately his fist house was destroyed by 
fire. Sadly the family lost many keepsakes that John brought from 
his homeland. Undaunted, he proceeded to construct another 
house hoping it would be completed before his wife and infant 
son artived in 1906, 

‘Anna Postulot (Postulata), who was borin 1878 inthe village 
‘of Moiodiva (also pronounced and spelled Mologeva) in the 
‘Ukrainian territory of Bukoving, maried John Kerchie in 1903 
Anna immigrated to Canada in 1906 with thei rst-born child, a 
son Bill who was one year old. She first came to Canora, 
Saskatchewan and stayed with the Ludba family for 
approximately two weeks until dheir second farm home was 
‘completed.

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Both hard workers, John and Anns continued to clear the land 
in onder t0 grow crops. In the late fall and during the winter 
‘months, John worked inthe coal mines near Estevan in southem 
Saskatchewan. Anna also helped stooking during the harvest 
season. She also contributed to providing a livelihood for her 
family by digeing seneca rors. Misfortune once again stuck — 
nother fire. Only the atc part ofthe house was damaged, but in 
those years, the atic arcas of many homes were like another 
storey or level, providing sleeping as well as storage 
accommodations, Again, a tank containing personal belongings 
inthe way of pictures and clothing was destroyed, 

In approximately 1918, the Karchie family sold thei and inthe 
Lady Lake distit and moved to Sturgis. The move was made so 
that the children would have better access to school and to an 
education since on the homestead farm, they were eight miles 
fom Sunny Brae Sehool and during much ofthat time, John was 
‘working in the coal mines in Estevan. Thus, he was unable to help 
drive the children on the long journey by horse to school, 

John frst purchased a seven-acre parcel of land on the edge of 
Sturgis. The land was Jocated between the railroad and the old 
road to Preecevlle. (Interestingly, the old road bridge sill stands 
jst south ofthe present bridge on Highway 9 west) The land was 
‘on the northeast side ofthe raiload where Mr. and Mrs, Allan 
Sweet once lived and where Colleen and Elmer Jackson now 
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reside. Thy arrived on land that had no house o barn, and so for 
the fist tle while lived ina lage tent until a storm demolished 
the temporary shelter The Oxley family, who had jst built anew 
home, offered their older log house to John and Annaif they could 
move it to their land. This was done, and litle by litle, ations 
Were made to house the fanly, Late, Joba and Anna increased 
their land holdings when they purchased land from Mr. E. Evans 
~ land northwest of where the Saskatchewan Timber Board 
Lumber Yard was stunted. (Much later, Anna sod this land tothe 
‘Town of Sturyis.) The family then moved ino the house on this 
land, Their older log home became a temporary residence for 
several families that were between permanent homes — namely 
the Walter Downs family the Ed Hear family, the Arthur Simes 
family, and son Mike Karchie and his newly-wed wife Anne. 

Hete the Karchies raised horses, cat, and sheep; they often 
srazed their livestock on the school quarter, where the Sturgis 
(Coop farm was later established. John also farmed the land, 
growing hay and cereal crops. He also worked as a farm labourer 
around Regina during harvest ime. In adition, he performed odd 
jobs in Sturgis and district. Often, he was called to assist in 
veterinarian dates 

In the 1930's, Anna and daughters Christina, Elizabeth, Rose, 
Lila, Annie, and Eva and son Bll drove out the Kootenays in 
British Columbia in search of work. The family being uncertain 
as to the Jong term permanence of work in B.C:, John stayed 
behind in Sturgis, continuing to find work as best he could 
Remember, it was the time of the Great Depression in Canada 
Anna didn't stay long and returned to Stugis and the farm which 
she missed 

John and Anna readily fit into the areas where they lived. They 
‘were well-liked by the community. John, a great tory teller, often 
enterttined young and old alike. People enjoyed his unique sense 
of humour and wit, On one occasion, he walked into the local 
town pub to hear Fred Malenka boasting to 8 number of men. “I 
am going to beat up John Karchie, and Ive got the money to do 
it” Slowly walking to Malenka, John casually tapped him on the 
shoulder and calmly said, “T haven't the money to fight you, but I 
will ight you ‘on time" On another occasion, when John visited 
the beer parlour, the bartender Laurie Gibney brought John his 
usual glass of draft beer. Noticing tht the beer did not reach the 
fine on the glass, Karchie beckoned Gibney to his table. 
‘Questioning Laurie how much the glass of draft cost and 
receiving a reply, John pointed tothe fill-ine and asked, “How 
much costa fll glass?" Like so many individuals of his ethnic 
background, masic moved him. He played te flute. He was also 
‘good singer and an excellent dancer. In the Old Country, he was 
soldier in the Austrian Acmy. He spoke Ukrainian flenty, but 
‘he could converse also in Hungarian, German, Polish, Romanian, 
and English 

Anna provided for her family beyond the call of duty, digging 
seneca roots to supplement the family income, growing a large 
‘garden, using chickens, ducks, geese, and even guinea hens. She 
loved flowers, especially marigolds and California poppies. She 
raised sheep to supply wool that she carded and spun. The spun 
‘wool she used to weave beautiful rugs, fo make quis, and to knit 
scarves, sweaters, socks, and mills. She was definitely an 
‘excellent weaver and knitter. Lena Sjolie currently possesses a 
‘quilt that Anna made for Elmer in payment for gran, Anna's cold

‘pet names for her livestock ~ any stray dogs and cats in addition 
tw her awn dog and cats, were always welcome, 

Innatue, actions, and stitude, both Anna and John were down 
to-earth, considera, and caring individuals. They readily and 
‘openly welcomed everyone into their home. Many people 
throughout those cary, pioneer days appreciated their warm 
hospitality, generosity, and kindness. Friends lke the Danyliuks 
from Canora can atest to the Karchie hospitality. Jobn would 
remove his own livestock from the bam in oder to accommodate 
the horses of his visitors. Anna would make up beds with her best. 
linens; the visitors would have warm, downed pyrennas 
(comforters) to cover with. The Karchies may have been poor 
folk, but tere was always good food on the table. John, proud 
‘man in many ways, would want to provide the best that he could 
‘And so good conversation, laughter, perhaps at times a few tears, 
Singing, musi, a few drinks, and maybe even dancing provided a 
sociable and enjoyable aftemoon or evening. Many neighbours 
and friends, especially Maria Prekaski, Mrs. Helen Kalenchuk, 
and Mrs, Helen Melnychuk, appreciated Anna's composure 
sense of serenity, and humility. 

‘With compassion and understanding, John and Anna accepted 
George and Mary Meroniuk into their home, the children of 
Andrew Meroniuk whose wife had died. The children remained 
‘with the Karchies until Andrew remarried. For twenty-one yeas, 
Helen Homeniuk also stayed with John and Anna and family 
Helen, who had emigrated from the Ukraine, planned to live with 
her married brothers in Manitoba, but the plans did not 
materialize. Aware of what had happened, Anna and John invited 
Helen to live with them. For a period of time, Anna's special 
fiend Maria Prekaski stayed with hee. When Lena Krotenko from 
Stenen attended the Sturgis Composite High School to complete 
her Grade Twelve, she boarded and roomed with Anna 

[At one point in time ~ probably the early forties ~Join chose 
to move to Sturgis to live ina small house across the set from. 
the home of Wesley Simes, where Sam and Jeannette Cheremkora 
now reside. Anna chose o remain on the farm close tothe land 
where she could continue to raise livestock and to grow a lage 
garden. The wide-open spaces, the river meandering through her 
property, and the earthy smell ofthe land gave her life. When her 
daughter Annie took il, Annie's small child Leah came to live 
With Baba Anna. Then when Annie died, Leah remained 
permanently with her Baba. Jus as Anna had raised and cared for 
her children with love, patience, and understanding, so t00 she 
loved Leah, and Leah ia retum loved her Baba. The two were 
inseparable: one complemented the other. Their understanding 
was mutual; each served as a confidant forthe other. Leah was 
allay there for her Baba; likewise Baba was always therefor this 
orphaned child who had become like another daughter. The bond 
between the two was one to be envied. 

riginally ofthe Greek Orthodox fait, both Anna and Join 
attended the Saint Demetrius Gresk Orthodox Church 
(Romanian) locsted east of Lady Lake on a bill overlooking the 

















farm land of Artemy Karchie (where Gordon and Mary Karcha 
now live). Once Anna, John, and family moved to Sturgis a 
greater distance separated them from ther church, bu this did not 
deter them from worshipping there. Their daughier Lena fondly 
recalls the many Sundays and occasions when she and ber sister 
‘Mary would remove their shoes and walk barefooted all the way 
from Sturgis to this country church. Why barefooted? Primarily 0 
protect and save their shoes from the wear and tear ofa dirt road 
The memory of having only one pair of shoes in the entre 
Katehi family sill lingered. How could one forget that in the 
winter time only one member ata time could leave the house? 
‘Throughoutall those years the good times and the difficult times 
Anna's unwavering faith and love for her Creator, sustained her 
‘siving her the strength and the courage to cary on. 

John and Anna Kerchie were blessed with thirteen children: 
Bill (1905), Lena (1907), Mary (1908), Mike (1909), Florrie 
(1910), Christina (1912), Elizabeth (1914), Nick (1916), Rose 
(1917), Lila (1918), Allee (1920), Annie (1922), and Eva (1924),

Bill, the first child of John and Anna Karchie, was bom in 
Bukovins, Ukraine on December 29, 1908. He was 





approximately one year old when he immigrated to Canada with 
his mother in 1906. Any schooling he received was inthe home 
from a teacher who boarded with the Karchie family on their 
homestead near Lady Lake, Here, he would have helped his 
‘parents with their farming operation in whatever way he could, 

When Bill was approximately thirteen years old, his family 
moved to Snugis. AC that particular time, job choices were 
limite; thus, he worked at any job that was available. That he was 
only thirteen years old didn’t make any diference; soon, he was 
‘working on the construction ofthe Sturgis Town Hall, pounding 
rails to fasten te floor boards tothe joists. Not ony did he help 
his parents in farming ther land at Srargs, but he also worked for 
other farmers in the aes, 

‘When work was not available in Sturgis and area, he sought 
work elsewhere, finding that employment at various places in 
Saskatchewan. At Donwell near Canora, he worked for Peter 
‘Chicholik. In the Grayson area south of Regina, where he also 
worked, the large-scale farmers provided bunkhouses as living 
quarters for their workers, 

11934, his mother Anna, five of his sisters, and he motored to 
Sheep Creek, a smal village south of Nelson, B.C. Late, he 
returned to Saskatchewan to find employment as a bartender in 
the Balmoral Hotel in Yorkton, It was in Yorkton that he met Stella 
Manchok; they were maried at Roblin, Manitoba, in 1938. The 
family continued to lve in Yorkton, where a son Erne was born, 

In the 1940's, Bil joined the Canadian Armed Force, serving 
overseas during World War Il, where he was wounded, Returning 
to Yorkton, he and Stella separated, with tela taking custody of 
son Fie. Bill then moved to the Kootenays in B.C, where he 
continued to work inthe hotel industry. 

Sella Lackpin (nce Kazakof), whose husband Walter died in 
1949, was visiting family at Castlegar, B.C. when she met Bill st 
Nelson in the early 1950"s. At that ime, he was working at a hotel 
in Lund, B.C. In 1953, he moved to North Vancouver, where be 
‘married Stella, Stella’ two martied daughters Diane Law and 
Violet Carey called their mother’s new husband Grampa Bill. In 
[North Vancouver, he worked as bartender atthe S. Alice Hotel 

Tn the 1960's Bill and Stella bought a house in Sure, B.C. to 
live closer to Stella's daughters. Bill continued working in the 
‘ote industry, but before he retired, he also worked as a custodian 
at Sumner’s Iron Works (a machine shop) where his 
stepdaughters’ husbands were employed. When Stella was 
Visiing her granddaughter in Castlegar on October 12 in 1977, 
she fell down the stairs sustaining injuries which resulted in her 
unexpected deat atthe age ofsixty-ight. She was buried in New 
Westminster Cemetery in Vancouver. 

In the latter part ofthe 1980's, Bll became a resident atthe 
Hilton Villa Senior Citizens’ Home in Surrey, B.C. There he died 
at 800 pm. Saturday, February 28, 1993 at the age of eighty- 
seven, The funeral service was conducted by Reverend Bryan 
Colwet, a United Church Minister, from Avalon Surrey Funeral 
Home at 11:00 am. on Friday, March 5, 1993 with members of 
the Surrey Legion participating. Interment was inthe Garden of

Lena, the second oldest child, was born on October 10, 1907 at 
the ome of her Aunt Dominika and Uncle Artemy Karchie, 
Lena's mother Anna Karchie, huge with child, was called t0 
Artemy’s to be the midwife for Artemy's wife, and there Anna 
gave birth t0 Lena. Heartbreakingly, Aunt Dominika died giving 
birth to a stil-bor child, So went the saying at that time ~ one 
‘may expire or de, but another is born or given breath. 

Because Lena was the second oldest chilé and the oldest 
daughter, no distinct line demarcated her childhood and youth 
from ber adulthood. Conditions at that time did not give her the 
Permission to experience the usual childhood or youth; 
circumstances determined that she would become an adult before 
her time, At the age of eight, she assumed not only the 
responsibility of caring for her younger siblings (being like a 
second mother to them) but also the responsibility of duties within 
the household and of chores outside of the home. At that young 
age, she even baked bread. From that age until Lena martied and 
leftome in 1932, she was her mother's permanent helper. 

‘When the Karchie family moved toa farm on the outskins of, 
‘Sturgis in 1918, the work load remained constant. Absent for days 
‘om end digging seneca roots with some ofthe older children het 
‘mother Anna entrusted Lena with washing and ironing clothes, 
cooking, baking, canning, housecleaning. and yes, caring for the 
younger children. Gardening, yard work, providing feed and 
‘water fr te Hivestock and poultry as well 3s milking cows were 
ditional chores. Aone point in time, Lena milked sixteen cows; 
at eat, brother Mike operated the separator, but every second day 
Lena pushed a whee! barrow loaded with cream cans to the 
nallway station — a distance of approximately three-quarter mile 
fiom the Karchie fam, 

Like so many in hee family and in that period of time, she 
‘worked fr oer families in Sturgis and district. Those domestic 
duties included washing and ironing clothes and housecleaning 
for Mr, and Mrs. Walter Hughes, Mr. and Mrs. George 
‘Melnychuk, and Mr. and Mrs. Reusch. She also took in washing 
atthe farm home for many townspeople; she washed and ironed 
the clothes and her brother Nick would deliver them. 

For two-week stretches during harvest time, Lena worked for 
Melvin and Inga Mattison. Domestic help a tha time received 75 
cents per day, but the Matisons so pleased with Lena's efficiency 
and industry paid her $1.50 (double the going wages) She also 
evoked for Michael Lesanko's mother and father during harvest 
time, When Mrs. McConnell expected company, Mr. MeConnell 
‘would be knocking on the Karchie door begging Lena to come to 
their reseue. Lena also provided personal home care for Mrs 
Florence Pollock. 


























Lena also sewed for many people ~ young and old alike. self: 
salled seamstress, who did not use pattems, she created clothing 
ranging from blouses, dresses, aprons, and men’s shirts 10 
sraduation gowns, She sewed out of her home for the Brooks’ 
family, Lena Melnychuk, the Gidoracks, and the orphaned 
Meroniuk chilren afte their mother died, but she would spend a 
‘Week at a time sewing in the homes of John and Kathleen 
Lesanko and Metro and Mary Prekasi, 

Lena even experienced the role of midwife when her mother 
Anna gave birth to Lila and Rose on the homestead near Lady 
Lake. Later onthe frm at Suxgis, she was midwife when sister 
Eva was bom in 1924 and assisted in the birth of sisters Alice in 
1920 and Annie in 1922. 


Davis, Lena and Fred 


(On September 16, 1932, Lena marred Fred Davis, a handsome 
bachelor from Stenen, and joined him to live on the Jamigan farm, 
(@ half section of land) two miles east and two miles south of 
‘Stenen. That both Lena and Fred were hardworking, persevering 
and optimistic individuals cannot be doubied! Like all people 
bound to the land by love and respect, they were unassuming and 
‘ordinary country folk who appreciated and who were thankful for 
the fits oftheir Iabour and for the gifts from the universe that 
sustained them, Like so many during the depression - the dirty 
thities- both diligently laboured to eke outa living: Fred farming 
the land with horses to grow grain and rising livestock and Lena 
vowing a huge garden, raising poulty, and milking cows. Fred's 
horses ~ sleek, strong, and spirited ~ were his pride and joy. No 
‘other horses inthe district could match his. Making th eight mile 
round trip to Stenen was a breeze. Extra money eamed from 
selling cream and eggs was utilized for purchasing the bare 
necessities in clothing ordered from Eatons or Simpsons mail- 
order catalogues and for a vaviety of baking supplies from Neill 
Brothers in Winnipeg, 

Fred and Lena were blessed with three children oftheir own 
and an orphaned niece who chose to live with them. Their frst 
and oldest child, uanita Elaine, was bom on November 1, 1934 
atthe Canora Union Hospital. Five years late, on Decernber 7, 
1939 win boys Donny (Donald) Fred and Jonny (John) Lorin 
aarived on the scene. Lena vividly remembers that prior to this 
ate a rainfall melted the snow that had fallen, but on December 
7.the thermometer seared into the 70's F. How incredible that i 

















December she was able te travel to Canora in only her housecoat! 





‘That ride to Canora Union Hospital in their Model A Ford she will, 
never forget! One back tre went flat one mile west of thei fam 
by Herb and Daisy Bagnel’, and another blew by Crystal Lake 
Thus, they bounced, bumped and limped the rest of the way on 
the back rims. The trip must have so rated Fred that he rushed 
ito the hospital to el the nurses that he had sick wife in the cr. 
‘Aghast the nurses were o find instead his pregnant wife, Lena 
efinitely didn’t require any medications to induce the bth of her 
bouncing boys. In January of 1956, Leah Karchie joined the 
family becoming like another daughter for Lena and Pred and 
another sister for Juanita, Donny, and Johnny 

Alter strggling for sixteen years farming the Jamigan lan, 
Lena, Fred, and children in 1948 moved two miles north to the 
homestead of Fred's parents (N.W. 2-34-3 W2) - a traumatic 
‘move for all of them. Both Lena and Fred enjoyed a compatible 
relationship of respect, popularity, and friendship with all the 
neighbours. Furthermore, all three children enjoyed attending 
Liverpool School — a small country school one and half miles 
south of their farm. Moreso, they would be leaving behind a 
relatively new, two-storey bungalow home, On the other hand, the 
move had its advantages. Now, they would be closer to the town 
‘of Stenen (just two miles eas). But more importa, the road to 
Stenen far surpassed the one 10 Liverpool School. Atleast the 
hardships of winter driving would be eliminated. In addition, the 
homestead farm land was more fertile and less prone to drifting, 

In time, the family adjusted to their new environment. Soon 
they were experiencing a harmonious and enjoyable relationship 
with their neighbours, but all missed their spacious and warm 
hhome on the Jemigan farm. Perhaps, the final adjustment was 
made when the family built thei new house in 1963 ~ the one that 
Lena and son John presently lve in, The move also enabled all 
three children to complete their elementary schooling at Stenen, 

‘But, forthe children, the memories of Liverpool School sil 
preva. At tat time, students were allowed to travel to school by 
horse and toboggan or sleigh since a barn on the school grounds 
provided shelter forthe horses. Their father Fred, handy with a 
saw and hammer, enclosed te front of the toboggan with a type 
‘of wooden bulwark through whick the reins extended and with the 
top glassed in so thatthe driver would be protected from the rush 
of the wind but could still soe where he was going. Fellow 
students Dennis Bellows and his sister Joyce also came to school 
by horse and toboggan so Juanita, driver pa extraordinaire, urged 
on by her brothers, challenged them to race. But alas, the finish 
line ~ an opening ina fence separating wo fields ~ wasa’t wide 
‘enough to accommodate both speeding steds. Hence, the Davis 
toboggan took the brundt of @ fence post that stood in its path 
damaging the toboggan and breaking the glassed section, Don 
and John stil remember with chuckles another incident; they can 
clearly visualize their sister racing the horse homeward across the 
fled since the road was plugged with snow, and only about a mile 
away from the school did she realize that her “daring” twin 
brothers weren't in the toboggan with het. Juanita also recalls 
nother occasion; instead of going straight home one blustery day 
afterschool, she and her siblings decided to entertain the Jondle 
children (who lived across the road from the school) with 
toboggan rides. Only when all thee simultaneously saw their 
father Fred deiving his team of horses and sleigh into the Jondle 
farm yand did they hurriedly head home. Amiving there before 

















‘heir father, they quickly stabled the horse, rushed into the house, 
and fled to their upstairs bedrooms, Once they were certain their 
father was in bed, they then ventured downstairs for something to 

With generosity, hospitality, and caring kindness, Lena and 
Fred opened their door to everyone — family, neighbours, fiends, 
and yes, even travellers, Their home became a second home for 
Lena's mother Anna and father John and all hee brothers and 
sisters and their spouses and children as well as Fred’ immediate 
family. Travelling salesmen, like the Watkins and Rawieighs 
dealers, were provided with meals and lodging. First Nation's 
people enroute tothe July Ist Sports Day would stop overnight 
and ride into Stargis with the family. Since both Lena and Fred 
believed that it was better to give than to receive, visting children 
would leave with a one, or two, or five, o¢ tea dollar bill tucked 
ino their hands. Rarely did vistors leave without Lena sharing 
garden produce, dary products, preserves of jam, jelly or pickles, 
and baking —'not to mention embroidered linens, towels, 
comforters, china cups, and 50 on 

Lena, an excellent cook and baker, a model housekeeper, and 
fine seamstress, maintained and still maintains an immaculate, 
neat, and well-organized home. A visting neighbour in 1940 ran 
finger over the top edge of picture frame and then over the top 
sill ofa doorway and with overwhelming amazemeat found nota 
trace of dust: How could this slight and fragile-Iooking woman 
‘manage a five year old daughter and two infant sons as well as 
capably perform all the household duties and outside chores and 
still have a spodessly clean house? Perhaps, many neighbours did 
not know that Lena with kerosene lantern in hand would be 
foraging for vegetables inher garden at wo or three o'clock in the 
‘morning vegetables that she planed to process that day. Given 
can of pain, a hammer and nails, afew apple boxes, and some 
fabric, Lena could inexpensively tum a hovel into a cheerful 
bright, and clean area. A provider beyond compare, she could 
‘Whip up something out of nothing. Even atthe age of ninety, she 
‘was canning chicken, tomatoes, and frit, making tomato juice, 
and sauces as well as a variety of pickles, jams and jellies, 
Countess people have savoured her home-baked bread, buns, 
cinnamon rolls, apple pies, cakes, and tarts — not to mention her 
perozes, cabbage rolls, scalloped potatoes, borscht, and 50 on 
Her bountiful vegetable garden, her attractive and colourful 
flower beds, and her flowering poted container still demonstrate 
her viable, enthusiastic, and energetic “green thumb’ 

‘Their only daughter Juanita - after completing school — was 
fist employed in Preeceville as a receptionist for Dr. Gray and 
then in Canora, she worked for George Predy’ at the RM. of 
Goodlake and ater for Bill Keast who owned Canora Eletric and 
Appliances. Next, she found employment as secretary 
receptionist for Dr. Nathan Goluboff in Saskatoon and then later 
worked as a bookkeeper-typist for Doctors Armit, Crooke, and 
Stead in Regina. In Saskatoon, Juanita met Paul Juneau, an 
electrical engineer, who had just graduated from the University of 
Saskatchewan with a Bachelor of Seience degree in Engineering 
(On October 14, 1963, they were maztied at St. Henry's Roman 
Catholic Church in Melville, Saskatchewan with Thomas Novak 
(ormer parish priest at St. Patrick's) officiating. First living in 
Regina where Paul worked for Sask-Tel and then Sask Power, 
they later moved to Saskatoon, where after thirty-five years with 
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the University of Saskatchewan Paul has retired (October 31, 
1999) from his most recent postion as Associate Vice-President 
of Facilities Management. 

Lorraine Faye, born March 27, 1972, became their chosen 
daughter on June 2, 1972, but sorowully litle Loraine died 
February 21, 1973 from’ Werdnig-Hoffmann's syndrome - a 
hereditary, progressive infantile form of muscular atrophy. 
Undefeated by this tragedy, they (on December 5, 1973) adopted 
daughter Renee Lynn who was bom June 9, 1973. Graduating 
from Holy Cross High School in 1992, Renee completed a two 
year course in tel administration at Kelsey and then worked at 


the Travelodge, where she met Derek Brown whom she maried 
‘on February 5, 1994, They now have a family of three sons: 
‘Joshua Patrick (9), Samuel Fredrick (3), and Nathan Edward (two 
‘months. Residing in Saskatoon, Derek isa student at the U.of S., 
and Renee works in reservations atthe Travelodge.

When mother Anna and father John Karchie died in 1955, 
Leah Karchie (Annie's daughter) was given the opportunity 10 
live with any of her aunts —evea Aunt Lila in New York City - but 
instead, sbe chose to live with her Aunt Lena and Unele Fred at 
Stenen. There she was eadily socepted as another member of the 
family. To Leah they demonstrated the same love, patience, and 
understanding as well as kindness and caring that they accorded 
to their thee children, but perhaps at times in greater degree with 
Leah since they understood the circumstances of this orphaned 
child.

Leo was 
bom in Canora and Dave was bom in Darrel Moody's taxi on 
their way to Hudson Bay Junction It was February 1943; enroute 
stom developed and Moody got stack inthe snow about one 
half te way (about 24 miles south of Hudson Bay). The car was 
palled out by a team of horses, and Flore was on her way back 
to Berewel 

In 1944, the Budnick family moved to Hudson Bay, which 
‘became ther permanent residence. There they rented a rooming 
house from Robert Cross, Senor. Children — Jeannette, Florence, 
Jeny, Roy, Bobbie, and Bernie were bor in Hudson Bay. 

In Hudson Bay, Alex ran a bush camp. Leaming the eae trade 
from his mother’s brother Metro Prekaski, Alex also became a 
catle bayer, sipping the stock to Winnipeg. As the years passed, 
‘my dad also dealin scrap iron and bought and sold used cars and 
trucks, Basically, he was a jack of trades since he had fifteen 
children to rase. Foran uneducated man, my dad was an astute 
business man; nobody got the best of Dad. He also taught us 
children 10 be survivors. Dad died in 1992 and was buried at 
Hudson Bay 

My mom Forse was a wonderfol mother, a great cook, and a 
hale.

Nick Karchie was household name in the Hudson Bay 
Mining & Smelting Company. Everybody in Creighton, Flin 
Fion, and Snow Lake knew him. In 1959, Nick’s nephew Don 
Davis went to Snow Lake to seek emplofment with HBM&S. 
‘When he was interviewed, the Personnel Manager asked him if he 
‘knew anybody wit the company. Don replied that he knew Nick. 
Karchie, The Personnel Manager quickly responded, “You know 
[Nick Karchie? Well bei one ofthe best, if not the best miner that 

















Hudson Bay Mining and Smelting has!" According to Don, his 
Uncle Nick was the Gordie Howe of mining ~ slope shouldered, 
‘ough, stong, and persevering. From mucker to miner to shift 
boss and to mining instructor, Nick led by example. Word has it 
that Nick Karchie was the bes; there wasn't one better. In his own 
‘way, he was truly a legend 

In 1980, Nick moved to Nelson, B.C, but after a year, be knew 
it really wasn't home and he returned to his birthplace Sturgis. 
Purchasing a house that originally belonged to his elementary 
School teacher Margaret Peteson Johnson, he called his home 
“Litle House on the Prairie" In Sturgis. near family, frends and 
neighbours, he found contentment and happiness. He enjoyed 
‘working in his yard to keep it meticulously trim and manicured 

ook interest in people, enjoying their company and visitng 
wih them. 

Nick's sense of humor, his generosity and hospitality, his 
friendliness, and his humility endeared him to all. He was quick: 
witted often leaving looks of ether surprise or shock or glee on 
the faces of others. He might meet someone on the street and say 

"You are fine! How am 17", or in opening the door for someone 
he would sy, “After you, lam first!" orhe would excuse himself 
from the company of others by saying, “Time to go back to the 
ranch, Time to throw the ox over the Fence some hay." His door 
was always open — open to everyone ~ children, youth, adults, 
and old-timers. His coffe pot was always on. His home was also 
‘haven forthe neighbours’ children ~ especially the children of 
the next door Evangelical ministers Fred and Sve Hoehale, 
“Murray and Debbie Graham, and Garry and Patsy Semenyna. At 
Nick's place, there was never a shortage of candies, and children 
‘were bonafide and welcome “candy-snatchers”. No wonder there 
was an understanding amongst the ministers so that the one 
departing would advise the one ariving that Nick Karchie went 
slong with the tertitory ofthe ministry. Nick was also ordinary, 
unassuming, and down-to-earth; be never bragged or boasted 
about his undertakings and accomplishments 

Tn the three years prior to his death, Nick underwent three 
amputations tos leg which seriously compromised his freedom, 
independence, and mobility, since he was practically confined 
his home — toa wheelchair or walker. But adversity released the 
fighter in him. Courage, perseverance, and hope motivated him ro 
eventually walk and even to drive his cr. His positive atime and 
‘optimism would prompt im to exclaim, “I might be hard done 
by, but there is someone out there worse off” 

Nick was an avid card player, He also enjoyed reading, 
baseball, county driving, listening tothe radio, watching TY and, 
cating out. Nick was a veteran of World War Il, a member of the 
Sturgis Branch of the Royal Canadian Legion, a member of the 
‘Sturgis RE.A.D. Club, and an adherent ofthe Sturgis Evangelical 
Chareb, 

Nick's only daughter Marilyne, ber husband Ron Johannson, 

ee daughters Debbie, Wendy, and Sheri, and three 
grandehildren all ive in the Vancouver ara, 

Nick Karchie died suddenly and unexpectedly from a cardiac 
aanest in Preeowvlle Hospital, on Sunday, Apel 3, 1994. The 
funeral service was held at Sturgis Evangelical Church on 
‘Thursday Apzil 7, 1994 with Pastor Gary Semenyna officiating. 
Interment as inthe Sturgis Community Cemetery with Leson’s 
Funeral Home in charge of arrangements 




















NOWELL, Rose (Karchie) 
By Pat (Patricia) Nowell (daughter) 

Rose Marie Karchie was bom March 1, 1918 on the family 
farm at Sturgis. She attended public school in Sturgis to Grade 6 
level. She worked and remained on her parents’ farm until het 

necessity for survival during. the 
depression, she left to seek employment in Vancouver asa private 
hhousemaid 

‘She eventually moved east and setled in Belleville, Ontario 
<dring the war. She met and married Jim Shepherd; in 1943, they 
‘became proud parents of a daughter Judy. Unfortnately, Jim was 
Ialled in an accident just after the war 

Rose and her daughter Jody then moved to Tilsonburg, 
Ontario There Rose was employed as a waitress in the dining 
‘oom of the Arlington Hotel. It was here that she met Philip 
Nowell, a sharegrower on a tobacco farm, Phillip was separated 
from his wife and lived with his teenage soa on the farm, Rose 
‘married Phillip and she and Judy (lso in her teens) moved tothe 
farm. Rose worked in the tobacco fields, planting, hoeing 
pruning, and so on. She also had the responsibility of cooking for 
all the harvest gang. 

Rose and Philip were parents to two daughters. Phyllis was 
bom in 1955, A year later in 1956, Patricia was bom. At this 
time, daughter Judy left the farm a age sixteen and manied Don 
Dente

Rose enjoyed gardening. Every year she planted a huge 
‘vegetable garden bordered with bilantly, coloured flowers, and 
always one border consisted of sunflowers. Her summers were 
spent canning and making preserves forthe winter months ahead 
‘She lined her cellar shelves with jars of jam, relish, dil pickles, 
tnd fruit. She loved cooking and every Christmas cooked 
‘Ukrainian food and made pickled herrings. 

She loved all creatures big and small. She just loved 
chipmunks, and we spent many an afternoon trying to catch one 
for her for a pet. She could never kill a creature ~ not even a 
mouse, She once caught a mouse ina trap by is leg, opened the 
trap, kissed the mouse's head, and lett loose inthe yard! 

In 1963, Phillip underwent heart surgery for a pacemaker, His 
first night home from hospital his pacemaker failed to function, 

{ njght e died at home from a hear attack. 





‘Once again Rose was lft alone to saise er two daughters, aged 
ight and seven. She decided to move o British Columbia to be 
near her sisters at Nelson who offered her family support. 
Unforuinatly, Rose experienced very ill health, sufering first 
from a perforated ulcer and then witha fractured knee. When she 
recovered, she chose to retum to Tillsonburg, Ontario so that het 
children could be near their father's relatives and also because she 
‘was so very homesick for her close friends 

Rose raised and eared for her children with the support of a 
widow's pension, which she supplemented by doing seasonal 
work on tobacco farms as well as private housework. When 
Phyllis and Pat eft home in ther early teens, she kept house for 
‘an eldely man fr five years, 

In 1979, Rose moved to Aylmer, Ontaio to reside in a new 
senior citizens’ apartment. She continued to enjoy her gardening, 
by collecting money from al the residents so that she could plant 
beautiful array of flowers a the front entrance ofthe building. 

Rose passed away at home from lung cancer on April 25, 1995 
‘She is survived by her thee daughters, her grandchildren, nd her 
‘great-grandchildren, Daughter Iudy Dennee of Aylmer, Ontario is 
‘teacher assistant atthe local poblic school. One of her daughters, 
‘who resides in Aylmer, has two sons, Trevor and Brent, Jud 
other daughter Kerry also resides in Aylmer, where she Works in 
the hospitality industry. Rose's daughter Phyllis Moore lives in 
London, Ontario with ber two children Lindsay and Philip 
Phyllis is a medical secretary at the loeal hospital. Daughter 
Patricia Nowell lives in Perth, Wester Australia and works in 
‘community care. 














WYMAN, Lila (Karehie) 

Lill, the last child to be bom on the Karchie homestead near 
Lady Lake, was the tenth child bom to John and Anna Karchie in 
1918. She was approximately six months old when the family 
moved to Sturgis. She, like so many of hee siblings, attended the 
Sturgis Public School. When her mother Anna, her brother Bil 
and a number of her sisters travelled to British Columbia, she 
accompanied them, 

Afer she completed her elementary school education and 
before she married, she spent her time between the Karchie farm 
in Suurps andthe farm of her sister Lena and brother-in-law Fred 
Davis south of Stenen. Since Lena was an excellent seamstress, 
Lila was always well-dressed, There at Lena and Fred's, she met 
Michael (Mike) Festa whom she married in approximately 
1938. For » number of years, they lived south of Hiyas on the 
Heshka farm with Mike's parents (Mr, and Mes. Nick Heshka) 
‘Then Mike and Lila moved to Toronto; twas in Toronto that they 
decided to separate, 

From Toronto, Lila ventured south into the United States. New 
‘York City became her permanent residence. There she was 
employed as « model for Yonkers Furiers. A few years later, she 
and another model travelled to Whitehorse, Yukon. During her 
visit, Lila, who was an adventurous and fun-loving person, 
entered a beauty pageant. Imagine Lila Karchie, a country git 
from the small town of Sturgis, winning a beauty contest! But 
then Lila was a beautiful and stiking young lady — actually 
another Elizabeth Taylor withthe looks, legs, and figure to match 

as nephew John Davis remembers het 
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‘Retuming to New York City, Lila continued to work as a model 
‘Soon she met Tom Linehan ~ a military man with the Armed 
FForees, whom she married. They were favoured with four 


beautiful daughters: Peggy Ann, Judy, Doretta, and Lucetta. At 
the age of two and one half years, egay Ann died from cancer in 
1948, Judy presently resides in Virginia, Doreta and Loceta 
reside in New York City

KARCHIE, Alice 
Alice, the eleventh of third youngest child, was born on the 
John aad Anna Karchi farm at Stargis in 1920. Her oldest sister 
Lena remembers litle Alice as a sweet and lovable child. Her 
bright and sunay disposition, bubbling cheerfulness, and 
spontaneous lave brought joy and happiness not only to her 
parents and to each and everyone of her siblings but also to the 
ire community 
Unfortunately, litle Alice died unexpectedly in a tagic 
accident, That July evening brother Nick had promised his 
‘younger sisters Lila, Annie, and Alice a wagon ride. The wagon 
lacked a back endgate, and like normal, average children, the 
three sisters chose to stand athe back instead ofthe front where 
they would be close to the driver. When a car passed, the 
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{rightened horses balked litle Alice was thrown fromthe wagon, 
sullering a fatal injury. What a devastating effect her tragic death 
‘had not only on the family and the entire community but also on 
‘he tain men who travelled by the farm, 

Since the Karchie land bordered the CN railroad tracks, many 
fof the CN engineers, brakeman, and conductors became 
aequsinted withthe Karchie family. During the summer months, 
the train on its way back from Hudson Bay Junction would stop 
atthe Karehie farm, so that the trin men could purchase quarts 
‘of farm cream and bundles of rhubarb fr thet wives. Often, Anna 
Karchie would not charge them for their purchases, and so, many 
times te train men would present the Karchie children with gifts 
cof money 

When the tain men leamed of litle Alice's death, the train 
‘moved slowly toward Sturgis, coming to a complete stop atthe 
Karchie farm, Then the engineer released a muffled whistle low, 
sad, and sot lke a funeral drge —his way of saluting, of paying 
tribute to this six-year-old litle gil whom they had come to ove 
"Then lke a funeral procession the train mournfully continued on 
its way each car clicking a final farewel. Lite Alice was lad to 
rest inthe Sturgis Community Cemetery in 1926, 











CHAN, Annie (Karchie) 

Bom in Sturgis on the family farm in 1922, Annie was the 
second youngest child born to John and Ana Karchie. She 
attended public school at Sturgis. Ata school Christmas concer, 
she brought tears to the eyes of many when she sang the song, 
“T'm Nobody's Chil” 

‘When only twelve years of age, Annie accompanied her mother 
Anna, brother Bill, and five of her sisters to the Kootenays in 
British Columbia, Lonesome and sad for her farm at Sturgis, 
Anna retumed with Annie as well as Lila and Eva, two of the 
other five sisters, 

Later, Annie returned to Vancouver, where she met and marred 
Harry Chan, While Harry was away actively serving his country 
ding World War I Annie gave birth to daughter Leah on 
January 16, 1943. When Leah was aproximately four months od 
‘Annie travelled to Sturgis so that her mother and father and sisters 


living inthe area could meet her new daughter.

Both retumed to Vancouver where Annie hoped to raise her 
avghter. Unfortunately, life dealt some serious blows to bot 
‘Annie and her child. Fatty, Annie leamed that her husband Harry 


‘Chan was killed in action during the war — news that was 
devastating and traumatic t her. Secondly, when Annie realized 
how serious her failing health had become, she brought Leah to 
Suurps to be cared for by her mother Anna. Annie retumed to 
‘Vancouver hoping to setle any business matters that required her 
attention. Unfortunately, she developed double pneumonia and 
died from complications in February of 1951. Her mother Anna 
Karchie became Leab’s sole guardian, 


NELSON, Leah (Chan-Karchie) 

1, Leab, was born in Vancouver, B.C. on January 16, 1943. My 
father lft to fight in World War I. When my mother Annie 
became ill, was sent ~ ata very young age ~ to live with my 
Baba, Anna Karchie. We lived on the outskirts of Sturgis, Sask 
Before long, my mother passed away: {grew up ona small parcel 
‘of land, a piece of paradise just a few hundred yards from a 
beautiful lazy, sandy-botiomed river. On either side were willows 
and beautifol trees bearing wild berries, which Baba and I picked 
and timed into jellies and jams. Yum! 

‘My dear Baba ~ I'm certain a twin sister to Mother Teresa 
vas the kindest, loving person Ihave ever known, We lived alone 
in a shack-like house heated by an artight heater and # wood 
bbuming cook stove, When the last emiers from each went out, it 
was mighty cold in the moming. So cold that we ad to break the 
joe in the water bucket with a dipper before we could cook our 
porridge. It tasted so good and took away the shivers! Life with 
‘my beloved Baba was wonderful! Inte spring, ou litle kiteben 
looked like Noah's ark. It housed litle lambs, kitens, pups, 
chicks, ducklings, and goslngs, All was well until my dear Baba 
[eft this early home and me. I was indeed, very sad, but life was 
to teach me many lessons, for which I'm very grateful 

Tn 1956, I went to live with my dearest Aunt Lena (Fred and 
Lena Davis and family, Stenen). Many wonderful memories 1 
‘leaned from lite onthe farm like my aunts beautiful loves of 
‘bread and delicious jams. My uncle's weathered hands spoke of 
many hours of work. Thanks to my cousins Juanita, John, and 
on Davis, now know what’ like to havea sister and brothers. 
‘We can laugh and cry all in the same moment! Thanks to my 
Uncle Fred and Aunty Lena for s0 many things, precious 
memories that will ive on forever. Thanks also tothe many folks 
in the community who touched my lite 

Afler moving to Calgary atthe age of eighteen, [met and fell 
in love with a wonderful, kind, and loving man. We just 
celebrated our thiny-fifth wedding anniversary! Our years have 
been filled with many happy events, but the best one of all was 
‘when we found out tha Twas to become a mother! On July 25 
1978, our darting, precions danghter Laura Ann arrived, a sweet 
bundle straight from our Heavenly Father's domain. What joy and 
inexplicable happiness had come tous! 

‘Our daughter Laura married Gregory Scott Rollingson on 
(October 8, 1999 in the Alberta Temple of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints. They have a wonderful friendship 
and are very happy together, Laura attended the University of 
Lethbridge and the Lethbridge Community College and now 
teaches Kindergarten and first grade stents pre-reading. and 
carly literacy skills. Greg atends the University of Lethbridge to 
‘become a socal studies teacher: They make a very nice couple 
and Greg is an endearing addition tothe family. The Faure looks 
bright.

BOZAK, Ewa (Eva) (Karchie) 
By Bob Bozsk (son) 

Ewa (Eva) was bom on February 20, 1924, the thiteenth and 
last child of John and Anna Karchie, She attended public schools 
in Sturgis and in Cottonwood, B.C., completing Grade 6, after 
‘which time she worked as a domestic in Sturgis and in Hudson 
Bay. It was while working at Harry Wong’ restaurant in Hudson 
Bay that she met Mike Bozak. 

Mike was the son of a Polish father Matthew Bosak and a 
‘Ukrainian mother, both of whom emigrated from the Praymysol 
region in what is now south easter Poland. His mother Maria, 
Fedora was horn in the village of Nowe Siele, one kilometre from 
the town of Cieszanow, both of which were also occupied at that 
time by Austo-Hungara, Mike's father was employed by the 
railroad and followed the new line from Glenella, Manitoba, 
‘where Mike was bor in 1906. When the allway reached Hudson 
Bay, the family seed there and raised seven children. 
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Mike and Ewa were married in Melfort May 9, 1942 and soon 
after began farming a quarter section one mile west of Hudson 
Bay. They built and worked the farm along with their three 
children: Don, Bob, and Donna born in 1942, 1944, and 1945, 
respectively Apar from working onthe farm, Ewa was employed 
at Don Hood's Drugstore in Hudson Bay snd continued there 
_nder the ownership of Ben Wigher. In 1957, the family moved to 
Nelson, B.C. Mike worked forthe City of Nelson until he retired, 
Later, Eva worked as a Nurse's Aid at homes for the aged ist at 
Mount St. Francis Hospital and then at Willowhaven Private 
Hospital until she retired. Her employment at both hospitals 
spanned twenty-two year.

Bob married and has two children, a soa Michael and a

Ewa (Eva) Margaret Bozak passed away on Sunday, May 
1993 in hospital at Nelson at the age of sixty-nine years. By Mr. 
Bozak’s request, there was no funeral service. Cremation took 
place. Mike Bozak died February 7.1999, 

NOTE: Place names and family names were often altered for 
various reasons, making vertication difficult. Bozak's research 
revealed that Anna Postulata (lohn Karchie’s wife) was bom in 
‘Molodiwva, the same village as Peter Rupchan, the pioneer potter 
‘who homesteaded near Usherville, Presently in the Ukraine, there 
is a village about seven kilometres south east of the city of 
‘Chernivtsi (Chemovtsy) called Motodia, About twelve kilomeres 
south of the capital les the village of Kuchumara (Kucharov) 
where John Karchie was bor. John was a very close friend of 
Metro Saftuk, the brother-in-law of Peter Rupchan. 














KARDYNAL, Harry and Mary 

Harry (irybor) Kardynal was bom October 6th, 1892 in 
Muchawka, Galicia, Westem Ukraine, son of Andrew Kardynal 
and Anna Kardynal (nee Zamolsk) 

He immigrated to Canada with his parents and siblings in the 
spring of 1910, and his father applied fora homestead ata cost of 
$10.00 at Dominion Land Office at Yorkton, Saskatchewan on 
April 20th, 1910, Andrew Kardynal was asigned NE. Quarter of 
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section 25 Township 35 Range 4 West ofthe 2nd Meriian as his 
homestead 

Harry Kardynal made an application for his own homestead on 
‘November 6th, 1913 and was allocated N.W. Quarter of section 
30 Township 35 Range 3 West of the 2nd Meridian. 

Mary Senko (Senkiw) was bom Deoemiber 24th, 1899 in 
Holowezyney, Galicia, Westera Ukraine, daughter of John Senko 
(Senkiw) and Eva Evdokia) Senko (Senksv) nee Bachak 

‘She immigrated with her parents to the United States in 1910 
‘and lived in the Altoona, Pennsylvania area until such time asthe 
family immigrated to Canada, sting in the Stenen area later 
part of 1913, 

“May's father then made an application for a homestead atthe 
Dominion Land Office in Yorkion on December 15th, 1913 and 
‘was given rights to SW. Quarter of section 25 Township 36 
Range 3 West ofthe 2nd Meridian, 

Harry (Hryhor) Kardynal and Mary Senko (Senkiw) were 
marred in June 1917 at Canora, Saskatchewan, 

Harry and Mary farmed in the Stenen area and this is where 
their first child, a daughter was born in 1921, they named her 
osephine. In 1922 they moved to Mountain Park, Alberta where 
Hary found employment in the coal mines 

While living in Mountain Park daughters Anne, Nellie and 
‘Vietoria were born, 

During his employment in the coal mines in Mountain Park, 
uarry sustained a serious physical injury and had to give up his 
mining job. 

In 1926 during an influenza outbreak two of Harry and Marys 
daughters died. Nellie bom in 1925 in Mountain Park died April 
6th, 1926, she was 8 or 9 months old, Josephine born in 1921 in 
the Stenen, Saskatchewan area, died April 23rd, 1926 at age $ 
years. A tragic event, both girs died within a two and a half week. 
period. Both girls are buried in te Edmonton Catholic Cemetery, 
Edmonton, Alberta 

‘The family then rowumed to the Stenen/Sturgis area of 
Saskatchewan in 1927 and resumed farming. During their 
absence (while working in Mountain Park, Alberta) Hany’s 
homestead quarter section of land was disposed of in some 
‘manner or "sold" 

In 1928 a son Walter was bom on grandfathers (Andrew 
Kardynal) farm. 

In 1929 a second son Marion Joseph (Myron) was bor 10 
Harry and Mary Kardynal on quarter section N, E.19-35-3-W2nd 
in a house that was rented from the Korba family while 
presumably Hany was in the process of buying his own land 
‘which was NE 23-35-4-W2nd. 

‘About 1930 the family moved to the new farm, which was 
home to the family until 1951, 

‘This quarter section of land was the birth place of son Metro 
John (Dan), daughter Eva Rose, Pauline Josephine and also 
youngest son Addie Harry. Daughier Mary Mabel and 
Katherine Jane were bor inthe Preeeville Union Hospital 

‘While living on the farm, children attended Cavell Schoo, later 
named Ajax and Harty served on the school board. After a 
‘suspicious’ fire destroyed the Ajax School, probably in the mid 
1940's, two schools were bull, one east and one west of the 
original ste and named West Ajax and East Ajax. 




















After moving to Sturgis in 1951 children Hany, Mabel and Jane 
attended Elementary and the Composite High Schools 

The house in Sturgis was moved from the farm and located to 
8 Tot on the east end of tovn along the original highway, 805 
‘Weikle Avenue. The house sill remains the property ofthe family, 
last occupied by Walter Kardynal until December of 1996. 

Harry Kardynal died on March 23rd, 1961 inthe Preeceville 
Union Hospital, Mary Kardynal died November 16th, 1989 atthe 
Sunset Extendicare, Regina, Sask. both are buried in the St. 
Patrick R.C. Cemetery, Sturgis, Saskatchewan, Son Walter died 
December Ist, 1996 and is buried by his mother and dad. Walter 
was not married 

All living children of Hary and Mary Kardynal are now 
residing in Winnipeg, Manitoba, Regina, Saskatchewan, 
(Cranbrook, BC and in Vancouver, BC but the spiit will aways 
remain with their mother and father aad atte place oftheir birth

KARPICK (KARPYK), Joe and Nellie 
(Shabbits) 

Joe Karpick was bom September 28, 1914 on the family 
homestead. He went t school at Gogal and Antoni schools near 
Amsterdam, Sask. On November 26, 1939, he married Nellie 
‘habbits. They moved to Ontario t0 workin the gold mines in 
Geraldton and Hard Rock. They resumed to Saskatchewan in 
1941 and farmed nor of Tiny. They had two sons - Louis and 
John 

Louis and his wife, Kay live in Lethbridge, AB and have four

KINDRATSKY, John and Mary (Evanishen) 

1, Mary was bom’ on a farm between Cudworth and 
Prud’ Homme, Saskatchewan. The area was just being opened up 
for farming and times were hard. (There was no mass 
immunization and the few doctors travelled by horse and buggy 
to visit patients) T do not remember my sister who died of 
diperia. My brother came a few years Iter and filled the void 
left by her death 

“Memories ae vivid of attending school and growing up during 
the drought and Great Depression ofthe 1930's. One year there 
was a light rain in mid April and not another drop unt the end of| 

sme. My father seeded 2 bushels to the ace, and harvested 
2 172 bushels per acre. Too short to cut witha binder, the crop was 
cut with a mower and we Kids helped rake it into piles for 
threshing. That winter many horses died as the dustin the straw 
was indigestible. Broncos were brought in from Alberta and sold 
to farmers to tame and train. One herd stayed overnight at our 
farm onits way northward, Pastures were grazed down tothe bare 
earth. We youngsters had the daily job of herding the milk cows 
‘along the road allowances where grass was in bette condition. 

There was no rural electricity: we used kerosene and gas lamps. 
Power lines in existence caried power to towns and villages 
replacing local power plans. Telephones were locally owned 
‘companies and covered a limited area around towns. 

With no money to spare for gas, some farmers removed the 
motors from their cars and added a wagon tongue so horses could 
pull dhe conveyance. Thus the “Bennett Bugey” was invented, 

Farmers’ wives took eggs and sometimes fresh butter to trade 
with the grocers’ for staples. Grocers shipped the eggs tothe city 
stores. Most farmers took a wagon box of wheat tothe flour mill 
and brought home flout ban, grist and cream of wheat 

For reffigeraton, you could use an icehouse, if nea a lake or 
river where you could cut ice. If not, pails of milk or cream were 
hhung down the well, One careless bump when drawing water 
‘meant the well would have to be emptied until the wate was clear 
again. 

‘As the dry years took their toll, it was not uncommon to meet a 
hay rack heading north along a main oad, A binder canvas shelter 
on the back part of the rack covered family belongings and 
supplies. A stove pipe meant they had a stove. Tethered behind 
were usually an extra team of horses, a cow, and the family dogs 
[Nights were spent along the road, Many a farmer along the road 
invited the family infor a meal and provided fed fo the animals 
In the moming, some eggs, perhaps cured bacon and a loaf of 
bread were put in box and the family was wished Godspeed, 
‘They were headed for the Carrot River-Melfortarea- where 
Domesteads were still available, While working as a helping 
teacher, earned that quite afew settled inthe Arabella area north 
cof Norquay 
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[attended Houghton Lake, a one-room school with Grades 110 
10, with 9 and 10 taken by comespondence. One winter the school 
bbumed down and the teacherage was altered to use as a very 
crowded schoolhouse, That summer a new school was built and 
the name changed to St. Lasalo, It had a basement and furnace, 
indoor chemical wilets, and wash basin. A cistem provided 
‘drinking water. 

That year the teacher was suddenly called to Saskatoon to 
provide a blood transfusion for her brother who had been injured 
in an grain elevator accident. No substitutes were available, and 
the schoo! inspector suggested an older student could be putin 
charge. Instead the teacher recommended “a Grade 8 student who 
could handle it. Iwas that student and forthe next 2 weeks I vas 
in charge. Lessons proceeded and there were no disciplinary 
problems, as al the families stood behind the arrangement, There 
began my tesching career 

Janitorial work was done by edntract. We had the contract for 
sweeping the school daily and the basement weekly fora grand 
total of $10.00 per year. Two years later we were under-bid. It 
‘went for $8.00 yea, 

There were not many opportunities for women without an 
‘education. Many stayed at home while others went tothe city to 
work as housekeepers for doctors, lawyers or dentists at $5.00 per 
‘month plus board. Some took night classes in secretarial work. 

Twas determined to receive an education but the only way T 
could continue was on a loan. A friend of my father’s convinced 
him I should be in school, so off to Saskatoon I went to Bedford 
Road Collegiate Institute (BRCD for Grades X1 and X11. We 
“county girls” did lighthouse keeping to keep the loan as small, 
as possible, 

During my Grade X11 year it was not unusual to soe a vacant 
desk as at 16, a lad could join the Navy. At 18, he could join the 
Anny or Air Force. That year the BRCI was taken over by the 
RCAF as atraining school and in September, the students were to 
0 on shift at two other collegiate. 

‘A teacher shortage was created quickly as many teachers had 
cither enlisted into the military or went to work in munitions oF 
clothing (uniform) factories 

T was accepted into teacher taining and began a busy year 
preparing to teach. Late in Febroary a number of names were read 
over the PAA. system. We were informed that our practicum 
sessions and standings were “of such high calibre that we were 
‘assured ofa certificate at year’s end”, But due tothe acute teacher 
shortage, we could, if we chose, teach then. IF we did we had to 
‘return to finish during July and August. A numberof us stayed to 
complete the training. Within afew weeks, RCAF officers toured 
the facily. Saskatoon Norman School was to become an Air 
Force training school. 

My fist position was in the historic area of Batoche of Louis 
Riel Rebellion fame. It was an area of river lots — 2 miles long. 
and 1/8 miles wide, to equal 1/4 section of land, Crops were poor: 
The school was Gabriel named after Gabriel Dumont, one of the 
prominent persons of that era. I taught for 5 months and had 
received only $25.00 salary. could no see how T'd get out of debt 
and save money for University so I moved and left 42 students for 
another position. 

Both teachers from Orkney School near Orcadia, Sask. left at 
(Christmas. [applied for Grades I -V. When I got to Yorkton Iwas 














informed by the school board member, with whose family 1 was 
to live, that I was to be Principal with Grades VI to X in my 
charge, When I checked the school register, I discovered my 
‘oldest pupil was only 5 months younger that I 

‘Two years later I took the primary postion ia Hyas Village 
School. There were fifty six students in Grade I-VI plus another 
sixteen for choral work. They were great youngsters and we made 
rapid progress, During recess, the high schoolgirls complained of 
having difficulty understanding French, I proceeded to tutor them 
during recess and noon hour It wasn't long before I was caught 
in the act, "Starting Monday”, I sid, “You will take Grade IX 
XII French in my room and I'll ake Science I-VI in yours. 
show you where they are in the books" Between the two rooms 
we had over 120 students. third room was made available and I 
‘aught the Intermediate Classroom as well as French. 

‘The teacher shortage continued and Iwas transferred tothe new 
Sturgis Composite High School in 1948, Two months were spent 
helping to ready the school for classes by November, AS the 
dormitories weren't ready, the Home Ec. room became th 
kitchen; the cloakroom srea, the dining area; the Commerce 
room, the gil’ dorm and the Woodwork room, the boy’s dorm. A 
few days before Christmas, we moved into the Dorms and school 
became more realistic. Thanks to the co-operative atitude of 
Perens and students, we made it. 

Then came a year at Endeavour in Lilian Village School in the 
Intermediate Room where I taught French IX -XI but no science 
V-VITL That was 1950, the year of one of CNR strikes, What 2 
cheer when up when the first pos-strike train whistle was heard 
in the classroom. 

In 1951, T began a five year post as Helping Teacher. That was 
the era of Sty Supervisors as the teacher shortage was stil on. 
They were my responsibilty. Beginning teachers, too, needed 
assistance 

Mr. HIT. Jolson and I were asked to run plot courses forthe 
Ministry of Education in seleted schools, There was Curriculum 
‘Committee Work with the Sask. Teachers’ Federation as well as 
the Ministry of Education. Being elected STF. Councillor 
involved more professional duties and School Unit Board 
‘meetings. It was a busy time with a heavy schedule. The District 
‘Travelling Library had to be flly checked and repaired in July 
and August 

T managed to squeeze in CGT. with Mrs, Amy Palmer. 1 
Joined the Grace United Church Choir too. Occasionally, I got in 
game or two of curling, 

John Kindratsky and I were married in 1956, 

Michael, Murray and Wayne were bom between 1958 and 
1962. In 1965, John was transfered to the U.G.G, elevator in 
Sturgis. I did some substitute work during 1965-66 and in 1966- 
{67 itwas back to the Composite 

1a 1967 Joha bad to leave the grain dust area so we moved to 
ort Alberni, He worked with E & N Railway inthe shop until 
manpower was “ * then switched to MacMillan 
Bloet 

‘The only vacancies on the teaching staff were kindergarten and 
Ge, XII Chemistry, bu there was a need for rele principals. One 
took over the principal's classes while helshe did supervisory 
‘work. After one year in that position, I was asked to transfer tothe 
(Open Area of Maguinna School, as I had organizational sil 


























Two years there and “MM. Klitsa Junior High would be ready for 
September”. I was to have Home Ee., and Diagnostic and 
Remedial English Grades VIIL-X. Ispeat 4 months on shift which 
ran from 7:00 am, to 1:00 pum. and 1:00pm. to 6:00 pam. On the 
two days before Christmas break, classes were cancelled and we 
teachers were to set up our classtooms. The Clothing & Textiles 
teacher had less work than we two Foods and Nutition teachers 
‘We had sinks and stoves, but no running hot water, dishcloth of 
fea towels. We used canners to heat water and washed all the 
china, culery and utensils fr two rooms. After a vist by a board 
‘member and the principal, we had a purchase onder fr dishcloths 
and towels by evening and, in the morning, there was hot water 
‘on tap, Thus began seventcen years of Home Ee., English and 
French at Mount Klitsa Junior High 

Our sons got their schooling there, except for Michael who 
{ok Grades LV in Sturgis, 

‘Michael is posted to Slave Lake detachment in charge of the 
Highway Patol Uni. He and Wendy have one daughter, Sarah

Alter leaving Sturgis | worked in Moose Jaw and then om to 
Alberta in the Panoksmental Hospital. As my olde sister Bemice 
\was in Kelowna, B.C. I moved west. I then worked in Kelowna 
Hospital a few years, In 1954 1 moved to Vancouver and lived 
With my older sister Florence and family. was married in Nov 
1956 to Orville Klassen in Vancouver. We both worked and hac 
‘oar wo children Timothy and Cynthia, 

We retired in 1988 and moved to Abbotsford, B.C. Last May 
1998 we sold the house and are living in a comfortable suit, near 
all te shopping centers in Abbotsford, Anyone who knows me 
from Sturpis may stop fora cup of tea, Our phone numbec isin 
the book 

‘My memories of growing up were around the oldschool brick 
building and church and Sunday school. We went frst to the 
United Church and then the litle mission, which is stil there, 

As [recur at different intervals we have a wonderful visit with 
Viola Pollock and Violet Wright and many others still residing 
there. Ido try to take in the July 1 Day a the fui grounds, Also 1 
remember the tins, so many, that came through and the late 
passenger going north to Flin Flon we tied to go and see 
everytime. One thing that is not changed, is the old Assiniboine 
River, it ust keeps on flowing. 

‘We leamed to skate in winter and swim in sum 
the good days 
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KLEMCHUK, Peter (1871-1945) and Julia 
(1883-1956) 
In 1905, Peter Klemehuk left his young wife Julia, young 
daughter Katherine, infant son Nickola (Nick) and his homeland, 
ester Ukraine), for Canada in search of work. His 
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young teenage brother-in-law, John Michalchuk made this 
Journey with him. (Of interest 1 Some, John Mickalehuk worked 
for the CNR. in the 1940's. He and his wife, Mary resided in 
Sturgis on Railway Avenue, They later farmed northeast of 
‘turpis and retired in Yorkton inthe 1950's). 

Peter and his brother-in-law, John Iaboured at various sawmills 
in northern Ontario. Saving a litle money, both retuned to 
‘Austria four years later. 

In 1912, Peter Klemehuk, his wife Julia, and their three 
children, Katherine, Nick and Pearl immigrated to Canada 
‘They temporarily setded in the city of Winnipeg. Two months 
later they moved tothe Tadmore area, They spent the winter with 
family friends, the Stadnicks. Tere they became familar withthe 
surrounding area and ideas of homesteaing, 

With the arrival of spring in 1913, Peter purchased a 160 acre 
homestead inthe Goldbank School District north of Stenen for 10 
dollars. Tis area enticed Peter because ofthe forestland, and the 
Abundance of deer and moose which he had loved to hunt. twas 
also settled by neighbors and fiends with whom they had lived ia 
Ukraine 

Life in the Goldbank area proved to be very dificult. Roads 
were only tails through the bush. Travelling to Stenen was & 
jourey in itself, Land was very hard to clear. Soil was full of 
stones and not very productive. Frosts came often. Even growing 
1 garden was difficult. It took several years before they 
suceessfully grew afew potatoes 

Eventually clearing small pot of land, Peter and his teenage 
son, Nick succeeded in growing a litle oats. Tis was used to feed 
their horses and buy some groceries. A few years later they grew 
their wheat crop and te family rejoiced when they had it milled 
ito their own flour. 

In 1935, Peter and Julia moved with their son, Nick and his 
family onto a half-section of farmland two miles east and six 
niles north of Sturgis. they purchased this half section from the 
CNR. The west half of the same section was farmed by 0, 
Kragness. To the south east Peter Tureski St. and his son Steve 
‘nd family resided. A mile south, Bill and Katie Toderash farmed. 

‘Both ofthe Klemchuk families lived in their three room house 
fora few years. In 1943 Peter and Julia moved onto the north 
{quarter ofthe halfsection. Peter and Julia built a small two room, 
house out of lumber. A short distance to the north-east their 
neighbors, Mike and Annie Suknasky (a newly married couple) 
had just moved to ther farmstead, 

alfa mile tothe north Mike and Katie Karpyk fared. On the 
ast Ajax Schol quarter, and also about half a mile away, John 
Pakylak and family resided, A mile east, Stanley Zydko moved to 
his newly acquired farm. 

On August 5, 1945 Peter Klemchuk suffered a stoke which 
paralyzed and left him without speech. Although, Dr, Fainstein 
examined Peter, he refused to hosptalize him, and stated that 
there was not much that medicine could offer him, Peter died at 
home on August 19, 1945. 

‘Ate ber husband’ death, Julia Klemechuk's widowed daughter 
Katie Twz, and her family, Metro, Peter, Adeline and Mike moved 
into live wi her fora yea In 1948, Julia Klemchk left her farm 
home and moved to Anan, She mastied Bill Chemyko, a 
blacksmith in Asvan. Julia suffered avery serious setback when 
she slipped geting off a train and broke her hip. Julia was an 
































invalid until her death in March, 1956. Her busbaad, Bill 
CChemyko cared and looked after Julia, until he died a few years 
before Jala 


KLEMCHUK, Nick (1903-1995) and Katie (1906) (Barilla) 





Nick immigrated to Canada with his parents, Peter and Julia 
‘Klemehuk in 1912. Nick was 8 years old. In his short stay in 
‘Winnipeg, Nick attended school for about six weeks. This was all, 
the formal education he received in Canada . Later when the 
Klemehuks settled in the Goldbank School District, Nick 
attended some night classes which were taught by George Heska 

Nick supplemented the family’s income by tapping, hunt 
an raising cate. Inthe winter months Nick worked fo a trapper 
and fur trader, Ed Thorson (a legend tothe people in the Goldbank 
area). Later he rapped on his ov trapline. Inthe sumamer months 
be worked for farmers in the Grande Coule and Watrous areas, By 
the 1930's, Nick had saved a litle money from these various 
ventures and supported the family. 

In 1928, William Barilla (who later farmed in the West Ajax 
Schoot District from 1940 to early 1960) immigrated from 
‘Ukraine, and resided with his uncle, Fred Barilla, a neighbor of 
the Klemchuks. Nick became good friend with William and 
Jeamed that he had a sister Katie who was also intrested in 
following her brothers footsteps. Nick corresponded with Katie 
Barilla for a year and convinced her into coming to Canada in 
1929, That year, October 26, Katie and Nick were married inthe 
Stenen Ukrainian Orthodox Chureh, 

‘The parents Peter and Julia and their son Nick and his bride, 
Katie, as well as Nick's sister Pear lived together ina two room 
log house with an attic. During the winters, ong lost bachelor 
fiends and/or relatives Seemed fo find the Klemebuks and would 
spend the winter months with them. They were always welcome 
{even wen the house was packed full of people. Kate sil tlls 
hhow dense the atmosphere would get from all the men who 
smoked home grown “Homestead” tobacco, She insists that her 
‘motherinaw, Julia, Inter in her life suffered from lung cancer 
because ofthe smoke fille kite 

With the arrival of Nick and Katie's daughter, Pact in the early 
1930's, plans were made to look for beter farmland in the Sturgis 
area. In 1985, their first son, Wasyl was born Two months later, 
be died from a urinary disorder. That same year they purchased 
another farm in the Cavell School District. Their farm location 





























was two miles east and six miles north of Sturgis. Both families 
lived together in a newly built two room log house. Five years 
later an additonal room was added. In 1943 the two families 
separated and Peter and Julia moved to their new home located on 
the north quarter of the same half section, Nick and Kate lived on 
the same quarter of land until August of 1977 

Inthe late 1930's Katie Klemchuk gave bh to twins, a son 
Peter and a daughter Pauline t home. Katie had avery difficult 
time with these two births. Pauline who was born first survived, 
While ber brother Peter, died within a day from respiratory 
complications due tothe difficult labour. Attending these births 
‘was an elderly mid-wife, Domka Zamolski. Although Doctor 
Feinstein did arve from Preeceville to help, the child vas neat 
death and could not be saved. 

Katie was once again pregnant. This time she gave bith atthe 
Preeceville Hospital to healthy son, James. a 1966 they built a 
new home: Katie and Nick farmed until 1974, They spent three 
‘years in semi-retirement on the farm living with ther son, James, 
In 1977 Nick and Katie retired from farming, and purchased & 
house in Preeceville 

(On November 3, 1995, Nick died atthe Preeceville Hospital 
He suffered fom a shon illness caused by a series of strokes, For 
‘wo and a half years Kai lived alone inher home. In May 1997, 
she moved into the Preeceville Lions Hostel. Presently she resides 
there and is stil active, 

Peat! i the eldest daughter of Nick and Katie Klemchuk. She 
attended her primary and secondary schooling at Ajax (Cavell), 
East Ajax and Kopje schools. She worked for Pederson's Used 
Foriture and Hardware Store in Sturgis, There she met er future 
husband Joe Prokop, who worked ss a mechanic at Leo Pekashi's 
‘Garage in Sturgis. 

In 1951 Pearland Joe exchanged their marriage vows. They 
‘were blessed with two daugthers, Delilah and Valorie. In the later 
fifties, Joe and his brother Sam operated the Texaco Garage in 
Sturgis. In the sitics, Joe was the foreman mechanic at the 
Sturgis Schoo! Unit ‘Garage. Pearl worked at the Sturgis 
Greenhouse, In 1968, Joe, Pearl and their daughters moved t0 
Regina, Pearl worked until er retirement for Army & Navy 
Department Store in Regina. Her husband Joe worked for Case 
Equipment and Sears Canada Li. 

Pearl and Joe are enjoying their retirement years in Yorkton, 
Peat!’ hobbies are gardening, painting pictures and kniting.

Grandpa John was bor in 1871 and Grandma Sophie Parasiuk 
was bom in 1873. They immigrated to Canada from Chemovtsy, 
Ukraine inthe Inte 1800's with one daughter, Mary. They settled 
‘on a homestead - .W. 30-34-3 W2. 

Like most other immigrants, the Kohan's had very litle 
education, I remember Baba only being able to make a cross 
instead of her name. I couldn't understand why she could get 
way with that when I had to learn to write my name, 

T will remember the board house they lived in witha nice dutch 
‘oven in their backyard. Up to about 1990, these stil stood on their 
land, owned by Byneschewsky’s. The willows took over and grew 
around it but T was sill able to see inside that old house ~ prety 
sturdy, looking a the ceilings, wondecil feeling 

Grandpa John and Grandma Sophie raised five childen, Mary 
‘married Steve Yaremchuk and had five daughters. Steve marred 
Mary Marinovich and they had thre sons and three daughters, 
Pete married Mary Buchinski and they had two sons and three 
daughters. Nettie married George Koroluk and they had two sons 
and two daughters. Domitila (Dora) martied Nick Mickaluk and 
they had two sons and two daughters. Grandpa and Grandma's 
children all atended the Mannanah School. 

Inthe early 1940's, or so, Grandpa and Grandma moved off the 
farm olive with their son, Steve, in the Hyas area, Tremember the 
small one-room house and a litle porch entrance-wood 
constructed house-that Baba and Gedo lived in the side of their 
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son's property. To me, Baba always cooked the best steamed rice 
1 just fell apart and tasted so good with fied onions and bute. 
We didn’t make many ips there as it was along way with horse 
and buggy, but we were always excited about our feast once we 
got there, 

Grandpa was a petty strict man and if he was speaking thre 
hhad to be compete silence and he always said a prayer before a 
meal. Whereas, Grandma was easier going and we were able to 
twist ber around our litle fingers, The times Grandpa and 
Grandma came to our place were very exciting because when We 
‘heard the tinkle of the horse bells, we knew we had a bag of white 
flat round mints on the way. We really loved them just for that, 2s 
wwe didn’t get much candy. It was a real treat. The mints were 
strong enough to send tears to our eyes, but we didn't complain. 

‘As years went by and Grandpa and Grandma aged, they 
decided that they would like to live with theie daughter as some 
care was required. (When does a daughter fit in better). So Nick 
and Dora, once again, built a small one-room bung like a grain 
bin with a couple of windows in it. This was Grandpa and 
Grandma's house, They ate with us and only slept in their house 
and “pouted” there, as by now, they were geting quite initable 
(age factor). Baba and [used to go bery picking alot. remember 
when my “heavy set” Baba got hooked on the barb wire fence. We 
were running away fom what we thought was a bear in the bush 
to only find out later it was my mom, Dora, coming 0 help us 
pick raspberries. Needless to say, I couldn't unhook her fast 
enough and she ended up with some ripped-up clothes. There 
‘were many 2 time we cried together but our laughing memeries 
are the good ones sill remembered. 

{AS times went on, health problems worsened. Grandpa Joh 
passed away in 1951. Tan remember very well, the body laying 
in casket in what was our living room, Thal’s the way things 
were done then. Grandma Sophie was very lonely and felt left 
alone for two more years, passing away in 1953, Grandma's 
casket was also in our living oom. 

‘The belief being that a dead body could never be left alone in & 
room and thst someone had tobe there twenty-four hours a day, 
‘was very strong. But when the dogs started their disagreement 
under the floor ofthe house and this growl came ut, there wasn’t 
anyone left in that room, But poor Grandma, the door opening 
wasn't ig enough a that time. This something that comes back 
tome atevery funeral I goto. In spite ofthe sorrow, sort of have 
to snicker to myself as I could stil see this all going on, like a 
ash,

KOLOT, Nick and Peggy 

Nick (NykostiKolotylo) was tom in I9LT in the Village of 
Popelika, Snytn region of The Ukraine this area bordered in the 
focihlls of the Carpathian Mountains. Nck was the eldest son of 
“Michalia and Maria Koloylo. in electing on his childhood and 
his teens he indicated that Soviet rule was becoming more 
intolerable and foresaw litle opportanity for young men other 
than being literally forced to join the military. His mother's 
‘other John Romaniuk had immigrated to Canada in 1922 and 
hhad homesteaded inthe Arran district. In 1928 his uncle being 
aware of te plight facing his nephew petitioned and sponsored 








Nicks immigration to Canada. Nick arive at his uncle’ fam in 
the fll of 1928, Nick had litle interest in farming, and asa young 
‘man of 18 stick out on his own to tour this grat and wonderful 
county. he travelled in Canada from East to West coast working 
at various unskilled jobs, In 1935 with two of his fends, he 
became a partner in a restaurant in Regina called the “Utopia 
Cafe" (situated near the union station). This restaurant catered to 
the ordinary working cass. this is where he met Peggy whom he 
later marie, 

Peggy Kolot was born in 1922 inthe small western Ukrainian 
Village of Chernsva, close to the Polish border. Peggy was the 
eldest child of John Horhut and Anna (Fedevich). Her mother 
died when Pegay was only two years old of complications of 
childbimh. Her infant sister also died shortly afte, John Horhut 
as a substantial and respected farmer in that community, Since 
he had a young daughter, he found it necessary to rematry. In 
1925 he married Polly Prociewist. The children bom from this 
‘union were: Ine (died in infancy) Eva (died in infancy) Mary 
(Haris) Ann (Mentanko, Bernas) Pauline (Anaka) Katy (Kryyy) 
Etsie(Carsteen) Lena (Nagy)

“Mike in 1945 at 11/2 years. Lena (Nagy) was bor in 1947, John 
died in 1961, Polly lived on the farm until 1981 and then moved 
in with her daughter Lena, Polly passed away in 1984 and is 
‘buried in Green Leaf Cemetery, where other family members are 
buried 

Peggy worked atthe Utopea Cafe in Regina where Nick was 
employed. It was there she met Nick. Nick and Pegey were 
marred in 1940. Their eldest son John was born in 1941, and 
stayed with Peggy's parents while Nick and Peggy worked in 
Toronto. On returing to Saskatchewan Nick was able to secure 
‘employment as a section man forthe CNR. near Moose Jv, It 
as here in 1943 tht ther middle son Roy was bor. In 1943 the 
Kolots leased a restaurant, The Corner Cafe in Sturgis. Within a 
few years they were able to purchase the restaurant a8 well asthe 
adjoining building which housed the printing shop where the 
Sturgis Paper was published. Jim Losies family ran the printing 
shop and live at the back. Kolot’s business was renovated and the 
upstairs was tured into a boarding house. On Oetober 31, 1949) 
fire broke out during the renovations and theie entire holdings 
‘were bumed, John and Roy barely escaped, This was @ major set 
back for the Kolo’s being without a home or means of income. 
With commonity support they began rebuilding on the same

Peter and Katherine Kucik. October 11,1941

Through the yeas, 
cooking and waitressing became her jobs both in Minnesota and 
in Saskatchewan, 

During the war she went to Ontario with her daughter Pud 
where she found employment in a munitions factory. When her 
father took ill, she returned to Saskatchwan to cae for her mothe, 
Sturgis becare her permanent home. 

"The year she tured seventy, was the year she could get her old 
age pension of $40.00 per month. Unfortunately, her husband 
died the same year. In Stell’s retirement, cooking, curing and 
crocheting became her passions. One of her many pastimes was 
playing cards and serabble with family members, where you 
‘would really have to watch for new words that Stella made up for 
senibble, 

Upon reaching her 100th birthday, she decided she would 
crochet a tablecloth for this happy event. Stella was blessed with 
good memory. She could tell you each and every one of the 
‘names of her grandchildren, great grandchildren, and great-great 
srandchildren andthe date of their birthdays. Very seldom did she

Gram, as she was known oso many, always 
had a smile on her face, always saw the good in people and had 
the best advice around, “Never be afraid to say Tove You.” 

Gram died on Mother's Day, May 15,1988; just seventeen days 
short of her 101th birthday.

John Olsoa Lande was bom December 19, 1878 in Orsgog 
‘Community four miles east of Alesund on the west coast of 
‘Norway. His given name was "Johan Oluf Bendik Lande. He was 
the second child bom to Guri-Anne Sofie Giskemo and Ole 
Bastian Johnson Lovell Sovek. They took on the name Lande 
aller taking over the frm in the Lande region on Sjoholt, Norway 

John worked on his family farm until he was 20 years old. At 
‘that time in 1898, times were bad and he immigrated othe United 
States He left Norway by boat and landed in Hull in the United 
Kingdom and den by tain across to Liverpool where he set sil 
for the United Stats, The tip o New York City took one month 
by boat. After amving at Elis Islnd and clearing Customs he 
traveled by train, horse and carriage to his destination at 
Kragness, Minnesota, where a job awaited him on te farms of 
‘Tore Lande. 

In 1903, John heard of land grants being offered in Wester 
‘Canada in the Saskatchewan area ofthe Northwest Territories, He 
made his way to Canora and looked at land to the North. At that 
time, a railroad line was being planned to go though the 
‘Woodlight District. For that reason, he lid claim to a quarter 
section of land SW-14-36-4 W2nd, there. The country side 
reminded him of his homeland with hills, valleys and creeks 
‘running through with many tres to clear. 

The railway plan changed and was never bait to the Woodlight 
area, The nearest station was to be Sturgis, 12 miles tothe south 
ofthe farm, John moved to Canada in 1904 and began working 
for the Canadian National Railroad in 1905. In 1907 or 1968, 
John made a trip back to Norway 10 ask his childhood 
‘sweetheart’ parents, Peder Bastin Mork and Bertie Elire Gurine 
ikem Mork permission to mary their daughter, Karoline 
‘Karoline was bom August 10 1881, ia the Sunnomore Region of 
‘Volden, Norway. She was the fourth of eight children and was the 
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great grandaughler of Danish Royélty. a 1908, she immigrated to 
Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, where she lived with family friends 
unt her marriage to John on May 4, 1909, at Prince Alber, 
Saskatchewan, 

They lived in many towns while Jobn worked as a section 
foreman for the Canadian National Railroad a8 the aiload was 
Dull tothe West. When the own of Swrgis was founded in 1912, 
‘Toh built a two storey frame house onthe comer of Ist. St. west 
land Brooks Ave., which stil exists behind the United Church 
facing Sturgis hill (Randy Sommerville's ome). In 1914, they lft 
for Baldon near Moose Jaw. They lived in the railroad station 
there, which is now a museum that has been moved o near Moose 
Jaw. They moved back tothe house in Suis in 1919, when John 
retired from the railroad. In 1920 he built their homestead house 
‘on their land grant farm, John also helped build the Woodlight 
School that year. Al ofthe pioners helped each other as much as 
they could by clearing the land, harvesting crops and building 
homes and barns. 

John aad Karoline acquired another quarter section SE-14-36- 
4 Wand, after that pioneer family left the area. They then had a 
total of 320 acres. In the mid 1930's John applied for licenses for 
the Woodlight Post Ofice and Telephone Exchange offices. He 
was granted both licenses. He operated the Post Office and his 
‘oldest daughter Gina operated the Central Telephone office in 
Sturgis. 

John and Karoline had five children. Gina Beatrae Linora, 
hom March 1, 1910, marred Clifford Hamilton, August 1, 1936. 
‘They bad (wo children, Ronald Albert, bom May 29, 1938 and 
‘Georgina Constance (Connie) bom February 13, 1941. Clifford 
worked for the Canadian National and passed away October 17 
1958. Gina operated the Sturgis Telephone Exchange Office until 
1959. At tht time, she moved to Regina and then to Sure 
British Columbia, She martied Walter E, Berkley, July 11, 197 
Gina passed away March 21, 1992. 

John and Karoline's second child was Ole Benedict, bom 
March 29, 1911 

‘The thied child was Peder Benny, bor July 20, 1913. He 
rmartied Loma Hebaitch, April 15, 1944 in York, England. They 
had three children, Freda Alice, born November 5, 1950, Colyn 
Alan, bom February 25, 1953, and Ian Blair, bom February 2, 
1956. Benny was inthe Royal Canadian Air Porce in World War 
1, oxned and operated a farm near Sturgis and was the president 
of the Sturgis Canadian Legion. He passed avay January 14, 
1993. 

“The fourth child was Bertha Elisa, born June 29, 1915 and a 
twin brother who passed away dare hours ater birt, She marred 
Robert Reagan July 18, 1939, They had nine children. Caroline, 
bom December Il, 1939, Dennis, born July 13, 1941, Delbert, 
born August 23,1942, Thomas, born August 26, 1943, John, born 
July 14, 1945, Jery, bor Devemberl4, 1946, Lawrence, bom 
April 14, 1950, Sheryl, bom May 22, 1956 and Ronald, bom 
February 13, 1958. They owned and operated a farm east of 
‘Sturgis. Robert (Bob) was a musician, He was an accomplished 
fiddle player and also drove a school bus. Bob and Bertha retired 
to the town of Sturgis. Robert pasted away suddenly July 30, 
1987. 

Karoline was a wonderful kind woman with beautifl long dae 
auburn hair and big brown eyes. She was five foot one inch tall 














‘She was a great cook and baker. She sewed the family clothes, 
crocheted and knited. She passed away on April 23, 1941 while 
‘on a medical rip to Saskatoon. She was ffly-nine years old 

John was a soft-spoken man of slight build and about five feet 
six inches tall, He had very ligt blu eyes that winkled when he 
smiled or laughed, He was very studious and always read the 
newspapers and books. He loved to tell stories about trolls and 
sing Norwegian folk songs. He was a very hard working kind 
‘man. John passed away January 27, 1964 in Moose Jaw, at the age 
of 8. 

John and Karoline were of the Lutheran faith. ‘Their funerals 
ete held in the Grace United Church in Sturgis and they were 
buried in the Sturgis Community Cemetery

‘The third child, Peder Benny (known as Benny) was bom at 
Sturgis, Sask. on July 200h, 1913, the third child of Joba and 
Karoline Lande, Benny was raised from 1913 to 1919 at Balden, 
Sask. where his father was section foreman with the CI. railway 
In 1919 te family returned to Sturgis and in 1920 they moved to 
& farm north of Sturgis inthe Woodlight Distict. Benny took all 
his schooling a the Woodlight School and he continued to work 
‘on the farm until he joined the Royal Canadian Air Force in 1941 
While serving with the R.C.A.F. he was stationed at Saskatooa, 
Sask, and Claresholm, Alberta, before going overseas in Fanoary, 
1943, He joined No. 6 Bomber group in Yorkshire, England and 


vas stationed at various bomber stations close to the city of York. 
‘While there Benny met his fare wife, Loma Hebditch and they 
‘were marred at York on April 15th, 1944, 

‘Loma (Hebaltch) Lande was bom st York, England on July 4th 
1924, the fourth child of Edwin and Alice Hebvltch, Loma grew 
up in York and received her education at a private school and a 
business college there. In September, 1939, atthe outbreak of 
‘World War IL she went to work for an insurance company until 
she was called up for national service in 1943, After working in 
an areraft factory for several months Loma was transferred to the 
Norther Command Infantry Records Ofice where she worked as 
records clerk forthe King's Own Yorkshire Light Infantry.

‘sense of humour, told lots of stories and jokes and loved to tease 
people, He had a good way with animals and would sing as he did 
the chores

‘to Windsor, ON where Ole had a job with Chrysler Canad. The 
‘Woodlight homestead was leased to Mike Gromnisky and later 
sold to the Louis Nischuk family.

“Mabel worked for Packers and Dominion supermazkets for many 
years. She retired in 1984, Ole and Mabel were active in the 
Prairie Provinces Club and their children's school Parent

‘Church and Mabe! was inthe Women’s Auxiliary. They belonged 
to bowling leagues and attended dances and social evets.

LARSON, Martin and Malla 

‘The Marin Larson family, consisting of Martin his wife Malla 
(Molly) and daughters Inez and Bessie imsnigrated from 
LaCrosse, Wisconsin, U.S.A. in the year 1912. The railway had 
‘come though from Swan River, Manitoba to Pelly, Saskatchewan 
in 1910 and then on to Sturgis in 1912. It is not known exactly 
where the family disembarked but they were meta the train and 
transported to their new home by Martin's brother-in-law, Christ. 
Hanson, and his ox team and cart, Christ Hanson was the father 
of Tina Hedley from Sturgis The Larson family took homestead 
‘on land location SW 36-34-5, curently owned by Larry Skogen, 
bout two miles west of Sturgis. Sturgis had formerly been known, 
as Stanhope in the Assiniboine Teritory. Mrs. Fred Brooks, the 
wife of one ofthe first few setters inthe area had renamed the 
sertlement after her hometown of Sturgis, South Dakota. 

‘Larsons setled in othe typical pioneer lifestyle, starting out in 
4 soddy with a dirt flor, and progressing asthe years passed t0 
Jog and then lumber houses. The land was poor and gravelly, but 
there were fish in the river, wild berries in abundance, and

together with their livestock and gardens they were afforded a 
‘modest living. Both Marin and Molly worked out ofthe ome for 
extra cash, when necessary, When the railway north co Hudson 
ay was being built, Larsons provided fresh produce an dairy 
product t the crews. During these years, there were four more 
childzen bom 10 the family- Millie in 1914, Oliver in 1916 
Gordon in 1917 and Kathleen who died shortly after birth. All 
of the Larson children attended the old brick sehoothouse in 
Sturgis. 

By this time, the one room log cabin was prety full with a 
family of seven. The children all slept in the atie-They could see 
the starsat night through the eracks in the roof and snow drifted 
inon theirbeds in winter. Flour was stored under the kitchen table 
tokeepit dry on rainy days. Mavtn’s brother Robert, who was t00 
crippled by sheumatism to eam bis living any more as a farm 
hand, came to live with them. In exchange fora co in the comer 
‘of the main room and his meals, he gave to Martin his only earthly 
possessions, a fine team of horses, Robert was quite adept at 
‘woodworking, so whea Martin heard that the school was 
expecting a new piano by rl, he rushed into town with the team 
‘and wagon to deliver it from the train station to the school. He 
kept the wooden erate, which Robert dismantled and fashioned 
into a large beautifully finished dresser complete with hand 
carved dovetailed drawers and a fancy backboard. The dresser 
held a place of honor inthe home al through the year, Millie i 
still the proud owner ofthis piece from the past 

Robert and Martin both left this world ata young age. Coupling 
this withthe years ofthe "Great Depression’, life became hard for 
Molly and her young family. Millie went out to work atthe tender 

5 asa hired git farm hand. She worked for 
‘many different people in various places. Eventually she answered 
an ad fora housekeeper from the Afed Nightingale family inthe 
(Okla area. Mrs. Nightingale was in a wheelchair asthe result of a 
stroke and Mille, always picking ber places of employment 
‘where she thought she was most needed, answered the ad. There 
she eame to know and later marted the youngest son, Abert in 
June 1940. Millie and Albert had a daughter, Beverly Jane in 
March 1941, She died of infantile paralysis in April 1942 two. 
‘weeks before their second daughter, Alice Mare arrived, 

Tithe summer of 1942, Albert enlisted to 
in World War I He was a member of The Royal Canadian 
Engincers. He retured in 1945. Inthe meantime Milic and litle 
Alice were left in a slab shack in the bush by Okla. Millie had the 
building moved by Ed Doyle and his horse powered moving outfit 
{oa piece of land she had bought from Melvin Mattson about a 
half mile west of Sturgis, The shack slowly became a house and 
is sil being lived in today inthe town of Sturgis, In January of.

LARSON, Victor and Ethel 

From Norway via North Dakota and from Sweden via Towa 
‘came two families without whom we would have no history to 
report for this publication, They were part of te ealy history of 
the settlement in the United States of America, and some oftheir 
descendants pioneered in the Norquay district of Saskatchewan 
Soon after the tum of the century. A that time, of course, no one 
had any idea that te two families would one day be united. 

First came the Engvald Reines in 1905, by train from 
Abercrombie, North Dakota, with seven children, the eldest 
twelve and the youngest a six-month grt named Ethel (born May 
20), Later four more children were to ave to fil that early log 
‘cabin north of Norquay and to complete the family of eleven, 

A year later, the David Larson family of Chariton, Jowa 
Iraveled the samt route - to Kamsack by train and thence by teams 
and wagons and on toa homestead south of Norquay. Eventually 
there were fourteen in that family, two by adoption, Vitor (bom 
January 17,1903) was one of the middle ones of the original 
family of twelve, Vietor grew accustomed to the outdoors and 
living under canvas that frst summer in Canada, For several 
‘months the family lived in a tent, his mother cooked for her 
husband, cight children, and the carpenters while waiting forthe 
Jog house to be built and for a child to be bom the following 

History does not record when Vie Larson and Ethel Reine met 
However, itis a matter of record that their ist date was a trip to 
the Preeceville Sports in Vie's Model T: On December 18, 1926, 
‘Vie and Ethel were married at Yorkton, Saskatchewan. 

A fortune teller once prophesied that there would be a Jot of 
‘wheels in Vi's life. This certainly proved to be true ~ not only in 
the number of moves made by the young couple in their early 
martied yeas, but also inthe variety of occupations which Vie 
followed to keep his growing family fe. Immediately aftr their 
marrage, they went to Ethel’s father's sawmill in the Porcupine 
Forest Reserve north of Norquay 

Tn the spring they moved toa farm near Norquay, and after a 
yearortwo they moved oa different farm, Next came a winter in 
town where they rented rooms above a store. Here Vie kept the 
livery bam. While keeping his own livestock in the bam, he 
billeted horses. On many occasions he drove the doctor to 
outlying areas on house eas 

By this time there were thee children in the family: Wallace 
(bom Mareh 18, 1933); Gloria (born June 8, 1934); and Herbert 
(bom July 18, 1937), Vitor’s occupation now was one of being & 
livestock dealer traveling every weekend to Winnipeg shipping 
cate 

After some eight years more, Victor decided t0 g0 into the 
sawmill business north of Norquay. This was in the fll of 1940 
Av first Ethel stayed behind in Norquay, for by this ime David 
had arive (September 3, 1939), and Ronald as well (October I 
1940), Vic along with his partner Miro Sorochuk of Swan Plain 
‘expanded their operations of sawing humber in the winter to 
planing it in te summer 

(On October 31, 1941 Fake andthe children joined husband and 
father in a litle house near the school, a mile from the Hamlet of 
‘Swan Plain. The planing operations ceased and Vie changed his 
‘summer occupation to road constuction, an occupation tht again 
‘would take him away from home. The children all began their 
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schooldays in dat two room schoo! near their home. The grades 
taught were Grade 1-8 Therefore, other arrangements had t0 be 
‘made for obtaining an education beyond Grade 8. Gloria was the 
first to face the problem of schooling a by this ime Wallace had 
‘chosen to assist his father in the sawmill and road construction 
business. It was heard that Sturgis not only had 2 good high 
school but also a dormitory to board and house students from 
‘outside the district. Inthe fall of 1949 Gloria left the “comforts 
‘ofthat Svan Plain home to pursue er education in Sturgis. 

‘Knowing tha arrangements would eventually have to be made 
for three more children, Vic and Fabel began searching fora place 
tolive that would fill the needs ofall her farily. While driving 
to one of his toad construction sits at Arborield he passed litle 
farm at Sturgis that was forsale. After a quick stop, 2 visit and 
some negotiations with Melvin and Inga Matson the purchase of 
the NE 30-34-4-W2nd was made. The moving date was set for 
October 30,1950, What a busy weekend that was- Sunday, ests 
at a neighbor's son's wedding. Then came Monday ~ with 
belongings packed and loaded, the Larson's left the community 
carrying with them memories of nine years in the Swan Pi 
District and to begin what would be many wonderful memories in 
their new home on the south bank of Kopje Creek about a mile 
northwest of the Town of Sturgis 

‘Vie continued his sawmill and road constuction business 
{aking him to various locations in Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
‘Mafeking, Man, became the location for his sawmill. While there, 
‘young lady from the area sought employment with him to fulfill 
the position of cook for hs crew both for the winter camp and also 
the summer months. This was the beginnings ofa relationship that 
lead tothe marriage of Wallace to Ellen Irene Graff at Swan River, 
Manitoba on May 8, 19 

With Vie being away Ethel found her days filled with keeping 
up with the activities of her family. Shorly after ariving at 
‘Sturgis her friendly neighbors invited her to become a member of 
the Sturgis Homemakers’ Club. She served as Secretary for the 
club fora namber of years and remained aloyal member uni the 
club ceased. 

‘The other Larson children, Gloria, Herbert, David and Ronald 
attended the Sturgis schools and graduated from Grade 12. 
‘Community involvement particulary in the 4-H movement under 
the capable leadership of Bud Morken, Nels Wetterlund and 
Elmer Sjolie were highlights ofthe Larson boys. 








































































received her RIN. designation, aursed in Preeceville, Saskatoon 
and Edmonton before manrying Dolph Hoffman on March 12, 
1960.

Involvement with livestock in his early years developed within 
Vic a keen interest in well bred livestock. While building a 
highway in the Lemberg and Abernathy district of Saskatchewan 
he became aware ofa beautifil herd of Aberdeen Angus cate. He 
purchased a cow and beifer calf and thus the farming operations 
of his sons began, 

A first the newly purchased cattle were “custom farmed! with 
cattle farmers until the Larson Brothers were able to care for 
themselves. Then in close co-operation with Bud Morken and 
Nels Wetterlund haying equipment was purchased and the cattle 
operation grew. 

‘On October 9, 1965 tragedy struck the Larson family. Ellen,

The rest continued on with 
team of horses and wagoa with ther belongings to the homestead 
He built is log house December 1903 ~ 12 fx 14 for $75.00; 
840 rods of fencing at $200.00; 1 stable, 1 well $50.00. In 1908 
he broke 7 acres; in 1905 he broke 13 acres and cropped 13: in 
1906 he broke 10 acres and cropped 20; 1907 he broke 20 acres 
and cropped 28. In 1907, he had 3 oxen, 8 catle and 3 pigs. On 
the off season in 1904 and 1905, he worked in. Grandview, 
‘Manitoba on suilroad construction. His stepfather, stepbrother, 
and cousin Oskar Rundguist retumed to the United States and 
Anton Johnson and wife to British Columbia. His «wo sisters 
remained with him on the farm. His post office was called 
Plateau, Saskatchewan at that ime and he had to haul grain to 
Yorkton and pick up his supplies from there. He marred Melvine 
Sollein of Stenen, Saskatchewan, August 17, 1914. They were 
‘married by Pastor Umess. 

‘Melvine Lokken, bom December 21, 1898, in Henricks, 
Minnista, marred Jonas Lokken August 17, 1914. They had one. 
daughter Edith Doris Marie. My mother was an ambitious 
woman, always on the go, who enjoyed having company 
cooking, and baking. She loved threshing ime, with all the food 
preparation and also helping Mr, Lars Romuld at threshing time, 
They lived across the road from us at Tadmore until 1919. Mrs, 
Charlie Jacobson, who also was our close neighbor across the 
way, had Mother come over to help with the Norwegian baking 
every Christmas, We always kept the Norwegian traditions at 
Christmas, and Dad always fed the animals extra food Christmas 
Eve. Mother belonged to the Corofin Ladies’ Aid and was very 
active in the church and community. She played the violin and 
sccordion, She loved music and dancing. She made all my clothes 
and did great deal of knitting, crocheting, tating, and quilting. 

We had a conage at Crystal Lake and many happy times were 
spent there. Dances a the pavilion Saturday night were 25¢ and 
my parents made and sold lunches for them. Every Wednesday 
there was a free dance forthe campers and someone was always 
available to play the piano. One met many people from 











surrounding districts and towns when camping, 

My parents ad a very large garden with plenty of food at all 
times. Mother canned vegetables, pickles, jams, eles, and fruit 
Inthe spring she would can leftover meat and fish from the winter. 
‘We shipped cream and Mother made butter that sold for Se & 





and sold honey. Mother raised large flocks of turkeys as well 35, 
chickens, I was glad when dressing fowl for market was over. 

Water wells were somewhat of a problem in our area, as my 
father spent many trip in all kinds of weather, hauling water with 
team and tank from a well est of Tadmore and drinking water i 
cream cans from the well at Hassan, 

Being the only child, Uelped my’ dad a great desl outside and 
inthe field. [had my own horse and was very fond of snimals. 1 








‘hated to see pet caves and pigs go to market. One thing Tdi ike 
‘was helping to Weed the garden. Harvesting vegetables from the 
‘garden and helping with the canning, I enjoyed very much. 

T remember cold winter evenings spent playing games or carts 
around the kitchen table on the farm. After cards we would 
indulge in Mom’s homemade bread or delicious cake, cookies, or 
pie. We often played Auction Bridge. The neighbors would also 
‘organize card panies in homes. To the south of us, they played 
Euchre, and to the north, Norwegian Whist and special games for 
the children, 

‘My mother left the farm in 1947 and moved to Saskatoon. She 
purchased a house and had boarders. She went to the Zion 
Lutheran Church and was very active in ELCW. She continued to 
have a large garden and took great pride in her lowers, home, 
fiends, and family. One always enjoyed siting down to Moms 
delicious home-prepared meals. 

In 1975, she moved to Calgary. In Calgary she was active being 
‘member of Trinity Lutheran Church: the Seandinavian Center, 
and the Hillhurst Go-Getters Club, where she played cards and 
went to dances. In 1976, she was made life member in the Order 
of Royal Purple, Saskatoon Lodge No. 46. She died March 10, 
1985 and is buried in Queen's Park Cemetery, Calgary, Albert, 

(My father was Secretary-Treasurer and Trustee ofthe Corofin 
‘School No. 1507 and lineman for Tadmore and district. He also 
{id road work. He took great pleasure in making ie cream for 
church and community picnics and for company when our 
strawberries were in season, He had a sale in 1949 after ariving 
‘back to Tadmore from the Winnipeg hospital He left the farm in 
1950 and rented it out and took up residence in Calgary. He

Me. Losie established a weekly newspaper called the Northeast 
Review 

AA daughter, Maureen, was bom in the Precceville Hospital on 
January 8, 1949 and was the New Year's baby for that year. 

The newspaper plant and the Losie household were on Main 
‘iret, but inthe fall of 1949, a devastating fre destrayed not only 
the newspaper plant with al its equipment but also the Losie 
family residence as well The family was left with only the clothes 
that they were wearing on that Sunday morning. Also, destroyed 
inthe fire were a restaurant and baker: James opted to stay in 
Sturgis and rebuilt 2 new building beside the Grace United 
Chured, 

James Losie left his mark in Sturgis He established the Sturgis 
and District Band and personally taught most of the band 
members to play their instruments. This was all done on a 
voluntary basis 

James also played in the Black Homes, a very popular dance 
‘band in that era. Other members ofthe band included Phil Lose, 
Andy Beatty, Harry Woodward, and Eugene Anaka, The Black 
Homets were a huge success and any organization or town that 
hired them was assured a huge crowd and teriic music. 

He was an outstanding musician and in the 1930s played 
saxophone and clarinet with the nationally acclaimed Mart 
Kenney Orchestra, late based out of Toronto, Around 1950, the 
Mart Kenney Band, on a tour across Canada, made a stop at 
Sturgis and a highlight on that night was when Jim Losie was 
asked by Mart Kenney to play a series of numbers with the band, 
Jim obliged, much tothe delight ofthe packed rink. 

James, who maried Marjorie in Halifax, Nova Scotia, served 
overseas with the Canadian Army for five years and obtained the 
rank of majo 

‘Before his arrival in Sturgis, he worked asa printer fo the CNR 
hotel chain in Edmonton, Halifax, and Saskatoon. After the war, 
he operated a weekly pape in Tugaske before locating in Sturgis, 
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Unfortunately, the Losie family never recovered from the 
financial loss of the homible fire and in 1952 closed the 
newspaper and left Sturgis, 

‘After stops in Langenburg and Davidson, James and Marjorie 
purchased and operated a commercial printing business in Moose 
aw, a successful venture, 

James died in 1982 and Marjorie passed away in 1995 

Phil and hs wife Diane, a teacher, had four children Phil had a 
Jong caret at the Regina Leader Post. He died of cancer in 1997 
at the age of 64, Diane sil lives in Regina. Ralph and his wife 
‘Yvonne, a nuse, have four children including twin boys. Ralph

LUBINIECKI, Julian and Katherine (Demchuk) 

Julian was one of three children born in 1880 at azlaviez, East 
Poland to the Anton Lubiniecki family. He immigrated to the 
Keld District near Dauphin, MB, where he became a naturalized 
Canadian citizen in 1905, Julian farmed for a while and worked 
4s a carpenter at times for as litle 2s one dollar a day. He spoke 
five languages and often acted as an interpreter and teacher for 
‘other immigrants to the area, 

‘After Julian's marriage to Katherine Demcbuk, they moved to 
Sturgis around 1930, where Julian built and se up the frst Red 
and White Store in town (where the former Sturgis Bookstore is 
located). Apparently he loved carpentry more than running the 
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store. After Katherine died in 1945, Julian moved to Regina, He 
continued working asa carpenter. 

Katherine was born in Cyheny, East Poland in 1889 to Wiliam 
Demehuk and Antonina Woroway. Katherine's father was a land 
overseer in Poland during feudal times. They immigrated to 
(Canada and settled near Dauphin. 

Tulan and Katherine had seven ebildren The firs child died in 
Infancy. Then Leo James was born (see Leo's story). The third 
child, Helen (1909-1954), was a teacher and married a farmer 
William Henderson.

Leo 
took his Grade I - 12 education and also attended Normal Setool 
fat Dauphin. He began his teaching career at Rossbum and 
Ethlebert, MB, When his parents moved to Sturgis, he spent some 
time in the area, later becoming principal of the Sturgis 
Elementary School unt his retirement in 1971, He died in 1976 

Leo and Alma Cecilia Reagan were marred on October 17, 
1936 at St. Patrick's Roman Catholic Church officiated by parish 
priest Father Thomas Novak. They moved a small house into 
Sturgis, which they continued to work at renovating over the 

‘Alma was bom on July 14, 1915 at Sturgis, the fifth child of 
Christopher and Helen (Healy) Reagan, She was educated at 





Mannanah and Sturgis schools until Grade 8. She then worked at 
home and farms inthe area. 

‘The children remember their Dad for the many talents and 
hobbies he had that included carpentry work, photography, blue 
printing, reading and the lst goes on, He contributed to the 
community in his ov quiet way. He started the fist Army Cadet 
Corps in Sturgis (1976 RCACC), and was involved with the 
cadets in constructing the toboggan tun on the Sturgis Hil, He 
Ihelped build fences and other things forthe anual Sports Day 
and Rodeo (which was on July 4 beck then), Leo drew up 
blueprints fr the Medical Clinic, St. Patrick's Church (1962), and 
the Sturgis Credit Union Building (1966 ). The cement work for 
the barbecues in the Regional Park was done by Leo, and he 
initiated the work to create the name Sturpis on the Stargis Hill. 
‘The older boys remember outlining and digging ou the leters on 
the hill and then liming them. Later white painted rocks were 
placed thee before a more permanent white-colored cement was 
poured into the leer. It stands that way to this day 

Dad seemed to have taught a “million” kids in Sturgis. We 
continue to meet people who had him as a teachet/pincipal atthe 
Sturgis Elementary Sebo, 

‘Before our father taught at Sturgis, he was teaching in a rural 
schoo! near Canora, Mom told us how he used to walk the 
cightcen miles along the ack home on Friday afte schoo, spend 
the weekend at home doing chores, et, ad then walk back on 
‘Sunday afternoon tobe at school for Monday tll the next Feiday. 
Twas very touced by this story Because it speaks ofa different 
rain the history of our county ~ atime when people needed jobs 
and weren't afraid to work and a time when you dida't whine 
about your lot in life. OF couse, similar stries can be told by all. 
the families ofthat time. 

‘Mom like all moms was hard working, supportive, and 
protective when required. She was a member of the CWL. 
(Catolic Women’s League of Canada) and did her share of 
baking pies and helping at Fol Suppers, Church Bazaars, Winter 
CCamivals, and Sports Days. Mom was blindly Liberal in her 
Politics and would argue with anyone, including her brothers and 
sisters, during the Tommy Douglas/Ross Thatcher years. Note 
that Dad was quieter in this regard because of his teaching 
Position in town, 

‘Mom grew up ina family of ten. She often remarked how they 
didn’t have much but “made ther own fun" AC one time in her 
life, before she was maried, Mom worked and boarded on a 
neighbouring farm.

MACNEILL, William and Helga (Nohlgren)

MacNeil, Wiliam Leslie 


My fatner, William Leslie MacNeill, was bom in Prince 
award Island in 1887, Graduating from Prince of Wales College 
in Charlontetown, he eame weston a harvest excursion und, after 
‘many youthful adventures, became a school teacher in 
Saskatchewan, In 1925, he met my mother, who had immigrated 
to Canada from Sweden in 1922. They were married in 1927 and 
[arrived in 1928 

In 1929, we arved in Yorkton and, one year later, in 1930, Dad 
became the vice-prncipal ofthe Sturgis Public School, teaching 
arades eight to tn, 

Dad viewed teaching as a “calling”, He was an excellent 
teacher, judging from the reactions of dozens of his pupils who 
have since spoken to me. He enjoyed it and worked hard at it 
under the tying conditions imposed on a small Saskatchewan 
‘community by the Great Depression of the 30's and the wat. 1 
know personally that he had litle time for nonsense in the 
classroom and certainly not when his own son was involved. 

‘Next to school and education, it was the depression that had the 
spreatest impact on Dad. He was one of the fortunate ones in the 
Saurpis district with a “real job” although he often had to take his 
Salary in kind rather than cash), Hartly a week went by when he 
was not hit by some depression-induced tragedy involving 
family o their children. 

Before long, he had joined many other community leaders in 
searching for ways in which people could break the bonds of 
povery and empower themselves. Every winter, our small living 
room Was one of the places where leading citizens of the town 
‘gathered around the buck stove to talk and to decide what if 
‘anything might be done to address a wide range of problems 

In 1939, inspired by the work of Father Cody of St. Francis 
Xavier University, the group decided that people of the 
‘community could empower themselves ony if they gained access 
to their own savings through a credit union tat they themselves. 
‘owned and controlled. Anton Morken, one of Dad's closest 
friends, became the first President of the Sturgis Credit Union. 
Dad became its first secretary-teasuret. Father Novak, Fred 
‘Ganong, Hugh Mitchell Leo Reagan, and Wes Sims joined them 
asthe first Board of Directors. became the youngest member, 
‘getting my frst pass book at the age of eleven, with repeated 
instructions on how to keep a personal budget and how to save. 














Dad remained secretary-treasurer ofthe Credit Union for twenty- 
fone years When the mounting pressure of loo many community 
Jobs forced him to give it up. In December, 1960, Martha 
Schoenke sueceeded him, 

‘A year afler Dad became secretary-treasurer of the Credit 
Union, he was asked to become clerk of the Town of Stusis, 
succeeding Harold Fraser, who had decided to leave to search for 
his fortune in California. He spent almost every evening in the 
town office, which also became the office of the Credit Union 
‘When things go really bad, in order to see him, Mom and I would 
20 down to sit in the office until he gave up, closed the safe, and 
came home. 

In 1945, the new CCF provincial Government reorganized 
Saskatchewan's educational system into a limited number of 
larger school wnits. Dad was asked to become the fist secretary 
‘of the Sturgis School Unit. Unable to “find the time somachow" 
he was forced to make a painful choice involving the thing he 
‘most loved to do, teaching. After along strugele, the opportunity 
to further education on a broader scale won out, He left his 
classroom in the old Sturgis Public School after ffleen years at 
the same desk, looking north towards his students and out the 
‘window towards the “big hills” that he sometimes wandered on a 
‘Sunday morning after church, 

‘Thal same year, 1945, work commenced on the new Sturgis 
‘Composite School. The contractor was Wemer Soderlund, 
Buildings were moved up from the Commonwealth Ait Training 
School at Yorkton and were fitted out as dormitories. 

In launching the Sturgis School Unit, Dad was presented with 
4 huge number of problems and opportunities. Backed by his 
chair and board, he tackled each of them in turn with his usual 
‘humility calm serenity, and quiet determination. He was proud of 
the way that educational frontiers were being expanded and 
‘opportunites opened for the students ofthe Unit Stil, in all the 
turmoil, he somehow found the time © take on yet another 
community job. In 1945, he become the Manager ofthe Sturgis 
Rural Telephone Company, a position e held until 1962, 

(On the evening of May 18, 1962, Dad was at his desk as usual 
when he was stricken by a heart attack. Taken to Canora Hospital, 
he died shorly after midnight. He was seventy-five, He had been 

‘of Sturgis for thirty-two years, an education leader and 
teacher of is childrea for thiny-two years, the backbone ofits 
Credit Union for twenty-one yeas, and th cle ofthe town for

My mother, Helga Ingeborg Noblgren MacNeill, was a striking 
woman, with a ready laugh, a cusious mind, and a warm and 
adventurous spirit She was fll of life and determined to enjoy as. 
‘many of the wonders of the world as she could grasp. When she 
‘walked into @ room, you knew she was there Infact, complete 
strangers often remembered her years late. 1 remember, for 
example, the Maitre inthe three sta Jules Vere restaurant stop 
the Eifel Tower in Paris. Mother travelled from Sturgis to Europe 
‘every year between 1976 and 1985 and stayed with us, usualy for 
several months. In 1981, we lived in Paris, and one evening my 
wife and Took her to this then new restaurant. Without trying, she 
dominated the scene and made a strong impression on the staf. 
‘When we lef, the Maire d’ treated hee ike a “grand dame” and 
escorted her tothe elevator with great deference. Two years Iter, 
in 1983, we went back. The Maite d' had served thousands since 
we were last there, but he recognized her instantly and, with a 
seat flourish, be escorted her back to her table, That evening 
overlooking the beautiful Seine flowing through the City of Light, 
she was treated lke a queen, Although she was born in humble 
circumstances and lived a humble life, she was inher element. 

Mother was bom in Srieden on June 5, 1897, She was the 
second youngest ina large family of thirteen children. Her father 
‘was a leading tailor inthe small city of Filipstad, surounded by 
the farms, forests, and lakes that mark the beautiful province of 
‘Varmiland. Her mother raised the family as best she could on a 
tailors very small income. 

Mother was raised in a manner typical of er place and time: 
School, church, work and some pla. In later years, she spoke 
lovingly of working inher home with her mother. She loved hard 
‘work, and throughout her life, she put to good use the cooking and 
housekeeping skills that she learned asa youth. She also learned 
to enjoy certain sports, especially skiing and swimming. Her 
strong breaststroke often took her across Crystal Lake, much to 
Dad's consternation. As for school, she always regretted that she 
‘was not able to go further than the end of public school (about 
Grade 9/10 in Saskatchewan). The family was too large for thei 
income and at sixteen, she had to go to work, 

In those days, of course, there were not many openings for 
young women, and “going to work” meant going into a well-to- 
do home as a maid. She was in several homes over a period of 
years. She often mentioned the home of a Norwegian nobleman, 
Where she worked in 1916, when she would have been nineteen 
She remembered this mainly because on May 31, 1916, the home 
‘provided a window on the sights and sounds ofthe famous naval 
‘Bate of Jutland, 

‘She also worked for several years inthe home of a wealthy 
‘Swedish family, whose home overlooked the beautiful harbor in 
central Stockhoim. 

Heer life in Stockholm was hard, bu it opened her mind to new 
horizons. Ships fom the four eomers ofthe world docked in the 
harbor just steps from her room in the family’s apartment and, 
years later, she often told me about watching them and how they 
made her determined to somehow “see the word” 

‘She also became familiar with classical music, The Opera was 
literally across the street on a square named after King Gustav 
Adolf, and a poor city gil could watch some of the world’s 
sreatest performers ftom a cheap seat high “in the gods" 

In 1922, when she was twenty-five, Mother's adventurous spit 
took hold and she decided to immigrate to Canada, She arived in 
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Halifax on a wet wintry night and she tld me she cried all the 
Way to the station, where she was herded with the rest of the 
‘migrants. Wet and cold Halifax wasn't at all as she had 
dreamed it would be. She coulda’t speak a word of English. And 
it got worse, Poor immigrants headed for the west were put in 
poorly heated coaches with wooden seats. She sat forfour days 
and four nights asthe tain passed through an endless tunnel of 
forests, before breaking out into the Prairies. After Winnipeg, yet 
another day was to pass before she arved ater destination in the 
hamlet of Hyas, where her sister and brother-in-law, Anna and 
‘Gus Andersoo, tana small hotel. Within a day, she was back at 
work as a maid this time without any ofthe benefits of a pro 
cemployer-employee relationship nor the occasional joys of 
‘cosmopolitan city in Europe. She was homesick for more than & 
year and sick of heart for much longer 

‘She was saved by the presence of a large Scandinavian 
‘community of immigrants that formed a network and social 
support system. She soon acquired frends from Yorkton north 
through Sturgis, Preeceville, and beyond, In late 1925, three years 
after she arrived in Canada, she was visting one ofthese fiends, 
the Exlanders, in or near the hamlet of Ketchen. They went to & 
‘community dance one evening, and there she was introduced to 
the local schoolteacher, a balding but, Mother insisted, a very 
lstinguished man in his mid-thiries, by the name of Leslie 
‘MacNeill. They courted and, before Jong, my future father 
proposed. She accepted and they were engaged. Knowing that she 
‘was homesick, and feeling perhaps that she would never be tly 
settled in be mind ntl she had worked ic out of hee system, Dad 
made ber a novel and daring and ~ she later told me ~ a very risky 
proposal. Instead of an engagement diamond, he offered her a 
rerum tip to Sweden, He said that se was to stay a year and she 
‘was to retum if, and only if, she was then convinced that she Loved 
him and wanted to make her life in Saskatchewan. She debated 
this for along while. She told me that she was afta that if she 
‘ida’ t accept, she might never get back to Sweden, but if she did, 
she might never return. Inthe event, se did return to Sweden for 
1a year. The visit worked the magic my father had hoped, She got 
‘Sweden out of her system and she remained fre of it for the rest 
of er life. Shortly after her retum in 1927, they were marred in 
Regina 

‘Mother took the diet of wind, drought, and dust for another year, 
and then she put her foot down, They must move, Remembering 
the park bel in the northeast, she suggested that they move back 
there, In 1929, we aved in Yorkton. Mother immediately rented 
a lange three-storey house and took in boarders. She threw her 
heat int it, and before long her fame as a cook and housekeeper 
spread and she was making quite a decent income. Mother had 
plans to expand her business in Yorkton and didn't want leave. 
But she did, of course, Dad commuted fora year, or perhaps 6, 
and then Mother joined him in Sturgis, 

‘Sturgis soon became home. Mother acquired many friends in 
the town and surrounding areas. The Scandinavian community 
was especially close. My earliest memories are of warm sunny 
‘Sundays atthe Albin Johnsons, the John Wetterlunds, the Wemer 
Soderlunds, dhe Nelsons, the Moekens, and many others. The food 
was always fabulous, the hostesses showing off their best tables 
Swedish i its many dialects was the language of choice on these 
‘ccasions and Dad often felt more than a litde left out, He and 














Mother would often discus it onthe Fong walk home, with me in 
tow. 

Mother and Dad were active United Church members and often 
entertained the minister for Sunday dinners 

‘A hobo’ 2 they were called, “iding the rods", would present 
himself atthe door in search of food or clothing. Mother would 
send me to my room and then tend to his needs. I remember one 
weekend when Dad was preparing to do some rough work around 
the yard. He searched in vain fora pair of pants and finally asked 
Mother if she had seen them. She looked stricken and then 
‘confessed that she had given them toa “tramp” atthe dooe. “He 
looked so poorly”, she said. “My goodness, Helga.” he replied, 
“they were my las pai” 

‘When the Composite School and dormitories were constructed, 
Moser became the first supervisor, housemother, and chef at “the 
dorms”. She worked very hard and loved every moment of it She 
was fond of the students, and proud of the fact that they couldn't 
get enough of her food. Many of them developed special 
attachment to he, treating he as proxy mother. Many maintained 
‘contact with her yeas after she left the dorm in the en fits. 

‘When she left the dorm, she worked as the Chief Chef atthe 
Lodge in the Kenosee Provincial Park 

In 1956/57, she decided to realize a long-standing dream and 
try her hand ata restaurant in Sturgis, and before long, “The Old 
Homestead” opened. As word of her home cooking spread, she 
soon arated not only local resdeats but also large contingent 
of commercial travelers. Soon, customers were pressuring ber to 
‘open for both lunch and dinner and she succumbed. Olga Pollock 
became her trusted assistant and loyal fiend. Then, some 
customers asked her to open for breakfast. Dad was opposed but 
she insisted “just fr the regulars”. It overtaxed her strength, as 
she had feared and, finaly, it proved to0 much. Her health ats, 
she had to close it She and Dad celebrated with a motor tip 
through the central stats. 

In 1962, Dad passed away after a heart attack. They had been 
smartied for thirty-five years. It took several years for Mother to 
recover her sprit. When she did, she began a new life of travel and 
adventure, 

Every year, from 1965 to 1985, she went everywhere. In 19685, 
‘we moved to Ottawa and she began a practice of spending several 
months a year with us. In between, she travelled abroad. Some 
years, she went only to Sweden, where she stayed with her sisters, 
nephews, and nieces, Other years, she toured Canada and the 
United States. Often, she toured Europe on her owa, She was one 
of the early tourists to cross the “Iron Curtain", visting the 
counties of Easter Europe and the Soviet Union when it was 
considered a risky adventure. She always found fiends to share 
her adventures with. Given ber gregarious nature, she would open 
doors for them and add to their own sense of adventure 
‘Afterwards, catds and letters would flow back from all over the 
world 

‘After we moved to Paris in 1976, she spent several months with 

Tn 1981, Mother was diagnosed with cancer and subjected t0 
radiation treatment atthe clinic in Regina, Her only son, living 
thousands of miles away, I often felt quite helpless. She didn’t 
‘want to leave Sturgis, Phyllis spent a lt of time with her during 
‘what was a very bad year of recovery. But, in the end, she 



































‘managed to stay in her home in Seurgs only because ofthe loving 
support of her neighbours and fends. 

‘Within less than a year, she had recovered enough to resume 
ber travel to Paris She loved itand the pattern continued until the 
fall of 1985, when she took a tur for the worse As per our pre 
arrangements, the doctor called from Canora and we etumed 10 
Sturgis immediately. She died in the Canora hospital in 
‘November, 1985 and was buried beside Dad in the cemetery in 
Sturgis, 
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Sturgis isa town that cares, This was driven home to me again 
during the June, 1996, fiftieth reunion of the old brick schoo''s 
Class of 46, A member of our clas, Evelyn Hale Chatleston, bad 
writen a book on the Class with’ a stort biography of every 
member. I tells a remarkable story of people and thei rot, in 
this case roots in Surgis. When I spoke atthe reunion, [remarked 
‘on the fact that every grad present had gone on to make a positive 
contribution to society. That's a rare batting average in any game, 
including the game of life, The story ofthe clas of "46 isa story 
of what happens when you combine families that care, with 
teachers that care, and a tain that cares. 

1, Fm, haven't ive in Sturgis since 1946, but] am a progct of 
this climate of caring. The things I value in myself and others, the 
things that make me laugh, my atitudes to work and play, my 
ambitions, my character were all “made in Sturgis” 

have made my career largely in the field of environment. It 
may have been preordsined since I was bo on what became 
Earth Day, April 22, in the year 1928 in a school teacherage deep 
in the dust bow! south of Moose Jaw, 

‘When [lft Stupis in ‘46, Thad become a student, thanks in 
large part to Dad who taught me grades eight to ten. In grades 
ight and nine, T was anything but a student, At the reunion in 
1996, one of my classmates, Steve Presi, recalled just how bad 
Twas, He asked me if Thave ever thought of going into space. 
Innocently, I replied, “No, Steve, why do you ask?" Well, he said, 








T remember your Dad watching you daydream through a leeture 
‘one day and then shouting: “James, when are you going to py 
attention, All you do bere is take up space”. By the time T 
graduated from Grade 10, however, I had got the message, My 
atitude toward books had changed completely and embarked on 
a lifetime of learning, which continues to this day. 

‘On September 3, 1946, Mom and Dad saw me of atthe station, 
Her pride in my winning a scholarship did not lesen the sorrow 
‘of my leaving home. Actually, I was to ret each summer. In 
1945, work commenced on the new Sturgis Composite School. 
The contractor was Wemer Soderlund. another close family 
fiend, for whom Thad been working as 3 carpenter since I was 
fourteen. Apart from Mom and Dad, two people taught me the 
value of hurd work. One was Anton Morken, the father of my 
_reat childhood friend, Bud Marken, for whom T worked on the 
firm doing chores and patting up hay. The other was Werner 
Soderlund. In 1943, be gave me my fist real job as laborer 
building an egg processing plant in Yorkton, I learned how to 
Pitch and form cement and do rough carpentry. Three years and 
‘many buildings later, I knew a lot about wood and was a good 
‘carpenter, plasterer, and painter. I continued to work for him each 
year uni I graduated in 1949, 

In 1950, encouraged by Mother, eft for Europe, not knowing 
quite what I would find or when I would return. Britain, France, 
and the Benelux countries were jut begining to recover from the 
war, but Germany and Austria were sil on their knees. I toured 
them over period of four months, travelling by my thumb and 
living by my wits. Thanks to refereaces from certain leading 
Canadians, I got to meet many oftheir leaders, Some invited me 
into their homes. It was a great education and adventure. In 
August, I ended up in Mother's home country of Sweden and that 
September Thegan post-graduate work i economies and political 
science atthe University of Stockholm, 

‘Mother came from a family of thirteen children and I soon got 
to know her two living sisters and a brother I discovered that I had 
literally dozens of first cousins and I got to know many of them 
as well. Some of them provided me with a home away from 
home. At the end of my frst term, when money got very tight, the 
Chancellor of the University helped me get a job as a foreign 
corespondent with one of Sweden's leading banks. My job was 
to tie together comespondence between Swedish exporters, which 
‘was writen mainly in Swedish, and iron Curtain importers, which 
‘daly enough was writen mainly in English. They allowed me 
very generous and highly flexible hours, which enabled me to 
complete my studies. 

‘On my return in 1952, I accepted a job as an economist with the 
Saskatchewan Government's Economic Advisory and Planning 
Bourd, After oll was discovered in Saskatchewan, T became 
secretary ofthe leading cabinet committee on oil and gas policy 
Later, [took a senior position inthe new department of mineral 

In 1953, I married Phyllis Beryl Ferguson of Scot, 
Saskatchewan, and we have now enjoyed forty-four years of 
‘marriage. The mariage took place inher family's church in Soot 
fon a warm November day, so the honeymoon waited until the 
following summer. Dad lent us his 47 Chev and we camped at 
Madge Lake, 























In 1955, Iwas determined to make the public service a career 
and deciged that it would be wise therefore to complete my 
technical education. Phyl made it possible. In 1956, she took & 
position in the News Services Office at the University and my 
savings and her salary supported us through 1958, when 1 
graduated in mechanical engineering “magna cum laude” 

It was a fortunate choice. That same year Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker and Premier Tommy Douglas signed the South 
Saskatchewan River Agreement and launched development of 
that enormous multipurpose project. I was asked to become the 
Executive Director of the Commission that would be responsible 
for coordinating the power, irigation, and other benefits of the 
project. I would report to Premier Douglas. I was an enormous 
‘opportunity and challenge and I took it. In 1963, after Woodrow 
Lloyd became Premier, the Goveriment decided to give the

Commission a larger roe, 
Saskatchewan Water Resources Commission and given 
responsibilty for managing all of Saskatchewan's, water and 
related resources, 

In 1964, Ross Thatcher's Liberals turned the tables onthe CCF 
A year after the election, left for Ottawa. 1 soon found myself in 
charge of policy in anew department that Prime Minister Pearson 
establisbed: Energy Mines and Resources. By 1967, I was an 
Assistant Deputy Minister with responsibility for Canada's 
‘marine end freshwater resources, 

During a two-year stint as advisor to Prime Minister Pierre 
“Trudeau, wrote te federal postion paper onthe constitution and 
the environment. More significant, I wrote the first major book 
published in Canada on “Environmental Management” IL went 
fon to become a best-seller and for years Was used as a txt in 
university graduate schools in resource and environmental 
‘mansgement. In 1971, the book aso played a major influence in 
shaping the foundation policies of Canada's Department of 
Environment. 

Tn Stockholm in 1972, I was asked to lead Canada’s 
preparations for a world conference on the environment, 
Following Stockholm, the Prime Minister asked me to become 
the Deputy Minister ofthe new federal Ministry of Urban ais 
This role led to my appointment as Canada’s Ambassador 
“Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary and Commissioner General for 
the 1976 United Nations Conference on Human Settlements 
(Habitat), which was held in Vancouver. 

[By the time the Conference was over, I was ready for a 
sabbatical packed my family and we moved to Paris fora year. 
uring our sabbatical, Phyl and [ studied French, and my 
daughters Cathy (14) and Robin (10) went to a French bilingual 
school. Cathy and I also studied French cooking inthe home of a 
chef from Brittany. It was a very happy year and it led to my 
leaving the Goverment of Canada and moving into the 
intemational arena 

In 1978, I moved to Paris for the second time to lead the 
environment program at Organization for Economic Cooperation 
‘and Development (OECD). The OECD was then made up of the 
twenty-four most industrialized countries, those who are largely 
responsible forthe world’s more seriou enviconmental problems, 
Phylis and the girls joined me in July, 1979, after Cathy had 
finished her last year at high school in Oxawa, Robin stayed but 


































Cathy retumed in September to Quoens, where she fook science 
and education degrees. 

Early in 1984, UN Secretary General Perez de Cuellar invited 
‘Mis. Gro Harlem Brundtland, then Leader of the Opposition and 
later Prime Minister of Norway, to be Chairman of the 
‘Commission. Shorly ater, Mrs, Brundtland called me in Pais, 
and asked me to become Secretary General ofthe body. I wrestled 
‘with the offer for several months but Finally agreed. Phyllis was 
‘not happy since it involved leving Paris and moving to Geneva 

By the end of 1987, we had been away from Canada for twelve 
years. Te family argued that it as time to go home and [agreed 
Retmning to Otawa in 1988, I established a small but thriving 
{ntemational consultancy. Iam an advisor to leaders in industry, 
several govermments, and international organizations. I write, 
lecture, and sit on board of several institution in Europe, North 
‘Ameria, and Asia. Lam on the Board of Ontario Hydro. And, 
‘most recently, I accepted a new appointment to the World Bank's 
Independent Inspection Panel I's «busy life but it is useful - and 
its fun whichis pethaps the mos important thing at my age. My 
daughters keep pestering me to rete, but Tan’ tthink of anything, 
rather do, 

‘My wife, Phyllis, bas made much ofthis possible. She is the 
‘Vice-President of my consulting firm and really runs it 

“My daughters have growing families. Catherine Ane, who was 
bom in Regina on April 30, 1961, and educated in Regina and 
(Ocawa, attended Queen's Univesity in Kingston. She graduated 
wit a B.S. in honors biology in 1983 and a B.Ed. in 1984. She

Malin farmed on a 
few different farms, Sec 4, 18,9, before buying and seting down 
‘n 640 acres, Sec. 17 five miles north of Sturgis in 1922. He built 
the house there (it has been changed), but sill stands(Oscar 
Mattsons). Malvin and Inga Matison raised seven chien, the 
youngest, Eileen, was bor therein 1924, 

Allof the children went to Kopje School It was three and a half 
miles away. It started out as one room with eight grades and later

McCLURE, Joseph Albert & Floy (Nesbit) 

Bert MeCiure was bom in Ontario in 1881 to a faily of five 
boys and two girs. He decided there was not much for the ft 
Son on a hundred aere farm. On August 10, 1902, armed with a 
S10 Harvest Excursion ticket anda lunch packed by his mother, 
he set out from Owen Sound forthe West. 

‘The irs fall was spent in Saskatchewan with a crew of thi to 
forty men at stook threshing (sheaves pitched into the feeder of 
‘the old threshing machines) After threshing, he hauled grain from 
the north side ofthe Qu'appelle Valley o Indian Head, Prt ofthe 
winter was spent working in a sawn at Gimili, Manitoba, Nex, 
it was workin Winnipeg, with the Ogilvy Elevator Company. 

In 1903, Bert went by tran to Kamsack and walked to Canora, 
From there, he and Fred Ganong went north to Bob Bells and to 
the Lee Broshers’ homestead. They spent the night with John 
Goderich. When they returned to Yorkton, they found their 
choice of homesteads had already been filed. On a second 
‘tempt, Bert filed on the S.E. 2-35 - 4 W2, while Fred filed on 
the N.W. 36-34 -4 W2. With his settled, he retumed to Ontario 
fo Chaistmas, 

In early 1904, Bert worked at carpentry in Manitoba. until 
(October, when they’ and all their possessions were deposited on 
their chosen land in the Nora Wes! Territories. They put up a tnt, 

















chopped a hole in the slough ice, and made tea! A spruce log 
building was soon put up, and a plough was made from another 
spruce. They bought a team from Jack Tedock. By following the 
sound of a bawling cow, they found the home of Pat Carigher 
The homesteads were worked during 1904 and 1905, when 
Saskatchewan, lke Alberta, came into being 

‘The railroad reached Canora in 1904, the same year that Bert 
and his brother Alex built a house on See. 3, Twp 34, Rge 4, Some 
time was spent in the Doukhobor village, probably on Sec. 26, 
‘Tap 33, Ree 4, Wm. Bal, his wife Fanny and children Harry and 
Alice (Mrs. Bert Hamilton) arrived. She kept house for all of 
them. The Ball children attended Corofin School. That house 
bbumed down, 

In 1905, Bert purchased the S.W. 4 - 34 4 and in later years, 
the purchased and farmed all ofthe section. His notes recor that 
the frst wheat was planted in 1905. He paid thirty-five cents for 
“Black” oats (wild). In 1908-1909, he hauled 10,000 bushels of 
wheat to Canora for twenty-two cents to twenty-six cents a 
bushel. At onetime, te paid one dollar a bushel for oats that sold 
for wenty to twenty-five cents, 

1910 brought the C.N.R. from Swan River to Sturgis, and a 
railway was surveyed from Canora to Sturgis, bat it was not 
finished right away

A house was built on the NE, 4-344 and on September 27, 
1911, Bert and Foy Nesbit see family story of Sam Nesbit) were 
smarvied, Together, they witnessed and assisted inthe growth of 
the community. A Farmers’ Union Hall was built in 1915, in 
Tadmore. 1918 brought the Tadmore Rural Telephone Company 
That same year, a bam vas built on what had been named 
ainview Farm. 

During the years from 1925 to 1929, Bert was a Progressive 
member of the Saskatchewan Legislature. This meant added 
responsibilty for Floy. Thre were always hired men needed over 
the years. Many of these inscribed their names oa the Hired

During the years of farming, the McClures raised pure bred 
Shorthoms and pure bred Clydesdale horses as well as other 
horses.

We had an outdoor toilet with two 
entrances, one for our family and the other side for the section, 
bunkhouse, The bunkhouse was near by and the building vas 
used to house up to four workers, Ican recall rwo names of the 
‘workers. One was Don White who worked atthe Station and the 
‘ther fellow was John Pallster who worked on the railway. 
People that I remember in Swrgis were Mr. Armstrong who 
looked aftr the coal dock on the railway, Mr. Olson and his son

My Grade 1 teacher was Hilda 
Peterson and my Grade 4 teacher was Mrs. Rongve I did't like 
school very much, liked field day when we could do the raking 
and cleanup the school yard, The school I went to was a big brick. 
school with four rooms init, We used to play marbles in the 
‘basement. dint like it down there as one could smell the indoor 
‘bathroom and the smell of chlorine. Growing up in Sturgis was 
fun. [emember the big hills; below them Sports Day would take 
place. Chariot racing was the big thing. [remember Leo Pekaski 
































Jost the wheel fom his chariot and he won the race because he 
‘blinded all dhe est of the chariot racers with the dust. [remember 
‘my mother buying milk from Mr. Lang at eleven cents a quart, He 
hod a horse and buggy and covered the milk with wet sacks. 1 
remember the Thickson Bros, They would come and cut railway 
ties for us and work tl dark. They had a big tractor and would 
‘havea belt anda big saw on it and would cut us enough wood for 
Winter A'man who sold firewood also brought us poplar wood 
and I remember it was $6 a big load. I remember Mr and Mis. 
Berg and Berg and Lindblom Ford garage. They lived ina comer 
hhouse on the main street. I remember staying over night with 
them when my Dad and Mother went to Preeceville to a Mason. 
gathering. I recall the battery charging building (Powerhouse). 
‘The man who looked afte it was Mi Pollock, who lived near the 
plant. There was aterible smell of acid, My dad took the radio 
battery thereto gett charged, 

remember as a young boy going to Crystal Lake and getting 
heck for standing up in the row boat on the lake, Lalways enjoyed 
‘going to Crystal Lake because we had so much fun, The Blacks 
hhad a concession booth on one side ofthe Lake and the Whites 
were on the other side. My Uncle Joba wonld play golf and we 
‘would havea great time running around. 

recall as a young boy going with my father in the cab ofthe 
flanger towed behind the train. My dad would never take me on 
the snow plow. He always sai it was too dangerous. I remember 
‘one time my father was away on the snow plow when the tain got 
stuck ina snow drift. They were all stranded in the snowdrift for 
two and a half days 

It has been forty-nine years since I left Sturgis, My oldest 
brother, Neil lives in Surrey BC with is wife. He is now eighty 
‘one years old, John passed away in Selkirk, MB. in 1992 atthe 
age of seventy-three. Albert, now seventy-fou, lives in Nanaimo 
B.C. in the Longlake Chateau Retirement home. My sister Vera, 
lives in Vietoria and is sixty-nine. I, Gordon, live in Nanaimo. I 
am sity years old and sill working in the Real Estate business in 
hich T have been active for the past eighteen years. [have 10 
children, Vickie and Gordon J. both living in Nanaimo. Ihave 
‘been back to Sturgis afew times in 1979, 1989, and 1994, Sturgis 
is very near and dear to me even if only lived in town ten years.

McMAHAN, Alexander and Lena (Seward) 
Lena May Seward was bom on April 28, 1878 west of Detby, 
Lucas County, Iowa. She was the second of ten children bom to 
Jacob and Ella (Brimmer) Seward, Ela Brimmer was born in 
New Yorkin 1851 and Jacob was bom in Indiana in 1835 

1885, Lena moved with her parents to Sully County, Dakota 
Territory. There she met and married Alexander MeMahan on 
November 25, 1895 in Pierre, South Dakota. 

‘Alexander Symson MeMahan was bom on December 15, 1859 
at Elvaston, Hancock County lino. His parents were Oliver C. 
and Miranda (Tragee) McMahan, 

Alex was a schoo! teacher in Derby, Iowa in April, 1873 and 
later in South Dakota, Alex was studious, He atended college in 
Aberdeen, South Dakota. For several years be taught in various 
Schools. He and his bride se up housekeeping in a house known 
asthe Lighty place near where he was teaching a that ime. Lena 
tended school under his instruction and eamed a Grade 8 
Standing. Ivy and Irving were bor there, The MeMahan’s moved 
to the MeCamley, South Dakota area where Vern was bom. Their 
house was built inthe side of a hill and was known as a Dugout 
Many such abodes sheltered carly setlers. These places were 
‘comfortably warm in the winter and cool in the summer, 

Alex shipped thin head of horses to Canada ia 1911 of 1912, 
Where he had homesteaded 160 acres of land near Sturgis, S.W. 
435-4 W2 and ad moved therein November, 1911 

In May, 1912, Lena's two oldest children, Ivy and Irving, went 
‘to Canada to join ther father near Sturgis I October, 1912, Lena 
and the other five children moved to Canada, inthe Astwond area. 

For ressons not known now, Alex left the home in February, 
1915, He showed up on the MeMahan doorsteps in November 
and again in December, 1915 bat both times was told by Lena to 
find another stopping place. It appears Alex retuned tothe US. 
after 1916 or 1917. Years later he married in Oregon, where he 
diod in 1948 at Roseburg 

Iwas in February or March, 1915 that Lena cleared the ttle on 
the McMahan homestead. 

Lena divorced Alex in 1920, She masried a second time to 
Thomas E. Franklin, a widower. They were martied on February 
3, 1927 in Winnipeg. Franklin worked onthe railroad. There were 
no children from this mariage. 

‘Lena was knowledgeable about animals and doctored many i 
her life. She bullt a tench silo around her barn on the farm near 
Sturgis to store fed for her animals, 

Lena McMahan left the Sturgis area in August, 1937 with her 
brother John T. Seward. They stopped in Landis, Sask to visit 
‘Vem (McMahan) Wheaton and then caried on to Vancouver, 
BC 

Lena was not allowed to enter the U.S. because she had no ID 
or proof of ever having been a U.S. citizen, Lena went back to the 
Wheaton farm south of Landis, Sask. to wait while she got the 
necessary papers to enter the U.S. She was at Vem Wheaton's 
‘home until September 2, 1937, Lena probably arrived in Portland, 
(Oregon on October 27,1937, 
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Lena stayed with her brother John in Yami County, Oregon. 
‘She raised some goats in the mountains west of Yamhill and also 
did some gardening on John’s Ian. 

Since Lena never lived in the Sturgis area again, the farm was 
rented out, Ivy had taken care of it fora few years before it was 
sold. Lena's daughter Ivy, stayed on in Saskatchewan and took 
care of renting the farm out fora shor time before selling it. Ivy 
sold some of Lena’ holdings in Canada on October 23,1938, 

Lena died March 13, 1956 at Flgin,Ilinois of cancer. She is 
buried inthe Glen Oak Cemetery, West Chicago, Minos. 

‘Alexander and Lena McMahan had seven children. 

Ivy Myrtle was bom on September 2, 1896 at Onida, Suly 
‘County, South Dakota. Her folks lived about half way between 
‘Onida and Harrold, South Dakota atthe time. With her brother 
Irving and some neighbour ladies she went to join he father in 
Canada. Ivy was fifteen at this time so had some schooling in 
‘South Dakota. Ivy became a teacher. She taught atthe Brookview 
‘Schoo! from 1925-26 and again in 1935-36. She taught in several 
schools in Saskatchewan until about 1946 when she went to Hot 
‘Springs Cove on the west coast of Vancouver Island in the Stat 
fof Georgia. Mr. Yovell, being retired, accompanied Ivy to 
Vancouver and North Galiano Islands. Ivy marie lat in life to 
William Charles Youell on December 14, 1944. He was from 
Harris, Sskatchewan anda widower, Mr. Youell died on January 
15, 1959 on Vancouver Island; be is buried in Harts. After Mr 
Youell's death, Ivy lived in Vietoria, where she did. some 
substitute teaching, vy never had children. Like many dedicated 
to teaching, Ivy often thought of her student as her children. She 
died on June 3, 1983 in a nursing home in Victoria and is buried 
in the Hatley Memorial Cemetery near Colwood, B.C. 

Irving Russell was bom on March 27, 1898 near Harrold, 
South Dakota. At the age of fourteen, Irving came to Canada . He 
‘was in the Canadian Army during WW I and was on the Siberian, 
Expedition into Russia on October 10, 1918, He came home and 
‘aught school fora while in Saskatchewan, He was an organizer 
He became a Leader in Boy Scout activites. He formed a troop 
of Farm Boy Cavaliers and became a scoutmaster in Sturgis. He 
‘went to Chicago and became a Revistered Chiropractor and lived 
in Chicago for thirty-five years. About 1925 or 1926, ving was 
back in Chicago, Hlnois, where he maried Mildred King. on 
February 6, 1926. Mildred and Irving had three sons ~ Robert 
(Charles, Bruce Buston, and Russell Allan, Russell passed away in 
1953, Bruce lives in Texas and Robert lives in Uinois. Irving 
never lived in Canada again. He died on May 18, 1991 in 
Rockport, Texas and he is buried in Chicago. 

‘Vern Miranda was bom on July 24, 1899. She moved to 
‘Canada in October, 1912 when ber mother moved tothe Sturgis 
area, Vem was thirteen when she moved to Canada, She probably 
would have had some formal schooling in South Dakota. On 
January 1, 1912, abad storm prevented Miss Adair from teaching, 
Early school distits hired female teachers, some of wihom were 
fortunate enough to meet and mazry bachelors ofthe vicinity. In 
1921, Vern graduated from the Yorkton Normal School and went 
to teach at the Porter School south of Landis, Sask. On January 
10, 1923, she and Arthur Garfield Wheaton were married at 
Yorkton, Sask. They spent a three month honeymoon in 
‘Vancouver, B.C, Los Angeles, and Long Beach, California. Art 
Wheaton vas bor on October 26 1880 in Upper Sackville, New 




















Brunswick, He was « farmer and speculator all his life. Art died 
‘on May 2, 1969 of cancer. Art and Vern had six children = David 
‘Alexander (deceased), Donald William, James Arthur, Gertrude 
May, Margaret Besse, and Ida Hazel. Ver died on June 17, 1985 
inher sleep. She is buried atthe Landis Cemetery. 

Ernest Waldo was bor on November 30, 1901. He came to 
‘he Sturgis area in 1912 with his mother. He manied Irene Grau 
on September 22, 1928. They had no children. He and Irene lived 
fn the same home in Chicago from 1937 to 1981. Emest was an 
Electrician and Engineer in Chicago until he retired in 1968 
mest passed away on February 6, 1981, and Irene passed away 
in 1983 

‘Marion David was born on July 4, 1904. At the age of eight, 
he moved to Canada where his folks had homesteaded inthe Lady 
Lake area north of Sturis, Sask. Marion married twice. His frst. 
wife was Florence Gertrude Claypool who was bor in 1910 in 
Pennsylvania to George and Mary (Wier) Claypool. Marion and 
Florence were married on June 26, 1929 in Yorkton, Sask To this 
union was bora a soa, who died in June, 1930, Florence ded in 
May, 1932 while with child. Marion returned tothe U.S. in late 
1937 to join his brothers and sisters. He is the only one of his 
siblings that lived longer in Canada than their mother, Marion 
worked as a blacksmith prior to service in the US. Amy Air 
Force and again after being discharged during WW IL. Marion's 
second wife was Margaret Dorothy Kieffer, whom he marred on 
October 15, 1942 in Chicago, Mlinois. To them were born three 
children: Ruby Belle, Pearl Rose, and Dale Leo. Marion died on 
June 5, 1994 and is buried in the Evergreen Park, Mlinois. 
Margaret was bom on November 9, 1918 to Mathias. and 
‘Catharine (Wiltgen) Kieffer. The truck farm where she was bom

Eunice Rosaline was bor on December 6, 1906, Since Bunice 
was close to six years of age when she went tothe Sturgis area, 
she probably attended school in Sturgis. Furthering her education, 
she later taught school in Saskatchewan. Eunice martied Frank 
Roy Klassen on July 2, 1930 in Herbert, Sask. Frank was born on 
December 20, 1910 to Martin and Elizabeth (Sawatrky) Klassen, 
Shortly after their marriage, the family moved to the US., where 
their first daughver, Beverly, was born in Portland, Oregon, Frank 
was a student of the Christan Faith and spent many years of 
research and travel to holy lands mentioned in the Bible. He 
calenderized the King James Version of the bible for reference 
work. Frank had a stoke in 1980 and was an invalid from that 
time to his death on October 9, 1989. He is buried in Pacific View 
“Memorial Park in Newport Beach, California, Bunice and Frank 
had two more children, Martin and Miriam. Eunice wrote poetry 
for most of ber marred life. By the end of 1997, Eunice was in a 
rest home. 

Esther Pauline was bor on March 19, 1910, Esther was a 
litle over two years old when her mother took he to Canada to 
live on the homestead north of Sturgis.

‘We had quite afew crop failures so I was forced to go back to 
work. I worked for Johnay Johnson and Chester Carlson for eight 
years at Woody Lake. 1959 vas not a good year for us. First the 
hhouse bumed down in August and we had very litle insurance. 
The only help we got was from the Red Cross. Then in te fall we 
lost all the crop when it got snowed under. So I went to Prince 
George to work at the Eaple Lake sawmills in the fall and winter 
‘of 1959 and 1960. The wages were really good, but it was so far 
from home. The erew were all from the Sturgis area. In 1960, 
there was a CNR gang in Endeavour and the supervisor was 
looking for a cook. Mrs-Tony Greba from the Red and White 
Store gave them my name. A ticket was wired to me in eare ofthe 
CNR agent Joe Hayko in Sturgis, who in tum phoned Bob 
Hamilton, and his wife Kathleen brought me the message. The 
next day [took the tran and they sent me to Churchill, MB, For 
five yeas, I worked with them on diferent gangs. In 1961, while 
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moving, my outfit derailed; thirty-five cars went off the track. 
‘They took me to a military hospital at Bid, MB overnight for 
‘observation as I was badly bruised, The next day T went bome 
Where [stayed fortwo weeks before they called me back to work. 

In 1965, I bid on a permanent mainline gang in Melville, 
working between Melville and Birtle, MB, In the winter we 
‘worked out of Yarbo, SK. I stayed with this gang for twenty years.

retired after working with the CNR for twenty-five years. I 
babysat for my great grandchildren, twins of Charmaine and 
Darrell and their other twenty month old son In my retizement, I 
travelled extensively.

‘Meroniuk. Andrew came to Canada in 1905. Since he could speak 
five different languages, he was offered a job as an interpreter at 
the immigration office. He helped many families gain citizenship 
When they came to Canada. He worked asa clerk at the Canora 
Hotel in Canora, Sask. for a few years before setting on a 
homestead thirteen miles north of Sturgis. His first mamiage 
enced in tragedy when his wife was kiled by a tran. His second 
‘marriage was to Helen Mostowchuk in November, 1912. They 
‘had thre children: Mary, George, and Alex. 

In 1913 when the LLD. of Preecevlle became the RM. of 
Preecevlle, Andrew was the councillor for Division IV from 1913 
to 1917. From 1917 to 1919, Andrew had a flour mill in Sturgis, 
which was located on Lot 17, Block 2, where Ron Wagat’s 
residence is now located. After hs wife, Helen, died of ifluenza 
in December, 1919 during the fu epidemic, he moved this our 
nll back to the farm on N.W, 2-36-4 W2, He made lour fr all 
the neighbours for miles around. (For mote of story see Flour Mill, 
Story). He was also a cattle buyer with Metro Prekaski, In 1920, 
‘Andrew sold the - NW, 22-36-4 W2 - farm to John Pakula and 
‘moved tothe S.W. 21-36-4 W2. Ths fam is preseally owned by 
his son, Victor. 

In October, 1922, Andrew married Anna Cemiuik, daughter of 
Samuel and Zenhera Cemiuk, who was bom February 13, 1895 
in the village of Chemewitsi, Ukraine, Ansa came to Canada in 
1921 and worked one year for Mr. and Mrs, John Melnyehuk.

Daring the fist two years they lived three miles south of Sturgis 
‘on what had been the farm site of Charlie's brother, Hugh, In 
1948, they moved into the house on the farm site on the outskirts 
‘of Sturgis, where they lived fo the rest oftheir ives. 

Charlie was a highly respected farmer renowned for his 
knowledge of soils and crops. Four of the other male members of 
the Co-op (Hugh Mitchell, Elmer Sjolie, Sam Sookocheff and 
‘Ted Moritz) were also excellent farmers, and the Co-op farm 
became very successful. Their wives, (Beda, Olga, Lena, Doreen 
and Margaret) paticipated as full members of the Co-op and 
contributed greatly to its success. Sandy and Marion Nicholson 
were also members for afew years 

Charlie is best remembered for his remarkable contibutions to 
his community and his province. He was into everything, always, 
with great energy and total commitment. He was the Reeve ofthe 
Rural Municipality of Preecevlle for 25 years. As a young man 
he was a key member ofthe committe responsible for building 
the first hospital in Preeceville. He raised the money for te fst 
hockey rena in Sturgis. He was elected to the Sturgis School Unit 
Board and served as its chair for two years. He was one ofthe 
ving forees behing the formation of the Sturgis band in which 
hhundreds of youngsters leamed to play instroments. He was 
responsible for organizing the Home Care District that covered

Sturgis, and was its first president, He was an excellent cusler and 
for many years dominated the bonspiel circuit from Yorkton to 
Hudson Bay and from Kelvingion to Kamsac 

At the provincial level, Charlie was an elected member ofthe 
Executive of the Saskatchewan Association of | Rural 
“Municipals for 12 years and the president of that organization 
for three years. He was a member of the Board of Directors ofthe 
Saskatchewan Power Corporation for ten years. He was a member 
‘of the Social Services Appeal Committee for 14 years. He was on 
the committee tht organized the Saskatchewan Association of 
Home Care Districts and was its ist president 

Charlie received many honours recognizing his contributions. 
He was appointed a Member of the Order of Canada. He received 
tan Honorary Doctor of Laws degree from the University of 
Saskatchewan. Finally, shorly after his death in 1986, he was

My grandmother Morken was born in Glenwood, Minnesota in 
1883. She was married to her frst husband (Mr. Esieson) inthe 
States and moved tothe Preeceville district in 1906, They took a 
homestead five miles west of Preeceville, They had one child, 
Violet. 

Aer her husband died, Hulda became the Post Mistress in 
Preeceville in 1911 and continued in that position until 1919 
‘when she maried my grandfather, Anton Morken, 

Grandfather Morken was born in 1884 in Norway. Inthe spring 
of 1906 he came to Canada and homesteaded on the quarter 
section we live oa, one and one-half miles south of Stargis. He 
farmed and bought grain until 1915 and during this time took a 
cconespondence course in Agriculture. In 1915 he joined the 
‘Canadian Army and served overseas. 

He returned to Preeceville in 1919 and was a grain buyer and 
part owner of a garage business. His heart was in farming and 
after manying in 1919, Grandma and Grandpa Morken moved to 
2 farm south-west of Preecevill in the Chechow district 

Thee first child, Allen, was bom in 1921 but passed away atthe 
age of six months. 














‘A daughter, Norma, was bom in 1924. In 1926 the family

The school was a Grade 1-8, 
sometimes 9 and 10, consisting of 45 pupil and one teacher. The 
Christmas Concert was the biggest school event.

At home, Wasylka helped 
cut as Dad was away at bush camp. In the winter, snow was 
smelted for water as no good water could be found,

Mary stayed bome to 
raise ther family of two boys. 

Tn the early fifties they moved to Sturgis where Harry took on 
the position of Secretary-Treasurer of the Sturgis School Unit. 
Mary resumed her teaching carver in the Preecevill area and then 
continued at Kopie School out of Sturgis for 5 yeas 

Mary speat the next twelve years in the Sturgis Elementary 
‘School. It was the beginning of the Larger School Unit Systems. 
“Harry fel that with integration there would be no duplication of 
services, The high school pupils could participate fist hand with 
laboratories in the science department. They could participate in 
sports activities on a larger scale. Programs for childzen with 
special needs were introduced, They had access to a new Band 
Program taught by qualified Band Masters. The Band traveled to 
the anual Band Festival in Moose Jaw. ‘There they competed 
with other Band members from Saskatchewan and the United 
States, Many brought home medals and eredible results.

‘back half a dozen engagemeat rings fr his six ginfiends, Family 
life isnot without it highs and lows and so its with schoo! life. 

(ur sons, Donald, bom in 1943 and Gordon, bor in 1946, 
took their elementary and High School in Sturgis. Don played 
piano and trombone. Gordon, too, played piano and saxophone. 
Don chose music as his career. After college in Dickinson, North

In our genealogical search into our family history, it is only 
prudent to commence with our great grandfathers and great 
‘grandmothers, on our father's side, who were all ora in Norway: 
Nels Nelson Fenne was bom in 1846 and died in 1912. Anna 
Andersdtter was bor in 1844 and died in 1930, Nels and Anna 
Were married on June 28, 1870. They had two children in 
‘Norway: Ingeborg Nelson born in 1870 und died in 1940, John 
Nelson was bom in 1872 and was buried in Norway in 1873, 

Records and Ships Manifest at Bergen, Norway show that Nils 
and Ingeborg Nelson, Brita and Lars together with Nels and Anna, 
Nelson Fenne with their daughter Ingeborg left Bergen on the 
Bergen Line on April 13, 1874. After sailing for fourteen weeks 
they reached New York. The seven members ofthe family lft 
New York and proceeded to Northfield, Minnesota, U.S.A. and 
settled in tbe Goodyear County. They lived there for seven years 
until 1884 when the family appears to have separated. Nels 
Nelson Fenne, his wife Anna and their ive children moved to 
‘Osgood, North Dakota, U.S.A. Records of Nils Nelson Fenne and 
family end at Northfield. 

Their seven other children were John (1874-1952), Lena 
(Karoline), (1876-1944), Annie (1879 - 1972), Nels Frank 
(1881-1974), Henry Carl (1884. 1976), Willie (1887-1897 
buried in Fargo), and Emma Alida (1899 - 1963), 











‘As Ana and Nels prepared to move they happened to purchase 
supplies in Northfield the day after Jesse James and his gang held 
up the bank. Anna bought a green glas bowl that was reported 19 
have two chips broken off the edge as a result of gunfire from the 
Jesse James gang. This bowl is now inthe Sturgis Station House 
Museum donated by Norman Nelson before he died in 1993 

‘The family lived at Osgood working a farmers, carpenters, et 
[Nels left home for a year in search of work going down south 10 
Florida, but recurned as employment was had to find 

In 1905 Nels and his son John went to Saskatchewan having 
heard of free homestead. In Yorkton they applied for homestead 
north of Preecevlle District in what is now known as Ketchen, 

(On May 26, 1906, the entire family moved to Canada, They 
loaded their belongings, horses, cattle, sheep, chicken, ec. onto a 
freight train in Fargo, ND and the men rode in the caboose so they 
could look after the livestock. The women and children weet 
the passenger coach to Winnipeg, MB afer which they changed 
trains and proceeded to the end ofthe railway line at Buchanan, 
They stayed overnight ther, then loaded up their belongings into 
1 wagon and headed for teir new home NW1/4-14-35-6-W2, It 
took them two days to travel the twenty-five to thirty mules to the 
homestead which bordered a lake, This lake is now named after 
the Nelson family. 

On arival at John Nelson's homestead there was only a small, 
‘ough log hut with a sod roof, looking very bleak comparing ito 
the nice home they left. praitie ie had turned everything black, 
A tent was pitted for the women and children where they lived 
for several weeks. A grain box was turned over to house the 
chickens, 

As there were no fences, large herds of catle roamed the area 
‘The only visitors were small bands of Indians riding spotted 
Ponies and wearing bright coloured blankets who asked for mill 
to feed their children. The adults were given homemade bread, 
butter and tea. The Indians were friendly and were quite amused 
to see people riding bicycles. Though they were given a chance to 
‘ide, they dida’t master the at of bike riding, 

‘The men hauled lumber from Buchanan and completed 
building bams and houses on the homestead before winter set in 
for nineteen people in the three families. 

During this period they were visited by Bamey Anderson and 
later by Mr. & Mrs. Kvem. In 1907 more settlers started to move 











NELSON, Henry and Elsi Delores (Halverson) 
‘Our great grandparents were Gunerius George Halverson 

(1850-1933) and Karen Halverson (Olson) (1845-1918). Our 

srandparents were Olaf Hans Halverson (1874-1965) and Hilda 
Amelia Nelson (1877-1967), 

On September 18, 1899, Olaf and Hilda were maried at 
Medford, Wisconsin, U.S.A. They had three children: Elsie 
Delores (1902-1992), Grant Louis (1904-1994) and Sadie Lillian 
‘born in (1907-2000) 

Elsie was born September 23, 1902 in Lite Black, Wisconsin 
which was a small community across the Lite Black River from 
Medford, 

Olaf and Hilda Halverson and their children immigrated to 
Canada in 1912 coming by tain to Winnipeg. and then on to 
Buchanan, SK where the railway ended. Their possessions were 
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Joaded on an ox drawn wagon and traveled north tothe Rockford 
Distric where they took up a homestead, 

(Our mother told us how embarrassed she was to ride in a wagon 
palled by cows, how she was forced to stay inthe wagon and cried 
lot, There were swarms of black flies hovering over the oxen 
and at one point they lid in the stream we were crossing and 
refused to budge. Her father, Olaf, desperation stuffed some dry 
grass under the oxen's tail and lt it ale. The next mile was 
traveled very quick. 

‘Our father, Henry Nelson, met and courted our mother Elsie 
Halverson. They attended picnics and dances from Nelson Lake 
to Rockford. On one visit to see Elie, he ran over skunk with 
his bicycle and wasn’t too well received until hea a bach in the 
river and donned clean clothes supplied by the Halverson, 











Nelson, Ese and Henry 





Henry and Elsie were married in the Preecevlle Lutheran 
Manse on December 9, 1918. After their mariage they lived with 
his mother who was widowed in 1912. Henry worked on farms 
between Ketchen and Buchanan, and Elsie worked fora Swedish 
family 28 a housekeeper and farm helper. During the year she 
worked for this family she learned to speak Swedish and could 
revert to Norwegian without getting the languages mixed up. 
‘When they were maried, Elsie received one milk cow from her 
parents as her dowry. 

(Our parents continued to res 
first child, Hilding, was bom. Henry had applied fora homestead 
near his parents’ home but it turned out to be a sand quarter and 

aly good for pasture land. He gave this homestead up as he 
wanted to farm, 

They moved to the John Ness section, three miles north of 
‘Sturgis and share cropped fora yet. His fist crop of rye and flax 
was waist high and had the promise of an excellent yield 
However, an early frost dimmed his dreams and he was only able 





at his mother’s home until theie 
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to salvage sufficient low grade grain to buy the Fred Brooks’ 
{quarter section of land, S.W. 1/4 32-34-4-W2, 1 12 miles nor 
of Sturgis. 

From this marriage eight children were bom, and all were 
rrsed on this quarter section of land, In addition to this quarter of 
land, be obsined a lease of the quater section of land, N.W. 1/4 
20-34-4-W2, known as the schoo! section, along the road to 
Sturgis, from the Department of Agriculture, This latter quarter 
‘was adjacent to the Sturgis town limits known asthe City on the 
Hill. The children were Hilding Arnold, Sadie Eloise Hilda, 
Norman Louis, Ray Willie, Lorraine Kita, Russel Hughie, 
Morris Henry and Elaine Dotores. 








NELSON, Hiding Arnold 
Hiding was bor in 1919. He masted Lillian Minkler who was 
bom. in1907, Hilding’s career covered various employment 
‘opportunites in farming, manager Co-op Store in Norquay, and 
the Saskatchewan Timber Board until he moved to Quesnel 
There he was employed with the Dunkley Logging and Sawn 
tnt his death in 1966. He is buried at Quesnel, BC. Lillian 
remained a homemaker. She died in 1992 and is busied at 
Edmonton. There were no children bor to this family 





NELSON, Sadie Floise Hilda 

Sadie was bom in 1922, She martied Rudolpa Jack Kammer on 
November 11, 1945, He was born in 1919 (died 1997). They had 
‘son Raymond Norman Herbie bor in 1947. Sade remained 
‘homemaker most of her life. She met Rudy in Ontario where he 
‘was employed in logging. They retamed 10 Sturgis to get married 
and Rudy worked for the Saskatchewan Timber Board. They 
moved to Williams Lake, and Rudy worked in a sawmill until 
Hilding and Lillian joined them and then they both went to the 
Dunkley Sawmill north of Quesnel, BC. Sadie was employed in 
the cookhouse where she cooked for the employees of the mill 
tnd during the fve years she also worked asa cook's helper and 
other duties as were required. When Rudy retired from his 
employment of running the chipper mill they moved into Hixon, 
BC. where Sadie worked as a caregiver to the eldely for the 
Home Suppor Services until she retired at age 60, They then 
‘moved info Quesnel. Their son, Raymond, worked for various 
logging and sawmill operations and is presently self-employed as

He was employed by McLocklan 
Real Estate who managed several highrise buildings in 
Saskatoon, Norman died in 1993 and his ashes are buried atthe 











foot of mom and dad's grave inthe Sturgis Cemetery. Geraldine 
(my) had a career with Intercontinental Packers in Saskatoon, 
Alter her marrige to Norman, she retired and was a devoted and 
‘dedicated companion and friend in Norm's life ventures. Jerry 
presently resides in Saskatoon. 


NELSON, Ray Willie and Beverly Noren 
Ray was bom in 1927 on the farm, north of Sturgis, and his 
tinh cemificate gives the land description. Grandmother 
Halverson and Grandmother Hedley, as weal called her were the 
midwives, He received his Grade X education inthe Sturgis four 
oom brick schoolhouse. Although he didn't wite his Grade X 
‘exams, Mr. WIL. MacNeill reviewed his scholastic records and 
issued him his Grade X certificate. Ray lft home atthe age of 13 
and went to British Columbia and worked in the logging and 
sawmill in Albemi, Queen Charlotte Islands, and Green Lake on 
the PGE, line to Pemberton, BC. He rtumed home at age of 20, 
worked for the Co-op farmers until he was called to commence 
his traning inthe Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP). He 
served 26 1/2 years and retired a the rank of Sta 
November 30, 1974, He thea was hired by the Criminal Justice 
Division of the Aworney Generals office as the Administrative

AAfier 13 1/2 years he retired for the second time on November

My mother and dad came from Minnesota in 1906 and ive for 
a short ime on a farm. T do not know the exact locaton of the 
fam, but on the Scandanavian land map inthe museam, I saw 
three or four quarter sections with the nanse Jon Ness on it 
‘There were also a number of quarter sections withthe name Ole 
Mattison on them, He was my grandfather, as my mother was 
Gunda Matison Ness 

My sister Margaret and my two brothers James and Olav did 
not have any children. My brother James married Anne Danielson 
‘who lived in this area, My brother Olive, had one son, named 
John, My sister Alma, married Clifford Peterson and they had one 
son and three daughters. Myself (Gladys), I married Lloyd 
HReshedahl from the Tadmore area. We had one son and wo 
daughters. My sister Leila who lives in Montreal, maried 
Howard Kendall and they had two daughters. My sister June, who 
lives in New Jersey, married Max MeNab ad had thee sons. 

‘My mother told me about thei trip up from Minnesota, They 
hhad oxen pulling a wagon with a cow ted on behind This was for 
milk for the baby (Margaret). One day when they were nearing 
their destination, darkness came early and they wondered what 9 
do forthe night. Then they saw a light in the distance on a hil. 
‘They knocked on the door and were invited to stay the night. Tis 
was Me. Wilson. We aways called Mis, Wilson “Mumsy Wilson". 
I don't know how that name got started. She was a wonderful

Tiaow my brothers Ola and James were bor in Canora where 
‘my dad ran the grain elevator. Then they spent some time in what 
‘my mother called a shack” at Crystal Lake where my dad owned 
some land. Eventually, they came back to Sturgis, 28 soon a the 
oldest one, Margaret' was ready for school. My dad valued 
education highly and he was usually involved with the school as 
trustee ora secretary. I gues that's why alot of bis children and 
grandchildren turned out tobe schoo! teachers. 

‘My mother was very involved in the Homemaker Club, She 
vwas president at different times. Mother was a wonderful cook. 
Se always got frst prize for her buns and bread atthe Far: She 
always took prizes for her hooked rugs. She used old woolen 
sweaters and would spend hours dying them certain shades. 

remember my mothe telling about life on the homestead. She 
sid on Saturdays the neighbors took tums going to each others 
homes forthe evening. They would pick up the kids and come in 
time for supper, sty all night playing card and leave when it 
became daylight. My mother said she really looked forward to 
this Thelieve some of the neighbors were Healeys, Fred Brooks 
and his fist wife

When we came to Canada and my brother Louis was nine, sister 





lrene two and brother Alex was four months old. My brothers 
John and Steve were born in Canada. 

‘Our neighbour took us by horse and wagon tothe city of Rona 
tocatch the passenger tin to Warsaw: My mother walked bebind 
‘the wagon going through the village of Tomakiw forthe last time, 
then sat in the wagon looking backward while the village faded 
from sight 

Tn Warsaw we traveled on a small boat to get toa big ooean 
liner, the Scandinavian American Line, which would take us to 
Halifax. It was fun on the ship where we were entertained by 2 
brass band, had good meals and were able to watch whales pop 
fou of the water and make a big splash with their tails 

‘There was great excitement when the shores of Canada was 
spotted, Most of the people rushed to the top deck to take a look 
and there was a lot of rejoicing, forgeting for a while that so 
‘many had been seasick and had left their loved ones far behind 
[Now they were looking forward to new frends and a new life in 
this new county, 








While traveling from Halifax to Saskatchewaa, Dad forgot to 
get some bread, Mom sent him back and while he was gone the 
‘rain polled out leaving him behind. Fortunately Dad had ll his 
LD., passport and legal papers so the station agent was abe to put 
him on another train and the next night we were reunited and on 
‘our way to Stenen, 

On our arrival in July or early August, we stayed in a small 
house on Kost Korotenko's property about one mile south of 
Stenen until March of 1931 when we moved tothe farm in the 
‘Woodlght District, NW-12.36-4 

had attended school in Poland for three years, then went to 
‘Stenen Schoo! for six or seven months and then to Woodlight 
‘School for three years. My firs teacher was Mrs, Mead, 

‘We all worked hard on that land but that was our home. My 
brother John and his family ive there now. The buildings were 
very old and the house had a staw-thatched roof. When it rained 
the water dripped so we had to move the beds from one comer 10 
another, When the mud-plaster got soaked with rin, a lot of 
plaster would come down on the floor. It was Mother's job to do 
the repair work 

Just think of it, moving into @ house with a leaky roof, empty 
inside, no stove, table, chai or beds, not even benches t sit on, 


And hardly anything to eat 


When our closest neighbours, Mr. and Mrs. Onufrey 
Hydamaka came to visit they noticed we didnot have much food, 
‘They went back home and retumed with a bunch of food. Over 
and over my mother mentioned what goed people they were.

I stayed on the farm until was twenty-six years old. Then I got 
married to Rosie Soyko, daughter of John and Anne Soyko of 
Brookview S.D. We were maried at my parents’ farm on 
November 18, 1945. There were only a few fiends and relatives 
from whom we received eleven dollars in donations and a few 
presents, There was no such thing 2s a honeymoon for us, just 
work, work and more work but we survived, 

‘The frst place we went to work was Granads, AB where we 
‘worked in Clark's lumber camp for one winter. Rosie worked as 
cook and I worked inthe bush and saw mill. We moved to B.C. 
(Kelowna-Rutland area) in 1946, There on pil 18, 1948 our first

twenty-five, John Okrainetz and his younger brother, Metro

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Metro arrived in Canada with their gage in arm and the benefit 
ofbeing abe to communicate in Ukrainian, Romanian, Polish and 
Yiddish, all of which were spoken fleemly. Montreal was 
unforgiving to most land immigrants swho found it dificult, not 
being able to speak the two common languages of French or 
English. John, however, forged ahead and was successful ia 
finding a job with the national railway, Working his way west 
John decided to file for a homestead wiere he settled fifteen miles 
north-east of Sturgis, Sask. He settled on N-E. 14-36-4 W2 inthe 
Woowlght District. Metro Okrainetz settled in the Brookview 
Distict om the NIE. 17-36-4 W2. 

‘Work was plentiful at this new location called home and John 
went to work building a shack made of peeled white poplar logs 
plastered with mud and straw: After completing the thatched oof, 
the white washed the entire building with lime and water, With this 
task completed, he then began his task of mixed farming. This 
‘was typical of most homesteaders in the area.

inning, a one-room mud but with a dir floor seemed 
to be adequate, but once the family stated to amive, it quickly 
bbocame evident that a new house was needed. By the spring of 
1916, John had cut and peeled enough logs to build a new home, 
this ime witha wood floor. The river ran through the westside of 
the property close to the neily-buit farm house, and by the fll 
of 1917, John and Mary had moved in with thet two sons, Nick 
(Bob) and Sandy 

Land was cleared, equipment bought and livestock multiplied, 
So did the family, soon there were eight children inthe house. 

Iwas the summer of 1929 around midnight when the terible 
roar of a chimney fre engulfed the roof of the house and ignited 
the wooden structure. It was a rude awakening, indeed, as Mary 
grabbed her children and took them out ofthe burning debs. 
John wied in vain t get te fire under control, but not much was 
saved as they all watched their home bur tothe ground, 

At daybreak, John let for the town of Sturgis for supplies, 
while the others were getting oriented. With the help ofthe good. 
neighbours ~ Mr. and Mrs. Michaluk, Suds, Magdee’s and the 
Haamilton’s = they were soon fed and a granary was very quickly 
transformed into living quarters, John atved later inthe day with 
2 grain box fll of supplies. 

To prepare for winter, the granary-house was totally wrapped 
with roofing tar paper, muelded with drt and banked around the 
bottom to keep the wind from blowing through the floor boards, 
This was soon known throughout the community as the tar 
Papered shack. The Oksainet's lived in this shack nil 1931 
When the new four-room house was completed - two rooms 
upstairs and two rooms downstairs, 

Fumiture was mostly home-made, which meant there was not 
much furniture in the house. It also meant that beds had to be 
shared. Mary’s talents as a seamstress meant that most of the 
clothing was made at home. I gave her great joy to go into Sturgis 
and buy many yards of various fabrics available atthe local store. 
With ten children in one house, this was always a chore, If & 
person was old enough to leam and work, then they were old 
enough to knit ther on socks, scarves and sweaters. Many times 
it reminded them of a factory, Mary spinning the wool that was 
produced on the farm, and thre, four or five children knitting and 
ddaming under a dimly lit coal-oil lamp, They were always 
‘comfortable and happy, although sometimes crowded in thee new 
Dome with the wood Buming stove and airtight heater, Being a 
tight -Anit family and having caring patents, they somehow were 
able to mate do.

new tractor, a new seeder anda binder. The stooking, however, 
‘was sill done manually. Threshing and hauling gain was made 
much easier by the use ofthe new machinery 








In 1942, litle Mary was bom, however, she did not survive, 
‘Three years later, Benny came into the world. Benny had the 
misfortune of having a faulty heart valve and had to have open 
heart surgery atthe Saskatoon University Hospital at nine years of 
age. Thanks to the Saskatchewan Health Care system for being in 
place and available 

John and Mary remained on the farm and were very teluctant 
to ever move into town even though it would allow them to live 
‘an easier life. This was understandable, After being rooted down 
for years, everything that they had worked for, except the 
childten, was there onthe farm 

In 1964, the farm was sold and John and Mary moved into 
‘Sturpis. John passed avay on November 19, 1968, At that ime, 
Mary moved to Langley, B.C. and died on August 11, 1981 atthe 
age of eighty-one.

Inthe spring of 1940, Fred's work took him to Roblin, Man, 
where he soon learned thatthe work situation was no diffezent 
from that at home, The hours were sil long and the fields were 
just as dusty. He remained ia Roblin untl after harvest, long 
‘enough to save enough money to travel to Vancouver, B.C. where 
he stared his apprentice taining as a butcher. After completing 
that, he then began training as a baker, but by 1943, Fred was 
cdravm toward Tofino on Vancouver Island, He tied his hand asa 
‘construction worker where an airport was being bull He enlisted 
with the Armed Forces in Apei, 1943, Vernon, B.C. was his next 
stop where he was introduced to basi taining and the military,

Liss Pete Olson was born near Falun Dalame, Sweden in 1858, 

Jn 1890, he lft Sweden for the United States. He spent his frst 
years with cousins in Minnesota around East Grand Forks, When 
hn leamed that his brothers Anders and Erie along with his sister's 
family were coming to Canada he decided to go thete too. He 
took a homestead where the town of Wadena is situated but gave 
it up as there were no homesteads for the other relatives. He 
decided to go with them nord of Canora In 1903 he filed on the 
NWI/4-24-344, directly North of bis brother Andet’s quarter. 
His house was the first built while the others cleared land for 
fields. This was the bouse Dad, Mother and family lived in during 
1905, 

Uncle Pete liked working with horses so he worked out for 
farmers to eam money. After improving his land, he decided to 
sell it to Mr. Stone 

When homesteads were available at Usherville, he decided to 
{get more Tand. Along with his nephews, Andrew and Arvid, he 
hhomesteaded at Usherville. Because Pete already had two 
homesteads, this piece of land was called a “script 

‘After getting the tle fr island, he traded the farm to Pakulsk 
forthe store that Pakulak had builtin Sturgis. Pete rented this 
store to Jonas Elander. In later years, Pete rented this store to 
Jonas’ brother, John, 

‘The upstairs ofthis store was big room and had an outside 
stairway for the entrance. Dances were held here and the 
lristmas concerts of 1917 and 1919 used this upstairs room. 
(There was no concert held in 1918 de to the Fla epidemic). 

Inthe Spring of 1926, the store bumed tothe ground, Pete did 
not rebuild, but instead used some of the insurance money for a 
small home in Surgs. He continued to live in Sturgis until 
December 30, 1931 when he passed away

Our father, Liss Anders Olson was bora July 
Dalam, Sweden near the town of Falun, 

(Our mother, Marta Person was born November 22, 1866 in 
Dalame, Sweden. 

‘They were married in 1893 and lived on a small farm that 
mother inherited from her fates. 


1868 in 
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Her family name was HOI, meaning knoll. Just as Dad's family 
name was Liss and was used first in their names, the Olson 
Indicated that their father was Olaf, 

This farm was small and after four sons and a davghier had 
been born, Dad decided to move to Canada where his two older 
brothers lived. He let Sweden in March 1908. 

‘Dad came with his youngest brother, Eric Lindgren (a soldier 
name) and Andrew Soderlund, the husband of his youngest sister, 
Kristin, 

‘Dad took a homestead on the southwest quater of 24-34-4, His 
oldest brother, Pete, gave up his homestead located where the 
town of Wadena curently lies because there was no other 
homestead land available forthe rest of his relatives. He took the 
northwest quarter of 24 next to Dad's, Erie Lindgren and Andrew 
Soderiund homesteaded close by in te same township 

Alternate sections were kept by the Crown to sell fora low 
price if a settler could afford it. OF course, section eleven was 
lays sehool section. In township 34, the two south quaners of 
1B were Railway quarters given to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
for opening the land. At least one other quarter went to the 
Hudson Bay Company. 

“Mother got Das letters bathe didnot get ers. The post fice 
taldress was Barrier Post Office, North West Tettories - East of 
CCystal Lake. Dad could not answer her questions. However, she 
‘decided to pack her sewing machine, a“Husquama’ that she had 
purchased in 1894. It was a blessing because she was able to sew 
and remake clothing for her big family. Occasionally, it was used 
to sew canvass. In spite of it being used so much, it til works 
Well today. It traveled well in a huge trunk made by Mother's 
brother 

In September 1905, Mosher left Sweden with her five children: 
Andrew was eleven, Arvid nine, Oscar seven, Anna five (ce 
Joseph Rogstad story), and Erie three yeas old. Ther tip across 
the North Sea was rough and all were seasick except Oscar nd 
Eric. They landed in Liverpool and sailed from there across the 
Atlantic for Halifax. From Halifax, they traveled on an 
immigration train through Winnipeg to Yorkton, Mother was 
responsible for feeding her family along the way to Canada, By 
the time they reached Winnipeg, she had only one dollar let but 
the Swedish Consulate gave her money. 

They arrived in Yorkton on October 4, 1905 and set off forthe 
homestead in a wagon pulled by a team of hoses, They spent the 
first night at Fulton Flats and arrived atthe homestead on October 
5, 1905. 

The homestead shack was a severe let down. No wonder, 
‘Mother said, “I it were not forthe ocean we could walk back: 
Dad made it very clear to our brothers, “That there must be lots 
‘of wood inthe porch of the house at all imes.” 

Dad worked inthe lamber camps, walking ll the way to Swan 
River or Mafeking so that his family would have plenty of food 
and clothing. 

Dad's sister, Kristine and son Andrew were here as she came 
‘ut in 1904 to her hushand Andkew Soderiund’s homestead. They 
‘were more setled with a cow and chickens so the Olson family 
‘was abe to get milk and eggs from them. Some meat was bought, 
‘but mostly rabbit, partridges and prairie chicken were hunted 
Rabbits were also sared for pes 




















Mother found it very lonely, but her time was taken up with 
teaching the family writing and Bible lessons. She taught the 
three older boys and Anna to knit, 

‘The winter was mild so they were able to walk to Dad's sister's 
place wihich was less than two miles ava. 

Sundays were special, as well a all other religious holidays. 
‘The whole family dressed in their best clothes at these times. Dad 
‘made certain that he was home for Crstmas, Everyone helped 9 
‘make it a good Christmas. Anna and her brothers ted their hand 
at candle making fom tallow and store sting so that they could 
hhave candles on their tre. The older brothers carved horses from 
‘Wood and made other toys as well to give as gifts 

In the spring of 1906, Dad built bigger log house on his own 
‘quarter. It had one large room with bedrooms upstairs. OF course, 
in those days the sod roof was common. The straw in the 
‘matiresses had tobe replaced following a heavy ain. 

(On August 5, 1906, Hilda was bom. On August, 1908, Alma 
Christine was bom and on August 6, 1912, Freda Kmelia 
arrived, Mrs. Timothy’ Gibney was the midwife for ll bins. Now 
there were eight children so Dad added another room 10 the 
house, 

‘The first few years, the brothers trapped many muskrats and 
‘weasels. Although the price was low for pels, they were able to 
buy ther frst blue serge suits withthe money 

‘A big worry forthe early settlers was grass.or bush fire, The 
bush grew close to their homes. Inthe spring of 1907, a big fie 
\was coming in on their home from the East, Mother put Anna and 
Eric in charg of baby Hilda inthe middle of a nearby ploughed 
garden with the flour and some clothes, while she andl the three 
‘oldest sons fought the fire with water and gunny sacks. relative 
of Alvin Stennes’ came with horses and a plow and made a fire 
guard. The fire was controled and the family and home were 
saved 

The Eden Valley Post Office was located on Tim Gibney Fara 
and lasted until the Stenen Post Office was incorporated 

“Mannanah School No. 1390 was the fist school builtin 1907. 
Tt was built on the northwest comer ofthe southwest quarter of 13, 
near the big spruce grove. The pire tail went right through the 
school yard as onthe west side ofthe school yard was 2 slough, 
All ofthe children tok their grades one to eight there. 

Dad and the brothers cleared and broke the land with the stro 
‘oxen, Buck, Bamie, King, and Spot and a walking plow. Later 
they bought horses and a gang plow, as well as other needed 
‘machines, including adel, 

In 1915, a Mogul tractor was bought from Angul Stenen. Later 
«separator was bough. The family was the crew. Oscar was both 
thresherman and engineer. Many barels of Kerosene were 
purchased each spring for using this Mogul 

In 1914, a new house was built with a cedar-singled roof. In 
1920, an addition was added onto it The big red barn was built in 
1918, while Arvid was overseas in the Army. In 1998, the strong 
‘winds demolished it The house sil stands on tis property. 

Music and singing, were our heritage. Everyone sang as they 
worked. We bought our fist phonograph, a Columbia with a 
fluted horn, from Angul Stenen. Andrew and Oscar played the 
accordion, Eric played the violin and in 1920, a piano was 
purchased, 








































Radio came into our home in 1920, when Oscar made our fist 
radio, He learned how to make a radio from Hlmar Stenea, The 
fist ones had ear pieces, but Iter we got loud speakers. At this 
time Oscar worked with Ham Radios and was a very efficient 
“Ham” operator 

‘Mother passed away July 5, 1949 and Dad on June 12, 1950. 
Both were more than 82 year old 

‘Andrew marred Rose Klein of Rockford, Saskatchewan. They 
had four children: David, Marily, Eldon andl Donna. Donna died 
accidently in Jane 1969 and Andrew passed away December 24,

As Christmas was approaching and no one had 
‘Come to pick him up, he decided to try to get home for Christmas 
He made himself «pair of skates by attaching old files to his boots 
and proceeded 1 skate home to Sturgis, on the Etoimamie Rive, 
The tip proved tobe very stressful and much longer than he would 
have imagined. That was the last ime the trip was made with that 
‘mode of transportation a it took many days to heal hs feet. 

Homesteading proved to be & very difficult and unrewarding

‘The Olson brothers were known for ther threshing outfit wich 
did custom threshing throughout the area during the 1930's and 
1940's.

She canned vegetable 
and saskaioons for her six children, Ester exhibited vegetables, 
fruits and flowers in the Suis Horticultural Show for many 
yeas receiving many awards 

Ester helped her children receive a good education, All of her 
six children received a high school education and one or more 
years of university education, Her four daughters became teachers 
fulfilling her dream of being a teacher. Her two sons continue 0 
farm the home place and the homestead of their grandfather's 

‘Today, Ester resides inthe Sturgis area, 

In his late teens he took a homestead northeast of Ushervile 
‘which he then sold inthe 1930s, In 1918, Arvid served with the 
First Saskatchewan Regiment and went overseas in July of 1918 
to England where he remained until the war ended. He arived 
home in 1919.

Oscar Adolf Olson was bor on December 1, 1897, in the 
province of Dalame, Sweden. He immigrated to Canada with his 
mother, brothers Andrew, Arvid and Eric and sister, Anna They 
rived in Canada on October 5, 1905, and joined his father tthe 
homestead which became the family farm. Oscar attended 
“Mannanah school fra few yeas and despite English being @ new 
language, became a very proficient speller. During this time, he 
Sold pencils to classmates to make some money. 

While living and working on the family farm, Oscar became 
fiends with Hjalmar Stenen who was actively involved in radio, 
Oscar soon became one of the frst amaleur radio (“ham”) 
‘operators in Saskatchewan, building his own radio receivers and 
transmitters so he could communicate with other ham operators 
around the world. His brother Eric was also intrested in radio and 
was often directly involved wit the radio projects, Oscar also put 
ina telephone system operating over the fence line between the 
family farm and brother Arvid's farm nearby. 

As a young man, Oscar was very interested in magic tricks 
Which he often performed at parties. He enjoyed music and 
leamed to play the button accordion. He played for many local 
‘dances along with Bob Reagan on vilin, Katy Hauber or brother 
Eric on piano, and oocasionally, Harry Woodward on banjo. Aer 
moving to Sturgis, he often played his accordion at home on 
Sundays, particularly in winter. He also enjoyed singing, and 
‘wontd often sing while he played. In later yeas, he sang with the 
United Chureh choir. 

Long before there were tape recorders, Osear recorded music 
and various events such as birthday partes on vinyl record, This 
required a certain amount of rebearsing and practicing since, 
unlike tape recording, once the recording started, there was no 
stopping until the recon was finished, I is sill interesting to 
listen to the old records, hearing the voices of people from even 
before 1940. Oscar had a PA system which he oceaionaly rented 
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to local musicians or used for various functions such as Sports 
Days, winter carnivals o political rallies. 

(Oscar met Ruth Olsea of Endeavour when she worked forthe 
Armstrengs a the neighboring farm. On December 20, 1942, they 
‘were marred and moved into Sturgis. Oscar set up a shop in the 
house for his radio sales and service business and also for his 
watch repair business. Four sons were soon born - Maynard, 
Donald, and Delmar (ins) and Lyndon. This required 
renovations to the house - a bedroom addition and Tater, 
converting the atc to a secone-loor, providing another bedroom. 
Sundays in summer would usually find the family at Crystal 
Lake, with the boys enjoying the water and Ruth and Osear 
enjoying the company of friends and family. In winter, they both 
curled, 

Besides having his shop, Oscar continued to farm with his 
brothers Andrew and Eric as they had done while living on the 
family farm, While each had land of his own, working together 
‘and sharing equipment saved meney. Of course, this also created 
friction which led to numerous arguments and yelling, providing 
great entertainment for the sons, daughters, nephews and nieces 
(and generally anyone within about @ mile). Many people 
eventually know and told anecdotes of the three brothers and their 
activites, 

(On August 21, 1966, Oscar suffered a stoke. Eventually, he 
‘was moved to a nursing home in Melfort where he died on March 
10, 1970, Rut continues to live in Sturgis and remains ative with 
the READ Club,

‘Wheat Pool elevators, Inter moving to Lynn Lake, Manitoba, 
Working asa hoistman in the mines. Retuming to Saskatchewan, 
the worked as hostman a the Porash mine until his dea, He was 
married to a local gitl, Loraine Reagan.

While doing a stint in the Navy, be 
‘met and maxtied Adeline Kurtenbach of Cudwort, Sask Some of 
his jobs were: Manager of Beaver Lumber yards, purchasing 
agent forthe mines in Snow Lake, Manitoba, sellin for Investor's 
Syndicate, They eventually moved to Calgary, Alberta where be 
passed away in 1969. Adeline sill lives there with their son, 
‘Wayne. They also had two daughters, Meryl (deceased) and Anz, 

‘Olga, bor in 1920, lft home ata young age, working inthe 
vicinity before going to Regina. There she joined the army, met 
snd married Charles Monette. They had four sons, Vicor, Marcel, 
Rodger and Rickey. Se stayed in Regina for a while ate their 
divorce some years later. When her health began to fal, she 
moved to Hope to be near Victor, he eldest son, She passed away 
there in 1997. 

‘Bernice was bom in 1923. She completed Grade 11, then left 
school to work in Stenen and Prescevlle, There she’ met and 
married Albert Abrahamson. While they were building @ new 
home on a farm there, she gave birth to a son, Raymond. She 
passed away when the baby was only three weeks old. 

‘Kenneth (Ken) was born in 1925. He remained on the farm to 
help his dad until Olof retired and sold the farm in 1945, He then

Patrick O’Reagen and Catherine Heaney were bor in Dublin, 
Ireland in 1841. They maried and immigrated to Ontario and 
shocly after moved to Manannsh, Minnesofa, an inland town near 
Eden Valley. They had ten children: Thomas (Bridget Madden) 
Reagan, Mary McNamara, Alice (Bill) Wood, Patrick Jr 
ulia0"Brien) Reagan, Margaret (Marshall) Durham, William 
(Wm) (Mary Madden) Reagan, Christopher and Catherine 
(both single), Anne (Manus) O'Keefe and Elizabeth (Michael) 
Mahoney 

In 1903 Patrick, atthe age of sixty-two came to Saskatchewan 
where he bought’a quarter of land, NW 13-34-4-W2. He also 
applied for his homestead NE 26-34-4-W2 

‘The same year, 1903, Timothy Gibney, a nephew of Catherine 
(O’Reagan, weat up to Canada (Saskatchewan wasnt a province 
yet) and investigated homesteading. The next year the Gibneys, 
Fitzpatrick and Reagans, all rlated, sold theie farms, and moved 
up to what is now the Sturgis area to homestead. Two of the 
Patrick O'Reagan children, Anne and Elizabeth with their 
Ibushands remained at Eden Valley. The rest loaded up all their 
cattle, machinery, and other possessions and took the win to the 
courpost of Yorkton. The next fifty to sixty miles to their 
homestead, probably by horses and wagon, was a nighimare 
They came inone ofthe wet cycles where every low spot was full 
of water. Black flies and mosquitoes were everywhere. The bridge 
‘over the Whitesand River had gone out. Story has it that Ear 
Laing helped them out by taking eighteen loads of furniture and 
belongings across the river in his boat. In all, they were about 
seventeen to eighteen days trying to goto their new land, 

"The Reagan clan lived in sod houses for the first few years 
probably on the quarter of land Patrick bought in 1903. Ther post. 
‘ffce was caled Eden Valley loeated on Tim Gibney’s farm, 

Patrick began working his homestead quazter and by 1909 he 
ven acres broke and in crop. He had proved up his 
homestead and received his patent on October 28, 1905. He built 
25x18 foot lumber house as well as some out buildings. He and 
his family moved in April 1907. 

Putrck’s dream of land for his sons came true. Each son 
hhomesteaded as well, some of his daughters married and lived on 

















homesteads with their husbands, never far from each other, 





‘The group that came in 1904 were forthe most part all Living in 
the same vicinity. The homesteaders worked hard, but probably 
had many get togethers and fun times such as St, Paddy's Day. 

Patrick died on December 18, 1913 and Catherine on January

Grandma told of my Uncle Tom Durbar, 
who was seven, offering to lt her have his parrot for food. Five 
ays later the men came back loaded with supplies and 
‘was great rejoicing. Grandma's eyes would light up reliving it

led the soil and sowed 
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families stayed there without charge for as long as two weeks 
until their houses were built, The houses were either sod or log 
and all the roofs were sod, One family, the John Walkers, 
stayed with Grandpa fortwo weeks. When typhoid fever struck 
the second year they were there, daughter Marietta came down 
with typhoid, My dad, George, who was sixteen, rode a mule to 
‘Canora, which was an inland town (no railroad) to try to get a 
doctor. While he was gone, Marieta died and Grandpa was 
unconscious. Grandma and Uncle Tom were alone. Dad made 
it back, but now be also had typhoid fever. People were afraid 
that it was contagious so didn’t go into the house. They dug a 
‘grave inthe yard and Grandma and Uncle Tom buried Marietta, 

John Walker had survived typhoid so they weren't afraid of, 
it He sent his fifteen year old daughter, Flora, and she stayed 
and helped Grandma for six weeks. She later became my 
stepmother, 

The community was close knit and prospered. Tim Gibney 
dhad the Post Office. It was called Eden Valley. When my dad, 
George Dutham was old enough, eighteen, I believe, he proved 
‘upon a homestead which the largest part of Sturgis is now built 
‘on, Owen Carragher had homesteaded earlier. Dad's and his 
place abutted, I believe that St. Patick’s Church was built on 
the east edge of the Carragher homestead and the cemetery on 
the NE comer of Dad's. I had always thought thatthe Church 
was on our land, too, but heard the Carragher version and tend

Leo was born in Sturgis on August 29, 1904 to Thomas Peter 
and Bridget Ellen Reagan who moved to Sturgis from Eden 
Valley, Minnesota. Leo grew up on the farm, He attended 
‘Normal School in Regina and started teaching in Manannah 
‘School in January 1930. Aft teaching there for ten years, until 
June 1940, he became a full time farmer with his father 
‘Thomas 

ee married Anne Homeniuk, daughter of Anthony and Mary 
Bugera, and brought Joyce Homeniuk to the family. Leo and 
‘Anne had six children: George, Graham, Gary, Brian, 
Raymond and Rose Maric. 


The family farm was located approximately five miles east of 
Sturgis on the three quarter section of land where they worked 
rowing grain crops and raising cattle. The long bard 
hours of making s living were punctuated by special events that 
became part of a family tradition. Christmas was a time for 
‘Anne to cook phenomenal meals of cabbage tolls, perogies and 
‘other Christmas goodies. Relatives would come from miles to 
enjoy her cooking. Summer was the time for putting up hay or 
“bucking” hay as the practice was called, This was an 
interesting way of puting up hay with a fifteen wo eighteen foot 
pole dragged along the ground by two teams of horses, two 
tractors or a combination ofboth. The process required at least 
{wo people to ride on the pole o hold the chain up that would 
sgutber the hay between the two moving animals or vehicles 
Alter a while the planks were put up on the stack of hay so thet 
the huge piles of hay could be dragged up on top of the stack 
This provided an incredible amount of excitement and 
adventure for those of us who were too romantic £0 know the 
real meaning of work. On long hot days we would steal off and 
Jump in the river to cool off muuch to the chagrin of our father, 
Threshing was another favorite and exciting time on the farm, 
‘This method of harvesting the crops requized a number of 
people to cu the grain with a binder, stook the bundles of grain 
land when the grain was ready to load the sheaves onto racks to 
take them to the threshing machine, It was the end of « long. 
hard season. It meant that there were many friends and family 
working together. Of course, the meals were special when the 
Were brought to the field. Our mother, in addition to all her 
‘other duties, spent long days baking and cooking forthe erew:

Frederick Pakulak was bom April 7, 1890 in Galicia, Ukraine 
In 1908 be decided to immigrate to Canada to join is brobess, 
Mike and John, who were already homesteading in the Danbury 

Mary Onuftiw, bom May 3, 1893, in Halechena, Austria, 
{migrated to Canada in 1910, with her sister Annie an parents, 
Nikifor and Dsmicela, homesteading north of Sturgis. Fred and 
‘Mary were married at St, Anthony’s Church (located five miles 
south of Canora), by Father Dallary on February 4, 1911. (An. 
interesting tibit on Father Dallary...e obtained his theological 
‘ruining in Montreal and was acquainted with Louis Ril, a fellow 
student) 

Because cash was a scarce commodity for the early 
bomesteaders Fred was forced to go out harvesting, working on 
extra gangs, and for the CNR. Mary tok fall esponsibility for 
raising the family and running the farm. Inthe early years they 
trapped and ate rabbit. At the time, flour was purchased by the 
100 Ib, bag for $1.50 and bread’ was baked in a clay oven 
‘outdoors. The children attended schools at Cavell, Woodlght and 
Gold Bank, and obtained some high sehool at Kopje school. In 
later years, Fred recalled memories of tips to Canora that were 
‘made by oxen, through bush roads that even oxen were unable to 
cross without the help of the men pushing and pulling them 
through. The tip was so long and difficult that many dimes they 
stayed overnight at Mike or Sam Gogal’s or atthe Rokochys, who 
hhad homesteads along the way. 

‘Mary and Fred had thirteen children, 10 of whom lived to 
adulthood. First bom, in 1912, was Annie Sakaluk (Stocel) 
currently living in Vernon, B.C. Tony was bor in 1915 (deceased 
1984), followed by Mary in 1917 (deceased 1979) and Joe in 
1919 (deceased 1963). Joe served with the 3 Field Artillery, Ist 
Division, in aly and Burope. Gena Jolson (Clark), was bom in 
1922 (deceased January, 1998). Alex, bom 1925 (deceased 
September, 1995), served with the Ist Canadian Parachute 
Batalion, 6th British Airborne Division in Belgium, Holland, 
Germany and Continental Europe, during the Second World War 
Julia Thome (1925) resides in Grand Forks, B.C. Nettie (1928) 
‘Goodlad lives in Vancouver, B.C. Paul (1934) resides in Vernon, 
B.C; Walter (1935) lives in Nanaimo, B.C. 

In 1940, Fred and Mary moved 10 Castlegar, B.C., where they 
‘owned and operated a ranch, Fred also worked atthe Kootenay 














«dam which was built at that time, Fred decided he wasn’ too fond 
‘of the mountains and, being lonesome for life long friends, they 
retumed to Saskatchewan, They continued living on the farm, 
retiring to Sturgis in 1953. 

In 1975, Fred and Mary celebrated their 65th wedding 
anniversary with family and fiends who attended the reunion 
from across Canada and the United States. They were thrilled to 
receive congratulations from the Queen, Prime Minister, Premier, 
MPS and MLA’. They enjoyed retired life in Sturgis, until 
shorly after their 65th anniversary, when Fred passed away 
suddenly tthe age of 85 yeas. 

‘Mary continued to live alone in Sturgis. When she tured 90, 
Mary was honored by the READ. Club with a very lovely 
birthday pany. Her daughter, Gena Clark, gave a shot history of 
her mother lif, including a tribute to all mothers. When Mary 
was 92, she moved to Preeceville to live, fist with her daughter 
for two years, then as a resident of the Lions Hostel fr seven 
yeu. She enjoyed eading and listening to inspirational programs 
on radio, but, most of all, she looked forward to telepbone calls 
from her children who were living on the West Coast. She passed

mn 1945 Allan was discharged from the forces and with his wife 
and daughter, came to Sturgis. Allan was an Ancio Visual teacher. 
Mr, Jolson was the School Superintendent in the newly formed 
School Unit #45. Allan's job as A.V. teacher was to visit each of 
the rural schools in the nit and show educational films to the 
stadens. This was anew experience fr the children, Alla 
‘old car which he used to cary necessary equipm 
generator fr schools that had no eletricty only gas lamps, a film 
machine, film stip and a screen, Afier his fst visit the stadents 
‘were eager fo help unload the car and of course had no seboo! 
work He often stayed overnight at the Foster's home and in the

Inthe winter he often got stuck inthe snow and the schools 
‘were cold. It was a challenging experience but a joy for the 
children. This job became redundant as buses came into use.

The Composite school, the Unit office, the libraries, 
that sprang up in every town took the place of boxes of books 
boeing circulated to rural schools, Daisy Jobnson worked in the 
brary office where the boxes were refilled with a new book 
supply. After the Audio Visual job, Allan started teaching in the 
Unit. 

Allan had many interests before and after his retirement at age

‘They obsained the S.W. quarter of Sec. 6, Tp. 33, Rye. 5, W 2. 
Their ist home was a one-room sod house, where they lived for 
some time until they could build « house, Here, Dad, with oxen, 
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‘broke Jand for himself and also for other homesteaders. 
Eventually horses were purchased and more land cleared. 

Five children were bom here. Pearl 1906, Signe 1907, Olga 
1909, William, who died a birth 1912 and Myrtle 1915 

‘Since the closest school was some thee miles away and with 
no roads, schooling was a problem, Peat! spent year with friends 
‘near Buchanan for he ist yea. The next while we drove a pony 
the three miles to Monastyn School. Our teacher was Mr. Dennis, 
very kind and understanding person wiho made school enjoyable 
and interesting. 

Because ofthe distance and the short school year, land was 
purchased a mile south of Norway School. Here we all completed 
‘rade VIL 

Dad and Mother farmed here until they moved to Sturgis in 
1931 where Dad had opened a butcher shop. After afew years he 
went to Le Pas and worked on the constriction of the air port 
Later he worked in Nowthers Alberta, 

Mother passed away in Sturgis in 1944. Some time later Dad 
‘went to B. C. where he passed away in 1952. 

Pearl (ME. Al Hunter) passed away in Regina in 1970. Signe 
(Ms. E, Bergluns passed away in Ladysmith, B.C. in 1952. Olga 
(Mrs. E, Pollock) and Myre (Mrs. A Peterson) both live in 
Sturgis.

PENIUK, Andrew Family 
By August Peniuk 


Poni Andrew 
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Losing his wife from illness, Andrew Peniuk immigrated to 
‘Canada in 1906 with & son, George and three daughters, Ivy, 
‘Annie and Jenny. They came by ship from the Ukraine to Halifax 
‘ewasn’ta pleasant trip - long, sea sick and crowded. Andrew and 
his family boarded open door box ears for the trip to Winnipeg: 
then to Yorkton, Sask. Andrew Peniu, with his family traveled to 
‘what he thought was his homestead » S.W.28-36-4 W2 - in the 
Brookview area 

Settlers homestead fees were $10.00 for 160 acres and the 
person applying had tobe a male of eighteen years old, They had 
to reside in @ dwelling for a least six months of each year fora 
three year term, break at least fifteen acres and crop two thirds of 
the area broken to keep the homestead, 

‘Shelter was the first priority, A hole about thee fet deep was 
dg in the groune; sticks were put up and then covered with sod, 
‘This is where the family lived while the house was being buil. 
‘The neighbours got together (building “bees") to help build the 
house. They built the house out of logs, cut and peeled by hand. 
‘The logs were dragged out by oxen, Paster was mixed with feet, 
ina pit consisting of water, clay, grass and sod. After the house 
‘was together, it was thea white washed with lime dissolved in 
water fora better appearance. The roofs were thatched and mud 
floors, which were then boarded. The furniture was a plank 
bench; apple boxes (usually stacked for a cupboard of sorts or 
used as chairs); a table made of boards with pieces of logs for 
legs. They used outdoor clay ovens for baking and woodstoves for 
heat and cooking. The only form of light was a kerosene lamp or 
candle 

Land was cleared by hand spading or oxen at first then horses 
and plows made it easier to prepare the soil. Home grown crops 
were harvested by a seythe, then threshed with fail and finally 
ground on a grind stone In later years, the binder and threshing 
‘machine came in. 

Snares or sling shots were used to catch rabbits and part 
for food. Cows were milked for cream, butter, choese and milk 
Butter was made by shaking cream in a jar. Garden vegetables 
‘were stored in holes dug under the house floor called a “cellar” 
‘The rooster was the alarm clock and the hens supplied eggs, meat 
and hatching chicks. Pigs were raised for meat as well 8s forthe 
{at rendered into lard fo baking. Scrap of fat were melted to be 
‘mixed with lye or wood ashes to make sogp. 

Animal hides were tanned for blankets and clothing. Sheep 
provided the wool for quilts, mts, socks and clothes, 

‘The refrigerator was the ice house or a bucket down the well 
Besides the well wate, they used rain water and melted snow for 
drinking and washing 

‘Anurew Peniuk also grew his own tobacco for his curved pipe. 

‘Roads were narrow trails and homes were far apart. The nearest 
town was Canora. Groceries were packed on backs in pack sacks 
and people walked home from Canora 

‘Andrew remaried and raised seven children. George, Ivy, 
Annie, Jenny, Pete, Sadie, and Metro. The three youngest 
children were born in Canada. Andrew was well known for his 
‘beautiful long, white, cust hai 

Andrews first homestead - S.W. 28-364 W2 - was taken over 
by his eldest son, George. Andrew's second homestead -N-E 
36-4.W2 - was taken over by his son, Pete, and is now being 
farmed by his grandson, Gaye Peniuk 




















Andrew passed away in his 92nd year. He was buried atthe 
Spring Valley Cemetery He live a lengthy life from 1865 - 1947 





PENIUK, George and Mary (Tymochko) 


Poni, George and Mary - 1924 





George, bor in 1899, immigrated to Canada with his dad, 
Andrew, and thre sisters, Iv; Jenay and Annie, from the Ukraine 
in 1906, He worked with his dad until the early 1920's when he 
set out to work for the Red Deer Lumber Company. George 
‘worked on the river drive, floating logs down to the sawmill. He 
also cut a lot of cordwood and digging Seneca roots for an extra 
penny. 

Tn 1924, other interests developed. George martiod Mary 
‘Tymochko, daughter of Karl and Barbara Tymochko. Mary was 
bom in 1907. She immigrated to Canada from Temopo 
Haluchuna, Ukraine with her parents in 1908 atthe age of one an 
‘half years. The Tymochko’s homesteaded on the SE. 21-36-3, 
'W2 in the Gold Bank District until about 1926 when they moved 
to the N.W. 30-34-3 W2 in the Goodhue School District. 

George and Mary had their struggles lke everyone else in those 
days. They both joined the workforce fora farmer at Saltcoas, 
Sask. George dd the farm work and Mary did the cooking. Hay 
twas mowed, raked with horses and then bunched and ready for 
cling. Coiling was done by all family members. Stacking was 
an art, building it staight up lengthwise and topping it so it 
‘woulda’ fll over Progress took time from oxen t horse then to 
tractor power 

11926, George bought a homestead of his own on $.W. 10-37- 
4 W2, Not developing the land as per regulation, he lost his 
Domestead in 1930. Meanwhile, his dad, Andrew, decided that 
bed give George his land - S,W, 28-36-4 W2 - and be would 
‘move to the quarter - NIE. 21-36-4 W2 - across the road, 

Large surprises came in small packages. George and Mary's 
‘rived on August 12, 1928, after a rush tip 0 the Saltcoa 
Hospital with horse and buggy, (which they called “team 
drivers"), Now they had someone they dida’t know what to call, 
so George's boss suggested, being he was born in the month of 
August they name him August, 50 that they did.

In 1948, George was able fo purchase a Ford tractor and in 
1950, a one-ton Fond truck was purchased, In 1958, George and 
Mary built anew home on the farm, but du 0 ines, had to give 
it up. Selling the farm 19 Walter Lofihang, they bought & home 
‘and retired to Strgs in 1963. George passed away in 1968, Mary, 
after a few tips to Vancouver Island to vist the children, passed 
away in 1977 

George and Mary had hard years, but happy ones raising three 
children and George, being very active, did alot of hunting. Also, 
after a sample of his homemade “toothache drops” or “porch 
climbers", George would pick up his accordion and go to it, 
sounding good enough to entertain at house partes. They made a 
Tot of their own clean fun and amusement.

After fighting with the old gobbler on the Michaluk farm, 
nearly two years, I finally won, That old turkey would hear my 
Vehicle coming a mile away. He would run for the house, 
wherever he was, and meet me before the comer, He'd jump on 
‘my back as soon as Iwas out of my vehicle. My twisting his head 
<dn’t help matters, he'd only run faster the next time. Finally in 
July, 1954, I got the one he was protecting - Lee (Lena) Michaluk, 
‘daughter of Nick and Dora Michaluk, 





(Our fist home was a log grain bin, that mom swept out, as we 
‘were going to live onthe farm and help dad and morn farm, We 
bought a bed, stove and chrome table with four chairs with our 
Wedding, donations and with some money out of my savings. 
“Boy”, were we doing good! We had a one-room furnished home 
wit apple crates for cupboards, 

However, The Pas Lumber Co, was moving to Prince George, 
B.C. in 1955 and to make any money to put back ito the farm, I 
had to go. Our first child, Marilyn, was born on November 2, 
1955 at the old Preecevlle Hospital. On November 11,1 left my 
Wife and daughter in the care of both our parents and left for 
Prince George. I retumed in Jue, 1956, long enough, to pick up 
‘my family. I purchased a twenty-eight foot wailer to live in, in 
‘Saskatoon, and we were off to Prince George o Fish Hook Carp. 
‘We never looked back! 

There were lots of hours of work then; the pay was good and 
‘we lived in camp. There were lots of moose around so we always 








hhad meat onthe table. The crecks and lakes were good for fish 
‘What else could I ask for? 

T worked at Fish Hook Camp, siay miles north of Prince 
George, til he spring of 1958, Due to camp moving further north 
into the “toulies:, lots of snow and cold, and us having 
experienced a warmer climate on Vancouver Island, we decided 
to make the move there. We made our move in May, 1958, after 
‘our second child, Brant, was born on January 28, 1958 in the 
Prince George Hospital 

Jobs on Vancouver Island were plentiful with the pulp mill 
being the drawing atraction, We were in Campbell River, B.C. 
long enough to get settled in and start work a the pulp and paper 
plant in June, 1958. I started shift work, (ree shits ~ day, 
aftemoon, graveyard), for about seven years.

Besides gardening, cooking and being a good mother, Lee 
worked part-ime from the time the children started school unt 
the 1980's.

She 
taught cake decorating and Ukrainian Easter Egg paiating for 
about eleven yeas oso. Now she can't keep up at home.

(Our father Andrew Henry (Andy) was born April 16,1877 in 
Edzund, Wisconsin. Our mother Ida Priscilla Rhinerson, was 
bom August 28, 1878 also in Edmund, They were marred there 
‘on July 3, 1897. Both our parents were of Norwegian descent, 
their parents having emigrated from Norway. 

‘As a young man Dad worked on farms, He also played the 
Violin for dances, His old violin case had aerack the length ofthe 
bottom ftom carrying it around on horseback. 

By the turn of the century free homestead land was being 
offered in this part ofthe country. In 1908 Dad, always ready for 
‘challenge, made a tip upto this area known as the Assiniboine 
(County, He filed for a homestead onthe NWI/4-2.35-4. He also 
‘ought the W1/2-1-35-4 from the Scandinavian Land Company 
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Arrangements were made with the Gibney family 1 have a log 
house built on SW-L/4-1-35-4, He then returned to Wisconsin to 
prepare to move his Family 

In the spring of 1905 Dad loaded all their possessions, which 
inchuded horses, catle, ad even a pair of pigs into box cars and 
headed back to Canada. He was accompanied by Tom Rongye, 
Karl Williams and Harry Lee, all pioneers of this same district. 
Dad talked about milking the cows and feeding the milk to the 
Pigs just before they came to the line so they would setle down 
inthe straw and be quiet. Perhaps they weren't supposed to bring 
Pigs into Canada, 

‘Mother and their two daughters Hazel Clarissa aged five, born 
‘on July 16, 1900 in Edmund, Wisconsin and Alfreda Leone one 
and a half years old came a short time later. How hard it must have 
been to leave fumily and friends and come to a strange land t0 
rake a new home, On November 16, 1905, of that fist year our 
brother Vern Clare was born, Our mother made a trip back to 
North Dakota for his birth, 

‘Alter building a log bam forthe livestock, Dad began clearing 
and breaking land. At first he was only able to raise enough grain 
for feed. As more land was cleared he bought a steam threshing 
outfit and for years threshed for neighbors every fall He bought 
another quarer of land (the SEL/4-1-35-4) which is now owned 
by his grandson Brian Peterson, 

“Two more childgen were added to the family, Margaret on 
December 12, 1907 and Adrian on August 13, 1912. The older 
children attended Kopje School for awhile, a distance of three 
miles. A pair of miles, Jack and Fenny, provided transportation 
part ofthe time, In 1912 Dad built a house in Stags on the site 
‘ofthe present Margaret Ball residence, Th children then attended 
school in town, staying atthe house under the supervision of Aunt 
‘Annie Stennes (Dad's sister) and going home to the farm for 
weekends, 

Tn those early day there were loss of wild strawbetis, and i 
‘was not unusual for Mosher to pick and can one hundred quarts in 
1 season, Dad often made ice cream in a wooden ice cream 
freezer. When strawberries were in season, he would crush some. 
‘up and add them to the ice cream. It tasted great! 

In 1907 Dad planted a great many spruce tres around the yard 
‘where they lived, Some of them are still standing today 

Dad eventually rented out or sold the land and they moved into 
Sturgis. He did carpenter work and also operated the Pool 
Elevator, Mother kept boarders for awhile. When Sturgis was 
incorporated asa village Dad was one ofthe first oversees 

a 1942 Dad built one ofthe first sweeps to be used in this area 

He made a trip to Olds, AB forthe instructions. The sweep Was 
attached to the front of a tractor and used to haul bundles at 
threshing time. 
‘Mother and Dad spent their retirement years in. Suris, 
celebrating their sixtieth wedding anniversary in 1957. Mother 
tie later that year on November 25, 1987 when she was seventy 
nine yeas old. Dad passed away on November 21, 1960 atthe age 
of eighty-tree. 

Dad alviays had a great love for this country and never ceased 
to remind us bow fortunate we were tobe living here

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‘Adrian was born August 13, 1912 in Sturgis, the youngest ina 
family of five bom to Andrew and Priscila Peterson, He received 
his education in Sturgis, Hazel Gibney was his fis teacher. 

From 1932 to 1940, Adrian spent every winter in the bush 
‘working for the Westem Construction Co, His job was to haul 
Tumber from the sawmill o the rairoad with a caterpillar. tractor 
and sleighs. The roundtrip was a distance of fifty miles and took 
twelve hours. Because the caterpillar was used to haul logs during 
the day, be always ad to work nights. He worked seven nights a 
week and was paid two dollars night and his board. Many ofthe 
men there worked for one dollar a da, 

In the summer Adrian farmed with his brother Vern. At first 
they farmed some of their dad's land as well as doing custom 
breaking and threshing. In 1935 they bought their frst quarter of 
land, the NW1/4-2-35-4, a good part of which had to be cleared 
and broken. Adrian had to cash in a life insurance policy his Dad 
‘ought for him to get the two hundred dollars down payment. In 
1938 they bought @ second quarter, the NEI/4-1-35-4, In 1940, 
‘Vern became ill and died in October of that year, shortly before 
his chirty-fiftn birdy 

I, Mryte, was the youngest in a family of four gis. was bom 
December 24, 1915 in the Buchanan istrict where my parents 
Albin and Hulda Parsons had homesteaded. When was two 
years old we moved othe Norway district south of Preeceville to 
ie closer to school. Here at Norway school I completed grades 
‘one to nine, attending Wesley College in Winnipeg for grades ten 
and eleven In the fll of 1931 my parents moved to Sturgis where 
Dad operated a meat market. I completed my Grade 12 here, and 
then helped Dad at the shop. 

‘Adeian and I were married June 29th, 1940 at Yorkton. Our ist 
home was a tiny two room house on some land Adrian was 
renting ftom Bill KerjefSk, a neighbourhood tacheloc. Needless 
to say, we had no convenicnces, Our drinking water had to be 
hauled from the neighbors.

POLLOCK, John and Anne 

Hee was bom in Mill Iles, Quebec to John and Mary Jane 
(Boyd) Pollock on November 5, 1860. John had three brothers 
and five sisters. He later moved to Grand Bend, Ontario with his 
family s a young boy. The family had farm beside Lake Huron 

In 1878 he and his father travelled west on the Great Lakes, 
Lake of the Woods and connecting rivers and lakes with their 
‘many portges. Both got jobs in the railway construction: John 
worked for a te company hauling tes. In winter hen he had to 
haul tes across the Lake of the Woods he often had o test the ice. 
One day one of the horses fell in. He quickly removed his belt and 
fastened it around the neck of the horse to make it bloat and as a 
result, float John hooked the belt on the other horse’ hamess (0 
pal it out 

Dring freighting he sometimes had to sleep outside on the 
snow wrapped in a rabbit fur blanket to try to keep warm. His 
father soon retumed to their home at Grand Bend. 

In the spring of 1879 he went to work forthe company Schultz 
and Marsden in Winnipeg. He drove a sixteen horse hitch (four 
Sets of four horses) on an elevating grader used in building the 
‘CER out of Winnipeg. John was praised by the Marquis of Lorne 
(Ghen Governor General of Canada) forte fine job in grading. 

On August 8 1881, Lord Lome left Winnipeg. by train, 
travelling to the end of the rail shizty five mies west of Porta 
Prairie. Awaiting his arrival were the Mounties in their colorful 
uniforms, and the Natives in their beautiful, bright beaded attire 
twas here that the Marquis of Lome stepped up on the grader, 
shook John’s hand and said, “Well done, young fellow, well 
done! 

With the coming of the railroad, the adjoining land was 
surveyed so there was an extensive campaign to interest settlers 
John worked for the railroad until he fled for and took a 
homestead in the Moffat district (NE section 32, Township 15, 
Range 9, W2nd, about eight miles, south of Wolsley), in 
Saskatchewan in the fll of 1882. The rail had then reached 
‘Wolsey. This is present day Candiac, Saskatchewan. 

When the Riel Rebellion was threatening, John volunteered 
‘along with others and travelled by rail to Calgary to join the Third 
Column organized by Mayor General Strange in 1885. Under 
Strange’ leadership the Alberta Field Force let Calgary April 20, 
ariving in Edmonton on May 5, John was in Transport Service 
and drove an ammunition wagon carrying both ammunition and 
the Gatling gun. His team was following a food supply wagon 
with a large quantity of salt pork and flour. When his horses 
would catch up the men would gouge the salt pork. 

After encountering rebels at Fort Pitt, General Strange and his 
‘men had to retract; his loss was not serious. When camped, the 
‘wagons were all aanged in acrcle and the men had their rifles 
in hand, ready to defend themselves, After Big Beat was captured 
‘on July 4, the tops were ordered to return home. 

(On June 30, 1887, John and Annie Mann were married in t 
litle log Moffat Presbyterian Church that he helped to build. It 
was one mile west of his homestead, 























John had crop failures due to frost ane drought so he was Forced 
to give up his homestead on August 6, 1887, with the final release 
that came July 30, 1888. He headed north to operate a sawmill, 
north of Canora where Highway #9 crosses the Assiniboine River. 
‘The sawinill was on the Westside ofthe Plly Trail There was a 
Deavy stand of spruce and tamarack here that supplied lumber to 
Yorkton, neighbouring setlers and as far south as Indian Head. In 
winter, the lumber was hauled by oxen and) horses to the 
Assiniboine River, and then floated down to the sawmill from. 
Sturgis and Hassan areas atthe time of spring flood waters. But, 
these flood waters brought problems as well, Sometimes, the sver 
was two miles wide atthe mill, Fortunately, the sawmill and 
buildings were on higher ground and not affected, 

John, at the time having fu and dizziness, was involved in an 
accident that caused him to lose his hand. He had grabbed a piece 
‘of loose bark of a log, which drew his hand into the sas, They 
grabbed the white linen cloth ff the table, wrapped his band up 
and headed off to Yrkton, forty miles away, withthe fastest team 
and wagon, About halfway there, noticing that blood was coming 
from the tablecloth, someone gave him drink of whiskey. This 
‘only increased the bleeding, requiring a second lace ligature to be 
applied. His hand was amputated upon arrival. He stayed in 
‘Yorkion for almost a month, 

Inthe spring of 189, ce, logs and high waters witha powerful 
‘undercurrent smashed the log boom at the mill. John tied to 
‘mend the boom and spike it, bathe just kept swimming around in 
circles with his one hand. Consequently, the winter's work went 
down the river. Only some of the branded logs were retrieved: 
some of the logs tumed up at Christie's Mill in Kamsack. 

There were many Indian reserves in the area of the sawmill, 
‘Those from Touchwood would walk over and make regular vst. 
‘They had sometimes kidnapped the setlr’s children, so people 
‘were always apprefensive about being around them. Their dogs 
went after stirs sheep and ether killed them or tore their hides. 
‘Annie had asked them on one occasion to te up ther dogs when 
they come, but the braves shook thei ist in her face. 

‘The Cote Indians from Pelly and Kamssck were fiendly and 
handsome. Peter Charles Brass, Chief White Hawk and 
Livingston were regular vistors. Years later Ivor talked to 
Livingston who said he remembered the visits If John and Annie 
were avay they would go inthe house, help themselves and leave. 
They always came in hard times, especially in spring, looking for 
groceries. They always retumed the kindness with an annual pai 
of moccasins for Mayme, and wild game, sometimes really wid 
(On one occasion bear meat being roasted had to be removed from. 
the oven and buried because it had such a rank odor. 

“The Mounted Police patrolled an assigned area for their 
protection, but their territory was enormous. The setlers had 10 
sign a pato sheet. They usualy stayed overnight atthe sawmill, 

Besides operating a sawmill, John had quite a large herd of 
ctl. He kept seven milk cows atthe sawmill and the others were 
‘pat out on the open range near Hassan that later became Boyd's 
farm, In the fall the cattle were rounded up and each rancher 
<laimed his and kept them over winter. 

In 1898, fohn sold his sawmill and settled on a farm eight miles 
north of Yorkton on the Little Whitesand River, just adjacent to 
the present day Highway #9. He farmed 2 section of land, at one 

















time he had six quarters around Pollock Siding (railway siding 
named afte him). In 1900 he built a bark bara and a brick house. 

He used to take carloads of cate east and bring back purebred 
horses, usually Clydesdales. He sold a lot of these horses to the 
Doukhobors, who helped to build the railroads and the roads. 
John also liked high spirited horses. He had a trotter and a pacer 
that he entered inthe Yorkton fair events, 

Being without a hand never kept John from doing what he 
wanted to do. Someone came tothe farm one day looking fora 
handout. He said, “T made it wth one hand, you gt out and make 
{yours with (wo There were disadvantages to missing a hand as 
‘well. While carrying straw with the fork, he fll and hurt his neck 
and shoulders. When he tured to rest his stump on the railing, it 
‘gave way. He lost his balance and fell over the railing onto the 
frozen ground, twelve feet below. This injury bothered him the 
rest of his lie 

‘After a lengthy illness, Annie died at age thirty eight on 
October 28, 1908. Of their family of twelve children, including 
two sets of twins, only Uuee lived past infancy, Mayme, Boyd 
and Howard, Howard, age four, was killed in @ farm accident 
‘wile the family was away atthe funeral of a twin boy and girl on 
June 4, 1905. 

‘When Annie had been so ill, Lote Mortis kept house for John 
and his family, John’s father and their hired help. Mayme and 
Boyd June 23, 1896-November 1966), who went to Burk School 
in Yorkton, boarded with Lotie's sister, Florence (Mortis) 
Fitzpatrick (October 10, 1880- August 2, 1956), a widow from 
Brigand, Wales with two children, Eric and Jessie. Jessie died 
when twelve years old from a ruptured appendix. Florence had a 
nillinry business in Yorktoa, Lote had hoped t marry Joha, but 
in 1913 be maried Florence. When Lotte earned about this, she 
was so mad she took off by herself on fot for Yorkton

time prior fo their move to Surgis. 

John bought a sawmill est of Ushta that was thy two miles 
north of Sturgis. Bille Roe looked after it unt John moved up to 
take over on February 24, 1924. They eventually located their 
residence and the office on the premises of the lumber yard inthe 
block north of Main Steet along Highway #9, Some lumber was 
hauled tothe lumber yard in Sturgis and some was shipped out 
from Ushta. The CNR soon put ina spur line to the mil, 

John made regular tip to the mill "ihe bush”). He lft erly in 
the moming by team and cutter with his coon skin coat, his 





the retriever at is feet. He would stop at 
[La Canne's to rest, feed his horses and have lunch, and was into 
camp by supper time. 

One trip when John arrived unexpectedly, he found the men 
rebuilding the bunks into the bunkhouse instead of working atthe 
nil. He really read the riot act. 

For a litle social lif, the men used to go to dances held inthe 
Usherville School. This time they decided to have a dance in the 
‘bunkhouse. The men who were “to be the girls” had ribbons 
pinned on. Somebody had brought a gallon of homebrew. 
Because the bunks were in the way for dancing, they chopped 
them out. Harold Abrie was thought tobe the ringleader, and was 
fired. However, he was too good man to be let go, 50 Was 
rehired 

John and Florence's children were: 

Lloyd (December 5, 1915 - June 5, 1985) maried Viola Roste 
on July 14, 1936. They farmed near Sturgis fora while and then 
‘moved to Wels, B.C. where Lloyd found ajob in amen's clothing 
siote, He didn't care for that so went to Three Hills, Alberta to 
work in a garage, along with Tyler aad Gordon Roste and 
Clarence Carlson. They moved back to Sturgis where after the 
War, Lloyd worked inthe Post Ofice unt his retirement, 

Erie (October 27, 1905 - November 21, 1991) married Olga 
Parsons oa December 18, 1934, They lived in Stags inthe old 
Pollock house in town, Eric worked as a mechanic for Herb 
‘Wagar and Olga taught school They had four children, Maureen, 
Gail, Graham (Bucky) and Barbara 

Ivor (uly 11, 1914 - July 10, 1985) married Hazel Holmberg 
and lived in Sturgis, They moved to Yorkton as Ivor bad a job 
working for MeDonaid’s Trucking and Inter to Medicine Hat, 
Alberts, They had thee childvea, Gloria, Rendy and Dick. They 
were divorced and Ivor moved back wo the Sturgis area where he 
was employed in construction and farm work, 

Mahlon (April 26, 1917 - February 26, 1984) married Ellen 
Bergland, They lived on a farm nor of Sturgis and eventually 
‘moved into town. They had three children, Patricia, Jackie and 
Gary. After the War, Mahlon moved to Redeliffe, Albert where 
he was employed until his retirement

POLLOCK, Boyd and Katerine (Janzen) 

‘Katherine was bom to Wiliam and Susanna Janzen on August 
2, 1896, the thind of ten children. At the time her father was 
‘operating a store on Broadway in Yorkton, and Katie fist saw the 
light of day in a room above the store, The year 1896 was 

int not only for her birth as Elmer's research illustrates. In 
Victoria was Queen of England and Canada; Sir Wilfred 
Lauter became Prime Minister of Canada; Grover Cleveland was 
President of the United States; X-rays were discovered by 
German scienst; Henry Ford drove his frst car down the streets 
of Detroit the trans-Canada railroad was completed only nine 

[None of these facts, of course, meant anything to the baby 
above the store in Yorkton. In all, seven of the Janzen children 
were bor in Yorkton. Kate began her education there, in Vitoria 
School. Shortly, however, her father bought a farm seven miles 
north of Yorkton (along what is now Highway No. 9) and also 
land a mile and half south-east of thece at Mehaa, At Mehan he 
‘operated the store and post office. Katie then attended Raymond 
School at Mehan for a short time but, though she enjoyed her 
studies and was praised for her art work, she was needed at home 
‘Before completing Grade 3, she left school to work on her father's 
land. 

‘That her father had an excellent hired hand in Katie is well 
illustrated by an adventure at this time, One moming she hitched 
a fourhorse team to a discon the Mehan farm, her mother’s plea 
to be careful ofa certain skitish horse in that outfit still echoing 
inher ears. Sure enough, tat team was not interested in dscing 
[No sooner had Katie setled herself on the iron seat than the 
sitish horse sorted and plunged. Abrupt, all four leaped into 
action, The childs shouts of “whoa!” and her tagging on the eins 
hhad no effect on the team which, now tesified by the noise ofthe 
disc bouncing behind them, were running in panic, ying 19 
‘escape. Katie behaved with considerably less hysteria than the 
horses did. Since they were of no use to ber, she fied the reins 
tightly around the disc lever and held on to the seat with both 
hands. The dise bounced erazly along. Dovsn the road the team 
raced, made a left turn onto a winding trail, thundered over a 
wooden bridge, over a railway crossing, and at last came t0 a 
panting halt against their own bam door. The episode lives vividly 
to tis day in Katie's mind, 

Incredibly alive and unhurt, se piloted team and die back to 
the field, shoved the lever forward o deepened the bite ofthe disc 
and so disciplined her energetic team, and went om with the day's 
work. 

As an older teenager, Katie began to ean her way with 
housework for neighbouring families — the Raymonds, the 
William Poliocks, and Mayme Pollock who had a brother named 
Boyd. On December 20, 1919, Kate Janzen and Boyd Pollock 
drove a horse and cutter to Yorkton and that aflemoon were 
‘martied in St. Andrew's Presbyterian Church with the minister's 
wife and her friend as witnesses. They indulged in the 
extravagance of a wedding supper together in local restaurant, 
and even stayed inthe city long enough to attend a show (in those 
days, of course, a silent movie on a black-and-white screen) 
before driving the eight or so miles back home 

For the next twelve years, Kate and Boyd lived in the Yorkton 
area, There their three children were bor: Ruth, Glen and

In July, 1931, the family moved to Hassan, at fest living in a 
lite house rented from Emmett Weeks until they were able to 
‘build a house of their own. There followed the “zy thirties" the 
‘yeas of the Great Depression that left its indelible mark on all 
Saskatchewan residents, Kae went with Boyd during two winters, 
to work athe sawmill of his father, Jack Pollock. Her reputation 
fs a cook was made at that time, There are sil some (like Nick 
Karchie) who longingly remember hee pancakes and apple pies. 

"To help with the many chores involved in feeding that big 
sawmill erew, Katie sent for her younger sister, Lily Johnson), 
‘who was still unmarried at that time and who was to meet her 
Johnny there. Lily vividly remembers that partnership with b 
Sister They slept on straw mattresses on the floor of the cook 
shack. Katie and Boyd’ two litle boys, who by tis time were of 
school age, were there with them, and Lily undertook to keep 
them up-to-date with some of the claswork they were miss 
‘There was not much time free fom cooking dates, though. Kate 
‘baked bread almost every day. Lily remembers, 100, how eagerly 
they awaited the arival of Jack Pollock with the mail, frazen 
‘canned milk, and navy beans. In her memory, the main staple in 

at lumber camp was baked beans which the men gobbled down, 
‘with unflagsing appetites. It was a matter oft bed everynight at 
sine and up next morning at five - except for a break on 
weekends 

Saturday was the one night they stayed up late and escaped the 
outine of work, Some ofthe men would come tothe cook shack 
They played card games and listened to the popula songs ofthe 
day on a radio: “My Blue Heaven", “T'm Looking Over a Four 
Leafed Clover”, “Just a Cottage Small”, and enjoyed the 
programs of Don Messer and his Islanders. Sometimes they even 
‘went skiing at that camp. The Great Depression, as those of us 
‘who remember it will agree, was a ime when, though we were 
deprived of many material things, we had no end of happy 
sociability

She even fora shor time, did some 
housekeeping for Mr. Stennes on a parttime basis. Since her 
husband's death in 1966, she has continued to lve in their litle 
home on Railway Avenue.

POLLOCK, Eric and Olga (Parsons) 

Eric (October 27, 1905 - November 21, 1991) and I met in the 
fall of 1933 when we were both involved ina play put on by the 
community, We were married on December 18, 1934 at the 
United Church Manse in Preecevilleby the late Re. Cyril Martin 

My parents, Albin (1874 -1952) and Hulda (1880 -1944) 
Parsoas were both born in Sweden, but came to Canada at an 
carly age. They moved from their farm in the Norway area to 
Snurpis where my father Albin operated a butcher shop. 

There were five children inthe family: Peal (Al Hunter) 1906. 
1990, Signe (Einar Berglund) 1907-1952, Olga (Eric Pollock), 
Myre (Adrian Peterson) 1915 and a son William who passed 
away in 1912 at birth, 

Eric's stepfather John and mother Flore Pollack had lived 
‘ona farm near towa for @ numberof years, They had moved to 
‘Sturgis from Yorkton in order to be closer toa lumiber mill they 
‘opered in the north, 

Erie was bom in Cardif, Wales on October 27, 1905 to Percy 
and Florence Fitzpatrick, but had come to Canada with his mother 
and sister Jessie when only afew years old. He also had three half 
brothers Ivor, Lloyd and Mahlon and a stepbrother Boyd and 
stepsister Mamie. 

Eric worked at various jobs the fit years spending some 
‘winters in the mil. He worked fora number of years for Frank 
‘Weikle in the John Deere Agency. When Weikle retired and the 
agency was moved to Posoevlle, Eric worked for Leo Prekaski 
in the garage and later also for Herb Wagar in the garage and for 
years in the Farm Equipment Shop.

John Prekaski was bor in August 29,1893 in the village of Vel 
XKachuri near Koczuamore in the Chemovetz Region of Wester 
Ukraine which was then under Austrian rule, 

Job's parents were Wasel and Mary Prekaski. He had three 
brothers and two sisters. Wase immigrated to Canada in 1908 
with his son Metro and his son-in-law Mike Melnek (Paulin). 
Word was spreading about the prosperity in Canada. Agent 
promoting the country were saying that Canada was a good place 
tolive, You could get a homestead of one hundred sixty acres for 
a fee of ten dollars. This was indeed very tempting since the 
‘economic and social oppression there indicated a poor future. It 
was extremely crowded and there wasn't any place 10 live 
Poverty was widespread. 

At this time John stayed behind with the rest of the family. He 
worked in the fields for a “Land Lord, hoeing by hand and 
working with horses, John immigrated to Canada in June of 1910 
alter being enticed by reports of abundant land, plenty of work 
and lots of money. He was seventeen years old when he arrived in 











Quebec by ship. Fohn boarded a train to Winnipeg where he spent 
the night and travelled to Canora the next day via rl. John 
tended the wediding of Harry and Dora Kareha before he set out 
to locate his family north of Stanhope. The rail did not come into 
Sturgis until 1911 or 1912. The Postal Office was moved from 
Stanhope to the railway line at this time and the settlement of 
Sturgis sprang up. 

Job took a homestead on SE See 30-36-4.W2. He never lived 
‘on this property and eventually soldi to his father. John stayed 
With his brother Metro and went out to work for a year In 1911 
the worked on a threshing crew of Tom Hamilton's from 
September until close to Christmas. The machine was pulled by 
‘oxen and John was paid one dollar and twenty-five cents a day. 
‘Around this time men would walk ose hundred miles into 
“Manitoba to lok for work, 

‘Wasel and Mike sent letters to their wives and family ack in 
the old country, They seat tickets to their wives to join them but 
the women did not want to leave their home land. They also sent 
Jeters urging oer families to come to Canada, 

Mike Melnek was an accomplished carpenter who built houses 
and other structures, He built many of the eofins and also made 
Several concrete tombstones used in the neighborhood. 

A brother Nick immigrated to Canada in September 1923 from 
CCuciurvi-Mare in the Bucovina region then under the Romanian 
Empire. Nick worked for John for several years. 

(One of John’s sisters died in 1914 during the war. His brothers 
Metro and Artemy passed away in 1948... Mike Melnek died in 
1961 and Nick in 1963. Pauline passed away in 1968, 

‘Likara (known as Ali) was the eldest of thirteen children bom 
‘to Dmitro and Mary (Mentanko) Prekaski, Alli was born in April 
1900 and immigrated to Canada with her parents in 1902. They 
came from the Chemovetz area which was under the Austrian 
Regime, 

‘The family applied for a homestead in the Wawota area but 
didn't stay there long. They moved to the Sturgis area and 
hhomesteaded in NW See 22-35- 4- W2, They built a log house 
Which was valued at three hundred dollar and moved on this land 
in August, 1904. They received patent for the farm on April 2, 
1909. The family started with eight cate, In 1905, seven acres 
were broke and seeded and they had fifteen cate. By 1907, 
fifteen acres were broke and seeded and they ha eleven catle and 
{our pigs. I cost twenty dollars to fence twenty-five acre, A log 
stable, a grainery and a well cost around a hindred dollars. Alli 
worked hard on the farm helping her mother with the care of her 
Younger siblings. Occasionally Indians, who travelled in small 
_roups, would stop at their farm to trade with her mother. They 
‘would “talk with their fingers” and exchanged meat for bread, 
milk and cheese. The Indians did not cause any problems. 

Alli wanted to lear how to read and write, Ia 1912, when Alli 
was twelve years old, she went to Kopje School which was 
approximately three miles away, She attended for three weeks and 
had to quit because her help was needed at home, Alli recalled 
that the English children would often tease the Ukrainian 
children, The stap was used for punishment.There weren't any 
blackboards, ony paper and around twenty-five students 
Children wanted to learn English and as they did, tess and less 
Ukrainian was spoken. The litle county schools were not used 
for any other functions in the early days. Around 1914 some ofthe 























family became interested in the Bible (Jehovah). They began to 
hold Bible studies in their home and attended Bible studies i 
other homes 

Allimet John around 1912-1913 afer he immigrated to Canada 
tnd they were marred around 1916, John and Alli went to 
California with Ali's family and several other families around 
this ime. Everything was sold here before they let. They never 
stayed there very long since the climate did not agree with All's 
father. Dmitro wanted to move back and be a catle buyer. 

John and Alli did not have any place to live when they retumed 
so they sayed at Spenel’s. Mr, Speiel wanted Joln to grub-hoe 
for staying there but John preferred to pay rent and work out 
They stayed in a twelve by twelve foot shanty similar to 
ranery which was very cold. The Spanish lu epidemic of 1918 
‘was sweeping through and thousands died. They lost their two 
year old son to pneumonia during this time. They rented Mike 
Melnek’s land in 1918 and lived there briefly, John and Alli also 
bought ther own farm in 1918, They moved in with Ali's parents 
and stayed the winter before building their own house. 

John and Ali's frst farm was located on NE See 21-35-4-W2. 
‘The Canadian Norther Railway Company was granted this land 
fom Dominion Lands on December 26, 1907 and sold it to Ame 
Ostzem from Minnesots, U.S.A. on February 28, 1908 for the 
sum of eight hundred forty dollars. Ostrem moved back to the 
US.A. and John purchased the land from the Stetling Trusts 
Corporation for fifteen hundred and fifty dollars which was 
around ten dollars an acre, This farm is curently owned by theit 
cldest grandson, Wade Masley, who resides there with his family. 
The Kopje Creek crosses this land providing an excellent water 
supply. However, this river has also been the source of tragedy 
‘over the year, claiming two lives. Katie, a young sister of Al's 
drowned in the river as well as a young hired man, 

John and Als fist home was a twelve fot by twenty-four foot 
Jog and plaster house with a stone foundation. It didnot take very 
Jong to build and cost about three Iundred dollar A root cellar 
hich is around eight feet by ten foet and completely cemented 
‘as built later and sill remains in good conktion onthe farm. 

‘This farm was entirely coverd by bush when it was purchased 
and had to be cleared by grub hoe and axe, This was back: 
breaking work and Jobn felt that people worked harder here than 
in the “old country”. Horses were also used to clear the land. They 
‘would cut the roots, hook a chin high up onthe tree and pull it 
‘out with the horses. Alli drove the team and worked with John and 
the hired men. She worked like a man, wore overalls, and the 
hired men often had to stugale to keep up with her. All also 
‘rove four horses hitched to a seeder. 

John started going out into the county to buy cate in the late 
30's All would take charge ofthe farm during these times. John 
would travel to Winnipeg often via rail to market the cattle. A 
stockyard and loading platform was built at the Sturgis railway 
line to accommodate the marketing of cattle, Occasionally John 
‘would bring home an immigrant in search of work to help on the 
farm. John and Ali first paid their hired men fifty cent a day and 
later one dollar a day. The day began at five osx in the morning 
and lasted until nine oe ten inthe evening, 

A steamer tractor operated by Charlie Melaychuk was hired to 
break the first thy acres which they seeded to oats They joked 
that it grew as “all as tree's". There were no weather forecasts 






































during those days. The crops were bothered by bugs, worms, frost, 
and hail. One year 2 big frost in August froze everything. Two 
days later there was nothing eft ofthe crop. One year in July even, 
the cabbage froze. 

Some of their close neighbours during this period were 
Budnick’s, Soloman’s, Prekaski’s, Toderash’s, Galon's, 
(OKrainet’s and MeCiure's 

‘On Janvary 1, 1921 a daughter Mary was bora, Mary attended 
Cavell School to Grade & She enjoyed school and was a good 
student but had to quit to help with the cooking, baking, cleaning, 
gardening, et, There was lots of work to do with hired men to 
feed. Mary left home briefly and moved to Kelowna, B.C. where 
she worked in a cafeteria, She then moved back home and met 
Morris Masley. Mary and Morris were married on August 24, 
1949 atthe Lutheran Manse in Preeceville 

‘They lived in Saskatoon the first winter where Mortis attended 
Teacher's College (Normal Schoo). They moved back to the area 
where Mortis taught school at Woodligt fora short time, then 
decided to go farming with his in-laws, Te family lived with 
‘ohn and Alle until 1969 when they built their own house, Ma 
lost her batle wih cancer en Oetober 2, 1988 at the age of sixty 
seven.She is buried inthe Spring Valley Cemetery. Mary was an 
excellent cook and housekeeper who loved to knit. Mons and 
“Mary ha five children: Wade (Joan Bork) Sturgis, Brian (Lillian 
Marin) Sturgis, Deborah (Walter Downs) Lady Lake, Craig 
(Rebloecca Stalberg) Red Deer, AB and Perry (Shelley Romanuik) 
Sears 

‘Som time after Mary was bor, John and Alli lost set of twin 
boys. On March 22, 1926 their daughter Lena was bom. She was 
bom healthy and later contacted polio. Lena was described as a 
very smart litle gil who could speak intelligently and who, with 
the help of her older sister Mary, leared to read and write some 
even though she never weat to school. Lena suffered paralysis 
Which left her physically handicapped and unable to walk. Lena 
passed away on March 16, 1947 a the age of twenty-one. 

Tn 1946, John and Alli moved into their second home. This 
large, stylish two-story house was built out of lumber by A. Petk 
from Hyas. Ali's brother-in-law, Karl Kandel, did much of the 
inside carpentry work. The lumber was brought by train from 
‘Winnipeg, The house was dismantled in 1999 and salvaged for 
the umber 

During their yeas of raising a family, Yohn and Alli raised 
cate, hoses, pigs, sheep, geese, ducks, turkeys and chickens in 
Addition to growing grain. In early days, the cacking hen would 
stay in the house in a box inthe Kitchen, Alli kept busy on the 
farm as she cooked, milked cows, planted a large garden, 
crocheted, made wool quilts and goose feather pillows forall her 
family, Ali also canned and sold garden produce. She would take 
‘a wagon load of cabbages and sell them for ten cent each from 
farm to farm, Ali lso made and sold home brew for a shor time 
to make extra money, She wold load the jugs in the wagon and 
cover them up with staw. It was not uncommon to make home 
brew in those days. Apparently, round 1915-1916 an illegal 
home brew stugeling operation was established out of Sturgis, 
and area. Many gallons of brew were packed in barrels of gravel 
land shipped south, The Sturgis Station House Museum is now 
located in the area where this took place. The Saskatchewan 
Provincial Police were organized around 1917 to help eradicate 




















the illicit iquoe business which was becoming quite a problem. 
Farm searches were often conducted 

Through the yeas, John and Ali bought eight quarters of land 
‘which provided labor for many men needed to work on te farm, 
‘A bunk house was built to accommodate the year round hited 
help. A horse-drawn manure spreader was used. Several teams of 
hoses were Kept. During these busy years, a giel was employed to 
work in the hous. 

Although John and Alli learned to speak English, they spoke 
primarily Ukrainian John could not rea or write, he only learned 
to sign his name, John was very good with numbers and he could 
ep figures in his head, Alli could read some Ukrainian and a 
litle English but also never really leamed to write. When asked 
‘bout, she would joke, “T only went to school for thre weeks" 

“The first roads were built, across farms from neighbor to 
seighbor along existing path made by catle, Indians or lumber 
crews, bythe people using horses around 1912. Often there were 
bad spots inthe road where a wagon could hardly get through, 
“The fist car ride that John and Alli had was in a Model D that 
Alle’ father purchased around 191 

TIncarier days midwives delivered babies at home. A man froma 
the Danbury area had a practice to pul teth; someone would hold 
the patient down and the tooth was pulled out with a pliers. Dr 
Patrick came from Yorkton to Stanhope toa rancher’s home to see 
people, Later a doctor from Canora travelled to Sturgis, There was 
a drug store in Canora where medicine could be purchased, but 
people often made homemade treatments using bitter weed, roots 
and goose fat or nervaline and Hoffman drops which was like 
ether. A good stiff shot of moonshine was known to offer 
medicinal benefits, Mike Midock’s father mada poultice out of 
gg yolks, spruce sap and pepper which cleared up a bol 

‘When someone ded, the body was washed by family or friends 
and dressed in ther best clothes and kept at home where on the 
third day people would come for the burial service. The coin 
‘would be loaded onto a wagon and taken to the graveyard, This 
service was conducted in churches whe they were erected. 

According to John and Alli, the fist business in Sturgis was 
Atkinson's Store and Post Office. A cafe and hotel was opened by 
Jew where beer Sold for ten cents a glass. Flour was expensive 
atone dollar and twenty-five cents for a hundred pounds, Shoes 
‘cost one dollar and twenty-five cents. A good wagon box of grain 
{about fifty bushels) would bring abou fiteen dollars in Canora 
Gain could be sold in Sturgis around 1911 of 1912 when the Gxt 
levator was built. Wood was also taken to Canora and it would 
take two days to get there wit a big load. Once John coulda’t get 
any money for a load of wood so be traded it for a pair of 
longjohns. Most ofthe wood was bought by store keepers, loaded 
into ail way cars and shipped off to buyers in lager centres. It 
took all day and all night to walk to Canora or to go by oxen. 
When the oxen go tired they had to stop and rest It would cost 
five cents per person or ten cents a couple to sleep overnight ata 
boarding house, People slept side by side with just a blanket on 
top of a board, In 1914 a bushel of oats sold for eleven cents a 
bushel. It sold for around the same price in the dity thes. An 
average cow sold for two dollars and fifty ceats but a really nice 
‘one brought five dollars In the beginning of land taxation, taxes 
‘were around tenor fifteen dollars on a farm. lems were ordered 




















from the summer and winter Eaton's catalogue, Ther also was an 
‘Army and Navy catalogue 

‘Two popular card games played for entertainment were holla 
and wassa (wagon), Balls were made for the children out of 
tightly wound horse hair since there weren't any toys. However, 
there wasn't much time for play’ since the children had to work 
‘There were parties occasionally at a neighbor's house ot 
celebrations on church holidays. John played the flute beautifull. 
He would play with Andrew Meronuik (on the violin) and 
Alexander Lesanko (playing the cymbaly) and sometimes they 
sang

tone time a Communist paper called “The Furr" circulated 
around the area and Communist individuals would travel around 
preaching their beliefs. neighbor claimed to be able to foretell, 
your future by using melted wax and water. 

‘Wild fruit was picked but there were no Wild strawberries unt 
more land was cleared, People ate poridge, meat, cabbage, bread, 
cheese, potatoes, buter, eggs and milk. Occasionally cucumbers 
‘were bought as well as salt and yeast. 

John and Ali recalled that there was no disesimination. People 
helped each other and almost everyone went to church. John’s 
father, Wasel was involved with the Russian Greek Orthodox: 
Church where the Spring Valley Cemetery is located, This is 
Where Alli and Jon as well as many other family members are 
buried. Alli was eighty-four years old when she passed away on 
‘October 1, 1984 and John passed away on February 7, 1984 was 
ninety-one years of age,

‘The origina family name of Prekaska was changed to Prekaski

‘Canora was bom in 1912. They were married in 1929 and farmed 
four and a half miles north of Sturgis. Their chléren ate: Ant,

‘Arthur (Art) was born in 1930 and passed away in 1981, His 
four children live inthe USA. 

David (see David 
and Sharon Prekaski story) Donald remains on the family fam 
north of Stags, 

Paulete martied Gunther Mehl. They have three grown sons, 
Paulette and Gunther live at Waskesiu, SK. 

Sylvia married Ted Yuzek (see the Peter Yuzek story), 

George (deceased), was bom in May 1905. He went to the 
USA and Mexico when he was very young. Eventually he moved

They lived with Grandpa and Uncle Leo Reagan 
for a year, then had house built by Amold Noble and Bert 
Voien on the farm one and a half miles eat of Sturgis, on Sec 
22-34-4 W2, Here, they raised their nine children, They also 
‘owned the quarter section where Muray Christopherson lived, 
‘Mom and Dad farmed all their working years. Dad drove school 
bus for the Sturgis School Unit for twenty-one years. Music was 
«big par of Dad’ fe. He eared to play the violin when he was 
vety young, He would sneak Grandpa's violin and le under the 
‘bed to lea the instrument I guess he thought Grandpa would not 
Jncar him there! Good thing the beds were high off the floor then! 
He had an orchestra for years, played for many Easter, Boxing 
Day, New Year's Eve and wedding dances. His sister, Katie, 
played the piano, Oscar Olson the buton accordion, and Wilson 
Graham the banjo. Over the years, Frc Olson and Joan Hauber 
(piano), Andy Beatty (banjo), Nels Weterund (violin), Eugene 
‘Boen and Mike Komeychuk (guitar) played with them, We have 
s0 many wonderful memories of people coming tothe farm and 
of Dad and whoever, playing music outside and us dancing on 
plywood laid on the ground. Almost every Sunday people would 
‘come to visit and after game of baseball, football, or horseshoes 
taking place inthe field, we would have the muse and dancing. I 
remember being out at Hauber's with dad and Aunt Katie playing 
and people singing and dancing, (we wore Uncle Al's work socks, 
0 our shoes would not seratc the hardwood floors). On January 
6 (Grandpa Reagan's binhday) when friends and relatives from 
Sturgis would come as far as our farm in cas. All of us would get 
into horse drawn sleighs and go cross-country to Grandpa's fart, 
‘What wonderful parties we had there! Also I remember January 
6, 1952, When Grandpa entered the hospital the nextday forthe 
first ime in his 87 years. He died there on February 10, 1952. Ed 
Reagan, Dad’ cousin from Hawthome, California, ctme every 
Sports Day and makes records at Oscar and Ruth Olson's house 
‘There were family celebrations, with ll of us and oar children for 
‘Thanksgiving and Christmas and Nels Weterlind coming tothe 
farm to play his violin with dad, We looked forward to his visits 
because be always brought a bag of toasted marshmallows 

1 think Mom’s sanity was saved by the fact we children were 
slays outside with Dad, When he went for a losd of hay some 
‘of us would ride on the horses’ backs, and some would ride on 
toboggans behind the hay rack. Haying in summet was so much 
fun down on Section 10, by the rive. We would all stand on the 
bucking pote to pull the eut and raed hay up tothe stack Lat 
years saw us pitching bales. Sheryl could pitch withthe best of 
them! At the bam, instead of doing chores, Dad would play hide 
and seek, hit-the-tin-can, or “anti--over" with us, Mom would 
always wait and keep supper warm for us. It was the boy’s 
responsibilty fo haul water and wood tothe house. 

‘When dad played fora dance, they did not get a baby-siter, we 
‘would go with them, Mom brought a quit and Ind it on the floor 
at the back of the stage. If you wee tired, you would lie down and 
10 to sleep. Ido not think I ever went to sleep at a dance. In 
Winter, the house would be very cold when we got home. We 




















would wait uti Dad lit the beater then we would al stand around 
itto get warm before getting into the co beds! 

ur worst memory is of December 4, 1956, when our house 
‘burned. We had been to church in tos, so no one was home. We 
were left with only the clothes on ous backs! Relatives and fiends 
were very kind to our family. Someone on the fie scene eatly 
‘new where Dad kept his violins, so was able to retrieve them in 
their scorched cases, Patrick Fiupatrick, who lived one mile from 
us spent the winters in Flin Foa, offered us his house. With the 
halp of many kind people we were able to move in just before 
(Christmas. Dad andthe boys went to our farm twice a day to milk, 
water and feed the livestock. In the spring, Dad hal a basement 
dug and cemented. He bought Harry Woodward's house in 
Hincheliffe and had it moved tothe farm. We had electricity for 
the fist ime. What a teat!

‘Anna stated her Mom was very adept at sewing. Many a time 
she was grateful for including her sewing machine in their 
Iugeage although they were only allowed two trunks for their 
journey. One can only imagine how very litle could be brought to 
Canada, 

‘The children remember vividly ther frst Christmas in Canada, 
They were able to decorate the tree with homemade cookies and 
‘rings of wild cranberries which the children helped make. They 
also decided to undertake making candles for the tee, They 
decided to do this when their mother was atthe neighbors. They 
used strings for wicks and dipped te string into melted hot tallow 
then ran outside to cool. Back and forth, doing this numerous 
times dripping the tallow on the beautiful clean wooden flo. 
They continued this regime until they had their candles made. You 
can imagine the shock on their mother had when she arrived 
hhome! Needless to say she was perrurbed over the messy floors 
‘but more concerned about the danger they had put themselves in, 

For Chuistmas presents the older boys carved horses and ite 
‘wagoas out of wood forthe younger children, 

Often the boys entertained themselves by making hamesses out 
‘of pieces of leather (the straps fom the trunks were used fr this). 
‘The hamesses were hitched to live rabbits that they had captured, 
(OF course, Anna enjoyed these games too, when she was not 
helping her mother, 

As time went on, an addon was put onthe home making it 
‘much more comfortable 

‘Anna attended Mannanah School. Being the eldest daughter 
she was needed at home to help out so she was unable t0 0 
‘complete her formal education. She was a very well read, self 
taught lady.

In 1931 they built anew garage onthe southeast comer of First 
& Main Steet. Ther previous garage building was converted into 
‘a hardware store. Sometime during this period they also had the 
bulk oil and gas sales for Imperial Oil (now Esso), They supplied 
‘many farmers with fuel, which Joseph hauled from Regina 
refinery, Joseph and Oscar also had a Ford franchise selling many 
new and used vehicles. 

In the early 19207s the partners invented a type of bombardier 
‘which came in very handy for feighting large equipment over the 
snow. In later yeas, round the early 1930's a “snowplane” was 
scquired. It was a vehicle on skis driven along by a pusher 
propeller on the back. Joseph made many trips on the snowbound 
Toads carrying il patients to hospitals. or doctors to them, 
Policemen also used this mode of travel frequently. It became a 
‘winter “xi” for many miles around. 

‘Anna and Joseph had dhree children, Nelda (1926), Vernon 
(1931) and Jeanette (1935), They led very busy lives. n ation 
to her howichold duties and family Anna was busy providing 
oom and boar for their many employees. Once hee younger 
sisters were in High Sebool, they too stayed with Anna and 
Toseph, She still found time for her church work and community 
commitments. Their home was a weleome spot for theit 
children’s fiends, Thre was aways Something good to eat fora 
‘who called. Joseph, who along with his partner were extremely 
‘busy with their businesses, stil took an active role in the welfare 
ofthe of the village and surounding community. For many years 
Joseph served asa town councilor. 

‘The power plant was eventually sold to James Ness, the garage 
to Donald Berg and the hardware to Prank Giles, Oscar Soderlund 
retired to Kelowna, B.C. After the sale, Joseph continued to run 
the bulk: Imperial business until the early sixties. On retirement, 
Joseph received a special recognition for forty years of devoted 
Service to the Imperial Oil Co, 

Toseph and Anna continued to lve in Sturgis until Anna passed 
way on December 5, 1976 atthe age of 76 years. The family 
home was sold in the spring of 1977 when Joseph moved to a 
Seniors duplex in Watson, Sask. to be near his son, Vernon, 
Marlynne and family. Joseph passed away in August of 1983 at 
the age of 89 years

Thomas Rongve, the youngest son of Christina and Brynjult 
Rongve, was bom in Barneveld, ova County, Wisconsin on May 
24, 1877. As a young man, he worked in the Wisconsin coal 
mines. In 1903 he martied Alice Eveline Lee, the daughter of Nels 
and Julie Peterson Lee at Linden, Wisconsia, 

Following the land survey on the Canadian prairies, the 
Department of the Interior advertised extensively for 
hhomesteaders to settle the virgin West. Recognizing the lack of 
opportunity asthe youngest son ofa large family, Tom completed 
sn Application for a Homestead Entry and in March, 1905 let 
Wisconsin for Saskatchewan. Traveling with him were Andy 
Peterson, Cari Williams and Heary Lee. 

Since the selection of individual homesteads was generally on 
a first-come, first-served basis, te four men were able to select 
{quartersectons within relatively lose proximity to one another 
‘The Rongve homestead was the Norwest quarter of Section 35, 
‘Township 34.

Because the land was wel reed, the men dd not build sod huts, 
but immediately began the construction of framed log houses, 
The original Rongve house consisted ofa large summer kitchen, 
‘winter Ktchen and pantry, front parlor and one bedoom on the 
main floor The second floor was one large bedroom directly over 
the parior and one smaller bedroom atthe head ofthe stairs. The 
house was oocupied until 1964 and is stil standing, although the 
inside walls have been removed. 

In the summer of 1905 Alice Lee Rongve, Mildred Lee, Ida 
Williams and Sil Peterson joined their husbaas on their new 
homesteads. Alice and Tom's first child, Willard, had been two 
weeks old when his father let Wisconsin and was the only 
Rongve child bor inthe United States Five other children would 
‘eventually be bor to the family:

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‘The following are excerpts from Pat Armstrong's Interview 
with Tom Rongve on May 25, 1976. At the time, Tom was the 
READ. Club's oldest member having just reached his 99th 
birthday. Tom passed away December 15th, 1980 five months 
before his 104th birthday. 

Before we left Wisconsin, we had been told that the snow 
‘would generally go the last of March. There were four of us 
Andy Peterson, Carl Wiliams, Henry Lee and me. We arived in 
March, 1905 - the snow was gone, but the fost had gone out of 
the ground and there was no road, There were just umber trails to 
travel on and we couldn't use the wagons, We were in quite a fx. 
‘The Gibney family at that time were down in what they called 
Eden Valley and they helped out. We had cattle, horses and pigs 
‘and the Gibneys helped us drive them to their place and put them 
‘up until we could get our own places ready. We had four carloads 
‘of household goods we had sent from Bonnyville, Wisconsin, 

We didn’t know until we got faint close tothe border that we 
weren't supposed to bring pigs into Saskatchewan from the 
States. Those pigs were pretty important to us and we dida'tknow 
if they would take them away from us and not pay us, that would 
have been a big loss right there. We had milking cows along as 
wel, so the day we were going across the border, we fd the pigs 
‘as much warm milk as they could hold. We turned one wagon box. 
upside down on another and put the sleepy pigs inside, Carl 
Willams had an awful, vicious bulldog, We tied that dog on top 
of the wagon box. When the inspector came along, the dog just 
srowled and showed bis teeth and that was the ast we saw ofthe 
inspector, 

‘We had been told in Wisconsin thatthe railroad would be 10 
Sturgis by the end of 1905. It didn’t, We had to go to Canora to 
et our stuff. The railroad got into Stenen eight years before we 
ot itin Sturgis. t wasnt too bad for me, we were just eight miles 
from Stenen and could make it ina day anyway. 

‘We had all kinds of trouble breaking, most of it wth a walking 
plow, Sometimes, it would be 100 wet, That happened a lot ofthe 
time in the middle of summer. When we should be breaking, it 
‘vas too wet and we'd have to postpone it 

‘Our wives care up that summer, 1905. We got log houses bull 
‘The Gibney’s helped us with that. Our house was twenty feet long 
with a shingled roof. We got the shingle from Fulton and Mana, 
‘who bad a lumbering outfit about thy miles north of us 

Sometimes we tried to break just before the land was frezing 























up in the fall, As ong as we got the sol upside dawn so we could 
harrow and dse i it would grow a crop the next yeat. 

The ime I planted wheat in March was a funny thing, Tht was 
the best wheat I ever raised since [have been up here. The 28h of 
March, 1919 was oh such nice weather. I remember the dust 
flying just lke it was the middle of springtime. I put the wheat in 
and after it came up so T could see the rows, there came a 
snowstorm, about six or eight inches of snow. Well, ofcourse, I 
‘was kicking myself for being fool enough fo sow wheat on the 
28th of March, Other people were laughing at me too. Anyway, 
the snow melted. thought it would ill the wheat, you sec, butt 
idn’t It was there just as nice and green as could be. [hauled the 
wheat to Stenen and it was quite a lot of hauling. I forget how 
much there was but it graded up in good shape - Number 2. The 
levator man said it would have graded Number 1, but he did't 
have a Number 1 bin. Anyway T made some money out of that 








wheat, Alle and I bought a brand new car tht fll a 1919 Chery. 
We bought a piano too. Two of the gids, Helen and Gladys, 
started musi lessons. Helen became a good player, eventually she 
‘was part of a group that played for dances in different towns 
around the country. 

After a few years I quit ying to grow wheat because it would 
freeze. We'd get a fost about August 20 every year and that 
would be the end of the wheat. We just tamed to Barner Oats and 
basley. Oats, I think, was around 25 or 35 cents a bushel 

‘We organized to build Kopje School, the fist school that was in 
the municipality, I think. Iwas always chairman ofthe board and 
had to do quite lot of running around on school business. By 
ally, it was a funny time, all right, those days, The kids had to 
walk a long ways to school. The Ganongs and the Lees, they had 
to walk neara mile further than our kids, Thre were the Wiliams 
Kids, Prekaskis, Toderasbes, Nelsons and Haleys, We hited 
teachers from England, Chris H. Atkinson taught there «long, 

‘We were homesteading before there was a Sturgis. I remember 
the frst time T saw the place. There was an old fellow, Pat 
(Carragher, used to havea litle ranch over there where the railway 
station is ow. He was a good fellow, used to lend us his boat 30 
we could fish in the river. He was kind of crippled and smoked a 
pipe. The Caraghers would be about the first people in the are, 
‘The lumbermen, Fulton and Mann were there too - Fulton's Flats 
we called it 

‘We got our mail atthe Eden Valley Post Office. The Gibney's 
were alright, you know, they were smart peopl. They had no real 
rig for to handle the mail They used to dump the sack right on the 
floor, scatter the letters and everything and then sor ital out. The 
mail only came once a week. The Gibneys were a great family 
Gee, they ed alot of people, housed a lot of them over night and 
the lke ofthat. There was to families, the Old Tim Gibney and 
then there was Din and Jack all grown up. There was lots of 
spruce timber in Eden Valley and I guess they sefted in therefor 
the shelter. They had farmed at Yorkton ented farms there before 
they came here, so they had tools and everything for farming. 

Aer a few years, I went into the pig business and was quite 
successfl with that. It was hard work though. Some nights T was 
‘pall night when the ltle pigs would come, We often had to keep 
the smallest ones inthe summer kitchen near the stove and the 
ids fed them witha baby bottle so they woulda’ starve. 

Winter's were cough. I remember one winter when T bad been 
tw Canora on schoo! business. It was 62 below the moming Twas 
soing to leave. There was a fellow whose team came into Canora 
that moming - he was froze to death, The police weren't going to 
let people out of town if they had far to go. I had a long ways to 
0, but my wife and children were home on the farm alone. Thad 
hired a man to come and do my chores, but I knew he would 
figure I'd be home so he wouldn't be doing chores that evening 
Well | started off and it was cold. Thad a good fur coat and Thad 
moccasins so I didn’t freeze my feet and Tcould walk if they got 
cold. My farm was 30 miles from Canora. It took the team ll day 
to walk, I could have stopped lots of places along the road. Ole 
Bob Wilson lived on the hill by the lake, nice old fellow. He had 
log stables and he‘ let you put your team in fora est, but I didn't 
have time, T thought I'd better keep going. T got home just when 
it was getting dar. I thought maybe it would be too much forthe 














team because they huda’t had anything to eat or drink since they 
Jeft Canora, but they made iI put them inthe log stable an then 
{went into see how they were inthe house. After abit went out 
to unharmess the horses and fix them up. There they were in the 
stall bleeding atthe nose. I never saw a horse do that before. And 
hada’ taken them on a walk. {did't think they would make it 
through the night, but I let them out the next morning and they 
‘were allright. The country was 2s hard on animals as it was on 
the people. 

Inthe spring and summer there were millions of mosquitoes 
and fis. To keep them from driving the cows and horses crazy, 
we'd build smadges so the smoke would help keep them ava” 
Once I remember, Gladys and Helen made a smudge in a pal 
filled with straw and set my whole straw stack on fire. I was pretty 
‘mad at them, but they didn't get a spanking, I always thought it 
didn’t ake much ofa man to hit a kid or a woman, 

‘Threshing time was a busy time, especially hard fr the women 
folk. We'd have sometimes twenty men to bring inthe erop and 
they'd be hungry mos of the time. The women would have to get 
up before five inthe morning to get a big breakfast fr them, then 
‘lunch in the moming, dinner at noon lush in the afternoon and 
then supper. It was hard work for them, Most ofthe houses had 
summer kitchens built on the side of the house, so the main house 
Aida’ gt too hot for sleeping a night. 

Visiting? Well, there was close neighbours, you know. It was 
worse forthe women folk, because the men would be out farming 
‘or logging and they would be home, of course. In the wintertime 
it was hard to go to visit. We had the Walliams just across the 
fence on the next quarter. The women inthe district would have 
{ullting bees. They would all get together at someone's house and 
by gosh, they could make a quilt in one day. 

Every Saturday night we all went to town for groceries. That 
was a big outing for the week. Sometimes on Sundays in the 
summer, we'd go to Crystal Lake fora picnic. Once a year we 
‘would go to Canora tothe Far. The kids would all get an orange 
and 25 cents to spend. We had a picnic every summer at Kopje 
‘School and at Christmas there would be @ concert with all the 
children taking part. 

‘Sometimes though, it was still lonesome, but it was a good life, 
neighbours helped out if you had trouble and the kids grew up 
strong and healthy.

RONGYE, Willard Lee and Jessie Irene (Sewell) 
Willard Lee Rongve, son of Thomas Rongve, bom March 13, 
1905 in Linden, Wisconsin and died August 27, 1955, Willard 
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‘was only a few months old when his parents, Thomas and Alice 
Rongve, made the journey by rain, to Yorkton and then a wagon 





palled by oxen tothe homestead north and east of Sturgis, 

Willard anended elementary school at Kopje School, north and 
west of the farm. He completed high schoot in Strpis and then 
attended the Regina Normal school where be eared a teaching 
certificate. His first teaching positon was in a two roomed 
country school west of Preeceville where he shared teaching 
duties with Joe Bates who was later to marry his sister Helen, 

In his younger days Willard had played baseball with the 
Sturgis teams and had gained a reputation as a better than average 
pitcher. Around 1930, with some teaching experience, Willard 
applied for a teaching postion in Hyas. The community was 
looking for, according to the advertisement, “a baseball player 
‘who could also teach school,” He accepted both jobs. 

His time with the Hyas Baseball team did not last beyond the 
next spring. The team played ina tournament on the May holiday 
‘weekend in Fort Qu’ Appelle. It was a cold, wet, windy day and 
Willard was pitching his second consecutive game when be 
“threw his arm out. He seldom threw a ball after that time. 

His time as a school teacher lasted much longer. He was 
principal and senior teacher in the Hyas school until June, 1940, 
Willard enjoyed teaching and was considered to be an excellent 
teacher. He often spoke, with pride, of and about the success of 
his students after they had left the Hyas school. His salary was 
{$800 per year which as quite good for a teacher during the 
depression yeas 

Inthe spring of 1932, Willard martied Jessie Iene Sewell, born 
fon November 4, 1909 on a farm north-west of Hyss. Tessie 
completed elementary school in Hyas, boarded in Canora for 
three years where she completed her grade 11 and then went t0 
Moose Jaw to complete her grade 12 and to attend Normal 
School. In the spring of 1931 she was awarded a teaching 
cenificate and that fll she started her career asa teacher in the 
Stenen school. The teaching carer had to be postponed after her 
‘marriage and with the arrival oftheir children: Warren (1932), 
‘Wayne (1933), Karen (1937) 

During the Summer of 1940, Willard and Jessie moved to 
Sturgis into a house built for them by the Stennes’ at an 
approximate cost of $850, This hous is stil in the family as their 
son, Karen, is the present owner. 

Willard spent the war years selling Watkins products and 




















insurance in Stagis and the surrounding azea. In 
Willard covered his routes with his ear however in the winter 
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‘months he rented a team of horses an a caboose, This resulted in 
him being away from home for five days each week. In later 
‘years, as a result of better road condition and maintenance, he was 
fable to use his car all year. During this ime, the insurance 
‘nsiness improved and more of his time was spent on that are, 

During these years Willard served on the Sturgis Village 
CCouneil and was the Overseer during the years 1947 - 1950, Tis, 
‘was a period of active growth in the village and Willa spent 
‘many hours working for the betterment of the community. 

He was the Chairman of the Sturgis Local Sool Board from 
1945 to 1952. In 1946 it became obvious tha the community 
needed a new school. Buster Grass, Father Novak and Willard 
‘made numerous trips to Regina to lobby for funding for a new 
high school. The rumor at that time was thatthe school was built 
in Sturgis because the village Council provided free land for it 
This school, te frst composite school in the province, included 
rooms and ‘equipment for Manual Training (ndustial As), 
Home Economics, Library and Science. The dormitory residence 
opened a short time later to provide living accomodation for 
students from outside of Str 

‘Shortly before the family moved to Sturgis, Jessie accepted a 
teaching postion in the Cavell (ater Ajax) school north of 
Sturgis. With her sister-in-law Lois Rongve Graham and others, 
she lived in a small, cold teacherage during the week and came 
home only on weekends. In 1945, Jessie obtained a position inthe 
Sturgis Elementary School where she coatinued to teac until het 
retirement in 1972 

During the years Jessie was a staunch supporer of community 
‘events. She enjoyed curling and trivelled to nearby tons to take 
part in their bonspils. For many years Jessie and four of her close 
fiends spent countless hours waiking over wind - blown summer 
fallow fields south of Stenen, Hyas and Norquay searching for 
‘arrow heads and other treasures 

Ate retirement, some of Jesse's most treasured moments 
were the result of vist and letters from former students. Her sons 
and their families were of great importance and she spent time 
Visiting with them in their homes and at Crystal Lake 

Willard was killed in a tragic ear accident on August 27, 1955 
and Jessie passed away on Apel 1, 1992, Both are buried inthe 
Stenen Cemetery. 
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Warren Claire, son of Willard and Jessie Rongve was born 
November 25, 1932. He completed his elementary and secondary 
Schooling in Sturgis. After completing training leading to a 
Commercial Piot’s license in Winnipeg he attended the 
University of Saskatchewan where he eared « B.Ed, B.A. and a 
Diploma in Educational Administration. 

11955, Warren began acaeer in education that lasted thiny-five 
years when be acepted a position in Tisdale as a Grade 7 teacher, 
‘After two years in Tisdale and another year at university, he moved 
to Dawson City, Yukon Territory, where he was Vioe Principal and 
Science teacher atthe Dawson City Elementary-High School. After 
two memorable years of living in the Gold Rush eapital of North 
‘America wih its unforgetable characters and history, he moved to 
Whitehorse, YT. to teach Mathematics and Science in the high 
school. Over the nex nine years he held positions of Vice Principal, 
Principal, and Assistant Superintendent of Education with 
Yukon Department of Education 

In 1969 Warren and his family moved to Yellowknife, N.W.T 
\where he worked for 8 years in educational administration forthe 
government of the Northwest Territories finishing his northem 
‘experience as a Chief Superintendent 

In 1978 atera year atthe U. of S. Waren and his family moved 
to Meadow Lake, Sask. where he was Principal of Carpenter High 
School for thinteen years.

Laura was bor Loretta Schnurr in Teeswater, Brace County 
(ON on November 26, 1905. Her parents were Theresa and Joseph 
Schnurt, who were also bor in Teeswater: They lived on the 
family farm until they moved to Ampleside, ON, where Laura and 
her eight brothers and sisters attended school 

‘When the First World War started and they left Ampleside, 
Which was where Theresa ad been bor. They’ went to London 
where Geordie, Laura's brother, was stationed. Their father was 
‘at west in Meadow Lake. He had gone to Meadow Lake for a 
jb, but the rest of the family tayed in Ontario because the boys 
‘were in the Canadian Army. Geordie was riding horseback with 
the Major and always had to take care of his horse and everything 
there, 

Laura worked in the McCormick Biscuit factory in London, 
(ON. There were young girs up and down each side ofthe factory. 
‘They had boards and the cookies came up on trays. Thee job was 
to gather the cookies and put them in boxes. How many boxes 
they filled each day determined how much money they were pid 
The wages weren't very high — they were six to eight dollars a 
week. Laura worked there until dhey came out wes. 

They moved from Ontario to Allen, SK which tured out to be 
quite a tip. They sold sll the Furicure and everything and got 
ready to go. Their mother had a trunk and she filled that full of 
food and clothes for the children. There were breaks here and 
there on the road, but when they got to New Ontario the bridge 
was washed out. They either phoned or telegraphed and got the 
men to come and work that afteroon and all the next day and 
‘evening. They had nearly finished when they thought they'd try 
‘over the makeshift bridge fst. So they took the 
train engine and went slowly forward and backward. They 
worked until the next moming, geting the bridge very trong and 
‘then took the train engine over it agai, back and fort, 

Whea they arived at Allen, SK, the chiléren continued their 
schooling there. Prom there the family went to Kemobert and 
worked, It was nice at Kerrobert. Next they moved to Pad 
Hills District (Hazel Dell 

George and Laura were married July 1, 1982 in Yorkton, SK. 
‘They raised a family of nine children. (Donald was the only child 
to be bom ia the Preeceville Hospital. The rest were bora at

“Martin Rosenkerr lives in Oxbow, SK. Donald passed away on 
July 22, 1996 in Yorkton. He had four children: Darvin in Vernon,

‘George worked out and improved on his homestead whenever 
he had enough money. He was active in che community as a 
Schoo! Board member (Secretary and Attendance Office). He 
also did some veterinarian work for neighbors and helped out 
whenever an extra hand was needed to butcher livestock, build @ 
bar, saw wood or thresh, He also worked for several winters for 
Wester Construction at Jim Lake and on the Swan River 

George and Laura worked hard to raise thei family. Laura 
planted a garden and there was alvays a big potato patch thatthe 
children had to help plant, he and dig, Potato planting day was 
alays May 24 because there was a schoo! holiday that day. They 
always picked wild fruit, like chokecherries. How good that 
cchokechemy syrup was on pancakes and how black were the 
children’s teeth from eating them raw, Laura canned, made 
sauerkraut and salted pork, 

There were always alot of poultry and pigs for meat, as wel as 
no shortage of eggs and milk. Cream was chamed into bute. 
However, beef was never butchered, because the bull ealves were 
sod for cash to buy flour, coffe, tes, sugar, yeast and once in a 
while, treats, Cream and eggs were also sold 

George always cut ice in the winter and they kept it in the 
workshop with stwdust for insulation, The ice kept long time 
and therefore meat coud be kept inthe workshop like a freezer. 

‘They lived in a log house that George built with the help of 
neighbors and fiends. It was whitewashed on the ouside. As the 
family grew, additions were made to the house, like a porch and 
another large bedroom. There was a wood cookstove, wood 
eater, coal oil lamps and lantems, and later, mantle lamps and 
Janterns, In 1967, they gota different house and electricity 











As children, they had very happy, carefree time. In winte 
they curried snow into the house to melt for wash water and wood 
to keep te fires buming. George cut logs and hauled them home 
during the winter months and in the spring there would be a 
wood!-sawing bee, They helped split the blocks of wood into 
picces that would fit in the stoves. They snared rabbits, milked 
‘ov, skated, skied and went sledding on skis and sleds that 
‘George made. They skied beind the hayrack when hauling hay 
and sometimes they ted a rope to a horse’ tal and held onto the 
rope so that they could ski behind the horse and rier. There also 
used tobe skating partes and the neighbor children would come. 

‘As well as outdoor games, they aso leamed to play eard games 
such as cribbage, Norwegian whist, Hears, rummy and canasta, 

In the summer they swam, rode horses and bicycles, helped 
with the haying, brought home the catle, helped with the 
housework and built smudges to choke out the mosquito 
popultions. 

[Laura washed clothes on a board and in a round wooden 
‘machine that had a long bundle, When the handle vas pumped, 
the clothes were swished around inside the machine. The kids 
‘would want to tur the handle and this sometimes resulted in a 
{quarel over whose tum it was. Later they got a gasoline machine 
{hat had an engine. 

‘There were hard times on the farm. There never seemed to be 
‘enough money and new clothes were things that weren't had very 
often. However, the good times far outweighed the bad, The 
‘memory of the farm is stil very vivid ~ the smell of sawcust, 
newly cut hay, fresh straw and clover and the joy of riding the 
bores. Those were great days and the kids wouldn't have wanted 
to live anywhere else. Roe Rosenker, one of their sons, has the 
fauly farm nov. 

Laura worked for Mrs. Omit of Preceville and the Kortmeyers 
and Oftobros of Sturgis from 1964 to 1971, She lived in Sturgis 
inher owa house for quite a few years and then weat to live with 
her oldest son and his wife in Ketchen, until the spring of 1984 
‘when she moved to the Preeceville Hostel, In 1987, she weat into 
the Preecevlle Hospital where she died on March 1, 1989 
George died of cancer after being inthe hospital only thre days, 
atthe age of 76, on August 24, 1969, George, Laura, Donald and 
Louise are all buried in the Poplar Grove Cemetery at Ketchen

[dith Helen, my sister, was bom on May 2, 1929. My Mom 
went to Preeceville and stayed with Mrs. Downs until she went 
ito the Hospital. (Maybe, there was no hospital, and sbe just 
stayed at Mrs, Dovins’ as she was a good friend.) 

My brother, George Olaf was born February 22,1927. He was 
Jalled in an accident in Alberta on June 15, 1949, My las brother, 
Roland Wayne was bora ia Canora on July 7, 1933 and died in 
July 1959 in a ear accident in British Columbia, He was in the 

‘We moved to Sturgis in May 1930, At eas that’s when my Dad, 
came, He was working at Hinchliff United Grain Growers and be 
‘was transfered to Sturgis. My mom moved us all down with a 
team of horses and a wagon. It took all day’ to move the funiture 
the cow and some chickens another day; and the family on 
nother day. In May I stated school after we moved into the 

inited Grain Growers house behind the United Church. I had 
passed to Grade 7, but they didn't have Grade 7 so was put in 
Grade 8. Me. MacNeil was my teacher for Grade 8 and 9. Then, 
Harold Fraser taught me Grade 10.

‘We had good neighbors while we lived next to the church: 
Frasers, Simes, Athkinsons, Brooks, Soltys, Cockranes and 
LLaurants. Mom met so many other fiends like the MacNeil, 
esses, Elsie Nelson, and Alma Soderlund. We knew Wes and 
Dolly Heame before we came here as they were from the noth 

The frst winter tha we lived in Sturgis, my Mom and Dad 
walked tothe Heare's, bout wo miles It was a lovely day in the 
Winter and Mom only wore nylons (she normally wore wool 
stockings on the farm and rarely slacks) They stayed for supper 
and then walked home. Mom froze her legs; she got sleepy near 
‘where the Catholic grave yard is located and Dad practically had 
to drag her home. A Doctor Thorvelson, lived inthe house that I 
currently live in, and Dad went over and got him, He came and 
stayed all night, rubbing my mother’s legs with snow until they 
thawed. She never had a blister, but she couldn't stand the cold 
Asa resal, she was in bed most of the rest ofthe winter and she 
had to wear wool stocking for many years aftr 

T stayed out onthe farm at Pollocks and walked on the track to 
school, One moming I froze my toes 90 I missed a few days of 
schoo! in the winter. 

AA music teacher came tothe Pollcks when they lived in town 
to give lessons. Mahlon and Lloyd were supposed to get music 
lessons fee for having her come to thei place, Mahlon and Lloyd 
would skip away so Mrs. Pollock asked me to come in ther place 
as I was interested in playing the piano. But the music teacher, 
Mrs. MacDaniel kept hiting my fingers with a peneil beeause I 
used to go to the United Church and practice on my own and. 
did't always use te right fingering. Finally she gave up and said 
| wasn't tying, but used the wrong fingering and couldn't seem 
to change, I was nervous when she hit my fingers and said I 
wasn't trying, so tha was it 

Pollocks lived where Mrs. Medioski lives. They had the lumber 
‘yar, They had a mill up north in the bush in the winter and hauled 
Jumber. Tht was before they moved tothe farm south of Sturgis. 

‘Agnes and Arthur Carson lived where Ruth Olson lives now: 
‘There were Wrights [think she was a nurse, where Lily Johnson 
lives now. Rogstads lived across the road from there. Then across 
the road from the Rogstads were Eat] Anderson and his family, 
He hada garage, Henry Lees lived farther on and Carraghers lived 
on the end of the stret, Nesses lived where Lorna Lande lives 
novi, of course, the house has changed.

‘could warm our feet before puting on skates. Eric Pollock used 
to ply the mouth organ and it was very nice to skate with music. 
‘We ida’t seem to notice the cold in those days 

‘They also had another skating rink below the station and one 
where the Formo residence is. There were good hockey games 
and skating on these rinks. Then the con bull skating rink 
‘where it is now located. It was rebuilt when it was destroyed by 
fire. Many hockey games and carnivals have been held in the rink 
since. They used o cur in the frst skating rink during bonspiel 

‘The Pollocks moved out to their farm south of Sturgis 
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Pollock Loyd and i= 1936, 





Lloyd and I maried on July 14, 1936, We had Gordon, my 
brother, and Ruth Pollock, Lloyd's niece, stand up for us. We were 
‘married by Rev. Martin in the manse and Mom ad a lunch for us 
and then we lft forthe Yorkton air. We only got out as fr asthe 
‘Morkens when something happened to our batery. Lloyd walked 
to Morkens and phoned my Dad, as they were coming tothe fair 
with Earl Anderson, to bring us abater. Well, they did and fixed 
something, but we didn’t have lights. Anyway, Eael Anderson's 
carload only got as far as Canora and ther car stopped so they had 
to getbelp 

‘We were young and as soon as we got on the grounds, a guy 
from one of those gambling joins called us and asked us o help 
them and keep playing. Our money was soon gone. They 
wouldn't give it back, so we had to find Me. Pollock and he gave 
us $10.00, that was all he had. In those days, no one had to 
much, We felt terble, but we never tried a gambling place after 
that 

Coming home we never had lights and it was raining, so we 
dove as far as Canora and parked by Lloyd's aunt's (Mrs. Ried) 
place. We satin the car untl daylight with Eric, Mahlon (Lioyd’s 
brother) and Gordon (my'brother) on our wedding night. The next 
day we were invited to Margaret Ness's wedding. She married 
Blackwell, The wedding was held on their lawn on a beautiful 
sunny day: They moved to Vancouver later 

‘There were Oliver, James, Margaret, Gladys, Leila and Sune in 
the Ness family. 

Lloyd's parents had moved to the farm so we got an old 
arainery and moved it across the roa fom their house, We had & 
small stove, a bed, a small table and a couple double apple boxes 
for cupboards and just a few necessities that we got for our 
shower, We were happy. Then his parents gave Lloyd a south 
quater so he built a small house and bam and he dug a well. It 
‘was opposite Wetterlund’s, We had four horses, a pig and a few 
chickens. The frst year we were there I picked alot of saskatoons 
and after we ate all we could, we canned 85 quarts, 
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Lloyd went to the lamber mill in the winter so Thad my Dad 
stay with me and T' go to town fora while. I walked to town one 
dday and caried ten pounds of beef to Pete Hale's (where Art 
(Olson has his store) to grind for me, and then I cated it home. I 
‘made meat balls and canned it and then stored it in the cela 
Well, someone stole all the canned meat. I remember wishing it 
had spoiled thea, There were transients who walked along the 
track, and we weren't far from the wack, so perhaps they had 
helped themselves. 

LLoyd went to Alberta to look for work after his Dad passed 
away in May 1939. At frst, he worked in a man's clothing store, 
but he didn’t care frit and eventually gota job as a mechanic in 
garage in Three Hills, Alberta. Clarence Carlson lived tere also 
working in the same garage. I think he helped Lloyd get the job. 
My Dad, Tyler Roste, and Gordon (my brother) were also 
‘working in Thee Hills. So went out tere by train and Lloyd met 
sme in Calgary. I worked only two weeks for a farmer, bu it was 
the best place ever worked 

Elaine Joy was born in Trachu Hospital on October 17, 1941 
‘We moved back to Sturgis the day Elaine was two months old, 
Decernber 17, 1941 

‘We lived in the Laurant's house, nex tothe United Church unt 
July 1942. In July 1942, Lloyd went to Regina to join the navy, 
‘fier Lloyd left, moved in with my Mom, who lived in Frank 
‘Weikle's house next to Lubinieci's, Lloyd trained in Saskatoon, 
Esquimalt and Halifax, 

His first leave was in December. Yvonne, my sister, and Bud 
Rongve were to be maried and as Loyd was home on his leave, 
he and I stood up for them. My Mom fixed a nice lunch and then 
Willard Rongve, Bud's brother, drove us all to Kamsack, where 
we had rare beef steaks. Yvonne and I fed ours to a dog in the 

From there we went to Yorkion and stayed ovemight because 
Loyd had to ger onthe train eal the following momning to retun 
to Halifax. Willard took Yvonne, Bud and I home. 

Tn 1945, when the war was over, I went, by tain to Regina, to 
meet Lloyd. He had purchased civilian clothes. Elaine did not 
{know him without his sailor outfit so she wouldn't goto him for 
awhile. [became sick and as we were staying at Artur Carson's, 
‘Agnes took me to her doctor. had to have an operation. Teouldn’t 
get into the hospital without paying so Lloyd had to use the 
‘money they gave him for clothes. I think he paid $100.00. Arthur 
CCarison gave Lloyd a job driving his tuck, hauling gravel. But 
before he could work, he first had to take Elaine to Yvonne's ia 
Sturgis. He took her by tain and I worried that someone might 
steal her a she had nice blonde curly ringlets. was in the hospital 
alte more than two weeks, and when Lloyd took me home, I 
stayed with Yvonne fo several weeks,

My dad, William Seddon, one of eight children, was born neat 
St. Helen's, Lancashire, England, in 1885, His father was a 
colliery manager 

After completing his apprenticeship in carpentry, be and his 
‘brother Je, decided 10 apply for « homestead in Canada. They 
arrived in Plumas, Manitoba in 1908, 

‘Daring te first winter, not having enough work on the farm 10 
keep them both occupied, dad decided to seek employment with 
the railway. He got as far west as Watrous, helping construct 
railway stations along the CN main line 


Life in Canada, as for all early setiers, was not easy forthe 
Seddon brothers, They had no previous farming experience and 
found themselves isolated with a very limited amount of 
‘equipment and litle money to buy more, Firewood was cut during 
the winter months and havled twenty miles across the marshes 
where sudden blizzards were not uncommon. Only the horses 
instint to follow the road home kept them on their homestead 
wk, 

1h 1914, my uncle joined the army and was sent overseas, 
leaving my dad to manage the farm on bis own. After the war, 
‘Uncle Joe retumed tothe farm and married a local gil, From then 
on, one of their problems was solved- their bachelor days were 

My mother, Dorothy Burgess, was also born into a family of 
cight children in St Helen's, England. Her father had aspired to 
be a lawyer, but due to finances and a growing family, was unable 
to complete his training. He eamed a meager living as a 
bookkeeper. A more fortunate and aunt fiend of the family 
decided to take my mother “under his wing” and paid for her 
education. Piano lessons were paid for and she was sent to 
“grammar schoo!” where she met my dad's sister. Becoming 
close friends, they spent considerable time in each other's homes 
(this being the way my parents met) 

“My mother attended teacher's college, moved with her family 
to Manchester, and taught school for several yeas there, 

By 1922, dad had persuaded my mother to come to Canada, 
‘They were marred in Winsipeg in July 1922, 

Returning to the farm at Plumas, they soon decided that this 
‘was not the lifestyle for them, Dad and his brother were not 
agreeing on many things andthe frm was unable to support two 
families. 

Mother, decided to put her teaching experience to use, applied 
for, and was accepted as teacher at Forest Hill School neat 
“Tadmore. A few months later, because there was &teacherage, she 
moved to Carofin School not many miles away, 

About this time, mother’s nine year old nephew, William 
‘Burgess, ater to be known in the district as Arthur Seddon, made 
the trip across the Atlantic to become a member of the Seddon 
household. He and an older sister, Jean and brother, Ted, had been 
‘orphaned by the war. What beter place fora nine year old boy to 
‘grow up than in Canada? He was 1o be followed by Ted, six years 
Tater, 

Inthe meantime, dad was getting restless, There was very litle 
‘opportunity for im to put his carpentry skills to use, and besides 
he had a Keen desire to return to farming. When a quarter section 
of land, within a mile of the school, became available, dad was 
convinced it was intended fo hin 

1k was by this means that our happy association with the 
CCorofin district began. I was bora while mother was teaching at 
CCorofin Schoo! and was christened, Marjorie after mother's 
eldest sister 

‘When mother changed schools 1 teach ata school near Clair, 
Arthur and I were taken along, Arthur to continue his education 
and Ito be cared for by a local girl while mother was teaching, 
We, of course, retumed to the farm at Hassan for all school 

In 1929, mother decided to give up teaching and we returned to 
the farm to become fulltime farmers. 








‘The northeast comer of our farm was adjacent tothe railway 
‘wack and across the road from the Hassan grain elevator So it was 
in 1931, that my parents applied for and were granted permission 
to open a pos office at Hassan. Dad built a small store with two 
bedrooms upstairs and our existing house was moved from across 
the farm to be joined tothe store. All farm buildings were also 
‘moved, Mother became the post mistress and storekeeper with & 
helping hand from dad when he wasn't otherwise occupied with 

The trains were the lifeblood of our tiny community, bringing 
‘ail and supplies for the store. Three days @ week, mail came 
from the south with a much lighter mal on alternate days from the 
north. Attain time, our litle store was often a “hive of activity”, 
particularly on days when the mail had come from the south, 
bringing leter ftom friends and relatives and more importantly 
parcels of merchandise that had been ordered fom the Eaton’s or 
Simpson's catalogue. 

During the 1930's thousands of young men roamed the country 
Tooking for work, Many of them spent their days, sumaer and 
winter, travelling the country by tan, inside empty box ears or 
‘even on tp of box cars. The railway seemed to ignore them for 
the most pat, but at times they would all be chased off the trains 
‘and they would have to walk to the next station in order to catch 
‘nother train. We seemed to be on the path of many of these 
twansiens, many of them coming to the store looking for food, 
some spending the night in the railway station, 

AAs in most rural areas, te school was our community centre. 
Church, meetings, pienies and socials were all enjoyed within the 
school 

Mother thrived on community activities, especially those which 
involved young people. One of her pet projects was a drama club 
which she organized and directed, For several winters, three act 
plays were produced which included building and painting the 
Sets and “staring” local youxg people. These plays were well 
received, even inthe surounding communities such as Tadmore, 
Snurgis and Stenea, 

During the early thirties, Arthur to, decided twas ime for him 
to seek his fortune in other parts of Canad, He joined the ranks 
ofthe roving young men, with only occasional visits home. He 
‘vas fortunate enough to find work on a ranch at Pincher Creek, 
Alberta fora while and also worked for sometime for a mining 
and smelting company at Trail, B.C 

‘Ted's visits home were even les frequent. Coming from England 
at the age of sixteen, he felt compelled to make his own way. He 
fled from one fam o another finding work where he could 

‘When the Second World War was declared, the Burgess boys 
felt compelled to join up and were amongst the frst 1o 20 
overseas. Their struggle to belong tothe same regiment continued 
throughout their enlistment. Just when they thought they had 
achieved their goal, one or the other would be transferred. 

Arthur spent mos of bis war years in England, but was with the 
Infantry troops wise Sicily was invaded. He was Kile in northern 
Italy on December 10, 1944, only months before the war ended 

‘Ted also spent some time in England but was involved with the 
North African invasion. He ws later to see some ofthe fighting 
in Burope. While in England, he had married a gil be had known 
1s a youngster. This was an ilLfated mariage, which ended in 
divorce after Ted returned to Canada in. 1948. 
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‘Ted worked as brakeman out of Melville forthe CNR. He met 
and married a MeWville girl and they had two children, Eddie, who 
is now an engineer for the CNR in Winnipeg, and Jeanie, now 
Mrs. Mike Polonich, of Melville

By 
then mother and father had been living on their frm forfour years 
after their marriage in 1910, William Theodore Semeniuk was 
bom December 11, 1892 in a village of Chernowtz, Austria. 
Hungary Empire, In 1905 he came to Canada with his father, 
‘Theodore and mother, Ellana and oldest sister, Lykeria, two 
brothers, George and Nickoli and a younger sister, Maria, They 
traveled by train to Hamburg, Germ, boarded a sip and sailed 
4 Monteal, Canada and on by tain to Sturgis, Saskatchewan 
‘They settled on grandfather's homestead inthe Cavell District No. 
3367 - NE, 34-35-4 W2- which later became Unele Nick's farm. 

My grandfather and grandmother, Theodore and Fllana 
Semeniuk (my dad’s parents), were born in different villages in 
CChemowitz, Austria, They came to Canada in 1905 as a family 
With five children - Lykeri, George, Nickoli, William (Bill) and 
Maria. They had lst five children in infancy who are buried in a 
home cemetery there. Grandpa Semeniuk was a professional 
carpenter by trade in the old country, hee in Canada with his skill 
he built his first house of logs and plaster with a shingled gabled 
roof with a lean-to built across the north side: later Uncle Nick's 
family lived init until 1940. He helped his son, my dad, build a 
similar house. Many folks built homes of logs plastering. with 
‘mud and white-washed them inside and ou; some with straw and. 
hay thatched roofs. This was a very economical style which 
tured out to be coo in the surnmer and warm in the winter. The 
‘bams, granaries and shops were all builtin this same manne, 
‘antl their financial state provided for beter buildings; something 
not realized by Grandpa whose right arm was paralyzed. However 
he took advantage of his left side doing all kinds of work on the 
homestead, even chopping down trees with an axe. He was 
‘naturally left-handed as were my dad and my tree sons - (Geral 
Darrell and Dallas).

“cheeky”. Here's a story about when she lived with Mom and 
Dad. One spring day, helping mom with house-cleaning 
somehow a concave reflector on 2 lamp siting in a bracket on the 
Wal, got broken. “A litle bird flew in and bumped it and broke 
it, she quickly told my dad who cherished that lamp that would 
be an antique now. Grandma had a good laugh then, and always 
life was a joke; due to poverty a times, 

Heer fe with V. Skutalnik was difficult. The couple had a two: 
oom small house and an outdoor oven made on a stand of sticks 
‘and mud plastered inside and ouside, used fr baking bread and 
certain meal. They had a garden in a built in willow fence onthe 
south side of the house, some cattle and two horses and a few 
chickens. Grandpa did litle farming and lost the farm due to 
neglected taxes, but the small farmyard was left to them. It was 
very unique and neat as if the prairie grass was swept with 
‘room. There were very atractve white-washed buildings all ina 
circle that were somehow surrounded by natural tres, It was Very 
‘much Ukrainian style, like people had left in their European 
homeland, 

Once they had problems with smoke from poor pipes and 
chimney construction and grandma developed eye problems. Dad 
‘ok her Yoriton Hospital for an eye operation at the age of 80. 
She could see better and lived on for five more years. Uncle 
George, her son, who lived about five miles away in the 
Endeavour ares, moved the couple to his place where he built a 
‘one-room house for them. Unele George and Aunt Veronica 
looked after them for two years. Grandma died in the summer of 
1940 and les in a cemetery north of Uncle George's, where both

Mother was bom June 15, 1894 in the village of Toporiwtzi, 
Bukovina, Austria-Hungary Empire. In 1909, se came to Canada 
ith her father, Alexander and mother, Zanbera(Snihor) and twa 
brothers, George and Bill. Tey sailed from Hamburg, Germany 
to Halifax, Nova Scotia and by tain across Canada to Storgis, 
‘Sask. They settled on grandpa’s homestead - SW, 23-35-4 W2 
in the Cavell School District. Later they moved to farm in the 
Woodlght school distct one mile north of my Dad's farm 
separated by the Woodlght and Cavell boundary line. Father and 
mother struggled in their pioneer days opening. up land for 
farming with the help of axe, spade, pick, oxen, and horses until 
































Dad acquired a steam engine and a threshing machine for 
threshing his andthe neighbors crops. In 1920 he bought his fist 
as engine, the Titan, and a new separator, the Waterioo machine. 
With this outfit he expanded his threshing business and again in 
1927 with anew tractor, the McCormick Deering and used it unt 
his death in 1936, 

Those threshing times were exciting to everyone, theshers 
fiom the fields, the mothers and daughters and neighbor women 
preparing the elaborate meals to serve the hungry men besides 
lunches that the children took ou o them with their dogs, Buster 
and Teddy. Our Dad was a humorous person and involved his 
crew in laughter at times. He was not so well at times and Mom 
helped him alot on the farm with chores and with the children’s 
help. He was conscientious person and read and studied the Bible 
and taught his family the ways of God. The family attended 
Christian meetings and conventions. He also served the 
‘community as a councillor for eight years in Division 4 of 
Preeceville Municipality #334. 

must mention that Dad had some spendid horses. Two roan, 
Fanny and Maggie, and Chari, a low-broad, gey-black horse, 
wwe “ids” took to school by cutter in the wintertime. He was 
paired with Frank, a big-red and lanky spirited horse and caused 
afew farm accidents. One horible accident happened when Dac 
hauled a load of grain to Stenen with Charlie and Frank, where 
Frank got killed inthe elevator. The elevator man ordered “go! 
and Dad urged the horses but they both went down into the grain 
pit, Charlie fell on top of Frank and was rescued by a number of 
ren, but Frank was choked to death, after struggling from 
(Chase's weight. After that Dad purchased a pair of Clydesdales 

‘Nancy and Prince. Charlie became a “Joe” horse on the farm. 
My brothers, John and Ed, and I rode on slow, mild and steady 
Charlie, We rode him for the mail t the Post Office at Lande's 
home one and a half miles away, a convenience a the time for all 
surrounding farmers, Sturgis Post Office being twelve to sweaty 
mls avay, was to far for certain people as roads were poor and 
snow-bound in the winter 

By the way, my sister Anns favorite horse was Fannie, a fast 
rivertype she rode a lot, often with Ann Spenill (now Ann 
Diffner) and her horse Pearl The two girls had fun racing at 

Tn 1928, Dad bought his fis ar, an old coupe’ which he traded 
for a new Chevrolet Sedan in 1930. This car served the family in 
‘many ways, going to see his mother and her husband in 
Usherville, north of Endeavour where Uncle George, his oldest 
brother lived and of course going to town, be it Sturgis, 
Preecevlle, Canora and Yorkton. 

Having a now tractor or ca was a sign of wealth in those days 
and our dad did his best to please everyone if and when an 
emergency came up, lke a tip to the doctors or hospital. After 
dad was gone, mother had a small sale to setle debts. She 
continued on the farm, renting the land until 1948 when she sold 
‘out completely and moved to Langley, B.C. She took her mother 
slong and they lived there for nineteen years. Mother worked in a 
restaurant and looked aftr a big plot of vegetables with beans for 
sale, Grandma helped even though she was blind for five years 
before she died on June 1, 1964 at 97 years of age. She rests in 
the Muryville Cemetery at Langley Prati, B.C. Mom, then 
developed a severe case of atts, Her daughter, Ann, helped ber 




















to sll her property and moved her to Brooklyn, New York, where 
she lived wi Ann and her husband, Julian Yale for eleven yeas. 
Often she returned to Canade to visit her family in Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, her two sons, John and Eddy, in Toronto, Ont also 
her grandson, Darrell Kushnir and family. She would stay with 
May and family in Yorkton or with daughter, Rebecca and Gene 
Barber and family in Dayton, Obio. The last two years of her life 
she spent with May and family in Yorkton; in and ont of hospital 
‘and care homes until her death on January 4, 1975 at 81 yeas of 
age, Poor mother had lived as a widow and took care of het 
‘invalid father, grandpa Snibor, for seven years until his death in 
‘Yorkton hospital atthe age of 79 in 1943, Her mother was with 
her for twenty years until her death. Mother lived as a' widow 
Jonger than she was married. She found time for relaxing by 
kiting and crocheting and tending her flower garden - a beauty) 
~ and she loved entertaining or visting her relatives and friends. 
‘You always had a cup of coe when you came over. She rests in 
St. Luke Cemetery in Yorkton, Sask. 

Father died April 20, 1936 at the age of 43 after @ prolonged 
ilness; he rests in the home cemetery of Spring Valley. This 
cemetery is located in a comer ofeach original farmof farmers 
‘Simeon Lesanko and Charlie Melenchuk (now Jobn Hamilton's) 
fon the west, north and east sides and on the south over the 
boundary line of my dad's farm comer, about 1/4 mile from his 
home. In fat, te pallbearers on foot caried the coffin on their 
shoulders to his resting place in the Spring Valley Cemetery. The 
‘Kopje Creek and a small tributary run on the east and south with 
two bridges to cross over to get to it on the hill. I i very 
picturesque wih willows, shrubs and white and black poplar tees 
‘on the creek banks and around te fenced in cemetery. 

‘They had five children all born at home attended by a mid-wife 
except Ed who was delivered by Dr. Greene whom dad brought 
from Stenen by horse and cutter, May (Maria Matilda) - born 
June 7, 1914; Ann (Annie Olga) - bor September 5, 1916; John 
William - bom October 4, 1920; Bddy (Adam Edward) - born 
March 14, 1927; Becky (Rebecca Doreen) = born January 12, 
1932, 

‘All ive went to Cavell school except Becky who attended East 
Ajax after Cavell was bumed down. Our neighbours were 
Speniels (8 girls, 2 boys) across the roal on the ess side, Boens 
and Uncle Nick's on the south, bachelor George Franklin on the 
south-west, also Sharps on the west. Strijak’s were also on the 
west; Grandpa and Grandma Snihor lived on the north and also 
Melenchuk’s before the family moved to B.C. Uncle Bill Snihor 
bought ther farm and later moved to Binscarth, Man. Now John 
Hamilton ovns both Uncle Bill's and our farm. 

All we children gathered at each ers hoases to play games 
and have fun swimming in the summertime and skating in the 
winter on the Kopje Creek that ran through Snihor and our farm 
‘6 the westside, flowing on through all the farms south westerly 
‘emptying into the Assiniboine River near Sturgis, Sask. Mom's, 
ducks and geese almost lived in and on its banks. The cate and 
horses drank its water in the summer and in the winter from 
openings chopped through the thick ice. Those were the days! 
When it was berry picking on Grandpa's farm for high bush 
cranberries and swansp berries on the muskeg-moss that made a 
‘unique, pungeat jam, everyone worked hard atthe picking. We 
also picked saskatoons for sauces and pies, chokecherries for 





























pancake syrup; something I still enjoy making. There were also 
hazelnuts and different kinds of mushrooms. Grandma would 
bring us an apron full of mushrooms for supper which we ate with 
commeal bread, Delicious! 

Another remembrance is of my frst teachers; Mr. Lite, then 
Miss Eddy, Mr Blane, Mr. Wilson and Miss F. Smith who put on 
interesting school concerts at the end of the year. Mr. Blaine 
again, Mr. R. Patterson, Miss K. Rob, Miss. Danielsoo, Miss 
E, Olson and Miss C. Arthur, my favorite and last teacher at 
Cavell School where many intresting events took place, some 
unpleasant like when the whole district was quarantined and 
everyone was vaccinated for diphtheria, For some it was t00 late, 
my cousin George Semeniuk died. He was seven years old then 
and his sister Pauline remained deaf fora Jong time afterwards, 

About 1924-25, Mr and Mrs. Patterson eame to teachin Cavell 
School, Mrs. Paterson taught grades Ito 4 the junior class, while 
Mr. Patterson taught the higher grades Sto 8 and later, grades 9 to 
11 were included as more students needed high school education. 
All this was due to the tremendous inerease in child population in 
the Cavel district. When Mr. Wilson taught, the school enrolment 
was about a hundred and no wonder Old Mr, Wilson did alot of 
strapping, even siting on a chair to do so! ‘Thete was much 
‘unuliness from the older ones who really needed moe school 
Work to be accupied, Instead they quit school at grade 6 or 7. 

‘The school board then decided to form two rooms from the one 
room. It was divided by a curtain of are paisley cotton material, 
used formerly for concerts and such, divided into two curtains in 
the middle. Mr Patterson used to open the tp part just enough for 
wink or throw a kis to his wife atthe other end of her class, and 
of course our clas all had a sickering gigele! Some how this set- 
up did not interfere with either class room. Then when Miss 
Arthur and! Miss Robb taught, the school tastes had the south 
side ofthe school extended sx fet forward to make more room 
for grades 5 tol. A partion was constructed of fine boards made 
imto sections, which easily could be taken apart, When the whole 
school area was needed for whatever occasion it was then 
assembled in place again and was used thus until the fire in the 
late 30's, After Cavell Schoo! burned down, two small schools 
East and West Ajax came on the scene. Gone was the prety name 
(Cavell, Ibelieve named after Nurse Edith Cavel inthe fst World 
War, a name received and caried on proudly. I, May Semeniuk, 
‘hen went to Grade 11 but did not finish the full erm. Dad was 
‘ot too well and he needed to finish remodeling our home besides 
doing the far with the hired men. Mother needed my belp 
with cooking and with the baby, Becky, bom in 1933. However 
‘my sister Ann finished Grade 11 and went on to Grade 12 atthe 
YYorkton Collegiate. My brothers Jon and Eddy both finished 
rade 10. 

There were students from other schools who took their grades 
9, 10, 11, a benefit ftom the change to two rooms the Cavell 
school was noted for from 1924-25 to the late 1930's and early 
1940's. 

The other outstanding events were the annul Field Meets 
Once the Cavell girl's softball team won at Sturgis where the 
games took place. Our team was Annie and Joan Palaniuk, Mary 
‘and Ann Speniel, May and Annie Semeniuk, Helga Franzen, 
Nettie O'Krainetz and Katie Tureski.

SEWARD, Guy Benjamin 

Guy Benjamin Seward was bor on September 15, 1884 in 
Lucas County, Jowa to Jacob and Ella Grimmer) Seward. In 
‘March 1885, his mother took him tothe Dakota Teritory where 
his father had homesteaded in Apa, 1884, Jacob and Ella Seward 
setumed to Derby, lova in 1901 

‘Guy Seward went to Staples, Minnesota where he was working 
for the Thom family in 1912. Enos and Kate Thorn lived near 
arold around 1904 - 1910, near where the Seward family Hive 
Jn South Dakota. It is likely that Guy went from Staples 10 
CCarington, North Dakota the spring of 1913. 

Tis believed that Guy B. Seward arived in Canada the fll or 
‘inter of 1914, where he had staked a homestead north of Sturgis 
on SW -7- 36-4 W2, Guy's homestead was several miles 
northwest of where his sister, Lena ved 

Guy B. Seward was the secretary for the petition for 
‘xzanization of the Brookview Schoo! District on Apri 6, 1920 
He was one of the first secretaries for this school. The first 
meeting was held on April 24, 1920, He built a small house and 
bam on his homestead. 

Guy B. Seward disappeared in Saskatchewan in 1920. He and 
the McMahan boys worked together at imes at farming, Guy had 
his team of horses nea the house and the harness was hanging in 
the barn. All the things in his house were just as though he had 
come out to work. To this day no faily members hve ever been 
in contact with Guy B, Seward. An investigation was conducted 
but Gay was never found. According to this investigation, foul 
play was not indicated, bot some of the family members believe 
that be could have met with foul pay

Eva married William Garnet 
Dunford in 1936."They had3 children, Lyle bom in 1938, Bernice 
bom in 1941 and Donna born in 1943, The huge bam onthe fam 
was the centre of many Saturday night dances. Tom Sharp died

at age 70, Living on the farm over the years there were many

They left Norway in 1865 with thee or four children which 
included Lewis, bom in 1856. Lewis was te oldest at nine years 
ld. They first setied in Towa and then moved to Moorehead, 
‘Minnesota area, A total often children made up the fel 

In 1867, the Lisands, Velle and Gruahilde, with five chien, 
departed Fyresdal,Telemak in Norway, for Canada, They landed 
in Quebec City and went by boat tough the Great Lakes, 
‘making their way to Minnesota. Julia, age fourteen, bom in 1853, 
was one ofthe five children at this ime and was marry Lewis 
Seims later on in the United States, 

Lewis Scims and Julia Lisland were married in Glyadon, 
Minnesota around 1880 and farmed near the Lislind homestead 
in Clay County, Minnesota. They had eight children, one of 
‘whom died in infancy 

On July 4, 1906, Lewis with two ofthe oldest boys - Westley 
bom in 1885, and Hary, born in 1889, along with two of the 
‘oldest gits, Cora, born in 1883, and Stella, bom in 1887, left 
Minnesota. They traveled to Winnipeg and then onward to Canora 
and the Simes homestead by Crystal Lake, It was during the early 
homestead days that Lewis changed the surname from Seims 10 
Simes, 

‘The homestead was a desolate place with lots of trees and 
‘mosquitoes. Lewis andthe boys had four horses and a few cows, 
and chickens that had come by eight train to Canora, That first 
fal, they broke forty acres with a fourteen inch plow. They had no 
‘experience building with logs, but they cut dawn the tres and 
‘managed to put up afew log buildings for their temporary home 
and livestock, Hay was plentiful for the livestock. The girls 
chumed butter and sold eggs to supplement the family income in 
‘order to buy groceries, 

Early in 1907, Lewis returned to Minnesota to bring the rest of 
the family to the homestead along with the rest ofthe farm and 
home equipment 

In 1909 and 1910, Lewis and his sons built a large three-storey 
home on the homestead. In 1912, Lewis purchased his fist er, & 
Model T For the first automobile north of the Assiniboine Rive: 

By 1912, Wes, Arthur and Harry owned a threshing machine 
They aso did lot of breaking and even some road building. The 
Simes brothers all had homesteads in the Tadmore, Sturgis and 
Stenen areas,

Levis and Julia lived on the homestead until 1930, then moved 
to Kelvington. After Lewis died in 1943 in Kelvington, Julia 
‘moved in with her daughter, Gertie Beaton, ia Kelvington 
Following Gerti's death, Julia moved to Sturgis to live with her 
daughter, Stella Laing, She did in 1945. 

‘Wes Simes married Katherine Gibney on January 12, 1921 in 
‘St Gerard's Church in Yorkton. Katherine, bom in 1896, was the 
daughter of Timothy Gibney and Mary-Ellen McCaffery who 
were also homesteaders inthe Canora area 

‘Katherine Gibney was born in Eden Valley, Minnesota i 1896, 
‘came tothe Stenen-Stugis area in 1908 with her parents, brothers 
and sisters. She attended Mannanah School and later worked as a 
lelephone operator in Canora, One of Katherine's saddest 








memories was witnessing the drowning death of her younger 
bother, Timmy, in 1913 and the death of her older brother, Pa, in 
1910, 

Wesley and Katie Simes lived with Julia and Lewis Simes 
following their marriage until 1924 when Wes took a job with 
Balalf Elevator Company as elevator agent in Tadmore. He 
transfered to Saskatchewan Wheat Pool in 1925 in the same 

Lawrence was bom while they were stil living on the 
homestead. They were blessed with five more children born in 
Tidmore - Marie, Bety, James, Leonard and Floydey. 

In 1936, Westley and Katherine and six children moved to 
Sturgis where Wes continued as a Saskatchewan Wheat Pool 
agent. The family lived on Rongve Steet until 1943 when they 
moved 10 large home across the lane from the Catholic Church 
‘The family sold this home in 1976, That home sil stands in

Sole Alber and Clara, Wedding - 1922 


Albert Theodore Sjolie and I, Clara Matilda Peterson, were 
‘married after four years of courting on November 22, a frosty 
afteroon in 1933, atthe farm home of my patents, Charlie and 
Gertie Peterson, north west of Preeceville, Saskatchewan. We had 
both attended Beaver Falls School, 

Albert's mother and dad gave us a cow for our wedding and my 
Parents gave us another cow. We also had ten pigs that Albert had 
ought just before our wedding, to sell later. That was the 
‘beginning of our farming operation. 

We spent the first year of our marred life om the farm where 
Blaine and Darlene Medlang now live, Then, we rented three 
«quarters of land fom Jim Paterson, and moved there (SW6-34-4 
Wend). Years later, we purchased the rented land from Jim 
Paterson, and added a fourth quarter, which is what we farmed 
most of our lives, 

When Albert and his brother, Elmer, stated farming, they 
Tented land. They rented as many as twelve quarter sections, But 
they didn’t have their own threshing machine. One fall, T 
remember, Franklin Carlson and Bruno Esbensen moved their 
‘utitto do the threshing for us. Harvest mornings began at 4 am. 
fo the cooks- setting bread, baking pies and preparing meals. The 
men started at that time too, feeding horses and doing minor 
repairs to the machinery before the work day began. The days 
‘were long and hard for everyone. The weather was good. There 
\Were no mechanical breakdowns, and no rain during that time 
Threshing continued for two weeks. By the time they finished, 
everyone was exhausted, including the horses. 











Albert and were blessed wit sx children. Alvin, Delores and 
Loretta sted school at Corofin School, two mils east of our 
farm, The children walked to school or rode horseback in the 
summer, and went by horse and cuter in the winter. In 1949, 
when Alvin passed Grade 8, we purchased a home in Sturgis, This 
enabled him to atend High School while sill living at home, 
Then, forthe next few years, after harvest was finished in the fll 
\we moved into town forthe winter. Each spring, we moved back 
to spend the summer atthe farm, Adeline, Gloria and Clifton 
started schoo! in Sturgis. In 1955, Corofin School was closed and. 
bus routes were established. At that time, we sold our home in 
town to the Dunford family and our children were transported to 
the Sturgis schools by bus. 

‘One winter stom stands out in my mind. On March 26, 1957, 
all the school buses were sent home from Sturgis early. A severe 
Storm was forecasted. Easter exams were scheduled to begin the 
next dey. Ray Bodnar, who was the bus driver and a Grade 12 
student at the time, offered to pick up the high school students 
along the route, with the bus, on his retum trip to Sturgis later that 
evening. It was snowing heavily, as he left his home near 
Tadmore, shortly after 6:00 pum. He picked up Eugene Pura and 
Dariene Shaver, then be arived at our farm to get Delores, Loretta 
‘nd Adeline. Shortly afte they lft the farm, igh winds hit the 
area. The bus made its way slowly back to the main road 
Visibility became poor. Road conditions worsened. They tumed 
north, towards town, and drove through snowdrift after snow 
Finally the bus got stuck in along heavy dif, aot far from John 
Werterund’s gate. Ray and Eugene shoveled. By then, the bus 
‘motor was wet, and before long, it stalled. No one knew where 
they were. We only knew that they hadn't arived in town. We 
called the neighbors to see if anyone had seen them, Sometime 
later, Nels Wetteslund walked to the road and found the bus, 
which was by then, stuck tight in the difting snow. He led the 
‘Young people over big snowhanks back to his home, They stayed 
‘with the Wetterlund family until the storm subsided. It was two 
days before the snow plows opened the road, and the children 
Were able to go home. This unexpected “holiday” with the 
‘Wenterlunds isa memory that all of the children cherish 

A favorite form of entertainment for our family, over the yeas, 
has been playing cards, canasta and whist mostly, which the 
children Teamed at an early age. We doubled the fun with “hand 
and foot” canasta. On special occasions, the “south bunch 
(Mealangs, Beatys, Lees, Snodgrass, Johnsons and Sjolies) 
‘went on day-long picnics. Our favorite spot was the dam at 
PeeWee His Ther, the men fished, the children played and the 
women picked blueberries. And we all enjoyed huge picnie 
lunch together! Usually, we returned home with enough 
blueberries fora couple of pies anda fed of fresh fsh forthe next 
day. 

Life on the farm was not easy. The work was hard, the hours 
Jong. The results of our effors were often disheartening, but it 
was a good life. We worked together and we enjoyed it, We male 
plans for our retirement home to be built in Canora and moved 
into Sturgis, Alber died on October 13, 1978, just as the house 
was complete, That fll, T alone, moved into our new home in 
Sturgis, I reside there today, within walking distance of my 
‘chur, the bowling alley and the downtown are, 
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Alvin Edgar has retired after serving twenty-five years with 
the ROMP. During his service he was stationed throughout 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Ontario. Alvin married Helen 
Soluk, a Royal Bank employee from Beausejour, Manitoba 
Together they have purchased a hardware store in Carberry, 
Manitoba, where they live, They have two children: Bob, lives in 
MacKenzie, B.C, and is an independent contractor who works as 
‘4 mechanic with a lumbering company. Kim, their davgbter, 
trained as a medical seereary and works in a care home in 
Carberry. She married Paul Adsiaansen, a potatograin farmer at 
‘Wellwood, Manitoba. Kim and Paul have two litle gis, Jobanna 
Maria, age 2 years and Teal Karine, age 2 months.

‘On November 9, 1939, Gordon & Anges were married at her 
parents home, Following their marriage they worked 3s farm 
hands for afew years, In 1945 they bought a farm from Albert 
Abrahamson, 3 miles west of Sturgis. They resided there until

My father, Lars Sjolie, was born in Norway in 1867 and came 
to America on one of the lst sailboats that eame over.

Lars arrived in New York and went 
by train to what they called “New Norway” in North Dakota. He 
lived for some time in Elderlyn, Nortn Dakota then he stayed at 
Lily, South Dakota fora few years. My mother, Annie Johnson

My father sold bis homestead 
in 1918 and we moved to the Preeceville area where I went to 
school at North Prarie and Beaver Falls schools. In 1929, [got a 
job on a farm at Davidson, Sask. This was the first year ofthe 
Great Depression in Saskatchewan and the yield was only four to 
five bushels of wheat per acre, There was no money to pay me 
ty dollar per month that I was supposed to get. I was paid off 
With three horses and a wagon that I drove back to Preeceville. I 
took me nearly a week to make the tip. In 1930, Tsarted farming 
With my brother, Albert. We farmed! sections five and six in 
township 34, range 4, W2, about four miles south of Sturgis. We 
had our ups and downs ditiag the depression of the 1930's, but 
we farmed in partnership fr fifteen years and had a reasonably 
004 life while raising our young families. Albert and T ended up 
‘buying all of section five and three quarters of section six. 

Carolin (Lena) Walker was bor in Plumas, Manitoba in 1917. 
Heer parents, George and Sabrina Walker - of German Descent 
‘came to Saskatchewan in 1924 and settled inthe Norway district. 
She started school there, but was unable to speak English. Ths is. 
where they shortened her name to Lena, After one year, the 
Walker's rented the Turrel farm in the Tadmore dstict, wher 
Lena attended Forest Hill school. They then moved once again in 
1928 tothe west half of 27-13-4 inthe Corofin District where she 
received her remaining education consisting of Grade 8 and took 
ccomespondence for Grade 9 and 10, While attending Corofin 
School, Lena was fortunate to get the janitor job with Hester 
‘McClate. Each received five cents a day for sweeping and 
dusting. Every second week, they scrubbed the floors (on their 
knees), porch, steps and two outhouses for $1.50 each, After 
completing school, Lena stayed at home and helped er parents 
‘on the farm. 

They had church services every second week. The funds for 
paying the minister were raised by the Corofin Ladies Aid. These 
funds were raised by doing hand embroidery and crafts which 
were sold, Lena belonged to the Aid. They also beld social 
gatherings, where they enjoyed cards, had lunch and danced until 
two o'clock A collection was taken to fund these functions. I was 
at these socials that Lena met her husband to be. 

T don’t know how Lena and I happened to get together. {do 
now did a lot of courting on horseback down to the Walker 
farm. 






































Lens and I were married on October 23, 1939 at the Preeceville 
Lutheran Manse. This was of course the til-end of the depression 
and we thought we would have a wedding celebration in the 
Tadmore Hall, but the rent was three or four dollars and that 
Tooked like a Tot of money. However, we found out that if we 
Joined or became shareholders inthe hall or fifty cents, we could 
hhave the hall for fee, so we bought a share inthe Tadmore Hall 
‘Some friends though that we must have tis party and dance in 
the Sturgis Hall, so this is where we bad it, The Endeavour 
Rangers supplied the music and Hilton Oxley was master of 
ceremonies for the night. Lena and I celebrated our oth wedding 
anniversary in the fall of 198. 

Lena and I rented 5-3-4 W2 from Dr. Dick of Canora and 
farmed in partnership with Albert and Clara Sjotie until 1944, At 
this time, the Co-op farm was onganized. Farming in « Co- 
operative farm really was an adventurous aad educational 
‘experience. We continued until 1956 when one member decided 
that he and his wife would prefer teaching. We lived on Dr Dick’s 
farm, which we bought before joining the Co-op, thea in 1948 we 
built a home on the Co-op farm on the outskirts of Sturgis. Aer 
the Co-op disbanded, we farmed until 1978, 

Thad a very busy life, besides farming T was very active in 
‘many local and provincial organizations. In the community, 1 
served in many areas. During the 1939 10 1945 wa, Twas active 
in the Red Cross and even was out encouraging people to buy 
Victory Bonds. There was not much money around thea, but ia 
about week, we rounded up about $7,000.00. I served on most 
Jocal organizations including Sturgis Co-op Store and committee 
ofthe Credit Union, the Tadmore and Sturgis Telephone Boards, 
Seven years onthe Sturgis Schoo! Unit Board and three years on 
the Parkland Community College Board, on the Agricultural 
Extension Boatd for ten years and original co-ordination of the 
Sturgis 4-H Club. My major public conibution was as delegate 
to the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool for some thirty-two years and on 
the executive committee for two years. As such, I represented the 
‘Wheat Pool as President ofthe Canadian Co-operative Livestock 
Producers for two years, President of the Co-op Union of 
Saskatchewan fortwo years and a member of the Hudson Bay 
Route Associaton, Iwas active in the RE-A.D. Club as secretary 
tteasurer for fen years. Presently, [am not on any committee, only 
‘on coffee rw in Sturgis every moming at about 9:30 am.

MILDRED was bom on January 6, 1941 in Peecevile Uaion 
Hospital. While I was visitng Lena, one of the horses got into the 
fats and died. The hide was made into a horse blanket that was 
used inthe days of the cutter and sil isin Lena’s cupboards. As 
baby, we purchased a membership in the Sturgis Credit Union 
for Mildred. For years, Mr. MacNeil, the manager, kept a baby 
picture ofthe young member and showed ito her when she made 
<eposits in the Credit Union located in the entance way to the 
town hall. (it was his wife, Helga, that got mad at me and she 
posted Christmas Cards to Lena and addressed them to Lena 
Walker). Fortunately, Loyd Pollock inthe post office knew long 
time residents and knew Lena’s maiden name, 

Mildred was introduced to community involvement and maps 
<dring the war. She would be placed on the kitchen table and be

‘Donald and Mildred spent hous “diving” the abandoned track 
around the fam yard. Of course, it needed gas, so Mildred would 
set eggs from the chicken coop, crack them open and put them in 
the gas tank. She knew that gas is smelly, but she certainly did not 
remember ths form of gas being odorous, One day, they caught a 
couple of chickens and “drove” out into the bush where they 
chopped their heads off and yes, the chickens did run around 
headless just as they did when’ the same thing happened 10 
chickens at Grandma Walker's, Mildred supposed that we thought 
skunks or coyotes got the missing chickens. 

(One particularly bad snow storm in 1947 blocked 
to the bam and I bad to dig away snow for enty ito the lft 
was a major task to dig this away to get in the main doors, The 
snow covered the clothesline and Lena was not able to hang Janet. 
and Joan’s diapers out until aftr the tha. 

‘Mildred started school at Corfia inthe sping. Ann Weeks, her 
GGovimother, was her teacher. In late November and December, 
‘noon hours were spent playing tg or other chase games on the ice 
ofthe slough that was about a half mile from the school. The 
{Fortunate students had skates, ut she had to rely onthe older boys 
to carry her to “home base" in games like Pump Pump Pull-A- 
‘Way, The cats that edged the slough were great barriers needed 
by beginning skaters to skate into when wanting to stop. The 
cattails also made worthy swords or weapons to poke at others, 
Beating catails on the ice would result in an explosion of fut 
being released into the air and danced away by capricious breezes 

‘The family was in Stags forthe day, maybe it was Sports Day, 
when the Sturgis Power Plant located between Berg's garage and 
Pollock's house bumed. It was the first building fre Mildred had 
seen soit was a major event, The sparks flying in the air were 
‘unbelievable and made her realize that when the candles on the 
Christmas tree were lit, why it was only once and for no more 
than a couple minutes, and why Lena and I kept a pail of water 
handy 

T was a delegate for the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool. At the 
convention in 1944, came home with the idea of a Co-op Farm 
Meetings were held to discuss the possibility of such a new 
concept. Also, Farm Radio Form, a program that was held on 
Saturday nights on C-B.C. brought farmers together at houses for 
the evenings to respond to farm issues and practices discussed on 
the program. When these events were at our house, Donald and. 
Mildred would stat the very top of the stairs and listen to what 
was being said, I doube if they understood anything, but it seemed. 
the thing todo, 

The Co-op farm was incorporated on March 15, 1945, Land 
near Sturgis - (See. 1/4 29-34-W2) was obtained from the 
Scandinavian Land Company and six houses were built at this 
site, Since each family had chikren of the same age there was 
always someone at hand to do activities with. Childhood games 
such as Run Sheep Run, Purp Pump Pull - A - Way and Knock 
the Can off were frequently on. When McCarthyism was 
prevalant in the U'S,, Donna, Sandra and Carol Mitchell and 
‘Milced spent hours in the lft ofthe bar, watching to see ifthe 
Russians were coming over the hills. Mrs. Nicholson organized 
the kids ino a tree planting session one Saturday momning andthe 
‘windbreak resulted. Mildred was particularly upset because the 
planting occurred on the day of Donald's birthday party and he 
tad to plant trees on his special day! The bluff beside the Moritz 
































house enabled al the girls to mark off their own play house. They 
‘tansplanted wildflowers to our flower beds, made pathways with 
stones and raised their dol 

Money caming possibilities were few and far between. In 
grades five and six the children eamed money turing in crows 
and magpie egas and gopher tails, Since the praitie in front ofthe 
houses had a proliferation of gopher holes, hours were spent 
“drowning out” gophers or setting taps for them. A provincial 
Contest was held and Mildred’s class decided that they would each 
Participate and the student who had the booty would be given 
everyone's spoils to enter in the provincial contest. Murray 
Clristopher was the class winner, but did not achieve acclaim, 
‘beyond that. When she outgrew this type of activity, Mildred 
progressed to babysiting at Bud and Yvonne Morken’s. Dick and 
Margaret were her charges and never tired of being read stories, 
If single word or sentence was missed, they were both quick to 
coneet Mildred, When they did't correct her, she knew they 
were asleep. In about Grade 10, Mildred stated. working 
Saturdays from 9:00 a.m. to closing time at 11:00 pm. (meals 
excluded) in the Coop Store for $6.40, The $6.00 vient in the 
‘Credit Union and the forty cents was spent on afer schoo teats 
at the Blue Bird lan 

‘Our family: went on picnics at Crystal Lake. At the CCR. 
Picnics the people always found a good seat onthe hil around the 
Platform. The kids would listen to T.C. Douglas begin his speech 
With a series of jokes, some poking fun at himself and then make 
their way to the beach to have a swim, When they retuned, the 
speeches were over and everyone was ready to eat. Highlighis of 
the picnics were the bread doughnuts made by Grandma Walker 
and the ice cream made by Norah Walker. At ober times, family 
Picnics were held at Black’s Beach where everyone would enjoy 
‘swim, even the litle ones who wore hand knitted swim suits tht 
stretched down to the ankles when wet and left the main part of 
the body bare. The children were always amazed that their 
Grandma Walker could talk with most anyone no matter What 
language was spoken. Once a yea a group would go up north to 
the Reserve area, pick blueberies and pienic 

(Clubs filled Miled’s time. The 4-H grain club required that 
each member have a half acre plot ofthe grain chosen forthe year. 
‘They had to pick the weeds and tend to the border. One year 
Donald and Mildred went out many days to work this plot 
Donald spent his time under a tee and she diligently picked 
weeds and hoed the border. Mildred's nose was quite out of joint 
When Donald got a higher mark than she did! Public Speaking 
was a big par of the 4-H program and each member had to give 
8 speech once a year. Delores Sjolie, Caroline Reagan and 
“Mildred attended farm girls camps at Yorkton Exhibition and had. 
4 great time. They even won prizes - bers was foe judging pig. In 
addition to 4-H, CG.LT. kept them busy in the winter 

A school, Milled was onthe school basketball teamn and each 
year they got to go to Yorkton and/or Kamsack to play. The other 
teams, in tum, came to playin thie school. The game was played. 
‘on the cement sheet in the skating rink. In Grade 11 the high 
school girs’ curling tam of Leverne Babiuk, skip; Delores Sli, 
third; Jean Matson, second; and Mildred, frst made it to the 
provincial playofis that were held in Moose Jaw. Mr. Koroluk 
rove them there and we're sure that four, gigely git, hyped up 
with excitement, nearly drove him mad - he threatened to let them 





‘out and walk. Inthe winter they skated every noon hour atthe 
‘nk. In order to do this, they would eat ther lunch during period 
three and hope that their teachers didn't catch them. Grade 10 was 
spent inthe Mannanah schoo! that had been relocated behind the 
high school where teacher supervision was hard fo carry out and 
student devilment could prevail In Grade 12, Mildred was year 
book editor and Delores Sjolie was school president - Sjolie's 
‘Were in contol that year! 

The youngest, Loma, was bom during Easter exams when 
Mildred was in Grade 9. Business Essentials was the first exam 
she wrote after Lomas arrival. About one quarter ofthe exarm was 
‘Written on the blackboard and in the excitement she forgot to do 
those questions, 

Delores and Mildred went to University and stayed together in 
residence the fist year and then light house kept together in the 
second year. It was between years that Mildred met Garry 
Reynolds, ber husband:-o-be, at her summer jos at Greenwater 
Lake, 

Mildred became a Home Economics teacher and spent most of 
her teaching career in Saskatoon. Garry was a pharmacist, They 
had three children: Dawn teaches at Prince Albert and has two, 
‘daughters; Scots geophyscist with an ol company in Calgary; 
and ‘Trace is a Trade Commissioner with External Affairs and has 

“Mildred and Gary are both retired and spend most of their ime 
doing community work, golfing and traveling. 

Donald James was bor in Preecevlle on April 2, 1942 and 
lived his early years on section 534-4 W2 which is located south 
of Sturgis in the Corofin District 

In 1948, we moved to the Co-op Farm on the outskirts of 
Sturgis. This was a great move as our children had many more 
children to play with. Donald attended Sturgis Elementary and 
High School, graduating in June of 1960, He then stdied atthe 
University of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon campus, where he 
received a Bachelor of Science and a Bachelor of Education 
degre.

My grandfather, Alexander (Oleksa) Snihor, was bom on 
March 18, 1864 at Toporitsi, Chemivsi, Bukovina (in the 
Ukraine), 


My grandmother, Zanhira Salabub, was bom March 8, 1868 at 

‘Toporivsi, Chernivtsi, Bukovina 
‘Alexander served three years in the Astro Hungarian Army: : 
‘After the army service, Alexander and Zanhira were maried 

approximately in 1890, They had five children, two sons died in 

infancy. Domnika, bor June 14, 1894; George (my father), bom 

‘April 2, 1899; and Wasyl, bam August 24, 1902. Some time ater 

1902, Alexander siled to Canada, worked fora while then sailed 

‘back to his family in Bukovina, Once more be sailed to Canada, 

‘worked again to eam enough money to bring the family to 

‘Canada, He chose a place to settle in the Sturgis area, then he 

sailed back to Bukovina, He had a very hard time convincing 





Zanhira to move to Canada. It was shout 1908 when the faily 
‘emigrated to Canada taking with them a grub hoe, a sickle, and 
bundles of Zanhir’s handmade pur, linen material. The material 
was made from fax siraw, spun and woven by hand. Tis material 
was very durable for clothing to wear. Some clothing was 
embroidered by Zanhira with very beautiful Ukrainian designs 
Sheets pillow slips, face and tea towels were all sewn by hand. T 
sill have a few of these towels which I use occasionally. This 

terial is now over a hundred years old. Olekse purchased a 
homestead non of Sturgis -S.W. 23-35-4 W2 - on April 2,190, 
[Lots of very hard work for a garden and some crop was endured 
by the whole family clearing a few acres of land each year by 
hand. All pioneers planted large gardens as they ved ofthe land, 
Most people made a clay oven outdoors. Grandmother baked their 
bread inthe "Peech”. The tres that were cut down never went to 
‘waste. They built lg buildings, fence poss, fence rails and many 
piles of wood. My grandparents couldn't afford any horses on 
‘heir homestead, o they chose a par of oxen to work the land and 
for travelling, which was at a very slow pace, It took days to 

make a trip 0 Yorkton, There were no roads, only trails, and to 
walk from Sturgis to Yorkton was very common, too, There was 
the annoyance of mosquitoes and sand fies during the summer, 
Winters were bitter cold wit blizzards and very deep snow. 

In June, 1915, grandfather gave up the homestead to George 
(my father). My grandparents setled further north on a farm 
with a river which was very important. It supplied water fr the 
cate and household use, Hard work continued for many years 
with less help as Domnika was married, My father was working 
in the bush and for various farmers, plus keeping up with the 
homestead. Wasyl being the youngest, grew up fast and he t00 
‘worked the same as my father had 

‘At the present time a granary is the only building that 
remains on my grandparents farm which would have been built 
shorly after 1915, 

In 1923, my father and mother married and settled on the 
homestead. 

Approximately in 1926, Wasyl bought the fam from Charlie 
and Mary Melnychuk, which was the farm next 0 my 
‘grandparents, This made it good for the family. These two 
farms now belong to the John Hamilton family of Sturgis, 
‘Wasyl married in 1927, 

In the 1930's, my grandfather was il and unable to farm any 
longer. Wasyl took care ofthe land. Grandfather died on August 
24, 1943 at the Queen Victoria Hospital in Yorkton, He is 
buried atthe Spring Valley Cemetery. Grandmother went to live 
with her daughter, Domnika (also known as Doris Semeniuk) 
My uncle, Wasyl, rented the Semeniuk far ln the fal of 1948, 
Domnika sold the farm and moved with her mother, Zahira to 
Langley, B.C. They both enjoyed the warmer climate and 
much easier lifestyle. Grandmother became il and died on June 
1, 1964. She is buried at Murrayville Cemetery near Langley, 
BC. 

Doris Semeniuk went to live with her daughter, Anne Yale, in 
1964. Later, she moved to Yorkton, Saskatchewan to live with 
her daughter, May Kushnis, Doris passed away on Janvary 4, 
1975 and is buried in the Yorkton Memorial Gardens.

My father, Geonge Snibor, was bom on April 2, 1899 to 
Alexander and Zanhira Snir at Toporvisi, Cberivsi, Bukovina 
(in the Ukraine). He went to school fra few years. He was about 
nine years old when the family emigrated to Canada in 
approximately 1908, He was very young helping his parents clear 
land by hand, rubbing down tees, picking tee rots and stones. 
He did not go to school in Canada. He leamed to speak English 
‘when he began working for various farmers and doing bush work 
In 1915, he lived on his parents’ homestead, helping his parents 
‘on their farm which was further nor, and out working wherever 
possible. 

He married Annie Zviada, bom on December 22, 1907 in the 
village of Doroshowtry, Bukovina to Wasyl and Wasylena 
(Panko) Zvizda. The family emigrated to Canada in the spring of 
1914 and setied in the Stenen area. Grandmother Wasylena 
Zvidea brought along some of het handmade linen material, 
‘embroidered clothing and hand towels (rooshneky). Also, theit 
sheep-skin coals were embroidered along the collars, bottom 
hems and handcuffs. Grandfather Zvizd sailed back to Bukovina 
within a few months after arriving in Canada, During the time of 
World War 1, word was received that he died. Grandmother 
Zeid became very young widow with a seven year old child 
My mother didnot goto school The family struggled to survive 
With the help of their friends and neighbours (lhe people who 
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emigrated atthe same time withthe Zvizdas’). My mother was 
seventeen years old when she married my father on December 3, 
1923, 

In 1928, my pareats moved to Langley, B.C. My father was 
‘working atthe coast and came home on the weekends 

In November 1929, our house burned, Mother got us out safely 
and I saw the flaming curtains dropping down from the windows 

My father wasn't too impressed living atthe coast, In the spring 
of 1930, we moved to Wandering River, Alla and purchased a 
bbomestead, This was during the time of the depression and life 
was a stuggle. Our homestead had a river running nearby sith 
plenty of fish. During the summer, my mother caught fish and 
ried them in the hot sun for winter to cook soup or chowder, 
Willie and I chewed on dry fish (jerky) twas salty and tasty, and 
also cleaned our teeth We picked a variety of wild berries in areas 
Where the bears roamed free. My father hunted wild game and 
trapped fur 

‘We dida'thave a good stove for baking bread. My parents made 
clay oven (Peech, we then enjoyed good bread. My mother was 
experienced at making laundry soap, We lived fifty-five miles 
vay from town, but there was a small country store to purchase 
few necessities, 

My brothers, Sandy and Mike, were bom in Wandering River. 
There were no doctors around, just & local nurse who also fur 
trapped. 

went to school to Grade 6 and Wille to Grade 3, Our school 
teacher is now eighty-five years old and lives in Edmonton. We 
visit each other and this has become avery interesting part of our 
lives. 

In Decernber 1939, my paren moved back to Sturgis. We lived 
fon Wasyl and Mary Snihoe's farm (now John Harilton’s farm) 
until the fall of 1940, Our farm was located eight miles east of 
Endeavour on NE. 2-437 W2, My sister Alice was born in the 
Beaver Bank district in 1943. 

‘Once again it was back to hard work of mixed farming. At the 

of fourteen, I went working for various farmers and asa house 
maid in Canora, Sask. and The Pas, Man, 

Willie atended Woodlight Schoo! from January to June, 1940, 

Willie, Sandy, Mike and Alice all attended the Beaver Bank 
School. Mike and Alice also attended the Sturgis Composite High 
‘School. Mike became a member ofthe R.CMLP. Alice worked at 
the bank in Preeceville 

My father hunted a lot of big game and fur trapped. While 
living on the farm, be had his own tap Tine, In 1957, Peter 
German joined my father's hunting and tapping experiences and 
ined the wise knowledge, 

In May, 1958, a log cabin was built by my father, George 
Snihor, George German, Pete German and Bill Blender. Also 
joining them in big game hunting and trapping was George 
PPeniuk. This group of hunters worked hard for their hunt. Inthe 
evenings, they all retumed to the cabin and each took a sip of 
‘white lightning that flowed around now and then. They setied 
down, each elling their own stores about “the one that got away” 

















fn the routes, plus stories about otber misfortunes that occured 
To these men, it was a hardship and yet a lot of fun 
Grandmother Zvizda was a housekeeper for many years for 
‘Tim Kuroluk and his young family onthe farm in Stenen, This

In approximately 1960, my parents built a small house in 
Sturgis. They made a farm style garage sale in 1961 and retired to 
Sturgis. My mother missed the catle inthe beginning, but was 
happy to planta ig garden in town, In 1962, they sod dei frm 
to Johnny and Eileen Meroniuk: 

The hunting days were soon coming to an end for my father as 
he became older and in poor health, In 1965, le sold his trap line 
lease to Pete German. To this day, Pet stil has it, My parents’ 
lives were neve bering in Sturgis, because they were well known 
to many people. 

In 1969, my father had his right leg amputated. It was quite a 
burden on my mother as Grandmother Zvizda was ill, She passed 
way on April 3, 1969 and i buried a the Doroszoatz Cemetery, 
north of Stenen. My father managed quite well on crutches, ater 
he got around with a motor scooter. He died on March 9, 1975 
My mother lived alone in ther hoase until she died on May 19, 
1980, Both parents are buried atthe Spring Valley Cemetery 

My parents, George and Annie Saihor, had six children, 
Michael, born August 4, 1924, ded in infancy on September 17, 
1924 and was buried at Spring Valley Cemetery

in Wandering River, Alt, my two year old brother, Sandy, was 
surrounded by four or five angry, fighting dogs, Sandy suffered 


from two deep “dog bites” to his Fae. Within a day or two, biood 
Poisoning was beginning. We were fifty-five mules away from a 
doctor and a hospital this was very devastating for our parents 
‘We were forunate to have a local nurse, Clara Meyer, who gave 
us instructions on how to make a police of flour, sal, yeast and 
‘water. A ftesh pack was applied daily onto Sandy's face for two 
‘weeks in the hot, July weather. This was school vacation atthe 
Lime, so T agreed fo take the role upon clearing up Sandy's wound 
‘The result ofthis was two scars on Sandy's face to this date. We 
as family lived through that ordeal which we will never forget. 
My second experience occurred in 1943, when I was eighteen 
years old. One early, windy moming, [was walking to Sturgis and 
Suddenly out of the thick bus, two year old Peter German and. 











his dog walked out. This was on the road near Paul and Nettie 
Auramenko's home. [asked him who he was, he replied, “T don't 
know". [led him to Auramenko's home and assuming at that 
time, he was their child. When we arrived, they told me he was, 
‘ot their Son, but asked me to leave im with them as they knew 
‘who he belonged to. Iam very grateful to Finding Pete of that 
‘moming, and © this day, I call him my lost boy. I received many 
heartfelt thanks from Pete's parents, George and Mary German, 

In December, 1946, L was twenty-one years old. One more rescue 
was required of me. Shorty after the war, there weren't too many 
‘goodies around yet, but sunflower seeds were plentiful. This was 
' good past time treat and provided some entertainment. One dey, 

Alice, my three year old sister ate some sunflower seeds and one 
seed became lodged in atthe bottom of her right lung. This was 
terrifying for all of us at the time. Our father was in the bush 
Ihunting and trapping, therefore, he couldn't’ be reached. Our 
‘mother couldn't take al ofthis too well, so I decided to take Alice 
to Precceville Hospital forthe frst few days, It was then agreed 
wwe fly to Regina Hospital, but the flight was cancelled due to a 
severe snow storm. We took the tain, but had to stop in Melville 

because the tin tacks had t be cleared of high snow drifts. A 
doctor from Melville Hospital came onto the train to Alice's sd, 

but to no avail, We were both in agony on that tip to Regina 

Alice had two major surgeries within days. To this date, sunflower 
seeds bring back those memories. Sis, am glad I was home atthe 
time you needed me

‘They lived in Gagnef, Sweden. Mother and Dad read in 
‘Swedish newspapers about a new country called Canada. It was 
just being setled by people from all parts of Europe. You could 
‘get one hundred and sixty aces of land by clearing so much in 
the years and paying a small sum of money. My parents were 
‘young and ambitious, so decided to immigrate to Canada. They 
also decided that my Dad would go fist and get his bearings in 
this new land. 

In 1903, Da left Sweden accompanied by two brother-in-law, 
Andrew Olson and Eric Lindgren. They all fled on land fairly 
lose to one another. My Dad filed on land three miles east of 
Sturgis as itis called today. Yorkion was the closest town so 
horses and wagons were the only means of travel. In 1904. my 
‘mother came to Canada with my brother, Andrew, who was three 
years old, They lived in Yorkton the fist year and Dad did 
‘carpenter work there unt they left to goto the homestead. He had 
‘uit small house there to accommadste them while he cleared 
land and got established. It was a long way from Yorkton to the 
homestead so they would take two days to make the wip. About 
half way there, they would stop for the night. Tis gave them a 
‘much noeded rest and the horses as wel. Ths area became known, 
as Fulton's Flats and it was a stopping place for many pioneers on 
their way toa new world and a new life 
i ‘My Mother and Dad could not speak a word of English when 

‘hey came fo this country, but Dad leamed a lot of English from, 
the carpenters he worked with. Then they go a dictionary, which 
helped them a lot as one half was Swedish to English and the 
other half was English to Swedish and they would study in the 
evenings. 

As the years went by, there was a lot more hard work, bu lke 
all the pioneers they looked forward with anticipation and were 
anxious todo the best for their growing families as they now had, 
five children: Andrew, Oscar, Annie, Clara, and Elsie (me) 
There were @ lot of tees on my Dad's land. He rigged up a 
sawmill and cu bis oven lumber. He built is sya house from the 
lumber that he milled, 

“My mother’s brothers had families also, and there was @ lot of 
visiting back and forth, We cousins enjoyed life to the fullest. 
Everybody seemed to be so happy, but I believe our mothers felt 
lonesome for their native land and the relatives that they left 
behind. As time went on many families came and setled in their 
area, school was built and we all got to know each other. The 
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school was called Mannanah and was about two miles from oar 
place, 

We lost out mother in November 1918, when the Spanish 
Influenza took sucha tol, She was bom in 1879, and was only 39, 
years old when she died. This, my dad took very hard. We all had 
the flu and my Uncle Pete Olson stayed with us to help Dad. It 
took time for us to understand what ha really happened. Andrew 
was now 17 years old, Oscar was 11, Annie 9, Clara 4 and Twas 
6 years old. Dad found it very dificult to cary on the outside 
Work as wells take cate of us, We had several housekeepers and 
he martied one of them, Mrs. Anna Danielson from Winnipeg. 
‘She had with ber a daughter, Anna, who was the same a 
sister, Annie, They went through school together. 

Andrew and Oscar stayed with farming, Annie, Anna, and 1 
taught school. Clara wanted to be a nurse but was not strong 
‘enough to stay with it and finish the course. My: brother, Oscar, 
passed avay at the age of 37, on September 1, 1944, 

‘Andrew martied Dorothy Weikle. They had a family of four 
girls and a boy, Delores, Adela, Marie, Carol and Jerry. Annie 
married Harold Myrfield, They had two gils and a boy: Arlene, 
Gwen and Dale, Clara mastied Knute Bentzen and they had a girl 
and two boys: Karen, Howard and Paul, Anna martied James 
Ness and they had no family. I married Peter Chubey and we bad

Bertha Englund was bom near Rattik, Sweden on Mach 5, 
1889 and immigrated to Minneapolis, Minnesota in 1912. She 
‘worked in domestic service for wealthy families and prospered 

On June 10, 1915 Wemer and Bertha were maried. They 
‘moved tothe Strgis area in 1917 taking up residence ona quarter 
section of land bordering the east side of May Lake and adjacent 
tw a homestead owned by Wemer’s brother Andrew Sodeclund 
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‘Wemer and Bertha worked the farm and Wemer also contacted 
to build cafes, schools and churches in other parts of 
Saskatchewan, He built the Norther Café in Sturgis about 1936 
and rented it 10 a Chinese proprietor. He also built the first 
‘Composite schoo! in Surgis. Werner was an enthusiastic person, 
loved building and would sing much ofthe time as he worked. 

Wemer and Bertha Soderlund moved to Vancouver in 1949 
where Wemer continued building. They sold the farm to Me 
‘Konuska, Werner passed away April 15, 1970 and Bertha une 30, 
1978 

‘Werner and Bertha Sodeslunds's children are Gordon, bo 
March 12, 1918, Harold, bom April 21, 1921 and Vivian, born 
April 27,1930. 

HISTORICAL NOTE: Oscar Soderlund, a cousin of Wemer, in 
a partnership with Joe Rogstad owned a garage, “Soderlund & 
Rogstad” and sold cars. They also operated an electrical 
‘generating plant and supplied power to Sturgis for many years 
For winter travel they converted a car to a tracked vehicle. Not 
content with this means of trvel they constructed a propeller 
driven snowmobile on three sks. This vehicle was a lifesaver 
‘when Bertha's sister-in-law, stricken with appendicitis one winter 
night, vas rushed to the hospital at Cancra, some twenty miles 
away.

SOLOVAN, Dmytro and Maria (Naharniak) 
By their granddaughter Gena Droneck Crowston 

‘My maternal grandparents, Dmytro and Maria Solovan arrived 
in Canada in 1903 with the frst wave of Eastern European 
{migrants They came from the southeastea village of Kamyna, 
Province of Bukovya, 

‘An excerpt of that time from an advertisement of the 
Scandinavian Canada Land Company, 172 Washington St 
Chicago, Hlinois stated: "50,000 acres in the best district of 
Easter Saskatchewan. Low prices, easy terms, cheap excursions 
See what is going on in Canada! Take a trip to Canora, 
Saskatchewan, Buy while land is cheap.” Amazingly, my 
grandparents did eventually take their homestead in the area 
‘where ths company was sellin land.

child, Domnika was bom in 1895, A second daughter, Katrina 
(ony mother), was born in 1897 and Dokitza in 1900. Their first 
son, Ivan, was an infant inthe winter of 1902-03 when they made 
the momentous decision to immigrate to Canada 

They were reasonably wel established in ther village as they 
already owned several ares of land and had their own house. For 
people who were descendants of peasant stock who were serfs of 
large landlords until 1848, the promised 160 acres of FREE land 
represented an enormous kingdom, 

‘Apparently there was discussion of Dmytro going slone to 
Canada to see if this promise of free land was indeed true. AS 
Maria had already seen families abandoned by men who had 
{immigrated and didnot return for their families; she was firm in 

f they went they all went or he didn't go at all. So 
hat the entire family go and some of their 
good fiends decided to leave with them, They were Metro 
Prokaski, George Budnick, Ivan Todarash and Sandek Boychhuk. 
winter of 1903 was spent selling off their property and 
‘many of their belongings. Land prices were good and so they 
accumulated enough money to buy their tain ticket from 
Chemovisy to Hamburg, Germany. From there they could 
purchase steamship tickets to Halifax 

‘There were 1442 people booked in Steerage ofthe SS. Assyria 
‘which sailed from Hamburg on April , 1903 and arrived in 
Halifax oa May 5, 1903. Most of the ships used to transport 
immigrants were old converted cattle boats, The immigrants were 





























fen space in steerage or below the third deck. There were no 
Cabins: only a lage space with bunk beds three or four ter high 
‘The women and children slept on the bottom bunks with the men 
‘and boys on the top ones. There were dining rooms but our people 
were independent and self-sufficient so they carried as much of 
their own food supplies as possible. My mother and her sister, 
DDokitza, recounted being up on the deck ofthe ship covered over 
with canvas when it was raining. On nicer days they would ran 
around the deck to get what exercise they could. Many were sea 
sick and some died, Dmytro and Matias infant son, Ivan, was one 
ofthe ones who did not survive the passage. He died afew days 
before they landed at Halifax but Maria kept im tucked close to 
her and would not tell anyone about it. She had seen other people 
being buried at sea and she did not want the same fate for her fist 
son. However, when they landed in Halifax his death was 
discovered by the doctors He was buried somewhere in Halifax 
while they remained in the quarantine sheds, 

They had only $5.00 when they landed in Halifax. They stil 
dhad half of Canada to traverse to Saltcoats, Assniboia Teritory. 
‘The train passage was often included in the immigration package 
sold in Europe so this is probably how they were able to arrive at 
‘heir final destination. The Canadian National Railway only ran to 
‘Yorkton, Saskatchewan, When they arrived there, they were taken 
to the Land Registry Office where they were told that thee were 
homesteads available at Saltcoals. A kind hearted farmer, Metro 
Tyluk from Yorkton gave them a tide there 

The homestead that Dmytro registered was located NE. 14-26 
33 Wist. This was some miles north of where the town of 
Saltcous is now situated. Its not known why they chose this 
‘area; however, there was a well-established Ukrainian colony 
therein 1897 so they may have asked to go there o be near people 
of their own nationality: They built a dug-out (burdei) and 
attempted to planta garden It was already late in the season and 
the vegetables didnot produce well. They remained here until the 
fall ofthe following year. am sure that they survived due to the 
00d will of a well established Doukkobor community 38 well as 
the help of thei fellow countrymen 

The land of their original homestead was extremely rocky and 
full of swamps and Dmytro and his frends decided that is was 
unsuitable for farming. Records show that they abandoned this 
homestead on October 28, 1904. A family from the Doukhobor 
settlement was going to visit other colonies near Canora and 
‘offered to give the Solovan family and their four frends ide that 
far, The women and children remained with some people in 
‘Canora while Dmyto and his four friends walked the 30 miles to 
north of Sturgis. They searched for land with lage tees on it as 
this would provide an instant supply of building material and 
\wood. Dmyito found his homestead on the SE, 2-35-4-W2, His 
friends took homesteads inthe neat vicinity: five miles north of 
Sturgis, Dmiro's homestead was registered in January, 1905 so 
presumably they arrived in the fall, built their frst shelter, but 
dida' get around to going into Yorkton until January to register 




















roof covered the pit which was dug several meters into the ground 
‘and was about thee meters wide and four or five meters long 
‘Trees were cut fr a V'shaped roof which was covered wit prairie 
sod and branches. AS glass was not readily available there was 
seldom a window. They made a bed and table from hand hewn 
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logs. You cannot imagine how crowded they were unless you 
actually visit a replica of one. Tis Idi atthe Ukrainian Calera 
Heritage village out of Edmonton, Alberta 

In these cramped quarters they wintered with three active 
daughters who were by then 9,6 and years od son, Alex, was 
bom there the next spring, I asked my aunt, Dokitza Chemiawski, 
What they ate and she told me tha they rapped rabbits and caught 
fish in small pond. My next question was how they spent their 
‘ime, She told me that thie father played the ute and taught them 
Ukrainian songs and she ended by saying,"And we had to sit stil 
alot" shudder to think how much they dd have to sit stil Theee 
\was barely room inside the burdei fortwo people to pass between, 
the table and small bed, They lived in this meager shelter for 
almost four years until larger log louse was built. My mother 
remembered thatthe burdei roof leaked and often the only dry 
spot was the area under the kitchen table which was covered with 
an oll cloth. 

For the next decade they worked very hard to clear land so that 
they could "prove up” their homestead in order to establish a 
Permanent patent tothe land. A copy oftheir Homestead Record 
shows that: in 1905 they had one cow, in 1906, 2 heifers and S 
‘oxen. In 1908 they moved into a 24 by 42 foot log house, My 
mother helped to cut the hay that was used to thatch the roof of 
this house. When this house was demolished in 1964 that same 
thatched roof was sill on it, By 1910 they had broke 7 acres of 
land, 14 acres were cropped. There was a 24 by 36 foot stable, a 
15 by 30 foot log granary, 2 wells and 2) acres of rail fence. By 
then they also had a total of 7 children: Domnika, Katrina, 
Dokitza, Alex, Harry, Eva, and George. Two other children had 
ied in infancy. 

With the help of his second daughter, Katrina, Dmytro cut 
‘wood on his homestead and with two team of oxea they hauled it 
ito Canora to sel for firewood. They received $3.00 fora cord of 
‘wood. The trip took two or three days and they were often very 
cold a8 they did not have proper winter clothing. Most of their 
nights away from home were spent in the livery bam with their 
animals as they didnot have the money fora slesping room. The 
money which they obtained from selling the wood, they used to 
buy the bare essentials: sugar, salt, flour and coal oil. They also 
bought the seed grain, two teams of oxen, cows, and eventually a 
team of horses. 

During the summer, Dmytro often walked with his friends to 
‘Moosomin, Saskatchewan where they found work withthe more 
established farmers. The distance from Sturgis to Moosomin was 
almost 200 miles. Ths was their only means of getting money. 
‘The women and children remained at home to look after the 
gardens, fo bring inthe hay and often the grain as well. When the 
‘men retured they would come laden with sacks of cast-off 
clothing tht people gave them 

My mother, Katrina was married in July of 1913. In December 
of that year Dmytro was Kicked by one of his horses and he 
suffered massive intemal injures. As it was inthe dead of winter 
‘no effort was made to take him to the nesrest hospital in Yorkton 
‘hich was 70 miles away. His dreams of success in anew country 
ended several days later when he succumbed to his injuries at a 
young age of 45. Mara gave birth to their lst child, Nick, thee 
‘weeks ltr. 

‘Asa widow Maria attempted to continue farming with the help 
‘of her young sons but this proved too dificult for ber. In 1916 
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George Narosky proposed and she married him. George was an 
artist (remember the beautiful carved birds that he made) and a 
freelance entrepreneur. He traveled the countyside looking for 
business deals: some succeeded but more dda. Maria was often 
alone and had to cope with the farm work and providing food for 
her children. Bor fo the Narosky union were Alice, Anne, twins 
Puuline and Rose, then John, Bill, and Bett. 

In tral Maria bore 18 children. The Solovan children were 
Domnika (Mrs. Mike Kuryk, Stugis and Vancouver), Katrina 
(Mrs. Wasyl Droneck, Sturgis), Dokitza (Mrs. George 
‘Chemiawski, Surgis) Ivan (died on board ship), Alex (Margaret 
FFederuk, Det), Harry (Thelma, Detroit and Florida), George 
(Ontario), Eva (Ms. Mike Tureski, Kingston, ON), Nick (Ana, 
Detroit and Vancouver). Several died in infancy. The Naroski 
children were: Twins: Pauline (Mrs. Pete Kotovich, Kingston, 
(ON), and Rose (Ontario), John (Ontario), Bil (Ontario), Alice 
(Mrs. Nick Gregory, Preeceville), Anme (Ms. Wesley Lesanko, 
Sturgis), Betty (adopted by Kalenchuks) (Mrs, Reno Culos, 
Kelowna) 

In aboot 1927 The Solovan homestead was sold for unpaid 
taxes and John Prekaski bought it. Maria, George and the children 
lived in other people's vacant houses for a number of years. In 
1932 Dokiza's husband, George Chemiawski, lent them five acres 
of land on his farm where they built a house, They moved in dh 
‘August and there they lived until Mara passed away in 1946 
George moved the house to his daughter's farm north of 
Presoeville In the late 1950's the original homestead was again 
for sale and my cousin, William Cherniawski, bought it 

‘And so ended the lives of two hopeful young people who left 
‘ther native Ukranian to finda beter lif for themselves and theit 
children, Once they arrived in Canada they had no recourse but to 
‘remain and make the best of what they had. Al of ther resources 
Jha been spent on their journey so there was no money left to ever 
contemplate a etum to ther ative land, Its unfortunate that they 
did not live to see the next generations of their descendants 
prosper, Their sons became businessmen, most of their daughters 
‘married well, many of their grandchildren are University 
educated, and great-grandchildren ae career people, If we could 
ask our grandparent if they felt it was all worth it Lam sure they 
‘would smile down on us and say that is was. As one of their 
descendants Tam very grateful 1 be living in a democratic, free 
country where no one dictates what my lifestyle should be ave 
seen the oppressive, socialist systems under which my relatives 
stil live in Ukraine and T shudder to think that, but for the 
foresight of Dmytro and Maria 1 could have been there as wel

re days a sea they docked at Halifax, The cost ofthe trip was 
$5165.00, Those who planned to travel west were able o buy a 
parcel of food for $2.00. After leaving Winnipeg, he travelled to 
Prince Albert and then to Blaine Lake where he worked for a 
farmer. He later worked at The Pas Lumber Company and 
Reserve. 

In 1929, he came to Sturgis where he met Katherine (a widow) 
and her baby daughter, Stefania. Dmetro and Katherine were 
‘attied May 8, 1930 at the Orthodox Church at Lady Lake 

Katherine was bor at Arran, Sask, on August 15, 1907, 
daughter of Andrew and Bessie Kinaschuk. Her mother was 
Bessie Babiuk, a sister to Bill Babiuk, the grandfather of the 
Babiuks and Hrushkas in Sturgis. When Katherine was six years 
old, her mother passed away and she and her brother John were 
cared for by her grandparents.

THE COUNTRY STORE

‘There was a country store located on SE -16-36-4-2nd, The first 
‘owners ofthis store were Mr. & Mrs. Ounfry Marianih (they ran 
it in 1933), They sold a varity of items needed by the setters 
such as shoes, groceries, candy, gum coal cl, and school supplies 
This was a blessing forthe residents of the area who otherwise 
had to travel ten miles to Sturgis for supplies. Marianichs” sold it 
to Mr and Mrs. Arita Melanko in 1940 before Stefanovic’ 
purchased it in 1957, They had the store for four years before 
selling it to John and Ella Kostaschuk. After a few years, in the 
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late fies, John and Minnie Stefanovic lived there until 1956, 
‘Alex and Mary Stefanowich were the next owners until 1960, The 
building was then taken apart and the land is farmed by Vietor and 
Marge Meroniuk 

In the early fifties the Marianichs’ moved back to the dist 
{rom Sherridon, MB and built another store located on SE -17-36- 
4-W 2nd. Ounfry passed away on August 25, 1960, and is buried 
in the Green Loaf Cemetery 

Mrs. Marianich continued to operate the store for two more 
years until the fall of 1962 when she moved to Preeceville. After 
{wo years she moved to Vancouver and lived there with her 
family. She passed away around 1989, Her burial place is 
unknown,

‘Annie Chubey, who was maried to Steve in 1935, was bor in 
Drifting River, Manitoba. She moved from Grandview to 
Tadmore with her family when her father gota job on the railroad 
It didn’t take long forthe parents to meet and associate with many 
‘peopl inthe district, especialy the Walker family. Occasionally 
‘ona winter Sunday afternoon, Mr. George Walker witha team of 
horses and sleigh, would pick up the neighbor children, An 
enjoyable afemoon was had in their home, Families atended the 
dances, even the wee ones (no sitters then). Music was supplied 
by Chet Corbett on the violin, his daughter Haritt onthe guitar, 
other volunteers off and on. Men paid 25 cents and the women 
brought lune! 

After Steve and Annie were maried, two of Annie's sisters, 
Elsie and Alice lived with them for five years.

One of the popular 
summer events was the Corfin Ladies Aid picnic for which Steve 
provided ice fom the CNR icehouse in Tadmore. Families 
brought their ice-cream freezers to make ice-cream for everyone 
‘These pienies were held on someone's fam or school yar 

During the winter, snow would be cleaned off the ice on Steve's 
farm behind the railroad staion and skaters would enjoy an 
evening by moonlight and/or the light of «gas late provided by 
the elevator agent, Tony Green. 

Their daughter, Marlene was bom at home, Dr, Waren came 
from Canora by train forthe birth and retumed to Canora the next 
day Elaine was bor inthe Canora Hospital 

By the time Marlene was ready for school there was a school 
in Tadmore, Mrs, Everett (Anne) Weeks who had taught at 
CCorofin was the teacher atthe ime. Rev. Wright helped direct the 
‘musical numbers forthe school Christnas concer since Mrs, 
‘Weeks said that she ‘could not hold tune”. She certainly could 
«do other things though ~ she sewed the crepe paper costumes for 
the kids who were in the plays! Never one to waste a minute, she 
‘cited while leaning back over the heat register atthe back of the 
oom while each grade in tum went to the blackboard to priat 
spelling words that she would cal out. 

Elaine was handicapped and did not attend school in Tadmore, 
Inthe early sixties, se enrolled in a special school in Saskatoon, 
From then on, Annie and Steve divided their time between 
Saskatoon and Tadmore.

1960, 

‘Alvin's dad Ananias was bor to Jacob and Elen Stennes in 
1860 and died in 1892 in Minnesota, leaving his wife Annie with 
four very young chiken, Alvin, Elma, Mabel and Nora. Annie 
\was bom in 1860 in Edmund, Wisconsin, daughter of Andrew and 
Helen Peterson. In 1906, Annie and her children moved to Sturgis 
from Milan, Minnesota. Annie Stennes and her son-in-law, Ed 
Healy, owned and operated the first café in Stugis. Later they 
sold it and Annie worked fora number of years house keeping for 
diferent peopl. 

In time, Annie and her daughters moved back othe States, Her 
last years were spent living with her daughter Nora Foley at 
Spokane, Washington. Annie lived to the age of 9, 

In 1906 Alvin Stennes filed for a homestead nine miles nora 
east of the preset town of Sturgis. He built a small log house and 
‘bam, He bought four horses, a cow and afew pieces of machinery 








and stated to break up some land. Henry Lee's farm was about 
our miles south anda litle west of Alvin's 

Henry came to Sturgis in 1905. His sister Alma, was house 
Keeping for him. His father Nelson Lee came along to give him a 
hand in moving to Saskatchewan. There were others on the bike 
fiom Edmund, Wisconsin. Andy Peterson (an Uncle to Alvin), 
Pete Peterson, Tom Rongve, Car! Williams and Charlie Peterson, 

Nelson Lee and his wife Julia moved their family- Henry, 
Alice, Alma, Ida, Nete, Ray, Verna and Alfred - to Sturgis, In 
1906 Nelson Lee's daughter Mabe! and her husband moved 10 
Meadow Grove, Nebraska. Other family members moved out 
there later, as did Nelson Lee and his wife Julia. As the yeas went 
by, they moved to California from Meadow Grove 

‘Henry Alice and Alma stayed, lived and raised thei families in 
Sturgis, 

In the summer of 1908, Alvin Stennes mazred Alma Lee. They 
have five children: Earl, bm 1909, Myrtle, bom 191, marred 
Clifford Smit in 1934, Vile, ben 1913, maried Laurie Gibney 
in 1936, Alton, bom 1915, married Evelyn Morgan in 1941 and 
Julian, born 1918 married Marie Neufeld in 1945.

‘own house on an acreage near Edmonton, Is a beautiful, well 
built home. This is his third home he's builtin their 42 years of 
mariage.

‘A year before we moved to Red Deer, Dad purchased a new cat, 
1953 Ford Sedan. He asked his dad, mother and uncle Andy 
Peterson, to go with him to Spokane and Ceour Alene to visit 
srandpa’s mother, sisters and thei families. This was a tp of a 
life ime. I was no doubt their frst and last time together. From 
that tip we have a beautiful picture of Grandpa Stennes, his 
mother, Annie Stennes, sisters Nora Foley, Elma Healy and 
Mable Stone. Quite a comparison to the one taken when they 
Were young, later the father Ananias passed away. I's pictures 
like these that are priceless. 

On January 6, 1954, Mom, Dad and Mryna left for Albert. 1 
followed a few months later Glenn was already in Edmonton 
With the Air Fore. They went to Alberta to finish Mom's sister

She als fed afew more 
from the apartments. Mom's job lasted a litle longer than Dad's 
"re was also doing some carpentry work. 

From 1958 to 1978, Dad worked at Builders Hardware in Red 
Deer. He retired at age 69, Mom worked atthe Alberta Hospital 
(Ash inthe dining room for 16 years. She retired a age 65. They 
enjoyed living in Red Deer, golfing, gardening, photography, 
traveling (short tips), visiting their children, grandchildren, 
family gatherings etc, 

In 1982, they hada large 50th wedding anniversary celebration 
at the Pine Lake Hall, In 1992 we celebrated their 60th 
nniversary a the Red Deer Chalet.

WASYLENCHUK, Michael and Caroline 

Tn the early 1900's, a wave of immigrants from many Slavic and 
Earopean countries came to Canada, settling in and around the 
town which is now known as Sturgis. Among these setlers was 
the Wasylenchuk family 

In 1902, Dmeto and his wife Anna (Semchuk) Wasylenchuk, 
and their three children Jessica, Tony and John made the difficult. 
tek ffom their homeland to Saskatchewan. The Wasylenchuk 
family originally from the province of Gorlitzia, had lived in the 
small town of Antoniuka, Austria, before setling fist around 
Canora where they began farming as did most immigrants from 
the same are, 

‘The Wasylenchuk family continued to grow with the birth of 
three more children Mary (Famuary 2, 1905), Marcella (March 6, 
1908), and William (January 14, 1913). Along with the increase 
insize, the Wasylenchuk family would aso face another change, 
‘move tothe Stenen aea in 1916, Iti here thatthe Wasylenchuke 
family farmed and lived most of ther lives. 

‘On January 14, 1923, Michael Wasylenchuiy, the last of Dmetro 
and Anna's children, was bom. As time would pus, he too would 
farm the family land located at Sec. 2, TP 35, Ree 3, W2. 

‘Mike enrolled in the army under the National Resources 
Mobilization Act of 1940 on December 16, 1942, When World 
‘War If ended with the final surrender by Japan on August 14 
1945, Mike was discharged on November 6, 1945. He then 
returned to Saskatchewan to once again farm with the family. He 
worked at logging camps in Lac LaRonge and cooked for a 
logging camp in Bertwel, Saskatchewan in 1948. In 1950, he was 
‘art ofa custom farming crew that worked in the Stenen area,

Twas after the death of his parents that Mike let the far and 
set out to find his own way in life. He tied many diferent jobs, 
‘mostly in British Columbia where relatives lived, from logging 
‘working in a smeling plant, to commercial fishing, before he 
finally sted on what would become his career - mechanic and 
pastsman, 

“Mike returned to Saskatchewan and worked at Ray Young's 
Garage, frst in Stenen, and in the 1960's when it moved to 
Canora, so too did Mike Is her tht he met his wife, Caroline 
Funk. 

Caroline Funk, the eldest daughter of Johann and Irene Funk, 
was bom September 18, 1944 in Rosthem, Saskatchewan. Carol 
has two brothers Roger and Brian and two sisters Blanche and 
Karen as well as brother, Wayne who died in infancy. She was 
raised in Waldheim, Saskatoon, and Yorkion. In 1963, Carol 
enrolled in the Canadian Armed Forces - Civilian Corps while she 
‘was living in Yorkton. She remained with the Civilian Corps, 
performing secretarial duties unil February 28, 1965 when she 
received her honorable Private's discharge. In 1964, Carol moved. 
to Canora to accept a job at Ray Young's Garage secretary and 
bookkeeper. In 1965, Carol became a secretary at Norway Motors 
in Canora 

Mike and Carol were maried on July 5, 1965 in Muenster, 
‘Saskatchewan. Together they had three children while residing in 
Canora: Katrina (uly 9, 1966), Wayne (July 29, 1967), and 
Gladys (une 17, 1969), before moving to Sturgis in 1971. In 
Sturgis, Mike continued to use his mechanical expertise when he 
Started employment in 1972 as a partsman for Wagar Farm. 
Equipment Ltd. where he worked until e retired in 1989. 

Mike and Carol both enjoyed children and would go on to have 
very large family Elaine (December 4, 1971), Martha

‘Communications and Information Specialist. She is involved in 
Toastmasters. 

Following graduation of a Regional Systems Engineering 
degree from the University of Regina, Flaine bas a Master in 
Regional Environmental Enginoering fom the University of 
Alberta, Flaine, who currenily lives in Edmonton, Alberta, is 
‘employed with Alberta Environmental Protection ~ Airand Water 
Approval Division while continuing to work on her Doctorate 
‘degree in engineering. 

Martha is a student at the University of Regina studying 
‘computer sciences. She also has an Administration Cenficate 
She is employed at DatwCom in Regina, « data processing 
division for loans 

Daniel has worked with A&S Transport He is currently 
‘employed, parttime, with the Crystal Lakes School Division asa 
‘maintenance helper and with Couatry Glas in Preeceville. He 
also does odd jobs, primazly of the maintenance and construction 
‘ype. 

“Andrew bas taken over the family business (begun by his older 
brothers) and cuts lawns and shovels snow, as well as other odd 
jobs, providing a valuable service to the elderly ofthe community 

Tune is enfolled as a student at the University of Regina, 
through the Parkland Regional College in Yorkton, inthe field of 
Social Work. She is also employed by the Assiniboine Valley 
Health District - Canora and Kamsack Child Action Plans as a 
Literacy Coordinator, She volunteers in Yorkton at Victim 
Services. 

Both Mike and Carol became actively involved in the Royal 
Canadian Legion in Sturgis. Mike held various offices, but 
pethaps most imporant, played a large role inthe Remembrance 
Day Ceremonies for several years, He distributed poppies and 
‘wreaths to schools and businesses, arranged for Remembrance 
Day contests in schools, and was instrumental in insuring that the 
Remembrance Day Ceremony’s laying of wreath ran smoothly 
and that each veteran was remembered with # wreath on their 
rave following each year’s ceremony. 

Mike enjoyed fishing and passed that love onta his sons. He 
‘was a founding member of the Squaw Lake (now Lady Lake 
Regional Park) rainbow trout stocking. In the 1970s, he would 
‘often make an early run -before work to Squaw Lake to check the 
nets that he and fellow members had dropped. After work, Mike, 
once again would make the drive to Squaw Lake to check the 
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nets, The rainbow trout that had been stocked were very plentiful 
and literally hundreds could be caught. Mike, inthe early years of 
the Squaw Lake Jamboree, was often found frying fish that had 
been caught in the lake, Mike was also actively involved in 
Sturgis’ July Ist Sports and Rodeo. At frst, as a member of the 
‘Sturgis Volunteer Fire Department and both the Stenen and the 
Sturgis Branches of the Saskatchewan Wildlife Federation, be 
‘worked in boots, but he soon became the person in charge ofthe 
‘West Gate. There he would spend the day inthe company of Car, 
‘Babiuk and the other volunteers, that they managed to convince 
to work, collecting entrance fees, 

(On March 6, 1994, Mike Wasylenchuk passed away atthe age 
cf 72, leaving only his brother Billo be the sole survivor ofthe 
met and Anna Wasylenchuk family that moved tothe Sturgis 
District. 

Carol, Mike's wife, continues to live in Sturgis with several of 
her children. For the past twenty years, she has run a day care 
from her home. As her own chien are nearly all grown, she 
continues to be the mother or "Auntie Carol” to numerous 
children in Sturgis. Caro is still a member of the Royal Canadian 
Legion Ladies" Auxiliary.

WEEKS, Guy and Matie Etta (Armstrong) 

Goy Philip Weeks was bor on April 14, 1874 t0 parents 
Johnson Fisher Weeks and Kate Roy at Livermore, Iowa. His 
mother died when he was three years old and his father when he 
‘was Seven, His grandparents Phocian and Margaret Weeks raised 
him and saw that he went to school. By the time he was fourteen, 
his grandparents had died and he was on his own. His uncle, Rob 
Roy, shared his bit of money with im, gave him an overcoat, 
‘ished him wel, and Guy was on his own, He left Livermore and 
‘became a sheep herder at Interior, South Dakota forthe Johnson 
brothers. On a visit home, he had the misfortune to have his ight 
arm so severely injured in a hunting accident that it was necessary 
to amputate it just above the elbow-This he took in his stride, 
Jeaming to write with his left hand and to be self-sufficient, He 
gradually moved westward, in hopes of improving his future, to 
what is now Kennebec, South Dakota. He worked as a cowboy 
‘eaking range horses 

Tt was there he met Mate Eta Armstrong, and they were 
married on July 4, 1902. Matie was bom on April 2, 1885 at 
Ridgeway, lowa. They began farming on his homestead in the 
area of the White River and the Rosebud Reservation, known, 
today as Kennebec 

Repeated crop failures, drought, and the cireulation of the 
advertisements ofthe opportunities to go homesteadig in Canada 
looked very atractve. Their neighbour, John Clark, had bought 
Jand inthe Tadmore area and returned to Kennebec with glowing 
accounts ofthe future. His eters continued to encourage them to 
‘come and sce for themselves. 

‘As aresult, Guy and his neighbor Charlie Buterfieldarived in 
Cano on July 1, 1908 and walked north to Ike and Bob 
Howard's farm, now owned by Ken Fraser. Bob drove them to 
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John Clark's farm. Guy bought the SW 1/4 Sec 28-33-4.W2nd 
from Antone Bartness. Charlie Butterfield bought the F and the 
SW 1/4 16-33-4-W2nd They left on July 4to return home where 
‘Guy sold bis farm for forty-five dolas an acre and had an auction 
sale 

‘The two families shipped some este, horses, and the essentials 
in te seter's car and left for Canada. Mrs. Butterfield and their 
family of five girls and one boy, and Mrs. Weeks with Emmett and 
Vera arrived in Canora in September. When they reached the 
farms, everything was frozen black. What a disappointment! 

With courage and hardwork, they persevered to build a new ie 
‘na new county, Roads were mere tals, breaking was dove with 
Dorses and plough, they lived in log homes and they hauled grain 
to Canora during the winter months. Tis farm is stil owned by 
the Weeks family. 

Mr. Weeks was a gardener, having a large garden which 
supplied all the vegetables for the family. Meat was salted and 
canned in sealers for summer use, Wild fruit provided the 
preserves, jams, and jellies. She spent many hours in hee flower 
garden. Ms, Weeks was one of the founders and a charter 
‘member on the Corofin Ladies Aid for forty-five years. They 
enjoyed the Corofin School card partes. Guy was a loyal 
supporter of the Saskatchewan Wheat Pool. In. 1952, they 
celebrated their Golden Wedding anniversary with family and 
fiends at Everret’s farm, In 1946, they had an auction sale and 
retired in Tadmore. Mr. Weeks passed away on May 21, 1959, 
‘Mas, Weeks then lived with her son Everrett until her death on 
1966, Both are buried in the Preeceville Cemetery. 
‘Their three children are Emmett, Vera, and Everret 





WEEKS, Emmett and Annie (Johnson) 

Emmett Wallace ‘was bom December 30,1902 at Lyman 
(Kennebec), Lyman County, South Dakota. He came to Canada 
with his parents Guy and Matie Weeks and siblings in 1908. They 
seited on a farm one mile north and two miles west of Tadmore, 
SK. 

Annie was bom on November 13, 1904 at Pilot Mound, Tosa, 
‘She came to Canada in 1910 with her parents James and Andina 
Johnson and siblings George, Johnny, Bertina and Nelle They 
rived at Canora and in 1912 the family moved to farm south 
of Sturgis, SK. The children attended Corofin School but were 
required to work at home in the busy seasons. In the spring and 
summer of 1923, they were hired hands tothe Goodrich family at 
Marengo. Then they all setled on their own farm at Crystal Lake, 

On April 16, 1923, Emmett Wallace Weekes and Annic 
Johnson were married by the Lutheran minister in Procceville, 
SK. 

Emmett and Annie had two children Beth Etta and Beryl 
Herbert. Their first years at Crystal Lake were happy times, 
however tying, Both worked hard. They grew most of the food. 
Aie sewed clothes out of materials she salvaged from worn-out 
<lothing, sold cream and butter and poultry, or traded eggs for 
_srooeties and other items that could not be grown, She also tended 
to the chores of milking and feeding the animals when Emmett 
retumed late from the Geld, bauling grain, sawing wood, of 
grinding feed grain for other farmers. Annie was an active 
‘community worker, wherever they lived. Occasionally, Emmet 
helped other farmers with doctring their sick animals, shoeing 








horses palling horse's teeth, dehorning cows, and castating pgs. 
He also ran the threshing machine to help other farmers. He later 
did custom swathing and combining in the neighbourhoods. 
Emmett was skilled at making and fixing things withthe use of 
his forge. The family moved several times to improve living 
conditions and finances. From Crystal Lake, they moved 10 
Hassan and then to Tadmore, In 1940, they had a farm sale and 
‘moved into Tadmore where Emmett operated a garage business 
for a year. After that, they lived on farms at Glenside and Zehner, 
SK-In 1950, they again had a farm sale and moved to manage the 
Red and White Store in Tadmore. Then they went back farming 
in 1951 to Abbotsford, BC and later moved to Richmond, BC and 
in May 1960 to Nanaimo, BC on Vancouver Istand. Emmett died 
‘on December 10, 1969. Annie died on October 8, 198: 

‘Beth was bom on November 15, 1925, She atended Coron 
School for Grades One to Five, Tadmore School for Graces Six to 
Nine and completed high school at Glenside High School. In 
1943-44, she tended Normal School in Moose Jaw and began 
teaching in September 1944, On May 6, 1947, se married Allan 
Reid Lewis. When ther son Ossen Reid was born (May 4 1949), 
Beth quit teaching until September 1953. She resumed teaching 
in Regina and in September 1967 moved to Nanaimo, BC where 
she tauight primary classes unt her retirement in June 1986, Beth 
passed away on April 1999. Owen has two daughters and resides 
in Calgary 

‘Beryl Weeks was born on April 17, 1927. He attended Corofin 
‘Schoo! for Grades One to Thre, Tadmore School for Grades Four 
to six and then went to Glenside School. He helped his dad with 
farming. On July 31, 1948, Beryl married Agnes Elizabeth 
Bardutz. They had two children Cheryl Geraldine and Garry 
Wallace. Cheryl mamted Peter Geissler on June 26, 1971, they 
have two daughters and a son, They reside in Abbotsford, BC. 
Gary married Wendy St. Jean on August 23, 1980, and they have 
two daughters aad a son. They iv in Victoria, BC. 














WEEKS, Everritt and Anna (Hurford) 

Everett Leonard was born in a log house on the former Sam 
[Nesbit farm NW 1/4 See 28-33-4 on June 14, 1912 to Guy and 
Matic Weeks. In 1914, dhe Family retumed to the original SW 1/4 
See 28 because it had a good water supply. This, too, had a log 
house. Everret received his education at Corfin School. He then 
joined his parents inthe fanning operation spending time working 
the land, hating wood, and looking after the livestock, trying to 
‘seek outa living during the Depresion 

‘On September 29, 1938, Everret maried Anna Hurford. They 
built @ mud-plasered log house and started farming on the N'A 
See 26. They had four Jersey cows, a gift from Mother and Dad 
‘Weeks, a pig from Emmett and Annie Weeks, and three horses. 
‘They traded a house in Tadmore for some eatle and horses. The 
crop dried out, s0 they had to depend on cream cheques to buy 
groceries, When World War II broke out, there was a shoriage of 
teachers, so Anna went back teaching, Sbe taught at various 
Schools in the surrounding area before retiring in 1973. In July 
1949, they bought NE.1/4 Sec 4 and the NE 1/4 Sec 3-34 from 
JLA. MeCture, This also came with a Tog house; thus, fr forty 
‘even years Everret's homes had been log houses. However, in 
1952 they bought the Dave Manin house and moved it tothe Farm. 
‘The machine shop was built on the foundation of the McClure 



































house, They then went into straight grain farming. Anna and 
Everett semi-retired in 1981 and moved into Sturgis. Everret 
continued 10 be involved inthe farming until poor health made it 
necessary to move him to the Gateway Lodge in Canora, He 
passed away in 1992. 

“Anna continued to be involved with teaching through the 
Community College for several years. She passed away on 
November 9, 1990

‘My Great-Grandfather Weikle (Fredrick Weikle) marred 
Barbara Alice Ginginger (from England) and they lived in 
‘Marshall, Minnesota. To this uaioa, five children were born 

Tarry Odellon Weikle (1868 - 1942); George Weikle (bom 
1870); Malcolm Weikle (born 1872); Anna Weikle (orn 1874); 
and Frank Welle (who was born in 1876 and who later married 
Elizabeth Gibney of Sturgis). 

Great Uncle Frank came 0 Sturgis around 1900 and 
homesteaded 20-34-4-W2nd, He owned a hardware store and 
later owned the Storgis Hote. 

My Grandpa Harry and Grandma Caroline Weikle and their 
daughter Blanche came to Sturgis in 1903. They stayed with 
Uncle Frank and Aunt Lizzy fora while, util they omesteaded 
20-34-4-W2, (where Alver and Angie Johnson now live.) 
Grandpa and Grandma raised a family of four 

Blanche Weikle (bor August 5, 1899, and deceased 1949) 
‘married Edmund Hem 1920,; 2) Jim Weikle (bom May 20, 
1905, marred Violet Anderson 1938.; 3) Dorothy Weikle (born 
October 8, 1907, and deceased 1981) matted Andrew Sodeeiuad 
(Gee Soderlund’s story); and Harvey Weikle (bom November 1, 
1909, and deceased 1983) mastied Hilda Tucker 1952. 

Grandpa HaryWeikle and others were interested in getting a 
School started. think, he was the frst chairman and WS. Rattay 
was secretary. The irs school was named Melrose School #2635 
‘and was built on the south of the Assiniboine River. The children 
‘on the north side were rowed across every day by boat. The 
crossing was close to Grandpa's gate on the south side, so when 
the children came, my mother Blanche and Uncle Jim would wall. 
the rest of the way to school with them. The teacher, Mrs. Gilbert, 
‘would row across to0 but decided to stay by the school ina tent. 
‘She had one of her pupils stay with her. The next school was built 
fn the north side of the Assiniboine and it was called Bandle 
School #2635, When this school bumt dovia, they built another 
‘where the present elementary school is now standing. Some years 
late, my grandparents home burt down. Grandpa went back to 
the States and Grandma came and lived with us until her pasing 
in 1933 














WETTERLUND, John and Beatha 
In 1907, atthe age of 4, John Wetterlund sailed from Sweden 
to the land that was simply referred to at that time as “America 
‘The son of a seagoing father, it seemed natural to be possessed 
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Weterund, Beata 


with wanderhst and curiosity and to explore opportunities in far 
away places. He disembarked in New York and proceeded to work 
his way westward. There were jobs available asa farm hand but 
the wages were less than those of a miner, so he signed on with a 
gold mining outfit in Colorado. Working underground did not 
‘appeal to him and with stories circulating about fre land to be 
had in Canada, he decided to head north to investigate the 
government land offers. In Winnipeg, be met with a fellow by the 
‘name of Henshaw who informed him that be had a homestead 
north of Yorkton and that there were homesteads available in that 
ares, Lured by the prospects of obtaining a homestead, be 
‘accompanied Henshaw to the NE-18-34-4-W2nd. With a fecling 
that he must be closet th end ofthe world and civilization after 
the long tip from Winnipeg be filed on SE-18-34-4-2nd, the 
only homestesd quarter available inthe immediate are. To Fulfil 
his homesteaders obligations, he stayed with and worked part 
time for Frank Weikle who ad fed on NW-18-34-4-W2nd 
Between seeding and harvest, he built a log shack on his 
homestead 

‘Canora was the closest rail town at that time, It was atleast a 
‘wo day event to make the trip to Canora and back with oxen, 
‘Sturgis did not exist at that time. Its interesting o note that Pat 
Carragher lived on the north side of the Assiniboine, just about 
where the SWP fertilizer shed now stand, the former Imperial 
Oil storage building. John worked at various seasonal jobs inthe 
area during the three years required to fulfil the residency 
requirements of homesteading 

During this time, he became acquainted with Mr. WS. 
Holbrook who had extensive land holdings in the immediate area 
‘and was looking for someone to cary on his farming operation. 
‘A partnership was formed and an extended farming operation 
launched. John then contacted his sister and brother-in-law, Maria, 
and Albin Johnson, who were residing in Chicago at that time, 
and they came to assist with the farming venture. Later in the fall 
of 1919, John retuned to Sweden leaving Albin and Maria 
Johnson in charge ofthe livestock. 

‘On April 3, 1920, he married Beatha Nilsson. He and hs bride 
‘immediately retumed to Canada and again took charge of the 
Holbrook Ranch (atl, hogs, horses and fr a short period, sheep 
were raised along with cereal crops, wheat, oals and barley). As 
time passed, Mr. Holbrook sold some parcels of land and 
eventually in 1935, he wished to dispose of the remaining 
holdings. He was unable to make a satisfactory agreement with 
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Holbrook. The partnership was disolved and the land sold to 
‘George Beatty of Yorkton. Buildings were erected on the site of 
his original homestead shack and his family moved therein the 
fall of 1935,

1 attended school in Sturgis and went to business college in 
Winnipeg in 1941. Tworked there fora few years and returned 19 
Sask, in 1944, The next two years were spent in Reserve, Sask, 
«employed by The Pas Lumber Company. Following this, I came 
back to Sturgis to become assistant to Wm L. MacNeill, 
secretary-treasurer of Sturgis School Unit No. 45 (position later 
held by Hany S. Nadurak) from 1946 to 1953, 

For the next seven years, I was in Onawa on the House of 
‘Commons sessional staf assigned to Mr A.M, Nicholson, MP for 
Mackenzie. In between sessions and after ty years on “The Hill 
T accepted term employment with various federal government 
departments in the capital. This lead to futher government 
‘employment in Forth Smith, N.W-T. from 1960 to 1970,

Betty was bom on June 10, 1922 in Port Glasgow, Scotland, 
‘Most of er growing up years were spent in Greenock, a town on 
the river Clyde.

Board. Beset by a desire to see more of the world and visit 
relatives, she left for Canada in March of 1958, Various kinds of 
employment led her across the country as far west as Vancouver 
with stops at Jasper, Edmonton, and Reging, before returning t0 
Yorkton where she became a dental assistant to Dr, Yahonitsk. 
Through a mutual acquaintance, Betty met Nek, who had a small 
cow-calf enterprise south of Sturgis with headquarters on his 
dad's homestead (SE1S-34-4-W2nd). Eventually Betty was 
Pursuaded that there was no life comparable to that of farming 
and on June 10, 1971, changed her name from Webster to 
Wertelund 

‘Acquistion of more pasture land led to an increase in the cow 
herd and the work load. A nephew, Elgin Amy, expressed an 
interest in the cattle business and in acquiring the home quate. 
In 1980, the SE18-34-4-W2nd was sold to Elin and Sally Amy. 
Betty and Nels moved a mile east where they along with the 
Amys continued the cow-calf operation, 

‘Beginning in the late fall of 1985, winters were spent in Sturgis 
and summers atthe farm, The hassle of spring and fll moving 
_radually discontinued, and at present, daly tips tothe farm keep 
them active and interested inthe business

‘We came to Sturgis in 1937 from the Yorkton district. We came 
because ur sister, Doris, had a hairdressing shop on main street 
in Swrgis. Also, the farming in the Yorkton area was poor, the 
‘weather too dry, and crops didn’t grow. 

‘Vern, the oldest brother, was also in Sturgis working for Jack 
Pollock on the farm. In 1939, Doris moved to Flin Flon and Vern 
moved there a bit ater. 

My brother Mervyn as well as my dad, mom and also moved 
to Flin Flon. Warren moved in 1943, 

Doris marred Park Kirkus in Flin Flon in 1939. Park, Vern and 
‘Mervyn all worked for the Hudson Bay Mining and Smelting 
‘Company. After the war, Mervyn and his wife moved to Alberta, 
and Gwen moved to Saskatoon, Doris and Park moved to Alberta 

‘ern passed away in 1988, Doris in 1982, Park Kirkus in 1980, 
and Mervyn in 1990. Warren maried Jean Coles of Fin Flon 
‘They have thre children: Marlon, Donna and Tana, They have 
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seven grandchildren and one great grandchild. Marion lives in 
‘Sexmith and the girls live in Flin Flon.

‘The Wiggins family of Sturgis included Margaret, her sons 
John, Arc and Walter, Walter's wif, also named Margaret, and 
‘Walter and Margaret's two daughters, Catherine and Louva, 

‘Margaret, the mother ofthe three brothers, was born Margaret 
Gillespie, the daughter of John and Jane Gillespie, in 1853. Her 
parents had emigrated to “the province of Canada” from County 
Donegal in Ireland in the exsly 1850's with their three oldest 
children. They had nine more children, Margaret being the frst 
bom in Canada, in what is now Grey County, Ontai. 

In 1871, atthe age of 18, Margaret married Thomas Wiggins. 
Inthe late 1860's he and his brother Wiliam had also immigrated 
to Canada from Ireland and also settle in what is now Ontario. 

‘Margaret and Thomas had fifteen children, ten boys and five 
girls. John Alexander, the second oldest, was bom in 18; 
David Arthur (known as At) born in 1880 was the seventh, and. 
‘Walter Ernest, born in 1891, was the second youngest. 

Thomas was a hard worker and provided quite well fr his large 
family, but in 1893, when he was in his early 40's he was Killed 
in a sawmill accident. Jobn was twenty at the time and bad 
already left home. He had worked for some time on a farm but 
hhad gone to westem Ontario, where he worked forthe CPR. and. 
eventually became a locomotive engineer. 

For several years, some ofthe older boys helped Margaret with 
the farming, butone by one they found other occupations and lef. 
In 1903, Margaret was forced to move from the farm with her four 
‘youngest children to nearby Owen Sound, where she operated a 
‘boarding house. Here Walter finished his schooling and, atthe age 
of 14, went to work in a stove factory 

T1905, Art, then 25, was working at Armstrong's sawnaill at 
“Markdale, Ontario when he was sent to Saskatchewan to look 
afer land belonging to the Armstrong brothers near Strongfild, 
‘near what is now Gardiner Dam. Since three otber Armstrong 
employees joined Art and they all needed a housekeeper. So in 
1906, a the age of 53, Margaret made the tip west by tain, with 
her two youngest children, fifteen year old Walter and thirteen 
year old Edgar 
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A variety of jobs followed for Walter, mostly as farm help. In 
1912, he completed a course in bookkeeping and in 1914, he 
joined the army, going overseas to England in 1915 withthe Fort 
Gary Horse. He was in France by January 1916. Tis brother 
John also joined the army and served overseas. 

Several yeas before Margaret's trip west, her two brothers, 
John and Jim Gillespie and their sister Sarah and Sarah’s husband, 
Robert Anderson, had taken up homesteads in the Buchanan 
district, but in 1908, Jim decided he dida't like the west and 
returned to Ontario, Margaret was persuaded to take over his 
claim and moved to Buchanan, taking Walter and Edgar with her 
and leaving Art alone in Strongfield 

‘They moved to Buchanan in te fall, and the first winter was a 
tough one. Margaret did some practical nursing and midwifery, 
‘and withthe help of frends and relatives, they managed, The 
following summer her sister Sarah ded, Margaret then kept house 
{or Sarah's husband, Rober. 

In 1919, brothers Walter and John returning from overseas, 
teamed upto farm together. They visited Sturgis where many of 
{heir friends and relatives were living and decided to sete thee. 
‘They bought a half section of land five and a half miles northeast, 
cof Sturgis, owned by Bert McClure. That winter John worked for 
the livery bam in Sturgis and Walter was hired by Jobo 
‘Wetterlund, and in the spring of 1920, the brothers took up 
farming, 

‘At the time, Art was working at Radisson, and his mother was 
keeping house for him there. Arrangements were made for 
Margaret to move to Sturgis to keep house onthe farm there, and 
outa yea later, Art also joined them, 

In 1927, Walter martied Margaret Bell and they moved tothe 
nearby Andy Peterson farm, where Walter worked for wages, 
leaving Art and John and their mother on the former McClure 
place, The latter three later moved off the farm into the town of 
Sturgis. Both Art and John seeved as town cop at one time of 
another 

Margaret Ross Bell had been born in the country of Berwick, 
Scotland, in December 1899, the youngest ina family of six. Her 
father was ap itinerant peddlee with a one-horse wagon from 
Which he sold clothing. He died when Margaret was eight years 
‘ld, and two yeas later, her mother also died, leaving ten year old 
Margaret, an orphan. She was pot in an ophanage 

Tn 1912, she was sent to Canada with a group of orphans 
(home children”) and placed on a farm in Ontario as an 
indentured servant. At the age of 14, she came west to work for 
brothers, Charlie and Bill Bell, who had takes up Farming in Sask 
‘She also had an aunt, her mother’ sister, and an uncle, Mary and 
Jack Johnston, living in Tadmore. Her cousin, Isobel, who had 
‘married Walter's cousin Edgar Gillespie, lived at Soups and itis 
[ikely through them, that Walter and Margaret met 

Among Walter's close neighbours on the farm at Sturgis was 
the original group of radicals st Sturgis. Looking for answers to 
the economic and socal trauma of the time and influenced by 
their thinking, Walter joined with them in the first agricultural 
club ofthe newly established Communist Party of Canada. The 
fist tasks the Sturgis club undertook were the building of the 
‘wheat pool and support forthe farm union. The militant farm 
newspaper The Furrow. They later helped initiate the Farmers 
Unity League. Walter went on to be a leading communist in

‘Saskatchewan until 1952, when he and his wife Margaret moved 
to Vancouver. 

Walter was active in other organizations also, and in 1928 he 
became a director of the United Farmers of Canada. Then in 
February 1931, he and Margaret moved to Saskatoon with their 
two daughters, Louva and Catherine. ‘The Walter became 
‘organizer of the Farmers Unity League, a position he held for 
thre years. The League greatly influenced the course of struggle 
and development of the dynamic farm movement of the thirties 
‘which wrote epic pages in the struggle to save the family farm, for 
relief and for a moratorium on farm debts. The threat of fascism 
Joomed in Germany, andthe League conducted anti-war activity 
it helped organize branches of the Canadian Labor Defense 
League, and it supported the On-to-Onawa tek of the 
unemployed in 1935, 

From Saskatoon, in 1984, Walter and Margaret and their family 
‘moved to Winnipeg, and then to Reina in 1937. In 1940, during 
the war, they moved back to Sturgis for three years, where Walter 
‘worked at odd jobs on farms near the town and in the hardware 

‘Walter's mother Margaret died during this time in 1941 at the 
age of 88. Art died in 1955 atthe age of 75. John died in Sturgis 
in 1945 at the age of 72 

‘Walter and Margaret returned to Regina in 1943, where Walter 
‘was able to get work a a bookkeeper. Margaret was employed as 
a glass washer atthe Hotel Saskatchewan, which was owned by 
the CPR. and where she became a member of the Canadian 
[Brotherhood of Railway, Transportation and General Workers 
Union 

11952, they moved to Vancouver, where Margaret and Walter 
were caretakers atthe Peretz Institute for a number of yeas. By 
that ime, their two daughters were maried ~ Catherine to Felix 
Fischer of Regina and Louva to Dan Serheniuk, also of Sturgis. 
At the time the later had left Sturgis for Langley, B.C. Walter 
‘continued his interest in political affairs and did a lot of wating, 
particularly with regard to agriculture. 

‘Walter die in Vancouver in 1972, just before his 80th binhday, 
and Margaret died in Vancouver in Tuly 1975, Even though they 
had lived in Sturgis relatively small portion oftheir lives, they 
always considered Sturgis their “home town’

Alex Winnichyn was bom inthe farming village of Billowench, 
Buchach, Wester Ukraine to Fred and Christina Winichyn 

“Mary Sydor was bom to Metro and Nellie Sydor of Ossewee, 
Buchac, Western Ukraine. 

They both can tell many stories of hardship, horor and hunger 
bring the Fist World War as the “font” passed through their 
villages. Alex, although quite young, took part in the war as a 
soldier and was wounded, Both Mary and Alex lost thei fathers 
to the war 

‘After the war ended and life began to ret to normal, times 
were better again, Alex and Mary reminisce that this period of 
their lives isthe happiest. 

‘On July 16, 1929, Alex and Mary were married and as was the 
custom, festivities lasted for three days. Soon after they were 
‘married, Alex decided to go to Canada. March, 1930 found them, 
along with many others, on their way. Many tears were shed as 
family and fiends were left behind. They travelled by train fom 
their village to Danzig, Poland. There, they were examined for 
diseases and then boarded a small ship for London, England. In 
London they were thoroughly examined by health inspectors 
again and then boarded a large ship, the $S. Montrose. Uni thea 
there was no sign of seasickness, but after they eft London many 
‘were sick, including Mary. She spent most of the voyage in bed 
Alex enjoyed the trp except for the storm that almost sank the 
ship. They were all issued life jackets, but thanks to the good 
Lord, they did not have to use them. 

‘They arrived in Halifax, Canada, in April of 1930, They bought 
food for the journey west and boarded a train to Winnipeg. All 
‘doors on the train were locked, This they thought most odd, When 
the train stopped in Winnipeg, they spent the night in the 
immigration bazracks. The next day they were on their way to 
Alberta: the doors were locked again. Five families paid = 
condictort le them out at Sho, Saskatchewan. Alex and Mary 
were one of the five families o leave the train. From Sheho, they 
took a tan t Fosston, Saskatchewan, from there Nykoda (Nick) 
Lipka drove them to Kelvington, Saskatchewan. They stayed 
‘veright and took the train to Stenen, Saskatchewan as Alex had 
relations living there. Alex's uncle, Alex Lytvinka, took them to 
his place, Alex went immediatly to Churchill to work for the 
‘CNR. Mary stayed at Lytvink’s for awhile and then weat to stay 
with Peter and Stella Nedilenka. Alex worked in Churchill until 
workers were laid off beeause ofthe depression, Then the Wi, 
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Polons and the Lytvinkas rented a house on a farm; Alex worked 
‘on a railway and “scrubbed brush’ for a living. After that, they 
rented a house close to Stenen in the Manannah District and lived 
there until 1938, 

In 1938, they heard through a friend — of land forsale at Nora, 
Saskatchewan and bought a quarter - N.W. 25.39-14 W2 - from 
Joe Rondeau for nine hundred dollars; four acres were broke and 
the rest was thick bush. The house was small and made of logs. 
Mary spent many hours plastering cracks with lay, but it seemed 
like castle as it was the first house they owned since they had 
come to Canada, 

‘As years went by, many hardships were endured as land had to 
be cleared, and atthe same time Alex had to find work to make 
_money tobe able to buy things forthe family and the farm, 

Mary and Alex rocall one summer when they went with horses 
and a hayrack to get hay from field about @ mile from home. 
‘When they arsived at the fel, they could se dark cloud banking, 
inthe west. They hutiedly forked on the hay, and when the rack. 
‘was about half loaded, they decided to go back tothe yard asthe 
clouds were nearly upon them and because they had left the 
childen alone. On the way home it began to bal large histones, 
By the time they arrived home, Mary said that she could not 
breathe anymore, The lilstones had pounded her back so hard 
that she had difficulty getting ber breath. She thought she was 
ying. That was the frst summer that they had enough sores 
cleared to have a feld of wheat. It was a beautiful crop! They 
‘were planning to eut it the next day but after the storm, there was 
nothing left o cut. The hailstones took care of a brood of chicks 
tha a clucking ben had hatched, windows were broken, and very 
litle remained of the garden, Mary says she can still smell the 
onions, rotting inthe sun 

Another frightening and painful experience that May recall is 
when the curtains caught fire and she toe them from the curtain 
‘od and wrapped them around to smother the fie before it started 
‘on the many layers of wallpaper. She extinguished the fire but 
sutfered for many weeks because of the bad burns on her hands. 

The winters were spent cuting cordwood and hauling it to 
Nora and Rose Valley. It was quite © chore at that time as Mary 
had to help Alex with the wood cuting and also look after a small 
family. As years went by, times improved and they bought thir 
frst actor in 1941 ~ an Oliver Hart Pat. The following yea, he 
bought threshing machine and threshed for farmers in the 
‘community for several yeas. In 1943, Alex bought his fist car, a 
second-hand Chev, which was a big step up from the horse and 
bugay 

om then on more land was purchased and finally in 1953 they 
‘built thei first new home on the $.W, 25.39.14 W2, formerly 
‘owned by Clarence Sjoberg, to where they moved the following

James Wotherspoon, born in Guelph, Ontario on March 25, 
1876, was the fist Canadian-bor member of a family of nine 





children, His father, John Wotherspoon, bom in Abernathy 
Perthshire, Scotland in 1842, was a weaver and shipbuilder, who 
immigrated to New York and later to Philadelphia when the 
United States needed skilled and experienced shipbuilder in the 
1860's. His mother, Margaret Brough, born in Abernathy. 
Scotland in 1852, immigrated to Philadelphia in 1872, where she 
married John Wotherspoon. The family moved to Canada in 1878, 
ttaveling from South to Stokes Bay, Bruce Peninsula and settling 
‘on Bush Lot 22 WBR at Miller Lake in Ontario, where John 
cleared the land to farm and Margaret became known as a mid 
wife and practical nurs. John and Margaret also operated the fist 
Post office at Miller Lake, managing it for nineteen years until 
they moved west 

Florence, bor on March 25, 1887 to Richard Thomas and Olive 
Smith, who immigrated from Kent, England to Toronto, was the 
first but not the last of the Canadian-bom family members, 
Florence’ father, Richard, made shoes for some of the Toronto 
lite and her mother, Olive, was a schoolteacher When Olive died, 
Richard set up the older family members with a shop in Toronto, 
adopted out the younger ones, and then moved back to England, 
Florence was adopted by Henry and Ann Invin, who were moving 
West to the Yorkion area of Assinibia, North West Testis, 
Living in the Yorkton area se atended Orkney School 

James (Jim) frst ventured West on harvest excursions when 
hard-working young Easterners came to eam money and t help 
‘Westerners with the harvest For a time, he worked on railroad 
construction in Manitoba. It was at Ethelbert, Manitoba that be 
boarded withthe Mills' family who later moved to Stenen, On 
August 3, 1903, Jim filed for a homestead SE 10 - 26 - 5 - W2 
(West of Yorkton). Meeting Florence (Smith) Irwin in the 
‘Yorkton area, he and Florence were married in Yorkton on June 
1, 1908. They resided on Jim's homestead seven miles west of 
‘Yorkton in the Orkney district. Since Jim always liked pranes, 
Florence sad that when she married Jim the yard was paved with 
prune stones. 

At Yorkion, they had three sons: Joh Elvin, Lindsay Allen, and 
William Leslie. Since James and Florence did not live close to a 
school where their sons ould have access fo an education, James 
‘made a deal with an unele who owned lan at Hyas (land that was 
very close oa schoo!) Thus, in 1915 the family moved to a half- 
section of land (NW quarter and SW quarter of Section 8) directly 
north of the village of Hyas. It was on the SW quarter bordering 
the village thatthe family chose to build a house, a barn, and other 
buildings. A carioad of lumber was shipped in from British 
Columbia to build the house and barn. Since Elvin was crippied, 
the house was bil large enough to give him room to move about 
‘A100 foot barn was built to shelter the livestock, James also built 
«small building completely of stone ~ from the doorway down, 
the stairs, on al sides, ceiling, and floor. The exterior was logs, 
This small building was handy for keeping foods ~ such as butter 
or cream ~ coo! in the summer, Another interesting building, a 
sanary, was purchased from a Mr. Leonhard it was an ol, log 
structure with an inside ceiling of oak, 

The Wotherspoon home in Hyas was always open to all and 
used as a community centre. Jim and Florence retired to Sturgis 
in 1949, where together they celebrated their 50th and 55th 
wedding anniversaries and came only a few months shor of their 
60th, Florence said that she enjoyed hee time in Sturgis more than 




















any other time of her life, After Jim died in 1967, Florence 
continued to live in Sturgis until August of 1977 when she sold 
thet house in Sturgis and went to live with her daughter Margaret 
in Saskatoon, where most of her activity involved leer writing 
nd the production of a number of crocheted afghans to present as 
gifts, There she also made many new friends as easily as she 
always made friends in any district in which she lived. But she 
still made extended visits to the homes of her two sons at Swan 
River, Manitoba as well as fiends in the Hyas - Stenen - Sturgis 
areas. John Davis remembers Florence and her daughter Margaret 
stopping to vist his father Pred and mother Lena but specifically 
to ask him to be a pallbearr at her funeral 

‘Whether living in Hyas or in Sturgis, both worked hard forthe 
‘church, the school, the cooperative movement, the Saskatchewan 
‘Wheat Pool, the CCF movement, the horticultural society ~ for 
anything they considered important in making the world better, 
Since Jim and Florence shared the same birthday (March 25) with 
the same zodiac sign, you might expect them to be alike. They 
were both conscientious, hard - working people whose main 
cconcems were the welfare of their family, their church and the 
society in which they lived. There the Hkeness ended 

‘With James Wotherspoon, work always came first, ‘Then be 
‘might find time for reading, solitaire, cribbage, or whist. He could 
play the harmonica and also enjoyed singing hymns or some of 
the songs he had leamed a way back when. The bed time stories 
that he told were not of Peter Rabbit or such other fantasy; they 
were more the hair-raising realty such as the family in Bruce 
Coury in Ontario (where he was raised) who kept ratlesnakes to 
scare the law officers when they came to investigate, Whether he 
had taining for something or whether he didn’t, he did what 
necessity demanded, and he did it well 

Florence Wotherspoon was widely known and loved for her 
support ~ both personal and financial ~ of many local projects 
involving children and adults alike. That Florence loved and 
enjoyed people is definitely an understatement! Her hospitality 
was proverbial, her home providing food and rest to travelling 
preachers in the pioneering days, a storage room fo the Sturgis 
CCamival throne and govin/capes for the queen/princesses, and a 
‘dressing room for said “Royalty” and for children involved inthe 
‘Sturgis Toe Carnivals ofthe 1950's and 60's. She worked tirelessly 
tomake the horticulture clubs at both Hyas and Sturgis a success. 
In Sturgis, she was also actively involved in the church, the 
‘Sunday School, the Ladies’ Aid, the school, the senior citizens? 
lub, and the like, 

‘Many will remember Florence's skills as poet and writer, 
historian, a public speaker, and a lete writer, From her creative 
and humorous mind, words flowed freely and effortlessly as well 
4s smoothly and clearly. Se preferred to call her poetry shyme — 
‘ot poetry. Often she was asked to write a tribute tothe puest of 
honour a a birthday, anniversary, shower, or Farewell Such was 
the case when daughter Margaret, son-in-law Joe, and Florence 
‘motored from Saskatoon for the day to attend the SOth Wedel 
Anniversary Garden Party for Fred and Lena Davis; Florence 
shared an entertaining ehyme depicting 5O years in the life of Fred 
snd Lena, On the occasion of the Galbraith’ farewell, Florence 
remembered that May Galbraith wasnt too anxious for people to 
know that the Galbraith name was listed in THE BLUE BOOK, 
Which named the important people of Canada. So, Florence didn't 
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mention THE BLUE BOOK but wrote her rhyme so that each line 
started with one of the letters. The fist letter in each lin of the 
rhyme spelt ou the ttle THE BLUE BOOK trom top to bottom, 
did not stop at rhymes. She considered writing 
leters the next thing to magic. She could sit down and vist 
anyone, anywhere, at anytime. But again her writing di not stop 
at letters, For years she was the Hyas correspondent for the 
Yorkton Enterprise, She also wrote a series of articles on the 
istry of Hyas forthe Sturgis paper, The North Star Review. At 
‘ne time she was offered a column in one ofthe more prestigious 
‘magazines (For pay! but tumed it down because the philosophy 
ofthe magazine did not match that of the Wotherspoons. Much of 
har eye witness historical writings are in the Public Archives and 
Alistict records. A keen memory tothe very lst she was a source 
of information for persons engaged in researching local histories. 

With a twinkle in her eyes, @ hint of mischievousness in her 
smile, and feet ready to take fightin a jig or sprightly dance, 
Florence was entertainer par excellence. She delighted audiences 
‘with recitations of her beloved Bobby Bums and Robert Service. 
Ala forthe dramatic would motivate her “to dress up” and get 
‘on a Moat just to help make the parade, One year she went across 
the steet (0 the Composite School in costume to tell fortunes at 
their school Halloween Party. At Hyas, she was a character inthe 
Play “My Wild Irish Rose”, She enjoyed whistling, and many will 
fondly remember her whisting “The Mocking Bird". Most 
people can't keep a straight face long enough to whistle, but she 
‘could, What a talented whistler she was! 

James and Florence Wotherspoon were blessed with five 
children: John Elvin (1909), Lindsay Alen (1910), William, 
Leslie (1912), Ermest Albert Lens (1917), and Margaret Alice 
(1925) 

James Wotherspoon died at Preeceville Hospital on October 6, 
1967 atthe age of 91, He was buried in the family plot in Senen 
Cemetery. Florence Smith (lrwin) Wotherspoon died in 
Saskatoon City Hospital on August 5, 1984 atthe age of 97. The 
funeral service was held in Sturgis at Grace United Church on 
‘Thursday, August 9, 1984 at 2:00 pam. with Reverend Miles 
Russell officiating. In eulogizing Florence, Pat Armstrong said, 
“Among the organizations that will sorely miss her support are 
Grace United Church, the Sturgis Horticultural Society, and the 
READ. Club Those who will miss her cheery leters are 
‘numberless. Florence Wotherspoon — an entertaining raconteur, 
‘woman with a clear, charitable mind, anda willing hand, a good 
fiend and neighbour: "We shall not se he ike agai’ "Interment

WOTHERSPOON, John Elvin 

John Elvin was bom at Yorkton March 27, 1909. 
‘Unfortunately, at age five he contracted infantile paralysis (poli). 
He was very clever, played the piano, and seemed to inspire those 
‘around him, Miss Bates, his teacher, gave him her set of Books of 
‘Knowledge, saying that he made better use of them than anyone 
else had. His brothers Lindsay and Bill said itwas John Elvin they 
‘went o for elp, encouragement, and guidance. 

‘On April 5, 1922, atthe age of thirteen, he died of influenza, He 
‘was buried in the family plot in the Stenen Cemetery. 








WOTHERSPOON, Lindsay Allen 
Bom in Yorkton on October 13, 1910, Lindsay Allen moved 
from Yorkton to Hyas with his mother, father, and olde brother 
John Elvin in 1915. He called Hyas home until he went o Yorkton 
to complete his secondary schoo! taining. 

Starting in 1935 with brother Bill as parner, he farmed, did 
custom trucking, and construction work in the Hyas area. Hyas 
was basically home even though he spent time in Ontario and 
Bish Columbia, 

Inthe late 1950's, he moved tothe Swan River Valley where he 
was a member ofthe Woody River Coop Farm. Late, he and his 
‘brother in-law Roy Hutchinson farmed in partnership, 

‘On November 19, 1966, Lindsay married Ida. Gwendolyn 
Hutchinson atthe Wotherspoon home at Sturgis with Reverend 
Ray Heffelfinger officiating. Ia, who was born October 7, 1917, 
came from Runnymede, Saskatchewan, She served in the RCAF 
during World War IL. Ida is @ quiet, capable, and even-tempered 
lady. When there is work to do, she seems to get hers done frst 
and is then ready to help anyone ese. 

When sister Margaret's husband Roy Hutchinson died in 1967, 
Margaret officially became Lindsay's farming partner. When the

WOTHERSPOON, William Lest 

William Leslie was the third son born to James and Florence 
‘Wotherspoon at Yorkton on February 24, 1912. He moved with 
the family to Hyas in 1915, 

Because ofthe depression, Bill left school when he completed 
Grade 8. He furthered his staies by taking night school and other 
special classes. Above all, he read, travelled, and observed. He 
thus acquired a beter education than that obtained by some who 
‘went onto attend school without applying themselves. 

orm 1929 untl his death in 1992, Bill kept a diary. Since it 
places events in their proper ime frame, reading the dary brings 
back many memories. Even though Parkinson's disease distorted 
his wating in the last few years of his life, his message is usually 
there, 

Since farming was often more a way of life than a source of 
income, Bill supplemented that farm income by custom trucking 
or other work. He was the caretaker forthe town hall and the 
skating rink in Hyas. He also spent time as @ tucker and in 
construction in Quebec and Ontario. 

In 1951, Bll married Alice Deshowsoff, who at that ime was 
teaching Grades 1 to 4 at Stenen School. Alice orginally came 
from the Canora area. After theit mariage, they lived on the 
Wotherspoon farm at Hyas, where Alice continued to teach 
Grades Ito 4 but now at Hyas School, and Bill continued to farm 
‘When Alice retired from teaching, they sod the farm to Laverne 
‘Yagelniski and moved o the town of Swan River, Manitoba 

‘Alice was a quiet, hard-working, and capable individual. She 
used her Knowledge and bookkeeping skills for commonity 
‘organizations such as the Horticultural Society, the Senior 
(Citizens, and the United Chureh Women. Until the last she was 














always hostess in he ovn home, Even from her hospital bed, sbe 
planned how Bill could entertain visitors. 

‘Alice die from cancer on September 26, 986. Bll died from 
cancer on August 25, 1992. Both are buried in the Swan River 
Cemerery. 


WOTHERSPOON, Emnest Albert Lens 
Emest Albert Lens was the fourth son born to James and 
Florence Wotherspoon, He was bor at Hyas, on June 25, 19 
He attended Hyas School for his formal education. After this, 
the worked at various jobs — farmvork, construction, and 
shipbuilding at Montreal, Hagersville, Toronto, and Vancouver. 

Ta Vancouver, he maried Phils Lewis Brovn, a widow with 
‘wo sons Ross and Ken, whom Erie adopted. Philis and Emie 
‘were blessed with a daughter Pati 

Tn 1945, Emie and Phils returned tothe praities. After a short 
time at Hyas, Emie opersted elevators and bought grain at a 
number of Albers towns: Juaniata, Vermillion, and Struan. He 
then worked in the cil business at Calgary, Warburg, and 
‘Cochrane. Afer he retied, he and Philis moved to Millet, Alberta 
Where their daughter Patricia lived 

Pils, who was bom August 10, 1918, was orginally from 
Virden, Manitoba, She loved music. A’ skilled and capable 
handicraftsman, she enjoyed sewing, crocheting, kiting, and 
liquid embroidery. A quilt she made for Jim and Florence 
Wotherspoon (he father-in-law and her mother-in-law) had the 
names of all their nieces and nephews embroidered on it — no 
‘mean task! After hard-fought and courageous bate with cancer, 
Phils died August 26, 1986.

Margaret Alice, the only daughter and youngest child of Jim 
nd Florence Wotherspoon, vas bor onthe family farm home on 
April 25, 1925, Margaret got there before Dr. Green, who was 
called to deliver her. 

Margaret considers herself lucky because she had thee older 
brothers. In the bamyard, they put upa high swing and made her 
‘a mery-go-ound. A memy-go-round? The base was a flat 109 
post 78 inches in diameter topped with a2” x 10” board. At first 
‘lance it resembled atecter-toter, but the board was not meant to 
teeter, Instead that board was held to the post by a metal peg In 


that way the board would rotate and the riders went around the 
post. With someone to spin it the riders experienced quite a thal 

“Margaret attended Hyas School in the Hyas School Distict 
#3173. At that time Hyas was notin the Sturgis School Unit, and 
the school inspectors came from Kamsack. Fortunately, she was 
able to take Grades 1-11 at the same school Se remembers that 
there wasn’t an unlimited supply of equipment. There were wo 
‘swings. There was one football which wasn't replaced every yea. 
Everyone wed itto play soccer. The same ball was used for dodge 
ball. The one alloted softball a year didn’t really last, so the 
pupils took tums at taking it ome to resi it forthe moerow. 
‘Other school games didn't require equipment. Those included 
Hide-and-Seek, Hit-the-Can, Prisoners’ Base, Pom-Pom-Pull 
Away, Fox and Geese, Last Couple Out, Upset the Frit Basket, 
and, of course, Tag. Margaret took ber Grade 12 at Yorkton 
‘Collegiate. She also attended Saskatoon Normal School and the 
University of Saskatchewan, where she received a Bachelor of 
Education degree 

‘Other pastimes not really approved by teachers Miss Helen 
Lubiniecke or Mr. Willard L. Rongve were rafting on the slough 
inthe back comer of the schoolyard and drowning gophers. The 
latter provided a source of income for those who succeeded in 
getting the gopher tal 

Ta 1944, Me. John Telford and Mr. Harry Naduriak took 
“Margaret 9 Kamsack to work inthe CCF committee room. (Dan 
Daniels from Canora was the candidate). Both left her with 
insructions to call Roy Hutchinson if there was anything else she 
needed help with, When she phoned his home, his mother said he 
‘was on his way to town and when he called home, she would 
instruct him to go tothe committee room, The first thing he said 
to Margaret. when he walked in was, "My name is Roy 
Hutchinson. Did you want me?" 

Six years later, after a whirlwind romance, Roy chartered a 
plane from Kamsack to Sturgis. The reason? To deliver a diamond. 
ring to Margaret Wotherspoon, Roy and Margaret were marred at 
‘Stenen United Church (Wilson Memorial United Church) on 
“August 23, 1950 with Reverend Don Wilson officiating 

Roy was capable of doing well in whatever he undertook — 
whether it was chairing a meeting, helping coach Margaret's 
ppils for track events, carpenty, stwecoing, or just plain hard 
‘work. He would not ask anyone to do what he himself could not 
‘or would not do, One winter when Margaret was taking. a 
University course by correspondence, the road blew in when the 
assignment was due to be mulled. Roy delivered it to the post 
office (nine miles) on his homemade skis. Roy died of lympho 
sarcoma in Regina General Hospital on March 31, 1967 

In 1975, Margaret martied Joe Cooper, another redred teacher 
whose teaching experience totalled thirty-eight years. Joe was & 
fine gardener, After testing ber gardening theories against his, 
Margaret arived at the conclusion that Joe knew what he was 
oing.

Frederick Wiliam Wright (Jan. 25, 1858-Jan.4, 1928) and 
Emily Adeline (Chaston) Wright (Nov. 17, 1863-May 30, 1905) 
‘came to Canada from England in early 1892. With them were 
their children, daughter Elsie Emily Adeline (Sept. 18, 1885 

(Gct2, 1970) and son Vietor Charles (Apr. 25, 1887-Fan, 25, 
1976). Upon their arrival they stayed in the immigration sheds in 
Saltcouts, NWT, where a second daughter, Winnifred Elizabeth 
Gass was born on April 26, 1892. 

A third daughter, Helen (Nell) was born in November, 1897, 
When she was eleven years olf she suffered an attack of 
appendicitis. Her father went by horseback to Yorkton for the 
doctor but he Was unable o save her. She is buried in the Yorkton 
City Cemetery beside her mother: 

‘Mach of this history is gleaned ftom the diaries kept by my 
srandfather, Frederick Wright 

From England, the Wright's brought a herd of pedigreed black 
Galloway cattle and a small flock of sheep. They lived in the 
Saltcoats area at Stoney Creek looking afer thei stock for five 
years. In 1897, Grandpa decided to move further north to find 
‘more suitable ranching county. They pased through Yorkton and 
thyough land which would later be called the Canora dstct, past 
Devil's Lake (now Good Spirit), and Fulton’s Flats. They 
proceeded further north to land situated about six miles northwest 
of the present town of Sturgis. There Frederick Wright founded 
‘Astwood Ranch between a “ice small river (Lillian) with afaisly 
large hay meadow and a small creek running on the other sie’ 
(On the beach of land between the two steams, he built large log 
‘house with a sod roof which our mother said would drip for days 
after rain. Numerous log stables, sheds and rail pens for the 
livestock were built with the help of his son Victor and the young. 
‘mea looking for land in the new country and needing a place © 
stay. People traveling log distances or passing through were able 
to have their team of horses stabled and fed, and as well have 
supper, bed andl breakfast for themselves for 0 cent. That was in 
1909. 

Astwood Post Office, 1906-1929 which was one ofthe frst in 
the area was in the Wright home so they met all the ealy sees 
Frederick was also Game Warden and a Justice of the Peace (JP) 
so handled legal matters as required. 

One of the early mail carriers was Wm. (Billy) Simpson who 
brought the mail by horseback from Yorkton. Another mail cartier 
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‘was Charlie Carragher. They had to cross both the White Sand 
and Assiniboine Rives which were wild and dangerous when in 
{all spring flood. Wm. (Bill) Simpson later took up land nearby 

Grandpa said when out checking his cattle on horseback, the 
only other white maa he saw was Marshall Reynolds who was 
‘camped on the shore of Loch Lomond. 

Grandma Wright died suddenly in May, 1905 while Winnifred 
‘was attending school in Yorkton. Sbe is buried in Yorkton City 
Cemetery. 

Elsie maried Thomas Robinson in 1908, and moved to the 
Rain Bar Ranch, near Loch Lomond, where they raised cate and 
farmed. On July 27, 1909, a daughter Elsie Emily Winniffed was 
bom, 

Victor lived at Astwood until 1908. 
Histor), 

In 1911 Winnifted moved to Victor's home when her dad 
remarried. On November 18, 1912, Winnffed and Oscar Martin 
(Olson were martied. (See Osear Martin Olson Histor). 

Grandpa Wright and Alice Adelaide Mills (Oct, 1883-Mar. 
1974) of England were marred uly 3, 1911. They lived in the old 
log house until the spring of 1912 when Grandpa’ diary tell ws 
that “Fim Badcock made the foundation forms on May 30th for 
the new house”, The stoned walls of the cellar were built June Ist 
to June 3rd. “On June 4th commenced building the house

Finished building and moved in November 16, 1912.” This house 
is sil standing 

(Oa March 20,1914, a son, Frederic Thomas Winter Wright was 
bom during a rging blizzard, Fred attended Sunny Brae School 
The teacher boarded with the Wrights and walked with him 
across country about 11/2 miles, crossing the Lillian River on a 


foorbridge. 

Grandpa continued to raise Galloway cattle and had flock of 
pedigreed Suffolk sheep. Also there were a few goats, chickens, 
turkeys and ducks. In Inter years he showed cattle and sheep at 
Regina Exhibition receiving prizes and ribbons, Later dating 
Preeceville Fair days, he showed pens of calle and sheep. 

‘Asa young child, I remember taveling with my’ parents by 
team and democrat across twelve miles of country to Preecevile 
Faic. I enjoyed looking at the beautiful quilts, fancy work, 
caning, baking etc. To me, it was a really exciting place. 

Grandpa Wright passed way from a heart attack on Jan. 4 
1928, dree weeks before his 70th birthday. At that ime, the rail 
crew were blasting forthe new C.N. railway to the north. They 
needed to pti pilings so the line could eross the creck below the 
‘Wright barn. All basting stopped until after the funeral 

Alice Wright and son Fred continued with fring and raising 
cate. Fred helped organize many community events and Alice 
was a mainstay ofthe Anglican Church inthe district. Inthe fall 
of 1973, Alice entered the Preeceville Hospital as she required 
care, She died there in March 1974 atthe age of 91. 

Fred continued farming. and taking an active part in the 
community, Early in 1995 he became ill and was hospitalized in 
Regina. He retumed to Preeceville Hospital where he died on 
June 15, 1995 at the age of 81 

Frederick, Alice and son, Frederic Wright are buried in

Victor “Vie" Charles Weight was bom in England on April 25, 
1887 to Frederick and Emily Wright. He came with his parents 10 
Canada in 1892, When Victor was eighteen, he made entry on a 
homestead on April 29, 1905 (SW _-34-35-R4-W2nd) and was 
issued a Patent for iton Sept. 18, 1911. The Wrights refered t0 
this as the Kopje quarter as Kopje Creek flowed through it. He 
later obtained, from his father, te adjoining quarter tothe north 
(NWI/4-34-35-R¢-W2nd), 

According to his Homestead Applicaton, in 1908 Vitor built a 
house twelve by eighteen feet in sizeof logs and lumber. By 1911, 
he had two bars, 35 acres in crop and 640 rods of fencing, 

Tm his early teens be spent several months with the minister at 
Fort Pely, who taught schoolwork to Vie i exchange for doing 
chores, such as spliting wood. 

‘There were large hay meadows slong the creek, and inthe early 
‘years he cut hay and stacked it with help from Astwood. Each 
winter he hauled loads of hay to Astwood Ranch often in stormy 
weather, averaging one each day. On one of these trips he suffered 
severe sow blindness which permanently affected hs sight. 

‘Cavell School No. 3667 was situated on the extreme South-west 
comet of Vie's homestead,

‘Vie grew good quality crops which were prized as sed by the 
neighbors. He raised cattle and had fine teams of horses for 
farming and driving. In later years he rented out his land to his 
close neighbors, ric and Olaf Franzen, 

Tn the eaty sixties he sold his farm to his renters and moved to 
‘Sturgis. few years later he purchased a house in Peecevile. His 
last years were spentin the Care Home in Kamsack where he died 
‘on January 25th, 1976, 





PAULSON, Ola & Cecilia - By Granddaughter, Nellie C. 
‘Christopherson 

(Ola (1847-1919) and Cecilia (Benson) (1848-1919) Paulson 
came from Ekeby, in Skona, Sweden to the town of Waubay 
South Dakota, US.A. in 1894. Their family consisted of Nels, 
Oiof, Johanna, John, Oscar, Peter and Selma. The younger 
children continued their education in Waubay. According to 
‘Swedish custom, by taking the firstname of the father, “Ola” and 
adding "son", the children's sumame became “Olson”. 

‘A few yeats late, Nels and Olof ventured furher afield and 
finally made their way to the Northwest Terstries of Canada, 
Later John, Oscar and Peter joined them and in 1904 were in the 
area served by the Astwond Post office northwest of Sturgis,

Selma came tothe area with her parents in 1906, In 1921, she 
‘married William “Doe” Robertson, a veterinary surgeon, and 
‘moved to the Norquay area, They farmed snd raised cattle and 
horses, She was an avid gardener. In 1946, they retired and moved 
to Victoria where she passed away in 1975 atthe age of 84 yeas 

la Paulson died April 17th, 1919 atthe age of 
Ceca Paulson died November 17th 1919 atthe age of 71 years.

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OLSON, Oscar Martin & Winnifred 

(Cat) Oscar Martin Olson was born July 26, 1884 in Sweden, 
to Ola & Cecilia Paulson, His parents with their family of seven 
children moved to Waubay, South Dakota, USA. about 1894, 
Where he continued his education. With some of his brothers, 
(Oscar later moved to Canada and on May 26, 1904, obtained 
entry on a homestead (SE _18-35-R4-W2nd) inthe Sturgis area, 
According to his statement in support of his application for 
Homestead Patent, by 1906 he had broken 5 acres and had 2 _ 
‘acres in crop, 2 eatle and 5 horses. By 1908 he had 35 acres 
broken with 25 acres in erop and had 26 catle and 5 horses. He 


had built sicteen by twenty foot house of logs and amber valued 
at $90.00 and had 80 acres fenced valued at $50.00. He had 
‘erected a stable and dug, two wells valued at $200.00, 

The nearest post office was at Astwood Ranch owned by 
Frederick and Emily Wright. It was here that Oscar met his future 
bride, Winnied (Winnie) Wright 

‘While lying on his bunk reading in 1909, there came an earth 
ttemor that brought down dust on the paper he was reading 

Oscar and his younger brother, Peter, worked with the survey 
‘crew that surveyed the area from the Manitoba border west on & 
line thet ran dhrough what later became the Endeavour and 
Hincheliffe districts, then further north through the Hudson Bay 
area. Peter hauled supplies with horses and wagon from the main 
ply depot in Yorkton. The head surveyor onthe crew was Lew 
Chivers from Walkerville, Ontario, Oscar and Lew corresponded 
until Osear’s death in 1940, Daughter Mytle continied the 
ccorespondence until Lew’s death, when it was taken up by Mes. 
(Chivers as long as she was able 

‘On November 18, 1912, Oscar and Winnfted Elizabeth Glass 
Wright were married in the Lutheran Church in Preeeevlle by 
Reverend Umess. A dinner was held atthe Wright home for the 
newly-weds and Selma Olson and George Franklin 

Earlier in 1912, with the help of his brothers, Oscar had built a 
‘much larger log house with a stoped lamber shanty roof covered 
With rofing, providing a snug, warm home 

1h 1918, atwosstorey building of umber was added with large 
living room and bedroom on the fist floor and two bedrooms and 
8 storage room upstairs, Further improvements were made in 
1926 with two storey additions on the west and south sides. A 
full-size basement was excavated and a screened in verandah was 
built on three sides of the south addition, Lars Skogen was the 
carpenter and some ofthe Skogen family lived atthe farm while 
the work was in progres, 

‘A Jog bam with shingled roof was built but was destroyed by 
fire on May 31, 1924, killing all bat two ofthe work horses, who 
were badly burmed but recovered, It also killed the milk cows, 
calves and chickens inthe lean-o at the end ofthe bara, Several 
stacks of feed and a wagon and rack were also bumed. It was @ 
hhard blow for the family. In 1926, a long stable for cattle nd 
horses was constructed by Andrew and Werner Soderlund. Oscar 
bulla smaller sheep bar inthe same design in 1925, 

Eight children were bom to Oscar and Winnie: 

-Winlord Osear, bom August 29, 1913, who died December 
18, 1916, from spinal meningitis, @ great sorrow to his parents, 

Nellie Cecilia, born January 10, 1915 (See Alvar 
(Christopherson History). 

“James Frederick, born May 12, 1917, passed avaay May 27 
1917, 

“Emily Winnifred, bom October 19, 1918, She married 
Rudolph Fagervold on June 16, 141. They have three daughters 
Fer, Carol and Helen. 

‘Myrtle Victoria, bom Septerber 14, 1920. On November 17, 
1955 she married James Yaremchuk. They have three children 
Reginald, Janice and Karen, Jim died March 23, 1995 of a heaet 
attack. Myrle moved to Sturgis in 1997. 

Pearl Mabel Adelene, bor June 1, 1923 (See Pear! Karcha 
History) 
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Lily Elsle Adelaide, bom November 26, 1925 (See John 
Hamilton History). 

‘Stanley Winford Oscar, bom Septemiber 10, 1929, resides on 
the homestead, In July, 1967 he married Ame Hogben of 
England, They have four children Frances, Hilary, Kendall and 
Jacqueline. 

“The children attended Kapje School which was 3 1/2 miles 
‘vay. Some completed high schoo! at Sturgis. 

Tn the fall of 1926, scariet fever spread ftom one family to 
smother through the district. Dr. Greene came to see Lily who was 
very ill, and promptly quarantined the whole family; though all 
the children did not become il. When the quaraatine was lifted, 
the school children were practising fo the Christmas concer. 

Faring was done with horses until sbout 1942 when the fist 
tractor was purchased, There were enough horses to put three rigs 
inthe field (about 16 horses) and several siding horses. Horses 
‘were an integral part ofthe farm int the ities and were used for 
cutting, raking and hauling hay, a well as chores around the barn 

‘A large herd of up to 24 shorthom cows were milked by hand 
and the milk was separated with a large hand-tumed separator, 
The skim milk was fed to young calves and the cream was sold 
[At fist the five gallon cream cans were shipped to Preeceville or 
‘Canora by train; in the late 1930's a truck began collecting 
cans at the farm and delivering them to the Preecevlle Co- 
‘Operative Creamery. A flock of about 30 sheep made for a busy 
lambing time, As wel, their wool was sheared in the spring, 
packed in long bags and shipped to Winnipeg. During the 
‘depression, when freight costs exceeded the value ofthe woo, it 
was sold locally as many women did their own spinning and 
Jaiting, Chickens and turkeys were raised for use on the farm and 
rest sold to the Preeceille Creamery. A large garden kept the 
family well supplied with vegetables and time was found for 2 
beautiful flower garden and fenced yard, 

nthe early years, when the children were small, there were 
usually one or two hired men and a gil to help in the house, as 
mother worked outside with the cattle, garden and yardwork 
Since all the older children were girls, as they grew up they were 
expected to help with the many chores and fieldwork, as well as 
look after the house, do the cooking and canning and help with 
the garden. Until World War I, there was a hired man to help out 
in summer; during the war years several boys helped until they 
were called up, 

‘On March 29, 1940, atthe age of $5, Oscar died from a blood 
clot while recovering from an operation at Regina General 
Hospital. His sudden death was a terble shock. Winnie carried 
‘on with the farming, withthe help of the hired mea, her daughters 
and her young son, who was only ten atthe time, When the girls 
left home or were mazzied, Winnie lived on te farm with her son, 
Stanley. She continued to look after her house, do chores, milk 
‘ovr, and tend her garden and berry patch und she became ill in 
the fll of 1961, 

Winnfted died January 1, 1962 fiom cancer, Oscar and 
Winfred are buried in the Sturgis Cemetery next to their sons, 
Winford and James

I played the banjo 
and at my father’s insistence learned to play the violin but never 
‘continued. My brothers played the violin, guitar and accordion 

(ur good neighbours were Fred and Carre Giffin, Walter and 
Maggie, Barry and Charie and Maggie Ludlow. We visited one 
‘another especially during the winter evenings. Cards and music 
were grea entertainment. We enjoyed our summer holidays a5 we 
went on bey picking expeditions. I remember my father’s 
‘beautiful couting buggy and his beautiful horse called “Bob” 
known asa pacer 

‘After leaving school and before I got married, I had vatious 
jobs such as housekeeping at Morse, working a the Stenen Hotel 
and the newspaper office in Canora, Sk. 

Aer our marriage we setled on a farm seven miles north of 
Stenen (SE-17-35-3-2) two miles west of my parents fam. Pete 
cut lumber for our bar which stood unt a few years ago. 

Doreen Sharon, our first child was bom Nov. 7, 1941 and 
Gary Lorne (April 23, 1946) was a baby when we left that fam 
In 1946 we moved to a farm about six miles north of Sturgis 
(NEL/4 -20.35-4-W2). Pete built our house and bam, I can't 
remember who helped beside Fred Prekaski. Hary Prien helped 
us to dig a well. The farm was wide-open with no tees. We 
planted tees but hada difficult ime getting them to grow. Cora 
and Albert Boen lived a half mile south of us. Doreen walked 10 
niles to East Ajax School which later burned down. Ans and John 
Belitsi were the teachers. Pete was the secretary of the school 
district. 

‘Seven mote children were born to us Ronald Graham (Aug. 
24, 1947), Douglas Wayne (May 28, 1949 to Dec. 23, 1983), 
Lynn Diana (May 14, 1952), and wiples- identical boys Dale 
Gordon (Feb. 3, 1954) and Brian Keith (Feb, 3, 1954) and Gail 
“Maureen (Feb. 3, 1954) andthe youngest child is Karen Wendy 
(Gan. 25, 1957), When ou triplets were bom on February 3, 1954 
atthe Preeoevile Union Hospital it was a rare occurence. The 
Sturgis community hada baby shower for me when Gail (the fist 
‘one discharged) and I were coming home, We were presented 
with high chair, silver cups and miscellaneous gifs. Dale and 
Brian were identical at ih except Dale had a smal ing around 
‘one finger that disappeared quickly and Brian was smaller in size 
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‘and te last to come home having stayed approximately six weeks 
in the hospital. Many vistors stopped in to see the triplets. 

The triplets had to be fed every two to three hours including 
‘throughout the night. After the last one was fed it was ime to start 
all over again. Neighbours helped us build a bedroom for the 
triplets. Thad a hired gl to help for about a month. We hd no 
electricity or runing watetThe older children hauled snow tothe 
house to melt for soft water and helped with the care of the 
triplets. Our eldest, Doreen, helped immensely but she left home 
to atend high school in Sturgis, 

They attended school in Sturgis. The teachers, as well as 
‘everyone else, had trouble telling Dale and Brin apart. 

[remember the communicable diseases such as whooping 
‘cough, chicken pox, pink eye, measles, etc. going through the 
house. We had one dificult time when al the children contacted 
‘whooping cough which lasted all summer. During this time I slept 
with Douglas on my chest as he was only baby. We almost lost 
‘him asthe hospital would not admit him, 

“Most of the work on the north quarter was done with horses. 
We grain farmed, had chicken, pigs atle and horses, We milked 
cows for many years, separated the milk with a hand-tumed 
cream separator and shipped the cream to Preeceville Creamery 
and churned butter by hand. We had 2 hand tumed fanning mill © 
clean grain for planting and a grain mill for making chop. Some 
years our crops were frozen and some years there was hail that 
destroyed crops and kiled small chickeas We had a large garden 
tnd did lot of canning to preserve fruits, vegetables and 
chickens, Food was kept cool by lowering it ina pai into the well 
There was a wood-buming stove that T prepared meals on and. 
baked bread and buns very often. The stove was also used to heat 
flat irons to ion clothes 

Coal oil and gas lamps provided light. We had a telephone in 
1954 which was on a party’ line shared with several neighbours, 
ur radio provided hours of entertainment, 

Pete's fist threshing machine was a Twin City that originally 
belonged to his father, one of his ist tractors was a steel wheeled 
Allis Chalmer.

Reminiscences of Russell Washington Johnson 
based on tape recorded tales told to Patricia 
Armstrong, June 11, 1976, published in the 
Sturgis R.E.A.D. Club Magazine, September 

1978 and stories told to his son, 
Johnson. 

1 was bor in Mead, Nebraska on July 4, 1900. When I was 
only seventeen years olin the fall of 1917, went up in Canada 
to visit my Uncle, Fred Johnson, and family south of Hyas and to 
see what it was all about. It tured out tat I did some stooking, 
and then all he men that were eligible forthe army were going 0 
the First World War, so T gota job running a stook rack at 
thresbing ime. Anyway, the crew was mostly old people and 








several women hauling stooks. We finished threshing that fallin 
the snow with sleighs. Many times we threshed by the light of a 
strawpile burning behind the separator. T went back home to 
[Nebraska in late October because we had com to shuck, I didn’t 
‘etum to Canada again unt the fall of 1923 and tis time Ttended 
separator for Albin Jorgenson on his steam outfit 

Teame back to Canada when Iwas 26. Thad been farming some 
in the States, but I came to Canada to ty it out because back in 
1923 everything ran 40 bushels tothe acre; it looked pretty good 
tome and land was cheap, How could I ever buy any land inthe 
States? It was around $400 an acre even at that time Tcame with 
my truck and machinery, but thiags didn't go so well. I can 
remember the rough time I had. I rented some land from Mz 
Hamm near Norguay and that fall I plowed about 250 acres. I 
slept out in the tuck and bached out there right inthe field, day 
tnd night. Ob, what a life it was! I remember that fall T went 
hunting with some ofthe local lds. Thad never seen a moose or 
‘a deer before, but I shot both had hunted small game and birds 
back in Nebraska, Anyway Iwas lucky 

T went home to Nebraska for the winter and inthe spring late 
‘March 1927), everybody was in the field down in Nebraska so 1 
thought 'd better get back to Canada. When Tarived, [could just 
see one comer of my John Deere tractor sticking out of a snow 
‘bank! So had to wait a month before we got into the fields. 1 got 
+40 acres in before it snowed, eight to ten inches: We didn’t do any 
more I'm sure for ten days or two weeks, And that 40 acres was 
all the crop I got that year because the rest froze. We had Club 
‘Wheat in those days, alate wheat and there was seven degrees of 
frost on the 22nd of August. I threshed for thee days and called 
itoffTould only pay the men if hauled the gran Thad to town, 
and I couldn't pay for the gas, so I might as well quit. That was 
the first year, Then in 1928 it froze again on the 22nd of August 
just exactly year late, but that year I Kind of broke even 

‘Wellin 1929 I moved over to Gus Newburg’s place. 1929 was 
also a bad year. twas very dry with los of wind; i blew the sand 
hills. Temember I only got eleven bushels tothe are. The sand 
just cut dhe staw off the plants. And then in 1930, I rented Tom. 
‘Cohoun’s place for a year I pat in Garnet Wheat when it first 
came out, It Joke like forty bushels fo the are, but it wouldn't 
ripen and I couldn't figure out why it wouldn't Itumed out tobe 
rus; Gamet Wheat was very suscepible to rut. Wel that was the 
climax! Took a job buying grain in Stus, but before I was done 
cuting the grain, with about 40 acres lef, I broke the binder. So 
help me, [had a new power binder and Icouldn’t get repairs this 
side of Chicago, So I had to wait and I cut this ater I had come 
to Sturgis, on a Sunday. had to hie it threshed and I got 17 cents 
‘bushel. When I had pad the threshing bill and the board, I din’. 
hhave enough to buy a box of apples. That wound up the Farming 
fora while 

Dring those years of crop failures, I just couldn’t go back: 
thom so after my field work was done, I did carpenter work and 
‘worked with elevator construction crews. One winter I go a job 
at Sylvester's Lumber Mill north of Hyas and Norquay. Every 
‘moming, the erew had to walk 4 miles in the dark from the main 
‘camp to where they were cutting. A covered van brought out 
dinner, which we ate outside. By te ine it was dished out, it was 
almost frozen on the pte. Then at night after dark, there was the 
4 mile walk back tothe main camp. Sylvester, the owner, knew

that [had done some carpentry work. He asked me if Tcould build 
1 bunk house out atthe worksite. Tis I did. One day the cook 
went to town and never retuned. Sylvester asked me if I could 
cook My immediate response was, “Yes T can” because this 
meant that [could get out of the cold and even make & bit more 
money. My wages Went up toa dollar a day. 

In the fall of 1930, when I was waiting for parts to repair my 
binder, I remember old Hank Thrall came along. Hank use 10 
‘umpire many of the ball games around this area. I was in John, 
Newman's Hardware Store siting on a nail keg talking to him, 
tnd Hank came along and says, “I've got to have a grain buyer 
fomorrow in Sturgis.” I imagine that Albin Jorgenson had tipped 
him off that I might be a good candidate Thad taken some formal 
business education while atending business college in St. Paul, 
Minnesota. Well, I sid that I di’t know anything about buying 
sain, He said, “You can lear, can’t you?" “If you want the job 
be there at seven in the morning” So I was there at seven in the 
‘morning. I don't thnk I slept for the next two weeks, because 
harvest had already started, There was no other grain buyer there 
to teach me anything. I wen in and started to buy grain, Wel, I 
tell you - what I went through! I worked for the Searle Grain 
‘Comapany. Ob, I was Tucky in a way. You see, Searle had just 
started up. [now that because the elevator Iran herein Sturgis 
dnad been the Saskatchewan. It was painted yellow and it stl had 
‘Saskatchewan books in there when Itook over. But I was therefor 
35 years, except for two years that I was away, getting a litle 
experience I guess 

‘During the two years I was away, part ofthat time Iwas in the 
hospital having an operation for kidney stones and Abin 
Lindblom ran the elevator. When T was ready to retur, be wanted 
to keep the Sturgis elevator, so they decided to send me down to 
‘Val Marie. So the boss came along — the elevator was stil under 
‘my books — and he had finished weighing everything up in the 
levator forthe transfer and Thad signed. Here came a wie from 
the station: “Grasshoppers ate the crop at Val Marie. We're 
closing the elevator!” Well, what happens now? Aayway, he 
‘Phoned around abit. There was an opening in Canwood, so they 
‘sent me tothe north end, That's fifty miles north of Prince Alber. 
was there a year and then they sent me over to Robin Hood and 
was there, believe nine months. There were thee elevators in 
Robin Hood, but there was not much acreage; it was new county, 
real ranching county. I can remember when the seers were 
‘brought in there during the Depression, people from the drought 
affected South bat that’s another story. Then T got a wire: ‘ship 
fut all the grain you have inthe elevator and sell the rest to the 
‘Wester elevator, that you can’t get into the box ear” 1 know 
‘where I'm at now. No job! But, the phone rings “We want you 
bck in Sturgis quick as you can get here” Holy mant Did I do 
some thinking then Iwas back in Sturgis in about three days time 
and then I stayed. I believe that might have been in 1935, and 1 
stayed until 1965 whea they pensioned me off. 

‘The worst ofthe Depression, I believe, was about 1932, but it 
‘was had until 1936, Things started to get alte beter when the 
‘ar stared in Europe in 1939. During the depression, I bought 
rain — thousands of bushels at 4 and 5 cents bushel for 2CW 
ats. That's all you could pay because that’s all the market was. 1 
bought rye as iow as a cent and a half a bushel, and T think T 
bought tough 2 wheat as low at 13 cents bushel inthe North 
































That's terrible! But there was never a real cop failure here around 
Saurgs. We'd get 18,20 bushels to the acre inthe drought yeas, 
and a prety fair grade, to. When it was dry, there was no big 
yield, but there was always crop. As time went on, newer vaicties 
‘came along, and then we had sprays and fertilizers and everything 
cls. The yields increased, you see, And all the time there were 
more and more acres being broken; it realy bs loose in the 
1940's when the bulldozers came in, Was it a good thing to 
‘bulldoze? Well, that time will tll 

1 started farming again in 1938 and buying more land as prices 
got beter. finally got three quarters of land paid for and then 1 
got “tigger happy” in 1963 and sold it, which I've regreted quite 
Abit. [thought maybe I would keep it and farm it myself, but I 
decided Twas to0 ol, 

1 did lot of hunting an fishing. Well, maybe that had some 
bearing on why I came to Canada. [liked it, you know. When I 
was hunting and tracking deer up in the woods, I got lost a few 
times, [never stayed out over night, but T've been prety scared. IF 
you haven't figured it out just right, you aren't going to get back 
‘while it's daylight. 've been down in a creek bottom up north 
lighting matches to see which way the water had been folding the 
grass over. I knew if followed the creek, 'd have come out at the 
river, the Swan River, and iT ever got out there, there's aroad and 
Tow where I'm al 

‘You want to hear about that old building Wencil Jorgenson and 
‘Leame across? We neve did find out what it might have been. It 
‘might have been « Hudson Bay ora Northwest fur trading post It 
‘was a large building. I didn’t find anything in it because I didn’t 
have sense enough o go into it. Ta thing was swayed down in 
the centre and it was all logs and pegged; there were no mals in it 
It had a store front. Tees had grown up in the centre that were 
maybe 15 to 18 inches thick, so you know how long it had been 
there. But I never had sense to go inside. An old building was an 
old building to me because atthe time, I didn’t know Canadian, 
history But later on I met people that knew something abot it 1 
‘an toa timber marker in Hudson Bay Junction one time, and he 
Said he knew of and that there was an old copper kettle in there 
where they cooked meals by the fireplace. The old chiraney was 
still standing there, Where was i? Oh, I would say about 20 miles 
north and east of Ranch Lake where Alvar Crstopherson has his 
cabin, because we were 12 or 14 miles back in there and then I 
‘must have been 5 or 6 miles farther north I was right on the edge 
of the Swan River. Fgst, Tran across a raft hat set about 12 fet 
above te river level. Now, how inthe word did that ever get up 
there? It was all pegged, great big logs that were rotten, But 
‘whatever put it up thee? Then afterwards, I got to figuring that 
the beaver dams were tremendous — they'd be half a mile long, 
you know — they must have dammed the river and the ice must 
have piled up against them and raised the water level to put this 
raft up onthe bank. But this area all bumed over. There was a big 
fire though there. I don't remember what yea it was 

Baseball? Ob, yes, played baseball alos from the very first, 
after T came in 1926, I had never been to a Sports Day. I dida't 
know really what this was all about. There was a Sports Day in 
Norquay, butt cured out it was justo finish up a ball game that 
got rained out in the regular Sports, I was Kamsack and Hyas that 
‘were playing of. So I cranked up the old trick and drove in to see 
‘what this was all about I believe they were in overtime by the 














time I got there — over 9 innings, and they were tied up. I can 
remember I was standing there watching them. Eskel Quist got 
spiked so he cam in and said, “Is there anyone here who can go 
out and take my place?” kind of new the Quist, so sid, “Give 
te the glove;I'll go out “You ever play ball before?” “Wel, I've 
been playing ball every summer as far back as I can remember, 
Ben playing ball this suramex” “AU ight! And Tl be dared if 
[ dida’t get two hit right at me and I picked them clean and threw 
them out I never missed a game for four years afterward with the 
Hyas ball team, I played third base. I met lots of people that way 
Take the Falas I go to know them wel 

"Who were the players on the Hyas team in those days when it 
‘was well known all over this part of the country? Wel, there was 
Eric Quist, Eskel Quist, and of course you can't leave out Cubby 
Quist: He kept score all the ime, Then there were two Belous 
toys, Andrew and Anton, Anton pitched left-handed. Besides, 
there were Jim, George and Vic Lisoway, Pete Kukura and Pete 
YYtsura, And there was Matty Gibney from Sturgis and Bob 
Bailey from Stenen and of course Eric Quist caught. Fiala was in 
Jef field, and we had George Hurd who worked on the railroad 
from Dauphin, We also had three hired pitebers, We took in 
practically every Sports Day within a hundred miles and some 
much farther away, During the four years I was there, we wound 
‘up with just over $3000 inthe bank from winnings in those $75 
to $100 Sports Days, But possibly we had it over others, 100, 
because we always carted five pitchers and that made a 
ference, The players never got a nickel. Nobody got paid 
‘except the hired pitchers, Well, Eric Quist also got $150 to stay 
Fhome and play ball with us. You se, he tried out in the big league 
atone ime in Florida but he didn’t ike it 

‘After I eft Hyas, I played with the Sturgis team, We won a few. 
‘You bet your life we did! Adrian Peterson was pitching, Verne 
Peterson was catching, Matty Gibney was playing first, and don’t 
forget Jolin Mitchell, He was good, And then there was one ofthe 
‘Campbell boys, Sidney Chadorcof, vor Pollock, Leo Gibney and 
Mahlon Pollock. Andrew Belous also played with us when he 
taught in Sturgis. People got quite interested. Verne Peterson and 
aid out the ball diamond down atthe Sturgis Sports Grounds. 
‘What atime we had to get that so the sun dida't bother us and so 
the hill wasn't in the road! I'm sure I built three backstops there 
Had help doing t, you know. We had quite atime geting funds st 
15 cents admission (if you wanted to pay). Some odd one might 
sive a quarter, But you'd get enough for gas money and a few 
baseballs, We had crowds, I'm telling you, a couple of hundred. 
people lots of times. We just went around with aha, you se. Yes, 
‘ve bad uniforms, The Sturgis manager was Frank Weikle. Park 
Ririis caught later; he was a prey good catcher. 














Reminiscences of Margaret (Peterson) Johnson 

‘While living on the farm and attending Kopje Schoo, it was 
such & happy time. We did so much playing, leting our 
imaginations go wild. I remember running behind the breaking 
plow in the newly-cut furry, so black and cool. Threshing time 
‘was an exciting time. Dad bought one ofthe first steamers. Merle 
“Tantons father, Staley helped Dad with the steamer He was ike 
‘one of the family as were Melville Malcolm and W.5B. Stith, a 
stadent minister, who were often with us. 


‘Vern was the trapper: Adrian, tle ashe was, could accompany 
hi if he caried the taps. I can still picture Advan far behind 
dragging the equipment 

Fred Ganongs lived across the road from us. Minnie, Eva and 
Edna would walk across the timothy field, in their freshly 
starched dresses and with their hair in curls, to play with Adrian 
who was Minnie's age 

‘A tis time coal oi! lamps and lantems, ice wells for keeping 
food cool, strav-filled mattesses, wood-burning stoves and 
outdoor toilets, churns for making butler, no telephones, no 
running water were common to all pioneers 

‘Afra short time going to Kopje School, we went to seboo in 
‘Sturgis staying in our town house with Aunt Annie Stennes and 
‘poing home on the weekends. We called this “The Orphans 
Home, During our week sway, Mother sewed for us from good 
material sent to her from her elatves back home. 

T remember Sports Day asa child. The men would plant fresh 
poplar tees on each side ofthe street and hang red, white and blue 
bunting across the streets from the roofs ofthe buildings. The ball 
diamond was where the post office now stands. Sports Day was a 
big day forall, We wore our very best clothes. 

Ih winter, ski tournaments were beld on the big hill. Knute 
CGrimsrud as the sta of this even, being 90 good ask jumping. 
‘We children took par in toboggan competitions. As with Sports 
Day, these events were climaxed with a dance in the evening held 
in the top of the livery bara. Later above Flanders store until the 
hall was built, We also skated on the river. When we went 
tobogganing atthe big bill (by the Sports Grounds) after doing 
cour homework in the evening, we never wore slacks. We'd have 
on long-legged underwear and coarse, wool ribbed long stockings 
to which the sow rally clung. We bad many a frozen te by the 
time we reached home. Eventually we used the Ness Hill back of 
‘Wagar's Machine Shop. 

‘After the Bandle School was destroyed by fr, school was held 
in the big hotel until a new four-Toomed brick school was 
completed in the fall of 1921. With a sidewalk in froat of the 
Hotel, we played Hopscotch every recess. AS we grew older, in 
the summer the town children would gather on the hill infront of 
‘our home to play Run, Sheep, Run. 

‘By now Dad and Mother were back in town as Dad got ajob of 
buying grain, He hired a couple to work his and, and later rented 
itout It seemed to take everything Dad eamed to hold the land, 
so Mother began to take in boarders (schoolgirls), She sold milk 
land sewed for us as well as for her neighbour, Mrs. Theriau 
Mother also rented out our living room to a Miss McDonald, 
(ister to our U.G.G. grain buyer) who gave piano lessons to the 
town children, Forth use of the room, the piano and her lune, I 
got piano lessons. 

During these growing-up years, there were Literary Society 
Concerts as well as Christmas Concerts held above Elander's 
‘Store. Before I completed high school there were open-air skating 
rinks, 

“The last yeat or two of high schoo, three of us, Helen (Rongve) 
Bats, lone (Peterson) Young and [took tums playing the piano in 
the orchestra, This extra money meant more dresses from 
purchased material 

“The fall of 1925, it was decided that I would atend Regina 
‘Normal School to take the full teaching course. Several of us went 
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from Sturgis. Kate (Reagan) Hauber roomed with me the fist 
part ofthe term as that was all she tok at that time 

‘Before I retumed home ia the spring, Dad heard of an opening 
fora teacher at Beaver Bank School, nineteen or twenty miles 
north of Sturgis. applied and was aocepted, so off I went to begin 
teaching on May 5, 1926. I boarded with Mss. Martina and taught 
until Christmas when T put on a concert. My wage was eighty 
‘dollars a month, Nelie (Noble) Walker and Alice (Noble) Skogen 
were wo of my pupil. had holidays from Christmas othe next 
May before returning to Beaver Bank. 

A this time Kate (Reagan) Hauber was teaching at Woodlight 
‘School so we decided to live together thee atthe cotage. Dad 
built smal cart which could be drawn by one of ou ite mules. 
In this way, Kate and I could travel up tothe cotage on Sunday 
aflemoons ad I could travel the four miles to Beaver Bank 
‘School. One weekend we decided to take Reagan's Shetland pony 
fo get to our cottage, leaving Jenny to rest. However, Jenny got 
alld by a train while grazing along the track. This was asad day 
forthe children in Sturgis as Adrian used to trade mule rides for 
bicycle rides 

Upon learning that a teacher was required for Crystal Lake 
‘School, [resigned from Beaver Bank and was accepted at Crystal 
Lake where school stared on Augustl5. The wages were to be 
four dollars and twenty-five cens a day the first year and four 
dollars and seventy-five cents a day the second year. While 
teaching there, I boarded with Pearland Cleve Kelbaugh. Henry 
Johnson of Sturgis was one of my pupils. 

‘After spending two years at Crystal Lake, 1 taught the 
intermediate room at Togo Public School. The wages were one 
hundred dollars a month. I left Togo in 1933. I wasn't well and 
required surgery. After surgery I stayed for over a year at my 
rents home. 

During my previous holidays, I had met Russell Johnson, (See 
‘Russell and Margaret (Peterson) Johnson story) 


Reminiscences of Claude Derrell Johnson, son of 
Russell W. Johnson and Margaret B. Peterson 
about growing up in Sturgis during the 1940s 

and 1950s. 
have always felt fortunate that I grew up in Sturgis. Those 
‘were the days when the railways were the life blood of this rather 
remote litle town on the Assiniboine. In the winter, during the 
1940s and even at times during the 1950's, the highways and 
roads leading to Sturgis were often impassable doe to drifting 
snow. At times, even the trains got mired in snow until the 
snowploughs would come from the other direction to rescue 
them. But the trains were generally very reliable. I have fond 
‘memories of siding down the station hil and then hitching a ride 
on my sled bebind Ear Lang's day that delivered the feight and 
groceries tothe stores on Main stet. In the winter time, most 
farmers came to town with horses and sleighs. Many had euters 
with a stove inside for comfort and only smal slot forthe reins 
to come through to the inside for diving the team, We would run 
behind the farmer's sleighs and hook on our small sleds fora ride 
for hold on and slide on our moccasins along the icy roads 

Sometimes we fell of: the farmers would then keep going for 

quite a ways, thea stop and unhook our sleds, as if to say, "Let that 








be a lesson to you.” I spent @ lot of time around imy father's 
levator office listening to stories thatthe farmers would tll about 
‘coming to Canada from the Ukraine and Russia and the wars in 
that area of Europe atthe tur ofthe century. The beautiful teams 
cof horses and the sleigh bells sil jingle fondly in my memories, 
There seemed to be so much snow in thse days or was i hat I 
was just small? I remember in about 1950 skiing north on the 
country road from where we lived on the hill by the Catholic 
graveyard to Peniuk’s. There was so much snow and drifting that 
had taken place that I could touch te tps ofthe telephone poles 
‘You could always hear the telephone wies‘singing” when a call 
was in the making. 

In the 1940's and 50's, Sugis was a vibrant litle town with 
‘many active businesses. At noon, the train schedules were such 
‘that many trans stopped at Sturgis, and the tain crews ate their 
dinner at either Kolot's Comer Restaurant, the Blue Bird Inn or at 
Helga MacNeill’s Restaurant. Al of these seemed to be jammed 
‘ack full. Dale Cassidy and Icartied water forthe Bluebird Inn, 
Jnauling i rom the pump in my Grandpa Peterson's back yard by 
‘wagon ot sleigh. Did we ever have to haul alot of water to keep 
them in supply, also delivered the Winnipeg Feee Press to about 
50 customers all around town. Karen Rongve and later Gail 
Pollock delivered the Winnipeg Tribune, Scotty (Allister) Grass 
delivered the Saskatoon Star Phoenix, and Wayne Boon the 
Regina Leader Post. We picked our papers up from the 4:30 p.m. 
passenger train that generally was on ime excep in bad weather, 
Tn the wintertime, this meant that we had to deliver papers after 
dark, There was always a lot of excitement when the train pulled 
in huffing and puffing and blowing snow asthe huge steam engine 
‘went by. Te fist things off the train were the bundles of papers. 

‘One ofthe most important events of the year was the Christmas 
Concert held inthe Town Hal. Each room in the public school put 
‘on play. We would practice weeks for ths even. My Aunt Hilda 
(Olson) Peterson, my Grades one to three teacher, and Jessie 
Rongve, my Grades four and five teacher, would have us dil 
Wwith precision onto the stage each year to the March of the 
Wooden Soldiers and sing songs lke “Jolly Old Saint Nicholas: 
Lcan’t remember how old I was when I realized thatthe Santa 
‘Claus who came down from the Hall atic hole on a rope and 
passed out the bags of candy to the children was my father. 

Before Buster Grass built the Theatre, Sam Holmberg, upon 
returning from the RCAF in World We Tran movies in the Town 
all. remember the continuing serials that always ended with an 
‘unfinished climax enticing people to attend the next movie. And 
then there were the newsreels about national and world affairs and 
the Roy Roger movies, all eagerly taken in while siting on hard 
‘wooden benches. My! was the new theatre luxurious compared to 
the Town Hell - soft seats, wide screen, the works. Buster and 
‘Sam sure must be eredited for bringing in alot of good movies to 
Town 

During the building of the Theatre, some of the older boys, 
inchiding George Grass, Lome Peterson, Mucray Galbraith and. 
others, were given jobs pounding nals Allister Grass and T were 
too young, but we hung around the jobsite and watched the 
building progress 

Tn the winter, there was always a road hockey game taking 
place onthe street besides Rongve's. Somehow it wasn’t difficult

happened to pass by that way. Over the shuffle of boots and the 
slap of hockey sticks, someone would yell “Come on, no rasing! 
after being hit in the shins with dhe puck. 

During the summer evenings, we would play “hit the tn can” 
The game would often take place arouad our backyard, Living 
cose by was the Grasses, Cassidy, Jolsons, Palmers, Babuiks; 
sand most often the Rongves, Pollocks and Rogstads aad others 
would get involved. We would play wall dark and then the game 
tumed into hiding from Constable Joh Wiggins who would ring 
the nine o"elock curfew bell on the Town Hall and then come 
ooking for us where the noise was coming from. John Wiggins 
could move very fast even though he Kimped and used a cane 
“Here comes John.” andthe chase was on 

On the weekends, we used to go skiing on the big bil. My 
‘cousin, Lore Peterson was alvays building ski jumps on the big, 
hill or him and his buddies George Grass, Muray Galbraith, 
Gienn Steanes, as well as Warren and Wayne Roagve would cut 
trails on the hills through the bush so that there would be a bit 
‘more of a challenge than straight down hill skiing. I was atleast 
‘our years younger than most ofthese boys, but I would tag along 
and get in the road whenever they would let me, Aunt Hilda, 
Peterson, Lome’s mother, would send us of forthe day with your 
back pockets filed with freshly made Lefse (large Scandinavian 
thin potato pancakes) which we covered with butter and brown 
sugar and then rolled up, wrapped in wax paper and shoved into 
‘your back pocket. If we didn't have Lefse, most likely when we 
returned from the hill cold and wet, she would have freshly baked 
cinnamon rll for us. We would devour them She didn't seem to 
‘mind, because I guess that is what she had made them for 
Nobody made cinnamon ros as good as Aunt Hilda! 

In the early 1950s and before, we always listened tothe radio 
on Sunday afteroons and evenings. There was a sequence of 
“Jake and the Kid” “Marconi Presents” “Our Miss Brooks” and 
“Henry Aldrich,” and then on other nights there was “Fibber 
‘McGee and Molly” “Amos and Andy.” and the “Iack Benny 
‘Shovk” Radio made your imagination work. As children then, we 
didn't seem to need to be entertained, 

|As we got older and in high school we were up to more than 
“ticks or teats” on Halloween. By ths time, the Town Constable 
was Sam Chornomitz. He would deputize Alex Pozium, Willy 
Moysiuk and others to try to keep us inline on Halloween night 
in what usually tuned out to be a game of cat and mouse, giving 
usa challenge and making thing alot more fun. One Halloween, 
gang of us were coming down the back alley from Simes’ place 
towands the centre of town, possibly thinking of tipping the odd 
‘outhouse or two, when all of sudden near the end ofthe lane 
way the bright lights of a car were tured on us, The car was 
Willie Moysiuk’s big 1950 dark green Buick, which we all 
recognized, We thought of scattering like we would usually do, 
but we didn't because the night was young and up to that point in 
time we really hadn't dane anything that they could pin on ws 
Instead Willie started making small talk with us, asking ws if we 
were having fun, and then he suggested that if we really wanted 
to have some fun, why dida't we all go up to Preceville and ip, 
some outhouses up there. He offered to drive us up there and said 
that he could drop us off atthe end of an alley and we could tip 
‘cthouses all along the alley: Then, he would pick us up at the 
other end and we'd move to another locaton o doa repeat of the 























‘whole procedure. Given the rivalry in those days between Sturgis 
and Preeceville the plan sounded very good tous, so weal piled 
in the car and away we went to Preecevlle. When we got to 
Preecevlle, we began the operations as planned. Wile dropped 
us off atthe end of an alley and away we went only to hear that 
big Buick speed away behind usin a cloud of dust heading back 
for Sturps, Had we ever fallen for thie plan wo get rd of ws for 
the night. By the time we found a ride back to Sturgis late that 
right, We were all tired and in no mood for Halloween ticks 

‘When we were in high school, during the summer and early 
fall, we all looked forward to the dances at the Crystal Lake 
Pavilion on Saturday night. The warm summer night, the sound of 
‘the music and the lights glistening off the Lake made for an ideal 
setting, The dances atthe ake would last until 1:00 am. after 
‘hich we often would be looking for a barn dance or Ukrainian 
wedding dance somewhere up by Danbury, north of Stenen, 
There alays seemed to bea dance at Steranko's bam, So off into 
the night we would go. One night when I had my father's 1951 
Pontiac and Dale Cassidy had his father’s Fargo van, both of 
Which was loaded tothe rof with kids going to Steranko's from 
the Lake, we came upon an unexpected interruption, Dale was 
ahead of me going down this country road. As Dale went over a 
culvert that crossed the oad, he cleared with no sense thatthe 
culvert had started to cave in as he passed over remember sein 
«line across the road, which I thought was a stick, and since I 
didn’t have time to stop I kept going. Well the front wheels of the 
Pontiac cleared but the back wheels dropped ia, We stopped with 
a sudden jolt but did manage to clear the culvert opening with the 
‘motor whining. We had lost the back wheels ofthe car! The back 
springs broke off tthe shackles and the drive shat disconnected, 
iow do you explain to your father that you tore the back wheels. 
off his car? We looked the situation over, al pled iato the already 
Joaded van and went on tothe wedding dance at Stranko's which 
gave me time to think about how I should try to handle this 
situation. We arrived in time for the presentation line, made our 
sroup donation tothe bride and groom, had something to eat and 
‘danced into the wee hours. can sill remember that at that dance 
there was the usual fight going on outside when we amived and 
that they were playing very traditional Ukrainian music with 
fiddles and a large Ukrainian hammer dulcimer wpe of 
instrument. Considering that I didn't get home until about six ia 
the morning, my father was very understanding. He understood 
that I coulda’t have known that a culvert was going to collapse 
under the car as T went over 

In the winter time, there were always dances on weekends 
cither atthe Town Hall in Sturgis or atthe Endeavour Hall or 
further north at Reserve. At Sturgis, Bob Reagan played the 
fiddle, Oscar Olson the accordion, and Katie Hauber was onthe 
piano. At Endeavour, it was usually Bill Moniuk on the idle, 
‘who would give us his rendition of "Green Door” which he called 
screen Door” They always played a lot of polkas, old time 
waltzes, the schottsche and the butterfly dance. Then of course 
‘we got into jving whenever we could, music permitng. During 
the Winter of 1954, our driver and transportaion was Denny 
(David) ‘swede” Olson in that reliable old 1948 light green 
Chevrolet. My nickname was also ‘swede" so to distinguish 
between the two of us they would use Swede Olson and Swede 
Johnson. During our adventures that winter, Dale Cassidy, Karen 
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“Girly” Rongve, Elaine Boon, Linda Jolson, Denny and myself 
‘would usually be along and sometimes we were joined by others 
including Doug Mackie, Maureen Pollock, Belva Palmer and 
Donna Reid. There weren't many dances within a reasonable 
driving distance that we mised, Hank Williams was sll popular 
‘on the radi, and then near the end of my high school days along 
came the Elvis Presley craze. I remember inthe summer of 1955 
‘when Linda Jolson and I drove upto Prince Alber to visit Lome 
Peterson, George Grass and olhers from Sturgis who were 
‘working there on a gas pipeline construction job, you could just 
keep changing the rio stations and listen to “Heartbreak Hote!" 
and “Blue Swede Shoes” continuously. These Elvis tunes were 
playing on almost every station, My grandfathee, Andy Peterson, 
had the only television in town. He tried to draw reception from 
Regina. We would go over o his place to watch the ‘snow and 
et the occasional glimpse of Elvis on the Fa Sullivan Show. 

‘We used to hold parties down atthe spruce grove bend the 
hills. ean remember one big paty on Thanksgiving when ll the 
older kids had come home from university, Although they were 
older than us, they let me, Dale Cassidy, Allister Grass, Wayne 
‘Boen and others of our age join in. Being included inte activities 
ofthe older kids was an important part of growing up in Sturgis 
for many of us. Those were the days when Louis Armstrong and 
New Orleans Jazz was the rage at university 

During the Christmas break, when everybody was home a 
‘we would listen to Louis Armstrong and the Inkspots at Aunt 
Hilda (Peterson) Boen’s and play Monopoly or Clue for hours on 
end. 

T have always regretted that I didn't keep the old cars Thad, 
Before I was sixcen, I had bought a 1929 Model A Ford Coupe 
from Herb Wagat's Garage and was ready to it the road as soon 
as got muy dever’s lense. Then when was 17, I bought a 1932 
“Model B Ford Coupe from Andsew Cholod that was in very g00d 
original condition. When these are cut down in bokrod fashion, 
they are known as a “Deuce Coupe.” You might remember this 
from the Beach Boy’s song later. The Model B, which had 
mechanical brakes, had a hard time in big cities lke Regina; it had 
tendency to climb the back end of newer cars when they stopped 
too quickly at are light, costing me a prety penny. So T sold it, 
not really knowing its value and bought a 1938 Nash. This was @ 
cruising tank that would relly wind up onthe few miles of four 
lane highvsay that extended out of Regina in those days 

Many will remember the swimming holes along the 
Assiniboine. There was the “Shallow Hole” and the “Deep Hole: 
One could not go to the Deep Hole unless you could pas the test 
‘of dog paddling across te narrowest part of therver to the deeper 
side. Tk was always a bit scary for’ youngster the frst time 
‘because the current was quite swift. At the Deep Hole, the older 
‘boys had built diving boards rigged up and ropes hanging from 
the Manitoba Maples for Tarzan jumps, complete with a classic 
yell. 

‘We spent lot of time playing down inthe river valley below 
the elevators, We kept stating to build a cabin, bot usually our 
enthusiasm would runout before we got very far into the job. My 
cousin, Lome, was always building canvas strip kayaks for use on 
the river. His supplies came from Frank Giles’ Hardware Store 
Usually there was a shortage of money to buy these supplies. We 
‘would go into Frank's store and Lome would place an onder for 























canvas, nails, rope and whatever, and then he would ask Frank 
bow moch that would be. Frank would sa; “Well lets see nov, 
how much do you have?" Lome might answer “a dollar” Frank 
‘would say, “Thats lucky because that’s just what it costs” when. 
it probably cost wo or three times that much. Frank Giles was 
always good to us! He knew the value of keeping us busy at 
constructive projects. 

Andy Beaity used to enjoy kidding with my Father and tying to 
sgethis goat Most afternoons, my faber would take a break from 
‘work atthe elevator and go tothe Bluebird In for coffee. Andy 
‘would time it jut right. He would slip in on a stool beside my 
father just when the waitress was taking the order and say, “Boy, 
Ruscell am Fever glad you are buying. Waites have a cup of 
coffe, a piece af apple pie and don't forget a couple of scoops of 
vanilla ie cream" One time my father went up to Andy Beatty's 
welding shop to pay for some welding that he hed done oa my 
bicycle, As my father approached, Andy was welding and didn't 
Jet on he saw my father. He took @ measurement with his hand 
outstretched walked clear across the room supposedly holding 
that distance out in front of him between his hands, marked a 
piece of steel and cut if off withthe cuing torch. Then he looked 
‘up and smiled. The Beattys were always clowning. My father 
asked Andy, “What do T owe you for fixing my son's bike?” 
‘Andy's reply was “Boy have [been waiting for this” Then after a 
Jong detailed itemization of al the things he had 10 do tox it and 
all the things he didn’t have to do, andthe fact that he ha to do it 
‘when he was extremely busy which would cost extra, he finally 
said, “That be a dolla” 

‘When we lived on the hil, Fed Beaty would plow our long 
driveway with their big “R” John Deere and snow plow: After 
finishing the job, he would come in for coffee. After they finished. 
coffee, my father would ask, “Well, how much do Lowe you." It 
‘vas always the same routine, Fred would say, “Well thought you 
‘would never ask! Do you know how much that tractor cost? Do 
‘you know how much time it ook to build that snow plow? Do you 
inave any idea how much diesel that outfit bums? And then there's 
‘my time and the fact that Thad to drive all the way up here!" and 
‘on and on with one lament after another. Then after a brief pause 
timed jut sight, “Tha l be five dollars.” 

Tam reminded of two other famous Town characters when I 
‘was growing up, Doc Thomas and Jim Johnson. Doc wosked on 
the section and Jim was retired. Well, Doc and Jim would ge all 
tanked up down at the beer parlour and pat ona prety’ good show. 
Doe Thomas would get into the routine, “If you have a medical 
problem, come to the Good Doctor and he'll operate” One time 
Someone sold Doc an old ca. To my knowledge, Doe never drove 
‘car. So Doe and Jim got tanked up and took this ear fr a ride 
ddown Main Stret. Doc was driving and there was alt of fanfare 
along the sueet. When they reached the end ofthe stret by the 
elevators, Dac was so distracted and taken up by the seene and the 
ca that he didn’t make the tur lft or right. Instead he drove the 
cat right over the steep embankment and down that 40 feet drop 
almost ending up in the United Grain Growers Elevator Office. 
‘They both climbed out of the car and Doc was down there yelling 
to Jim, “What an upstanding car!” Sure enough, the car was 
upstanding on all four wheels not looking too much worse forthe 


























In the spring of the year Tony Lubiniecki, who was quite a bit 
older than the rest of us, would go up tothe top ofthe big hill, st. 
fire to one of the large intricate model airplanes that he had made 
and fy it off the big hill watching it bur, There wasn't akid in 
sight that woulda’t have gladly taken tat plane off his hands if he 
sidn’t want it. Tony was als famous fr buildin log cabins down 
atthe river. Iemember that we used to search for his eabin 50 as 
to sneak up and view it. There were always waning signs and no 
‘tespassing signs posted everywhere, If we were coavinced that, 
‘no one was around, we would also look over his boat whieh to us 
\as really quite a masterpice, The boat was closed in onthe top 
with paddle wheels on the sides. The paddle wheels were 
powered by the person who sat inside by turing a cross crank 
apparatus. To us at our age, this was really special! 

| fondly remember Sports Day at Sturgis while Twas growing 
‘up. Even the days of preparation before the big days were exciting 
toa young boy. Buster Grass was the organizer and an extremely 
‘good one at that. I remember them hauling loads of freshly eut 
poplar trees to place over the roofs ofthe temporary buildings for 
shade. Ican also remember when Leo and Fred Prekaski started 
the rodeos at Suis Sports, and doing my best to help my father 
sand others to build te first corals, fences and gates. The horse 
races on Sports Day were big events, “Clear the track! Clear the 
‘rack! The race is about to begin,” the lond speaker would blae 
‘And down the race rack would come the thundering horses with 
the odd person scurrying across just in time. The main 
competition was often between one of Leo Prekaski’s horses, 
usualy ridden by Bobby Prekaski, andthe fast Indian ponies that 
were always at Spots Day. The Indian boys were all decked out 
in their colourful jockey outits; they eould really ride, most often 
bareback. I also remember being inzigued when the Indians 
People would come to Sports Day with their teams of horses and 
‘camp in teepees and tents either on the prairie near the Sports 
Ground or down by the river. The older men and women would 
be dressed in traditional dress, and the older men braided their 
hair which hung down their backs. Then there were the boxing. 
‘matches at the hillside arena up between the big ills, Once again, 
Leo, Fred and Willard Prekaski seemed to be in charge of these 
events. Senior baseball was always great 19 watch, with good 
teams, and the final game often ended up to be a eff hanger 
between Sturgis, Stenen or Preecevill. There were many good 
players on the Sturgis Team, coached by Don Bergin the early 
1950s, Sharkey (Russell) Vodden played first base, Lawrence 
SSimes was on third, Dave Lippoway was on second, Frank 
Lisoway caught, always with alot of chatter, and Adam Lisoway 
Played short Then, there was Chucker Bill Michaluke who coald 
Pitch about as many games a day as needed. Colin Queen also 
pitched and played in the field with Charlie Monet, Howard 
Fraser and others. The meal put on by the women of the town at 
‘Sports Day was always good, They worked so hard during Sports 
Day and also brought their pies, cakes and other food as 
‘donations. All of this demonstrated a strong sense of community 
and shared responsibilty which instilled good moral character in 
those of us who were only young enough to watch, enjoy and 
remember. The finale was always fireworks from the top of the 
big hil after it got dark and a dance at the Town Hall or the 
‘Skating Rink, sometimes with big bands like Merk Kenny from 
down East 























One thing that many of us are grateful for s the good education 
that we got growing up in Stugs, Even though some of us din’ 
seem o be paying attention, enough rubbed of that allowed many 
of us to compete very well in the outside world. Our elementary 
Schoo! teachers, Hilda Peterson, Jessie Rongve, Nick Smandych 
and later, Amy Palmer drilled inthe fuadamentals with spelling 
and arithmetic bees, lots of strcture and the like, Besides the 
scademics, Leo Lubinicki, our Principal, introduced the coffee 
can curling league atthe elementary school, We made our own 
curling rinks, complet with painted circles at the end, Our rocks 
‘Were made of one pound coffe tins filled with conerete, complete 
with a handle, While the grown-ups were curting inthe bonspie! 
at the rink, we ran our own bonspel at school and spent every 
available recess, noon hour and afterschool curling up a storm. In 
the winter if we weren't curling, we were either sliding down the 
iy school hill on pieces of cardboard or playing marbles in the 
basement of the school. During the spring and fll, we played 
lot of softball and then baseball ater in high school, as well as 
hockey on the open-air rink. Nick Smandych gave ws alot of his 
time in those ealy years coaching both the hockey and sofball 
teams. He was pretty strict. He didnt lke rough-hoase hockey, so 
if you went for the man rather than the puck he would It you 
warm the bench for a while. That even happened when he 
refereed the high school and senior games; it was either clean 
hhockey or you would he warming the penalty box, 

‘We were also fortunate to have the Composite High school in 
‘ur town and good and interested teachers. It was a also a great 
experience and beneficial for the Town kids to be able to work, 
study and play with the kids from out of town who lived in the 
dorms. Besides, tis gave the town an infusion of prs. Later the 
busing of students from many stall surounding communities 
also added another positive dimension to our growing up 
‘experience. With larger group of students, but stil smal enough 
to know everyone in your class, teams from Sturgis Composite 
could compete with the best in the province, whether in 
academies, drama or sports, 

As spring approached, the activities in our lite town tumed to 
the curling bonspiel. Every year, the skating rink would be 
‘converted into five more sheets of culing ice, besides the two 
sheets in the adjacent curling rink. The rink was always decorated 
for these occasions. Helge Jolson, Superintendeat of the Sturgis 
Schoo! Unit, would paint a large mural across the back of the 
stating rink. He would get the young teenagers to help him, We 
lid the painting in tempera paints. After he had sketched out the 
scene, he would number various segments for different colours 
‘and we would paint away filling in the blaaks, Then he would 
blend everything together, ill n the details and produce a great 
‘mural scene appropriate forthe big upcoming bonspiel event 
which usually lasted about @ week. There was always a lot of 
excitement and suspense as the spiel drew closer to the final 
‘games. In the waiting room full of spectators on some of those 
final shots, you could have heard pin drop 

‘Then there was the Sturgis Band. This was a scene straight out 
of the musical the “Music Man.” and another cooperative 
community efor. The band leader was Me. Lsie, who produced 
the Sturgis weekly newspaper. Every kid in town tht could blow 
had a hom of some kind. There were trumpets, trombones, 
bactones, alto boms, clarinets, saxophones, drums and a tubs, 
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Parents had to purchase the instruments for thei children. All the 
band uniforms were made by the mothers in the community. They 
consisted of blue capes with red interior flases, blue pants, a 
White shirt and a red tie, anda blue air force style cap also with 
re flashing. This was the only band inthe area, so as soon as We 
hhad learned three short pieces, we were on the road to Sports 
Days and various events all over Northeastem Saskatchewan, 
‘Thank goodness that some of the older kids knew the pieces better 
and could coverup forthe “beeps” and “toots” that some of us 
younger members added. But as time progressed the band got 
better and also beter known. Eventually, [am told that ths band 
evolved into te first high school band and music program in the 
province, thanks tothe hard work of Mr, Lose and oue forward 
looking parents, teachers and school system administrators, 
always looked forward tothe big fishing trips to McBride's 
Lake or Whitefish Lake when T was small. These were usually 
four or five day events atthe minimum and very exciting. Of 
course, my father was always one ofthe organizes. He had the 
largest boat and one of the few outboard motors in the country, & 
1922 Johnson Seahorse, two and a half horsepower. My 
standfather, Andy Peterson, and my uncle Adsian Peterson were 
usually along, and sometimes my cousin Lorne would come 2 
‘well as our neighbours the Grasses and Cassidy's. Ber Vodlen 
‘wouldn't miss trp. He and Grandpa Andy, chewing on his cigar 
‘would st atthe front of the boat with their Tong willow poles and 
two as close to shore as possible. When they booked a fish, up the 
pole would go and the fish would come flying into the boat 
skimming over our heads. There was no “monkey business" about 
playing the fish. Instead, they gave the fsh a shock treatment by 
‘almost pulling off its head, They used to tease Bert Vodden about 
‘the fact that fhe got any closer to shore with his hook, he would 
snag a rabbit. Then the story seemed to change tothe fact that he 
‘had caught a rabit, which even Bert began to tell. Maybe he di? 
"The roads to both McBride's and Whitefish were ust rails with 
plenty of water holes, soft spots and creeks to cross. IF trained 
‘while you were in there the roads would tum into one slippery, 
greasy mess, and we'd have to stay at least a couple more days 
until things dried up. We would take in atleast two boats and 
sometimes three. Oflen my Dad would pull «second boat behind 
because there was only that one motor inthe earlier days. Tips to 
Whitefish needed even more equipment. Often a small Ford 
tractor was hauled in on the back ofa truck until the going got 
tough, and then the tractor was used to pullin the triers, boats 
and equipment through the last bad spots leading to the lake. We 
always seemed to return with large catches of fish, enough for 
family, fiends and neighbours alike, I recall that at McBride's 
[Lake there was a place by a creek onthe north face ofthe hils on 
the southside of the lake where you could dig down in the creek 
bed under the fems and moss and find permafrost nearly all 
summer long. This is where the fish were stored so that they 
would keep during the many days of fishing activity. I still 
remember one time at McBride's Lake when Buster Grass 
brought in the speedboat that his father had made down in Fort 
(Qu'Appelle and the 1920's sixteen horse Johnson Seahorse 
outboard motor. This was the biggest and fastest motor we bad 
ever seen, We had heard a lot about it but never seen it peform, 
Buster and some others didn't arrive that night until close to 
‘midnight, bu they werent feling any worse forthe wear and hd 








to check tat spoed boat out tha night. They finally got that motor 
cranked up and began cutting figure eight ll around the lake in 
the moonlight. Boy could that boat ever go! The next morning 
‘when we got up and looked out on the lake, to everyone's 
surprise, there were lambermill logs floating around everywhere; 
luckily, they hadn't hit even one or the story may not have had the 
same ending. 

Later as we got older, Dale Cassidy, Alister Grass and I would 
tackle the tip into MeBride's with my 1929 Model A Ford that 
Ina lots of clearance or Dale's 1942 Plymouth. On one ofthe last. 
trips ofthis kind that we made before we all ventured off into the 
‘world, we lost low gear out of Dale's Plymouth at the botom of 
the big hill by McBride's Lake. We then tried to back the 
Plymouth up the steep hill, and about half way up we lost reverse 
gear. Lackly there were two roads dovn to the lke joined by a 
circular drive at the bottom, but both roads were one continuous 
obstacle course of big protruding rocks, When we lost reverse, 
Dale slammed that Plymouth nto second and we went fying and 
bouncing around the bottom ofthe tam and wp the other sie just 
‘making it over the top before we lost power. It would have been 
about  fifteen-mile walkout if this had not worked. 

My whole family was hunters, my father, my Grandfather, 
‘Andy Peterson, and my Uncle, Adrian Peterson. There was 
always plenty of wild game to last the long winters. Inthe spring 
jst before the remaining meat began to thaw, it was an annual 
‘vent to grind up the venison and moose, mix it with some pork 
and make it into meatballs, which were then canned for summer 
use, We realy lived a very self-sufficient lifestyle with large 
amounts of garden produce stored and canned for the winter 
‘months, and tame and wild bemies canned for preserves and 
jellies. My Grandfather always kept bees in our yard when we 
lived in Town Inthe late summer or early fall there would be an 
all day event of extracting the honey. Large Knives heated in 
boiling water were used to decap the honey cones of their wax 
cover. The frames were then placed in a large drum centrifug 
‘which was cranked by hand. Out came the honey into the tank; 
the frames were then tumed to extract the honey from the other 
side. Then the liquid honey would be poured from the bottom of 
the tank into jars that were capped with wax if necessary for 
winter storage. This was the day that almost every kid in Sturgis 
gathered in our yard because we could eat all the wax caps coaled 
With honey that we wanted, We would chew on the wax until we 
had more than our fil and almost felt sick on such a sugar high, 

remember hunting Mallard ducks nthe fll when at times the 
sky would be black with ducks. There were so many that «flock 
could quickly strip a swathed field of barley. Farmers generally 
<dida'tminded i you went hunting in ther fields and hid under the 
swath rows waiting for a flock to come in. One night we were 
‘walking back in the dark from a hunt tothe road where the Mode! 
‘A was parked, when we heard the whistling wings ofa flock of 
ducks coming toward us. I just pointed the Browning automatic 
shotgun ito the air and let two shots fly. Ibe if two ducks didn’t 
fall ight in front of us and almost tus 

“My father was one of the last farmers to continue using a 
threshing outfit before switching to a combine. I believe that he 
‘would have continued threshing at harves time if it had not been 
that teams and men were becoming extremely difficult to hie 
Hlarvest time was always a very special time of year for me. 

















his own land. During harvest, my futher would hire Eugene's 
mother, Millie Lee, o cook forthe threshing crew. This she did in 
thee home on the farm. My mother was the helper and picked up 
the supplis in town, Every day when school was out, my mother 
‘would pic up my sister and me atthe school, and we would drive 
to the farm arriving justin time for my mother to help bring 
coffee, sandwiches and cookies or eake to the men inthe field. 
‘The coffee always smelled so good, It was exiting to watch the 
‘men and threshing machine work. The huge teams of horses 
‘would strain as they pulled the flly loaded stook racks across to 
the field and up to the separator. By the time the bundles of grain 
hhad been unloaded, the horses standing there were covered witha 
layer of straw on thee backs. Some men were willing to take me 
‘along out into the field and to let me drive their team while they 
Toaded the wagon with new bundles. This was the big thrill for me 
at an age of about cleven or twelve, Other drivers would simply 
‘whistle and with a “Gety up" command their eam would move 
slowly up to the next location on their own. There was always 80 
‘much food atthe evening meal, but by the time the crew had 
finished eating, there wasa't much left. Then afte a brief res, the 
men would go out with laters to finish feeding the horses and 
to get them bedded down for the night. There always seemed t0 
be a slight chance of frost in the air at that time of year, and the 
Northern Lights would dance us to sleep. We got up arly, well 
before daylight, Huge stacks of pancakes and bacon and eges 
already filled the ding tables ready for the morning meal. When 
‘breakfast was over, my mother would help Milie with the dishes, 
and then we would head for Sturgis and off to schoo! for another 
day. After we started combining instead of threshing, harvest time 
never really seemed as grand. 

‘Although I was a member of the high school hockey, 
basketball, baseball and curling teams, ike my father, my favorite 
sport was baseball and the positon I enjoyed playing most was 
catcher, But an era was ending. Many young people from the 
small towns were heading to the cities to work or 10 go into 
training or university. This lft Sturgis and towns around with a 
shortage of talent fo continue fielding a local baseball team, 
Stenen was the exception to some degre, Keeping their great 

mn of the 1950s going longer than the res. Russell Vodden and 
James Simes, who were in the twilight of their baseball carers, 
bast who loved to play baseball, dd their best to keep tings going 
round Sturgis. During the summer of 1955 when I stayed home 
to work for my father on the farm, they would take Billy Simes 
and me to Sports Days in the region. Sometimes Bobby Prekaski 
‘would come along. We would either form a team with players 
from other towns facing the same problems or we would play 
‘with any team that could use us twas definitely the losing of an 
cera of great baseball in Northeastern Saskatchewan and it was sad 
tosecit go. 

‘One of the best parts about growing pin a small town like 
Seurgis was our closely knit families and the life-long friends we 
‘made, Over the years maay of us have been separated by large 
distances but whenever we get together, it doesn't take long for us 
topick up the pieces where we lft off Invariably we will get into 
a long discussion about growing up in Sturgis and enjoy 
reminiscing things all over again, At some time during our 
meeting we are bound to find time for a song fest. Singing and 




















music was always a part of the way we were brought up, from, 
‘Aunt Hilda's Grade 1 Class tothe choirs and musicals tht Mrs. 
Giles, our music teacher, organized for us all to participate in 
during our formative years. Many will remember the great 
performances of Gilbert and Sullivan's HMS Pinafore and the 
Mother Goose Operata where younger ones like myself could at 
least be a rabbit with floppy eas, even though we didn’t have any 
lines to say. Those of us who grew up in turgs have our parents, 
‘ur grandparens, teachers and many other community members 
to thank for having foresight, giving us opportunities and for 
doing their best to prepare us for the challenges of life ahead 
Even though Ihave been gone for well over 40 years, Stgis is 
still home to me! Like the old song says, “Old fiends are best 
fiends in sunshine or rain. So goadbye, goodbye. Goodbye til 
we meet again!” 





‘Taperecorder tales: Brooks, Clyde (son of the 
first postmaster who gave Sturgis its name) 

My father, Fred C, Brooks, shipped his horses and belongings 
up here from Waterown, South Dakota looking fora homestead 
Hee had six horses, four of which he sold because bere they 
brought five hundred dollars esch compared to two hundred inthe 
‘States, He gota job with the Ball boys in Yorkton and used his 
triving team to take land seekers out around the teitory. He 
‘would stay at different places withthe peopl he took out, usually 
a thre or four day’tip 

‘On one ofthese trips he found the homestead he wanted which 
was by the school section and had a crek inthe comer, ideal for 
raising hoses. He, Oscar and John Olson bought some buildings 
that were being abandoned by the Doukhobours, They took them 
‘part, marked the logs and reassembled them on their lan. 

‘My Dad started store in our house and then got the post office 
which I thiak my Mom named Sturgis. Twas bor in the post 
office and I also had a sister This kept my mother busy as people 
would come at all times ofthe day and night for thei mail. She 
\woold have to ight lamp and go into another room forthe mal 
She was willing, bt {thought it was quite a thing to have to 
‘do"Then in 1911, the railroad came. They were trying to decide 
‘where the town shoiald be built. Different sites were considered 
such as the Mike Thomas farm, Carragher’s place and Billy 
Jones” place. Then there was a decision to be made on @ name. 
Carragher and Stanhope were suggested bt the railroad company 
changed it, The postal department didn't want to change it, 90 
pt calling it “Sturgis. There was a place called Stanhope 
Siding, but as far as I know Stanhope was never a post offic. 

‘With the townsite established, my Dad bought some lots and 
built meat market, machine shop, and a cafe. We moved into the 
building which had living quarters above the cafe. My mother 
died in 1912 and we went to live with my grandparents until my 
‘Dad remarried in 1913 and we resumed to Sturgis. can recall the 
‘water in the river thar year was from the railroad tacks clear 
across. The children couldn't get to school. My Dad rented a 
room in that resturant fora school room with the teacher being 
‘Miss Simpson. They attended school there until the school on the 
Durham annex was finished. When that school bumed down in 
1920, classes were held in the hotel. Anew school was built with 
the two bottom rooms used at firs. Some teachers were: Miss 
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Long, Miss Chisholm, Miss Tersil, McKellar, McKay, and 
Fraser 

[remember the river being up and the bridge being built. My 
Dad being in the store, used to take cattle, ides and fur in wade. 
“He had a contract to furnish meat for the road grading crews. He 
also sold oats to feed their mules. Sometimes provisions 
hhauled the tweoty-five miles from Canora. Dad also had 
‘machinery with the Case agency and when he live in town he got 
the International Agency for Deering binders until 1925. 

gots lot of information from my mosber’s leer. She liked 
the country and the wild animals she'd se. Indians would come 
through and Dad would buy their furs, Chief Bluebell came a lot 
and the custom was that if you were friends, you gave them 
something and they gave you something. Dad gave him a shot 
gun, a sheeplined coat while dad probably got deer meat. The 
Indians dug and sold senece root which brought @ good price. 

remember the O'Brien house burning down while the men 
fought he fie with a two-cyinder fre engine Ut they pulled by 
hand. When they were using it, you would run out one cylinder 
‘hich held about seventy-five gallons and recharge the her 

‘Me Hollingsworth was the fst janitor in the new brick sehoo! 
for years. Tey were leaders inthe community and church 

‘Sturgis ad a reputation of having a Sports day on July 4th 
‘They would sell ribbons to finance the day. They had good ball 
‘games, fireworks and kids' races and sometimes adults, too, They 
always had harse races on the prairie after fling inthe holes, 

We always had horses as Dad was quite the horseman. One 
horse lived to thirty-three years old and then Dad put him to rest 
and made a robe out of his buckskin hide. Cobets used to have 
‘roting horses, one was reportedly from Dan Patch, famous race 
horse. The Corbetts were a musical family and played for dances 
Mrs, Wilson was a community leader promoting anything 
happening at Crystal Lake and she started the Library tere. 

‘We skated onthe river and onthe slough, I never owned hockey 
skates, just clamp ons. We also skied on the Sturgis Hill with 
homemade skis by Arthur Skogstead, who was a farmer and a 
carpenter. 

T remember Frank Berdine who did cement work, was 
bartender and bed homestead. Mike Thomas was our neighbor. 
Pete Thomas hauled gravel and loaded it on cas, day after day, 
year after year in the summer. lot of gravel was shipped out of| 
here in those days. He had a beautiful eam of grey percheron 
horses that was his pride and joy. Emi Royal was involved in the 
sravel busines in the ip where the museum is now. There was 8 
narrow gauge railroad and a cart going down to the raload, 
‘They'd fill hat car up and rll it out and dump iti te train car, 
then pull the cart back and refill it. This same outfit had a brand 
new flour mill with the nicest litle steam engine. I think that 
‘bumed down. 

‘The blacksmith, Tom Nichols, was popular. Harvey Houghton 
ran the hotel and the livery stable, Mrs. Rex lived bere in tin 
house and took in roomers, The Elanders ran a store, Above the 
store they would meet for various activites. There was a Literary 
Society plays were put on, debates held, singing and readings, 
and Edgar Thriau did readings of tbe Habitant dialect. They held 
dances there, £0, until the hall was built. Ed Theriau teased the 
smaller kids, pu a small trap on the teacher's seat and a snake in 
































































her desk, Ea taught me how to swin-he threw mein the vee: I 
could either swim or 

1 remember Tommy Healy, a nineteen or twenty year old, 
drowning inthe river. After visting in towa, he went with a bunch 
of fllows swimming. dont think he knew how to swim or knew 
how deep the water was in the “deep hole” cause he went right 
down, 

‘turpis always had a pretty good ball tam. Frank Weilke was 
first baseman, Phil Whittaker pitcher (ihey gave him a job), and 
other players were Frank Prien, the O'Brien boys, and Evan 
Evans. The ball diamond was across from the United Church, 
later north of town befor it located to its present site, 

‘There was a runaway that I was in. We were picking rocks and 
putting them on a crossing when the bridle came off one horse 
tnd the team took off for town, The kids were all in the wagon, 
some quickly jumped out and I with some others hung on for 
quite a while before deciding to jump. The team caught up to a 
“Model T Ford with one horse on ether side running the thing into 
the back ofthe ca. The erossing was where we forded the river 
and the rocks made it easier. Thee were alot of such crossings. 

Oliver Robinson was a merchant and a hunter. He and others 
would take a bobsled and hunt on the reserve and my mother had 
pictures oftheir moose, deer and bear. Se also had a picture of 
the Doukhobour village where the women were pulling a plow 
‘There were six or eight women and they had a rope and pieces of 
timber about the size of a neck yoke across between them and 
they were pulling this plow: In the background you could see the 
horses that brought the women to the field resting with their 
Jharess off and here the women were doing the work! 

“My mother’s letters told of having picnics with the Martin and 
Alvin Mattisons and the Hedleys. That was the Fourth of July at 
her place. They made homemade ioe cream with ice from the 
wel 

‘We bought hay from the Doukhobours from their hay 
meadows. Ifyou had an ordinary rack and put on a decent load, 
you paid two dollars; if you pt on alosd anda half, ou paid two 
dollars bu that would be the lst load you got from them, They 
were good people but they were squatters and had to move when 
the settles came. They owned land by Veregin and Kamsack 
‘That village was south of the McLure Ranch which was quite a 
spread when Bert was running it 


REMINISCING YE OLD SCHOOLHOUSE

‘How many times, as we toddle along down the road of life, do 
‘we pause to Iook back on it. think often, because there is some 
litle thing that we pick up there that we treasure and keep with 
1s tothe end of the line-The litle old schoolhouse in my case is 
“Maanaaah School in Saskatchewan, Canada, 

But first let me go back and say a word or two about the litle 
town of that name in Minnesota, where the Reagans, the 
Maddens, the Fitzpatricks, the Meinties, the Collins, the 
Durhams, the Gibneys, the Heaneys and the Halidays resided, 
‘The above-mentioned, along withthe restiess souls in Wisconsin, 
‘Michigan and many more places started turing a listening ear to 
the stories that were coming in about that wonderful new land to 
the north—stories claiming that one could actully see things 
‘ro, What is tin the minds of men that forever forces them on 





in the search for new things to conquer is beyond me. Take my 
srandadd; Paddy Reagan 

‘He left Ireland at the age of seventeen years to come to Ontario. 
About the time that he won the hand of Kathrine Heaney, the 
Stories that had been sifting through about Minnesota mast have 
sounded good because that is where they landed. They settled at 
Eden Valley. The tovns of Mannanah, Panesvile and other wide 
places in the road completed the circle. Grandad Paddy and his 
beloved did well by themselves. They had a family of ten 
children, Tom, the oldest, was born there in 1866, Katie the 
ingest in 1888, with Margaret, Alice, May Anne, Patrick, 
William, John, Liza, twins and Chris in that order. One would 
‘ink that aman that had come tht far fom his place of birth and 
had made two starts (and I can vouch forthe second, as T was on 
the old place in 1946 when I was through there with ny Dad) 
‘would frown on the idea of picking up and moving to some other 
frontier, but from what my Dad (Patrick) often told me, Grandad 
was the sparkplug ofthe whole idea. He wanted to be where his 
boys could have Tots of land. It was 1905 that he and the above- 
‘mentioned, with everything between then: and their God, headed 
‘once again for what they knew was to be their Garden of Eden on 
anh 

‘The transportation to Yorkton, Saskatchewan was, as we inthis 
day and age would say, in the bag. The transporation from 
Yorkton to where they lt was a nightmare. The old timers will no 
doubt remember that one of the wet cycles was in full swing and 
every low place was fll of water. The bridge over the White Sand 
River had gone out and all in allt took them eighteen days from 
‘Yorkton to what is now known as Sturgis, When Trea inthe tle 
Preeceville paper that Earl Laing was inthe hospital, I couldn't 
help but wonder if maybe that veil that separates us mortals from 
the folks that have gone, is thin enough to allow men like Tom 
Reagan, Marshall Durham Patsy Reagan, Billy Reagan, Frank 
Heaney, and Pat Maddea to reach down a belping hand i return 
for the wonderful job Earl hal done in that long gone day. Earl 
took eighteen loads of furniture across the White Sand River in a 
out 

‘When they got to where they were going they found thatthe 
stories had gone out in a lot of directions. They found the 
Petersons, the Lees, the Stennes's there from Wisconsin, They 
found Amstroags from North Dakota the Healy's the Williams, 
the Thompsons, the Carraghers all up there with the one thought 
in mind - to get a to-hold inthe biggest thing that any of them. 
hha ever seen. All that one has to do to realize that changes have 
taken place since that day is to ponder the fact tht last July 7,1 
left my friend's home at Sturgis at six in the morning and at 
‘welvethity in the aftemoon I was siting eating lunch at 
Plentywood, Montana better than thee hundred miles away after 
clearing through both the Canadian and U.S. Customs 

But to get back to the schoolhouse, A thing that puzzled me 
then and has amused me since was that idea that all the good 
people that came over therefrom across the Atlantic Ocean that 
weren't Swedes, Norwegians or Danes must be Galatians. If my 
memory serves me, there was such a country as Galatia then but 
it got swallowed up in the shuffle afte World War One, It was 
only afer the children grew up and were able to explain how in 
ition to Galatia there was Poland, Romania and many more 











‘counties that people might come from, that that myth was cleared 
wp, 

Just how the name of Mannanah was chosen forthe school can 
‘only be explained bythe fact that there were just too many people 
from down there for anyone else to have much of a say in the 
mater. Give o take litle, I'd say th school was built in 1906, 
‘Leo Martel and Andrew Soderlund di the building. By thew: 
Andrew acted as trustee along with Tim Gibney and Tom Reagan 
for many years. The frst teacher was « Miss Connie Wilkinson, 
slrect from England, She stayed but a short while -1 month. The 
first pupils to attend were Mary, Rose, Kati, Hazel and Timothy 
Gibney; Nora MatKien, Paddy Reagan, Jim and Anna Healy, 
Andrew, Arvid and Oscar Olsoa. Mrs. John Healy replaced 
Wilkinson as teacher, and I will name the teachers in ther order 
ss [remember them. Miss Sue Longdon replaced Mrs. Healy 
Then Miss Katie McTavish, Wilson Hanna, Miss Loefler, Jack 
(©'Brien, Harold Sift, and the one and only Roy D. Scot Folks, 
‘lot of water has gone out to sea since all that happened and 
anyone is welcome to correct me if I am wrong. 

The Olson family came to that part of the country in 1905, 1 
believe ~a year later than we came. Oscar, Anna, Eric, my sister 
Beatrice, Mike and Delia Jarbo and myself went to Miss Leofler 
as did cousins Angus, Lucile, John, Margaret, Paddy Reagan 
Katie Hazel, Tim, Matt Gibney; Curis and Roscoe Wiliams 
Hazel and Veme Peterson; Tom Durham and Anna and Frank 
Danchuk and Andrew Soderlund Jz 

Jack O'Brien came to that district in 1910 and when he started 
teaching, being he was my uncle, things looked rosy indeed 
Brother Ray, i being his year to start, rst have thought along the 
same line, because it wasn't long before he and Uncle Jack were 
having trouble trying to decide whether Ray was going to school 
to Tack or whether Jack was going to school to Ray. It came to 8 
head as it were, when Jack applied a lot ofthat “hog Istin” that 
ont go with the right kindof education. When we were gathered 
‘round that evening, Ray proceeds to tell Dad just what had 
happened and what kind ofa heel he had for an uncle. Dad agreed 
With Ray. He agreed fo the point where be evea loaned Ray his 
kenfe to go out and cut a nice long willow gad. Poor gulible Ray, 
thinking what was going to happen to that smart alec uncle, cut 
what looked like a young tee, Uncle Jack didn’t have much 
trouble convincing Ray from that time on that Jack was there 0 
teach Ray and not the other way round, 

T would go so far as to say that if one knew how to check om it, 
‘one would find people in every province of Canada and in most 
states of our neighbour to the south that could be traced directly 
or indirectly back to that school house. I could go belter than 
halfway to Canada and a long way in the U.S.A Nora Madden 
in Montana, Anna Healy in Idaho, Beatrice Reagan in 
‘Washington, Flossie Smith in Oregon, Amy and Rose Larock in 
California, and more. This day and age in schools where a teacher 
has one grade to teach, even though they may have half a hundred 
Pupils, one can see the task thatthe teachers of Mennanah and 
Similar schools had with the same number of pupils ofall ages 
‘scattered up through all eight grades. Tha ite schoolhouse stood 
as a landmark for most of half a century and T would be able to 
guess just how many times my mind has fied away and gone 
back there. That is one nice thing about having a roving min. 
‘One can go where one pleases; if notin person, than in spi. I 
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hhave been fortunate in being able to get back to the home town 
cach year of late and it always pleased me to attend the annual 
picnic thatthe teacher, my lifelong friend Hudson Armstrong, put 
‘forthe kiddies at the end ofthe school tem. 

‘My family, the Pat Reagans left there in 1923 and alot of time 
thas elapsed since, so anything from that day would be hearsay. 1 
4 know that Cousin Leo Reagan taught fora while after Roy D. 
‘Scott went to teach in Canora, {a 1952, I joined ina nice reunion 
‘with many ofthe boys and girs of my time: Mrs. Anna (Healy) 
Rarick of Cocur d'Alene, Idaho, Mrs. Kate (Gibney) Sime, 
‘Mas. Anna (Olson) Rogstad, Mrs. Margaret (Reagan) Destoches, 
‘Andres, Arvid, Oscar and Erie Olson, Mike and Fred Slapinski 
land teacher Hudson Armstrong. Oscar Olson took pictures ofthe 
‘group and when T looked at them my mind couldn't help going 
back to another day when I had my picture taken tight on that 
same step with Matt Gibney, Leo Gibney, Ray Gibney, Owen 
Gibney, Erie Olson, John Danchuk, Brother Rey, Christina 
Lingren, Lucile Alice and Angus Reagan and more. The thought 
coulda't help striking me dhat i's a shor span indeed that has 
‘been alloted us. Why it seemed like it was just yesterday that that 
other pictare was taken -but here you ae, Ed Reagan, a Grandad! 
‘Time fis away. When we are young we want the tim to fly so 
that we ean get old enough todo what the Joneses and the Smiths 
are doing and ‘ere we know it, we are trying to find some way to 
slow things down. I's the things that pleased that we lke 0 20 
‘back and dwell on. The ones that don't please us, we like to forget 
and rightly so. 

‘Wherein our minds could we find more pleasing things than 
right there on the playgrounds of one litle ol schoolhouse? Take 
that game of five sticks. Where it came from is anyone's guess, 
but we used to play it for keeps. We'd choose upsides, lay astring 
‘of poles for our centre line, stick iv sticks in the snow about ity 
feet from centre and the idea foreach side was to duck across, get 
stick and back without being tagged, because, once tagged you 
had to join the other side. The tempers grew short at times 
‘whether they be Irish, Swede or Polak: 

‘The Minnesota people, being predominately Roman Catholic, 
hhad to have some place to have Mass. Yes, you guessed it, that 
line schoolhouse; and when one stops to think about them after 
“Mass breakfasts that were held atthe Tim Gibneys: where all that 
food came from, one can readily see why Wall Steet wasn’t 
shaken on news of their passing. Their home sat right on the trail 
and there never was a day went by thatthe Gibneys didn’t feed 
from one to a dozen wayfarers, and from what alot of the old 
timers have told me, alot of those wayfares were play-i-close 
‘orthe-vest type and with ofttimes nothing more than a thank 
‘you, Mrs. Gibney, would be on their way 

"The firs thing to bring a tragic tinge wo the everyday scheme of 
‘ings was the drowning of Paddy Reagan and Timothy Gibney in 
“May Lake in 1913. The second was the news that Tommy Healy 
‘was Killed in France in te later par of 1914. John Healy, Tom's 
‘brother, was drowned in te river just west of town. Things have 
a way of balancing, however James Healy, a brother of Tom and 
John, was ordained a priest inthe Holy Orders on June 12, 1927 
[Bennie Reagan, a son of W.J. and Mary Reagan, long @ resident 
‘of your land, was ordained a priest in une, 1950. Charles Gibney, 
‘ nephew of Tom, John and Father Healy, was ordained a priest, 











































exactly twenty-five years to the day after his Uncle John’s 
drowning June 12, 1952) 

So time marches on. Even though litle old Mannanah School 

is no more (they have pulled it up by the rots to transplant itn 

's hope thatthe boys and girls that obtain 
their know-how under its roof realize tht they are among the 
chosen few to sit and eam under its majestic dome. In looking 
‘hack on itll I would say that Mrs. Healy played te biggest part 
ofall in the numberof school plays and so forth. She wrote and 
pt on the drama THE REAL RISH. Mss, Rarrick has the 
newspaper story of it, Why not send fori? It will take you back 
‘along way but you wll enjoy the ride, Her address is $22 Indiana 
‘Avenue, Couer d'Alene, Hao. 

"That's about all there is, folks, There's more, much more, but as 
we all know time moves on and in its moving meliows us. Things 
that once stood oat are dimmed; we have to really strive to make 
them come outin their true perspective. As [write his the thought 
can't help ike me: Ed Reagan, just who do you think your are, 
to 1 to draw a word picture of something as big as that? Folks, I 
‘would like tobe big enough to write the kind ofa story that could 
be tol, but that being out ofthe question, please sept tis asthe 
‘best ave to offer. Before closing I want to once again thank each 
and everyone ofthe lads and lasses that came there and added 
their bit to the know-how tat Ihave used down through the years 
to help me raise the grandest family a man ever owned. 





EARLY MEMORIES - TAPE RECORDED 
TALES 
‘This is an interview with Tom Duzham (conducted November 4, 

1975 by Pat Armstrong) and presented here almost verbatim: 

‘There was & big gang of us came in from the States, 170 miles 
‘out of St. Paul-Minneapolis. There was 30 carloads shipped up of 
‘machinery, cate, what-have-you, and we came in ere in 1904, 
fand unloaded at Yorkton, We were in what they called the 
Immigrant Hall, There vas foreigners in there from different 
counties, and the Durhams, Reagans, Fitzpatrick, and, O, Lord, 
Tcoulda’t begin to mention how many, andthe big ambition with 
them all was this: To come up North where we're ving now. This 
is my brothers homestead where Sturgis is built, He took up this 
homestead in 1907. George was his name; he was 8 years older 
than Iam. We unloaded at Yorkton on the fourth of May in 1904 
‘and homesteaded in the neighboushood of 2 1/2 miles north of 
(Crystal Lake. We had a lake there on the farm called Pike Lake 
‘Then our good friends, the Armstrongs, came up there. I believe 
Charley and Mrs, Amstoag and their two boys, Hudson. and 
Elwood, came up therein 1905. 

‘My father’s name was Marshall. There were two boys and my 
sister, Etanamed after Hudson's mother. My mother and Mrs. 
Ammsicong were always close friends and helped each over. In 
them days no one kept track of "you owe me so much” or “Lowe 
‘you so much”, We didn’t live that way, Wonderful neighbours! 

The first two years we lived ia a log house with no floor in it— 
just ground. No money to buy lumber. Yorkton was our closest 
trading post. It would take three days to goto Yorkton with a pair 
‘of young horses and lumber wagon. Dad and Mother used to 20 
there every couple of months, T guess, for groceries and that It 
would take three days to make the tip. They'd go the first day’ as 











far a the Shaver place. That's twelve miles out of Yorkton. They 
‘would stay there overnight, sleep under the wagon, then on into 
YYorkton o do their buying, and come back there the same night, 
and then journey from there home that next day. 

“The Jarbos came in here from Ontario, I belive it was in ‘08. 
Delia (later my wife) was French; sbe couldn't speak a word of 
English, Her father filed on a homestead about five miles east of 
here, and after he proved it up they opened a restaurant—the fist 
in Stenen; and they catied on with that rwo or three years. You 
see, the railroad went through here in 1912 from here to Swan 
River, and then I believe it would be ‘L] or so when it come in 
from Yorkton and Canora; and that was called the Grand Trunk. 
‘They built a beautiful big station right where the old hospital i 
there in Canora now, but that’s demolished now. 

T can't recall the first station agent in Sturgis. There was 
someone before Hughes. It was just a small, boxcar affair they 
used for & while, Hughes came here I believe in ‘15 or ‘16 and. 
‘was here fora long while, Walter Hughes. 

Took outa ficense to become an auctioneer in 1922. T used to 
0 to great auctioneer, Sam Evans, go around to his sales; and I 
believe I started out when he left here and went othe States. Thad 
iy share of sales, had lots of opposition. I haven't cried a sale 
now for about two years; 'm not interested in that any more; T've 
bhad my day. We sold horses and machinery—no tractors in them 
ays, No one had too much money to spend. Money wasn't the 
boss then, 

Tid we'd get eady early Sunday moming to g0 upto my old 
Grandad Reagan's place, that was a gathering spot there. At 
Mannanah School there'd be dances and parties. They would 
‘come there by horse team for quite afew miles around and enjoy 
themselves. They'd dance all night. Those were steat days 
People didn't really value those times, thought they were hard 
times, but when [Took back now, wonderful times! 

remember in the wintertime: you know, Stenen was our town; 
‘we hardly ever come up here to Sturgis. Charley Armstrong used 
to g010 Preeceville once a month. He was a councillor for years 
and years, and he was reeve for a while, too. Him and I would 
‘work on the road together. He would drive the old grader and I'd 
<rive the eight horses. Out here by Mannanah School, that half a 
rile that uns up from the highway now where the old school 
was, him and I put that gravel, all he gravel on it. We did road 
work to work out our taxes. 

‘We had what we called a fresno ora scrape, and then Charley, 
dhe had anid, He said, "You know, believe this will work: We'll 
put some logs across the pit where we've dug out so much gravel, 
‘and pot them lengthway’ and the opposite way, and we'll leave 
hole about so big and drive our scrapers up on it. They can drive 
in underneath this with their wagons.” Planks on the sides of the 
wagon, you know. They'd sul maybe a yard or yard and a half, 
and then they'd raise up the planks and it it go where we were 
building the road. And that worked wonderfl. We used thet same 
idea for years and years until he got off the council That was a 
‘good road through a swamp and i's stil holding. 

Dowsn here on our highway now, the first erssing down here 
‘0n 9 38 you go out from there on, 21/2 miles, that ralroad tack, 
the bed for the rails was built and elevated by men with 
‘wheelburrows, Charley Armstrong was foreman, worked there 
through the summer, It was so wet you couldn't get horses in 











‘here. Clean the other side of Old Man Gibney’s place where all 
those Gibneys were raised, Inthe work gang there were 100 men, 
raybe 125, Where it was ry, they could use fesnos and mules. 
‘There wasn't a horse on the job; it was all mules. The ones that 
had the contract, their namé was Munsoa, They built it from 
(Canora this way and I don'tknow how far they went ater they got 
to Stenen. (Old Dufour built that hotel in Stenen, and itis stil 
there. He come in from Vonda.) 

‘Out three-four miles from Sturgis - that land you couldn't drive 
‘ateam overt they'd go down in mud clean to ther belies. That's 
the reason my Dad homesteaded at Pike Lake. He coulda’t find a 
place here to really build on it was so wet. It was more open and 
easier to break at Pike Lake. On that light land they raised good 
‘wheat at frst and used to take prizes atthe Agricultaral Pai in 
‘Yorkton (or Canora), For the frst fourfve years they were froze 
‘out up here; it would freeze quicker here than down on the sand 
Charley Amastrong and my dad raised some wonderful crops. We 
sacked it, andthe same machine threshed Charley and my dad for 
‘years, Old man Gibney's machine - old Tim Gibney who come in 
from Devil's Lake, North Dakota. He used to be in Minnesota 
(Lichfield they called the county seat) He moved out and went to 
Devil's Lake and then he come up here after. He come in 1903, 
‘Year before we did, But freeze, freeze, freeze! 

George Durham and Anton Morken homesteaded here atthe 
‘same time, on the same section, and Charley Gibney on the same 
section. I mind Anton was trying to break and he had four oxen 
and them oxen Would get cist inthe afternoon, and they'd hit 
for the river with te breaker and all. They would go into the river 
and they would damn well sta there until they got cooled of, and 
‘old Anton couldn't do a thing but stand there looking. I remember 
‘we used to get quite a kick out of Anton. He'd just come over 
from Norway and he hadn't much English. He was going to 
‘Canora with a load of grain behind a team of oxen. Down bere at 
the Assiniboine River, there was abridge, and them oxen (bed g0 
across with a sleigh) they'd get crowding one another. One of the 
‘oxen was named Oscar. And be'd say to the ox, “Oscar, you 
nervous bugger, what's the matter with you?" O, how they 
laughed about that for years—Anton’s nervous ox! 

Horses came after the mules played out, You couldn't buy a 
‘mule inthis county; they brought those mules up from the States. 
Old Man Wilson drove his mules up with a covered wagon from 
Towa, He come up in 1903; he beat us all here. And that log house 
he built on the bil by Crystal Lake is tl there asa landmark, and 
it's still in good shape. He was a druggist in Towa. His daughter 
Daisy married Herb Bagnall (he was a rancher. I don’t know, he 
come up ‘way ahead of us). Mes. Wilson is the instigator of 
building up Crystal Lake, She used to have card parties and what 
have-youin their home, and everyone would donate itle money 
‘box socials - and she put up a building there atthe lake. Now they 
tse that building forthe United Church in Stenen; they moved it 
from the lake there, She used it fora library It was a church on 
‘Sunday anda dance hall, but ist ofall library. That was the fist 
‘building at Crystal Lake. 

Delia and I were married in 1919, November 25 
married here in Sturgis, and then we had the wedding dinner at 
Stenen, just forthe relatives (but, my gosh, there was so many of 
them); ut it was open forthe dance. And [never forget this 
Hudson's mother and dad was there. We opened the envelope and 
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there was $20 in therefrom Charley — the biggest present we got 
fom anyone. My dad got an old Edison machine withthe round 
‘ylinder and got a bunch of records; and Mrs. Armstrong would 
come down, and Mother and her would play that, and there was 
‘one piece oa there, “Rock of Ages". They would sit there and play 
that record over and over. 

Mrs, Amsirong used to have about dree couples in there quite 
frequently fora lovely dinner, down in the old house on the old 
farm by Pike Lake, standing there yet. That old trail i stil there 
the same ast was. She would have us there- Wesley Simes, Katie 
Bigney, Dick Beaton, Gertie Simes and myself, She would Bx the 
date about thee weeks ahead and she would say — OF course 
they were going steady, and I didn’t go with one gil too long, and 
she'd say to me, “And bring your best gi” She'd say to Katie and 
Gerie"You're invited”, bat she didn’t say to my girl, “You're 
invited". She didn't know who Td ask, you see. Between 
(Christmas and New Years — that was Mrs, Armstrong's week for 
entertaining 

Twas sick for three weeks thece with pneumonia and Mrs 
‘Armstrong came down and kept mustard poultices on me all 
hight, and Delia would put them on through the day, Mrs. 
Armstrong and old Mrs. Gibney (God be good to her!) —how the 
neighbours would come in and reall take over! believe tht was 
the reason I got better; because the doctors gave me up. Canora 
‘was the closet doctor, and there was no cas then, 

My Dad died in “38 in that old place just over here, He was 
bedridden for seven years; he couldn't so much as brush a ly off 
himself, could’t tum over in bed; and my mother took eare of 
him. Then my brother George lost his wife in 1929, the same year 
as Flo (Mrs. Far now, bat er name was Ganong then, and they 
only lived a couple miles out of town) - only ahout a week's 
difference in George's wife's death and Otte Ganong’s. Left 
George with 5 children. Couple of years after, him and Flo were 
married. Flo matied Ott Ganong first. Her people, the Walkers, 
‘come in here about ‘07. She come down and wotked for Mrs, 
‘Armstrong, and we had typhoid fever. My Dad was down with 
and George; and old man Walker said Flo had better come down, 
She stayed three weeks, She wasn't marred then, just a young 
si, 

‘When George married Flora, he moved out tothe Ganong farm 
and my dad and mother stayed here an stil lived inthe old shack. 
‘After my dad died, my mother lived here a couple of years and 
‘moved out there and died at Ollie's. She died in 1944, Twas inthe 
samy then, in the Veterans’ Guard. I wasn't overseas, bt was in 
the first war in 1917 

‘At one time Hudson’s dad and my dad had a dam good bank 
rating; but you see that sand give out, and it come drought, and 
sand couldn't tke it, and we got no crops, and that lasted two- 
three years, and it broke us al. In 1920, a8 so0n as aca was bom 
it would be worth around $80; and in 1921 the livestock wouldn't 
pay the freight to Winnipeg. 

‘They put an elevator there at Hassan. In winter we'd haul; go 
Lup to the foot ofthe lake on the north side, and it was only a mile 
‘over to Hassan across the river, and that's the way we hauled grain 
in winter. Mules pulled around by the road and up the hill inthe 
fall — that great big, wagon, it was a 4 1/4 inch tire. That big 
wagon stands over here across the river. Dad sold that wagon, 























when he moved off the fam to George Kortmeyer, and it’s siting 
inthe bosh over here yet, and it's stil good. 

1 didn't bother with antiques fr a long time. I was on the roads 
selling cars and trucks. I worked out of Kamsack and Yorkton for 
16 years. Delia stayed right here where we are now, and I would 
‘come home every Satunday night and go beck Sunday night to 
Kamsack; hada room there at the hotel by the month fr all hose 
years. That's the way I made our living I dn’ want farm... 
hnad to make sales; Iwas hired by the month, and iT didn't sell, 
‘wouldn't have a job. 

T mind so well the kids used to walk here to school: Aurel 
Ganong, Mabel her sister, and then George's family — Marshall 
Michel, Marie — they would walk to school, and this particular 
time George runout of tobacco and Flo sent four pounds of butter 
in here with the kids in the moming. The Chinaman used to buy 

iter atthe old Norther Cafe. He was filled up and couldn't take 
it and Agnes was going home after school. It was hot, and she 
had that butter wrapped yet. The paper was all greasy on the 
outside. Butter was 10 ceats a pound and tobacco was 10 cents a 
package. I give her 20 cents to get two packages of tobacco, and 
she took the butter home, 

Gibneys lost their fam, too. Gibney started up his threshing 
‘machine one Saturday - steam - and he was going to thresh for us 
fon Monday. He was around the separator and I was in to the 
machine pitching off the last few sheaves left on my rack. He'd 
‘heen upto the separator walking around; and he just got opposite 
my rack, and he fell ver I thought be'd fainted. But he never 
moved again, 

We al sat up atthe wake, all night. Big crowd, the two nights, 
They seta great big long table them days, and everybody ate at 12 
o'clock; ad a real mealWe held al wake for Mrs. Patsy 
Fitzpatrick, too, That was very, very sadn, 

‘Old man Corbett, he homesteaded on the bill there where you 
turn to go into Crystal Lake, where Sam Evans was, That would 
be Chet Corbet’s homestead, and then he lost i He was no 
farmer. He had a boy Walter, and he was a great violinist; his dad 
could play, too. They had four or five girls, and they had an 
orchestra and they used to play for all the dances in Stenen. They 
played for our wedding dance. 

‘Before Iwas marred, they were playing fora dance in Stenen 
and Walter Dufour and myself went down to old George 
Halliay’s livery bam and looked inthe stall and here this mule 
was stretched out there dead, We rushed back wo the hallo tll od 
Chet about his mule. They were just getting ready to play. He 
says, “Huh?” and we tld him again, “Chet, your mule is dead 
‘down in the barn.” And he tured to one of his girls and he says, 
“Let it o on Gt” And away they went. It woried him less! They 
hha democrat and the next day..here I seen him coming down, 
the road and the one maul that was left was pling this democrat, 
and they were all loaded in there with all their instruments 
‘They had two violins and a couple of guitars — and all by ea. 
They really could dish it ot! 

Bobby Reagan, it come natural to him, too, Okd Tommy was @ 
great player — and step dance! We were all related, you know. 
‘Tommy Reagan, Bob’s dad, and my mother were brother and 
sister. Kate, that’s my mother’s youngest sister, she married Leo 
Martell and they moved out to Idaho and she's stl living there, in 
her nineties 


































IF it hadn't been for Delia! She raised the family; I was on the 
road from 1929, She was a brick. How she could manage! 


MEMORIES OF OUR LIFE ON THE FARM. 
STURGIS, SASKATCHEWAN BY HENRY 
NELSON FAMILY 

‘Most of the eight Nelson children grew up during the 
Depression years, known as the “Diy Thins”. Money was 
nearly non-existent and eief was the ordet of the day, Our father 
refused to apply for reli and was visited twice by the reeve of 
the municipality. He was encouraged to sign the forms, but our 
father refused, He did, however, et a contact to gravel the road 
‘which went toward paying his land tx. He always said he wasn’t 
going to the poor house, Relief payments were entered onto your 
land ttle and when the amount equalled the value of the land the 
‘municipality took your land, 

Although we were poor as far money went, we were rich in 
everything else. We raised our own pigs, geese, turkeys and 
chickens and milked an average of 13 cows, which supplied us 
‘with fresh milk, butter and cream. Our father had four work 
horses which he used to maintain the land. Our mother looked 
afer the children, milked the cows, fed the pigs and the fowl and 
‘cooked three meals a day. During haying season she pitched hay 
‘or stooked grain, always being accompanied by the older boys 
who did what they could, according to age. I remember one 
haves, Norman was eight and Ray was six. We stooked one 
windrow fogether while mover stooked the other. Our bare feet 
were full of thistes and our ankles were red raw from the stubble. 
Every time father came around and dropped another stack of 
bundles on the end of the windrow, Ray would get sick. We all 
participated inthe work 

The youngest filled the wood boxes and stacked the kindling 
behind the cook stove as our father got up every morning at six 
‘am. and lit the fires in te heater and the cook stove. The other 
‘members fe the chickens, geese and turkeys, another fed te pigs 
and someone ese fed the cows and horses, Ths was a graduation 
program and you always got a share of what you looked afte. I 
remember when [looked after the pigs, I gor two weaner pigs 10 

‘my own. When they were a year old, dad and T took them to 
the neighbours for servicing and that year in ate December, sat 
inthe pig house with alanter and diy gunny sacks. As each pig 
‘was born dried them off and induced them to nurse. One had 12 
and the other 13. The 13th was a runt and T brought him into the 
house. Dad wanted to destroy him but I finally was allowed 10 
keep him in a box behind the stove. [fed him cow’s milk on a 
bottle and seraps from the table. He was faithful as a dog and 
followed me everywhere. I was a sad day when my piglet had to 
bbe butchered. He weighted 250 pounds and as winter was coming 
‘on he coulda’t stay in the lean-f0 ofthe house 

‘When we aocompanied our father or mother in the felds, we 
would play with the gophers. We would snare them and collect 
the tails for which we were paid one cent @ piece. The older 
members shot crows and collected the feet. I trapped weasels all 
winter, so each one of us lad money even though it was just a 
litle. Mother and dad took us to dances in the town hall. The older 
members had to dance with mom or dad while the youngest slept 
‘on the stage behind the orchestra, 


























‘We never missed much in town. We always went to Sports days 
with 25 cents in our pocket. I drew blocks from Joe Thickson's 
saw mandel afte school for an hour, On te weekends, especially 
during the spring, I would float horse teeth for 50 ceas a horse 
‘We had a stainless steel bit that went into the horses mouth. With 
a ratchet on both sides one was able to hold the horse’s mouth 
‘open. We used a flat fle with a long handle to take the sharp 
points off the horse's teeth. This allowed him to chew his oats and 
fet the benefit of his feed, Our father had a blacksmith shop 
‘where he repaired everything. He had a forge where he heated 
plow shares and hammered them on the anvil, Broken pars, he 
Torge welded. Sickles were sharpened on a grindstone, pled by 
‘one of us boys, We wer allowed to use his tools and make things, 
but they always had to be retumed to their appropriate place. 

1k vas a great day when Norman bought a stel-whesled Titan 
tractor with lugs. The machinery no longer had hookup for horses 
‘bt short hitches forthe tractor. This made our fatber's ie much 
easier as Hilding, Norman or T would look after the plowing, 
sliscing and harrowing. Ou father then pensioned his four horses 
off, He maintained thei oats and hay and occasionally hitched 
them to the wagon to haul a load of grain tothe elevator. When 
one neighbour got sick during haying season, father called the 
oldest boys together and advised us that we could cut, rake and 
stack his hay. The thanks we got was sufficient pay 

The eight children received their education in the foursoom 
brick school house. Russel, Morris and Elaine went to the 
Composite High School. 

‘Our home onthe farm was built of logs and plastered with clay 
sixed with staw and then whitewashed. The floors were poplar 
boards which was kept clean by scrubbing. Hot water and lye 
soap made them almost whit. I know. I scrubbed them many 
times. Our parents’ bedroom was downstairs, and the upstairs was 
partitioned by draw curtains; girls on one side, boys on the other. 
(Our beds were stel frames with straw ticks. Our sheets were 
flannel and the comforters were carded wool put together and 
hand stitched or ed with yarn 

‘When Fred Brooks was the postmaster of Sturgis Post Office, 
‘which was located south of the Reagan comer about half way t0 
‘where the present CNR tracks cross the highway, it was locally 
believed tha the CNR would follow the road, but when they came 
to the road, they crossed and went norhwest to where Stanhope 
‘was located. Mr. Brooks got authority to move the post office 
from is location tothe nearest ral line and he moved it toa small 
settlement which is now Sturgis, This locality was unnamed so 
‘Me. Brooks named it Sturgis PO. after his bome town in South 
Dakota, 

‘When Fred Brooks had bought the farm which my father and 
mother eventually bought, he dismantled the Sturgis P.O. which 
‘had been his home. He numbered the logs and hauled them to his 
farm and erected it again. It was plasteed and roofed, The front 
door had a metal lever slot, When Russel and a friend were 
playing catch with a ball, he missed a high throw and i hit the 
house above the door. large piece of plaster fl off and attached 
to the logs was a board sign with Stinbope Post Office. Russet 
and his friend immediately got some clay and straw and plastered 
the part that had broken off. He wie to recover this sign ut the 
logs were burned when it was torn down 























Clyde Brooks was corect when he said he was born in the 
Sturgis Post Office. Sadie, Norman, Ray, Lomaine, Russel and 
Morris were also born in this post office, Elaine was bor in 
Preeceville Hospital 

No one was ever tumed away from our home. Invited or not, 
they had place at mother’s able. On one occasion mother fed 35. 
for dinner. Sbe baked her own bread, 24 loaves a week and awa 
had a bow of fresh butter churned by one ofthe family that dia’. 
have anything to do, She would grate carols and take the juice to 
color er bute. 

We all walked to school during the summer months. In the 
winter we had a tobaggon that was pulled by one horse, It was 
Dardly a morning went by that mother wouldn't sent a pound of 
butter, a quart of cream, a chicken, vegetables, milk, a loaf of 
bread, eggs, et. for delivery to someone in the town of Sturgis, 
This was done very quietly so that no one was embarrassed. No 

ever changed hands, Just a polite “thank you" 

“Mother used to car sheep's wool and spin het own yar, She 
‘would knit us all socks and mits. In the winter when it was cold 
we would line up atthe kitchen stove and mother would drop a 
hard boiled egg in each mit. Te fist part ofthe road to school 
‘our hands were clenched above the eggs. When we arrived at 
school we had the warm egg in the palm of our hand. These eges 
‘Went back into our lunch boxes and were eaten for lunch, We 
never had frozen fingers 

‘Mother canned everything fiom wild fruit 10 vegetables, 
pickies, chickens. One year she bought more jas, and our count 
was over 800 quarts. Pickles were always dane up in two-quart 
jars. 

(Our father built an ice Bouse out of logs which covered a 6x6 
foot hole, 10 feet deep, carved out of the brown and bie clay 
Each winter ice was cut in the river and hauled home and the 
biocks were set in the well. Fach layer was covered with sawdust 
‘until the well was full, Over the well was a wooden winch tht 
was attached to a wooden tray which could be raised and lowered 
‘on tothe ice and savedust, as the ice lowered in the summer. We 
kept ou butter, cream, eggs, smoked bacon, milk, et, on the tray 
which kept them all fresh. In our cellar we had & 45-gallon 
‘wooden bare for salt pork. Nothing went to wast, and it was 
Said that on butchering a pig the Nelson's ate everything except 
the squeal 

We all had a good, healthy life and lived wel. It wasn't easy but 
with eight chien and mother and father working together, i as 
fun. Fknow it prepared me for my adult life 2s I'm sure it did for 
the rest ofthe family.

HUMAN MOLE WITH A MISSION. 
By Patricia G. Armstrong. 

In Stugs, Saskatchewan, cere isa legend in the making that 
stands, defying destruction, overlooking the CNR tracks near the 
ester edge of town 

He was a stange man, John Chimko, who denied himself ail 
comfons, even electcity, sewer and water, so he could devote 
every penny to the construction of his —what shall we calli? — 

atl, fortress, monument? One can only speculate and many 
do] what motivated him as he toiled almost half a lifetime, 
solitary, stubborn, undetered by vandalism, mockery or reason 
Whatever his dream, he was compelled to forsake it short of 
attainment. Death overtook him a shot time ago when he was less 
than one month from his 93nd birthday. 

“T'm not ready yet.” he lamented recently, desperate in his race 
against time ashe was hoisting up and naling the rafters for his 
roof, one by one 

Ready or not, he is gone, but his work will long survive him, 
perhaps as a tourist attraction. Cenainly nothing. short of an 
‘earthquake can destroy it 

John Chimko came to Sturgis in 1951, bought thee lots of what 
hha formerty been “te tie yar" and set himself up in business 35 
| conerete products manufacturer. From a small. wooden 
structure, he sold groceries to neighbours at litle over cost: he 
sold gravel from his los tothe department of highways, and with 
the proceeds he bought cement. Slowly his yard began to fill up 
With weil enbbings and sections of culvert large ones, middle 
sized ones. He construced them by hand from his sinall cement 
mixer, wasting no daylight hours. It was not long before he had an 
pressive supply forsale, 

iow he decided on this cccupaton no one ean say, for inthe 
village of Tadmore where he had lived since coming from the 
Usain in 1930, he operated a hamess and shoe repair shop. At 
‘ny rate, the new venture proved to be a mistake, for customers 
failed 10 materialize, 

[was then, perhaps while tending his Lite shop [into which no 
child ever entered without receiving a gift of chewing gum or 
‘candy kisses], or hoeing and weeding in his garden [most of 
Whose fine produce he gave sway to his neighbours), that John 
CChimko made up his mind to use his culverts asthe basis for a 
construction like no other 

Alt first it seemed that he was building a better general store to 
house the merchandise he had offered from the frst ~ groceries, 
‘overalls, rubber boots, woollen underwear. the sort of necessities 
that would appeal 102 farming community Inded, he setup such 
8 store inthe cement framework he frst constructed, with two 
Plate glass windows and cement steps mounting toa platform in 
from. There he could be found six days a week from nine to six, 
siting behind his counter serving the few customers who came, 
Singing to himself when he was alone. A plump, smiling, rosy. 
cheeked man whose hair was slowly tuming white, he became @ 
fixture in the town, He was always there, and pethaps no one 





























‘wondered what he dd from 6 pm, when his store closed until 9 
‘m. when he opened it again, 





Did anyone notice as, one by one, the culverts and well 
cnibbings disappeared? Pethaps neighbours thought he was 
selling them. Instead, hour by weary hour when his shop was 
closed, he was string them underground. He built a labyrinth of 
tunnels, digeing them out by and and lining them with thick 
cement walls. The semi-circle ofa culvert served as an overhead 
‘arch in an entry way; culverts were stacked end 0 end to fom 10 
imposing pillars on which extensions of the main building could 
Tes, five to aside. Midway on each side of his building, he made 
arched doorways with steps leading down to to eath-oored 
rectangular basement rooms where the pillars stood. On one side 
he set his cookstove and his bed, and caraped out there until he 
hha time to make more permanent quarters for himself. 

‘A human mole with a mission, be dug into te earthen floor for 
bout six feet, and then burrowed out a tunnel the width of the 
entire building—a round passage large enough for a man of 
average height to stand upright and to travel with arms 
‘utstreched— a method of progress necessary in that piteh-black 
Place denied clectic lighting. Midway ofthe tunne! he dug a short 
Passage a right angles, again with stars leading tothe basement 
floor above. Inthe main tunnel, to the west of the centre stairs, he 
le arecess and installed init a wood-and-coal burning Kitchen 
range. At each end ofthe tunnel, he inverted his well cibbings, 
‘which are about six fetin diameter, They can be entered from the 
‘tunnel and each has iron ladders cemented into the sides so one 
can climb up to fresh air and sunshine. How maay hundreds of 
tons of cement are beneath that building one hesitates to estimate, 
forthe walls of the tnnel are thick and everything is constructed 
‘oendur, 

(Chimko was making his underground cement burrows shorly 
after the Second World War, so the rumor flew sbout Sturgis that 
‘he was making a bomb shelter Chimko always denied this. What 
the was building, he said, was an escape route in ease of ie. Vivid 
im his memory was a time log ago in the old country when 
lighming set ablaze @ house in which he was staying and he had 
escaped through the basement. Far down under the surface of his 
Jot in Sturgis, he was making a fire escape that would lead the 
public to safety should such a calamity occur inthe new world 

The public? Yes, indeed, forthe underground structure was not 
the whole of John Chimko's dream, There were sill the walls to

rise, and an upstairs ontop of the fist storey. The building he put 
Up was three times the width of his store. One wonders if be 
envisioned apartments there in the Future. A ay rate, the visible 
part of his labors began. Up and up went the walls, by pouring 
‘cement between two slabs of wood, waiting fort to harden, then 
moving the boards higher and making a second block on top of, 
the fist. Eventually he had to climb a ladder to reach the top. He 
carried gravel, cement and water palfl by paiful, mixed them in 
4 wooden tough, and trundled the mixture aloag in his 
‘wheelbarrow. The tll ron pump where he got his water from his 
‘own well isin 8 room of the first storey 

T was not in my’ ie in debt.” he said proudly. 

‘But the income from his stor yielded litle more than enough 
to cover taxes and the bare necessities of ie. Most of his old-age 
Peasion weat to buy cement 

He did the underground work with relative ease for it meant 
carrying heavy loads downward when he was comparatively 
‘young {though he was over 60 when the project began). As the 
walls mounted, though, so did his years. He was struggling up his 
ladder, carrying cement, higher and higher ll during his 80's and 
‘on past his 0th bithday. However, he never closed his store. He 
was there to meet the public six days. a week from 9 10 6, Business 
was good because his prices were incredibly low. Bu from 6 109 
every moming before business began and from 6 to 9 every night 
after it ended, he toiled at his building—six hours a day, year in 
and year out fand even longer wen be was younger), 

“People say, John, you crazy to work ike that," he said, “Like 
‘work. 'm here. Ino go anywhere. So I work. I's my lite 

His life was not an easy one; his wife did inthe Ukraine and 
his son and daughter are there too with grandchildren he saw only 
in snapshots, Some customers cheated him shamelessly, charging 
‘what they bought and neglected to pay, for he could never turn 
vay anyone and bill collecting was beyond him. His shop vas 
vandalized many times over the years. 

"should say fo them, Here i key," he said once, bitterly, then 
added, “Windows smashed, glass in door smashed, but nobody 
can smash walls. They stay, alltime 

John Chimko died in his 93d year, his mighty fortress “not 
ready yet” During his final hospitalization, almost all the 
windows were shattered by the rocks of vandals, and the latest 
rafters for his roof tumbled down, These were, however minor 
Bits of damage. As he said, no one could destroy the cement. The 
structure stands, somewhat the worse for the ravages of time but 
like Chimko's sprit, basically indestructible, 
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ANDREW KALENCHUK BUILDING 

Jn 1950 an elderly local resident, Andrew Kalenchuk, 
purchased alot at 117 Main. Sweetin Sturgis. Tis lot had been 
‘vacant since fire destroyed Chodorcof?s General Store in 1932, 
‘The activity of Mr. Kalenchuk digging a basement and preparing 
the site for cement created a great deal of curiosity and 
speculation. Mr. Kalenchuk, a quiet reserved man di not discuss 
his plan with too many people, The building was a mystery t0 
most local residents, 

Although construction of a new building was generally not 
such an unusual event, tis building seemed tobe creating alot of 
interest mainly because of its size in comparison to other 
buildings around town at this time. The building was almost the 
full width ofthe lot and at least ninety feet in length. 

In July of 1951, a large crew of men, under the supervision of 
LA. Stennes began pouring the cement walls of the structure. The 
basement walls eame approximately four feet above ground level 
‘The walls of the main storey were constructed with concrete 
blocks and the second story of the building was of wood frame 
construction The roof was completely finished and «wo large 
store-front Windows were installed, 

What made the project even more interesting was that Mr. 
‘Kalenchuik had what would have been a handicap for most people 
in dt he only had one arm. A great deal of the preperation and 
‘construction was done by Mr. Kaleachuk working by himself. 

‘The building was never completed, but many years later the 
roof was lowered down tothe concrete walls by Bartch Building 
Movers and there were a couple of business’ in the building for 
short periods of time. 

In the 1980s, Gateway Co-op obtained the building and 
renovated the interior to house their hardware section,

ERNIE ROYALS GRAVEL PIT 

‘The Sturgis Station House Museum is located in a hallow on 
Railway Avenue facing te valley—on the site ofa gravel pit once 
‘owned by Emie Royal. Royal hada spur track running down the 
hill to gravel cars waiting below. This was between the yeas of 
1920-1933, the era of prohibition in the U.S. and consequently 
illegal Canadian liquor exported over the border. The legend 
persists of bottles or balls filled with whiskey being placed in 
the railway cars and covered withthe gravel from Emie Royal's 
gravel pit and transported to Yorkton where the infamous black 
Himousines waited to transport the liquor across the border. 

Emie Royal's job was to gather boetlegger’s whiskey from the 
area and deliver it by means of car, horse and cutter in the winter 
‘months or by the Canadian Northem Railway to Harry Bronfnan 
in Yorkton. Mr, Bronfinan was one of the older brothers of the 
famous Sam Bronfinan, who later acquired Seagram's Distillery. 
Sometime around 1906 Harry Bronfman purchased the Balmoral 
Hotel. He had a warehouse next to the hotel where he distilled his 
whiskey and sold it through his Canada Pure Drug Company, as 
Well as across the border. Mr: Bronfman owned a second hotel in 
Yorkton, the Royal and opersted hotels at Sheto, Leslie. Wynyard 
and Saltcoats that were along the CPR. lines 

Emie Royal's fist home was located at 228 Railway Ave SE in 
‘Sturgis and later he moved t land onthe north side of Highway 
49 (between Preeceville and Surgs)acros fom where JK Red 
mix is now located. Emie Royal was martied twice. His first 
Wife's name was Alma and his second wife was Lote, whose 
brother was a barber in Sturgis, He is remembered a being 
friendly, kind, helpful and caring. He was a smart dresser and 
always wore a freshly laundered starched white shirt, He smoked 
pipe and was quite distinguished in appearance. He died at his 
home sometime in the 50's. When the CNR. expanded their 











gravel pit to where his house stood they found Emie’s 
"Homebrew Sill” under the floor. 

Many’ area residents supplemented their incomes by making 
and selling the legal liquor. In the early years when times were 
tough and money scarce it was the only means they had for their 
basic survival. Stills were setup and well hidden in bushes justin 
ase the law showed up. One lady said tha after he husband got 
‘caught and was sent to jail fortwo months, she continved making 
the brew as she had fen children to feed and no other income. 'm

LOCAL BASKET WEAVER 

Mike Novik of Sturgis was known far and wide as « weaver of 
baskets. The art is one he taught himself and fst practised as & 
‘ourteen-yearold boy tending his father's sheep on the hills ofthe 
Ukraine. As a Canadian immigrant laborer and farmer, he found 
no time to continue his hobby unt his retirement. He sang the old 
‘Ukrainian songs as his busy fingers fashioned baskets 

‘Mike had trouble picking up his hobby inthe new land. Locel 
shiubs were stiff and stubbom. One by one, he gave up on 
Saskatoon, Chokecherry and other trees. When he experimented 
With willows growing in low-lying spots and sometimes by stone 
piles, he knew he was again on the right tack. With his daughter- 
in-law’s encouragement he began producing them again 

Cutting off a discanting willow wand, he waited patiently for 
their new shoots which he gathered during the last months of the 
‘year “when sap is down’, Working deftly with handmade tools, 
bbe could fashion a basket in about six hours, The variegated 
colours which gave distinction to his creations were the work of 
Nature, He choose them at random—dark browns, light browns, 
yellows and the rarer reds. 

Sometimes, just fr fun, he took some of the bark and quickly 
fashioned slippers of the sor that were wor long ago in Old 
Country homes. The most beautiful of his creations were the ums 
Woven of wheat straw, but these he did not make often because 
they were painful for antrtc fingers. 

NNovik worked not for gain but because he could no be idle. He 
‘gave away much more than he sold, and was always reluctant to 
charge. The Community College wanted him to teach a course but 
he ltl refused to sign their essential contract, He had willingly 
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taught weaving to schoo! children and to adults, but never for pay. 
Many local residents sill have a basket of his in their homes

1 makes a person feel self-conscious, though. The neighbors 
have pretty well decided already that Tm more than a. litle 
touched. They don't need that added sight of me standing alone in 
‘he middle ofthe garden laughing and talking 

‘The telephone that I grew up with was different. It hed its 
appointed place and didn't go gadding around. In fact, it was 
{astened firmly to the dining room walla a convenient height for 
‘standing adult to use. I was a big, rectangular wooden box with 
a litle crank on the righthand side, a push buton on the let, 
silver bracket above that to hold the receiver, and a projecting 
spout onthe front above a slanted wooden tray. You spoke into the 
spout and listened through the receiver held your lft er. If you 
were taking down a recipe as my mother frequently was you 
could hold down abit paper on the wooden tay with left elbow 
and write on it wit the other hand. Very convenient 

There were party lines in those days, shared by groups of 
‘neighbors. To call someone on your lin, you simply tured the 
crank the required number of times: tree short, two longs and a 
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short, whatever. Then you could visit for hours though wires

A group of Sturgis area veterans met in te Sturgis Village Hall 
fon January 15, 1946 to discuss the formation of a branch of the 
‘Canadian Legion. They organized a Veterans’ Associaton uatil 
they could get their charter 

‘Pans were to build a Legion Hall were discussed and in 
February 1946, a contract was awarded for taking out 25,000 
board feet of lumber. It was reported that the Village of Sturgis 
‘was prepared to donate Lot 7, Block 3, Plan AA3984, next tothe 
United Church, as asite forthe Legion Hall 

Following correspondence with the Legion Provincial 
Command, a petition as sent to them requesting that the 
‘Veterans’ Association be granted a charter as a branch of the 
Canadian Legion with the name “Sturgis Branch, Canadian 
Legion of the British Empire Service League (BES.L). The 
following veterans signed the petition: Norman Mattison, Tom 
Durham, Gordon Boen, Lloyd Brooks, Harold George, George 
Batch, Clifford. Sells, James Ness, Norma Morken, Mervin 
Durham, Fred Beatty, Alvar Johnson, David McBride, Jack 
Medlang, Lloyd Pollock, Kenneth Fraser, Gilbert Tohnson, 
Chester Carlson, Albert Nightingale and Mahlon Pollock. On 
October 29, 1946, the charter members were initiated into the 
‘Canadian Legion by Zone Commander HLL. Richardson and the 
(Canora Initiation team. 

Dances and raffles were organized in an effort o raise funds to 
build the proposed hall. In the fall of 1946 the first Poppy 
‘Campaign was arranged and a Remembrance Day Service was 
held on November 11 

During the following years membership in the branch 
fluctuated due to many veterans leaving the Sturgis area and 
others being Kept busy establishing themselves in postwar 

Tn 1948 a trophy was purchased to present to a winner atthe 
Annual Sturgis Curling Bonspiel. For many years the branch 
‘entered a curing eam in the Annual Legion Bonspicl. 

In 1949 it became apparent for financial reasons that it would 
not be feasible to build a hall. The cement and some ofthe tumber 
on hand was sold and the proceeds along with the remaining 
lumber was donated to the fund for the Memorial Arena being 
built. In return forthe donation the Lepionaries were allowed 10 
construct a club room upstairs in the arena. On December 31 
1966, the Memorial Arena bumed down, The Legion then 
donated their proceeds fom the insurance coverage it had on the 
‘lub room to the fund forthe construction ofa new arena. 

The Legion then held their meetings at various locations, 
continuing to support Legion and local events, to hold annual 
Poppy campaigns, conduct an annual canvass for the Salvation 
‘Army, sponsor a carnival queen candidate with the help of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary. Thee candidate was successful for many yeas 

In 1970-71, the Branch erected a Cenotaph on a site near the 
Sturgis Arena and a dedication ceremony was beld on June 2, 
1971 

The Town of Sturgis offered to sll the old town hal inthe fall 
of 1970 to the Legion for one dolla. Tong discussion took place 
before a motion was passed to accept the offer as the hall was in 
very dilapidated condition and renovations would run into 
thousands of dollars. A very successful membership drive was 
held and in April 1971 a Ladies’ Auxiliary was formed to asist, 
the Legion with money for the renovations. Renovations were 
started in the spring of 1971 with sewer and water install 


























2s fumaces installed in the hall and washrooms, a furnace oom, 
cloak room, and a new kitchen were built. In tae main hall the old 
stage was removed to increase the size of the ball. A grand 
opening vas held on the completion of the work. 

The lot adjacent to the Legion Hall was purchased on May 
1972 from the Sturgis School Unit to provide a future site for a 
ining hall 

At @ meeting on April 3, 1971 , Legion member A.C. Palmer 
presented information on “New Horizons" a federal government 
‘agency set up for aiding senior citizens to organize projects of 
mutual benefit and recreation, A motion was passed for the 
Legion to sponsor a New Horizons group with Palmer the one to 
‘convene a group of at least ten seniors, The seniors were given the 
use of the Legion Hall for 14 months until they moved int their 
own building 

The Legion held bingo from the fll of 1973 until Apel 1992 
‘when they had to quit due to lack of belp. In July 1973 and forthe 
next five yeas, with the help ofthe Ladies’ Auxiliary, the Legion 
took over the operation of the July 1 Sports and Rodeo hamburger 
stand, 

‘Work was stated on the new dining room in December 197% 
and continued trough the winter with the shingling ofthe roof 
being completed during the surumer of 1976. 

{A decision was then made to complete the upstairs club room 
and to ly a loor of plywood as an underlay in the main hall and 
to then lay battleship linoleum over the plywood. 

A Legion neon sign was purchased in October 1982 and hung 
con the front of the Legion Hall 

“The branch purchased Lot 11, Block 2, Plan AL1412 in Sturgis 
(Gown as the Pete Thomas property) in August 1980 and in 
‘August 1983 transfered the lot over othe seniors R.E.A.D. Club 
for one dolla fr the purpose of building a new seniors’ activity 
center. The Legion Branch also contributed $1500 to the seniors’ 
building fund in 1983, 

‘Since receiving its charer in 1946, the Stargis Legion Branch 
has looked aftr the welfare of ll veterans and has supported and. 
donated to Legion provincial and local projects too numerous to 
‘mention, It has sponsored a Pee Wee hockey team, a. minor 
baseball team and acted as co-sponsor along with the Sturgis 
Schoo! Unit the Sturgis Army Cadets. The Legion was the Grstto 
start the process of geting senior housing for Smrgis, a project 
later taken over by the Town of Sturgis. Many Legion members 
have now passed on or moved to other areas but in 1999 the 
Sturgis Legion Branch continues to operate its hall, un an Annual 
Poppy Campaign and to organize a Remembrance Day Service 
con November 11 alte which the Ladies’ Auiliary serve lunch,

The Ladies Auxiliary to the Suupis Branch of the Royal 
Canadian Legion received its charter on April 19, 1971. Distit 
representative Mrs. Audrey Mann of Melfort and Zone I 
representaiive Mrs. Marie Lundeen of Preecevlle initiated 
eighteen ladies as members. Angeline Jonson was the first 
resident (Apri to December 1971), Gladys Wagar was secretary 
(April to December 1971) and Ingeborg Medlang was treasure 
for 1971. Other members initisted were Margaret Moritz, Bety 
Vodiden, Viola Pollock, Martha Schoenke, Grace Heathcote, 
Lilian Calder, Mary Sells, Lorna Lande, Doreen Bobowski, Sela 
Melntyre, Lila Chemiawsky, Ruby Holmberg, Jose Holmberg, 
Laura Hovey and Amy Palmer. Other charter members unable to 
aitend the initiation were Joyce Dwenichk, Verna McAlaste, 
Helen Probert and Mary Ritchie for a total of 22 members. 

They immedistely became involved in catering as a fundraiser 
in order to assis the Legion in the extensive renovations required 
for their newly purchased Town Hall. Water had to be hauled to 
‘the hall in pails and beated ina copper wash boiler onan old wood 
range. Dishes were washed with the dish pan balanced on an old 
wooden chair. When the renovations were completed with a 
‘modem kitchen and bathrooms, the ladies kept these rooms clean 

intl the branch could afford to hire a janitr. They also did a 
semi-annual clean-up of the whole hall.The ladies catered for 15 
years with much ofthe food donated by members to realize & 
bigger profit. The catering was discontiued when most of the 
members had reached their “golden years” 

By the time the buming of the morigage on the hall was 
celebrated, the Ladies’ Auxiliary had presente the parent branch 
with more than $12,000, In addition the auxiliary furished the 
hall with tables, chairs, floor covering, a cooler, two refiigeratos, 
an electric stove, kitchen cupboards, serving tables, curtain, 
electrical appliances, and all the kitchen equipment 

The ladies worked alongside withthe Legionaries at dances, 
card parties, and with the operation of the hamburger stand tthe 
Sturgis July 1 Sports and Rodeo. Over the years they marched 
with the Legionares in Remembrance Day parades and other 
focal parades. In 1980, they entered a float in the Sturgis 
Celebrate Saskatchewan parade and also in Preeceville 
Celebration. The float was designed 10 celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the Saskatchewan Legion Ladies Auxiliary and 
they received an award from the Sturgis judges. 

Another Celebrate Saskatchewan project undertaken was an 
ethnic supper with the proceeds being donated to the Sturgis 
‘Arena, The Legion and Auxiliary also participated in the Stargis 
“75th anniversary parade in 1987. The Auxiliary canvassed forthe 
Cancer Society from 1972-74 until Sturgis Donor's Choice 
Appeal was organized and sponsored by the Auxiliary. Two 
‘members, Amy Palmer and Martha Schoenke served as president 
and secretary-reasurer of Donor's Choice respectively from 1975 
until 1991, Auxiliary members as well as representatives from 
‘other local organizations conducted the annual canvass, 

‘Teams were entered in the Provincial Auxiliary Curling 
Bonspiels in 1972-74-75. In 1974, a team comprising Gladys 
‘Wagar, Betty Voden, Margaret Moritz and Angeline Johnson 
won the Zone and District Play-offs and advanced to the 





























Provincial Finals in Weyburn , losing therein a very close final 
Starting in 1972 and continuing for the next 16 years, an annual 
(Christmas Party was held for the local senior citizens and their 
spouses. Auxiliary members would gather at the Legion Hall on 
the day before the party and enjoy an afternoon of friendship and 
laugter as they prepared forthe part. Finally thee came atime 
When the majority of the members were as old as or older than 
their guests soit was with regret thatthe party was discontinued. 
In 1974-75 the newly formed senior citizens’ club was given 
the use of the Auxilary’s kitchen and equipment for fourten 
‘months unl they were in a position to get their own building.

Its likely this man came from somewhere inthe Upper Fraser 
Valley.

‘Mt, Meroniuk (elevation 5,800 feet) was climbed by members 
ofthe Chilliwack Outdoors Club, Bob Stir, Christie Masson and 
[Leo DeGroot, on March 22. DeGroct's account follows 

‘We left Sardis on a foggy, drizaly day, heading for Mt 
Meroniuk. which lies on the eastside of Chilliwack Lake, about 
halfway along, The sun was trying to poke through by the time we 
reached Chilliwack Lake 

‘We drove up Paleface Creek Road a far as we could, then 
followed the creek around, camying our skis at first due to 
insufficient snow, Soon we were skiing up through a large bow! 
to gain the ridge between Paleface Mountain and Mt. Meroniuk 

‘We followed the ridge tothe base of a smal cli just below the 
peak, where we left our skis. Not expecting anything steep, we 
ida’ bring long a rope or our ie axes, so we had to climb a ree 
‘hich was conveniently growing alongside the cliff to get above 

‘Once on the peak, the clouds decided to disappear completely, 
‘opening a superb view inal directions. 

Looking north, we could see Mount Wittenberg, Mi, Holden, 
and behind, the snowy crags of Faton Peak. It makes you wealize 
how close Chilliwack Lake i othe Skagit Valley. 











‘We wired the cross to a stunted tee on te top then carefully 
descended to where we had lft our skis. We decided on a more 
direct route down to the truck, and telemarked through an old 
burn until we can out of snow: 

‘We then hiked down through the horrible bum-windéall 
eventually aiving atthe road and te truck. Ascent time was 31/2 
hour; descent ime, two hours

WAR MEMORIES 


CPL. BABIUK, Bill 

Bill Babiuk, «former resident of Sturgis and member of the 
Legion Branch #37, was presented with a Life Membership by #5 
District Commander Joyce Walker assisted by Zone Commander 
Mac Wilson on April 25, 1989, He also was honoured with the 
Legion Meritorious Service medal with the consent of the 
(Canadian Legion in Otawa on April 26, 1994 and presented by 
‘Zone 2 Commander Mac Wilsoa. 

In 1941, when Bill was eighteen years od, be decided that he 
wanted to make the army his life, so he voluntarily enlisted in 
Regina. Bill underwent basic training in Maple Creek and after 
wo months, he retumed to Regina where he received is 
“posting” to Halifax 

During the three months spent there, the basic traning 
consisted of lemming to shoot, o read maps and fundamental 
survival tactics. Bll then took commando taining in Vancouver. 
‘This training was more intense as it prepared you to kil 

Bill was ove of the one hundred and thisty men who spent the 
winter inthe West, that were transferred to Petawawa, ON, There 
‘hey completed their raining and were assigned tothe Sixth Anti 
‘Tank Regiment, a unit that would ultimately shoot and destroy 
enemy tanks. 

Bill and his regiment were sent overseas to England where they 
continued their training. They received their new guns which 
were M10 self-propelled units with a Sherman tank chassis and 
{an open turret with a gun mounted on top. Its top speed was thi 
five miles an hour and protected five men inside from only small 

In 1944, while on the front line in France for only 30 days, Bill 
was injured in this unit whea shrapnel rom a bullet came through 
the side of the tank between the body and the ture. He was 
wounded inthe hip and leg, Bill remembers the flash asthe bullet 
centered and appeared to fill the unit with bright stars as pieces of 
shrapnel ricocheted inside. Two of te five men in the unit were 
Killed. The three survivors crawled out of tank and through 
standing wheat field amid the gunfite until they reached a road 
and were picked up by a jeep. From the field hospital they were 
taken by plane to hospital in England, Three months later Bill 
rejoined his regiment which was now in Belgium. He also saw 
ction in Holland and Germany. 

Bill returned to Halifax Harbor on July 13th, 1945. He has been 
‘a member ofthe Royal Canadian Legion since then 

Some thoughts he expressed were: “When you go into battle” 
he said, “you wonder if is your tun to go and if you're lucky 
enough, you'll come back. I lst a few good friends, s0 yes, is 
very emotional. Most days we were too busy surviving to even 
feel frightened. While bullets whistled over and around you, 
perseverance was the only mental image that determined your 
‘outcome in the day today combs, We really had to focus on wih 
we were doing. 

The most important aspect of the Legion is helping and lending 
supporto those veterans who need itto get on with their lives To 
this day, its purpose is tll to be able to help the unfortnate ones 
‘There is a camaraderie within the Legion that is very important. 


Unless you have lived, felt, seen and done the things we have, 
there s no way that anyone can understand tis par of our lives”

Named Heritage King and Queen were 
Blizabeth Weikle and Wasyl Stefanowich both 94 years old, 

The commitee raised money to fund various home coming 
eveots by holding an auction sale of donated items, purchased and 
sold souvenirs and a reproduced RM map of 1903-1906. The 100, 
maps ordered sold out quickly at $2 each and additional ones 
were ordered. They also received grant money, which was to be 
used towards heritage, celebration and vision projects. 

‘On June 29th an ecumenical chusch service was beld at the 
Regional Park, followed by a picnic, entertainment and old 
fashion races and games for the children. The farmers and local

From June 29th to July Ist in 1985, Sturgis celebrated the 80th 
anniversary of Saskatchewan's entry into Confederation. This

Saskatchewan, the province that is still considered the 
breadbasket ofthe world
